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The Unchanging Scenario

Everybody is hung on that lavounto word 
of journalists — scenario After the by- 
elections the opening serve in the 
conversation always is, "Has there been 
any change in the scenario’" Perhaps the 
best way to return that service is to ask a 
number of counter-questions’ Has P V 
Narasimha Rao after election from Nandyal 
become a champion weightlifter with bulging 
muscles’ Have the seven more seats m 
the Lok Sabha turned Congress into an 
unbeatable electronic missile’ Is the BJP 
any less firm in Madhya Pradesh and Bihar’ 
Is the Indian public's attitude to a Prime 
Minister any loss idolatrous and less 
monotheistic? In other words, should ho 
alone must take all decisions and solve all 
problems’ Is there any change in tho 
simmering and bickering within Janata’ And, 
incidentally, have prices come tumbling 
down like a house of cards’ That should 
answer, to some extent, tho question about 
change in the scenario 

The ace commentators have boon saying 
that the Prime Ministor has been very skillful 
in that he has avoided confrorttation and 
managed through consensus, never really 
alienating the Opposition even though they 
aro heavily polarised, tho BJP and the lesi, 
for instance And here we stumble upon 
that very value loaded word which now plays 
a major role in Indian politics - consonsus 
What, of course, few people turn their 
minds to is that nothing like consensus 
remains in Indian politics or in Indian life 
Some months ago in Calcutta the owner of 
an old and known printing house was kept 
■gheraoed' in his home by workers for some 
demands The workers, who were led by 
CPI (M) trade unionists, mounted a 24-hour 
■gherao' and did not even allow an 
ambulance to reach the home of the printer 
who was a severe heart patient He died 
There was no word of condemnation from 
Jyoti Basu about this inhuman use of a 
trade union 'weapon' There is no consonsus 
about what is normal compassionate behavi¬ 
our If there were some serious researchers 
in Delhi (and some other cities) today they 
could actually calculate how many seriously 
ill people have died or have had a severe 
setback in their condition because of the 
strikes by doctors There is no consensus 
about what are the ethics of doctors 
Students in Delhi colleges pay around 
Rs 15 a month for tuition They are also 
entitled to an all-route, any-number-of- 
journeys monthly bus pass for around 
Rs. 12. The heavy cost of thoir education 
and transport comes from the public 
exchequer. That is to say : I pay. Yet they 
disfigure their college buildings, bum buses 
when they decide they have been provoked. 


male students tease their fellow female 
students, in and around colleges and 
behave abominably in 'students special' 
buses, and never show respect to teachers 
There is no consensus about what should 
be the norm of student behaviour Politicians 
leave parlies at the drop of a hat There is 
no consensus about political behaviour 

There is no sort of consensus about what 
Hinduism stands lor between, say, the 
Vishwa Hindu Parishad and many leaders 
of the BJP and the viewpoint of, say, Swami 
Vivekananda and the interpretations of 
Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan And not, of 
course, with the view of Jiddu Knshnamurti 
who said “I maintain that Truth is a pathless 
land, and you cannot approach it by any 
path whatsoever, by any religion, by any 
sect" 

In this atmosphere, this ambience, what 
IS the consensus that Narasimha Rao is 
going to achieve on, say, Punjab, Kashmir 
or As.sam’ When Rajiv Gandhi had a ship¬ 
load majonly in Parliament did he attempt 
any consensus on the Shah Bano 
amendment of the law, tho sati inadent at 
Deorala which involved the position and 
status of all Indian women or about the 
Defamation Bill’ By what kind of political 
consensus are there 28 women members 
in the Lok Sabha out of a total of some 
532’ Balram Jakhar was the Speaker in an 
earlier Parliament not very long ago 
Speakers aro supjxised, by parliamentary 
convention and consensus, to place 
themselves above party politics for good 
Today Mr Jakhar is a Minister in tho 
Congress government. What consensus 
about political norms is his party following’ 
On foreign policy what kind of consonsus 
view has the Congress government tried to 
reach about tho situation in a near 
neighbour, Burma, where democracy is 
being brutally trampled underfoot? No, 
Narasimha Rao is unlikely to got very far 
with 'consensus', nor will India have a 
'consensus' “national government". 

So much for consonsus, what about 
change? I have just been to Madhya 
Pradesh, to Narwar about 120 kilometres 
from Gwalior, deep in Scmdia country 
Driving to Narwar and back I observed that 
though this was through Shivpuri distnet 
which has, perhaps, the largest amount of 
forest cover in Madhya Pradesh, there is a 
lot of degraded land. Even the land which 
is being tilled is not being ploughed so 
much as scratched. In the full heat of day 
women were lifting heavy stones by the 



roadside The question to ask was whether 
they got the same wages as men for that 
backbreaking work and, beyond that, 
whether they should be doing that sort of 
work at all? Quite a good many years ago 
the bicycle, to some extent revolutionised 
rural mobility — but only for men I did not 
see a single woman in that Madhya Pradesh 
drive riding a cycle — they are still 
immobilised In other countries millions of 
women ride cycles Madhav Rao Sdndia 
camo to visit the place whore we were 
going to in a helicopter, but that is another 
story On a bullock cart there was a figure 
lying wrapped hoad-to-foot in a blanket with 
an elderly woman sitting beside. Obviously 
It was a seriously ill man or woman being 
taken for treatment to some hospital — still 
in a bullock cart in end-1991.1 remembered 
that in Gujarat's Anand district, in tho famous 
Amul milk cooperative, there are radio-fitted 
ambulances to attend tn sick milk-giving 
buffaloes All along the route I kept an eye 
on the advertisements and the hoardings. 
They wore mostly about two cheap bidis, 
Sher and Payal, and a few miraculous 
ayurvedic medicines There was one about 
Nirodh From tho advertisements one can 
judge the consuming-capacity of people. 
Only when we camo very near to our 
destination were there an advertisement 
each for Televista and Texia television. 
There were many young boys and girls in 
the fields and roadside who looked to me 
as if they didn't go to school. That then is 
change in the largest State in India 
I ater we saw relics of the splendour of 
the rulers and nobility of Gwalior and it 
struck mo as I watched the temples and 
‘chains' that they must have been very 
religious, the people who lived that regal 
life TTiat religion must have been “God's 
will IS supreme, if Ho has created tho nch 
and the poor then there must be in it a 
manifestation of His will" Unfortunately I 
am more attracted to the positive religious 
doctrines of people like Swami Vivekananda 
who said that God was tho poor — 
Oaridranarayana. and that religion was at 
its purest in contemplation and disciplining 
the mind to see inwards and beyond. I am, 
as is evident, sceptical about a change in 
scenario, about consonsus and change. 
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What Ails Our Polity? 


Never since the dawn of independence 
has the country been besieged by such a 
grave crisis, never have the threats to the 
unity and integrity of the country and our 
march forward as a progressive nation been 
more minatory than they are today It. 
therefore, seems apposite that an attempt 
should be made to pinpoint them and go 
into the question as to what ails our polity 
Threat of secession in Puniab, Kashmir 
and North-East compounded by the cult of 
terrorism prevalent there is a matter of gr€)at 
concern and weighs over the minds of most 
of us If we go into the history of this 
problem in each of the three States, we find 
that It was, to a considerable extent, the 
result of the doings of some petty men at 
the Centre who felt no compunction in 
crucifying national interests for what they 
believed to be the interest of their party 
The basic rule for the functioning of a 
healthy democratic polity is that the country 
IS greater than the party and the party is 
greater than individual Unfortunately the 
political life in the country has taken such a 
distressing turn that the guiding maxim has 
been that the individual ranks higher than 
the party and the party ranks higher than 
the country There can also bo no doubt 
that the crisis in each of the three States 
with such sinister dimensions has thereafter 
boon due to a great extent of dithering, 
inaction, delayed action and reluctance to 
take bold and even unpopular decisions 
John Kennedy in his book — “Profiles in 
Courage" gives seven instances when the 
U S. President staked his populanty and 
took unpopular, but in the long run far¬ 
sighted and benefiaal, decisions tor the 
good of the country I still believe that the 
situation in Punjab and North-East has not 
reached such a pass that solution cannot 
be found For this purpose we may have to 
discard stereo type orthodox approach and 
at the same time create conditions that 
normal political processes can function there 
and the voice of sanity articulated without 
the fear of bullet For this purpose, while it 
is necessary to curb the militancy, it has to 
bo ensured at the same time that we do not 
alienate the general public 
So far as Kashmir is concerned, we 
cannot hide the fact that the bulk of the 
population there is wholly alienated from 
India In such a situation wherein we are 
confronted with a mass movement and the 
bulk of the population has somehow come 
10 believe that they are fighting for their 
Azadi", we have to seriously consider 
ivhother we can continue to harp upon old 
chrases or catchwords and get stuck in 
worn out ruts or whether there is need for 
lew bold initiative. At the same time I cannot 
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ignore the fact that new bold policies require 
a strong well entrenched government at the 
Centro The present government, though 
headed by a very discerning cool headed 
personage, is working under the handicap 
of being without absolute majonty and at 
the same time is subject to different pulls 
and pressures both from within and outside 
the party 

The second grave problem that faces the 
country is the failure of our economic 
policies India today is amongst the poorest 
countries of the world The tragedy is that 
this has been so despite the fact that we 
have huge reservoir of talents, human 
resources and nature's bounty We have 
been prisoners of ccjrtain ideologies now 
discarded elsewhere and have been 
worsh'ppmg at shrines of deities who have 
proved to be false gods We have been 
spoonfed with claims of groat progress and 
with rosy pictures of accomplishments about 
success of our economic policies 
Undoubtedly we have made big strides in 
certain fields since the dawn of 
independence I would, however, submit that 
this IS not the true cnterion The real yard¬ 
stick IS as to what has been the rate and 
extent of our economic progress compareo 
to that of the other countries who were 
earlier at the same economic level during 
the period of 44 years In this respect wo 
find that India's share of world trade today 
IS only one-fifih of what it was 40 years 
ago In 1950 India's export trade ranked 
16th in the world trade, today it ranks 43rd 
Hong Kong is just one City Slate, yet its 
share of world trade is three times that of 
India 

India IS also one of the most indebted 
countries, yet we gloat over the fact when 
another loan is sanctioned for us forgetting 
that It dnves us still deeper into the quagmire 
of our indebtedness We arc also on the 
look out for aids and grants from other 
countries — big and small — cloaking the 
whole thing in euphemistic phrases Self- 
sufficiency eludes us and rewinds us that 
no self-respecting nation can move with a 
beggar's bowl and mendicancy cannot be 
reduced to a fine art But for the timely loan 
by the International Monetary Fund we were 
finding it difficult to service even our debt 
liability. Despite the dire state of our 
economy we have been given to financial 
extravagance and defying basic rules of 
fiscal discipline We are happy that the 
Finance Ministry is now headed by one 
who has made no a*'- -ipt to hide the ugly 



state of our economy and has come out 
with Its true picture He has also initiated 
new bold economic measures. We wish 
him all success At the same time it has to 
be ensured that the new measures may not 
all get washed away in the rising spiral of 
prices under which the common man is 
groaning 

Last month I was in Frankfurt and while 
admiring the economic strides made in 
Germany my thoughts naturally went back 
to India and I felt a sting of pain It is in this 
context that I was seized by the mournful 
reflection as to what would bo the fate of 
the country and how would it shape itself in 
future if the majority of its doctors to provide 
treatment in public hospitals, the majority of 
Its engineers to build bridges, roads, 
buildings and dams, the majority of its 
technocrats and scientists to make 
innovation in science and technology and 
harness the same lor national development 
and economic strides, the majority of its 
economists to prepare blueprints of 
economic planning, the majority of its 
Judges to administer justice, and the 
majority of its civil servants who provide the 
backbone of the administration, henceforth 
recruited are those who are going to be of 
sub standard quality All over the world to¬ 
day the accent and stress is on merit and 
efficiency It is these qualities on which in 
all progressive countnos is laid the premium 
Let us not try to create conditions in which 
our bright young men may think of leaving 
the soil of India for good and add to the 
k-iowledge and wealth of other countries. 

There can bo no doubt that a lot needs 
to be done to better the conditions of our 
backward classes as also the scheduled 
castes and tribes The best way to ensure 
the betterment of the backward classes is 
to provide full educational faalities to their 
children, furnish them good amenities, give 
them enouf h food, sufficient clothing, better 
housing and provide them with sufficient 
means of livelihood Give scholarships at a 
liberal and extensive scale to their children, 
subsidise their education, in the matter of 
fees, text books, copy books and other tools 
of education, provide them all other facilities 
so that the bright and diligent amongst them 
may go in lor higher education, produce 
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scores and hundreds of Ambedkars Lofty 
objectives wore laid down in the Directive 
Principles of the ronstitution, and it was 
provided that they would be fundamental in 
the governance of the country The fact 
that we have (ailed to carry out the mandate 
of the Constitution in this respect constitutes 
a terrible indictment of all those who 
occupied seats of power during the last 
more than four decades 

Apart from the above the portents in other 
fields are no less disturbing India like any 
other country faces two types of dangers, 
external and internal While wo cannot afford 
to bo complacent in tho matter of oxtornal 
danger tho pressure of recent events has 
underlined the need to bo much more wary 
about tho internal dangers History tolls us 
that internal dangers prove to be much more 
serious and cause more damage as they 
corrode tho inner strength of the nation 
Today wo find tho concept of being Indian 
is being smothered and crucified by Indians 
themselves Today the ties that bind us 
together as constituents of one nation are 
being assailed and put under a state of 
siege by forces of communalism, linguism, 
regionalism, castcism and parochialism 
Each of them is acquiring now stridency 
and chauvinism 

India IS a multi religious, multi-linguist, 
multi-ethnic country For the people of a 
country like this, tho need for a spirit of 
tolerance and moderation, of understanding 
and accommodating each other cannot be 
over emphasised if they want to avoid 
friction and estrangement and bring about 
unity in diversity One of tho reasons for 
this growing estrangement between different 
sections of population is the encouragement 
It receives at tho hands of some of the 
politicians The estrangement provides a 
fertile soil and favourable climate for forming 
a vote bank which constitutes a valuable 
asset at that time of elections It is no 
wonder that the temptation to whip up 
passions over grievances — real or 
contrived — and derive political mileage 
therefrom proves rather too strong which 
only few can resist 

So far the malady of adoption of criminal 
and anti social elements as candidates by 
political parties was confined mostly to one 
State but recent elections have shown that 
the malaise has now spread over and 
acquired vicious roots in a number of other 
States also It is a most disturbing state of 
affairs and wo must pause and ponder over 
the fact as to what would be the fate of our 
polity if wo allow bandits and murderers, 
mafia dons and criminal elements to occupy 
seats of political power and what would be 
its fallout on state of our law and order and 
tho machinery for its maintenance 

Earlier it was said that about half the 
members of the Legislature of one State 
were history-sheeters on police records and 
some of them even came to occupy 
ministerial chairs One can well imagine as 
to how far the police and other offiaals 
concornod with the maintenance of law and 
order and prevention and detection of crimes 



and bringing the culprits to book would be 
able to etfectively discharge their duties in 
such a state of affairs 
The growing cult of violence in the countiy 
IS a matter of senous concern and unless 
we can tackle and control it firmly it is bound 
to acquire further dimensions Much more 
senous and dangerous for our decent 
civilised existence is the emerging alliance 
between tho cult of violence and the creed 
of politics. Poll violence is one of the 
disturbing aspects of the cult of violence 
which IS acquiring firm roots in the country. 
No less serious, if not more, is the threat to 
the unity of India and its secular polity posed 
by tho orgy ol communal violence that has 
surged up and engulfed a number of States 
in recent years. Communal violence has 
extracted a heavy toll of innocent lives and 
loft a trail of woo and suffering, of burnt 
homes and shops, big and small, set ablaze, 
of people rendered destitute overnight and 
withour means of livelihood, of young 
widows and orphaned children, of persons 
maimed and cnppled for the rest of their 
lives 

The gory incidents of communal carnage 
during the recent months highlight the need 
for spint of tolerance, catholicity of outlook, 
respect for each other's faith and willingness 
to abide by rules of self-discipline This has 
to be both at individual as well as group 
level If individual selfishness, dtsregardful 
of feelings and rights of other, is bad, much 
worse IS the group selfishness, disregardful 
of feelings and rights of other groups As it 
IS, we present a picture of a nation wherein 
the people are at war with each other We 
must bear in mind that unlike what has 
been done in some of the countries in our 
neighbourhood, our founding fathers opted 
for the establishment of a secular polity. 
This was in keeping with what great sons of 
India — Vivekananda, Aurobindo, Gandhi, 
Tagore, Radhaknshnan and Nehru — had 
stood for 

The spirit of India has been one of 
assimilation of the various elements that 
came into our country When she failed to 
abide by that spirit, she herself declined 
When Mahatma Gandhi asked us to open 
our doors to all the winds, but not get swept 
off our feet, he was essentially articulating 
and stressing the tradition of India India, 
as pointed out by Dr S Radhakrishnan, 
strove throughout her history for the freedom 
of spirit and the union of hearts She did 
not destroy differences, but discovered their 
underlying affinities. The essence of 
Hinduism, which has been fountain-head of 
our cultural and religious heritage, has been 
tho spint of tolerance, catholicity of outlook 
and freedom of thought. Heresy hunting is 
something wholly alien to it. 

If growing incidence of violence threatens 
the unity of India and the cause of 
seculansm, it equally poses a danger to our 
democratic polity. Democracy in its nascent 
stage or in the countnes wherein it has not 
taken firm roots cannot withstand for long 
the stresses and strains of turmoil and 
disorder. Such conditions also prove to be 


a propitious soil wherein sprout the 
dangerous seeds of military rule. Human 
history reveals that in such an atmosphere 
there comes the man with the sword on the 
horseback — be it a Hitler, a Mussolini or 
their prototype. He is initially hailed as a 
Messiah and a saviour to restore law and 
order and provide security of life and 
property; but once he gets entrenched, 
history tells us, he acquires the traits of a 
despot and dictator, intolerant of cnticism 
and unwilling to put up with opposition and 
dissent. Such a regime would mark the 
demise of democracy and the values 
associated with it. History also teaches us 
that It may not be difficult to dethrone 
democracy, but once democracy is 
banished, it is most difficult to revive it and 
bring it back to the people. 

The pnmary cause for prevalence of 
violence, in my opinion, has been tho 
coarsening of conscience and moral 
susceptibilities of the society Many acts of 
deviations from established norms of 
behaviour, which earlier used to give rise to 
public outcry, opprobnum or condemnation 
are now accepted to be a part of life without 
inviting any whimper of protest or public 
disapproval Conflicts are instigated and 
engineered by those who want to build their 
leadership by driving a wedge and creating 
antagonism between different sections of 
the society by pandering to their religious, 
linguistic, ethnic, regional, caste or other 
such susceptibilities Grievances — real or 
imaginary —- are cooked up and ventilated 
and a sense of hurt is sought to be created 
The last tv/olve months have revealed a 
tragic tale of political parties creating 
cleavage in society by whipping up caste- 
consciousness or religious susceptibilities 
with a view to enlarge their electoral base, 
create vote banks and derive political 
mileage Experience tells us that the task of 
those who seek to unite and harmonise is 
much more difficult as against those who 
seek to build walls of distrust and animosity. 

Despite the aberration of communal and 
other types of violence, the springs of 
goodness have not altogether dried up and 
the heart of India is still strong There still 
pulsates inside an average Indian, a kindly 
heart, compassionate and God-fearing. 
What is needed is to rescue the people 
from the venom being injected and poison 
being spread by some individuals, seeking 
to build their leadership on the debris and 
ruins of our rich heritage bequeathed to us 
by the greatest sons of the motherland. 

Today democracy is on trial in India. 
Today our secular links are being subjected 
to severe strain Perhaps it would be nearer 
the mark to say that democratic institutions 
and secular polity are at stake in India.- 
Today secessionist forces and fissiparous 
tendencies have raised their ugly head and 
posed the gravest threat to tiie unity and 
integrity of India. Today questions have 
begun to be raised regarding the suitability 
of the system and its capacity to meet the 
challenge. At a time when the countiy is

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Naxalism, a left extremist movement, was 
born In the countryside of Naxalbari, West 
Bengal, nearly 25 years ago. Today West 
Bengal is only partly under the followers of 
naxalism, called naxalites, but Andhra 
Pradesh and Bihar are their strongholds 
They have also spread to Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Karnataka and Orissa 

Over 40 left extremist groups are 
operating in the country, 9 of them aro 
major ones and 5 of these are in the 
forefront of violent activities, vtz., (i) the 
CPJL-People's War Group (PWG) operating 
in Andhra Pradesh and contiguous areas of 
Maharashtra, Madhya Pradesh, Karnataka 
and Orissa, (ii) the Maoist Communist 
Centre (MCC), active in Central and South 
Bihar; (in) CPML-Vinod Mishra group 
(CPML-VM) having bases in Central Bihar; 

(iv) CPML CPR-K Ramachandra faction 
(CPML-CPR-KR) with spheres of influence 
in Telengana area of Andhra Pradesh, and 

(v) Central Organising Committee-CPML/ 
Party Unity (COC-CPML-PU) entrenched in 
Bihar. 

The movement appears to "have learnt 
from Its reverses There is now some 
refinement in the methods of ideological 
dissemination which has led to greater 
access to sophisticated and enlightened 
sections of the people The anti-Lin Biao 
faction and its front organisation, the Indian 
People’s Front (IPF), are now poised to 
enter mainstream politics The massive 
rallies they held in Patna and Lucknow have 
made a great impression on all political 
parties 

Some other groups, like the one led by 
Kanu Sanyal and S.R Bhaiji, aro making 
efforts to align with political parties other 
than Congress(l), and extending support to 
their agitational programmes This indicates 
that the priority is to defeat the Congross(i) 
party, not to bring about instant revolution 

The charge that there are as many groups 
as are Naxalites has less validity now with 
the various groups realising the need for 
unity. Attempts are afoot to form a united 
front of revolutionary forces, if not a merger 
of diverse factions. Significant doveiopmenti 
in this context have been the efforts by the 
Communist Party of India-Maoist Leninist 
{CPI-ML)’s People’s War Group'(FWG) and 
the Maoist Communist Centre (MCC) to 
unite, and by the pro-Lin Biao faction to 
explore the possibility of joint action 

The PWG has extended its activities from 
Andhra Pradesh to the bordering states ot 
Karnataka, Tamil Nadu, Orissa (Koiaput), 
Maharashtra (Gadechiroli) and Madhya 
Pradesh (Bastar). In addition, joint agitations 
effected by the anti-Lin Biao faction have 
given a new edge to the mobilisation of left 
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extremist groups 

However, the democratic approach 
seems to be more a strategy than based on 
belief. The upward trend of violence in 1987, 
following the relative decline in 1986, 
continued during 1988 “Incidents" involving 
leftist extremists registered, according to 
Home Ministry sources, showed a 35 per 
cent increase over the previous year Andhra 
Pradesh (493) and Bihar (174) accounted 
for 92 per cent “incidents". Stray “incidents" 
also took place in Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Orissa, Tamil Nadu and West 
Bengal 

The CPI-ML (PWG), CPI-ML (anti-Lin 
Biao faction), Maoist Communist Centro and 
CPI-ML (Party Unity) continued to be the 
mam perpetrators of violence, collectively 
accounting for about 90 per cent of the total 
"incidents" in the country 

The People’s War Group, which 
commands 17 per cent of the total Naxalite 
strength, was responsible lor 60 per cent of 
“incidents" last year The most senous one 
early this year was ambush of "a police 
party in which seven men wore killed on 
the spot in Adilabad district The PWG's 
strongholds aro north Telengana districts of 
Adilabad, Karim Nagar, Khammam and 
Warangal, but it is throughout the state 

The Naxalites in the country, unlike in 
the 1960s and early 1970s, are equipped 
with sophisticated weapons, including 
AK-47 nfles and stenguns The area of 
retaliatory actions has been broadened to 
include static targets such as government 
buildings and railway stations There have 
been increasing attacks on banks located 
in the intenor 

In Bihar, the technique is somewhat 
different The main features have been 
three ■ one, caste based violence, 
particularly in Jehanabad distnet, two, 
kidnapping for ransom and weapons; and, 
three, attacks on police and other officials 
However, inter-party clashes are the 
maximum in the State, and there are many 
instances ot one naxalite group even frying 
to eliminate another 

The Home Ministry’s assessment is that 
“the socio-economic content of the issues 
raised by the left-wing extremists require a 
basic reorientation strategy on the part of 
the government." The naxalites retain their 
appeal among the intellectuals, even though 
they are against the use of violence State 
terrorism is, in fact, crossing out the 
advantage of the angry reaction of violence 
among the public. 



True, acts ot violence have to be put 
down oven if the naxalites’ aim is to achieve 
the public good and secure the benefits 
lawfully due to the weaker sections of the 
people Because violence will mean that 
those with more lethal weapons will prevail. 
This IS how fascism takes roof 

No one can deny that the zamindaTs 
zulum, the corrupt police, the slow law courts 
and the elite’s tendency to cling to privileges 
are social ills that have to be eradicated. 
But once violence comes into play, the revolt 
against injustice and inequality often turns 
into murder and brutality 

There are naxalite leaders who have 
come to realise this But their number is still 
small And they are mostly confined to 
Andhra Pradesh But whatever be their new 
posture, they have not given up their fight 
against injustice and oppression It is to be 
carried on by all possible means, violent or 
non-violent 

The Director-General of Police, Andhra 
Pradesh, says "Self-preservation and 
militarisation are the current prionties of the 
party The protest actions which are being 
widely resorted to. despite the risk of being 
labelled contra-ideological, denote the 
emphasis on preservation of cadres. Tfie 
periodical military training imparted in the 
remote forest areas to the forest as well as 
the plains cadres is indicative of yet another 
phase in its preservation for armed revolt “ 
New Delhi admits that the armed outposts 
have no longer been effective in containing 
the movement in intenor areas and boosting 
the morale of the people. “The dampening 
morale in the rank of the police" is also said 
to have adversely affected the states’ efforts 
to root out the problem 
One significant report is that the PWG is 
on the verge ot a merger with MCC of Bihar 
and has plans lor a similar understanding 
with Party Unity This underlines the general 
belief that the naxalite groups have not 
forsaken their faith in the Maoist philosophy. 

However, it is yet too early to say how 
the happenings in China have affected the 
naxalites Some disenchantment with 
politicians and progressives of the present 
leadership of the Chinese party has been 
seen in the past few years. The belief that

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Legal historians aro inclined to divide the 
porformancG of the Supreme Court in 
several phases The (irsi pliase, when Nehru 
was in power, was assoriion of the right of 
constitutional mtorprotation by the Court only 
to retrace its steps when faced with attack 
by Nehru and others This was especially in 
relation to land reforms and freedom of 
speech and expression Under Mrs Gandhi, 
the apex court suffered an eclipse, as did 
the other institutions created by the 
Constitution Its d.irkest hour came when it 
held that, during an Emergency, even the 
right to life does not survive The 
Constitution has been amended since then 
to moke sure that, at no time, the right to 
life can bo taken away After the emergency 
followed a ficsh hurst of public interest 
litigation but it needs to bo emphasised 
tliat, during the same period, came the ruling 
in tfie judges case in which the right to 
appoint judges of the superior courts was 
handed over to the Government This was 
abdication of the judiciary's rights 

The Supreme Court has entered a new 
phase now It is inclined to interpret the 
Constitution in a way that would give the 
judges a vital, in fact, clinching say in their 
removal There can bo no impeachment 
until the committee contemplated under the 
Judges Inquiry Act has found the arraigned 
judge guilty of physical disability or proven 
n.isconduct The Court has further 
Intel proted the Constitution and the Act to 
imply that the Speaker receives a motion of 
impeachment not in his capacity as the 
presiding officer of tho House but as an 
authonty designated by tho statute This 
being tho case, the Speaker is amenable to 
tho judicial process and his decisions subject 
to judicial iGviow Those rulings were given 
in tho Hamaswamy case 

In tho writs challenging the consti¬ 
tutionality of tho Tenth Schedule (popularly 
known as tl.u Anti defection Act), tho 
Couii by a majority of three to two has 
declared Paragraph 7 of tho Schedule 
unconstilutionril because it lulcs out judicial 
review Tho ground tor declaring it 
unconstiliJiiona! is that tho procedure laid 
down in Article 368, that is adoption by two- 
thirds majority by each House of Parliament 
and ratification by one hall the number of 
legislatures in tho States has not been 
followed This was essential because by 
ousting the jurisdiction of tho Courts and 
making tho Spc.akor's decision final, the 
Amendment had affected the rights of the 
judiciary 

A third instance may be cited In the writ 
filed by All India Judges Association, the 
Court has passed sweeping orders involving 
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residential accommodation, car allowance, 
residential library for judges and an 
enhanced as sumptuary allowance for 
subordinate judges These are tho 
commands of the court and have to be 
implemented within a given time frame An 
All-India Judicial Service has also been 
recommended 

A fourth instance is the interpretation by 
the apex court of the contempt powers in 
the Gujarat police case in such a manner 
that It IS able to deal with contempt of the 
lower judiciary It was argued in the case 
that the High Court alone had the power to 
deal with such matters 

Tho judgement in tho Gujarat jxilice case 
has already received enough public attention 
and hence need not detain us Only tho 
order jxsrtion has been delivered in the writ 
petitions challenging the validity'of the Tenth 
Schedule The reasoned judgement is yet 
to bo delivered The Ramaswamy case in 
which the power of judicial review has been 
forcefully asserted may be given in some 
detail 

The first question before the court in the 
case was whether the impeachment motion 
initiated by 108 MPs and the decision by 
the Speaker, Mr Rabi Ray, to admit it and 
appoint a three-judge committee to go into 
the matter had lapsed with the dissolution 
of the Ninth Lok Sabha A second limb of 
the same question was whether tho motion 
for removal of judge is a matter concerning 
tho conduct of the business of the House 
and as such non-justiciable 

Before tho majority and dissenting 
judgements of tho issue are discussed it 
would be useful to mention the relavent 
constitutional and legal provisions Article 
124(4) provides that a judge of the Supreme 
Court shall not be removed from office 
except by an order of the President after an 
address by each House of Parliament 
supported by a majority of the total 
membership and not less than two thirds of 
those present and voting has been 
presented to the President in the same 
session for such removal on the ground of 
proved misbehaviour or incapacity 

Article 124(5) says that Parliament may 
be law regulate the procedure for the 
presentation of an address and for 
investigation and proof of the misbehaviour 
or incapaaty of the judge 

In terms of the latter provision. Parliament 
has passed the Judges Inquiry Act Section 
3 of tho Act provides that a notice tor a 
motion of the removal of a judge has to be 



by at least lOO mombors ol the Lok Sabha 
or 50 members of the Rajya Sabha The 
Speaker of the Lok Sabha or tho Chairman 
of tho Rajya Sabha may, alter consulting 
such persons as he deems fit and examining 
materials he has, admit or refuse to admit 
the motion If he admits tho motion, he has 
to keep It pending and appoint a committee 
consisting a judge of tho Supreme Court, a 
Chief Justice of the High Court and a 
distinguished jurist to probe into the charges 
Section 6(2) of the Act provides that if 
the committee finds tho judge guilty, then 
the motion together with tho committee 
report may be taken up by tho House 
If tho Committee finds the judge not guilty, 
the matter has to be dropped Other relevant 
provisions aro Articles 118 and 121 Article 
118 authorises the two Houses to make 
rules lor regulation of the conduct of 
business Article 121 forbids any discussion 
of tho conduct of the judges of the superior 
courts in Parliament except on a motion of 
impeachment 

Tho majority judgement, delivered by 
Mr Justice B C Ray, holds that tho effects 
of tho provisions in the Judges Act is that 
tho impeachment motion has to be kept 
ponding until the committee report is 
available And since the law made by 
Parliament is of a higher quality it must 
prevail over the rules framed by the two 
Houses, including the rule that with the 
dissolution of tho Lok Sabha all business 
before it lapses Further, in the constitutional 
area of the removal of a judge, the law 
made under Article 124(5) must be held to 
go a little further and exclude the operation 
of rules framed under Article 118 
As for the second limb of tho first 
question, the majority has held that 
interpretation of the Constitution is the 
business of the courts, they alone can 
declare what the law is. Thus tho question 
whether the motion has lapsed is matter to 
be pronounced on the basis of the 
constitutional provisions and the laws 
The dissenting judge, Mr Justice Sharma, 
holds otherwise. His reading of the 
Constitution is that it has adopted a special 
scheme (or the removal of the members of 
the three organs of the States — the

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New Economic Policies 

Haoes And Fears 

Dr. Charan Wadhva 


Indian oconomy is being gradually 
restructured since July 1991 with the help 
of a sot of new economic policies being 
evolved by the Naiasiinha Rao government 
The Finance Minister Dr Manmohan Singh 
who himself was an architect of economic 
policy making in India during a large part of 
the last decade has now described 'he 
economic policies pursued by India during 
the last forty years as "mistaken policies" 
The pursuit of these policies in conjunction 
with some of the external economic shocks 
such as the oil price shock had landed 
India into deep economic crisis by the end 
of 1990 This crisis was structural in 
nature It adversely alfected both the longer 
term economic performance of India relative 
to the poiformance of the Newly 
Industrialised Countries (NICs) and thr; 
short term health of the eixinomy judged by 
macro economic parameters such as the 
balance of payments position gnd the rate 
of inflation 

Caged Tiger j 

Analysing the impact of long term 
economic policies pursued by the 
Government of India during the last forty 
years of centralised planning based on 
import substitution model of growth rn an 
over-regulated and over-protected 
economy with greater role assigned to 
the public section, Tho Economist of 
London appropriately described India as a 
tiger in a cage of its own making The 
economic policies pursued by India 
effectively delinked the Indian economy from 
tho global economy Compared to several 
other more open developing economies, 
India debarred itself from effectively 
bonefitting from the growth impulses in the 
global economy originating from the 
international competitiveness of tho goods 
traded in the world's markets India’s 
economic record during tho last decade is 
poorer in terms of both growth and 
distributive justice compared to the NICs 
(such as South Korea) or near-NICs 
(such as Malaysia and Thailand) Indian 
economic policies have for too long a pen id 
not boon reshaped in line with the fast 
changing global economic environment 
India has, therefore, had to pay dearly lor 
Its ostrich like attitude towards management 
of change by repeatedly missing 
opportunities for faster economic growth in 
line with its potential. The overprotected 
economy generated vested interests in 
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perpetuating economic inefficiency and 
encouraging ront-seeking behaviour 
among the entrepreneurs Over-regulation 
shackled enterpnse from growing both in 
the domestic market and in the international 
markets _ 

Macro-economic 

Mismanagement 

Worse still, tho Indian economy has been 
subjected to increasing degree of macro- 
economic mismanagement during the last 
decade Tho government has been 
increasingly indulging in generating 
excessive fiscal deficits over the years 
especially on revenue account These 
budgetary deficits have been financed by 
an unsustainable pattern of internal and 
external borrowings Financial resources 
including domestic savings and external 
loans have been mismanaged to yield 
relatively low rates of return on investment 
and to inadequate earnings in foreign 
exchange to meet external payments 
obligations Scarce capital resources 
have been highly inefficiently used especially 
in the public sector which has been 
overstaffed in most cases Several loss 
making public sector enterprises (majority 
of them having been taken over as the sick 
companies of tho private sector) have been 
a continuously increasing dram on the 
limited resources of the national exchequer 
These and other internal politico-economic 
policies pursued over a fairly long 
period brought the country by tho end of 
1990 to the verge of external bankruptcy 
coupled with an intolerably high double digit 
rate of inflation The burden imposed by the 
Gulf war on tho already precarious balance 
of payments position of 'ndia proved to bo 
the proverbial last straw on the camel's 
back 

Economic Policy 
Reforms 


It becomes crystal clear from the above 
analysis of the current economic ensis faced 
by the Indian economy that this crisis is 
structural in nature. It, therefore, required 
comprehensive structural economic jiolicy 
reforms without any further delay The single 
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most pressing problem was tho 
management of the balance of payments 
so as to maintain India's impeccable record 
of never defaulting on servicing its external 
debt obligations 

The Government of India approached the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) for 
emergency balance of payments assistance 
It also sold confiscated gold with buy-back 
option and also pledged gold lor taking loans 
from the Bank of England and the Bank of 
Japan to meet its immediate need for 
funds for retiring external debt on schedule 
Tho Finance Minister in cooperation with 
the Commerce Ministry and the Industry 
Ministry (a portfolio held by the Prime 
Minister himself) formulated a package of 
economic policy reforms in phases so as to 
overcome both the immediate economic 
problems as well as to restructure tho 
economy in the medium and long term so 
as to put It on tho path for self sustaining 
higher growth 

The new economic jxilicies adopted 
since Ju'y 1991 have come closer to the 
IMF and the World Bank prescriptions 
thus marking a radical departure from 
the jxilicies pursued in tho last forty 
years Undoubtedly the new economic 
policies will facilitate India's ongoing 
negotiations with the IMF and the World 
Bank for structural adjustment loans The 
Finance Minister has claimed that the 
pew economic policies are India’s own 
response to tho changed economic realities 
and have not boon formulated under 
pressure from the Fund-Bank sources The 
package of economic reforms is still 
incomplete and is being .further evolved 
The package of reforms unfolded so far 
has covered tho following measures 
(1) Devaluation of the Indian rujiee by about 
20 per cent against major currencies of the 
world, (ii) A new trade policy unleashing 
massive deregulation of the trade regime 
and Its replacement by increasingly market- 
oriented incentives and disincentives for 
exports and imports aimed at convertibility 
of tho rupee within 5 years, (iii) A new 
industrial policy towards unshackling 
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entrepreneurial forces from bureaucratic 
regulatory forces and reducing the role of 
the public soctoi to essential activities; 
(iv) A more open door policy for attracting 
private foreign direct investment including 
investment from the Non-Resident Indians 
so as to bring in the latest tochnology 
and to improve the international 
competitiveness of Indian industrial products 
and services (including global trading 
activities), and (v) Fiscal reforms including 
the commitment made to the IMF while 
seeking balance of payment assistance to 
contain the overall fiscal deficit of the 
Central government at 6 5 per cent of the 
Gross Domestic Product by the end of the 
current finanaal year compared to 8 5 per 
cent level at the beginning of this year 
Together those reforms constitute only the 
first instalment of the drastic restructuring 
of the economy within the next three to five 
years 

Talking of the move towards fundamental 
economic restructuring, the Prime Minister 
has repeatedly stated that there will be no 
reversal of the process of reforms already 
initiated and this process will be further 
accelerated. More reforms in the market- 
friendly direction are clearly in the offing 
The Narasimha Committee has already 
submitted its report on the reform of the 
financial sector aimed at encouraging 
competition with viability of operations 
of banks and financial institutions. The 
Chelliah Committee is at work for a 
comprehensive reform of the tax structure 
A high level Committee under the 
Chairmanship of the Commerce Secretary 
is currently engaged in working out 
desirable extent of lowenng of import 
tariffs for further exposing Indian industries 
to international competition This Commitee 
will also suggest ways for removing all 
remaining restrictions on foreign trade in 
three years Work on divestment of 
about 20 per cent shares of selected 
profitable public sector undertakings has to 
be completed soon to raise Rs. 2,500 
crore for reducing this year’s fiscal 
dofiat to the target level of 6.5 per cent 
of GDP agreed with the IMF. An exit 
policy is being evolved for terminally 
sick public sector enterprises with due 
compensation packages and facilities for 
retraining and redeployment of labour 
rendered surplus by the closure of such 
units The Government is planning to 
consult the opposition parties as well 
as the trade unions to evolve a 
consensus on this sensitive issue of exit 
policy 


Response 


prepared to liberally aid India's efforts at 
restructuring its economy during the rtext 
five years along the lines negotiated and 
mutually agreed between both sides. The 
not outflow of the Foreign Currency Non- 
Resident Deposits by the Non-Resident 
Indians (NRIs) has been stopped and 
converted into not inflow The foreign 
exchange reserves have nearly doubled 
compared to its lowest level reached about 
six months ago These reserves are 
expected to increase soon to level 
considered “comfortable" for reversing the 
current phase of extreme import 
compression to phased effective import 
liberalisation Further rise in the rate of 
inflation has been arrested Thus, the 
Finance Minister has received more 
breathing time for the country to concentrate 
on medium term economic reforms The 
foreign investors and the NRIs are waiting 
and watching for clearer signals for 
further reforms and for credible 
implementation of the reforms already 
announced India's potential for dynamic 
economic growth with appropnate policy 
support is not in doubt The real question is 
of sustained political will to implement the 
core of economic reforms no matter which 
government or administrative team assumes 
office The new economic policies have 
raised hopes that with their effective 
implementation supplemented by 
anticipatory strategic planning, India will 
redeem its position as a significant economic 
power in the comity of nations by the end 
of this century 


India has received appreciation of its new 
economic policies from international 
observers and multilateral financial 
institutions. The IMF and the World Bank 
have already agreed to provide funds 
which will take care of India's external 
obligations this year Both institutions are 


Fears 


While some positive and hopeful signals 
have already been generated by the 
announcement and initial stage of 
implementation of new economic policies, 
doubts as well as fears abound regarding 
the full implications and effect of new 
economic policies on the Indian economy. 
Serious doubts have arisen regarding the 
ability and willingness of the government to 
drastically curtail non-development 
expenditure which would be essential for 
achieving the target reduction of fiscal deficit 
to 6.5 per cent of GDP by the end of the 
current financial year The fulfilment of this 
conditionality would be essential for getting 
the next instalment of the stand-by loan 
from the IMF as well for availing of structural 
adjustment loans from the IMF and the 
World Bank 

With inflation still running at over 13 per 
cent per annum rate and the pnvate 
foreign direct investment (including NRI 
investment) not picking up, fears of 
another devaluation continue to haunt the 
foreign exchange market place. With 
disappointing negative growth in dollar 
earnings from exports recorded for the first 
half of the current finetncial year and 
impending import liberalisation consequent 
upon drawing loans from the IMF and 
with further escalation in the debt 


servicing burden, the balance of payments 
position appears deceptively to be 
under control at the moment. If export 
growth does not rise upto at least 10 
per cent per annum in dollar terms and if 
import growth is not contained around 6 
per cent per annum in dollar terms, 
India will be fast moving into qxtemal 
debt trap by availing of huge additional 
loans from the IMF and the World Bank. 
There is an urgent need to give top priority 
to increasing exchange earnings and 
attracting longer term private foreign 
direct investment especially into export- 
onented units. There are feare that the 
typical Fund-Bank supported adjustment 
programme will lead to forced recession 
and consequent unemployment in the 
short run 

From a medium term and long term 
point of view, there is no guarantee that 
the new economic policies will lead 
Indian economy into an era of sustained 
high growth accompanied by self- 
reliance in the sense of continuing current 
account surplus as well as greater 
distributive justice for the weaker sections 
of the society. The small scale industnal 
units are naturally worned about their 
future under the dispensation of the liberal 
new industrial policy This policy allows 
NRIs and the Multi-National Corporations 
(MNCs) to have 100 per cent equity in 34 
specified industries out of which 16 are 
presently exclusively reserved for small 
scale industnes Fears are aglore that the 
MNCs will use liberal entry to tap Indian 
market than help in promoting India's 
exports. 

It IS by no means clear whether 
privatisation of some of the public sector 
enterprises (including commercial banks and 
financial institutions) through partial sale of 
equity initially to the public sector mutual 
funds and later to workers and the public at 
large per se will automatically lead to higher 
productivity and sharper edge in 
international competitiveness, The 
announcement of the government’s intention 
to formulate and implement an exit policy 
for long time sick public sector units without 
adequate prior consultation with the 
representatives of would-be redundant 
employees has aroused widespread fears 
and loud protests from the lalx>ur unions 
throughout the country. The five hundred 
millions dollars loan promised by the 
World Bank for supporting the National 
Renewal Fund proposed by the Government 
of India (or rehabilitating the retrenched 
workers may prove to be highly inadequate 
for the task. 

The tasks ahead for short term as 
well as medium term structural economic 
reforms are more- onerous and 
painful. Wo can solve our problems by 
adopting innovative and consensus- 
oriented approaches and seeking 
support from all sections of the society. 
Inctia must respond appropriately to meet 
these challenges for building a vibrant 
economy.

And yot a decision on what Yeltsin wants 
IS not easy To bypass that Union in 
Moscow, such as it is, and sign a political 
treaty (as distinct from economic and cultural 
pacts which have by now been signed with 
a number of Soviet republics) would certainly 
annoy Gorbachev and his associates Boris 
Pnnkin had. in fact, said so during Solanki's 
talks in Moscow Sincr* then, Gorbachov 
has tried to reassert control on foreign policy 
The most important stop ho has taken in 
this regard is the reappointment of Eduard 
Shevardnadze as foreign minister For India, 
however, this can only bo cold comloit 
For, while there can bo no two opinions 
about Shevardnadze’s competonco, ho is 
no particular friend of India In fact, he is 
the only Soviet foreign minister who never 
found time to visit India on his own though 
ho kept travelling in the neighbourhood all 


the time Moreover, in private conversations 
ho kept making snide remarks against this 
country 

There is a further complication If India 
recognises Russia as the de facto successor 
to the Soviet Union, which has not been 
formally dissolved, would it not set a 
dangerous precedent which some day could 
bo used against us"? 

However, all things considered this 
country may .have no option but to come to 
terms with the ground realities in the former 
Soviet Union and to deal directly with 
Russia, the only coherent and hopefully 
effective entity there 

Two problems need to be attended to 
without delay The first is the correction of 
the outrageous rupee-rouble parity In the 
open market, a rouble is less than a rupee 
But, under the 1978 protocol. India has to 
pay a horrendous Rs 30 for every rouble 
Even the element of concession in military 
supplies cannot justify this absurd situation 


The Russians seem wINing to consider a 
new exchange rate for future transactions 
But they are insisting on the existing 
exorbitant rate for the past payments due 
to Russia. The dimension of the burden this 
would mean for India should be judged from 
the fact that the recent devaluation of the 
rupee has pushed up the Indian debt to 
the Soviet Union from Rs. 25,000 crore to 
Rs 31,000 crore almost overnight. It might 
be added in parenthesis that of this amount 
no fewer than Rs 6,000 crore are accounted 
tor by Russian credits which are still 
unutilised 

Secondly, India has to watch carefully 
the developments in the Islaftiic Soviet 
republics in Central Asia There is no dearth 
of those who are trying to bring them into 
the orbit of spreading network of Islamic 
fundamentalism This is a danger not only 
to India but to all countries which want an 
orderly, secular and humane progress in 
the world

If Article 124(5) does indeed control 
Article 124(4), as the majority has held, 
then It would be difficult to explain how 
Parliament had the power to impeach a 
judge before the Judges Act was put on the 
stiitute book in 1968 Further Section 3 of 
the Act talks of a motion and this has to be 
road along with the provision on motions 
framed under Article 118 According to the 
dissenting judge, the Act does not leave 
any room for doubt that the motion pending 
IS before the Speaker and remains pending 
in the House 

The Act and the rules, according to the 
dissenting judge, contemplate that the 
original motion be taken up by the House 
for consideration after the committee has 
submitted its report The view that the 
motion gets exhausted after the decision by 
the Speaker would imply that later, there is 
no motion to discuss It one holds that the 
motion IS before Parliament. Article 121 does

tho Speaker, third, that Article 124(5) is 
merely an enabling provision and even in 
Its absence, the two Houses can entertain 
a motion for removal of a judge

Operation Rakahak H 
launched 

The entire Punjeb hes been declared a 
disturbed area arid 'Operation Rakahak 11* 
jointly launched by the Army and para- 
militaiy forces in tie State. The operation 
has been launched to imbibe confidence 
among the people and create congenial 
atmosphere for holding Iree and fair 
elections* by February 15 next. 

The Punjab Government has on 
November 20, 1991 issued a noblicalion to 
declare the remaining tirae disticts 
of Jalandhar, Kapurthala and 
Hoshiarpur as 'disturbed* till 
February 16. Now tie entire State 
has been brought under the purview 
of the Disturbed Areas Act. Under 
tie Act, tie Army and security 
forces can search, raid and arrest 
suspected persons witiout obtaining 
a warrant 

Operation Rakshak I was 
launched in April tiis year for 
holding elections in June which 
were, however, postponed at tie 
last moment The operation tiis tme 
appears to be of bigger magnitude 
because of tie stepped-up militancy j 
in the State resuitng in increased 
number of kiWngs partcularfy twse 
of tie family menibers of security 
personnel. 

Under tie operaton, intensive 
door-to-door searches would be 
carried out in tie urban areas and 
viBages, partcolarly in tie border 
areas, to flush out the militants. The 
lists of miiitents and twir areas of 
operaton have been handed over 
to tie Anny autiorites and security 
forces. Basically, tie para-miHtery 
forces would be laimching ‘action* 
witi tie Army providing tie *outer cordon* 
iioder the command of its own offioers. In 
case the para-military forces are not able to 
achieve tie desired resuitB. tie Army will 
take over tie operaton. 

The intemteionat border touching tie 
districts of Amritsar, Qurdaspur and 
Ferozepur would oontnue to be manned by 
tie BSF. The Army would, however, back 
up security forces in combing and other 
operatons in tie border villages. 

The Purijab Government has also daokted 
to issue new Identty cards to persons above 
tie age of 13 raskflng In 225 villages in 
Amritsar, Qurdaspur and Ferozepur districts, 
lallnowilhfoS km of the intetnatonri border 


to check infiltraflon. 

The launching of Operaton Rakshak II 
bears out tie Cmtre’s dsim that elections 
in tie violenoeridden Pur^ wil be held 
before February 15 as schedulsd. Seen 
against tie badukop of tie re-Induction of 
Mr. K. P. S. Gill as Director-General of 
Polioe, it is anotier attempt to restore law 
and order in tie State.

Greater success in coping witi tie law and 
.order situaton -would have precluded such 
a massive security operaton. In tie event 
it must be hoped that tts attempt to build 
public oonfidenoe will not boomerang on 
tie Government because of tie dispiay of 
force and excesses by tie security forces 
and tie Army should return to tie barracks 
as early as posable. _

SC overrules Karnataka 
ordinance on Cauvery 

A Constluton Bench of tie Supreme 
Court has on November 22, 1991 
dedarad as unoonstiutonai tie 
ordinance issued by Karnataka to 
stall tie impfementa^ of an foterim 
award given by the Cauvery Water 
Tribunal in favour oi Tamil Nadu 
and upheld the right of tie Tribunal 
to grant interim relief pending 
adjudication of tie cfispute. 

The apex courf s advisory opinion 
on tie constitutional issues was 
given by a five-judge bench headed 
by the Chief Justice, Mr. Ranganati 
Mishra, in response to a reference 
made to it by the President in July 
last. In its 109-page ‘opinion*, tie 
court held tiat a river water dsputa 
tribunal was competent to give 
interim award if it was part of its 
terms of referenoe. 

The Tribunal had directed 
Karnataka to release Cauvery water 
from its reservoirs to ensure tiat in 
a year 205 tmc ft was available in 
Tamil Nadu's Metlur reservoir from 
June to May pendng tie final 
acfiudication of the dispute. The 
interim order laid down tie time¬ 
table to regulate tie release of water 
from month to month. Also, 
Karnataka had been directed not to 
increase its area bdng irrigated by Cauvery 
water beyond 11.2 lakh acres. 

The Bench held that the Karnataka 
Cayvery Basin Irrigation (Protection) 
Ordinanoe, 1991, promulgatad on July 25, 
1991, was ultra vires tie Constitution, 
as being beyond tie legislative competence 
of the State. The Ordinanoe (which 
was later made into an Act) was 
unconstitutional because It reflects the 
jurisdiction of the Tribunal appointed 
under tie Inter-State Water Dispute Act, 
which legislation has been made under 
Artide 262 of the Constitution,* tie Bench 
said. Article 262 deals with adjudcation of 
dsputes relating to waters of inter-State 
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rivers or river valleys, etc. 

The Ordinance, apart from directly 
nullifying the June 25 ‘decision’ of the 
Tribunal, also challenges the decision of 
April 26, 1991, of the Supremo Court in a 
connected Cauvery water dispute 
matter, by which the court directed the 
Tribunal to deal with the interim relief 
applications of Tamil Nadu, as the matter 
relating to interim reliel also formed part of 
the 'reference' of the Cauvery water dispute 
made to the Tribunal by the Central 
Government 

By its interim order of Juno 25, tfie 
Tribunal had asked the Karnataka 
Government to release 205 tmc of 
Cauvery water annually to Tamil Nadu 
and the Union Territory of Pondicherry until 
the final adjudication of the dispute over 
sharing of the water among the four basin 
States 

The Karnataka Government passed an 
ordinance on July 25 negating the Tribunal's 
interim order, creating constitutional crisis 
The Presidential reference of July 30 sought 
the court's advice under Article 143 of the 
Constitution 

By declaring the Karnataka Ordinance of 
July 25 on the Cauvery waters 
unconstitutional, the Supreme Court has put 
paid to Karnataka Government’s decision 
to fortify the State's claim to exclusive 
ownership over Cauvery water. The issue 
has remained contentious for almost a 
century, defying negotiated solutions and 
provoking a series of hostile political 
responses 

The verdict is based on sound legal 
reasoning Firstly, the ordinance was in 
flagrant defiance of an order of the 
Tribunal appointed by the Central 
Government at the instance of the 
Supreme Court Secondly, the interim 
order was in no sense a colourable 
exercise of the Tribunal's powers. According 
to the Supreme Court, the Tribunal was 
fully empowered to issue such an interim 
order Thirdly, the passing of the ordinance 
was a blatantly partisan act on the part of 
the Karnataka Government, seeking to 
exploit chauvinist sentiments The court, 
therefore, has done well to make a 
judicial correction of a perversity that could 
have only encouraged competitive 
chauvinism between the Governments and 
political parties of Tamil Nadu and 
Karnataka. 

Since the Supreme Court has offered a 
way out of the impasse, the Centre should 
persuade the Karnataka Government to 
accept the verdict and not persist in further 
agitating the issue The Centre then should 
gazette the Tnbunal's interim orders as the 
Court has directed it to do The Karnataka 
Government must show a sense of 
responsibility and follow the spirit of the 
Constitution and the opinion of the Court 
River waters belong to all and must be 
shared equitably. If two States cannot agree, 
they should lot an independent body like 
the Inter-State Water Disputes Tribunal 
decide the matter and abide by its verdict. 


tndo-Soviet ties 


\ The External Affairs Minister, Mr 
Madhavsinh Solanki, has said on November 
19.1991 that he had conveyed to the Soviet 
leaders India’s “unhappiness and 
disappointment" at Moscow's support to 
Pakistan's resolution on a nuclear-weapons- 
free South Asia On his return from Moscow, 
he told newsmen that he had conveyed to 
his Soviet counterpart, Mr Boris Pankin, 
that "v/o are rather very unhappy that the 
Soviet Union, which maintained a traditional 
relationship with India, decided to support 
Pakistan’s resolution on a nuclear-free South 
Asia" 

The Soviet President, Mr. Mikhail 
Gorbachev, has assured Mr. Solanki that 
friendship with India "is our strategic course" 
and the loss of dynamics in bilateral 
exchanges does not moan a change in the 
concept or policy towards the great country " 
Mr Gorbachev told Mr Solanki that 
friendship with India was determined by 
profound mutual interests, the geopolitical 
situation, the historical inclination of the two 
peoples for each other and enormous 
cultural and mutual liking. 

The vote in the UN General Assembly’s 
Political and Security Committee in favour 
of the creation of a nuclear-weapons-free 
zone in South Asia has important 
implications for India The committee's 
resolution, mercifully, is only recom¬ 
mendatory and not binding on the General 
Assembly. It is dear that the General 
Assembly itself will now endorse this 
recommendation as it did last year, in the 
course of which the major nuclear-weapons 
powers have committed themselves to 
substantial cuts in their own arsenals, thus 
strengthening the case of the advocates of 
nudear-weapons-free zones 

The unusual spectade of the Soviet Union 
voting in favour of Pakistan and against 
India on the issue of making South Asia a 
nuclear-free zone underlines the increasing 
isolation of India As is obvious, Pakistan's 
cleverly timed proposal is only to divert U S 
attention away from its own nucloar 
programme which is in an advanced stage 
and to put India on the mat instead The 
Soviet decision is an indicator of its 
helplessness in the post-putsch era when it 
has no option but to second every such 
U.S proposal The U S on its part has 
given itself away by stating that its support 
to the resolution does not constitute a 
blanket endorsement of such zones in other 
regions of the world. 

The Soviet vote in favour of the Pakistani 
proposal has come as a rude shock to 
many in India But informed observers in 
India have known for quite some time that 
Moscow has been seriously reconsidering 
Its position on the South Asian nuclear-free 
zone. There have been enough hints from 
Moscow that it can no longer sustain the 
inconsistency in its voting pattern at the 
United Nations on the various nudear-free 
zone proposals. The Soviet Union has 


traditionally supported nuclear-free zones 
everywhere in the world except in South 
Asia In deference to the Indian sensitivities, 
Moscow has kept abstaining in the UN vote 
on the Sooth Asian nuclear-free zone. But 
recently, unburdened of the demands of 
being a global Super Power or even the 
symbols of an activist great power, Moscow 
finds little reason to maintain the past 
ambiguity 

A big question weighing on the minds of 
Indians and fnends of India in Moscow today 
is whether the special status of Indo-Soviet 
relations, symbolised by the friendship 
treaty, extended for another 28 years only 
a few days before the putsch of August 18, 
will survive perestroika currently changing 
the character of the Soviet Union The Soviet 
Union today is in the grip of uncertainties 
The gigantic changes sweeping over the 
country are modifying, sometimes beyond 
recognition, domestic and foreign jMlicy 
goals and priorities India has to get used 
to the reality that a single point in Moscow 
with which it has dealt in conducting its 
multi-faceted relations so far has ceased to 
exist In Its place India has to contend with 
multiple centres and multiple interests, 
besides keen and powerful external 
competition 

Whatever benefit Pakistan may derive 
from the adoption of the resolution, the shift 
in Soviet jjolicy should enable Now Delhi to 
weigh the new factors that will influence the 
restructuring of Indo-Soviet relations. India 
should consider that the Kremlin in future 
will increasingly respond to dissenting 
opinions on Moscow's foreign policy both at 
the Supreme Soviet and republic levels 
Also till such time as the Soviet Union has 
settled down to a new equilibrium, a certain 
ambivalence is likely to mark Indo-Soviet 
exchanges. 


By-election results 


The results of the by-olections to the 
several Parliamentary and Assembly 
constituencies hold on November 16, 1991 
contain very little surprise since by and large, 
they conform to the trends of the popular 
preference expressed in the general 
elections last June 

The 15 Lok Sabha and 56 Assembly 
seats that were at stake were spread over 
14 States, there being little uniformity about 
the factors that swayed the voters And yet 
sweeping statements have been made to 
characterise the aggregation of the results, 
though some of the seats had nothing in 
common. Despite the background of high 
prices, inflation, scarcity and lack of a 
charismatic personality, which has been 
traditionally the key factor in all previous 
elections, the Congress won eight out of 15 
Lok Sabha seats. The Janata Dal got three, 
the Bharatiya Janata Party two, the BSP 
and Forward Bloc one each. 

The results provide a psychological boost 
to both the Congress (I) and the BJP, while 
the Janata Dal's morale is shattered 
although it has won three seats in Bihar. 
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The by-elections have given a favourable 
verdict to the Prime Minister, Mr. P V. 
Narasimha Rap's style of functioning and 
policies. The record breaking election victory 
in Nandyal by Mr Narasimha Rao, which 
has entitled him to enter the Guinness Book 
of Records, and the massive win of the 
Defence Minister, Mr, Sharad Pawar, are 
sought to bo projected as a verdict in favour 
of the Congress (l) s policies After a long 
time the voter has given more woightago to 
the parly as an entity rather than to the 
individuals or their mesmerising 
exhortations 

The fall-out of the by election results is 
psychological rather than material It 
changes the mood, not the political realities, 
ushorod in by tho last Lok Sabha and 
Assembly elections There is no change in 
the arithmetic- -the minority character of the 
Central Government stays Although tho 
election results do not make much difference 
to the Government's minority status, tho 
gap has certainly been narrowed. 

The Government is likely to consider it 
significant that the sweeping policy changes 
on the economy have not resulted in a 
repudiation of the party by tho electorate 
But that tho party has not made any re¬ 
covery in the Hindi heartland suggests that 
if there has been no sharp hostility to the 
Congress (l)'s governance these last few 
months, there has not boon any dramatic 
change in the popular perception of tho 
party nor has tho party boon able to recover 
a distinct political identity that would help it 
to register a presence in the Hindi bolt 

The Congress (I) prima.nly represents the 
South and Maharashtra in the Lok Sabha 
It is nowhere near re-osfablishing itself in 
the north, particularly Uttar Pradesh and 
Bihar, as the Assembly by-election results 
have proved Fortunately for Mr Narasimha 
Rao. tho serious malaise that continues to 
afflict the Janata Dal has once pgain made 
the Congress (I) fhe rallying point for the 
centrist forces This should make the 
Congress (I) grab tho opportunity to re¬ 
establish Its credibility with social segments 
that had felt alienated from it in the past 
few years, especially in northern India 


US. defers action 


The Bush administration has on 
November 26, 1991 dropped, for the time 
being, the idea of retaliatory action against 
India in the dispute over intellectual property 
rights by formally extending tho ongoing 
investigation into tho subject by another 
three months 

Tho U S Trade Representative, Ms Carla 
A. Hills, who made this announcement, 
reported "progress" in tho investigation 
which began on May 26 —- a month after 
the administration had placed India on its 
“Special 301 priority list” along with China 
and Thailand for providing "inadequate" 
protection to U.S. intellectual property. 
Thailand went off the list early. India 
continues to talk while talks with China have 


apparently failed. India was earlier taken off 
a list under the regular 301 law, which calls 
for retaliation against countries which the 
U.S. sees as excessively protective of their 
trade. 

November 26 was the deadline for taking 
action against India as the six-month-long 
inquiry had ended without a resolution of 
tho U S. complaint that India had failed to 
provide adequate protection to its intellectual 
property nghts Instead, the U S. ordered 
the extension of the deadline by three 
months because of the complexity of the 
issues involved and satisfactory progress in 
the negotiations 

The Bush administration, however, 
decided to take retaliatory action against 
China for its failure to agree by the 
November 26 deadline "on specific 
measures to protect U S. intellectual 
property" As a result, Ms Hills said the 
U S would publish in the federal register a 
list of Chinese products which might be 
subject to retaliatory tariffs 
The 90-day reprieve does not mean 
"exoneration". India is still under numbing 
pressure to capitulate on intellectual property 
rights, particularly by changing the Indian 
patents regime as under the Patent Act. 
1970 Tho intellectual property rights has 
many ramifications — in protecting trade 
marks, designs and copyright But where 
tho U S bullying tactic is going to hit a poor 
nation I ke India hardest is the drug and 
medicine sector For swaddled in layers 
upon layers of logalese, what tho Americans 
are now demanding is a price on the 
pharmaceutical 'products", in addition to the 
price India is already paying, wherever 
necessary, for "process" payments It is like 
asking the automobile maker to pay a price 
to the man who invented the wheel 

SC holds anti-defection 
law valid 

The Supreme Court has on November 
12, 1991 declared the anti-defection law 
valid but struck down provisions barring the 
jurisdiction of the courts to review the 
Speaker's decision to disqualify a legislator 
In a 3-2 judgement, a five-judge 
Constitution Bench ruled “the Speakers 
while exercising powers and discharging 
functions under the Tenth Schedule of the 
Constitution act as a tribunal and their 
decisions in that capacity are amenable to 
judicial review" In tiying to ensure that tho 
powers conferred on the Speakers are 
discharged in conformity with the spirit of 
the Act, tho Constitution Bench has rightly 
held that if the offending paragraph 7, which 
has lent itself to so much misuse, is removed 
the remaining provisions of the Tenth 
Schedule "stand independently and are 
complete in themselves." The dissenting 
judges took the extreme view that since the 
Act was not ratified by half the State 
legislatures in terms of Article 368(2) of the 
Constitution, the Presidential assent given 
to it was null and void. 


The court was delivering tho judgement 
on a batch of petitions by disqualified 
legislators of Meghalaya, Manipur, 
Nagaland, Gujarat and Madhya Pradesh 

The court set aside tho decision of the 
Meghalaya Speaker, Mr. K. R Kyndiah, 
disqualifying five independent MLAs who 
were holding ministonal posts in the B B. 
Lyngdoh Ministry Tho disqualification led 
to a political crisis in tho State resulting in 
the imposition of President's rule. 

The Tenth Schedule of tho Constitution, 
otherwise known as the Anti-Defection Act, 
was passed in 1985, soon after Mr Rajiv 
Gandhi came to power It was one of the 
few pieces of legislation passed 
unanimously in both Houses of Parliament. 
The first serious attempt to curb tho menace 
was made dunng the Janata rule in 1977- 
78 It could not be introduced Mr Rajiv 
Gandhi put tho present law on tho statute 
book as the 52nd Amendment to the 
Constitution Although the law has curbed 
defection, it has not been eliminated, certain 
loopholes in the law that existed have been 
exploited indiscriminately by all jxtlitical 
parties, reducing the anti-defection law to a 
mockery 

The law vests the authority to decide on 
disqualification in the Speaker, or the 
presiding officer, of the House But in India, 
the Speaker is elected on the ticket of a 
political party and, therefore, the Speaker 
continues to function as a partyman It is 
difficult for him to rise above partisan 
consideration The misuse of the law by the 
Speakers has subjected the anti defection 
law to the scrutiny of courts, raising the 
important question of jurisdiction 

While there is a widespread feeling that 
the anti-defoction law has given a measure 
of stability to the political system, there is 
also a growing demand that it be reviewed, 
so that shortcomings may be put right. It 
was a popular measure six years ago, but 
now many of its ardent supporters who were 
worried about the Aya Ram-Gaya Ram 
phenomenon have become so disillusioned 
that they would like to scrap the law 
altogether 

Power IS the basic motive for defection 
Thus It IS essential to bar defectors from 
holding ministerial or other office of profit 
tor a requisite period of time Of course, 
this would not stop money being used to 
lure legislators But then no law can be 
perfect It is tho voter who should punish 
the erring legislator by not voting for him It 
IS unfortunate that in many instances 
defectors have been re-elected. 

All-India Judicial 
Service 

The Supreme Court has on November 
13. 1991 ordered the establishment of an 
All-India Judicial Service to bring uniformity 
in reCTuifment, promotions and service 
conditions for members of the subordinate 
judiciary 

Tho directions were given by a three- 
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Judo* Conattutian Banoh eonsittfrig of the 
Chief Juefloe, Mr. Renganath Mishra, and 
Juatloea A. M. Ahmed and P. B. Sawant, 
whte deNwring judgement on a petition by 
the All-lnda Judgea Association seeking 
better setvfce conditions for judicial officers. 

in detailed directions, the court asked 
the Union Government and other authorities 
concerned to taka appropriate steps to set 
up an Ati-lndia Judicial Service, and bring 
about uniformity in the designation of judciai 
officers, both dvil and criminal, by March 
31. 1993. 

The court directed that the retirement 
age of judidal officers should be raised to 
60 years and appropriate measures should 
be taken by the Government by December 
31, 1992. 

While ordering better fadlities arxf service 
conditions for the members of the subor¬ 
dinate judiciary, the court laid down detailed 
guidelines to be followed by the judioal 
officers in discharga of their functions. 

The judges observed that the judiciai 
officers should be conscientious, studious, 
courteous, punctual, impartial, just and 
fearless, and indifferent to political and 
partisan influences. 

A judicial officer should administer justice 
and deal with his appotntment as a public 
trust arxf should not allow others to interfere 
with the performance of his duties. 

The court directed that residential 
accommodation must be provided to every 
judkial officer. Until State accommodation 
is available, the Government should provide 
requisitioned accommodation In the manner 
indicated by December 31, 1991. In 
providing residential accommodation, the 
availability of office room should be kept in 
view. 

Each district judge and the chief judiciai 
magistrate should have a State vehicle and 
in a gro^> of live judidal officers, a pool 
vehicle must be provided. In the case of 
others, the judidal officers shoidd be given 
suitable loans to acquire two-wheelers within 
the time limit spedlied in the judgement. 

Training centres should be set up at 
Central, State and Union Territory levels to 
enable them to take refresher courses within 
one year. 

As and when pay commissions are set 
up in the State and Union Territories, the 
question of pay scales of judidal officers 
should be spedlically referred to and 
considered. 

A woiking library at the tesidenoe of every' 
judicial officer has to be provided by June 
30, 1992. 

The judgement, underlining the necessity 
of enlightened juddary in a civilised society 
under a democratic Constitution, impressed 
upon all the judges of various High Courts 
to take adequate interest in the effective 
functioning of the subordnate judidary in 
the jurisdiction of the High Courts 
concerned. The judges said the Constitution 
had vested the control of the subordnate 
Juddary under Article 235 in tte High Court 
as a whole and not in Ihe Chief Justice 
alone. Every flidge should, therefore, take 
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adequate interest in the institution. 

Ihe perKkikim has swung to the 
other extreme with the Supreme Court 
issuing a directive not only to constitute an 
All-lnda Juddal Service, on the lines of the 
IAS and the IPS, but even taking the unusual 
step of fixing deadlines for providing judges 
fadlities like houses and cars by a certain 
date. The issuance d dktets by the apex 
court on subjects which normafly fall under 
the jurisdictjon of the legislature and the 
executive is more a reflection on the latter 
than any extension of judidal authority. 

The formation of a national cadre should 
make Ihe judicial servica more attractive 
and lead to more talented persons jdnfng 
the service without tear of any sort of bias 
or pressure. It should also provide better 
promotional avenues and uniformity in the 
standard of judgements. 


Tiuc amnesty plans 


The three amrresty schemes for black 
mon^ holders — the Foreign Exchange 
Remittance Scheme, the Inda Development 
Bonds and the National Housing Bank 
(NHB) scheme for domestic undsclosed 
income — have been extended till the end 
of January 1992. The schemes were 
originally scheduled to end on November 
30, 1991 There has been encouraging 
response to the three tax amnesty schemes 
announced by the Government in 
September 1991 and the inflow is 'very 
formidable*. 

Under the deposit scheme in NHB, 
unaccounted money is accepted without any 
queries. Only 40 per cent would be paid 
back on maturity and the balance 60 per 
cant is to be retained by the Government 
for deployment in low-cost housing and slum 
clearance projects. 

Under the foreign remittances and Inda 
Development Bonds schemes, the NRIs 
could send any amount and also invest in 
bonds wilh toM immunity from irtoome, gift 
and wealth taxes. 

The launch of die three schemes to rapid 
succession to indiscriminately mop up 
resources, black and white, stormed the 
Indan capital markets. The State Bank of 
Inda’s In^ Development Bonds attracted 


the msjor share of the Itoieilght The second 
to order of importance was the Foreign 
Exchange Remittances Scheme, with the 
need to gather forex as quickly as possible 
to ward off balance of payments crisis and 
possible repayment deteults. 

The NBH srtoeme had a cool response. 
The NHB officials readily concede that the 
response to the scheme has been 
lukewarm*. Different reasons have been 
ascribed for the lack of momentum, the 
chief among them being the launtto of 
various schemes in a duster. For instance, 
it has been noticed that black money is 
being converted into foreign jixchanga in 
hnwala transactions to avail of the immunity 
offered under the Inda Development Bonds 
and Foreign Exchange Remittances 
Scheme These schemas are being 
perceived as more safe from the immunity 
aspect, as the redpient was being presumed 
innocent with no question asked about the 
source of income. 

Moreover, in the case of India 
Development Bonds, the recipient even 
earns 0.5 per cent higher toterest than 
payable on FCNR deposits. His Income 
derived from the bonds is exempted from 
gift, income and wealth tax. There is 
amnesty and immunity from scrutiny under 
direct tax and FEf^ Furthermore, the 
depreciation of rupee to the five-year lock- 
in period was bound to improve the return 
on the bonds and even absorb the loss the 
holder may bear in converting the rupee 
into foreign exchange levels fixed by the 
Reserve Bank of India. 

The most important difference, however, 
is that a' different person gifts India 
Development Bonds or remits foreign 
exchange to the recipient. In NHB's 
voluntary deposit scheme, the black rrxmey 
owner has to muster courage and go to his 
nearest collecting oenire and declare himself 
as a tax evader. No doubt, he can wfthdriwr 
60 per cent of the amount immediately. But 
then this white amount again attracts the 
direct tax laws. Thus, he has to bew a loss 
of 40 per cent plus taxes to order to correct 
his accounts book. Over and above this, 
his name is in the records of the collecting 
bank, which makes him vuinerable to 
harassment in future.

The summit ot the Group of 15 (G-15) 
developing countnes concluded in Caracas, 
the capital of Venezuela, on November 29, 
1991 after adopting a set ot substantive 
suggestions and an action programme to 
remove the imbalances and arrangements 
that work to the disadvantage of the poor 
nations The communique approved by the 
heads at the closing session reflected the 
concerns voiced by them in the last two 
days with varying degrees of sharprress 

The summit resolved to redouble its 
efforts for the creation of a new international 
era of cooperation and development in 
which the concerns of all, notably the Third 
World, get the fullest attention and 
articulation. 

While reaffirming its commitment to 
intensify South-South cooperation, the 
summit in a significant decision, also 
announced its readiness “to enter into an 
immediate and constructive dialogue with 
our partners in the industrialised countries “ 

The joint communique also emphasises 
that the G-15 would welcome the 
participation of other developing countries 
outside the group in its projects and 
programmes Genuine cooperation and 
international solidarity are the only 
guarantees of the viability and stability of 
the world order, it says 

The summit has sought to emphasise 
that the main elements of a new international 
development consensus should include 
eradication of poverty, the problem of 
external debt and resource flows, a fair 
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regime ot international trade by way ot an 
equitable package at the current Uruguay 
round negotiations. 

India's Prime Minister, Mr P. V 
Narasimha Rao's views on the need for 
making development the centre of 
international attention in the dialogue with 
the North also finds mention in the 
declaration It also endorses India's proposal 
for a gene bank and solar energy projects 

The G-15 leaders have called for a 
common approach by the developing 
countries to make the trade negotiations a 
success and to ensure that their interests 
are safeguarded 

The declaration said the South or the 
developing world cannot deal with its 
problems in isolation and there is growing 
inter dependence and mutuality of Interest 
among the community of nations The 
importance of developing countnes gaining 
access to modern technology and 
investment is underlined They should not 
be adversely affected by agreements in new 
areas such as Intellectual Property Rights, 
trade related investment measures and 
services 

Welcoming regional and sub-regional 
trade integration schemes, the Caracas 
Declaration points out that they should not 
lead to closed tradmg blocks which would 
only lead to disputes, tensions and 
instability 

On the vexed issue of Third Wodd debt, 
the summit has called for bolder and more 
realistic measures based on the principle of 
co-responsibility. Right now, the external 
debt of these countries weigh negatively on 
many of the countries. 


While acknowledging the importance of 
recently-adopted measures to alleviate the 
problem of Third World indebtedness, the 
summit wanted the net external transfer of 
resources by the developing countries “to 
be reduced to levels at which sufficient 
financing is available to advance economic 
growth and improve living standards of the 
people ■ 

It stressed the need for bolder measures 
to exjjand, extend and devise reduction 
schemes in all types of debt in a just and 
equitable manner, while being sensitive to 
the speafic problems and requirements of 
individual countries In this regard, the 
summit called for increasing the resources 
of international financial institutions and 
regional development banks with adequate 
and flexible official assistance in support of 
adjustment programmes adopted by 
developing countries 

The summit accepted India's offer to host 
the fourth summit in 1993 The third summit 
will be held in November 1992 at Dakar in 
Senegal China and Colombia are likely to 
be admitted to the G-15 as members by the 
time of the group's next summit meeting in 
Senegal

The new UN chief 


The Egyptian Deputy Prime Minister, Or 
Boutros Ghali, has been chosen the United 
Nations new Secretary-General on 
November 22, 1991 for a five year term in 
what diplomats described as a major victory 
of the non-aligned group and concerted 
effort by the Afncan group He will formally 
take over the charge of the coveted post on 
January 1 1992 





Dr. Ghali takas over the reins of the world 
body from Mr. Javier Perez de Cuellar at a 
crucial stage of its history when it is being 
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asked to play an increasingly important role 
worldwide, especially in peace-keeping 
operations and supervising elections 

An able administrator, economist and 
expert in international law, Dr Ghali got 11 
votes in the 15-member Security Council 
with lour abstentions and no veto, leaving 
his 12 rivals way behind Immediately after 
the counting was over, the Council 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
recommending the name of Dr Ghali to the 
General Assembly which has to confirm his 
appointment 

The new Secretary General was selected 
through secret ballot Therefore, it is not 
known who voted for whom For each 
candidate the members voted separately 
Hence, a member could give affirmative 
vote to more than one candidate Each of 
the 13 candidates had a separate ballot 
Once the members had registered their 
choice for one candidate, the ballots were 
put in a box and the ballots for the next 
candidate distributed and the procedure was 
repeated After the members had registered 
choice for all candidates, the counting was 
done for each candidate The members had 
decided to announce whether a candidate 
had been vetoed only if ho got nine or more 
votes Nino are the minimum votes needed 
for the selection 

The emergence of Dr Ghali as the UN 
Security Council's choice to head the world 
body is a triumph for the developing 
countries which had solidly backed Afnea's 
claim to the job on the ground that it was 
the only continent a representative of which 
had not so far held the prestigious post— 
and this despite the fact that nearly one- 
third of the 166 UN members are from 
Africa These countries' strategy of only 
voting for African candidates in the 
protracted poll process ensured that others 
could not stay in the race 

Dr Ghali at 69 is considered rather old 
for the taxing job But he has some 
remarkable qualifications and vast 
experience in diplomacy Ho is not only an 
African but comes from Egypt, which is 
close to the U S and is also back in the 
Arab mainstream. However, he is not a 
Muslim but a French-educated Coptic 
Christian and is married to an Egyptian 
Jew. He was connected with the Camp 
David talks and the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
treaty of 1979 and thus should have much 
to offer in the current West Asian peace 
efforts. He was also associated with the 
efforts to free Mr Nelson Mandela 

Dr Ghali succeeds Mr Javier Perez de 
Cuellar at a moment when the very future 
of this keeper of world peace and reconciler 
of ideological conflicts is in question. Por 
the first time since its coming into being, 
the UN is faced with what has come to be 
known as a unipolar world. As the head of 
the world body, the Secretary-General is 
expected to have that extraordinary gift of 
bringing disparate systems to the negotiating 
table. Dr Ghali is known to have all the 
required talents to be able to make an 
impact as the first Afncan and Arab to head 


the world organisation. 

Although he takes over charge of the UN 
at a dme when the era of cold war has 
ended and the climate for fresh initiatives 
for restoring global peace is better than 
ever before, it will certainly not be a bed of 
roses for him The rivalry between the 
Muslim countries within West Asia will test 
his diplomatic skills to the full Of course, 
the problems afflicting most Third World 
countries too do not offer easy solutions. 
The Palestine Liberation Organisation 
expects him to ensure that international laws 
are enforced in the disputed land and that 
ho provides protection to Palestinians in 
Israeli-occupied torntones 

Dr Ghali becomes the first Afro-Arab to 
win the race, defeating a dozen rivals for 
the prestigious $ 180,000 a-year-)ob He 
becomes the sixth chief of the 46-year-old 
world body The only Asian ever to have 
held the post was Mr. U Thant of Burma 
(now Myanmar) Dr Ghali replaces the 
Peruvian diplomat. Mr Javier Perez de 
Cuellar, who retires on December 31 after 
steering the organisation for a decade He 
had succeeded Mr Kurt Waldheim of 
Austria 

The Secretary-General is the chief 
administrative officer of the world body and 
the charter empowers him to bring to the 
Secunty Council any matter that he believes 
to be endangering international peace As 
chief of the UN secretariat, he heads a staff 
of more than 15,000 worldwide The 
secretariat staff's duties include informal 
mediation, occasionally formal mediation 
and administration of peace keeping 
operations They also include survey of 
world economic and social problems, studies 
of human rights issues, organising 
international conferences and translating 
documents into the UN’s official languages. 


The return of Sihanouk 


Pnnee Norodom Sihanouk has returned 
to his homeland, Cambodia, on November 
14, 1991 from 13 years of exile raising 
hopes of a new political dawn in the tragic 
history of that country. He was received by 
thousands of his countrymen lining the 
streets and waving flags m front of the royal 
palace when ho arrived from Beijing. 

The 69-year-old Prince, still impish and 
irrepressible, baby-faced and bubbly, has 
been the linchpin of Cambodian politics 
since the French crowned him King in 1941 
when he was 18 years old, assuming him 
more malleable than other royal candidates. 
He proved them wrong when he led 
Cambodia to independence 12 years later. 

In 1955, realising he could exert more 
power as a politician than a King, he 
abdicated, swept national elections, and 
ruled for the next 15 years with a unique 
brand of personal populism that tried to 
unite Buddhism, socialism and democracy. 
His exorcise of power was so extraordinary 
that he came to personify his country and 
Its policies abroad as well as at home 


Prince Sihanouk was overthrown in 1979 
left Cambodia only to return home as 
II lu Chief of the Supreme National Council 
(SNC) under a United Nations-sponsored 
peace formula signed by the four factions 
of the SNC in Paris in October 1991. The 
SNC also includes the Vietnam-backed 
Phnom Penh regime led by the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Hun ^n, the Khmer Rouge 
and the Khmer Peoples National Liberation 
Front (KPNLF). 

He left his homeland amid the ravages of 
a raging civil war and a foreign invasion 
that fuelled the flames further. Observers 
say that the return of Prince Sihanouk 
marked the end of a violent'and painful 
chapter in the country's history The signing 
' of the historic peace treaty also signalled 
the end of a 13-year-old civil war in 
Cambodia. Under the peace formula the 
SNC will be in charge of the interim 
administration until the general elections are 
held in 1993. The SNC will be supported by 
the UN peace keeping force stationed in 
Cambodia 

The rapturous welcome that he received 
on his arrival from the Chinese capital is a 
measure of the high esteem that he still 
commands in a country synonymous with 
civil war The former monarch has already 
displayed an amazing capacity to remain 
politically relevant despite his long years in 
exile. The Cambodians who flocked to give 
a hero's reception to the prodigal prince 
seem to believe that the SNC he is now 
going to preside over will, somehow, put 
the shattered country together 

The return of Prince Sihanouk, however, 
does not automatically restore viable peace 
in Cambodia. A daunting task awaits him in 
a country that has begun to hope for a 
lasting political settlement through fully 
democratic means. The tougher of the twin 
problems confronting him is posed by the 
Khmer Rouge, whose commitment to the 
terms of the Pans treaty can hardly be 
taken as complete. 

The evacuation of Khmer Rouge 
members of the SNC to Bangkok after the 
near-lynching of their leader, Mr. Khieu 
Samphan, on his arrival in Phnom Penh 
has put into jeopardy the already fragile 
Cambodian peace pact. Mr. Samphan was 
not exactly expecting a rousing reception 
on his arrival in Cambodia. But what really 
happened was something even the 
authorities did not anticipate. The Prime 
Minister had warned of demonstrations 
against the Khmer Rouge for quite some 
time and he was one of the first to appeal 
to the mobs outside the Khmer Rouge 
headquarters not to wrack the peace 
settlement. 

Mr. Hun Sen has appealed to his people 
to contain their violent anti-Khmer Rouge 
anger, which, he said, is harming efforts to 
carry out a peace plan to end the nation's 
13-year-old civil war. The first meeting in 
Cambodia of its national reconciliation 
councii was moved to Thailand after a 
10,000-strong mob nearly lynched Mr. 
Samphan. Prince Sihanouk, head of the 
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SNC, has said that the group will meet with 
the United Nations and five major world 
powers to discuss security for the Khmer 
Rouge. The attack on Mr. Samphan has 
forced the SNC into a very difficult position 
having to move a meeting to a foreign 
country. _ 

China, Vietnam 
normalise ties 


The fop leaders of China and Vietnam 
announced on November 6, 1991 that 
relations had become normalised after 13 
years of hostility, ending one of the last rifts 
in the shrunken Communist world. The 
state-run Xinhua nows agency issued tlie 
announcement as the Chinese Communist 
Party General Secretary, Mr. Jiang Zemin, 
and the Premier, Mr. Li Peng, met privately 
in the Great Hall of the People with their 
Vietnamese counterparts, Mr. Do Muoi and 
Mr. Vo Van Kiet. 

The visit of Vietnamese Communist Party 
leader and the Prime Minister to China 
signals the formal end to a nft of more than 
a dozen years between the two countries, 
which fought <3 bnef war in 1979. China 
invaded Vietnam in 1979 to "teach a lesson" 
for removing Chinese-backed Khmer Rouge 
regime in Cambodia. The Chinese troops, 
however, performed disastrously, prompting 
a shake-up in the unwieldy People's 
Liberation Army With the four Cambodian 
factions signing an accord to bring about a 
political settlement of the Cambodian tangle, 
a major irritant in Sino-Vietnamese ties has 
been removed. 

China and Vietnam never broke 
diplomatic relations and continued to 
maintain embassies in each other's capitals, 
but for years their exchanges were otherwise 
limited to hostile rhetoric and cross-border 
sniper fire. 

Small-scale trade resumed in 1988 and 
normalisation means that the rail, phone 
and other links will be restored. The two 
sides were exjTected to sign economic, 
transport and telecommunications 
agreements during the summit meeting. 

China gave crucial aid to the Vietnamese 
Communist insurgency that fought the 
French and Americans and emerged 
victorious in 1965, But relations soured after 
the new Vietnamese Government began 
persecuting ethnic Chinese, engaged in 
border disputes and tilted towards the Soviet 
Union, which at the time was estranged 
from China. 

The Chinese-Vietnamese split became 
open in 1978 when Vietnam invaded 
Cambodia and ousted the Chinese- 
supported Khmer Rouge. China attacked 
Vietnam in a brief border war. It continued 
arming the Khmer Rouge and other 
guerrillas to fight the Vietnamese-installed 
Cambodian Government. 

Faced with their own economic problems. 
Beijing and Hanoi began pushing the 
Cambodian factions towards a settlement. 
The signing of a Cambodian peace treaty 


in October 1991 cleared the waf for China 
and Vietnam to normalise ties. 

Even the United States has shown an 
interest in normalising ties with Vietnam. It 
was, therefore, only natural that China and 
Vietnam should draw together. The 
disintegration of communism in East Europe 
has set the pace of normalisation of Sino- 
Vietnamese ties. 

One of the significant outcomes of the 
efforts undertaken to normalise China- 
Vietnam relations concerns the Spratlys 
Although the two sides are yet to come to 
any firm understanding on the nature and 
scope of the problem, the idea has been to 
start discussion on the joint development of 
the 200 tiny islands, islets and coral reefs 
The disputed chain has apparently no 
civilian population, but is 'overloaded' with 
the armaments of not only China and 
Vietnam but also the other contestants to 
ownership, namely, Taiwan, Malaysia. 
Brunei and the Philippines. 

The question of 'joint development', 
economically and in an environmental 
perspective, is nothing now. The parties 
concerned have talked about it before and 
at the recently concluded conference at 
Bandung in Indonesia, it was even 
expressed that the South China Sea faced 
an ecological disaster. Inadequately policed, 
that stretch of water sees ships carrying 
spent nuclear fuel from Japan's nuclear 
power stations, unauthorised and unchecked 
oil drilling not to forget the race in the fishing 
industry 

The ownership of the Spratlys is not 
merely a bone of contention between Beijing 
and Hanoi; and even if these two nations 
were to come to a broad framework of 
understanding, it is unlikely that the others 
would let It go that easily. The Spratlys 
were held by France between 1933 and 
1939, occupied by the Japanese dunng the 
Second World War and Japan renounced 
its claim in 1951. What altered tee character 
of tee conflict over ownership was reports 
in the early seventies of huge reserves of 
gas and oil in the South China Sea 


Setback to SAARC 


The sixth summit of tee South Asian 
Association for Regional Cooperation 
scheduled to begin in Colombo on 
November 7. 1991 was postponed 
indefinitely. The Sri Lankan Foreign Affairs 
Ministry said in a statement issued on 
November 6 that the Sri Lankan 
Government regretted that it would not be 
possible for the sixth SAARC summit to 
take place. 

Tracing the developments, it said that on 
November 1, the member-States were 
informed by King Jigme Singye Wangchuk 
of Bhutan teat owing to certain unexpected 
developments pertaining to tee internal 
security situation, he would not be in a 
position to attend the summit. Nepal also 
joined Bhutan and announced teat the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Q. P. Koirala, had rescheduled 
his programme. 
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The collapse of tee SAARC summit is a 
setback to India-Sri Lanka relations 
according to western diplomats while Indian 
sources think the setback is temporary and 
would not matter after tee dust has settled 
down. The summit was postponed 
indefinitely just a few hours before the 
several Heads of State and Government in 
tee region were scheduled to arrive in 
Colombo. The summit had reached the 
penultimate stage with the SAARC Council 
of fi^nisters concluding their deliberations 
on November 6. 

The Sri Lanka's Foreign Minister, Mr. 
Harold Herat, has condemned IncSan Prime 
Minister, Mr. P. V. Narasimha Rao’s 
"adamant" attitude for the eventual 
postponement of tee summit. Ho recounted 
how the "adamanr Mr. Rao had scotched 
the President. Mr. Ranasinghe Premadasa's 
suggestion for an informal discussion among 
the SAARC Heads of State and 
Government. 

The ostensible reason for the summit's 
cancellation was the inability of the King of 
Bhutan to attend the meeting because of 
trouble in his kingdom. It was widely felt 
that a summit without the participation of a 
founder-Head of Government should be 
avoided, esjjecially as the SAARC charter 
stipulates that all seven members of the 
organisation should attend summits. 

Although the sixth summit was postponed, 
the leaders of Pakistan, Bangladesh and 
tee Maldives, who rallied by Mr. Premadasa, 
left Colombo after holding an informal mini¬ 
summit. The Pakistan Prime Minister, Mr. 
Nawaz Sharif, converted the Colombo 
conclave—which coincided with the 
scheduled dates of the postponed plenary 
summit—into a provocative forum that posed 
a challenge to India's authority to set a 
South Asian agenda in the post-cold war 
period. Pakistan has done a signal 
disservice to tee SAARC spint by exploiting 
the absence of a key player like India to 
bnng into play power equations essentially 
hostile to India 

Although the security factor has been a 
major element contributing to the uncertainty 
over tee Colombo summit, Mr. Premadasa 
himself cannot avoid part of tee blame for 
what has happened He has been seen as 
attempting to use the summit to consolidate 
his political power, and his recent 
manoeuvre to ward off a threatened 
impeachment did not enhance tee reputation 
of a leader about to fake over as SAARC 
chairman. 

The point, however, is not what happens 
to Mr. Premadasa as an individual leader, 
but what tee storm over the summit 
postponement means for tee SAARC itself, 
and more widely for the South Asian regional 
understanding. This question can hardly be 
avoided if tee regional organisation has to 
survive, or more importantly, the edifice of 
South Asian cooperation has to be built on 
solid foundations. 

It is not tee postponement of tee SAARC 
summit itself but the subsequent collusive

The State Legisiature 


The Constitution provides for a legislature 
for every State in the Union In five of the 
States the legislature is organised in two 
Houses, namely, j|he Legislative Assembly 
and the Legislative Council. The remaining 
States have only Legislative Assemblies 
The question of having one House or two 
Houses for State legislatures is still an open 
one as the Constitution empowers 
Parliament to make the necessary law to 
create or abolish Legislative Councils 
according to the wishes of individual States. 

The Legislative 
Assembly 

The Assembly is compos^ of members 
chosen by direct election, the maximum 
and minimum membership is fixed at 5Q0 
and 60 respectively. For the purposes of 
election, the State is divided into as many 
territorial constituenaes as there are seats 
in the Assembly. At present, the number of 
voters in each constituency is around 
100 , 000 . 


The Legislative Council 

The basis of the composition of the 
Council is as follows : 

(1) The total number of me nbers in the 
Legislative Council should not exceed one- 
third of the total number of members in the 
Legislative Assembly. But, in any case, it 
should not be less than forty. 

(2) There are five different categories of 
representation to the Council. Those are 

(a) One-third of the total membership to 
be elected by electorate consisting of 
members of self-governing local bodies like 
municipalities, district boards, etc., in the 
State. 

(b) One-third to be elected by the 
members of the Legislative Assembly of 
the State. 

(c) One-twelfth to be elected by electorate 
consisting of university graduates (of at least 
three years' standing) or others recognised 
as possessing equivalent qualification and 
who are residing in the State. 

(d) One-twelfth to be elected by electorate 
consisting of secondary school teachers or 
those in higher educational institutions within 
the State with at least three years' 
experience in teaching. 

(e) The remainder to be nominated by 
the Governor on the basis of their special 
knowledge or practical experience in 
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literature, science, art, the cooperative 
movement or social service 

(3) The election of the first four categories 
is to be held in accordance with the system 
of proportional representation by means of 
rho single transferable ballot 

(4) Voting shall bo by secret ballot 

(5) Parliament is empowered to make 
any change with regard to the nature of 
representation detailed above 

The normal life of the Assembly is live 
years whereas the Council is a permanent 
body which renews one-third of its 
membership after every two years In this 
respect it follows the pattern of the Council 
of States (Rajya Sabha) 

Thore is hardly any special qualification 
fixed for election to the State legislature 
except one of ago. As in the case of a 
member of the Council, the minimum ago 
presaibed is thirty years 

The Assembly has two elected officers, 
the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker, to 
conduct Its business The position of these 
two officers in the conduct of the business 
of the House, and their powers and functions 
in the Assembly, are respectively the same 
as those of the Speaker and the Deputy 
Speaker of the House of the People (Lok 
Sabha). They may bo removed from office 
by a resolution of the House supported by 
at least a majonty of all the existing 
members of the House. The Council has a 
Chairman and a Vice-Chairman, both 
elected by the Council, and they have the 
same powers and functions as their 
counterparts in the Assembiy They also 
can be removed from office by a resolution 
of the Council supported by a majority of 
the existing members in the Council at the 
time of passing such a resolution The 
Constitution provides for each House of tho 
State legislature a separate secretanal staff 
whose members are independent of the 
executive in matters of recruitment and 
conditions of service 


Conduct of Business 


The State legislature must meet at least 
twice a year and the interval between any 
two sessions shoukl not be more than six 
months. Usually, a now session begins with 
an opening address by the Governor which 
outlines the policy of the State Government 
The address is then subjected to a debate 
and finally voted upon in the form of a 
resolution expressing thanks to the 
Governor. 



Every Bill, except Money Bill, may be 
introduced in either House of the legislature. 
The Bill IS finally passed with its third 
reading Then it goes to the Governor for 
his assent But the Governor may send it 
back for reconsideration When it is passed 
■'gain by the legisiature, the Governor 
cannot withhold his assent But he may 
reserve it for the consideration of the 
President, who may ask the Governor to 
place It before the legislature for 
reconsideration When it is passed again, 
with or without amendment, it goes to the 
President for his consideration. The 
President is not bound to give his assent 
even though the Bill has boon reconsidered 
and passed for a second time by the State 
legislature 




A significant point of difference between 
the relationship of the two Houses of 
Parliament and that of the two Houses of 
tho State legislature (wherever the two 
Houses exist) is the comparatively less 
important role which the Legislative Council 
plays in contrast to that of the Council of 
States As we have already seen, the 
Council of States has, excepting in the field 
of Money Bills, co equal powers with the 
House in all legislative matters When there 
IS an irreconcilable conflict between the two, 
the deadlock is resolved in a joint sitting of 
the two Houses In the State legislature, on 
the contrary, the Council is designed to 
play a definitely inferior role 

The functions of the Legislative Council 
are of an advisory nature only According to 
this, a Bill can have only two journeys from 
the Assembly to the Council When a Bill 
goes to the Council tor the first time from 
the Assembly, the Council has four 
alternative courses of action 

(1) It may reject the Bill, 

(2) It may amend the Bill, 

(3) it may take no action on it (but when 
three months have elapsed since its receipt 
by the Council and the Council does not 
inform the Assembly as to what action it 
has taken on the Bill, it is deemed to have 
been rejected by the Council): and 
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(4) it may pass the Bill as sent by the 
Assembly. 

In the first three cases, the Assembly 
takes up the consideration of the Bill for a 
second time. It may or may not accept the 
amendments made by the Council and pass 
the Bill It now goes for the second time to 
the Council which can adopt any of the 
above alternative courses of action except 


that it can delay the Bill only for a month 
instead of the three months in the first 
instance The Assembly acts again 
according to the same procedure as before 
if the Council doss not again agree with it. 
Thus, only twice will the Bill travel from the 
Assembly to the Council and the latter has 
only the power of a suspensory veto, the 
first time for a period of three months and 


the second time for a month. These 
provisions clearly establish the absolute 
superiority of the Assembly over the Council. 
In respect of Money Bills, the powers of the 
State Assembly are the same as those of 
the House of the People. There is also a 
special procedure presenbed lor financial 
matters on the same pattern as what obtains 
in Parliament. 


Judiciary in the State 


Every State has a High Court operating 
within Its territorial jurisdiction and every 
High Court is a court of record which has 
all the powers of such a court including the 
power to punish for contempt of itself 
Neither the Supreme Court nor the 
legislature can deprive a High Court of its 
power of punishing a contempt of itself 

We have already seen the position of the 
Supremo Court with the inauguration of the 
Constitution in 1950 and how it affected the 
position of the High Courts by bringing them 
directly under the Supreme Court as parts 
of a single, integrated, hierarchical, all-India 
judicial system The Constitution does not, 
however, vest in the Supreme Court any 
direct administrative control over the High 
Courts which would substantially affect their 
functioning as independent judicial 
institutions 

Similarly, neither the State executive nor 
the State legislature has any power to 
control the High Courts or to alter its 
constitution Whatever is permissible short 
of a constitutional amendment is vested in 
Parliament. These provisions have great 
importance in determining the independence 
of the High Courts 

Unlike the Supreme Court, there is no 
fixed minimum number of judges for the 
High Court The President, from time to 
lime, will fix the number of judges in each 
High Court and it varies from court to court 
For example, the Assam High Court has at 
present only six judges whereas the 
Allahabad High Court has as many as thirty- 
four judges The Calcutta High Court has 
thirty-seven judges 

Every judge of the High Court is appointed 
by the President of India after consultation 
with the Chief Justice of India, the Governor 
of the Stale and. in the case of the 
appointment of a judge other than the Chief 
Justice, the Chief Justice of the High Court 
concerned. If he is appointed on a 
permanent basis, ho will hold office until he 
completes the age of sixty-two years The 
minimum qualifications prescribed for 
appointment are Indian citizenship and at 
least ten years’ expenonce either as an 
advocate of a High Court in India or a 
judicial officer in the temtory of India. In 
computing the ten-year period for the 
purpose of appointment, experience as an 
advocate can be combined with that of a 
judicial officer. A judge of the High Court 
can be removed from office only for proved 
misbehaviour or incapacity and only in the 
same manner in which a judge of the 


Supremo Court is removed. 

The Chief Justice and the other judges 
of the High Court are paid monthly salaries 
of Rs. 9<)00 and Rs 8,000 respectively. In 
addition, they are also entitled to certain 
allowances and a pension on retirement 
The salary and allowances of a judge of the 
High Court cannot be varied to his 
disadvantage after his appointment Further, 
those sums are charged on the 
Consolidated Fund of the State concerned 
and. as such, are excluded from voting in 
the State legislature The Constitution 
imposes on retired judges of the High Courts 
certain restrictions with respect to legal 
practice after retirement. According to this, 
they cannot practise before any court except 
the Supreme Court and the High Courts 
other than those in which they were judges 
Those provisions which are almost identical 
with those dealing with the judges of the 
Supreme Court are intended to safeguard 
the independence of the High Courts 

Jurisdiction of the 
High Courts 

The Constitution does not attempt detailed 
definitions and classification of the different 
types of jurisdiction of the High Courts as it 
has done in the case of the Supreme Court. 
This is mainly because most of the High 
Courts at the time of the framing of the 
Constitution had been functioning with well 
defined jurisdictions whereas the Supreme 
Court was a newly created institution 
necessitating a dear definition of its powers 
and functions Moreover, the High Courts 
were expected to maintain the same position 
that they originally had as the highest courts 
in the States even after the inauguration of 
the Constitution. It was provided, therefore, 
that the High Courts would retain their 
existing jurisdiction subject to the provisions 
of the Constitution and any future law that 
was to be made by the appropriate 
legislature. The High Courts have also been 
given full powers to make rules to regulate 
the business before them and such other 
incidental power as is required in relation to 
the administration of justice which falls within 
their jurisdiction. 

Apart from the normal original and 
appellate junsdiction, the Constitution vests 
four additional powers in ttie High Courts. 
These are 

(1) the power to issue wnts or orders for 
the enforcement of the Fundamental Rights 


or for any other purpose; 

(2) the power of superinton^nce over alt 
courts in the State; 

(3) the power to trar^fer cases to itself 
from subordinate courts concerning the 
interpretation of the Constitution; and 

(4) the power to appoint officers and 
servants of the High Court 


Subordinate Courts 


As we have seen earlier, one of the 
Directive .“rinciples is the separation of the 
luJiciary from the executive The 
Constitution also envisages that the judiciary 
at the lower levels is made completely 
independent of the exeaitive 
The constitutional provisions dealing with 
the subordinate courts, therefore, are 
intended to secure a two-fold objective First, 
to provide for the appointment of district 
and subordinate judges and their 
qualifications Secondly, to place the whole 
of the civil judiciary under the control of the 
High Court The importance of these 
provisions can hardly be exaggerated in 
the context of the Indian situation. It is the 
subordinate judiciary that comes into most 
intimate contact with the ordinary people in 
the judiaal field Therefore, it is particularly 
necessary that its independence is placed 
beyond question in order to infuse public 
confidence in it This is the justification for 
incorporating these provisions in the 
Constitution. 

The Constitution draws a distinction 
between two categories of subordinate 
courts, namely, the district courts and others. 
Judges of the district courts are appointed 
by the Governor in consultation with the 
High Court. Further, a person to be eligible 
for appointment as a district judge should 
be either an advocate or a pleader of seven 
years' staneftng, or an offioer in the service 
of the Union or of the State. In the case of 
every advocate or pleader, the appointment 
should be on a recommendation by the 
High Court 

Appointment of persons, other than district 
judges, to the judicial service of a State is 
made by the Governor in accordance with 
rules made by him in that behalf after 
consultation with the High Court and the 
State Public Service Commission. The 
practice that exists in most States at present 
is that the Public Service Commission 
condjcts competitive examinations for the 
selection of candidates for appointment in

the State judicial service The commission lays down certain 
minimum educational and professional qualifications for candidates 
wfio intend to compote in these examinations At least throe years’ 
experience as an advocate or a pleader is one of the principal 
qualifications The selected candidates are given special training 
for a certain period before regular appointment to the service and 
thereafter they come under the superintendence of the High Court 
in the discharge of their responsibilities 

Article 235 of the Constitution specifies the nature and extent of 
the High Courts' control over the subordinate judiciary. According 
to that Article, the High Court exercises control over the district 
courts and the courts subordinate to them, in matters such as 
posting, promotions and the granting of leave to all persons 
belonging to the State judicial service. 

Except for minor local variations, the structure and functions of 
the subordinate courts are uniform throughout the country. Each 
State fo' the purpose of judicial administration is divided into a 
number of districts, each under the jurisdiction of a district judge. 
Under him is a hierarchy of judicial officers exercising varying tyj^es 
of jurisdiction As a result of the progressive implementation of the 
principle of the separation of the judiciary from the executive, the 
subordinate judiciary in most parts of the country is already 
functioning separately.

II_ The Grip _|| 

It IS important to realise that you need to 
adopt a different grip when playing different 
strokes. 

The most common gnp, and the one used 
for the forehand drive, which will cater for 
the majority of your shots, is what is called 
the eastern forehand 

It IS also known as the ‘shake hands’ grip 
because you grip the handle as if you wore 
shaking hands with it To make sure you 
adopt the perfect grip hold the racket in 
your loft hand, placn the palm of your right 
hand on the strings and slide it down the 
racket, keeping the paim in the same 
position, until you ren. h the handle Now 
wrap your fingers around the handle 
shake hands with it if you like You should 
now have complete contrul of the racket for 
playing those forehand shots 

Don’t have your fingers too tense, and 
don’t have them too close trqethor Your 
first finger should be in a position that looks 
as though it is going to pull the trigger of a 
gun 

A good solid grip will prevent any ‘wristy’ 
action The racket is an extension of your 
arm and a firm wrist is a must, 

A grip developed lor use on concrete 
surfaces is the western forehand. It is ideal 
for those balls which bounce that bit higher 
Unlike the eastern forehand, the thumb is 
moved clockwise on to the lop of the handle. 
Because the palm of the hand is ‘under’ the 
handle, it makes the playing of low shots 
that bit more difficult, but it is ideal for shots 
waist-high and above. 

A popular grip among less experienced 
players is the semi-western forehand, 
wheruuv the thumb is moved back towards 
its eastern position. As a newcomer, you 
are well advised to adopt the semi-western 
grip, before you try to master tire full 
western. 

’The next grip wo will look at is for the 
backhand drive. 

Many inexperienced players have a 
difficult time playing the backhand. But this 
inability to play the shot — or should we 


Technique 


call it fear — stems from tho fact that a 
poor grip is adopted The main cause of 
this IS the difficulty most novicos have in 
changing their grip from the eastern 
forehand to the backhand during a rally 
But remember, you will have extreme 
difficulty playing a successful backhand 
shot with an eastern forehand grip. 

To change your grip into a backhand grip 
you should adopt the eastern forehand, but 
move your hand anti clockwise around the 
handle so that your thumb nicely tucks 


The Grip 



1. Forehand grip ; The most common 
grip for the forehand drive — the 

eastern or 'shake-hands' grip 

2. Backhand grip ; The basic back¬ 
hand grip. Note how the hand is moved 

anti-clockwise around the handle and 
tho thumb is tucked under tho handle 
for extra support 3.

Note the first 
linger — doesn't it look as though it is 
going to pull the trigger ol a gun? 


underneath and the palm of your hand is 
now more on top of the handle The effect 
of wrapping the thumb around the handle is 
to put the firmness into the grip and stroke. 

It is important to make sure the fingers 
are not too close together again, otherwise 
the grip will be too wristy It is important 
with the backhand shot to make sure the 


wrist is locked solid onto the handle 

A common fault with novices when 
playing the backhand is to play the shot 
with slice, I e, the racket slides under the 
ball and imparts spin Tho racket head 
should be played through the ball with an 
open face There are times when you will 
want to play the backhand with slice, but 
that IS a specialist shot, and not one that 
you should be playing just yet. 

Many players adopt the two-handed gnp 
for the backhand The same grip as above 
IS adopted but the other hand is placed 
adjacent to the gripping hand to give extra 
support and power 

The biggest problem you will encounter 
initially is the ability to change gnps fast 
enough during an actual rally But don’t 
worry. It will come in time and you will soon 
be able to change without thinking about it. 

Simply because you lack the confidence 
to play the backhand, don't rely on the 
forehand for all your shots This is fatal, 
and will cost you many points It would 
most probably pay you to tackle the problem 
in the opposite way — get yourself in a 
position to play the backhand at every 
stroke That way you will find it much easier 
to switch gnps for the forehand shot 

For serving and playing the overhead 
smash you are well advised to adopt the 
eastern forehand grip and play the shot 
with an open racket face You will soon 
realise, once you have mastered the simple 
serve, that you want to serve or smash with 
spin on the ball It is only when you feel 
confident that you start serving or smashing 
with an advanced grip that looks more like 
the backhand dnve grip. 

For playing the forehand or backhand 
volley you should adopt the same grips as 
lor your normal forehand and backhand 
drives. When you gam more experience 
and confidence you will find yourself 
adopting the advanced service grip This 
will enable you, after serving, to progress to 
the net to play a volley without having to 
change your grip But we will look at all that 
a little bit later 

Finally, whereabouts should you grip the 
handle’ Answer, as near as possible to the 
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end. That way you will get the maximum 
effect of the racket If you have to grip the 
handle nearer to the head because it is too 
heavy then you are well advised to get 
yourself another racket 

There are five fundamentals you should 
always boar in mind (1) keep your eye on 
the ball, (2) have good balance and 
footwork. (3) make sure you have a good 
swing, (4) control the racket movement and 
(5) control the racket face 

You should always keep your eye on 
the ball. You must keep your eye on that 
ball right up to the moment it makes 
contact with your racket Get into the habit 
of doing that nght from the start If you 
don't you will bo leaving a lot of your shots 
to chance. 

Getting quickly around the court is 
important, but it is no use getting into 
the right position if you are off balance 
Think what you are doing with your feet 
all the time, because good footwork 



helps create good balance 

Having got into position and balanced 
your body correctly, you should have no 
problem in employing a good swing Both 
the backswing and follow-through should 
bo fluent Provided your balance and 
footwork are right then you should have 
little difficulty in perfecting a good swing. 

However, if there are some flaws in your 
footwork then controlling the racket 
movement is going to prove difficult You 
must have complete control over the racket. 
Don't expect it to do all the work. It is like 
a computer, it will only do what the operator 
tolls it to' 

Controlling the racket face is as 
important as any of the other fundamentals, 
because if you cannot control the face then 
you are not likely to play any winning shots 
Racket face control comes down to the 
right grip for tho right shot Keep the grip 
firm and imagine the racket as an extension 
to your arm 


Playing the different shots 


Firstly, the shot that starts off each point, 
the Service 

If you watch the top players you will be 
astounded at tho pace they put into the 
service stroke, and with consistent accuracy 
However, whatever you do. don't try and 
emulate the likes of Ivan Lendl, John 
McEnroe or Boris Becker the first time you 


try to serve. Don't run before you can walk 
Experience will tell you when you are ready 
to start experimenting with a more powerful 
serve and one with spin. 

However, we will look at tho basics 
Incidentally, the following assumes that you 
are right-handed 

You take up position with a sideways 
stance. Your left foot should point towards 
tho right-hand net post The feet should be 
38-45 cm (15-18 in) apart The racket head 
should be pointing towards tho service court 


you intend serving to Your two hands 
should be in contact with the racket but as 
you drop your racket ready to go into the 
backswing, your left hand (the one holding 
tho ball) swings into an upright position It 
then releases the ball upwards Many 
novices make tlie mistake of releasing the 
ball too early and it is thrown at an angle 


and towards tho net rather than upwards — 
consequently you have to stretch to play 
the shot. The correct position of the ball at 
tho moment of impact should be about 
30 cm (1 It) in front of the left foot The 
ball should bo thrown to a height of 
about 45 cm (18 in) above your normal 
reach 

While the ball is on its way upwards, the 
racket should start its 'throwing' movement 
into the ball. Your bodyweight is now starting 
to switch from your back foot to your front 


fool Your left arm, which is now redundant, 
starts to swing forward thus holping tho 
pendulum movement of your entire body 
At the top of the reach the racket arm 
should be perfectly straight and you should 
roach as far as possible to hit the ball The 
head of tho racket should be 'thrown' in an 
'up and over' action and should hit the falling 


ball accurately If you don't keep your eyes 
on the ball there is little chance of you 
making a good service 
After making contact with the ball you 
should follow through, and the momentum 
of the swing will carry you forward and into 
the court ready to meet any return. Some 
players like to get close to the net as soon 
as possible after making the service but, 
like all aspects of the game, that comes 
with confidence and experience.

CHOGM calls for pro¬ 
motion of democracy 

I ______ 

The eleventh Commonwealth Hoads of 
Government Meeting (CHOGM), which 
ended in Harare on October 22. 1991, has 
called for promotion of democracy, human 
rights and rule of law among member- 
countries but dropped a joint British and 
Canadian proposal to link these issues with 
foreign aid in tho face of opposition from 
fndia, Malaysia and host Zimbabwe 
As the summit chairman, Mr Robert 
Mugabe, pointed out that tho sp'^cific 
mention of democracy, human rights and 
rule of law should stiffen the resolve of all 
member countries to translate these 
sentiments into political reality, India 
succeeded in producing a "consensus 
Harare Declaration" at the summit by 
ensuring that the focus on development was 
not blurred while (rmphasising tho 50 nation 
club's rote in promoting democracy and 
human rights. 

The Harare declaration called for 
permanent halt to all nuclear tests and curbs 
on conventional weapons build up beyond 
the legitimate requirements of self defence 
It welcomed the end of cold war but said 
the emergence of ethnic chauvinism, racial 
bigotry and otfier forms of intolerance was 
a cause of serious concern, posing threats 
to peace and communal harmony. 

The loaders at tho summit roiteratod that 
the arms embargo, financial sanctions and 
investment measures against South Africa 
should remain in force until they note 
irreversible movement towards tho abolition 
of apartheid They, howovor. lifted “people 
to people" sanctions in recognition of 
positive changes so far made by tho 
President, Mr Frederick De Klork 
The summit adopted India's proposals 
on terrorism and child welfare but late Rajiv 
Gandhi's Planet Protection Fund proposal 
was dropped from the club’s programme on 
environmental protection. The Indian 
proposal envisaging a contribution of $ 18 
billion by participating countries under the 
United Nations auspices was adopted by 
the 1989 Kuala Lumpur summit 
The CHOGM has shown how important 
it is for the Commonwealth to function as a 


conspicuous focal point of consensus politics 
in world affairs. Meeting in the shadow of 
the latest Soviet crisis, the Commonwealth 
Hoads of Government have, in fact, debated 
a major and divisive issue without much 
rancour The formidable issue at stake was 
whether or not foreign aid should be linked 
to a member-country's record in pursuing 
democracy, protecting human rights and 
practising “good governance" In tho end, 
good sense prevailed With a touch of high 
drama, the Bntish and Canadian loaders 
did campaign for the linkage, arguing that 
the cataclysmic political changes of the 
unfolding new era would warrant such a 
proposal Both wanted the summit to 
unambiguously link eligibility for foreign aid 
with democratic functioning of the countries 
concerned 

The Commonwealth leaders also called 
for an immediate political settlement of 
tho conflicts in West Asia, Afghanistan, 
Cambodia and Mozambique 

The communique laid emphasis on the 
successful outcome of the 1992 United 
Nations Conference on Environment and 
Development (UNCED) 

Cyprus will host the next CHOGM in 
1993 Cyprus won approval of the summit 
over tho applications of Bntain and Malta to 
play host to tho next summit. The summit in 
Nicosia will focus attention on the occupation 
of parts of Cyprus by Turkish Cypriots The 
Harare summit communique reiterated 
support for the independence, sovereignty, 
territorial integrity, unity and non align^ 
status of Cyprus The summit emphasised 
the need for the speedy withdrawal of all 
foreign forces and settlers from the republic 
of Cyprus 

World economy to 
grow only 1 pc 

The IMF IS now forecasting world 
economic growth of around one per cent 
this year, down from an estimate of 1.25 
per cent made last spring, said a senior 
IMF official, who spoke to reporters on 
conditions of anonymity. 

For the United States, the IMF forecast 
that the economy would decline at an annual 
rate of 0.5 per cent, instead of growing by 
a slight 0.2 per cent, as forecast last spring. 


IMF officials, who briefed reporters on its 
annual report on October 2, 1991, said tho 
troubles in Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union as well as a deeper-than-expected 
recession in tho United States had forced a 
slight downward revision in their overall 
growth forecast. 

The IMF, along with its sister leading 
organisa*iDH, the World Bank, is expected 
to play a leading role in helping in the 
economic transformation of both Eastern 
Europe and the Soviet Union 

The IMF provided $ 5 billion in loans to 
Eastern Europe this year, and an IMF official 
predicted a similar amount for next year. 
Tho agency has financing agreements in 
place for Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Romania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. But 
financial support for Yugoslavia has been 
temporarily suspended because of tho civil 
war there 

The report said the emerging demo¬ 
cracies of Eastern Europe have suffered far 
higher economic disruptions than originally 
anticipated, but tho hardships should not 
deter them from pushing to rapidly transform 
their economies, the IMF has said 


New members of UN 


The UN General Assembly on September 
17, 1991 admitted seven new members by 
acclamation whose entry would have boon 
unthinkable at the height of the cold war. 
The now members are North Korea, South 
Korea, the Baltic states of Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania, and the two Pacific Island 
nations of Micronesia and Marshall Islands 
All had been unanimously endorsed by the 
Security Council. 

Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania recently 
regained their independerree, 51 years after 
annexation by Moscow The UN waged war 
from 1950 to 1953 against communist North 
Korea Later, North Korea opposed separate 
UN membership for the two Korean states 
for many years on grounds that it would 
perpetuate their separation. The two Pacific 
Island nations were previously administered 
by the U S as part of a UN trust territory 

The U S, Ambassador, Mr Thomas R 
Pickenng, addressing the General Assembly 
welcomed the seven new member nations 
and called admission of tho Baltics ‘a 
momentous occasion in the history of the 
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United Nations " The Baltics were forcibiy 
annexed by the Soviet Union under a secret 
protocol with Germany to carve Europe into 
a sphere of influence but the West never 
recognised thoir independence in 
September 1991 after its Communist empire 
collapsed 

The admission of the seven new 
members marked the biggest single influx 
since 1960, when 17 countries were 
admitted to the world body Six joined in 
1962 and six in 1975 


NAM for expansion of 
Security Councii 

The 103-nation non-aligned movement 
(NAM) has on September 8. 1991 
demanded the expansion of the United 
Nations' Security Council, now confined to 
15 member-countries, and proposed the 
reshaping of ttie group's strategies to met 
the new challenges following the end of the 
cold war 

Brushing aside Pakistani opposition to 
an Indian proposal to expand the 
membership of the Council, the movement 
endorsed a suggestion to make the decision 
making process of the UN, particularly the 
Security Council, more “democratic and 
transparent". 

A 22-page “Accra Declaration" adopted 
by the Ministers at the end of the four-day 
meeting of NAM said “in this context, the 
present number should be reviewed with a 
view to reflecting the increased membership 
of the UN, and promoting more equitable 
and balanced representation of the 
members of the UN" The declaration has 
argued in favour of a ‘more democratic and 
transparent" UN set-up, ospeaally in the 
light of the end of the cold war, a drastically 
changed balance of power equation in 
international politics and the increased 
membership of the UN Undoubtedly, this is 
a rational and worthwhile demand which 
cannot bo ignored any more 

The call to expand the membership of 
the Security Council, reflects a growing view 
among members of the movement that they 
should have more say in the world 
organisation, and that major countries like 
India, Brazil and others should play a greater 
role in that context, according to diplomatic 
observers in Accra They pointed out that 
currently five countries—the United States, 
the Soviet Union, China, Britain and France 
—hold a veto on decisions made by the 
world body's 159-mombor General Assem¬ 
bly (The membership of UN now is 1660) 

The Security Council was formed in the 
immediate aftermath of the Second World 
War, with the most powerful among the 
victorious allied powers acquiring the power 
of veto Since then 40 years have passed 
and the world has witnessed many changes 
A sharply divided bipolar world is changing 
into something quite different. 

The expansion of the Security Council to 
include new powers such as India. Japan 
•nd Germany as permanent members was 


seen by participants at the 37th Common¬ 
wealth Parliamentary Association 
conference in New Delhi m September 1991 
as a way to strengthen UN authority and 
prevent it from being manipulated by any 
one state In assessing the situation in the 
Gulf, many delegates agreed that the United 
Nations Organisation must be reformed to 
avoid a repetition of the 1991 military action 
against Iraq 


World Bank report 


Poverty reduction remained the 
centrepiece of the World Bank group's 
activity, and the trend of lending reflected 
such an emphasis, according to the bank's 
annual report for 1991 released in 
Washington on September 22, 1991 The 
group consists of the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development (IBRD) 
and Its soft lending affiliate, the International 
Development Association (IDA) The IBRD 
has two other affiliates in the International 
Finance Corporation (IFC), which aids the 
private sector, and the Multilateral 
investment Guarantee Agency (MIGA). 

A total of $ 9 4 billion of IBRD and IDA 
commitments in 1991 were to countries with 
a per capita Gross National Product (GNP) 
of loss than $ 580 (India's GNP is $ 340) 
In 1991, commitments of $ 1 9 billion for 22 
projects conformed to the primary objective 
of poverty reduction, while another 95 
projects, with commitments of $ 7 9 billion 
contained poverty reduction components 

The Bank has complimented India on 
significant progress made during the 1980s 
on poverty eradication, a principal policy 
goal, but is critical of the Government's 
neglect of structural reforms of the economy 
which could slow down overall growth 
Though the Indian economy continued to 
grow during 1991, ihe Bank says 
expectations of the growth rale for the 
current year are more conservative. 

Discussing poverty eradication in the two 
Asian countnes, India and China, the report 
says that China had reduced absolute 
poverty from 20 per cent of its population in 
1981 to 6 per cent in 1989 In the case of 
India, the report says that economic growth 
and price stability combined with effective 
implementation of anti-poverty programmes 
had led to a significant reduction in the 
incidence of absolute poverty—from 37 per 
cent in 1983-84 to about 30 per cent in 
1987-88, Rural poverty declined from 40 
per cent of the population to about 33 per 
cent and urban poverty from 28 per cent to 
20 per cent, "Given the enormity of the 
problem, this was a major achievement," 
the report observes 

Reviewing the Bank's operations during 
1990-91, the report says lending to 
developing countries in Asia totalled $ 7.5 
billion, 17 per cent more than the previous 
year's total and accounting (or 33 per cent 
of the Bank's worid-wide lending of $ 22.7 
billion Of the total for the Asia region, $ 4.6 
billion came from the Bank and $ 2.9 billion 


from its soft-lending affiliate, the lOA. Net 
disbursement for projects in Asia amounted 
to $ 3.16 billion, which is 40 per cent of the 
Bank's overall net disbursements of $ 6.36 
billion. 

The Bank's efforts to encourage private 
sector development and public sector reform 
continued in 1991, An Asia-wide study made 
recommendations to encourage private 
participation in the jxiwer and coal sectors. 
Environmental concerns are now "routinely 
scrutinised and addressed" in Bank activi¬ 
ties, the report notes There was a significant 
increase in the number of operations in the 
core environmental programme^ for Asia. 


India heads UN Council 


India has on October 1, 1991 assumed 
presidency of the Security Council, the 
United Nations' most powerful organ for 
maintenance of international peace and 
security 

The 15-nation Council has a rotating 
President, each term lasting a month. The 
Council members include the United States, 
the Soviet Union, France, Britain and China, 
besides India, Ecuador, Romania, 
Zimbabwe, Ivory Coast, Austria, Belgium,

Super powers sign 
START 


The Soviet President, Mr Mikhail 
Gorbachov, and the U S President, 
Mr George Bush, have signed the "historic” 
strategic arms reduction treaty (START) in 
Moscow on July 31. 1991 to reduce their 
nuclear arsenals by about 30 per cent and 
hailed it as a signal dispelling five decades 
of mutual mistrust The two leaders signed 
the 700-page document in St. Vladimir Hall 
of the Grand Kremlin Palace concluding 
nearly a decade's efforts to hammer out the 
treaty 

In brief speeches before signing the 
document, the two Presidents congratulated 
each other, their peoples and the entire 
world on the success in effecting the first 
real cuts in long-range nuclear weapons 
with the two super powers The pons they 
used were said to be made of material from 
scrapped weapons. The document that 
Mr Bush signed was bound in a red folder 
and that of Mr. Gorbachev in green 

Although the arms cuts fall far short of 
the 50 per cent aimed at by the super 
powers when tliey started talks in 1982, the 
two Presidents considered the document to 
be a "historic treaty—the first treaty that 
significantly reduces the most dangerous 
and destabilising nuclear forces." 

Even with the proposed cut, the two sides 
will have 4,900 ballistic missiles each The 
Soviets will end up with a 35 per cent cut 
in their strategic warheads, from around 
11,000 to 7,000, and the United States with 
a 25 per cent reduction from about 12,000 
to 9,000, 
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The treaty limits the strategic nuclear 
delivery vehicles (SNDVs) to 1,600 each. 
The SNDVs comprise deployed ICBMs and 
their launchers, deployed submarine- 
launched ballistic missiles (SLBMs) and their 
launchers and heavy bombers. 

Since the Soviets have their warheads 
on land-based ballistic missiles, considered 
by the United States as most threatening to 
it, they will have to make deeper cuts than 
the Americans The United States gets away 
with relatively smaller cuts since it keeps 
more of its strategic nuclear force in 
submarines and bombers rather than in 
ballistic missiles, according to defence 
exports. 

The treaty docs not cover soa-launchod 
Cruise missiles (SLCMs) The Soviets were 
insisting on their inclusion in the START 
ambit but gave up following peisistont U S 
refusal However, both have agreed to give 
the other side a politically binding declaration 
on long-range (more than 600 km) nuclear 
SLCMs It includes nuclear-armod air- 
launched Cruise missiles with a range of 
more than 600 km 

The treaty is valid lor 15 years, unless 
superseded earlier by a subsequent 
agreement If the two sides agree, the treaty 
may be extended for successive fivo-year 
periods The implementation of the treaty 
will begin after the U S. Senate ratifies it 
with a two-thirds majority 

Mr Gorbachev has said that the signing 
of the START by the two super powers 
"has strengthened the world's confidence 
that the cold war botwoon the East and the 
West will never start again '' he said the 
Soviet-U S interaction "can and will bo a 
reliable guarantee in moving towards a new 
peaceful order" 


G-7 summit 


The summit meeting of the Group of 
Seven (G-7) countries concluded in London 
on July 17, 1991 with the world's richest 
democracies—the United States, Canada, 
Japan, Germany, France. Italy and Britain— 
agreeing to take firm action to give a helping 
hand to the Soviet Union, expedite the 
process of General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) talks, initiate measures 
to curb the spread of arms and strengthen 
the role of the United Nations 
The G-7 leaders have agreed to bail 
the Soviet Union out of its economic and 
political mess by lending it a helping hand 
through international institutions like i to 


World Bank and the International Monetary 
Fund rather than directly pumping in 
massive finandal aid on the lines of the 
Marshall Plan This is interpreted as an 
important first stop towards 'inter¬ 
nationalising" the Soviet economy and 
currency This would also enable Moscow 
to enact and implement radical reforms to 
produce positive results by improving 
productivity in industrial and agricultural 
sectors 

The Soviet President, Mr. Mikhai! 
Gorbachev, told leaders of the world's 
wealthiest democracies that his country's 
progress towards a market economy was 
irreversible They responded with a six-point 
plan of assistance to help make the 
transition work The plan included special 
associate status in the International 
Monetary Fund and World Bank but no cash 
pledge 

They set a deadline for a comprehensive 
conclusion of the GATT talks by the end of 
December 1991 and agreed to intervene 
personally to break the current impasse 
threatening a global trade war They, 
however, remained non-committal on 
individual compromises crucial for an 
amicable settlement of the talks broken 
down at Brussels in December last yea' 
over a row between the United States and 
the European Community on agncultural 
subsidies to the European farmers Since 
neither sido has shown any sign of relenting 
from Its lospective tough posture, the talks 
have remained suspended 

The G 7 countries lent their weight to 
U S efforts to secure a West Asian peace 
conference, calling for flexibility on all sides 
There will bo renewed pressure on Israel to 
respond to new concessions from Syria and 
thereby break the deadlock in the current 
round of peace process The summit leaders 
also gave their implicit support to 
Washington's stance against Iraq 
The western leaders urged Arab states 
to end their trardc boycott of Israel and for 
Israel, in turn, to end its policy—building 
Jewish settlements in the occupied Arab 
territories. With Syria agreeing to face-to- 
face bilateral talks with Israel there is ground 
for fresh optimism 

Mr Gorbachev has hailed the six-point 
aid package offered to him by the G-7 
leading western industrialised nations as a 
"great step forward" in the country's 
integration with world economy He said 
that a main part of the Soviet Union’s aim 
of integration was the development of now 
contact and cooperation with the West.

West Asia peace 
conference 

The West Asia peace conference, which 
began in Madrid on October 31, 1991, 
erupted into bitter polemics on November 1 
and ended without agreement on where to 


hold face-to-face Arab-lsraeli talks vital to 
ending 43 years of bloodshed in the region 
In dramatic outbursts, the Israeli Pnme 
Minister, Mr Yitzhak Shamir, branded Syria 
"a tyranny” and Syrian Foreign Minister, Mr 
Farouq Al-Shara, brandished a “wanted" 
poster showing Mr. Shamir in 1947 as an 
underground loader sought on terrorism 
charges by Bntish mandate authorities in 
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ASEAN calls for new 
regional order 


The Association of South East Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) Foreign Ministers have 
on July 20, 1991 called for writing-off of 
bilateral official debts of developing 
countries In a 26-page communique adop¬ 
ted in Kuala Lumpur at the conclusion of 
the two-day ASEAN, the Foreign Ministers 
took note of the recent write-off of bilateral 
official debts of selected countries and 
expressed the hope that these would be 
extended to the other indebted developing 
countries 

In order to reach a permanent long-term 
solution, the Foreign Ministers emphasised 
it was of utmost urgency that the markets 
for agricultural products in developed coun¬ 
tries be liberalised for indebted developing 
countries dependent primarily on agriculture. 

The Foreign Ministers expressed concern 
over the continuing, high level of debt which 
impinged on sustainable growth and 
ij'ovelopmont Besides, the ASEAN Foreign 
Ministers welcomed regular consultations 
with the Soviet Union and China but lashed 
out at their major trading partners for linking 
aid and investments to human nghts They 
also lamented the slow resettlement of 
Vietnamese refugees in the West, and 
stressed the necessity of advancing an East 
Asian economic grouping to counter the 
proliferation of blocs and mounting 
protectionism 

The ASEAN Foreign Ministers called for 
building a new regional order and greater 
economic cooperation eliminating both tariff 
and non tariff barriers With the Cambodian 
problem getting resolved, the Foreign 
Ministers saw the need for bridging the gap 
between ASEAN and other non-ASEAN 
states in South East Asia to realise the 
goal 

The ASEAN has decided to give formal 
diplomatic recognition to the Cambodian 
Supreme National Council (SNC) 
Welcoming the progress made on the peace 
talks in the last tew weeks by the four 
Cambodian factions, the Foreign Ministers 
emphasised, "It is important that all 
efforts are made to ensure that the 
momentum of the peace process be 
mo'-itained " They noted, in particular, “that 
It IS necessary to take cognizance of the 
SNC," as It IS now constituted and 
functioning, and to extend the required 
international support.

Though peace conference adjourned 
amidst bitter exchanges, it does not detract 
from the fact that history was made at 
Madrid when Israel and its Arab neighbours 
mot face-to-face for ttie first time in 43 years. 
By getting the two sides to sit together, one 
barrier keeping them apart was broken 
While Syria, Lebanon and Jordan's meeting 
with Israel on an equal footing implied 
acceptance by them of the Jewish state, 
Israel by agreeing to negotiate with 
representative Palestinians about 
Palestinian political rights finally addressed 
the problem which has kept two million 
Palestinians under Israeli military 
occupation The Madrid conference thus 
marked a big step forward in the search for 
peace in West Asia 

It IS regrettable that the Israeli Prime 
Minister and the Syrian Foreign Minister felt 
compelled to reiterate their old animosities 
at a time when they needed to look into the 
future rather than the past But there are 
signs of tiope. those apparently rigid stands 
may have been more to appease hardline 
sentiments back home in both the camps, 
rather than last-resort negotiating positions 
And there wore small, but extremely 
important concessions Mr Shamir, for 
example, did criticise the Arab countries for 
making the return of the Israeli-held 
occupied territories virtually the sole topic 
of discussions, but he did not rule it ou-. as 
one of the topics which could legitimately 
bo laid on the table This was a clear 
departure from the decades-old Israeli 
position that the return of the West Bank 
and Gaza were not negotiable. 

The past gives little cause to hope. Madrid 
conference is only yet another interlude in 
West Asian history which is a long stretch 
of deep-rooted prejudice and ephemeral 
peace plans, beginning with the birth of the 
Jewish state itself In November 1947, when 
the UN proposed Jewish and Arab states 
side by side, with Jerusalem as an 
international city, the Palestinians and Arabs 
rejoclcd the plan outright When Israel was 
proclaimed in May 1948, following the expiry 
of the British mandate, the Arabs invaded 
the now entity but in vain Then onwards it 
was a long story of invasion, land occupation 
and failed attempts at peace _ 

Peace returns to 
Cambodia 

Peace came to Cambodia on October 
23, 1991 when its warring tactions and the 
19 member states of the Paris conference 
signed a treaty ending more than two 
decades of conflict and placing the country 
under temporaty UN administration The 
treaty, made up of a final Act and three 
agreements came after four years of effort, 
including two in the current session of tiie 
Paris conference. 

The treaty is aimed at halting a 13-year 
civil war between the Vietnamese-backed 
Government of the Prime Minister, Mr. Hun 


Sen, and a three-party guerrilla coalition, 
including the Chinese-backed Khmer Rouge. 
Theoretically, any Khmer Rouge member 
could enter party politics under the 
democratic structure foreseen by the treaty. 

About one million Cambodans died in a 
murderous Khmer Rouge campaign to 
restructure Cambodian society from 1975- 
78 through executions, torture, disease and 
forced labour The peace treaty foresees a 
liberal democratic government after a 
transition period of approximately 18 
months. In the meantime, the Khmer Rouge 
and two non-Communist guerrilla groups 
will embody Cambodian sovereignty in a 
Supreme National Council, while the United 
Nations effectively runs the country 
The treaty also reaffirms a plan under 
which the UN will oversee the demobilisation 
of 70 per cent of the factions of troops and 
block any attempt to rig elections to elect a 
now Government. It also urges respect for 
an earlier agreement that named the former 
I ruler of Cambodia, Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, the head of the interim 
18-membor Supreme National Council that 
will govern until the elections 

Cambodia will now emerge as a non- 
aligned nation and its perpetual neutrality 
will be proclaimed and enshrined in the 
country’s new constitution to be adopted 
after free and fair elections sometime in 
early 1993. It will terminate treaties and 
agreements that are incompatible with its 
sovereignty, independence, territorial 
integrity and inviolability, neutrality and 
national unity 

China-Pak special 
relationship 

The Chinese President, Mr Yang 
Shangkun, was on a five-day official visit to 
Pakistan from October 26, 1991 He was 
quoted by Radio Pakistan as saying in a 
statement at the airport that Pakistan and 
China were dose and friendly countries and 
visits of heads of state were useful in 
strengthening bilateral relations and in 
stabilising the situation in the region 
Frequent exchanges of visits between 
leaders of China and Pakistan and their 
armed forces indicate “a special relationship” 
according to Chinese State Councillor and 
Defence Minister, General Qm Jiwei. During 
his talks with Chief of Staff of the Pakistan 
Army, General Asif Nawaz Januja, on 
October 25, he made the remarks while 
referring to Mr. Yang's visit to Pakistan. Mr 
Yang is also the first Vice-Chairman of the 
Central Military Commission, the most 
powerful organ in China. 

Gen Qin’s invocation of ‘special 
relationship" is a rare one. China has in 
recent years tended to downplay talks of 
alliances and special ties with other 
countries. His remarks come amidst a flurry 
of high level exchanges including visits of 
lop military leaders of the two countries. 

A member of the six man standing 
committee of the Chinese Communist Party, 


Mr. Song Ping, was in Pakistan in 
September and a Chinese Air Force 
delegation was on a week-long visit, during 
which he met all the top military leaders. 

Gen. Oin, according to offidai Xinhua 
news agency, spoke to Gen Januja “highly 
of the friendly relations between China and 
Pakistan, saying the two countries will 
always support and help each other, 
regardless of any changes in the world “ 

Bangladesh reverts to 
parliamentary system 

Bangladesh returned to the parliamentary 
system after 16 years of the authontarian 
Presidential rule on September 19. 1991. 
At a glittering function at the Oarbar Hall of 
Banglabhavan, the Prime Minister, Begum 
Khaleda Zia, 47, widow of the slain 
President, Mr 2ia-ur-Rahman, was 
administered the oath of office as chief 
executive of the Republic by the acting 
President, Mr, Justice Shahabuddin Ahmed. 

Mr. Ahrnod also gave his consent to the 
12th Constitutional Amendment Bill which 
transfers almost all the powers of the 
President to the Prime Minister, thereby 
reduang the office of the Prosident to a 
mere figurehead 

The development followed the 
referendum on September 15, 1991 in which 
voters gave a massive mandate for 
parliamentary system of government and 
approved a Constitutional Amendment Bill 
to do away with the presidential form The 
referendum is an ejxich-making event in 
the political history of the country. 


Pak N-arm proposal 


India has rejected outright Pakistan's 
proposal for a five-nation meeting on nuclear 
non-proliferation in South Asia as a 
“propaganda exercise” to divert international 
pressure forcing it to give up its nuclear 
programme. 

The suggestion by the Pakistan Prime 
Minister. Mr Nawaz Sharif, has been seen 
in India as a tactic to get the U.S economic 
and military aid resumed after the pro- 
Pakistan lobby's failure in Washington to 
circumvent the Pressler Amendment 
Mr. Sharif, in his address to the National 
Defence College in Rawalpindi on June 6, 
1991 proposed that the United States, the 
Soviet Union and China should consult and 
meet India and Pakistan to arrive at an 
agreement for keeping the South Asian 
region free of nuclear weapons. 

India's response to this rather gross form 
of super power pressure, which will make 
even the flow of a princely $ 22 million a 
year conditional upon U S certirication, was 
charactenstic New Delhi said it was 
‘disappointed” at this, its nuclear 
programmes was merely pieacoful, and it 
should not be equated with Pakistan 
The U S. has welcomed the Pakistani 
proposal, saying it contained some ‘positive 
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elements" Reacting to the Pakistani Prime 
Minister's call tor urgent talks, a State 
Department spokesman said that the 
proposals would be discussed in greater 
detail when a high level Pakistani delegation 
visits Washington. 

India has on June 12 strongly objected 
to the U S. Congress decision equating it 
with Pakistan on the nuclear weapons 
programme issue and said while this country 
has been consistently following a policy of 
not acquiring nuclear weapons, Pakistan 
was pursuing a clandestine nuclear 
programme. 

The House of Representatives has on 
June 14 decided in Washington to condition 
future bilateral aid to India upon Presidential 
certification that India does not possess any 
additional nuclear device in fiscal year 1992- 
93 which begins in October 1991 

China has expressed its willingness to 
participate in the live-nation conference 
proposed by Pakistan Speaking at national 
Press Club in Washington on Juno 27, the 
Chinese Ambassador to the United States, 
Mr. Zho Qizhon, said Beijing had agreed to 
take part m consultations among five nations 
on the question of non-prolifeiation of 
nuclear weapons in the region The Chinese 
Foreign Ministry said in Beijing that relations 
among the five nations have been complex 
New Delhi and Moscow have traditionally 
boon close, but both have unresolved 
territorial disputes with China, a close ally 
of Pakistan China is helping Pakistan to 
develop nuclear technology and has sold 


Baltics granted 
independence 

More than five decades of history was 
reversed with the Soviet Union finally 
recognising the independence of the three 
Baltic states on September 6, 1991 
signalling thereby the formal end of the 15- 
Republic Union The day old State Council, 
the new transitional governing body, passed 
a resolution of independence for the 
breakaway territories as its first act 
The Soviet Union also supported the 
application by the Baltic republics for 
membership of the United Nations and of 
the Conference on Security and Cooperation 
in Europe (CSCE) The three independent 
slates wore admitted to the CSCE on 
September 10, boosting the organisation's 
membership to 38 They were also made 
members of the UN on September 17 
The three states, which have eight million 
people along the Baltic sea north of Poland, 
were forcibly annexed by the Kremlin in 
1939-40 under a secret pact signed by the 
Soviet Union and Nazi Germany Of the 
three republics, Lithuania is the largest with 
a population of 3 6 millions and a territory 
of B5,200 sq km and Estonia the smallest 
with a population of just 1 55 millions and 


medium-range missiles to Pakistan that 
would eventually be able to carry nuclear 
warheads China and India are the only 
major nuclear powers to refuse to adhere 
to the 1968 nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty (NPT). Pakistan too has not signed 
the NPT. 

India IS convinced that having travelled 
some distance on the nudear track Pakistan 
IS actually not keen on a nuclear free zone 
in South Asia The timing of Mr Sharif's 
Speech at the Pakistan Defence College in 
which he made the proposal shows that he 
was trying to impress the United States 
with his non-nuclear intentions Pakistan is 
feeling rather hard up those days following 
suspension of U S economic and arms aid 
which can be resumed after the US 
President, Mr. George Bush, certifies that 
there are no nuclear bombs in Pakistan's 
basements Also. India is doubtful about 
the utility of zonal non-proliferation, effective 
as It IS when ships and nudear submarines 
of big powers cannot bo cordoned off from 
any zone Selective zonal non-proliferation 
also leads to perpetuation of discrimination 

There are strong arguments, worth 
serious thought, for India taking an active 
part in discussing South Asia at a forum 
with China, the US, the USSR and 
Pakistan Just because a certain proposal 
or idea comes from the Prime Minister of 
Pakistan, it need not be instantly shot down 
by Now Delhi That does not mean that 
India has to agree to the exact proposition 
put forward by Mr Shanf, who, in a very

In Lithuania about 80 per cent are 
Lithuanians, nine per cent Russians, seven 
per cent Poles and two per cent 
Byelorussians Latvia's population consists 
of 54 per cent Latvians.

The 
Russian Federation, the largest Soviet 
republic, announced its recognition of the 
independence soon after the coup collapsed 
on August 21 More than 60 countries, 
including the Soviet Union, have recognised 
the inder>endonco of Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania thereafter. 

Free from Moscow's hold the three states 
now face hard economic realities. The Baltic 
leaders themselves acknowledge that even 
when independent, they will continue to have 


difficult domestic political sibjation, seems 
to be as anxious as a man in his office 
must be to improve relations with the U S. 
India can suggest its own agenda, venue 
and logistics 

China sells M-11 
missiles to Pakistan 


A Chinese Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said on Juno 20, 1991 that China had sold 
“short-range tactical missiles" to Pakistan 
and that they had a range of 200 kilometres 
Ho said there were different interpretations 
in the world on what defines short range, 
medium range and long range 

The Chinese Ambassador to the United 
States, Mr Zhu Qizhen, has claimed in 
Washington on Juno 28 his country's sale 
of M-11 missiles to Islamabad He said the 
missiles, which had a range of two hundred 
miles, were within the throe hundred miles 
limitation under the Missile Technology 
Control Regime (MTCR) MTCR is an 
accord desuined to deny the transfer of 
missiles and missile technology to the third 
world, which was signed in April 1987 by 
the United States and six allied countries 
Pakistan's acquisition of an unspecified 
number of M-11 ballistic missiles will leave 
India without any option but to proceed with 
Its expensive missile development 
programme and build an effective deterrent, 
according to defence exports in Now Delhi 


a Soviet security presence as well as a 
great deal of economic interdependence 
with their largest neighbour Those states 
are so tightly tied to the Soviet production 
system that their turn away from Moscow is 
bound to take some time _ 

Gorbachev survives 
coup 

Mr Mikhail Gorbachev, reinstated as 
Soviet President, returned to Moscow on 
August 22, 1991 healthy, clear-headed, alive 
and intact, as loyal forces began arresting 
the leaders of the abortive coup Moving to 
tighten his newly-regained grip on power 
and punish the hardliners who briefly 
deposed him, Mr. Gorbachev declared that 
the Soviet Union had survived "the most 
difficult trial” of his six-year-old reform 
movement 

Mr. Gorbachev said the coup leaders had 
tried and failed to take advantage of Soviet 
tensions over economic problems, food 
shortages and living conditions to coerce 
the public. He thanked Mr. Boris Yeltsin, 
the President of the Russian Republic, and 
the Soviet people for opposing the coup. 

Mr. Yeltsin, emerging more powerful than 
ever after leading the resistance to the coup, 
triumphantly addressed a rally of 1,00,000 
jubilant supporters to mark the end of “three 
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dark days’ of tho hardline take-over. At die 
time of the coup, Mr. Yeltsin had denounced 
Mr. Gorbachev's removal as ’an uncons¬ 
titutional and reactionary coup" and called 
for a general strike to bring him back. 

Mr Gorbachev was removed from power 
on August 19 by his hardline opponents 
who imposed a state of emergency sending 
shock waves across the world which had 
witnessed unprecedented changes during 
his six-year rule. In what was regarded as 
a bloodless coup, an eight-member state 
emergency committee led by Mr. Gennady 
Yanayev, Vice-President, who took over 
Mr. Gorbachev's duties, announced 
emergency for six months, a ban on 
demonstrations, restrictions on mass media 
and suspension of political parties. Mr. 
Gorbachov was unable to function as 
President for “health reasons", tho 
committee said. 

Mr Gorbachev (60) was away in the 
Black Sea resort of Crimea on annual 
holiday since August 5 and was due to 
return to Moscow on the day of coup His 
ouster as the Soviet President “for health 
reasons' came some 26 years after his 
pro-reform forerunner, Nikolai Khrushchev, 
was replaced as party leader by party elders 
Both men’s dismissals, announc^ while 
they wore on vacation in tho Black Sea 
region of Crimea, were reported by the 
official nows agency Tass 

The demand for tho reinstatement of 
Mr. Gorbachov snowballed into a civil unrest 
in the form of massive rallies and strikes 
across the Soviet Union even as troops 
were prepared to storm the Russian 
Republic Parliament building There were 
also indications of differences among the 
members of the state emergency committee 
Tho hardliners, led by the new acting 
President, Mr Yanayev, also faced 
international opposition with all the 12 
European Community members 
condemning the coup in a joint declaration 
issued in The Hague on August 20 The EC 
also decided to suspend food credit 
guarantees and technical assistance worth 
570 million pounds to tho Soviet Union. 

Ultimately, it was the triumph of demo¬ 
cracy. The dramatic return of Mr Gorbachev 
to the helm of affairs is the best thing that 
could have happened to the people of the 
Soviet Union. The world rightly rejoiced over 
Mr. Gorbachev's reinstatement and tho 
triumph of the spirit of democracy and 
freedom over what could be a nightmare 
for the people of the Soviet Union. Mr 
Gorbachev is back in power but not without 
the help of Mr, Yeltsin, the man he did not 
like till the other day. The Soviet people 
should bo grateful to Mr Yeltsin It is 
primarily because he showed unsuspected 
courage and resoluteness in organising a 
resistance movement that the leaders of 
the coup came to grief sooner than many 
pundits had thought likely. 

After his return to Kremlin, Mr. Gorbachev 
quit as CPSU chief, disbanded the central 
committee, confiscated party property and 
banned party ceils from army, KGB and 


Interior (Home) Ministry on August 24. The 
dramatic announcement came as CPSU 
was reeling under massive attacks in the 
wake of party “hardliners" coup attempt and 
CPSU stalwarts quit the party higher bodies 
in hordes. 

Mr. Gorbachev appointed tho Russian 
Prime Minister, Ivan Silayev, to head a new 
Soviet Government. The Soviet Prime 
Minister, Mr. Valentin Pavlov, was arrested 
for helping to lead the coup against 
Mr. Gorbachev. Mr. Pavlov was one of the 
eight officials in the committee that ousted 
Mr. Gorbachev from power, but he was 
reportedly taken ill on tho night when the 
coup began The Soviet Foreign Minister. 
Mr. Alexander Bessmertnykh, resigned and 
two leaders of the failed coup were arrested 
while the temporary heads of the Interior 
and Defence Ministries and the KGB wero 
replaced. 

The plotters of the coup in the Soviet 
Union had contended that they wore saving 
the system from chaos But by their ham¬ 
handed and half-hearted actions, they 
contributed to the further erosion of the 
empire But for those seventy hours, the 
spectre of tho cold war haunted the world 
Tho fears were swiftly dispelled as the 
Soviet people erupted Faced by the iron 
resolution of the people, the plotters caved 
in. The coup attempt exploded the myth that 
the Soviet Union is unsuited to democracy. 

More autonomy for 
Soviet republics 

The Soviet full Parliament has on 
September 2, 1991 approved in principle a 
new power structure for tho country to 
prevent its disintegration in the aftermath of 
the abortive August 19 coup of the CPSU 
hardliners 

A seven point plan envisaging an Inter- 
Republican Council as repository of all 
powers and giving inde,Dendonce to 
Republics to determine the form of their 
links with a new Union of Sovereign States 
was presented to the Congress of People's 
Deputies by the President, Mr. Mikhail 
Gorbachev and leaders of 10 Republics 
on September 2 

The blueprint to "prevent further 
disintegration of power structures” is to be 
in place until all willing Republics prepare 
and sign a treaty of Union of Sovereign 
States. 

Each of the Republics would 
independently determine the form of its 
participation in the Union 
The plan calls on all the 15 Republics, 
including those bent on full freedom, to 
immediately conclude an economic and a 
collective security agreement to preserve a 
united armed force and military strategic 
space. 

The three components of tho new power 
structure are an Inter-Republican Council 
of 20 representatives each nominated by 
the Republican legislatures to decide crucial 
issues; a State Council of the Soviet 


President and leaders of the Republics to 
coordinate domestic and foreign policy and 
finally, another Inter-Republican Committee 
of all the 15 Republics to coordinate 
economic reforms. 

The sweep of tee dianges proposed left 
tee Deputies stunned and its approval by 
tee Congress would mean that new State 
structure in which Republics would have a 
decisive say would come into being and 
mean tee end of the life of the Congress 
Itself, three years before the expiry of its 
scheduled term. 

The sweeping changes are in response 
to the dramatic developments in the country 
sparked off by the foiled ‘hardliners' coup’ 
exactly two weeks back. The proposed 
measures were directed by the urgency of 
tee situation created by the coup attempt 
and to "prevent further disintegration of 
power structure until a new political system’ 
was worked out 

The plan, presented to the emergency 
session of the Congress by tee Kazakh 
President. Mr Nursultan Nazarbayev, was 
worked "ut oy Mr Gorbachev and loaders 
of Russia, Ukraine, Byelorussia, Kazakhstan. 
Uzbekistan, Kirgizia, Tadzhikistan, 
Turkmenistan, Azerbaijan and Armenia. 

Besides Georgia, which took part in tee 
negotiations but refused to sign tho agree¬ 
ment, the throe Baltic Republics of Latvia, 
Lithuania and Estonia and Romanian- 
dominated Moldavia were against it 


Yeltsin’s victory 


Mr Boris Yeltsin, current President of 
tee Russian Parliament, has on dune 13, 
1991 won his bid to become Russia’s first 
directly-elected President by winning over 
50 per cent votes The controversial populist 
topped the required majority in tee polls. 
Mr Yeltsin (60) beat five other candidates 
including the former Soviet Premier, 
Mr Nikolai Ryzhkov 

Mr Yeltsin, the one-time protege of Mr. 
Mikhail Gorbachev, tho Soviet President, 
who would later become a symbol of popular 
disenchantment with communist lethargy, 
won around 57 per cent of tee vote in a 
six-candidate race, becoming the first 
popularly elected ruler in Russia’s 1000- 
yoar history 

Tho mandate for the mavenck was 
massive The triumph is a testimony to tee 
popular acceptance of Mr. Yeltsin's radical 
democracy The election of Mr Yeltsin as 
Russian President for tee next five years is 
a historic humiliation for the Soviet 
Communist Party. 

Still flush with his victory, Mr. Yeltsin 
arrived in tee United States on June 18 on 
a four-day visit to seek recognition for his 
power as the first popularly-elected 
President of the largest ^viet republic. He 
was given tee red carpet treatment by the 
U S Administration. ‘At the dawn of the 
U.S nation, Russia extended its hand of 
friendship to the United States and 
supported tee American fight for liberty,’ 
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Mr. Yeltsin said on arrival at the Andrews 
Air Force Base He said he wanted to forge 
direct ties between the U.S and the Russian 
Federation in the interests of making the 
U S.-Soviet relations more stable. 

Germany, Poland sign 
historic treaty 

Germany and Poland have on June 17, 
1991 signed a historic Friendship and Non- 
Aggrossion Treaty that aims to do away ill 
feelings that have persisted in the 46 years 
since the end of World War II The Gorman 


Major apartheid law 
repealed 

One of the most hated and despised 
apartheid laws, the Population Registration 
Act, was scrapped on Juno 17, 1991 in the 
White-dominated tricamoral Parliament with 
opposition only from the r ghf-wing 
Conservative Party 

The scrapping of this pillar of apartheid 
now means that all the bastions of racism 
have been removed from South Africa's 
statute books The other pillars of apartheid 
removed so far in June 1991 are the Group 
Areas Act and the Land Acts 

A few are, however, disappointed with 
the doing away of the Act, despite jubilant 
reaction in western capitals Introduced by 
the ruling National Party of the President, 


Bush orders cut in 
nuclear weapons 

The U S President, Mr George Bush, 
has on September 27, 1991 announced 
reduction of American short-range nuclear 
missiles and called off the 24-hour state of 
alert in which long-range bombers have 
been kept all those years He invited 
Moscow to make a matching response to 
his action "We can now take stops to make 
the world a loss dangerous place than ever 
before in the nuclear ago," Mr Bush said in 
a prime time television address from the 
Oval office of the White House 

Mr. Bush undertook several stops 
unilaterally, without waiting for a 
complementary Soviet commitment He 
grounded all U S strategic bombers and 
took them off the alort status after more 
than 30 years. He also removed from alert 
status all missiles covered by the Strategic 
Arms Reduction Treaty (START) 

The President ordered removal of all 
nuclear weapons from surface ships, 
including 400 nuclear Tomahawk missiles 
and bombs carried on aircraft carriers. He 


Chancellor, Mr. Helmut Kohl, and the Polish 
Prime Minister, Mr. Jan Krzysztof Bielecki, 
signed the landmark at the chancellery in 
Bonn. 

The “treaty on good neighbourliness and 
friendly cooperation" sets guidelines for 
intensified economic, cultural and political 
relations. The document states that the two 
nations will ‘strive towards concluding the 
past's sorrowful chapter" and to "convert 
into reality their peoples' wish for long-lasting 
understanding and reconciliation"

Mr F W de Klerk, more than 40 years 
ago, the Act was a grand plan to categorise 
and classify people into different race groups

It IS a law that decreed the hospital 
where a boy could be born, where children 
could be educated, whom they could marry, 
where they could live and even where they 
could bo buried It also classified and re¬ 
classified people from once race group to 
another, destroying many families, breaking 
up many mamages, causing countless 
heartaches and even driving people to 
suicide 

The doing away with the apartheid law is 
more evidence of the de Klerk regime's 
positive thinking on the future of the country 
In the last few months, serious attempts 
had been made to repeal many of the 
restrictive laws although critics had 
maintained that the white minority regime

also directed the return and destruction of 
thousands of short-range nuclear missiles 
and nudoar artillery shells from overseas 
bases. 

The strategy seemed to be to induce the 
Soviet Government to reduce much of its 
stockpile of short-range and tacticaf 
weapons Both sides will, however, bo left 
with sufficient stocks of long-range ballistic 
missiles and a whole range of other 
weapons 

In ordering the arms cut, Mr Bush 
referred to the change in Soviet attitude to 
Its nuclear arsenals. "New leaders in Kremlin 
and the republics are now questioning the 
need for their huge nuclear arsenal. The 
Soviet nuclear stockpile now seems less an 
instrument of national security and more of 
a burden As a result, we now have an 
unparalleled opportunity to change the 
nuclear posture of both the U.S. and frie 
Soviet Union " Mr Bush said that in 
response to the improved international 
climate, the U S was reshaping its military. 
The U.S. Army would have fewer divisions. 

Britain pin^ the U.S. on September 26 
in promising to scrap short-range nudear 
missiles, but said it was pressing ahead 
with a plan to update its nuclear submarine 


occupation. The treaty parties confirm that 
they will abstain from the treaty or use of 
force directed against the territorid integrity 
or political independence of the other treaty 
party,’ states the non-aggression clause of 
the pact. The document also guarantees 
the rights of about 200,000 ethnic Germans 
living in large part of Poland that was 
forfeited by Germany after World War II. 

One of the major promises Poland is 
getting in return is that Germany will help it 
eventually gam entry into the European 
Community Negotiations on the treaty 
began last October and the discussions 
proved difficult for a number of reasons. 


had a long way to go to prove its credentials 
to the black people and the international 
community.

The Soviet Union will make reciprocal 
moves to sweeping U S. nuclear arms cut, 
a spokesman for the President, Mr Mikhail 
Gorbachov, said on September 28 He 
described Mr. Bush's announced cuts, 
including destruction of all U.S. ground- 
launched tactical nuclear missiles and 
removal of nuclear cruise missiles from 
submarines and warships, as “major and 
historic move." 

Mr. Bush's unilateral decision on cuts in 
America's arsenal of tactical nuclear 
weapons is a major initiative on his part to 
take the world closer to disarmament and 
peace. It is a decisive first step towards the 
creation of a new world order, his pet 
political theme. The move has coma at the 
time of end of the cold war, the collapse of 
communism in the Soviet Union and eastern 
Europe and the disintegration of the Warsaw 
Pact. The United States can easily find itself 
in a situation where it can afford to give up 
some of its nuclear strength.

The deepest part of the ocean was first 
pinpointed in 1951 by HM Survey Ship 
Challenger in the Marianas Trench in tfie 
Pacjfic Ocean The depth was measured 
by wide-band sounding at 10,663 m (35,639 
ft) Subsequent visits have resulted in slightly 
deeper measurements A survey by the 
Soviet research ship Vityaz in 1957

1960 the U S Navy bathyscaphe Trieste 
descended to the bottom at 10,916 m 
(35,313 ft) A more recent visit produced a

This GD took place before 
the commencement of training to assess 
the present levels of the aspirants and our 
expert examiners/observers have given their 
valuable comments to help the readers 
understand and appreciate the salient 
aspects of this test. 


Progress 


When the examiner retires to the 
background after announcing the topic for 
discussion and asking the group to proceed 


with the discussion, the pin-<frop silence 
prevailed till then gives way to asides and 
cross-talks among the candidates. Some 
speak to the neighbours, others indulge in 
cross-talks with those seated further away 
and in no time the timpo picks up leadng to 
much noise and confusion. At this stage we 
find No. 2 raising his voice over the din so 
that he could be heard by all and addressing 
the group as a whole. His pleasant tone of 
voice, self-confidence, inviting smile, warmth 
and friendly attitude enable him to obtain 
the group's attention. 

No. 2: Friends, may I have your kind 
attention for a few seconds please.

All eyes turn towards No. 2 and the 
asides and individual conversations cease 
automatically. There is silence once more 
and No. 2 has the floor). 

No. 2: (Taking advantage of the 
opportunity afforded to him by the group) 
Thank you, one and all for responding to 
my appeal. Now, you all heard the examiner 
telling us that we must complete our Group 
Discussion in 25 minutes at the maximum. 
May be we have already used up five 
minutes or so of this allotted time in our 
individual chit-chats and consultations.

They all will say 25 minutes and 30 
minutes but no one will stop us when we 
are talkirrg, whether you talk for 40 minutes 
or 60 minutes. Besides, I am ready to take 
a bet that there is nothing much to talk 
about on this dry and drab topic. I think we 
should relax a bit and take it easy No point 
in getting worked up. 


In the GD Tost, a group consisting of 8 
to 12 candidates, competing for the same 
)ob, post or award will bo constituted by the 
examiner The group as a whole will then 
bo asked to discuss a given topic or subject 
in an informal, open, free and friendly 
manner for about 20 to 30 minutes.

You seo, I 
am glad there are some sensible chaps, 
besides myself of course, in this group who 
are ready to relax, take things easy and go 
about the job in the nght way You see, we 
must first get to know our neighbours as 
human beings before we embark on a 
mundane discussion on a dry and boring 
topic like ours. For instance, don't you chaps 
want to hear about my pretty girl friend, I 
mean the one I just macto here yesterday 
We have planned to see a movie this 
evening, and let us hope we could make it 
Of course. I would love to hear about your 
girf friends. I think we should start with 
No. 1 and he should first tell us everything 
about his girl friend. Como on No. 1, shoot 
No. 1: (Looks confused and blushes 
Mumbles to himself inaudibly) Sorry, you 
are mistaken please I did not say anything 
about my girl friend. I mean (ho blushes) I 
have no girt friend. 

No. 5: Oh, oh come on No 1 Be a sport 
and don't act secretive. You let the cat out 
of the bag all right. You admitted that you 
do have a girl fnend Now tell us about her 
vital statistics (At tiiis stage No. 2 intervenes 
firmly but in a friendly and jovial manner) 
No. 2: My dear No 5 I am sorry, but if 
I am not mistaken, no one in the group _ 
seems to share your views that we should 
first relax and then tackle the exercise. You 
will agree tfiat it is better to relax after 
completing our job We will bo in the right 
mood to relax then. I promise to reveal you 


all about my girt friends, including of course 
their vital statistics, after we have completed 
this GD Test. Right now, I seek your 
cooperation to get going with our job on 
hand. Let us not take unnecessary risks 
and waste time. Do you all agree with me? 

No. 3: Yes No. 2. We all agree with what 
you said. Now please outline your plan as 
to how we should go about this discussion. 

No. 2: Thank you. I suggest we start with 
No 1 and proceed anti clockwise one after 
another till it would be my turn as the last 
speaker to complete the first round. I don't 
m<,nd being the last speaker and if you all 
exhaust the topic before my turn, it is all 
right with me All the same, I suggest each 
speak only for two minutes and no more 
during the first round That would ensure 
everyone gets at least one chance to 
express his views With your permission, 
may I request No. 1 to start the ball 
rolling 

No. 1: No, no, please. I told you. I do not 
want to be the first one to speak To be 
frank I want to be the last speaker myself 
After listening to you all it would be easy 
and I will have a lot of ideas 
No. 5: I feel No. 1 is nght No. 2, I can't 
understand why you are forcing No 1 to 
speak first.

No. 3: I wonder No. 5 will be able to do 
justice to this rather involved subject, as 
the opening speaker. You see, a lot depends 
on the opening speaker who has to explain 
properly the nature and scope of the 
subject and do the introduction From what 
we saw, may be No. 5 would be the ideal 
opening speaker if the topic dealt with 
film stars, beauty queens or even red light 
areas 

No. 5: I challenge you No. 3 Are you 
ready to take a bet? 

No. 3:1 acknowledge you as the authority 
on matters concerning 'red light' areas. I 
am sure it is your speciality. 

No. 2: Please friends, I am afraid we are 
straying out from our task and subject Let 
us concentrate on our task.

No. 5: (Showing annoyance and irritation) 
Oh, hell No 3 has spoiled my mood Now 
I have changed my mind. I won't speak 
first For that matter I may not care to speak 
at all I don't care what you people do or 
don't do. It is all the same to me. Do 
whatever you want I am not bottiered. 

No. 2:1 am sorry, but as you said earlier 
yourself, there is no question of compulsion 
or coercion Now let us see whether there 
are any other volunteers. Those who wish 
to speak first, please raise your hands. 

(No one comes forward and No. 7 
intervenes.) 


No. 7: I think it would be Ideal No. 2, if 
you open the discussion yourself. After you, 
it would be the turn of Nos. 3, 4, 5, 6 and 
so on in that order and No. 1 could speak 
last as he wishes. What do you say? 

No. 2; Thank you No. 7. I have no 
objection and if you all want me to start the 
discussion I shall gladly do so. I am here to 
do the bidding of the group. 

Nos. 3, 7 and 8; Yes, yes. It is settled 
Please start the discussion No. 2. 

Comments: We find during the 
preliminaries in this group. No. 2 emerging 
as the natural leader and coordinator. He 
displays initiative and enterprise and 
addresses first the group as a whole with 
confidence and success. He is keen to 
shoulder additional responsibilities and 
makes full use of the opportunities to 
establish himself as the leader. In the 
beginning he encounters some opposition 
from No. 5 but overcome the same with 
tact and understanding. When others also 
jump into the fray and make efforts to 
register their impact. No. 2 gives them fair 
chance and all encouragement. However, 
when he finds No. 5 bullying others and 
ragging No. 1, he asserts himself and puts 
No. 5 firmly in his place. His courage 
combined with sincerity enables him to win 
the support of the group and he has no 
difficulty in containing No. 5. At the same 
time he tries his best to keep No S as an 
important member of the team, offering him 
several opportunities. Unfortunately No 5 
turns sulky and refuses to cooperate. 
Despite his capacity to assert and create a 
strong impact No 5 fails to emerge as a 
leader as he proves offensive, rigid and 
also selfish. He proved to be rude and 
insulting and insisted that all should relax 
when the need of the hour was working 
hard towards the fulfilment of the group 
task.

No. 2: Friends, I thank you all for granting 
me the honour to be the opening speaker 
and conferring me the privilege to introduce 
the subject.

Democratic measures and 
tree market economy were introduced within 
the Soviet Union But these steps were not 
liked by some hard-core communist leaders 
and they staged a short-lived four-day coup 
against Gorbachev. The failure of the coup 
has injected a new strength into the 
movement for democracy and right now the 
Soviet Union is close to breaking-up with its 
economy in shambles. The Communist party 
of the Soviet Union which ruled the Soviet 
Empire has been disbanded Then powerful 
Red Army, defying their top brass who 
backed the coup leaders joined hands with 
tho poopio This Soviet situation is stated in 
our proposition which refers to tho ending 
of the cold-war and collapse of Communism 
Tho U S.S R has to abandon Communism 
since it failed to bring about economic 
prosperity to its people, though it gave it 
tho Super Power status through nuclear 
might and military strength Drawing a 
lesson from this paradox, tho proposition 
assorts that the key to lasting peace has to 
be found not in military build-ups but by 
economic up lift of the poorer nations So 
long wo have the sharp division of 'haves' 
and 'have-nots' we are bound to have wars 
Communism itsolf came into being because 
of the big gap created between the few rich 
and many poor by capitalism Now 
Communism has failed because it could 
not better tho lot of the poor common man 
The rich industrialised nations cannot have 
a now world order providing for lasting peace 
unless they ensure tho economic betterment 
of the poor nations of the world In my view, 
the proposition is valid to this extent Thank 
you

No. 3; Gentlemen, first of all, on behalf

for this purpose. Iran, Iraq, etc, wasted 
their oil wealth in a futile war, providing in 


the process a roaring business to the 
armament industry of the affluent North, 
Likewise India and Pakistan are engaged in 
a mini-armament race in the sub-continent 
and Pakistan is hell-bent to become nuclear 
at any cost The countries of Africa and 
South America are likewise diverting their 
limited resources to buy and pile-up arms 
instead of utlising the same for their 
economic betterment This unhappy 
situation has arisen as there is no unity 
among the poorer countries of tho South 
Even the non-aligned movement stands 
divided Thus the poor nations, instead of 
begging help and aid from tho industrialised 
rich countnes can do a lot on their own for 
their economic betterment If the OPEC 
countries stand united as they were in 1973, 
they can get a bettor pnee for their 
petroleum crude In my view the poorer 
countries should stand on their own logs, 
instead of being dependent on the countries 
of tho North I am sure you all will agree 
with this approach Thank you

No. 4; Well, sorry folks You see, I really 
do not know what I can say more than what 
Nos 2 and 3 have said so well and 
comprehensively on the subject Of course 
I agree with them hundred per cent I am 
also very grateful to thorn for enlightening 
tho group so much on this quite involved 
topic We are all for disarmament and world 
peace However, I am also eager to hoar 
the views of the other members of tho group, 
especially those who do not support the 
proposition After hearing you all, I shall

No. 6: Friends, the mam emphasis of our 
proposition is on lasting world peace. Next 
It says that to achieve this goal, economic 
betterment is very important Thus it is 
already taken for granted that there could 
bo other factors also to preserve peace and 
make it lasting No one can dispute that 
economic betterment of the poorer nations 
IS essential for world peace Otherwise we 
have to face revolutions and wars If wo 
have industry, wealth, riches and so on. wo 
have something at stake and will think many 
times before breaking up the prevailing 
peace 

Nuclear parity is a dangerous doctrine 
and It escalates arms race, can lead to 
nuclear accident and results in diversion of 
economic resources to unproductive use It 
is a negative concept. The prevalence of 
poor countries leads to their exptoitation 
and competition among affluent countries 
to capture markets This rivalry will lead to 
wars among nations Only non-nuclear 
countries are waging war among 
themselves. 

Besides due to parity the people in poor 
countries do not enjoy health and education 
They remain illiterates and ignorants. They 
will easily be misled and fall a prey to 
propaganda. Ignorant people could be easily

Fortune 
magazine said on August 21, 1991 in an 
annual report, The second richest person 
of 1991 IS an American, Sam Walton, 
founder of Wal-Mart Stores Inc He and his 
family have a net worth estimated at $ 21 
billion 

Queen Elizabeth II is listed as the world's 
richest woman and is seventh on the overall 
list with a net worth of $ 10 7 billion, down 
by $ 1 billion from last year. Her wealth 
comes from agricultural land and real estate 
holdings, a stock portfolio and other sources 
such as art and jewellery.

The 1991 Ramon Magsaysay Awards, 
Asia's equivalent of tho Nobel Prizes, wore 
announced in July 1991 Tho following are 
the recipients . 


Venus is gedogically 
active 

The Magellan space probe has detected 
a massive landslide on Venus caused by 
tho equivalent of an earthquake and tho 
U S scientists on August 30 said it was the 
first evidence that the planet like earth, is 
still geologically active 

Dr Wesley Huntress, Director of the U S 
National Aeronautics and Space Administra¬ 
tion's (NASA) solar system exploration 
division, said it was a "major discovery". 

Dr Stephen Saunders, a Magellan project 
scientist, said the landslide occurred during 
tho last eight months and measured 8 km 
by 2 km The energy needed to produce 
such a “catastrophic event" would be the 
equivalent of an earthquake measuring 5 0 
on tho Richter scale 

Ho told reporters at NASA's jet propulsion 
laboratory that a “Venus quake” was the 
only explanation for a landslide of such 
magnitude. It occurred in the great equatorial 
region of Venus, also known as the 
Aphrodite region, Mr. Saunders said 
The discovery was made on August 29 
by Dr. Jeffrey Plaut as he compared X-ray 
images of the region taken 243 days ago 
on Magellan's first mapping cycle of the 
planet with X-rays taken of the same region 
a week earlier on ttie craft's second cycle. 
Mr. Huntress said the detection of surface

Prof Kulkarni, along with Mr, Dale Frail, 
a fellow with the National Radio Astronomy 
Observatory, observed the pulsar using the 
very large array radio telescope in central 
New Mexico.

Asian Track and Field Championship : 
Giving tremendous performance, the Indian 
women's quartet retained the 4x400 metres 
title, earning for the country their second 
gold while China maintained their 
supremacy claiming 24 of the 40 golds at 
stake in the ninth Asian track and field 
championship which ended in Kuala Lumpur 
on October 23, 1991. 

This was the fourth time the Indians had 
won the relay final, having first daimod it 
in Jakarta in 1985, followed by Singapore 
(1987) and New Delhi (1989) 

China finished with 24 gold medals, two 
more than their achievement in the last 
ATF meet in Now Delhi two years ago 
Japan got the second position in the medals 
tally with four golds 

World Track and Field Champion¬ 
ship : The third World athletics 
championship, which was inaugurated by 
Fmperor Akihito at the giant National 
Stadium in Tokyo on August 23, 1991,

The super star Carl Lewis gave a fitting 
finale to the championship as he anchored 
the U S sprint relay squad in a world-record 
37 50 seconds This was the third woild 
record ol the moot and in all the throe, Carl 
Lewis had played a major part Ho created 
the first record in the 100 metres of 9 86 
seconds and with his mighty 8 95-metre 
long (urrip confined Bob Beamon to history 
The men's 4x100 relay and Carl Lewis' 
anchor running was the high point of the 
final day. 

It had seemed unlikely that an athlete 
could find a way of bettering Sergei Bubka, 
who defied injury, nerves and gravity to 
snatch his world pole vault title when all 
looked lost 

It had seemed improbable that any one 
could provide a bigger upset than German 
Katrin Krabbe in beating the seemingly 
invincible Jamaican Merlene Ottey in both 
sprints for women 

With 10 gold medals and the only three 
world records of the competition, the United 
States emerged as the true winners. The 
Soviet Union led in total medals with 28, 
including nine golds, to 26 for the Americans 
and 17 for Germany, including five golds 
Germany was a disappointment and. as 
many had predicted, uniting two good teams 
produced more tensions and setbacks than 
successes. At the 1987 world championship 
in Rome, East Germany won 31 medals, to 
25 for the Soviet Union and 19 for the U S 
West Germany had three. Putting the two 
teams together meant going from 34 to 17, 
a substantial reduction 
Asian athletes had never before won a 
world title but China took gold in the 
women's shot and javelin and marathon 
runner Hiromi Taniguychi gave the 
Japanese hosts every excuse for wild 


celebrations with his victory. Africans won 
every men's gold from 800 to 10,000 metres, 
including the steeplechase, thanks to the 
continuing supply of raw Kenyan running 
talent 

The successor to Moroccan Said Aouita 
as middle-distance king, Morceli completed 
a double for his country.

Asian Boxing Championship ; Indian 
boxers won a gold, two silvers and four 
bronzes to win the Most Improved Team 
Performance Trophy in the nine-nation Asian 
boxing championship, which ended in 
Bangkok on July 18, 1991 
Thailand emerged overall team 
champions, with 31 points. South Korea 
finished second, with 22 points, while 
Thailand-B came third, with 18

down Donovan 'Razor' Ruddock twice and

Shortly into the second round, Tyson 


caught Ruddock with an over-hand right to 
the head.

The Candidate 


Kumari Meena Kaushal is a postgraduate 
in Political Science from Allahabad 
University and she graduated from Calcutta 
in the same subject. She did her high school 
and higher secondary studies in one of the 
leading convents in Delhi She can be rated 
as above average in her studies and she 
obtained second divisions in her B A. and 
M A She IS currently teaching Political 
Science and History to the Degree classes 
in one of the Women's colleges in Lucknow 
She belongs to a middle income group 
family which originally hailed from Madhya 
Pradesh. Her father who began his career 
as a Junior Engineer in the U P State 
Electricity Board joined a private sector firm 
subsequently where he has now risen to 
the position of a senior executive Meena's 
hobbies are Hindustani vocal music, tailoring 
and embroidery work She plays badmintcn 
and tennis, knows cycling and is fairly good 
•n swimming She is also a tolerable cook 
and can manage the kitchen when her 
mother happens to be away for a few days 
She IS interested in travel, sight- seeing and 
picnics and can entertain a group or smaller 
audience with classical songs as well as 
light music 

As regards physical appearance, the first 
overall impression is, she is attractive and 
charming. With her smiling countenance, 
cheerful disposition and friendly attitude 
others are drawn to her spontaneously. She 
wears a simple and plain light blue polyester 
saroo with a matching, tight-fitting blouse 
which emphasises and highlights her well 
formed figure, feminine beauty and classical 
contours. She has also taken the trouble to 
visit a good beauty parlour and gain the 
advantage of modern beauty aids for making 
an excellent and favourable first impression 
Though of medium height, she looks tall 
and elegant because of her slim build, 
trained carriage, abundant flowing tresses 
and high-heeled shoes. We see her 
enthusiastically chit-chatting. with a small 
group of fellow candidates in the waiting- 
room of the IAS interview centre. Besides 
Meena, the group comprises of Vidya 
Banerjee, another lady candidate, Pradeop 
Kapur and Thomas Mathew two male 
candidates. 

Mathew : Miss Meena, you said that one 
can scientifically and systematically prepaie 
oneself for this personality test. Can you 
please tell us how exactly you prepared 
yourself? 

Meena : (With a smila) Firstly, I prepared 
myself on the entire areas of possible 


questions that could crop up in the interview 
like my educational background, hobbies, 
extra-curricular activities, nature of my 
present job, why I wish to switch over to 
IAS, etc. I also gave a quick run through to 
my optional subjects — Political Science 
and History. I drew up a list of expected 
questions and thought of convincing 
explanations for the same. I aiso consulted 
some seniors who have been successful in 
IAS in the recent past I also had practice 
interview sessions with my head of the 
department in the college and with my father 
at home In addition, I have been regularly 
going through the observations of the IAS 
toppers and the model live interviews 
appearing each month in the magazine 
Competition Success Review Finally, of 
course, I have been reading publications 
like Time magazine, India Today, Yojana, 
Indian & Foreign Review, NCERT books, 
NBT publications, India Year Book, Five 
Year Plans, besides the daily newspapers. 

Vidya : How can one find the time to 
road sq much? 

Meena : (Smiling again) Well, for one 
thing I have developed the reading habit 
from my school days. Secondly, I believe in 
the dictum that whore there is a will, there 
is a way All it means is self-discipline and 
adhenng to a stnet schedule drawn up by 
yourself You have to decide on your 
pnorities and spend your time accordingly. 
The college authorities also were kind and 
helpful by granting me a month's leave and 
allowing me to use the college library and 
reading room freely. 

Kapur : Do you think. Miss Meena, that 
the first impression counts more than 
anything else in the personality test or 
interview? 

Meena : If you permit me, I would say 
that favourable first impression helps But 
that alone would not suffice. However, a 
dehnite negative first impact, especially in 
key personality traits like honesty, 
cooperation, adaptability etc may lead to 
the rejection of the candidate even if he or 
she were to possess other merits like high 
intelligence, power of expression, 
decisiveness and so on 
Mathew : i agree honesty is a key factor 
But how the Board can find out whether a 
candidate is honest or not? They cannot 
ask direct questions and get direct, shall I 
say 'honest' answers. (He laughs and others 
join him.) 

Meena : You are perfectly right Mr. 
Mathew. The Board will not and does not 
ask direct questions to find out the 
personality traits of the candidate in any 
sphere, whether it relates to character or 
other leadership (actors. But such 
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personality attributes are gauged and 
deduced from the answers given by the 
candidate and the attitude displayed by him 
during the course of the interview. For 
example, if the Board observes that the 
information furnished by the candidate about 
his hobbies and interests is incorrect in the 
context of the answers given by him during 
the interview, it would doubt his honesty. 
Honesty does not imply only not stealing 
but also extends to truthfulness, sincerity 
etc Similarly if a candidate repeatedly bluffs 
instead of truthfully pleading his ignorance 
in certain matters, it could be construed as 
dishonesty. In the same way the social, 
dynamic and leadership qualities can be 
perceived and evaluated from his answers 
during the interview 

Kapur : Thank you Miss Meena Your 
clarifications are apt and very useful. I could 
see they are now summoning you for the 
interview We all wish you the very best. 

Meena : Thank you and wish the same 
to you all (She takes leave of her new 
acquaintances and proceeds for her 
Interview. After observing the etiquette and 
obtaining permission, she enters the 
interview room and gracefully walks up 
towards the Chairperson and Members 
seated behind an oval desk) 


The Interview 


Meena : (Standing near the chair meant 
for the candidate and smiling cheerfully) 
Good morning to you. Madam ano good 
' morning to you all. Sirs. 

Chairperson : Good morning. Meena. 
Please do sit down and relax. Let me first 
introduce myself and the other Board 
members to you. before we briefly go 
through your bio-data. 

Meena : Thank you. Madam (The 
candidate takes her seat and remains 
attentive, slightly bowing to each Board 
Member who is being introduced to her by 
the Chairperson.) 

Comments : This cheerful candidate is 
keen, enthusiastic and energetic She is 
intelligent, reveals ideas and tackles issues 
with imagination and resourcefulness She 
can perceive the essentials of a problem 
with speed and accuracy and come out 
with workable solutions with practical 
bearing. She has taken her interview in all 
earnestness and has made preparations in 
a systematic and sustained manner. Thus, 
she faces the Board with confidence and 
conviction. It is also seen that she is realistic, 
practical and result oriented. She enjoys a 
good grasp and proves successful in 
convincing and carrying her audience with 
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her. Her conclusion that honesty is pivotal 
to all personality attributes is very rolovant 
and realistic. Hhe is enterprising and bold 
and accepts additional responsibilities 
readily and willingly 

Chairperson : Wo find from your bio¬ 
data that you are now in the teaching 
profession which is noble, respected, full of 
scope for the future and also well-paid those 
days. Could you. therefore, tell us why you 
wish to switch over to the IAS which many 
regard as hazardous and very demanding 

Meena : (Smiling) I want to choose a 
challenging and exciting career with full 
scope to render maximum service to 
maximum number of people I entirely agree 
with you that IAS is a hazardous and 
demanding job I would like to take on this 
challenge and prove successful 

Chairperson : Why you feel that the IAS 
job IS hazardous and demanding? 

Meena : (Smiling again) An IAS officer 
has to satisfy the people who aic his 
customers or clients and also to please the 
politicians both in power and out of it, as 
they are the bosses I presume nothing 
could be more hazardous and demanding 

Chairperson ; You also stated that your 
ambition is to render maximum service to 
maximum number Can you explain how 
IAS would enable you to realise this goal? 

Meena : An IAS officer, from the very 
start, IS brought in direct contact with the 
people, say in an entire division or district 
For example as a District Commissioner or 
Collector he is responsible for the total well¬ 
being of all the people of the district and 
has to promote their welfare He has to 
implement successfully the various social, 
economic, educational and other 
developmental programmes decided upon 
in accordance with the ongoing Five Year 
Plan He has to cope up with natural 
calamities like floods, droughts, etc., and 
minimise their hardships to his people 
Averting communal clashes, linguistic riots, 
casto conflicts and the like is also his 
responsibility As one gains experience and 
assumes greater responsibility like the office 
of the Chief Secretary of a Slate or 
Secretary of a Ministry at the Centre, he 
will be required to look after the welfare 
and interests of all the people in the State 
or the country, as appropriate Thus, in my 
view the opportunity to serve the maximum 
number to the maximum extent is maximum 
in the IAS. 

Comments ; The Chairperson begins the 
interview by referring to the information the 
candidate has given in her bio data primarily 
to put the candidate at ease and establish 
good rapport prior to the interview proper. 
Simultaneously the candidate is also probed 
as to why she praters the IAS to her present 
teaching job. We find the candidate giving 
very convincing as well as impressive 
reasons lor her choice She is alert and 
makes use of certain observations made by 
the Chairperson to clinch the issue in her 
favour. She explains with clarity and brevity 
ht a logical and rational manner how her 
goal of serving the maximum number to the 


maximum extent could be accomplished if 
she were to be selected to the IAS cadre. 
Wo also notice that she is ready to face 
challenges boldly and accept new 
responsibilities with optimism and 
resoluteness. The candidate has also been 
successful in conveying tactfully but firmly 
her keenness and resolve to make the IAS 
grade. 

Ist Member ; Do you favour delinking of 
degrees from jobs? What main benefits are 
expected from this proposal? 

Meena : So long as wo have screening 
tests and written tests to ensure the required 
standards in knowledge and compiehension, 

I feel delinking of degrees from jobs should 
bo all right Already candidates who have 
done professional courses like engineering, 
medicine etc , are allowed to appear for the 
IAS although such professional courses 
differ considerably from regular university 
degree in their coverage In any case, what 
we are interested in is the candidate's 
knowledge and grasp and not his degrees 
One's knowledge and understanding in 
various fields of knowledge as presented in 
the syllabus can be tested in the objective 
tests in the first instance before ho is allowed 
to take further written and other tests 

Comments : The candidate en/oys good 
grasp and reveals the ability to present her 
case in a rational and convincing manner. 
Her arguments are logical and persuasive 
She IS not dogmatic or rigid but considers 
each issue on merits Her answers indicate 
a positive attitude emanating from extensive 
knowledge, in-depth study and an analytical 
approach. She has the courage to express 
her original views without fear or favour. 
She can make up her mind firmly and 
speedily and her judgement is sound She 
can take reasonable risks and lake a plunge 
where the situation demands such action 

2nd Member : When India is referred to 
as a 'secular' state, what does it imply? 
Should a secular state have only one religion 
or more than one religion or no religion at 
all 

Meena ; The Preamble to our Constitution 
as it stands amended by the 42nd 
Amendment enacted in 1976 states that 
the people of India, have solemnly resolved 
to constitute India into a Sovereign, Soaalist, 
Secular, Democratic Republic The 
Fundamental Rights enshrined in our 
Constitution guarantee freedom of 
conscience, freedom to profess, practice 
and propagate religion and also freedom to 
establish religious institutions and manage 
or administer their affairs. It prohibits 
discrimination on grounds of religion and 
guarantees legal and social equality to all 
by providing for equality before the law and 
equal protection of laws, prohibiting 
discrimination with regard to places of public 
importance and providing for equal 
opportunity in matters of public employment. 
The Constitution also guarantees religious 
minorities the right to es'=^h|ish and 
administer educational instituu^ns of their 
choice and to conserve their script, language 
and culture Thus our secular concept is 


founded on freedom, equality and tolerance 
in the field of religion The essence of 
secularism is that the state is non-partisan 
in Its relations to citizens no matter to 
whatever religion they belong Other salient 
aspects of our secularism are ; (1) The 
state will not identify itself with or be 
controlled by any religion, (2) While freedom 
of conscience is guaranteed and even an 
atheist is allowed to have his views, the 
State has no religious preferences and 
(3) No one will be discriminated in the eyes 
of the laws of the land because of his 
religion. Thus for our secularism, it is 
immaterial whether there is one religion or 
many religions or no religion at all in the 
country 

3rd Member : The Hindus, Muslims, 
Christians and so on in India have different 
sot of personal laws in regard to marriage, 
divorce, property rights, succession etc 
Don’t you think this amounts to 
discrimination? 

Meena : Sir, there is no discrimination 
among Hindus, among Muslims or 
Christians But they are entitled to be 
governed by their own personal laws in 
these areas under the Fundamental Right 
providing for freedom of conscience and 
worship What is more one has the freedom 
to change over to any religious faith at any 
time Further at the time of marriage a 
couple may voluntarily decide to abide by 
the general law instead of their own personal 
law Viewed from this angle there is no 
disaimination by the State The choice is 
left to the individuals However, I agree with 
you that this is a moot point and others can 
argue differently I feel we are continuing 
with the system that we had inherited from 
the British A common porsonal law like the 
common penal law or company law could 
be more appropriate May bo when literacy 
spreads and people are more enlightened 
wo may have a common porsonal law for 
all 

Comments : The candidate has a good 
grasp ol her subject and presents her views 
in a rational, coherent and convincing 
manner. Her arguments are based on tacts 
and reflect abundant knowledge, awareness 
and maturity. In controversial issues, she is 
able to identify the priorities and select the 
best option revealing logic, deasiveness and 
originality. She has the courage to stand by 
her convictions and dilfer from others where 
warranted on merit. At the same time she is 
considerate and understanding and readily 
agrees to look at the issues from the point 
of view of others also. Thus she proves to 
be flexible and accommodative and tackles 
complex situations with zeal in a detached 
and professional manner. 

4lh Member : India has been working 
for nuclear disarmament right from the 
beginning and is championing the cause of 
a nuclear-free South Asia which could be a 
useful first step towards this goal. Why then 
India is opposed to a South Asian nuclear- 
free zone? 

Meena : Pakistan is making frantic 
attempts to go nuclear at any cost and as 
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per intelligence reports it is already on the 
verge of conducting a nuclear explosion. 

Both America and China are colluding with 
Pakistan and helping them behind the 
scenes to go nudear. China wants IrKlia's 
nuclear option to be dosed so that it can 
dominate India with its own nuclear might. 

America is black-mailing India through this 
Pakistani nuclear threat to sign the NPT 
which is discriminatory and allows the Big 
Five alone to enjoy the monopoly of 
possessing and further developing nuclear 
weapons. Thus Pakistan is only playing the 
game of China and America besides its 
own to hoodwink India and put it at a serious 
disadvantage Besides, past experience 
shows that any agreements signed by 
Pakistan are not worth even the paper The 
Simla Agreement is a glaring example 
Besides, India has already proposed a 
nuclear-free zone in Indian Ocean area and 
the Pacific, which will include China besides 
the other four nuclear powers in addition to 
all the countries of these regions This 
proposal IS fully backed by the Soviet Union 
But the other nuclear powers, especially 
China and France are averse to it Therefore 
we should not allow ourselves to be trapped 
by Pakistan and fall a prey to China and 
America We must keep our nuclear options 
open till the Big Five also decide to accept 
nuclear disarmament. 

Comments ; The knowledge of the 
candidate in current affairs is sound and 
she has kept herself uptodate by following 
important national and international events 
and developments with intelligent interest 
She has analysed the impact of Indo- 
Pakistan relations in considerable depth and 
has put forward her honest views in a 
forthright and convincing manner. She has 
objectively dealt with the proposal for a 
nuclear-free South Asm mooted by Pakistan 
and pointed out its far-reaching implications 
for India's security. This candidate is bold, 
reveals foresight and imagination and 
displays intellectual integrity, honesty and 
courage to stand by her rational and 
legitimate convictions. 

5th Member : If you are asked to name 
two important facets of Indian culture what 
would you choose and why? 

Meena : I would say the emphasis on 
one’s discharging his duties as contrasted 
with his insistence on rights and producing 
results at any cost as a very important 
aspect of our culture. The second important 
factor in our culture, according to my view 
is tolerance. According to the materialistic

World arms spending : The world 
spends two million dollars a minute on 
militarisation, according to a study 

This expenditure is much more than the 
total income of the low income developing 
countries, which together represent more 
than half of the world's population, says the 
study, conducted by the 'Broad for World 
Institute on Hunger and Development' 
More than a billion people in the world 
survive on less than the equivalent of one 
dollar a day 

The study says the world military 
expenditures began a modest decline before 
the Berlin Wall was dismantled in 1989 
The drop was initialed by developing 
countries in 1984 and was followed by the 
developed countries 

The Third World countries had to make 
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cuts because they faced harsh economic 
constraints with large debt payments, up to 
a third of which were due to arms imports 
China’s arms exports to neighiMurs 
raised : China's arms exports to countries 
■ in India's neighbourhood for 1990-91 are 
estimated to cross $ 3 billion mark, and 
- indications available to the experts in New 
. Delhi are that the hard sale.will continue 
Significantly, the biggest buyer during the 
period is not Pakistan, with which China 
has close, long-standing military ties, but 
Myanmar Nearly a half of the arms sales in 
the region, $ 1 5 billion, are earmarked for 
the military-backed regime in Rangoon, 
which has a bad track record on the human 
rights front China is the principal source of 
Myanmar's programme for modernisation 
of Its armed forces 

India to Increase defence exports : 

India plans to raise its defence exports to 
over Rs 1,000 crore offenng a variety of 
arms ranging from medium mountain and 
field guns and tanks to spare parts of Soviet 
made equipment, according to defence 
sources 

Although the target for defence export 
was fixed at around Rs 400 crore earlier, it 
was on the initiative of tho Defence Minister, 
Mr. Sharad Pawar, that it was pushed 
upwards to an ambitious Rs. 1,000 acre 
Tho ministry has already initiated a 
process of in-depth study of the export 
market, listing of exportable items as well 
as country-wise defence equipment 
requirements. India has already started 
intensive consultations with tho Soviet Union 
on tho setting up of joint defence ventures 
in Third World countnes and export of 
licensed Soviet made equipment in India to 
other countries. 

According to world wide arms exports and 
users manual, there are over 45 countries 
in Europe, Asia, Africa and South Amenca, 
which use Soviet-made equipment and are 
now feeling the spare parts crisis due to the 
Soviets insisting on hard currency 
transactions 

Trishul missile tested : In an important 
development, Indian defence scientists have 
announced in early November 1991 the 
successful testing of Tnshul — short-range 
surface-to air missile (SAM) — in its triple 
battlefield roles for the army, the air force 
and the navy, claiming all critical systems 
tested and test flown 
The latest series of test flights between 
August 24 and September 10 off the 
Chandipur test range in Orissa have 
demonstrated Tnshul's capability as a 
deadly weapon against aircraft and as a 
ship-launched anti-aircraft missile 
There was jubilation when the missile 
performed a manoeuvre which pushed its 
reach by seven metres over the sea surface 
at speeds exceeding mach 2. This 
manoeuvre proved the "height lock loop" 
specially designed for the sea skimming 
exercise.

India’s borrowings ; Every Indian is now 
carrying a debt burden of Rs 1,500 over 
his head in place of Rs. 1,200, following 
devaluation of rupee, the Union Finance 
Minister, Mr. Manmohan Singh, told the Lok 
Sabha bn November 22, 1991. 

The accumulated loan of India in 
September rose to Rs 1,34,000 crore from 
Rs 99,485 crore in March this year and 
after the devaluation of rupee, the loan stood 
at Rs 1,12,880 crore. 

Value of rupee : The value of the Indian 
rupee is 6.57 paise as of September this 
year, the Lok Sabha was informed on 
November 22, 1991. 

The Minister of State for Finance, Mr. 
Rameshwar Thakur, said the present value 
of the rupee measured as a reciprocal of 
the all-India consumer price index number 
for industrial workers faking 1947 as the 
base year is 6 57 paise in September 1991, 
the latest available. 

India to buy more crude oil from 
Iran : India has agreed to buy more crude 
oil from Iran on the existing soft terms which 
provide for 120 day credit 
The meetings of tho Indo-lran Joint 
Commission held in November 1991 have 
been remarkable to the extent that tho two 
sides realise that there is tremendous scofie 
to give a forward push to bilateral trade 
with crude oil as one of the important 
elements 

India imports a substantial amount of oil 
from Iran, causing a serious adverse 
balance of payments posibon with Iran. Last 
year Iran's exports to India totalled Rs. 1,017 
crore, including oil worth Rs. 950 crore. 
In return, Iran imported goods worth only 
Rs 190 crore of which tea accounted for 
Rs. 60 crore. 

Iran has also assured India to improve 
Its offtake of Kudremukh iron ore, which 
has not kept pace with agreed targets. In 
1990, Iran lifted only 3,75,000 tonnes as 
against an agreed total of 7,50,000 tonnes. 
The target for 1991-92 of 1 25 million tonnes 
is showing a shortfall of nearly 50 per cent. 

The growth of trade between India and 
Iran hinges in reality on the payments 
position If the two countries can agree to 
prompt payments as India has so far done 
for oil, the trade between Iran and India can 
multiply manifold

No review of govL job quotas : The 

Government has on November 27, 1991 
ruled out in the Lok Sabha a review of the 
decision to induct the economic criteria in 
the 27 per cent reservation for backward 
classes in Government jobs and also made 
It clear that it was not thinking of amending 
the Constitution for the purpose. 


Pondy deelared fully literate : The Vice- 
President, Mr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, 
declared the Union Territoiy of Pondicherry 
totally literate at a (unction in Pondicherry 
on November 30, 1991. 

It is estimated that about 89.04 per cent 
of the over 300,000 people in the 15-40 
age group have been made literate under 
the "arivoli iyakkam" (literacy movement) 
launched in September 1989. 

Pondicherry becomes the second fully 
literate constituent in the Indan Union under 
the norms of the National Literacy Mission. 

Career for women In Indian Navy : 
Women'will be inducted in the Indian Navy, 
the hitfierto all-male bastion, by June 1992. 
They can seek a career in the legal, 
educational and logistics branches in 
the Navy, the Chief of Naval Staff, Admiral 
L. Ramdas, announced in Bombay on 
November 11, 1991. 

CBSE steps to check copying ; The 
Central Board of Secondary Education 
(CBSE) has decided to use the multiple set 
of question papers based on the same 
blueprint to check the increasing use of 
unfair means in the examinations. 

The use of multiple set of question papers 
would make copying more difficult. This 
system is being introduced in Delhi from 
next year

Golden Elephant Award : The Austrian 
entry to the Seventh International 
Children's Film Festival of India in 
Thiruvananthapuram, "Holidays with 
Silverster", directed by Bernd Nauberger, 
bagged the Golden Elephant award for the 
best feature film and the children's jury 
award—a golden plaque. The President, 
Mr R. Venkataraman, at an impressive 
function in the Nishgandhi auditorium inside 
the Kanakakunno Palace compound, gave 
away the awards at the conclusion of the 
10-day festival.

Inventions and 
_ Discoveries _ 

Nuclear camera : A nuclear camera 
developed by scientists of the Bhabha 
Atomic Research Centre (BARC) in Bombay 
has diverse applications in aerospace, 
ordnance, metallurgy and biology in addition 
to nuclear fields. 

The camera takes pictures of objects in 


groat detail using a beam of nuclear particles 
called neutrons. Such pictures are more 
useful in certain situations than those taken 
with X-ray. 

Neutrons, which stream out of a reactor, 
can be used for the camera. It is also 
possible to build a compact machine to 
generate neutrons Taking pictures with 
neutrons has some advantages over x-rays 
because they interact witfi atomic nucleus 
unlike X-rays that interact with electrons 
outside the nucleus As a probing tool, 
neutrons are more suited than X-ray 
particularly when materials to be imaged 
contain very light or very heavy atoms or 
contain isotopes of an element which need 
to be distinguished. X-rays cannot be used 
for this purpose 

Battery back-up unit to run trains : A 

tram like the Rajdhani Express, which uses 
up to 35,000 litres of diesel oil on a run 
from Calcutta to Delhi, can be run with a 
battery back-up unit without switching on 
the generator In the process, the entire 
diesel oil can be saved. 

This IS possible with a battery back-up 
unit developed by the West Bengal Industrial 
Development Corporation Equipped with an 
alternator, a motor and the back-up battery 
unit, it will make the engine run the motor 
directly by utilising the spare capacity 

Normally the train uses only 60 per cent 
of its engine power The rest of it goes 
waste. This will generate electricity for the 
airconditioner in the train and also charge 
the battery. At a stop in the intermediate 
station, the back-up sot can take care of six 
to eight hours of lighting and airconditioning. 
Thus all the 35,000 litres ol diesel, spent on 
its run, can be saved. 

Tobacco, alcohol main cancer cauaea : 
Consumption of tobacco and alcohol in any 
form is responsible for causing cancer of 
food pipe (oesophagus) which is among the 
five most common cancers in the country 
At present rate, there will be 57,000 patients 
of Oesophageal cancer by the year 2000 


unless remedial measures were taken and 
an awareness created among the people 
This warning was sounded by the experts 
participating in a symposium on cancer of 
oesophagus organised by the institute of 
Rotary Cancer Hospital (AIIMS) in New 
Delhi to mark its foundation day 
celebrations.

Antarctica expedition : The eleventh 
scientific expedition to Antarctica ieft 
Marmugao port in Goa on November 27, 
1991. The 98-member expedition, led by 
Dr. S. Mukherji, an Antarctica veteran, 
comprises exports from the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Defence Research Development, 
Geological Survey of India and the Indian 
Meteorological Department For the first 
time, a Colombian scientist has also been 
included in the Antarctica expedition 
Dr. Mukherji has not only been to 
Antarctica earlier, but has also "wintered" 
there. The winters in this frozen and highest 
continent are extremely harsh when the 
mercury drops to minus 50 degree Celsius 
and white-outs and blizzards are common 
The expedition team comprises 72 
summer members and 26 winter members 
The summer members will come back in 
March 1992 

The scientific programme ol the expedi¬ 
tion includes extension ol geological mapp¬ 
ing of Wyprecht pair mountains so that a 
complete geological picture of the entire 
Wolhthat region in Antarctica can emerge 
Suu Kyi's book : Although her voice 
has been stilled by enduring house-arrest, 
Myanmar's enterpnsing opposition leader 
and winner of 1991 Nobel peace prize,

Punjab was the first .State where 
President's rule was necessitated within 
two years of the commencement of tho 
Constitution, according to an analytical study 
brought out by the Lok Sabha Secretariat 
entitled "President's rule in the States and 
the Union Territories" 

Kerala and Punjab have come under 
President's rule for as many as nine times 
each, followed by Orissa and U P The 
longest single spell of President's rule was 
in Punjab for more than four years 

The causes which led to President's rule 
in States have been as varied in nature as 
defections by legislators, break-up of 
coalitions, passing of no-confidence motions 
against the Council of Ministers, resignation 
of Chief Ministers for various reasons, 
absence of legislatures in newly formed 
States, public agitations and unchecked 
terrorist activities in States loading to 
instability in the administration

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Plan Out Your Programme \ 


To be a leader you must invest resources 
wisely. The resources include money, men 
and material if you are running a business. 
More important than these are your time 
and energy. How do you spend the 24 
hours of the day? If you learn to spend 
oach minute and second of your time in the 
right, useful and profitable manner, every 
other thing will take care of itself 
automatically. You must, therefore, seriously 
reflect and analyse how you are spending 
the time that you have at your disposal if 
you aro to become a successful leader. 
When you are satisfied that each hour or 
minute of your time is spent correctly as it 
should be, then you will be spending your 
physical energy, imagination, talents, gifts 
and other material resources in the right 
way Since this particular aspect is the real 
key to your leadership, you must patiently 
and thoroughly go into the details of the 
subject 

It will not be sufficient to brusquely 
dismiss the matter by just asserting "I know 
what I am doing. I know I am not wasting 
my time I am actually putting in more hours 
of work. Therefore, I need not have to bother 
as to how my time is spent." To such of you 
who are apt to dismiss the subject in such 
a summary fashion, my appeal is to exercise 
patience and take a second look at your 
activities Have you ever sat down on any 
day at any time and analysed how you 
have programmed to spend one particular 
day and how actually you carried out the 
programme? 

To be frank, the vast majority among us 
do not at all plan or programme as to how 
we propose to spend the day. We get 
habituated to some routine and we consider 
about the programme only when we have 
to fit in some additional or unusual activity 
to our programme. If you desire to be a 
leader, your approach has to be different. 
You must plan and programme your day in 
advance. As far as possible, you must stick 
to your programme or time schedule. 

Making out a programme and faithfully 
sticking to the schedule is not at all difficult 
when you make an attempt at it In fact you 
will enjoy it. It can be great fun besides 
paying rich dividends in other fields. You 
will also learn many now things which you 
have not bothered to notice before. For 
example, you will realise straightaway that 
out of the 24 hours in a day, you will be 
required to worry about only 12 hours or 
even less. You have spent certain minimum 
number of hours to enjoy a restful, sound 
and happy sleep. Sound sleep is necessary 
to keep you energetic and active during the 
rest of the day. 

After allowing the time for sleep, you 
have to set apart some hours for your daily 
personal hyglerte. You have to brush your

teeth, take your bath, dress yourself up, 
take physical exercises or play games and 
so on. Next, you have to sperid some time 
for your meals. Then you have to account 
for the travelling time. Your office or college 
or other place of work might be located at 
some distance from the place of your 
residence and you would need some time 
to cover the distance. In case you are used 
to daily prayers, meditation and the like, 
you will need the time for it also. 

After providing for all these daily 
essentials, what is the time left at your 
disposal to devote towards your pnmary 
work task? Since the time thus available 
would be quite limited, it is extremely 
important that you obtain maximum benefit 
for each secoi^ and minute. Never waste 
the time on trivial or non-productive matters. 
We have not as yet considered the time 
needed to attend to social, family and 
recreational purposes. It may be necessary 
for you to give a helping hand to your 
mother, father or other members of the 
family in attending to some of the family or 
household work. It may be storing water, 
dusting the room, getting milk or vegetables, 
shopping, cleaning the car or scooter, 
watering the plants in the garden, taking 
the family dog for a walk and so on. You 
may also like to listen to the radio or view 
the television, read the newspapers and 
periodicals, write letters to your friends and 
relatives, write your diary and so on. 

Don't you, therefore, agree that unless 
we plan and programme in advance and 
carry out each activity at the appointed time, 
we Will find it difficult to make progress. 
There will be delays, overlappings and 
confusions. We may forget or leave out the 
more important things and spend the time 
on non-essential or loss important matters 
The tact that you have completed a task 
might weigh on your mind and cause mental 
tension. We may have to do rush job at the 
last minute and thus commit mistakes and 
errors. What is worse, by not doing things 
properly and at the right time, we may also 
upset other person’s programmes and 
schedules. 

There aro two other mrijor advantages in 
drawing up a plan and programme of daily 
activity. First of all, you wilt ensure that your 
plan is in conformity with your goal or 
ambition or objective. You will at once spot 
and eliminate those activities which will 
conflict with your chosen goal. In addition, 
you will be constantly reminding yourself of 
the goal you have set for yourself. Such a 
reminder will help your subconscious as I 


well as conscious mind to become goal- 
oriented Your energies will be automatically 
concentrated on the goal. The goal may be 
passing the examination, getting a position 
of distinction, joining the IAS, earning a 
definite amount of monthly income and so 
on Your daily schedule and programme 
will be constantly reminding you of your 
goal. 

The second major advantage of drawing 
up a programme is to coordinate more than 
one activity at the same time and thus save 
time. Let us say you are programmed to 
visit a particular area You can see what 
other things you have to do in the same 
area This will save you the journey or 
driving time again to that area at another 
time. Similarly, you can combine some of 
your household jobs. When you go to the 
market, you can buy vegetables, groceries, 
medicines and the like in one trip, instead 
of running or cycling up and down several 
times Some of the activibes can be done 
i perhaps when you go for your evening walk. 
For instance, you can take the walk with 
your friends or family members or guests 
and the time can also be used to discuss 
common problems or subjects of interest. 
In the same way, some people use their 
lunch hour, dinner time and meal hours to 
combine some business or social 
obligations. Advance planning and 
programming can thus help you to save 
time by coordinating diverse activities 

So far we have considered the necessity 
for a daily time-table When you make out 
your programme, you must decide whether 
a particular activity is worth your time. Then 
the tasks should be fixed in order of 
priorities. Naturally, the most important and 
essential matters will get top priority. Most 
of us have the temptation to do the easy 
tasks first and postpone the more difficult, 
complicated and tiresome jobs. Allocation 
of pnonty will help us to overcome this 
temptation. 

At the start, we stated that proper 
utilisation of your time will automatically 
ensure that ycur other resources, whether 
personal or material, are also used to best 
advantage. This is done by two ways. You 
have already considered whether a job is 
worth your time and whether you should 
attempt it at all. Then you have also decided 
the priority. In other words, you have 
determined its importance in relation to the 
other tasks. At the same time, you can 
ensure that all your daily tasks are correlated 
to your set goat or life's ambition. You will, 
therefore, ensure that the job is done well, 
at file correct time and in the most efficient 
manner possible. You will be very particular 
and careful that your energy resources are 
not wasted but put to the best possible use.

Knowledge, upon its brimful waters, holds 
the mirror of Narcissus, and the unwary 
upstart IS enamoured of his own glorified 
reflection.

That in a spleen unfolds both heaven

The early draughts of the Pierian 
' intoxicate, and sober only towards the last 
dregs of its perennial spring Thus wisdom 
lies not in self-assumed omniscience but in 
the continuing realisation and thirst of one's 
ignorance.

The steady rectification of faulty innate

Every generation leaves a mark on the 
pages of history and the onward march of 
time Let it not bo said at the bar of history 
that while an earlier generation under the 
leadership of Gandhi, Nehru and Patel 
heralded the dawn of independence, brought

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Disintegration Of The U.S.S.R: 

Mr. S. Nlhal Singh

The disintegration of the Soviet Union 
and* Its replacement by a makeshift 
Commonwealth of Sovereign States 
composed of all but Georgia and the three 
Baltic states poses two kinds of problems 
for what was the U.S.S.R. and the world. 
Domestically, the process of consolidation 
of the successor regime or regimes will 
prove to be a long-haul process. For the 
world, the uncertainties inherent in the 
situation remain a disturbing factor. 

What has essentially happened is a 
political coup by the Russian Federation 
President, Boris Yeltsin, which made the 
role of the Soviet President, Mikhail 
Gorbachev, redundant. He accomplished the 
coup in league with the fellow Slav states 
of Ukraine and Byelorussia (Belorus) anti 
later succeeded in co-opting the Central 
Asian republics into the Commonwealth. 

Yeltsin's concession was to declare the 
inter-republican boundaries sacrosanct, a 
sensitive point with the republics, in 
particular Ukraine because large Russian 
rhinorities live in the republics and Ukraine 
has areas such as the Cnmea gifted by 
Moscow during the Khrushchev era. In 
return, Yeltsin received the seal of approval 
fiom the republics to occupy the Soviet 
seat in the United Natio is Security Council 
and, as of now, the Russian Feuoru.,on has 
assumed the attributes of the successor 
state to the Soviet Union 

The problem arises because, in Yeltsin's 
haste to get rid of Gorbachev and the 
national centre that remained, the outlines 
of the Commonwealth are at best hazy. 
True, Yeltsin asserts that the nuclear button 
is now in his hands, despite the distribution 
of nuclear weapons in three other republics, 
Ukraine, Belorus and Kazakhstan. But in 
order to secure tiie republics' approval for 
the Commonwealth concept, Yeltsin has had 
to emphasise the equality of all the 
Commonwealth republics and remain 
content with an undefined coordinating 
mechanism. 

Russia is by far the biggest and richest 
of the former Soviet republics, but it needed 
Ukraine in partcular to give some coherence 
to the future set-up. Perhaps Yeltsin feels 
that the weight of the Russian Federation 
will Inevitably propel it into a leadership role 
and the sheer necessity of a central 
coordinating machineiy will force the other 
republics to agree to a new central authority. 

This, of course, lies in the fuUtre. In 
immediate terms, the Russian Federation 
and the other republics need to tide over 
the problems of a harsh winter, particularly 
the supplies of food and other essentisds. 
The United States ^ tfte European 
Eeonoihto Commoniv are offering 
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emergency food and other relief, but there 
remain problems of distribution, and Russia 
and the other republics have still to make 
the very painful transition to a free economy, 
which will seriously test the qualities of their 
leaderships. 

Events have unravelled with such speed 
after the abortive August coup that the 
peoples of the Soviet Union themselves 
and the world are having a hard time in 
keeping pace with them and seeking to 
influence them in the measure they can to 
their desires. Thus far, among the domestic 
•players, Yeltsin has been the victor, but his 
most severe tests lie ahead. Internationally, 
the United States has engaged itself most 
actively in assessing and trying to influence 
the Soviet change. 

American priorities are clear. They are to 
ensure that the nuclear button remains in 
one pair of hands and that Russia and the 
other republics honour the disarmament and 
other international commitments entered into 
by the U S S R As underlined by the recent 
tour of the republics by the United States 
Secretary of State, James Baker, the picture 
remains far from clear, as is evident from 
the contradictory signals emanating from 
the nuclear-armed republics. 

Although the world has no option but to 
accept the tortured beginnings of a new 
dispensation in what was the Soviet Union, 
Yeltsin and the leaders of other republics 
bear a heavy responsibility. Gorbachev has 
already gone into the history books as a 
titan of the 20th centum who changed the 
fac6 of his country and the world. Admittedly, 
he made mistakes, particularly in his 
economic policies and in underestimating 
the problems of a revolutionary change after 
70 years of communism, but he mesmerised 
the world by his boldness and vision 

Although Yeltsin succeeded in exploiting 
Gorbachev's weaknesses, he will remain a 
usurper of power until he proves himself 
capable of effectively reforming the economy 
and making the vague Commonwealth 
concept work. Even if Yeltsin achieves a 
measure of success in his endeavours, he 
will remain a footnote to Gorbachev in the 
history books. 

For ttte present and immediate future, 
the immense problems facing the 
Commonwealth will occupy the attention of 
Yeltsin and other republican leaders. These 
problems can be graded in descending 
degrees of importance. They are ; providing 
the basic necessities and reforming the 
economy; making the Commonwealth, ,or 



Its successor regime, work in terms of the 
international responsibilities of the successor 
regimes; building up the confidence of the 
people in making the new gods of a market 
economy work and acquire credibility. 

Inevitably, the republics' attitudes will be 
determined by their domestic problems and 
the compromises they will need to arrive at 
to make the new system or its substitute 
work. But Russia and the other republics 
cannot opt out of the world system, and it 
must be apparent to them that the turmoil 
they are undergoing is alreac^ making 
waves around the world. 

Baker's visit to the former Soviet republics 
underlined one fact, that Washington will 
not be chary of using its considerable clout 
to avoid a proliferation of nuclear states 
with independent policies in the field'in the 
former USSR And Washington will also 
seek to hold the republics responsible for 
their treatment of the ethnic minorities. It 
was not coincidental that one of the first 
statements made by Yeltsin's confidants 
after the August coup was to question the 
Russian Federation's borders with Ukrairie 
and Kazakhstan Yeltsin will, therefore, need 
to be particularly careful in dealing with tfiis 
sensitive problem in order to keep the 
republics together in a Commonwealth or 
another mechanism and in securing long¬ 
term aid and blessings of the United States. 

For countries such as India, with close 
relationships with the former Soviet Union, 
the breath-taking changes have posed 
painful dilemmas. Gorbachev's policies had 
ended the Cold War, but the chaos and 
disintegration of the U S S R. have meant 
that a bipolar world order has given way to 
a unipolar dispensation even as a multipolar 
world is emerging The Russian Federation, 
it is clear, has priorities different from those 
of the former U.S.S.R. and will deal with 
the world on the basis of its national interest. 

The old era of the Indo-Soviet Friendship 
Treaty is gone, despite the lip-sympathy 
New Delhi continues to pay it The Indo- 
Soviet relationship has never been a one¬ 
way street, but Russia will need to dehne 
for itself its basic interest in India, and the 
foray Yeltsin's representative recently made 
into Pakistan, particularly with an eye on

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India - China Relations

The five-day offiaal gocxfwill visit of 
Chinese Premier Li Peng to New Delhi from 
December 11 to 16, 1991, was the first 
ever at that level after 31 years The 
previous visit by Premier Chou en Lai had 
taton place in 1960 at a time when tensions 
were high on account of the mounting 
differences in regard to the Smo-lndian 
boundary question It is an interesting 
coincidence that Premier Li Peng is the 
adopted son of Premier Chou en Lai. which 
perhaps explains why he had made it a 
point to remain in New Delhi throughout his 
stay. Visiting the same places which his 
adoptive father had been to before 

“Learn truth from facts'”, was one of the 
favourite injunctions of Chairman Mao Tse 
Tung. It is an admirable saying which we in 
India would do well to follow, since in our 
country there is the tendency for people to 
be influenced more by opinions than by 
facts. That is the reason for the journalistic 
aphorism: ‘Facts are sacred, opinions are 
frra'. Unless there is a rigorous effort made 
to ascertain facts, the chances are that the 
end conclusions would be questionable, to 
8^ the least. 

What indeed are the facts relating to 
Incfa-China relations Firstly, there was the 
myth, during the Nehru era. of two thousand 
years of friendship between the two 
countries. This was far from the truth, since 
the only inter-action during those years was 
between scholars and pilgrims who by no 
means represented the mass of the people. 

Real contacts between India and China 
date back to less than a couple of hundred 
years, and some of the memories at least 
cannot be said to have been conducive for 
better relations or understanding To give 
an example, in the last century the British 
colonial authonties in India had encouraged 
the growth of opium in this country for 
exporting it to China, with a handsome 
margin of profit to themselves. When the 
Chinese Government tried to ban the import 
of opium, since it was destroying the health 
of the people. Britain had no compunction 
in fighting three ‘opium wars' to compel the 
Chinese to continue the opium trade During 
one of these opium wars. Indian troops had 
been used to bum down the Summer Palace 
in Beijing! 

These are unpleasant memories which 
still persist in the Chinese minds and cannot 
be wished away 

So. too. was the warm reception given to 
President was Chiang Kai Shek in India at 
the time when he headed the Kuomintang 
Government, and the friendly discussion 
held by him with Prime Minister Jawaharlal i 
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Nehru, who was then heading the Interim 
Government in New Delhi. What is more, 
the first Indian diplomatic Mission in China 
was, naturally, accredited to the Chiang Kai 
Shek's Government, and moved with the 
other foreign missions to different cities due 
to the advance of the People’s Liberation 
Army, which was sconng victory after victory 
against the Kuomintang forces When the 
People's Republic of China was established 
on October 1, 1949, all these foreign 
diplomatic missions, including that of India, 
were not allowed to come to Beijing for 
months to register the displeasure of the 
new regime. 

Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru was his 
own Minister for External Affairs. He was 
convinced that India and China should 
cooperate together in the larger interests of 
Asia and the world. Unfortunately the 
leadership in China with its revolutionary 
fervour did not share that view, although 
they were willing to take advantage of the 
keen desiro of India for friendship with that 
country When in 1954 Chinese map 
showing Aksai Chin and the North East 
Frontier Agency (NEFA) as part of the Tibet 
Region of China was brought to their notice, 
they had blandly replied that these were old 
Kuomintang maps which they had not found 
time to review. Rather naively, the Indian 
Government assumed that this amounted 
to acceptance of India's version of the 
boundary By the time they woke up to the 
fact that China indeed claimed Ladakh and 
NEFA, the harm had been done The rest 
IS history, and the Sino-Indian war in 1962 
marked the nadir in the relations between 
the two countries. 

Wisely, both India and China continued 
to maintain their dijjlomatic missions in 
each other's country at the level of the 
Charge d'Affaires This enabled the 
ujTgrading of the two diplomatic missions to 
Ambassadonal level in 1976 after a 14-year 
freeze In 1979 the then Minister of External 
Affairs, Atal Behari Vajpayee visited China, 
but had to cut short his visit by a couple of 
days because of China's invasion of 
Vietnam, ‘to teach that country a lesson‘ 
for its military intervention in Kampuchea 
to overthrow the Pol Pot regime. 
Notwithstanding this, the momentum in SinO' 
Indian inter-action was maintained, and the 
Chinese Foreign Minister, Huang Hua paid 
a return visit to New Delhi in 1981. it was 
then decided that offidal level talks would 



ion i ^ periodically between the two 

■ countries covering the entire gamut of their 
relations, irvduding the question of the 
boundary While substantial progress was 
made in the economic, social, scientific and 
cultural areas, there was no real progress 
registered in resolving the boundary 
question. The maximum that could be 
achieved was that both sides agreed to 
maintain peace and tranquillity along the 
Line of Actual Control, which now constituted 
the de facto border. 

Throughout this period. China had kept 
open the “package proposal" of Premier 
Chou en Lai, reiterated by the Chinese 
leader Deng Xiao Ping in 1960, which 
envisaged the boundary settlement on the 
basis of the existing ground realities, 
namelj. acceptance of the Line of Actual 
ContiOi This would have meant conceding 
to China an area of 14,000 square miles in 
Aksai Chin, in return for which the Chinese 
were prepared to accept the Macmahon 
Line in the Eastern ^ctor, with minor 
modifications. This had been found un¬ 
acceptable by India 

In 1986 the Chinese had backtracked on 
the ‘package proposal’, and insisted that 
India must make ‘concessions‘ in the 
Eastern Sector, in return lor which China 
would be prepared to make ‘corresponding 
concessions' in the Western Sector, without 
specifying what these ‘concessions* and 
‘corresponding concessions* were, which 
they had in mind. It goes without saying 
that India was in no position to concede 
any Chinese claim in the inhabited area in 
the Eastern Sector, South of the Himalayas. 

In contrast with India, which has 
throughout its recorded history kept within 
the limits of Bharatvarsha, bounded by the 
Himalayas in the' North and the Inctian 
Ocoan to the South. China has always been 
an expansionist power. One has only to 
look at the Great Wall of China, which runs 
100 kilometres to the North of Beijing on 
the map to understand how mu^ that 
country has grown over the centuries to 
cover new territories. Again, unlike India 
where many languages are sjpoken and 
different cultures oo-exist, there is a rare

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Economic Reforms 

Two Cheers For Manmohan Singh

Or. Manmohan Singh's statement in the 
Parliament on current state of Indian 
economy on December 16, 1991 deserves 
high commendation. The Finance Minister 
lays his finger right on the spot when he. in 
the course of the statement, says : ’These 
(budget) deficits are the root cause of 
inflation, and are also responsible for our 
persistent balance of payments deficits' He 
admits, in so many words, that it is the 
trend of rising fiscal deficits whieh has 
plagued our economy for several years', 
that is responsible for the disaster in which 
the economy was landed at the beginning 
of the present decade. V. P. Singh and 
Chandra Shekhar governments had little 
hand in causing the economic crisis. Nor 
was the Gulf war* responsible for it The 
admission of this fact officially by the 
Finance Minister marks a big advance 
towards proper policy making for dealing 
with the current crisis. 

The problem that the present government 
on taking office had to face was two-fold. 
There was first the immediate problem of 
coping with the serious balance of payments 
situation which threatened to undemine the 
credibility of the nation to discharge its 
financial obligations to its foreign creditors 
The foreign exchange reserves of the 
country at the time the present government 
look office had dwindled to Rs 2,600 croro 
which amount was just sufficient for two 
weeks' imports The short-term foreign 
banks' advances stood at the whopping 
amount of $5 billion. Without immediate 
financial accommodation from IMF, the 
danger of the country defaulting on 
discharge of its obligations to her 
international creditors was very real. 
Confidence of the international community 
in the stability and strength of Indian 
economy was badly shaken. Foreign 
commercial banks were refusing to lend to 
India any more or even renew the old 
loans arid NRIs were fast withdrawing 
their deposits thereby eroding further 
tfte already depleted foreign exchange 
reserves. 

It must be said to the credit of the Finance 
Minister lhat as a result of resolute action 
taken by him in the matter the situation 
today stands completely transformed. The 
foreign exchange resenres now stand at 
over Rs. 8,000 crore and the expectations 
ara that these would soon touch Rs. 10,000 
crore mark. Of course the relief could only 
be a lemporaiy one for unless the underlying 
causes of foe existing wide gap between 
payments and foreign exchange earnings 
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of the country are removed, the balance of 
payments problem would return with greater 
acuteness because the loans that are 
now being taken to meet the current 
account deficit, will become repayable 
after a couple of years. Much will depend 
on the performance of the export sector 
If exports grow over the next few years at 
a rate that is not only commensurate with 
the growth of imports but runs ahead of 
the latter so that there is a surplus left 
for debt servicing and repayment of old 
debts, the problem would be Solved. That 
is what the policy measures taken since 
July aim at achieving in medium period 
of next two or three years For the prese.U, 
it has engaged itself in fire fighting 
operations on foreign exchange crisis 
front. In that it has achieved unqualified 
success. 

Having achieved the immediate objective 
of bringing the desperate foreign exchange 
situation under control, according to Finance 
Minister's statement in the Parliament, 
'attention must now turn to the control of 
inflation as the primary objective of short 
term economic management*. The inflation 
rate was 10.1 per cent for the yea, 
ending March 31, 1991. On the eve of the 
budget the rate dropped to 10.4 per cent. 
After the presentation of the budget, 
prices rose sharply with the inflation rate 
touching the peak of 15.7 per cent on 
September 14, 1991 Thereafter the rate 
has declined to 13.5 per cent But this 
decline in the rate of inflation does not 
mean that prices have started falling. 
Actually, the wholesale prices index has 
climbed up to 211 compared to 208.5 on 
October 12, 1991 when the estimated rate 
was 14.4 per cent It is highly fallacious to 
claim on the basis of point to point 
comparison of index number that inflation 
is being brought under control. The 
fallacy lies in the fact that in 1990 on 
account of Gulf war, the usual seasonal 
decline in prices cfld not occur whereas 
in 1991 it did occur. The decline in the rate 
observed in the last quarter of 1991 is, 
thus, a product of seasonal variations in 
prices and has little to do with inflationary 
forces which continue functioning 
relentlessly. 

At the base, Inflation is a monetary 
phenomenon. It reflects excess of demand 
represented by money supply over 



supply of goods and services in the 
economy The excess supply of money 
results generally from government 
resorting to borrowing from Reserve Bank 
of India to finance its budgetary deficits. 
The Reserve Bank prints currency against 
securities that ‘ the government lodges 
against the loans obtained by it. Thus untess 
deficit financing is stopped, and the 
government starts living within its means, 
there can be littia hope of. containing 
inflation 

The Finance Minister realises this and, 
therefore, lays repeated emphasis on fiscal 
correction for containing inflation which he 
views as the principal task before him now 
that foreign exchange crisis has been 
resolved. According to him, the budget 
for 1991-92 reduces the fiscal deficit frm 
8.4 per cent of GDP to no more than 
6 5 per cent in 1991-92' which has been, 
in his words, 'made possible by a substantial 
effort at mobilising resources combined 
with a major effort at expeneflture restrainr. 
In the next year's budget, he proposes 
to cut down fiscal deficit to 5 per cent of 
GOP as per his commitment to IMF and 
the World Bank. Keeping the past record 
in view, it would quite be an achievement if 
he realises this goal. It is too early to say 
yet that fiscal deficit in 1991-92 has 
been reduced to 6.5 per cent of GDP 
from 8.4 per cent in the revised 
estimates for 1990-91. Budget estimate for 
1990-91 was a fiscal deficit of Rs. 36,795 
crore while the revised estimate is 
Rs. 43,331 crore. The budget estimate of 
Rs. 37,731 as the fiscal deficit in the 1991- 
92 budget is higher than last year's budget. 
For the last 10 years actual deficit has 
invariably far exceeded the budgeted 
amount 

Will the experience this year be any 
different from that of past 10 years? What 
are the grounds to believe that it would? 
The Rnance Minister's words? He is, of 
course, absolutely honest and sincere when 
expressing his resolve to contain the fiscal 
deficit to the contemplated 6.5 per cent of 
GDP. The statement says ; 'We shall not 
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allow additional expenditure through 
supplementary demands for any but the 
most urgeni and unavoidable cases We 
shall take whatever additional measures 
which may bo considered necessary to 
contain the fiscal deficit to 6 5 per cent 
GDP Thus determined effort will be made 
to ensure that the fiscal correction envisaged 
in tho budget will take full effect in the 
remaining months" Brave words indeed' 
Mark tho use of the word “shall" instead of 
“will" in the statement However, tho past 
experience with such pledges is not very 
reassuring No less a person than Prime 
Minister of the country, Mr Rajiv Gandhi, 
had given such a pledge when he took over 
the finance portfolio and presented tho 
annual Union budget to the Parliament It 
did not take tho government more than a 
tew months to break that pledge The 
political system being what it is, will Dr 
Manmohan Singh's pledge fare any 
better than that of Mr Rajiv Gandhi Trend 
rate of fiscal deficit in the last six years 
was 8 2 per cent of GDP The deficit in 
1984-85 was 8 34 per cent, in 1985-86, 
8 34 per cent, and in 1986-87, 9 02 per 
cent. In 1988-89, it came down to 7 83 per 
cent but rose again to 8 05 per cent in 
1989-90 and 8 36 per cent in 1990 91 
What the Finance Minister is proposing 
to do IS break this trend which is far 
hard a proposition to accomplish than to 
reverse an adverse dc-velopmont of a year 
or two 

There is another basic objection to whole 
approach to fiscal correction hoing pursued 
by the Finance Minister For purpose o' 
bringing inflation undei control what is 
necessary is to reduce drastically arid 
eliminate altogether at most in a couple of 
years revenue account and monetised 
budgetary deficits Attention need to be

homogeneity of the population in China 95".'„ 
of which belongs to the Han race, tracing

It may be that India's case on tho 
boundary is not water-tigfit, but tho Chinese 
case on tho border is qualitatively much 
worse. However, it must be admitted that in 
any negotiations the solution cannot be 
based on the position taken by one side or 
the other, and will have to be found through 
compromise. This is what is meant by the 


focussed on these rather than on reducing 
gross fiscal deficit.

16, the Finance Minister makes even a 
mention of these two kinds of deficit That 
IS unfortunate for in tho absence of 
effectively dealing with revenue account and 
monetised deficit, the whole talk of reducing 
fiscal deficit with a view to providing stability 
to the economy is reduced, at best, to 
statistical jugglery if not a farco Tho revenue 
account deficit has risen from tho negligible 
amount of Rs 3.92 croro in 1981-82 to tho 
whopping amount of Rs 17,585 crore in 
1990-91 (revised estimates) and is put at 
Rs 13,854 crore in Dr Manmohan Singh's 
budget During the same period the 
monetised deficit which means the 
amount of deficit that had to be financed 
by issue of new currency from Reserve 
Bank rose from Rs 3,207 crore in 1981-82 
to Rs 14,746 crore in 1990 91 and is put 
at Rs 7,719 crore 111 Dr Manmohan Singh’s 
budget It may be noted that in 1981-82 
tho monetised deficit far exceeded 
revenue account deficit This means that 
deficit financing was used at tho time 
largely to support capital or productive 
expenditure But tho situation changed 
sharply thereafter, particularly after 
1986 87 Reserve Bank's credit came to 
be used onmarily to finance the con'iurnption 
expenditure of the govornmont Focussing

In the above circumstances, there was 
little positive that could bo expected to 
emerge in practical . terms from the 


which is essential for effective management 
of tfie balance of payments". “Reduction in 
inflation", the statement goes on to add, 
will also enable an early relaxation in 
monetary policy and' reduction in interest 
rates which, in turn, will help industrial 
production" One cannot quarrel with these 
prognostications It is legitimate to hope for 
these results once inflation is brought 
under control But will he succeed in 
bringing down inflation? That requires 
ruthlessly cutting down food and fertilisers 
subsidies which now cost the exchequer 
Rs 13,500 crore, if not eliminate them 
altogether. That requires a degree of political 
courage on the part of the government 
and a sense of responsibility on the part 
of opposition parties that at least at 
present are nowhere in sight That is a 
misfortune. 

The gravity and nature of economic crisis 
that the country is facing today are not 
being fully understood by our politicians 
who are busy in their potty games There 
are individuals, no doubt well meaning, as 
well as political parties who are raising the 
bogey of IMF and World Bank dictating the 
fiscal and economic reforms on which the 
country has launched For them, this in 
Itself IS enough of a reason to oppose these 
reforms The argument, to say tho least, is 
fallacious The real issue that needs 
debating is whether the reforms package 
now being pursued would serve the 
purpose for which they are meant If the 
answer is in the affirmative, it does not 
matter whether the reforms package has 
been drawn up in consultation with and on 
dictation of IMF or it has been evolved by 
our own economists As tho Chinese leader 
Dong Xiao Ping said, the colour of the cat 
does not matter so long as it catches the 
mice 

discussions held with Premier Li Peng Tho 
agreements on border trade as well as on 
re opening of the Consulates General in 
Bombay and Shanghai, both give the 
balance of advantage to China In the first 
case It would ease tho pressure on tho 
authorities in Tibet to provide for transporting 
consumer items all the way from China, 
and perhaps even make it possible, 
logistically, to maintain more Chinese troops 
on the Indo-Tibetan boundary In the second 
case, while Indian consular officials will find 
It difficult to move about due to the rigid 
security procedures in Shanghai, there will 
be no such problems faced by the Chinese 
officials in Bombay 

Notwithstanding the fact that, in bilateral 
terms, the visit has been of small benefit 
the mere coming together of the Heads of 
Government of the two countries gives room 
for hope that, there can be more fruitful 
cooperation in the future, even if the 
boundary question is not resolved soon. 
There is also scope for common positions 
to be taken on international questions 
affecting specifically the developing 
countries, in the emerging New International 
Order. 
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Untying The Punjab Knot

That, over the years, the Punjab problem 
has become ever more oomplicated and 
intractable is so obvious that it does not 
require any elaboration. In the eariy 80's 
when the problem first erupted, it was 
manageable in every sense of the term. It 
continued to be manageable for the next 
few years till it was deliberately decided to 
stall it. It is widely known that even when 
things had been sorted out, the then Prime 
Minister changed her mind at the eleventh 
hour and a policy of drift was adopted. 

Two features of what happened need to 
be recalled. One was the political decision 
not to settle but to prolong the problem. It 
suited the ruling party in power at that time 
to have a Hihdu-^kh confrontation and that 
is why the problem was allowed to fester. 
The second feature of it was ttiat Haryana 
was used as a pawn for confronting Punjab. 
Bhajan Lai was the Chief Minister even 
then He was made to articulate certain 
things which it was possible to settle across 
the table But then that path was not 
preferred 

What has happened since then is a matter 
of history In their game for the pursuit of 
piower, politicians use citizens in an utterly 
cynical way. The thousands of people who 
have died since 1982 are an indictment of 
the policies followed and the men and 
women who formulated them. That the 
Punjab situation also led to the eruption in 
Kashmir should also be obvious. This is a 
measure of how wo permit power-seeking 
politicians to manipulate and exploit us. 

Are there any chances of a turn around? 
Some recent straws in the wind point in 
that direction Three developments suggest 
that something is cooking, as they say. One 
pointer is the inability of the State to cope 
with continued militancy It would be 
misleading to say that the State is on the 
run. But there are signs of fatigue, and 
some would say on both sides. Both would 
deny it but the fact remains that the toll of 
daily killings is so high as to prompt quite 
some people to ask the question; are the 
present policies right and can they lead to 
a solution? 

According to well-intormed estimates, 
there are about 150 groups In Punjab today 
which are engaged in this running battia with 
the State. Not more than 15-20 of them, it 
appears, belong to those who are fighting 
for a cause, so to speak. The rest appear 
to be gangs of criminals, smugglers, looters 
and so on. Experience all over the world 
shows that when this kind of a situation 
drags on, year after year, anti-social 
elements invariably enter the scene. In cer¬ 
tain cases they outnumber others and this 
is precisel y what has happened wi Punjab, 
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The return of K.P.S. Gill to Punjab has a 
two-fold significance. One is that the man 
commands the loyalty of his force and the 
second is that the Centre is now running 
out of options. If the whole battle revolves 
around the ruthless determination of one 
man, how long can this go on? Similarly the 
induction of the army into the State is not 
calculated to put an end to militancy. Instead 
it is intended to ensure that elections can 
be held in a somewhat controlled situation. 

There is another question too which 
needs to be raised. As anybody should 
testify, what is happening in Punjab would 
not receive the public support that it does 
were it not for oppression by the Punjab 
police. The two feed upon each other, so to 
speak. The police are so resolutely protected 
by their bosses that any crime that they 
commit, and they commit too many to 
enumerate, remains unquestioned. During 
the last half a decade or so, action against 
policemen who indulged in extortions and 
oppression has been so nominal as not to 
have any meaning. In any change of gears, 
quite a high proportion of those who man 
the Punjab police today would have to be 
sent away on some ground or the other. 
Otherwise peace would never return to 
Punjab 

And let no one have any illusion that 
things would return to normalcy soon. Let 
there be no mistake about it. The cnminal 
elements let loose in the State would 
continue to disturb the peace for years to 
come. But if the ideological confrontabon is 
squared up, the State machinery would have 
no reason to defend those who indulge in 
crimes. It would then be a straightforward 
case of preserving law and order and would 
have to be dealt with as such 

This particular aspect has been dealt with 
at length because in a sense it constitutes 
the heart of the matter. A turn around in 
Punjab could not take place till such time 
as ^ose in power at the Centre wanted it 
that way. The other two causes for a 
possible changeover can be described 
briefly. One is the embarrassment of the 
ruling party today at having got the election 
in Punjab postponed only hours before they 
were due to take place in 1990. This makes 
it more or less inescapable that elections in 
the State are held, and on time. Any other 
course of action would discredit the 
government no end. 

Thirdly, there has been a change of 
guards in the Congress party. The new 
Prime Minister might have bean a part of 



the government all throughout the 80's but 
partly for reasons stated above and parity 
on his own he has come to the conclusion 
that unless this threat to the polity is taken 
care of, he would not be able to give a r»w 
direction to national politics. He wants to do 
that; for that alone would consofidate his 
leadership. In case he can settie things in 
Punjab, it would be possible for him to turn 
to Kashmir next. What can be accomplished 
there remains to be seen. But unless the 
Punjab situation settles down, he cannot 
move towards any kind of a resolution of 
the problem in that Stats. In plain words, 
P. V. Narasimha Rao has a long term 
strategy, if one may put it that way. 

To recall what was stated In the 
beginning, the Punjab Re-organisation Act 
1966 was a flawed one The whole thing 
was handted by G. L. Nanda who had 
political ambitions of his own in Haryana. 
Issues that could have been sorted out then 
were deliberately not sorted out and the 
seed of conflict between the two States 
was sown at that time. Since then, partly 
because of the bungling of the Akali party 
and partly because of the political decision 
to make things even more difficult, Haryana 
and Punjab have got projected as 
protagonists. 

There is a dispute about the capital, about 
certain areas which in linguistic terms do 
not belong to the right State and, no less 
important, there is a dispute about the 
division of water. It is not possible to go into 
details in regard to these issues. The forum 
for that is elsewhere. One thing however 
Hidy be noted. 

The Rajiv-Longowal Accord in 1985 was 
an agreement between the head of a 
government and an important representative 
of a political party. While the govemmenfs 
claim is that it has been implemented, the 
general perception is that it has not been 
implemented. In any case two things are 
dear. Longowal died because others 
thought that he had entered into a 
compromise which fell short of their 
expectations and which was against the 
interest of the community. A good deal of 
the killing that has occurred since then is 
a fallout of some of those painful 
developments. Whatever be the truth of the

None had expected that an unassuming 
person, who had almost rofiriid from 
politics, would bo picked up by his

quiet smd graceful moves Mr Rao cut 
down Mr Pawar td si/o and he had to 
withdraw from tho con'est Mr Rao also

did not take long to establish that the 
future not only of his party but also of the 
country lay in his hands and not in those 
of Mrs Gandhi He has dimmed the 
hopes of Mr Agun Singh also of equalling 
him in stature. Today all the party 
leaders wish that he stays in power for 
the full five-year term because it is in 
their interest 

Mr Narasimha Rao hag also shown a 
unique quality of working out consensus 
among major parties in the Parliament on 
crucial issues He has carefully selected 
issues on which he has been able to get 
support of one major party or another la 
Parliament For example, on the bill for 
maintaining status quo about all places of 
worship and the election of the Speaker 
of tfie Lok Sabha. On the issue of Ayodhya 
he was able to gam the support of all non- 
BJP parties But he carefully avoided 
aligning with .these parties in opposing tho 
Ekta Yatra of the BJP If is again because 
of his frank and open functioning as the 
Prime Minister that has led to the Ajit 
Singh group in the Janata Dal to see its 
future in the Congress With this group 
now out of the Janata Dal. Rao's 
Government has been ensured a longer 
life than was otherwise possible 


matter, one thing is clear No settlement in 
Punjab which fails to go boyond the 1985 
Acewd would endure 

In other words, the Centre would have to 
concede something more than what it had 
conceded in 1985 This is unavoidable 
when an issue is not settled in time and is 
allowed to fester It appears that the 
present Prime Minister has probably taken 
this factor into account His decision to go 
ahead with the election in Punjab and deal 
with whoever captures power seems to 
imply that he would seek a way out in the 
•pint of adjustment and accommodation 
How It IS done precisely remains to bo 
seen 

The lomiula which is being talked about 
goes somewhat like this The transfer of 
Chandigarh was linked to a particular date 
If that solemn assurance was not honoured 
then. It may be honoured now While Bhajan 
Lal keeps on repeating statements that ho 
has been making over the years, he would 
not be averse to a deal Ho wants a 
thousand crores to be given to Haryana to 
build a new capital This deal would suit 
him for reasons which do not have to bo 
elaborated That such a step can enable 
those out of power — Devi Lal etc — to 
create problems for him is something that 
he Is prepared to live with 

Some people think that a decision to this 
effect should be announced even before 
the election Whether that is done or not 
remains to be seen. As to the two other 
issues (exchange ol territory and dispute 


about water), some extra judicial and judicial 
ways can be found to deal with them If the 
past experience is any guide various kinds 
of misgivings would bo in order. But if the 
indications today have any meaning, 
something may come to pass 

To some extent the resolution of this 
issue IS linked up with the balance within 
the ruling jjarty While the Pnme Minister is 
in favour of settling the issue, the Homo 
Minister, it appears, is still operating within 
tho grooves of tho oeirlier Congress thinking 
It would not bo too rash a statement to 
make however that eventually the will ot 
tho Prime Minister would prevail, as indeed 
It should 

When the Akalis adopted the Anandpur 
Saheb Resolution in 1983 and talked of 
more powers to the States with only 
detenco, foreign affairs, currency and 
communications being handled by tho 
Centre, this stance was desenbed as 
utopian During the last two decades 
however, there has been a sea change in 
the climate ol thinking Almost every political 
party has come frround to the view that the 
Centre has been breathing down the neck 
of the States much more than it should 
have It IS also being urged that the States 
should be given many more powers than 
they enjoy today 

The Sarkaria Commission did not choose 
to go beyond what is contained in the 
Constitution. Public thinking, however, has 
moved much beyond and it would not bo a 
matter of surprise if in the next few years 


there is a considerable restructuring in the 
Centre-State relationships 

What is happening in Kashmir is, in a 
sense, much more of a challenge to the 
Indian polity than what is happening in 
Punjab In Kashmir the demand is for total 
independence. In Punjab too, Khalistan is 
demanded by some sections ol opinion 
But the general sentiment is not for it in the 
same measure as it is in Kashmir 

In the latter case, more than 90 per cent 
of people favour an independent Kashmir 
In Punjab the sentiment is the opposite 
Except lor a small proportion of the 
people, the demand for Khalistan is voiced 
by certain segments of political'leadership 
and no more Apail from its poor viability as 
an independent State, the other 
consequence that Punjab atone would 
have to confront Pakistan is a proposition 
which IS not regarded as feasible by most 
people 

In other words it is possible to settle tho 
Punjab issue in such a way that a good 
deal of autonomy is conceded to the 
State but there is no secession as is 
advocated in respect of Kashmir The 
demand for independence in Kashmir is 
overwhelming In terms of tho geo-politic.il 
situation, this can happen only when both 
India and Pakistan agree to a certain 
arrangement between them Given tho 
political situation today, such an agreement 
IS not going to come about That in this 
situation the Kashmiris are talc'd to struggle 
and to suffer is loo obvious to nood any 
comment 

At any rate, the least that the dominant 
political leadership in that State can agree 
to is that the Centre wields control over 
those four areas of governance and the 
rest IS loft to the State It this is conceded 
in Kashmir, can it be refused to a State 
next door'? This question has not been 
considered with all tho sharpness and 
urgency that it demands but sooner or later 
it would have to bo considered. 

This briel survey of tho Punjab problem 
indicates two things clearly One, to keep 
on defemng a decision tends to destabilise 
the polity as a whole Things are changing 
in Assam and if there can bo a turn-about 
in Punjab, the capability of the Indian State 
to settle the Kashmir issue would be fortified, 
and indeed strengthened, to that extent 
The sooner, theiefore, that this issue is 
settled, tho better it would be 

Secondly, this issue cannot be settled by 
sticking to those jxilitical slogans which have 
been used during tho last decade or so. 
The situation both on the national and the 
international front has undergone an 
extraordinary change The dictates of policy 
frierefore demand that bold decisions are 
taken and what was regarded as unfeasible 
yesterday need not be regarded as 
unfeasible today. Whether this lesson has 
gone home to those in power today or not 
remains to be seen. One thing is clear 
however If they do not rise to the challenge, 
they would render themselves jtoliticatly 
redundant before long._

SlnO‘lndlan ties 


The visit of the Chinese Premier, Mr. Li 
Peng, to India in December 1991 marks 
another milestone in the gradual warming 
of the climate between the two countries in 
recent years. It indicates that the desire to 
take the relationship to a friendlier basis 
remains constant on both sides Mr. Li's 
six-day visit provided ample scope for 
discussion at the highest level on many of 
the issues of concern for both the countries 

As part of the efforts to normalise their 
relations, India and China have marked the 
occasion of Mr. Li's visit to New Delhi by 
signing important agreements to boost their 
economic ties. Apart from signing a trade 
protocol for 1992 with a view to expanding 
and diversifying trade relations for mutual 
benefit, the two countries, in a significant 
development, have signed a memorandum 
of resumption of border trade. This is a 
welcome news. Indeed prior to the 
suspension of border trade following Sino- 
Indian hostilities in 1962, there were as 
many as six transit points through which a 
Nourishing Bhotia trade was carried on 
between India and China Such a trade 
accounted in large measure for the 
prosperity of the adjoining regions, Tibet 
and Slnkiang on one side, Uttar Pradesh, 
Himachal Pradesh, Kashmir, West Bengal 
and Sikkim on the other. As such, its 
resumption after three decades would not 
only inject vigour into the economy of these 
peripheral areas but also go a long way to 
correct the balance of trade which thus far 
has remained heavily tilted in favour of 
China. 

The two countries have committed 
themselves to reaching an ‘early and 
mutually acceptable” solution to the 30-year- 
old border problem with both sides agreeing 
to maintain peace and tranquility along the 
Line of Actual Control through periodical 
meetings of military personnel in the border 
area on a regular basis. A joint communique 
issued on December 16 said the Joint 
Working Group (JWQ) should step up its 
work to find an ‘earliest-possible* solution 
to the boundary question. It was decided 
that the next JWG meeting would be held 
in New Delhi in early 1992. 

On Tibet, the two countries stated their 
respective positions. China said that Tibet 
was an ‘inalienable part of ttie Chinese 
tonitory‘ and it was firmly opposed to any 
attempt and action aimed at splitting it 
bringing about independence of Tibet." On 
the other hand, India, whjie reiterating its 


long standing and “consistent position” on 
Tibet, said Tibet was an autonomous region 
of China and it “does not allow Tibetans to 
engage in anti-China activities in India ” 
While China, anticipating troubles in the 
coming years in Tibet, wanted India to 
endorse its old position on Tibet, India 
showed no desire that China should 
comment or state its position on 
Kashmir. 

The Chinese Premier visited India for the 
first time in 31 years There will be a strong 
temptation among analysts to compare the 
outcome of the two events, Mr Li Peng's 
visit with that of Mr. Zhou En lai's visit in 
1960 Mr Zhou En-Lai's visit ended in a 
deadlock over India's border dispute with 
China. Mr Li's has succeeded in only getting 
the two sides to agree to freeze the issue 
and go ahead with moves to promote 
friendship Ostensibly, this is a direct 
consequence of Mr Rajiv Gandhi's attempt 
to break the ice between the two countries 
when he visited China in 1988 and agreed 
to develop India-China relations without 
hinging them on a solution of the territorial 
question. Mr Li's visit must be analysed cn 
the yardstick of the goodwill gesture that 
Mr. Gandhi made three years ago, 
especially because China leaves no 
opportunity to reiterate how historic 
Mr. Gandhi's efforts to rebuild Sino-Indian 
relations has been. 

Both India and China have reasons to be 


satisfied with the outcome of Mr. Li's visit 
Por this country, settlement of the border 
dispute continues to be central to the 
restoration of a lost friendship, although it is 
recognised in this country that appreciation 
and understanding of each other's worldview 
would go a long way in resolving seemingly 
intractable bilateral issues. 


New set-up for Delhi 


The Parliament has on December 20, 
1991 put Its seal of approval tor setting up 
of a 70-member Legislative Assembly and 
a seven-member Council of Ministers for 
Delhi with the adoption of the Constitution 
(74th Amendment) Bill by both the Houses. 
The Parliament also passed the National 
Capital Territory Bill giving effect to the 
Constitution Amendment Bill. These two Bills 
provide a cosmetic change from an 
Executive Council, headed by a Chief 
Executive Councillor, to a Council of 
Ministers, headed by a Chief Minister. 

The National Capital Territory Bill contains 
certain special provisions which include 
barring the Assembly to introduce any Bill 
except on the recommendation of the Lt.- 
Governor in respect of imposition, abolition, 
remission, alteration or regulation of any 
tax. The Bill also stipulates that the laws 
made by Parliament would prevail upon 
those made by the Delhi Assembly. 
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The National Capital Territory Bill also 
stipulates that a fresh delimitation of 
constituencies, distributing the scats 
assigned to the Dolfii I egislativc Assembly 
under the new dispensation will bo 
undertaken by the Election Commission 
The Home Minister has .ilready given an 
assurance to both the Houses that elections 
to the Delhi Assembly will be held within six 
to eight months Tho 56 member Delhi 
Metropolitan Council will now stand 
abolished as it will bo replaced by the 
Assembly 

Notwithstanding the Assembly set-up, 
Delhi would continue to bo a Union Territory 
The Assembly will havu 70 members and 
the Council of Ministers will not exceed 10 
per cent of the total strength of the House 
There shall be reservation of seats for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tnbes in 
the Assembly The Delhi Assembly, 
according to the provisions of the Bill, shall 
adopt one or more languages in use in 
Delhi or Hindi as the official language 

The Constitution Amendment Bill is based 
on the report o( the Sarkaria-Balaknshnan 
Committee submitted to the Government in 
December 1989 on the future administrative 
sot-up of Delhi The committee had also 
recommended that to ensure stability and 
permanence the arrangements should be 
incorporated in the Constitution to give the 
national capital a special status among the 
Union Temtorios 

The National Capital Territory Bill is a 
hastily drafted measure adopted by 
Parliament with no other aim than to be 
seen to bo implementing the promise made 
in the ruling party's manifesto While the 
legislation to an extent meets the demand 
of the Delhi politicians, tho new Bills 
correspondingly leave litUo room for doubt 
about where the power flows from For 
instance, the new Assembly, cannot bring 
forward any Money Bill until it has received 
tho prior approval of the Lt -Governor Tho 
vital subjects of law and order, police and 
land development too have been kept out 
of tho purview of the local govomment It 
has been clearly spelt out that in case of 
any conflict between legislation passed by 
tho Delhi Assembly and Parliament, tho 
latter's enactment shall automatically prevail. 

It may in this context be mention^ that 
even in 1952 and 1956, when Delhi had a 
Legislative Assembly with Mr Brahma 
Prakash as Chief Minister, public order, 
police and land were then under tho control 
of the Central Government 

The most signilicant difference between 
a regular State Assembly and Delhi 
Assembly is in respect of tho role of the 
Chief Minister whose role is clearly defined 
in the Bill “It shall bo tho duty of the Chief 
Minister (a) to communicate to the Lt - 
Governor all deasions of the Council of 
Ministers relating to the administration of 
the affairs of the Capital and proposals for 
legislations, (b) to furnish such information 
relating to the administration of the affairs 
of the Capital and proposals for legislation 
as Lt,-Governor may call for and (c) if the 


Lt Governor so requires, to submit for the 
consideration of the Council of Ministers 
any matter on which a decision has been 
taken by tfio Minister but which has not 
been considered by the Council 

The delimitation of constituencies will be 
another ticklish problem This has to be 
doi.e on the basis ol tho latest census 
ligures if the interests ol those who shifted 
to Delhi after the previous census of 1981 
have to be safeguarded But tho 1991 
figures are only provisional and will have to 
bo taken as approximate Another inherent 
danger in allowing delimitation as a special 
case IS that it may give ri$e to similar 
demands elsewhere 

New aid formula to 
States evolved 

The National Development Council (NDC) 
has on December 24. 1991 put its seal of 
approval on the “directional paper" of the 
Planning Commission sotting out the thrust, 
objectives and macro-economic dimensions 
of the Eighth Five Year Plan, paving the 
way for drafting of the plan document 
expected to be ready early in tho new year 
The Eighth Plan was to have begun from 
April last year but was delayed due to 
political changes since 1989 general 
elections 

The NDC has "unanimously approved" 
tho Planning Commission's approach to tho 
Eighth Plan aiming at a growth rate of 5 6 
per cent in tho gross domestic product 
(GDP) during 1992-97 with an outlay of 
Rs 7,92,000 croro, with a public sector 
investment of Rs 4,00,000 crore, and a 
new formula of Central assistance to States 
with slight changes over the modified Gadgil 
formula 

At tho two-day meeting, which concluded 
in New Delhi, the Chief Ministers gave a 
"broad approval" to the Commission's 
"directional paper" for the Eighth Plan slated 
to commence from Apnl 1992, the Planning 
Commission Deputy Chairman, Mr Pranab 
Mukherjee, told a news conlorence 

Under the new “Mukherjee formula", 
woightage of 60 per cent would bo given to 
population on tho basis of the 1971 census, 
25 per cent to per capita income out of 
which 20 per cent on deviation method and 
5 per cent on distance method, 7 5 per cent 
for performance of tho State in stipulated 
fields and the remaining 7 5 per cent on 
special problems of tho State The deviation 
factor accounts tor tho deviation of the per 
capita income of the State from the national 
average and tho distance method deals with 
tho difference in a State's per capita income 
from tho highest level 

Further, the Prime Minister announced 
that four committees would be set up on 
micro level planning tor involving people al 
grassroots, austerity, employment and 
population, Some Chief Ministers wanted 
that a permanent standing committee of 
NDC be set up and to this the Pnme 
Minister's observation was that ho would 


be setting up such a committee after 
consulting tho Chief Ministers 
On tho future of Centrally-sponsored 
schemes, the mooting agreed that 113 
schemes suggested by the Narasimha Rao 
Committoo would be transferred to States 
along with the allocation being made for 
them This transfer would not come under 
transfer ot funds under tho Gadgil formula, 
Mr Mukherjee said 

The message from the two day meeting 
of the NDC IS not what should be done to 
attain a high growth rate during the Eighth 
Plan, but that growth hinges on a reduction 
in governance and control and freer play to 
private efforts The first of tho pre requisites 
was spelt out by tho Prime Minister in clear 
terms when he announced the decision to 
abolish 1.000 posts in Government offices. 

The much-delayed Eighth Plan allowing 
a greater role for the private sector in certain 
infrastructure areas is all sot to be launched 
from April next year in the backdrop of a 
severe resource crunch and when planning 
Itself has undergone a change after tho 
introduction of structural economic reforms 

P Respite in Assam 

With the release of the last hostage by 
the United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) 
on December 19, 1991, the five-and-a-half- 
month-old hostage drama in Assam has 
ended The ULFA also declared "unilateral 
ceasefire" with effect from December 17. 
clearing the way for the first round ot talks 
between the militants and the Centre 
The declaration of "unilateral ceasefire" 
and simultaneous and unconditional release 
of hostages held for five and-a-half months 
can be taken as an evidence of tho militants' 
good faith On more than one occasion in 
the past, the ULFA's offers of talk to the 
Government or to cease hostilities were 
conditional and made apparently for tactical 
purpose This does not appear to bo the 
case now Tho announcement is the 
outcome of talks between the Government 
intermediaries and representatives of tho 
banned organisation 
The Willingness on the part of the ULFA 
to come to the negotiating table constitutes 
a moral victory for the Chief Minister, 
Mr Hiloswar Saikia The Asom Gana 
Parishad (AGP) vote bank is badly 
fragmented and the ongoing exercise to 
restructure tho party senms intended to 
check further erosion of its support base. 
The AGP leaders have not played their 
cards properly Not only did they oppose 
the induction of the Army in the State but 
they demanded tho dismissal of tho Saikia 
Government for its iailure to control the 
law and order situation They have done 
precious little to arrest the rising tide of 
socessionism, actively propagated by 
ULFA and turned a blind eye to tho terror 
tactics of the militant outfit 
It is common knowledge that ULFA 
worked during the AGP rule virtually as its 
militant wing If the moderates m the AGP 
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tolerated it as a useful pressure group, the 
hardliners gave open support to the 
secessionist outfit The party leaders' 
remained embroiled in internecine quarrels 
which ultimately led to the split in the party 
and the AGP's defeat at the polls 

It has taken a time-gap of 10 months, 
two Army operations, over 200 killings and 
150 kidnappings, to got the ULFA to express 
Its willingness to negotiate This is not to 
mention the extortion running into lakhs of 
rupees, the arrest of over 4,000 people, the 
snatching and recovery of large quantities 
of arms and ammunition 

The ULFA was first called for talks with 
the Government in February 1991, in a letter 
written to the State Governor, during 
President's rule The Operation Bajrang was 
then on in full swing since November 1990 
Towards the end of February again, if 
announced, as now, a unilateral coasefire 
The Government did not respond to its offer 
The ULFA too continued its activities, 
resulting in the killing of at least 22 Congress 
workers and supporters 

The overwhelming sense of relief at the 
release of all the hostages and ULFA's 
unilateral ceasefire should not be allowed 
to distract attention from the fact that the 
pacification of Assam is still a distant dream 
The Army's unrelenting pursuit of the 
insurgents has more or loss forced ULFA to 
the negotiating table and compelled it to 
reconsider its preposterous demand for an 
independent State But judging from the 
earlier experience in the aftermath of 
Operation Bajrang, the activities of the 
insurgents will need to be monitored very 
closely Under no circumstances can the 
overall pressure bo cased and ULFA 
activists given a chance to utilise the respite 
to regroup 

The fact that Operation Bajrang failed to 
attain its objective is no longer a secret, 
although debates will continue whether this 
was the result of the leakage of the'nows of 
Its launching by a State Government at I 
odds with the Centre or the unimaginative 
manner in which the Army action was 
conducted. Operation Rhino has obviously 
been more succossti;! But even then, no 
one IS sure whether the present retreat by 
the ULFA is a tactical one The reported 
split in Its ranks also carries the danger of 
a more militant body taking its place It will 
take a long time for anyone to bo convinced 
that the threat of secession in Assam is 
over. 

Banking reforms ] 

In a far reaching recommendation, the 
Narasimham Committee on monetary 
reforms has stipulated an end to duality of 
control in the banking system, revamping of 
banking structure, depoliticising of 
appointments of chief executives and benk 
boards and abolition of common staff 
recruitment system for officers. 

The nine-member committee's report 
tabled in Parliament on December 17, 1991 


has said the ban 'n setting up new banks 
in the private sector bo lifted, branch 
licensing system abolished and advocates 
a more open policy towards operation of 
foreign banks The committee on financial 
system headed by Mr M Narasimham, 
former RBI Govornor, was set up in August 
this year to examine the existing structure 
and make recommendations for improving 
and modernising the organisational 
machinery and managerial policy 
On the revamping of the banking 
structure, the committee has wanted throe 
or four large banks to be made global in 
character and eight to 10 national banks 
with a network of branches throughout the 
country It felt subsidiaries of major banks 
should be set up for rural banking operations 
and local bank operations should be 
confined to specific region 
The committee has underlined the need 
lor “speedy and substantial liberalisation of 
capital market and adoption of realistic 
interest rate policy " 

The committee has stressed the 
importance of depoliticising appointments 
of chief executives and boards, restoring to 
management the right to recruitment, 
rewards and punishment It says autonomy 
in decision-making and operational flexibility 
could only be ensured if there were no 
extraneous, administrative and political 
pressures, which in its view had been 
responsible to a groat extent for the 
problems lacing financial services industiy 
Two of the members ot the committee, 
Prof M Datta Choudhary and Mr M R 
Shroff, said the Government should not 
appoint Its olficials on the board ol public 
sector banks and financial institutions They 
said banking division of the Ministry ol 
Finance as at present constituted should ' 
consequently be abolished Such 
measure, they felt, would serve as a strorjg 
message of autonomy of the system And 
help in implementation ot other 
recommendations of the committoo 

Dwelling at length on the ’■ostructuring of 
nationalised banks, the committee said the 
system should evolve toward a broad 
pattern consisting ot three or four large 
banks, including the State Bank, eight to 10 
national banks with a network ot countrywide 
branches, local banks for regional operations 
and rural banks While the large banks could 
become international in character, the 
national banks could bo engaged in 
universal banking 

Tho committee was of the view that 
moving to this revised system bo based on 
profitability considerations and brought about 
through a process of “merger .ind 
acquisitions" 

Regarding foreign banks, the committee 
said the Government should be more liberal 
in allowing them to open more branches 
keeping in line with the policy oh foreign 
investment. It wanted joint ventures with 
foreign and Indian banks to be permitted 
with regard to merchant and investment 
banking, leasing and other now forms of 
financial services. 


The committee was of tho view that 
foreign oporafions ol Indian banks should 
bo rationalised It saw scope for one or 
more hnnclios of largo banks in addition to 
the Sute Bank of India to have operations 
in major intcmational financial centres 


Indo-Nepaf relations 


The Indo Nepal summit held in New Delhi 
in December 1991 marks a positive turning 
point in th(3 delicate ties br.'tween the two 
countries Tho success ol the Nepalese 
Prime Minister, Mr Girija Prasad Koirala's 
visit to India IS a happy reminder of the fact 
Ih.nt It IS m.'voi hr>yond well meaning 
neighbours to losolvt- bil.iteral issues if they 
display the necessary political will 

In an epoch making oltort to strengthen 
ago old friends hijj India and Nepal have 
on Decemboi 6 1991 signed five agree¬ 
ments including on tr.ide and transit and 
reached far reaching understanding to tap 
enormous potential of water resources for 
mutual benefit 

Among tho proje(.ts on which an 
agreement has been reached, following 
deliberations ot the Indo Nopal joint 
commission .irc the Kninali multipurpose 
project, Pan< best .war multipurpose project, 
the Kosi Bhinvi.ig e harrago, the Baghmati- 
Kamaln srtieme ihe Bapta-Kosi high dam 
and the Burh: G.ind.ak scheme Tho only 
ponding watf r ■•.■i.’ring .scheme now is the 
Tanakpur chenn' on which the Nepaleso 
side came up with new suggestions on 
details ol power sharing The matter has 
been t; leried h.irn to Ihe joint commission 

kidin has .igii.-ed to eriter into separate 
tre.'ilies on tr.ide and transit with Nepal 
thereby removing one of tho irritants 
between the two countiies The treaty on 
transit us valid (or seven years and incluctes 
procedures to encourage Nepalese imports 
and pxpoits The treaty on trade is valid for 
five yc irs and is r^onewable tor the same 
period Besides the crloments included in 
_ th(! earlier treaty, India has agreed to give 
sever.il new lacilitior. and concessions for 
Nepalese exports to India 

The visiting Nepaleso Prime Minister and 
India's Prime MinisU'r, Mr P V Narasimha 
Rao. jointly decided to set up an Indo-Nepal 
foundation in tho name of late Nepalese 
leadei, Mr B P Koirala 
T' , centuries old Indo Nepal friendship, 
which had .suffered lethal blows during the 
past low years, thanks to 'follies of men 
who have been in charge liom time to time," 

IS being revived as a nisull ot the recent 
summit between Mr N.arusimhn Rao and 
Mr Koirala Tho advent of multi party 
democracy in tho Himalayan kingdom and 
tho reborn spirit of aceommodafion in India 
have helped a great deal in getting over tho 
1988 90 crisis This was indeed not just a 
meeting between the two Prime Ministers 
but reflected the desire of the two peoples 
to bury the recent past and resurrect the 
old one Both the leaders deserve all praise 
for opening a now chapter in Indo Nepal 
relations

Commonwealth of 
Independent States 


Leaders of 11 former Soviet republics 
have agreed that each of them has the 
right to create its own army and decided to 
determine within two months whether to 
divide the existing conventionaf armed 
forces of th.' former Soviet Union among 
themselves 

The loaders, meeting in the Belarus 
capital of Minsk for their first summit on 
December 30, 1991 as founders of the 
Commonwealth of Independent Stales (CIS) 
have, however, agreed to maintain single 
command over nuclear arms with the 
nuclear-button in the hands of Russian 
President. Mr Boris Yeltsin The button 
could be pushed only with the consent of 
four slates with nuclear weapons on their 
soil — Russia, the Ukraine, Belarus and 
Kazakhstan To facilitate consultations 
among the four states, a hot line is to be 
established within two weeks 



Boris Yeltsin 


The agreement on nuclear weapons 
control mechanism is a reiteration of the 
one reached in the Kazakh capital Alma 
Ata on December 21 when the 11 members 
signed a historic protocol establishing the 
Commonwealth 

While this agreement was reached 
without much hassle, the leaders failed to 
resolve the fate of the conventional armed 
forces and differed shaifily also on pace of 
economic reforms in the member-states 
The agreement to determine within two 
months the future of the conventional armed 
forces came on insistence by the Ukraine, 
Azerbaijan and Moldova that they have a 
right to control tho former Soviet army based

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on their territones. 

The leaders signed an agreement 
reiterating their legal right to create their 
own armed forces It urged the 
Commonwealth members "to discuss and 
determine together with the commander-in- 
chief (of the formAr Soviet armed forces) 
within two months the control over general 
purpose forces and the order of the 
realisation of the right to create armed forces 
by the Commonwealth states ’ 

To satisfy the Ukraine, the second most 
powerful member of the new entity, the 
agreement added a line “for the Ukraine ■— 
beginning of January 3, 1992" The 
Ukrainian President, Mr Leonid Kravchuk 
has already proclaimed himself commander- 
in-chief of the armed forces stationed on 
his territory It was not clear from the 
agreement whether this line meant that the 
forces stationed in the Ukraine would obey 
only Mr Kravchuk or be under the joint 
command of Mr. Kravchuk and the acting 
commander-in-chief of the former Soviet 
armed forces Marshal Yevgeny 
Shaposhnikov 

As the leaders were arguing about the 
futurofof the convontional forces, Marshal 
Shaposhnikov threatened to quit if there 
was no agreement to preserve the single 
armed force and the unified command for 
tho transitional period Ho has, however, 
been pacified and asked to continue as 
acting commander-in-chief for two more 
months 

Addressing a press conference at the 
end of tho summit, Mr Yeltsin said “as for 
I the conventional armed forces, we 


confirmed the right of each state to decide 
on this issue in accordance with its laws. 
They can either control the armed forces 
on their own or pass them over under the 
single armed forces command,” he added 
The single armed forces and single 
command would be subordinate to the 
council of heads of state, the supreme 
authority of the Commonwealth 

Mr Yeltsin said there would be a council 
of defence ministers within the single 
command to jointly solve defence issues 
and elaborate the defence policy In the 
case of states which do not have defence 
ministries 'and ministers, such as Russia, 
their interests would be represented by 
authorised military specialists. 

On economic policy, the loader said they 
had agreed on “the mam principles of 
economic reforms, its pace, terms and key 
factors but real substance, including 
privatisation, has to be added by each 
independent state" 

The leaders agreed to divide the former 
Soviet Union's property in other countries 
and decided to set up an inter-state 
commission to formulate the criteria and 
principles of division, Mr Kravchuk said 

Tho Soviet Union was formally dissolved 
on December 21 and was replaced by 
independent republics grouped as a 
Commonwealth. Eleven former Soviet 
republics signed a historic protocol forming 
a Commonwealth of Independent States 
proclaiming the once mighty Soviet Union 
dead and giving Russia the UN Security 
Council seat. The momentous decision 
taken at the Kazakhstan capital, Alma Ata, 
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left Mr. Mkhail Gorbachev, President of the 
Soviet Union, to resign on December 25. 

The leaders of the 11 republics decided 
that there was no role for Mr. Mikhail 
Gorbachev in the Commonwealth and took 
away the only power and job he still had by 
naming the incumbent Soviet defence 
minister, Mr. Shaposhnikov, commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces pending a final 
decision on the structure of the army. They, 
however, assured Mr. Gorbachev that he 
would not be considered a criminal and that 
financial and other facilities needed for his 
well-being after he resigns would be 
provided. 


The fall of Gorbachev 


Mr Mikhail Gorbachov, the man who 
changed the face of the Soviet Union and 
the world, resigned as President of the 
U.SSR on December 25, 1991, officially 
bringing to a close the Soviet chapter of 
history His resignation ended the existence 
of the once mighty Super Power and 
pledged to work for the success of the 
Commonwealth of Independent States (CIS) 
formed by 11 former Republics on the mins 
of the world's first soaalist state 

In a nationally televised address, Mr 
Gorbachev, 60. who bowed out of office 
after nearly seven tumultuous years, said 
he was leaving “with concern but also with 
confidence ” The first and the last President 
and the eighth and final leader of the now 
defunct Soviet Union, said he was “ceasing 
my activities as President of the U S S R " 

Shortly after stepping dow.n as the last 
President of the Soviet Union, Mr 
Gorbachov handed over to the Russian 
Federation President. Mr Boris Yeltsin, the 
black bnefcase with the fled Button — the 
ultimate control of 30,000 Soviet nuclear 
weapons 

The “transfer of power’ from one hand to 
another or to be more precise from one 
state to another took place as Mr Yeltsin 
announced the Russian Federation's 
decision to continue Soviet membership at 
the United Nations from the night of 
December 24, as Soviet permanent 
representative to the United Nations, Mr. 
Yuli Vorontsov, handed over a letter by the 
Russian President to the UN Secretary- 
General, Mr. Javier Perez de Cuellar, whidi 
sad, “the membership of the U.S S R at 
the United Nations, including that in the 
Security Counal and in all other agencies 
and organisatbns of the UN system is 
continued with the support of the 
Commonwealth of Independent State by the 
Russian Federation." 

Never in the lives of men and nations 
has one human being altered the destinies 
of so many people in so vast a tract of the 
earth and in so shoit a time as Mr 
Gorbachev. As the sun finally sot on the 
ipighty U S.S R. and its last President, 
Mr. Gorbachev became a free man in a 
free country. The man who set about the 
task of providing a human face to 
Communism six years ago — through 


glasnost providng freedom for. the people 
and perestroika seeking to introduce 
efficiency into the system — was successful 
in obliterating the face of Communism itself 

Mr. Gorbachev's fault was in his inability 
to strike boldly on the economic front and 
he tragically miscalculated the elemental 
forces ho was releasing For here was a 
society that had been moulded on a diet of 
authoritarianism and an egalitarian goal 
which gave many thoir basic physical needs 
but created a new class of rulers with tlieir 
pnvileges and dachas. 

Mr Gorbachev's popularity was dipping 
dangerously as privations were piled on the 
pieople in the twilight world of the dismantling 
of central controls without an alternate 
mechanism in place. And although he 
collected kudos from around the world, he 
was fighting a desperate battio with his arch 
rival. Mr Yeltsin, while trying to cope with 
growing signs of economic chaos The 
abortive coop of August was the beginning 
of Mr Gorbachev's political end because 
Mr Yeltsin, fresh from the laurels he won 
for successfully defying the coup-makers, 
never gave up his advantage The coup 
attempt itself remains something of a 
mystery because it was rankly amatounsh 
and It delivered Mr Gorbachev the coup de 
grace from which he could not recover, 
despite his brave attempts. 

Mr Gorbachev will go down in history as 
a leader who fought the Kremlin 
conservatives to change the face of the 
world but lost the battle for saving the first 
socialist state from disintegration During 
an eventful rule of six years and 10 months 
he overcame fierce resistance to alter the 
global and domestic power equations He 
oven survived hardliners' coup attempt only 
to be cast aside tour months later by the 
republican leaders whom his reforms helpoo 
acquire the powers they wield now 

Mr. Gorbachev may go into oblivion at 
the moment, but he will continue to bo a 
central figure in the future course of 
developments in tho geographical entity 
which once was known as the Soviet Union 
Mr Yeltsin claims that everything about the 
future sot up has been resolved at tho Alma 
Ata summit The only matter to bo settled is 
of the bnefcase containing the code for 
nuclear arsenals He wants to have this 
bnefcase But he ignores tlie economic and 
social realities which will actually determine 
the future of all the constituent republics 


Peace dawns on Korea 


In the four decades since North Korea 
swept across the border ano turned this 
peninsula into a scene of carnage that 
ended in a fearsomely armed stand oft, lew 
in Seoul could even imagine a day when 
the two Koreas would renounce fraticidal 
war and promise to “cease confrontation on 
the international stage.’ The moment finally 
came when much to the surpnse of many 
observers, the two sides signed an 
agreement on reconciliation and non¬ 


aggression and reaffirmed the goal of 
peaceful reunification of the country which 
was divided at the end of the Second World 
War in 1945. 

The sweeping agreement signed in Seoul 
by the Premiers of North and South Korea, 
Mr Yon Hyong Muk and Mr. Chung Woo 
Shik, on December 13, 1991 calls for 
reconciliation and non-aggression in the last 
threatre of the cold war The agreement 
calls upon Seoul and Pyongyang to relax 
thoir military nvalry, respect each other's 
political system, permit free travel between 
the two Koreas and cooperate on economic 
exchanges 

The agreement reaffirmed the principle 
of peaceful unification pledged in the 1972 
joint statement It also stipulated an end to 
abuse and slander, non-intervention in 
domestic affairs and the establishment of a 
standing liaison office in the border village 
of Panmunjom 

The 1972 pact had called for the peaceful 
unification of tho peninsula and promised 
exchange and cooperation on newspapers, 
television and radio, contact between people 
and the promotion of mutual visits by divided 
families But these talks had ended in a 
stalemate 

The new agreement marks tho 
culmination of 15 months of monumental 
changes in inter Korean relations, spurred 
along by the collapse of communism in 
Eastern Europe and Soviet Union and the 
end of the cold war 


SAARC summit 


The seven SAARC (South Asian 
Association for Regional Cooperation) 
nations have in their summit in Colombo on 
December 21. 1991 agreed to liberalise 
trad© in the region with the Prime Minister, 
Mr P V. Narasimha Rao, proposing a 



“collective economic secunty system’ of their 
own as developed nations were forming 
regional blocs and groupings, which some 
feared might be discriminatory. 
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The regional economic cooperation was 
the only ahernative to fulfil the need for an 
effective safeguard for further developing 
arxf strengthening ei.onomies of developing 
countries, Mr Rao said while addressing 
the summit 

The Colombo declaration adopted after 
the ‘businesslike’ meeting ol the Hoads of 
Government of India, Sri Lanka, 
Bangladesh, Pakistan. Bhutan, Nepal and 
Maldives, welcome the general trend 
towards disarmament It hoped develop¬ 
ments in this front would restrain the 
pursuit of military powers in all regions of 
the world. 

In a significant step, the declaration, while 
welcoming the trend towards safeguarding 
human nghfs, observed that this could not 
be viewed in ‘narrow and exclusively political 
terms" 

Civil and political rights on the one hand 
and economic and social rights ori the other 
are interdependent and of equal 
importance,’ the joint declaration noted This 
was one of the major points mooted by 
fndia, which found favour with almost all 
the participating nations 

The declaration in regard to human rights 
underlines the efforts of states to guarantee 
human nghts in their full context, through 
the pursuit of development lor all citizens in 
conditions of stability, which, in turn, 
guarantees the enioymonf of human rights 
by alt persons 

The Heads of States of the SAARC 
expressed hope that peace dividend would 
be used for promoting further dovolopmont 
of Third World countries The declaration 
also welcomes tho trend towards 
populanty based democratic governments 
in different parts of the world, including 
South Asia 

Tho Heads of Governments also decided 
to closely examine the host country's 
proposal to establish a SAARC preferenbal 
trade arrangement by 1977 They also 
decided to establish an independent South 
Asian committee on poverty alleviation, 
consisting of eminent persons from SAARC 
member states to conduct an in depth study 
of diverse expenonces of tho seven nations 
of the grouping 

The declaration, laying stress on 
promoting primary education in tho region, 
agreed to share the member countries’ 
expertise and technical know how so as to 
achieve by the year 2000 total primary 
education for children 

At tho re convened sixth summit of the 
SAARC. the participating nations have 
expressed faith in greater regional 
cooperation in solving pressing problems 
Fears wore expressed tho possible sounng 
of SAARC when the summit scheduled ■ 
earlier for November 7 to 9 was called off 
after Bhutan's King Jigme Smgyo Wangchuk 
expressed his inability to attend owing to 
‘domestic problems", and India insisted on 
a full quotum. It is a happy augury that the 
SAARC members have realised the need 
(0 go in for exckjsive regional economic 
groupings tp solve crises as tho bilateral 


approach wiN not take any one far enough. 

A cruaal issue that needs to engage the 
closo attention of the seven members of 
the SAARC is that of promoting freer trade

such a wide arrangement takes shape, 
however, it should be possible for the 
SAARC members to take concrete steps 
however small in themselves, to increase 
the flow of intra-rcgional trade

The European Community leaders have 
agreed to a historic political and monetary 
un'on treaty in Maastncht (Netherlands) on 
December 11, 1991 that will give western 
Europe a single currency by 1999 and a 
stro.nger joint voice in world affairs Tho 
accord came after a marathon, hard 
fought 12 nation summit spilltxi over into a 
third day to circumvent deep British 
reservations about giving increased powers 
to Brussels 

The breakthrough came when 11 
members agreed to implement a social 
charter enshnning basic workers’ rights 
outside the EC, legal framework, enabling 
the U K, which vehemently opposed it, to 
sign a comprehensive treaty on the other 
issues 

"The compromise represents a significant 
progress With this Maastricht decision, 
Europe has certainly achieved the decisive 
breakthrough, said a beaming German 
Chancellor, Mr Helmut Kohl, who brokered 
the key deal Under the deal a single 
currency, the ECU, managed by an 
independent European Central Bank, will 
be introduced as early as 1997 if seven EC

states meet strict economic criteria, and at 
the latest by 1999. 

Britain obtained a special protocol 
allowing it to postpone a decision on whether 
and when to join the monetary union, but it 
failed to prevent the others from going 
ahead 

The treaty opened the prospect of a 
common European defence, with the 
western European union military pact 
eventually implementing decisions of the 
EC political union Member states agreed 
that their defence policy would be 
compatible with tho U S -led NATO alliance, 
which defended western Europe for the 40 
years of the cold war , 

The EC summit resulted in the fulfilment 
of a dream, making further integration of 
Europe' inevitable and irreversible. The 
summit marked the consummation of a 
durable but not always comjsatible marriage 
among the twelve nations of western 
Europe And tho result, after an eight- 
year-long gestation, will be an United 
States of Europe a federation of nations 
whose pursuit of common interest would 
ensure peace for a continent long-riven by 
conflict 

Tho new European currency the ECU, 
could nval and perhaps oiitstnp the dollar 
in importance by tho ond ol tho century A 
unified Europe would be as powerful 
politically and economically as the United 
States of Amenca, and would ease fears of 
a unifxilar world It would also create a 
stronger world economy benefiting all There 
will still be closo coordination between 
Europe and the United States of Amenca 
on many matters, but a unified Europe will 
strike independent postures much more 
forcefully than in the days of tho cold war. 
This will be a significant and welcome 
development for tho Third World countries 
Political boundaries are purely arlificial Now 
that the lowering of the economic bamers 
has begun, the lifting of tho political curtains 
IS the obvious next stop It will not oome in 
a hurry but it has become a distinct 
possibility

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Need For Structural Change

Tho crisis of Indian politics today is a 
crisis ot ch.ingo If ridliH ts tho widening 
gap between the base of the polity and its 
structures During tho last decade both 
political and economic processes have 
brought sections of tho ptjnphoral and 
deprived social strata into the active political 
CornmiiMity Particularly in the north, the 
intermediate prrasant castes have bettered 
their economic conditions with tho help of 
now ognculiural technology, they are no 
longer willing to accept a political 
dispensation weighted in favour of tho 
traditionally privilegod This is a process 
which started in tho south earlier 

The Harijans, loo, now are awaro of their 
rights, thanks to the slowly changing 
opportunity structure and the efforts by 
political parties to mobilise thoir support 
They have begun demanding a change for 
tho brjtter in their lot Finally, thoro is tfio 
massive change in the social and political 
sensibilities in tho rost of the active political 
community There is a growing demand for 
purposive and principled politics, a deep 
feeling of revulsion against the politics ol 
self-aggrandisement and a mounting anger 
over the neglect of public interest by piolitical 
parties and loaders 

Electoral outcomes since 1967 provide 
ample evidence of those changes at the 
grass roots of our polity Yet, our loaders 
contiriuo to indulge in the same old game 
of gaming ascendancy through tho politics 
of manipulation They have little respect for 
public interest or popular sentiment except 
to exploit It for ensunng their own political 
survival They outbid each other in making 
promises to tho people oven if doing so 
distorts the political process, contuses the 
public and undermines its confidence in the 
democratic system 

The promise of 'stability' and 'order', and 
by implication, of strong, centralised and 
authoritarian rule, when the urgent need ol 
the moment is change -- indeed, 
fundamental change - - and when the one 
important way tho system can deliver the 
goods IS through decentralisation and further 
democratisation, not centralisation and 
authoritarianism 

The exploitation ot concepts like secula¬ 
rism and communalism, historically tho most 
delicate and potentially explosive issuos in 
our polity, by reducing them to catchy 
slogans for getting leverage in tho struggle 
for office when in fact the need is to contain 
religious and communal divisions and direct 
national debate into channels more 
appropriate for bringing about socio¬ 
economic changes which benefit all groups. 

The discrediting of the judicial process 
by, making criminal and political offences. 



established through perfectly legal 
procedures and backed by incontestable 
evidence, a subject of political horse-trading 
when tho need is to re-establish the sanctity 
of legal institutions and constitutional 
process and to lend efficiency and despatch 
to the judiaal process and bring it within 
the reach of tho ordinary people 

The wooing by political parties of influen¬ 
tial segments by holding out promises will 
harm the economy and the interest of the 
people at largo When the real need is to 
both contain unreasonable demands of the 
organised sector and provide employment 
and increased earnings for the poor and 
the dispossessed most of whom belong to 
tho unorganised and tho non-unionised 
sectors, the government's attitude is one of 
compromise 

It IS, in part, because of such spunous 
issuos and unprincipled actions that the 
credibility of the system is at a low ebb and 
the democratic political process is facing a 
serious challenge today This challenge 
comes primarily from an anti-people and 
authoritarian political party which thinks of 
elections, not as an expression of the will of 
the people, but as an occasion for 
manipulating public discontent and turning 
it into a plebisate for personal power 

Elsewhere, whore such plebiscitary 
dictatorships have come to power, they have 
done so in the name of the people, in tho 
name of stability and discipline, progress 
and 'modernisation' and, above all, in the 
name of national unity and glory That 
almost all such dictatorships fail to deliver 
the goods and ultimately spell rum for the 
country has not stopped tho same process 
from repeating itself And wherever this 
happens, it is largely because the prevailing 
political system has got into a rut and has 
ceased to perform and to elicit support from 
the people 

If India IS to avoid this scenario — now 
or later — its people should got to tho root 
of the problem All these years we have 
been only too prone to complacency Some 
ot us have tended to live under one illusion 
or another •— illusion about a more cohesive 
Congress Party after 1969, illusion about 
tho Emergency, illusion about the Janata 
Dal It should now be clear that unless our 
democratic polity can meet the challenges 
of change effectively its very survival will be 
imperilled 

The greatest need of the moment is to 
restructure our institutions — social, 
economic and political — and give a new 



thrust and purpose to politics in tile country 
There are no instant solutions to problems 
ansing out of basic social change and no 
effective ways of resolving them 
satisfactorily except through an open and 
competitive political process Failure to 
recognise this will be grave tolly, for, in 
society experiencing a change, regimes 
which are not democratic freeze the situation 
rather than transform it for tho better 

The task to which we should address 
ourselves, therefore, is the task of 
strengthening the democratic system by 

(a) bridging the gap between the centres 
of decision making and the people, 

(b) enabling the underprivileged and tho 
deprived to become part ot tho power 
structure at present controlled by tho domi 
nant castes and the urban middle classes, 

(c) reorienting the economic system to 
meet the leal needs of the latter and of the 
population as a whole, and with this in view, 

(d) drawing upon new technologies, 
innovative efforts in organisation, 
management and research, and the 
enormous pool of skilled personnel and 
entrepreneurial talent that exists, to give a 
major push to the economy 

This calls for not just now policies 
designed to meet the real needs ot all but 
a restructuring of the framework of power 
and decision-making It also calls for 
endowing local populations with the 
necessary wherewithal to exercise control 
over their own destinies This entails a now 
piocess of power-sharing — both economic 
and political — which is radically different 
from the present highly centralised process 
dominated by a small political, bureaucratic 
and professional elite It involves creating a 
framework that strengthens the self reliant 
capacities of the people, now threatened by 
monstrously monolithic, inefficient and 
corrupt organisations 

We have by now enough experience to 
show that it is very difficult, almost 
impossible, to remove poverty and gross 
disparities in a society like ours — which is 
based on the twin principles of inequality 
and immobility — except by endowing the 
poor and the deprived with the power to 
make decisions that affect them, aided by 
men who are competent and dedicated 
within the governing structures.

The Federal System 


Scheme of Division 
of Powers 

While dealing with the basic principles of 
the Constitution we had occasion to briefly 
discuss the federal principle embodied in 
the Constitution. The outstanding 
characteristic of modem federalism is that it 
helps to preserve unity while allowing 
diversity, oneness while providing for 
division. Part XI of the Constitution deals 
with the division of powers and the 
consequent relations between the Union and 
the States in a detailed manner. Chapter 1 
of Part XI embodies the Legislative 
Relations, Chapter 2 the Administrative 
Relations and Chapter 3 the Financial 
Relations. 

Legislative Relations 
between the Union 
and States 

A common feature ol many federal 
constitutions, which foliow the American 
federal model, is to enumerate a list of 
legislative powers and assign them to the 
Union and leave the residue to the States. 
The Canadian Constitution, on the other 
hand, follows a different system. According 
to this, there are two lists of legislative 
powers, one for the Centre and the other 
for the provinces and the residue is vested 
in the Centre. The Constitution of India 
follows a system similar to the Canadian 
but with more elaborate lists which include 
an additional one called the Concurrent List. 
In drawing up an elaborate Concunent UsL 
the framers of our Constitution followed the 
Australian pattern of federal division of 
powers. The scheme is almost the same as 
in the Government of India Act of 1935. 
The three lists are embodied in the Seventh 
Schedule of the Constitution. 

The Union List, which is the first of the 
three lists, consists of nirlety-seven items 
and Is the longest of the three. It Includes 
items such as defence, armed forces, arms 
and ammunition, atomic energy, foreign 
affairs, diplomatic representation. United 
Natfons, treaties, war and peace, citizenship, 
extradition, railways, shipping and 
navigation, airwc^s, posts and telegraphs, 
talaphones, wireless and broadcasting, 
currency, oofnage and legal tender, foreign 


loans, the Reserve Bank ol India, foreign 
trade, inter-State trade and commerce and 
its regulation, banking, bills of exchange, 
insurance, stock exchange, patents, 
establishment of standards in weights and 
measures, control of industries, regulation 
and development of mines, minerals and oil 
resources, maintenance of national 
museums, libraries and such other 
institutions, historical monuments, the 
Survey of India, census. Union public 
services, elections, parliamentary privileges, 
audit of government accounts, constitution 
and organisation of the Supreme Court and 
the Union Public Service Commission, 
income-tax, customs duties and export 
dubes, duties of excise, corporabon tax, 
taxes on capital value of assets, estate duty, 
terminal taxes and taxes on the sale or 
purchase of newspapers, etc., which are of 
common interest to the nation and with 
respect to which uniformity of legislabon 
throughout the Union is essenbal. As such. 
Parliament has exclusive powers of 
legislation with regard to the items 
mentioned in this list. 

The State List (Ihe second list) consists 
of sixty-six items. The selecbon of these 
items IS made on the basis of local interest 
and it envisages the possibility of diversity 
of treatment with respect to Afferent items 
in the Afferent States of the Union. The 
scope of the application of the federal 
prindpio in India is to be determined the 
scope of State legislation arising out of items 
included in this list. 

Some of the more important of these 
items are as follows: public order, police, 
administrabon of justice, prisons and 
reformatories, local government, public 
health and sanitabon, intoxicating liquors, 
burials and burial grounds, libraries and 
museums controlled by the State, intra-State 
communications, agriculture, animal 
husbandry, water supplies and irrigation, 
land rights, fisheries, trade and commerce 
within the State, gas arxi gas works, markets 
and fairs, money lending, theatres, betbng 
and gambling, local elecbons, legislative 
privileges, salaries and allowances of all 
State officers. State public services and the 
State Public Service Commission, treasure 
trove, land revenue, taxes on agriculturai 
income, taxes on lands and buildngs, estate 
duty and succession duty on agricultural 
land, duties of excise on alcoholic liquors, 
opium, etc., produced wiMn the State, taxes 
on the entry of goods into a local area, 
taxes on electricity (Its safe and 



consumpbon), taxes on the sale and 
purchase of goods other than newspapers, 
taxes on goods arxf passengers carriwf by 
roads or inland waterways, taxes on 
vehicles, taxes on animals and boats, toUs, 
taxes on professions, trades and callings, 
capitabon taxes, taxes on luxuries, etc. The 
State legislature has the exdustva power of 
legislation with regard to every one of the 
items included in the State List. 

The Concurrent List (the third fist) consists 
of forty-seven items. These are items with 
respect to which uniformity of legislation 
throughout the country is desirable but not 
essential. As such, tl^ are placed under 
the jurisdiction of both the Union and the 
States. 

The list includes items such os detention 
for reasons connected with the security of 
the State, marriage and Avorce, transfer of 
property other than agncultural land, 
contracts, bankruptcy and insolvency, trust 
and trustees, civil procedure, contempt of 
court, vagrancy, lunacy and mental 
deficiency, adulteration of foodstuffs, drugs 
and poisons, economic and social planning, 
commercial and industrial monopolies, trade 
unions, social security, labour welfare, 
education, forests, legal, medical and other 
professions, vital statistics, trade and 
commerce in a number of items, price 
control, factories, electricity, newspapers, 
books and printing pressm, stamp duties, 
etc. The Parliament of InAa and the Stats 
legislatures have concurrent power of 
legislation over the items included in this 
list. So long as Partiament does not pass a 
law or' any of these items, the ^las may 
pass any law they like on the same. But 
once Parliament does enact a law on such 
items, parliamentary law shall prevail over 
any State law in this regard. There is, 
however, one exception to Ms generA rule. 
According to this a later taw of the State 
legislature on any item in the Concurrent 
List shall prevail over an earlier law of 
Partiament on the same subject, H the Stale 
law was reserved for the consideration of 
the President and received his assanL This 
is a novel and original feature which enables 
a State to pass a more advanced piece of 
legislation than an existing parliamentary 
law. 
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As in Canada, ihe residuary powers of 
legislation are vested in the Union This 
.power includes the power ol making laws 
< imposing any taxes not mentioned in the 
|,'State List or the Concurrent List Parliament 
("is also empowered to establish additional 
''Courts for the better administration of laws 
"'made by it on any matter included in the 
Union List Besides. Parliament has the 
exclusive power ol legislation to give effect 
to any treaty, agreement or convention with 
any other country or international body 

Although the States have the exclusive 
power of legislation over every item in the 
State List, there are two exceptions to this 
general rule ' 

(1) Under Article 249, if the Council of 
States (Rajya Sabha) declares by a 
resolution supported by two-thirds of the 
members present and voting, that it is 
necessary or expedient in the national 
interest that Parliament should make laws 
with respect to any matter enumerated in 
the State List, then Parliament is competent 
to make laws on that matter for the whole 
or any part of India. Such a resolution 
remains valid lor a year. If. however, the 
situation under which the resolution was 
passed continues to exist even at the end 
of the one-year period, another resolution 
to the same effect may be passed In the 
absence of such a resolution, the 
parliamentary law passed in this connection 
will automatically cease to be in force within 
six months after the end of the year 

(2) Under Article 250. Parliament is 
empowered to make laws on any item 
included in the State List for the whole or 
any part of India while a proclamation of 
emergency is in operation The maximum 
period for which such a law can be in force 
is the period for which emergency lasts and 
six months beyond that period 

The entire scheme of the distribution of 
legislative powers undoubtedly displays a 
strong tendency towards a high degree of 
centralisation. This has been praised by 
some as the product of realism and a 
genuine understanding of the general 
tendency towards centralisation in all 
federations whatever be the nature of the 
division of power in them as shown by the 
original, written provisions At the same time, 
others have denounced it as deviation from 
a strictly federal pattern and an attempt to 
embody unitariness in a federal form Here 
we may recall our earlier discussion on the 
meaning of federalism and point out that 
there is no stnctly rigid federal system sot 
as a pattern for all to copy, nor any sanctity 
attached to any particular form of federation 
Federal government is not always and 
everywhere good government 

The Union Government, by virtue of its 
position is called upon to coordinate the 
activities of the various State Governments 
in the interests of uniformity without which 
there Is the risk of fissiparous tendenoos 
growing unchecked. Moreover, the trend 
towards centralisation is not peculiar to India 
War, economic depression, the growth of 
social services, the mechanical revolution

On the contrary, they 
have at their disposal substantial powers 


covering a large area which enable them to 
function as effective agencies of the 
sovereign power which they share with the 
Union Take, for instance. Items like public 
health, agnculture and fisheries which are 
placed within the jurisdiction of the States 
Considering the importance of these items 
from a national point of view, one could 
even doubt the wisdom ol leaving them in 
the State List. Yet, these powers are there 
with the States making them function as 
units of a federal system that attempts a 
balanced division of power in the context of 
the complex problems of the present day.

Th€^ leader should know and clearly 
understand the one basic reason why any 
human being does anything at ail. He must 
probe, analyse and grasp the cause of all 
human activities The best way to find the 
answer is to put the queston yourself. Why 
are you reading this article? Let us say 
that your answer is to improve your 
personality. "Now let us ask the next 
question. Why do you want the personality? 
You might say you need the personality 
to attain success in life, to gain your 
ambition, to shine as a leader, to acquire 
wealth, power, fame, to serve the nation, 
world, people — in fact for anything and 
everything. All right, now let us ask the 
next question. Why do you want to attain 
whatever that you are after? The ultimate 
answer would be that It gives you a 
sense of achievement, fulfilment, 
satisfaction, contentment, pleasure or 
happiness Therefore, the ultimate aim or 
object of any human activity is to attain 
happiness 

The playboy or spendthrift throws his 
money away; the miser hoards it Both do 
so for the same reason to find happiness. 
They do so because they find pleasure in 
doing so All human beings want to be 
happy. They seek pleasure and avoid pain 
According to psychologists, a!! our actions, 
every one of them without exception — 
whatever we do — is governed by what 
they call the “pleasure-pain" pnnciple In 
other words, it is human nature to seek 
whatever brings pleasure to one's self and 
to avoid what brings pain. 

We said there is no exception to this 
rule. You may ask about those who commit 
suicide. Again the answer is the same. To 
them to continue to live is intolerable and 
painful. They try to find happiness in 
: death. The soldiers march ahead in the 
face of enemy bullets because they 
I cannot suffer the pain of being dubbed as 
i cowards. Then there is also the pain of 
facing a court-martial. Mother sacrifices for 
the sake of the child because it gives her a 
certain pleasure. Our actions are all 
governed by this ultimate aim We may 
suffer minor pains now in order to attain 
future pleasure. You miss your sleep and 
study for the examinations because you 
can enjoy the pleasure of passing the 
examination later. We may like to sleep, 
chat with a fn'end, see a picture or view the 
television but we study our lessons or attend 
to our work instead. We do so because we 
hope to reap more pleasure in the end by 
doing so. 

Since this “pleasure-pain* princif^ forms 
the basis of all human actions, statesmen,

politicians, salesmen, preachers,

Many may prefer to 
suffer some physical pain today to avoid 
mental pain later on When we give a person 
the choice between something pleasant 
and something painful, he or she will 
usually accept the pleasure every time 
However, when you point out that a little 
pain today will bring more pleasure 
tomorrow, then that person will opt for the 
pain now. People would like to avoid things 
which are tiring, boring, uninteresting and 
inconvenient, unless they know or feel that 
such hardship would produce adequate 
pleasure in dte future. People undergo 
serious diet restrictions, take skenuous 


exercises, spend hours in beauty saloons, 
so that they could appear beautiful or 
handsome, impress those they wish to 
please and thus gain satisfaction or 
pleasure 

The leader should, therefore, keep this 
basic factor in view while attempting to 
motivate and influence others and his or 
her own self For instance, when you make 
a resolution to give up a bad habit and 
cultivate a new good habit lor self- 
improvement, you must think about the 
pleasant things that will result from following 
the planned course of action and all the 
painful results of not following it. When you 
are tempted to go in for that extra ice¬ 
cream. that cigarette, that drink, you are 
I attempting to stay away from, you most not 
think of the monetary pleasure but dwell on 
the future resultant pain. Then you would 
automatically opt for the minor pain or 
sacrifice now for the pleasure that will accrue 
in the future. 

Any bad habit can be broken in this way. 
Anything can be sold the other individual if 
ho IS convinced that it would definitely 
contribute to his pleasure and happiness. 
When you wish to influence and motivate 
others, help them to get more pleasure and 
to avoid unpleasantness or pain You must 
offer others brightness, sunshine, success, 
thrills, adventures, power, recognition, name, 
fame, health, wealth and happiness instead 
of misery, gloom and suffenng. If you are 
pleasant, courteous, well-mannered, 
considerate, warm, sympathetic, interested, 
giving instead of taking, offonng instead of 
demanding, optimistic instead of pessimistic, 
others will find you a source of pleasure 
and seek out your company 

Always avoid causing pain and attempt 
to add to an individual's pleasure and you 
will find yourself to be the most successful 
leader. Pause for a second before you act 
and ask yourself whether your word or deed 
will contribute to his present or future 
pleasure If it won't, then do not say it or do 
It. When you deal with groups, organisations 
and institutions, then think in terms of their 
collective interests

Is A Proven Pipe-Dream 


Group Discussion Test though only 
verbal, is completely different from an 
interviaw, debate or iecturette which are 
also linked to an individual's ability to 
express his ideas and make an adequate 
favourable impact on the Nsteners. The 
Group Discussion, as the very terminology 
implies, has two elements, Wr, a group 
consisting of certain number of individuals 
aR of whom should ertgage themselves in a 
discussion. It is obvious that the group will 
discuss or talk about some subject, topic or 
event which is of interest to it In an 
interview, the candidate has to deal with a 
Board of Interview or a single interviewer 
who is not his competitor or nval The 
initiative will also be with the interviewer or 
Board who will ask the questions to which 
the candidate has to respond. He will be 
given ample opportunities as the interviewer 
is interested in the answers, comments, 
views, ideas etc. of the candidate. In the 
debate and Iecturette. the candidate is given 
some time to think and marshall his ideas 
and the Chairman or Presiding Officer will 
ensure that no one Interferes while the 
candidate it presenting his case or ideas. 
On the other hand in the GD Tost, the 
candidate is pined against his nvals or 
competitors. All who make up the group 
and participate in the discussion are 
applicants for the same job, post, 
scholarship, award and so on. Naturally the 
person who secures the maximum marks 
will get selected. 

Hence everyone m the group would be 
keen to top in the discussion, resulting in a 
good deal of rivalry and martouvering for 
situations of advantage. Thus, in the GD 
Test, the candidate has to manage others 
and get the co-operation of the group by 
continuously reacting to situations as they 
keep developing and changing. The 
dynamics of tiie group will stimulate each 
candidate to reveal his inherent, natural, 
leadership qualities in a spontaneous 
manner.

Since the subject to be 
discussed by the group as a whole, with al 
of us participating in the proceedings where 
is the need for separate and individua 
consultations. It would be superfluous anc 
total waste of time 

No, 2; (Raising his voice and showing 
some annoyance and irntation). You arc 
wrong there No. 5 I must say even No 7 
IS mistaken. I happen to be a neighbour ol 
No 3 and I insist on having consultation 
and even No 4 also, who Is his othei 
neighbour, would similarly like to have a 
chat with him first. In any case it Is my du^ 
to support my neighbour. 

No. 4: Anything is acceptable to me. I 
will do as the group ctecides. 

No. 5:1 say. No. 2, your duty is to support 
and do what is best for the group. Whoever 
told you that you should support your 
neighbour, rK> matter what he says or does. 
Will you act if your neighbour asks you to 
do something awful and silly. Come on man, 
you must use your commonsense provided, 
of course, you have any. 

No. 2:1 ^allonge you No. 5. Thank God 
you are not my neighbour and 1 do not have 
to suffer you.

Before he could 
answer the query posed by No. 7, No. 5 
jumps into the fray. The strong stand taken 
by No. 5 and the vehement objection he 
displayed to the remarks of No. 3 is resented 
by No. 2, who decides to standby No. 3. 
Thus we witness a duel between Nos. 2 
and 5.

The Candidate 


Vadakkanchen Kunju Thomas Verghese, 
our candidate for interview, radiates an air 
of cool confidence with his good carriage, 
firm steps, deliberate movements and 
polished conduct. He looks smart and woll- 
atbred in his good-fitting, properly tailored 
safari suit of light colour He sports shining 
high-heeled shoes which add to his height 
and make him look tall and impressive. He 
keeps his abundant black curly hair 
somewhat long but it is well-trimmed, 
shampooed and combed to indicate care 
and discipline The thin moustache on his 
face gives him a handsome appearance 
emphasising his youth and likeness to a TV 
model He enjoys a warm and cheerful 
disposition and his large, dark eyes reflect 
Keenness and interest One is able to 
perceive instantly in his appearance and 
conduct certain urge, liveliness, assurance 
and enthusiasm which remain the hallmarks 
of his personality and attraction He is fully 
at ease in meeting, mixing, moving and 
conversing with the other candidates, be 
they of his own or of the opposite sex. He 
shakes hands firmly with the other 
candidates and greets the iady-candidates 
with a namasta. His jovial attitude is noticed 
when he laughs heartily enjoying the jokes 
cracked by his companions.

MIsa Sheela Bhagat : Mr. Verghese, 
you just mentioned that a candidate must 
sperid at least as much time reading the 
newspapers, periodcals, etc. as he does 
reading his special academic subjects.

Mr. ChItniB : Which items of news, you 
think, one should pay special attention to? 


You see, there are many things in the 
newspapers, mostly politics and 
mudslinging. 

Verghese : I would say all burning 
national and international topics should get 
pnority. 

Mr. Roy : What about questions on the 
candidate's own State? 

Verghese : You are right There will 
invariably be one or two questions on the 
candidate's own State and he must, 
therefore be fully prepared for it 
Miss Deeps Seth : What happens when 
you give some incorrect answer or 
information inadvertently and the Board 
catches you on your slip up'? 

Verghese : The best thing is to avoid 
such a situation where you are caught on 
the wrong We must tell only what we know 
to be correct or a fact. Where we are not 
sure, we can say so and qualify our answer 
by saying that we are not certain but so far 
as we could recollect the position is so and 
so or such and such You see, in such a 
case, you have already admitted the 
possibility of some error 

However, as you said, if we have slipped 
up inadvertently, the best thing to do is to 
say sorry and tender an apology 
straightaway. We must be frank and honest 
and avoid the guessing game. 

Sheela : For how long one can keep 
pleading ignorance? Won't that go against 
you? 

Verghese ; (Smiting) Well Sheelaji let 
me assure you that one will not be required 
to keep pleadirtg his ignorance or lack of 
knowledge or information for long The 
Board will find out the areas where you will 
be able to express your ideas and seek 
your views on those topics or subjects. 

Roy : Would you say that the Board, by 
and large, is interested in eliciting your 
views, ideas, comments and attitudes rather 
than seeking mere information? 

Verghese : That is correct. 

Chllnls ; How can you offer comments 
or views or pass judgements unless you 
have the required information and know the 
facts? 

Verghese : You are perfectly right Sir. 
Knowledge is the basic and first requirement 
for anyone to express any views or opinions 
at all. But, as I mention, the Board will find 
out the areas where you do have knowledge 
and seek your views in those areas. Hence 
everyone will be able to offer his views. 

Miss Deeps Seth : Can you please give 
some examples where the candidate would 
be required to express his or her opinions 
and how it could be done without incurring 
the displeasure of any of the Members? 
Verghese : You see Mss Deepa in 
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certain controversial issues the Board may 
be interested In your personal views and 
which side you support. I can cite some 
simple controversial topics. Let us take State 
autonomy, Hindi as the only national 
language. Linguistic Provinces, ^ns of the 
soil policy. Non-alignment, Prohibition, 
Public Sector. Presidential form of 
government, Gandhian economy etc. On 
I these subjects the Board could seek your 
personal preferences. Hers you must give 
your sincere preferences, explaining at the 
same time the reasons for the same. If you 
oppose prohibition you must say why with 
convincing and rational reasons. It is quits 
possible that some Members of the Board 
may hold rather strong views to the contrary. 
Hence you have to be tactful and explasi 
yourself that under the present 
circumstances and for the reasons adduced, 
your preference or choice happens to be 
what It is. However, you have no objection 
to change your ideas in case your 
assumption or logic could be shown as 
incorrect. Thus you can leave the option to 
the concerned Members to argue out their 
counter arguments, or for the views of the 
Members.

Isl Member : Do you feel that flood 
waters can be controlled and used for 
irrigation in drought prone areas? 

Verghese : Certainly Sir. It may be 
difficult and costly but we should attempt it. 
Already a Ganga-Cauvery canal link-up 
scheme has been thought of and I feel wo 
must try and implement it. 

Comments ; The Chairman started the 
interview with some general and casual 
questions, mainly with a view to pul the 
candidate at ease and make him feel 
relaxed We find the candidate answering 
the questions freely and frankly without 
inhibitions. However, first the Chairman and 
the 1st Member subsequently, attempt to 
probe the candidate at length in regard to 
his reading habits and knowledge of current 
events. The candidate is frank and admits 
that his reading is not too extensive and his 
main interest is in outdoor activities. He 
subtly conveys that he reads the 
newspapers and periodicals with the chief 
purpose of keeping himself informed and 
abreast of current events. He also reveals 
a selective approach and indicates his 
preferences without hesitation. It is seen 
that he is sure of himself, makes up his 
mind firmly when required to choose and 
displays consistently a logical, rational and 
intelligent approach His behaviour is natural 
and normal and there are no affectations, 
air or superfiaality It was obvious that he 
speaks the truth and comes out with actual 
facts. Thus the initial assessment can be 
that the candidate is an intelligent person 
who takes pains to keep himself well- 
informed of the goings-on around him. He 
keeps an open mind and bases his views 
and conclusions on facts and figures and 
does not allow himself to be influenced by 
untested or hearsay information. He is 
methodical and systematic in his habits, 
knows what he wants and puts in sustained 
efforts to accomplish his chosen objectives. 
As he is able to manage his time and 
resources fruitfully his organisational ability 
can be rated high. It has also been brought 
out that the candidate is physically fit, 
essentially an outdoor man and sociable. 

2nd Member : With the collapse of 
Communism in Russia, would you say it 
would meet the same fate in China, North 
Korea, Vietnam, Formosa and other parts 
of the world where it is currently in vogue? 

Verghese : Yes. Sir. I would say that 
would be the logical end as Communism 
started with Russia going Communist artd 


the Soviet Union was the prime force fbi 
the spread of World Communism. However, 
Communism as a philosophy, both 
economic and political has a definite appeal 
Besides, at this point of time we are not 
sure as to what exactly brought about the 
collapse of Communism in the USS.R. 
When the facts are fully known, one would 
be able to consider whether effective 
remedial measures could have been taken 
to avert the collapse. Nevertheless, the 
collapse of Communism in Russia will have 
its fall-out and even China is under pressure 
to grant freedom of expression and dissent 
to its citizens. 

3rd Member : Would you say that with 
the collapse of Communism m Eastern 
Europe and Russia that only democracy 
will prevail and the days of dictatorships 
have ended? 

Verghese : Sir, if you would permit me, 

I wish to submit that the issue Democracy 
vs. Dictatorship should .be considered 
independently of Communism. Communism 
IS not necessary for dictatorships to appear 
and thrive Other factors can give rise to 
dictatorships as in the case of Nazi 
Germany All I could say is that democracy 
is becoming increasingly popular at this point 
of time If democratic governments fail to 
deliver the goods to their peoples, other 
forms of governments may arise as has 
happened in ancient Greece and Rome. 

3rd Member : What is the future of 
Communism in India’ 

Verghese : It was attempting to get a 
foothold in our country and so far it could 
not make much impact except in Bengal 
and Kerala Poverty and illiteracy could be 
fertile grounds for philosophies like 
Communism to take root. With the failure of 
Russian experiment, it may lose its appeal 
in India, especially if we could eradicate 
abject poverty and illiteracy 

3rd Member : What in your view is most 
vital for democracy to thrive. 

Verghese ; (Smiles) Sir, it all depends 
on circumstances, local situation, leadership 
etc but I would say freedom of expression, 
which includes a free press and media like 
TV and Radio is very vital

Vergheee : Vertical nuclear proliferation 
relates to more and more stock piling of 
nuclear weapons and devices with higher 
and higher destructive capacity, by the 
existing nuclear nations. Horizontal 
proliferation refers to acquisition of nuclear 
weapons capability by rwn-nudear powers 
of today. Pakistan's efforts to go nuclear is 
an attempt towards horizontal proliferation.

areas But private sector would like to 
concentrate in Bombay. Calcutta or Madras. 
Secondly, we must be awaro that all private 
industries have not proved successful.

If Public 
Sector is not doing that well, we can find 
out the reasons and remove toe defects.

Final Comments 


This 'live' discussion dearly brings out 
that besides ideas and power of expression, 
a candidate should display dynamism and 
enterprise with tact and cooperation to 
achieve results in team endeavour.

When it is the same level as the canal beyond the lock, the 
farther gates are opened and the barge moves forward.

The in-vitro fertilisation and embryo transfer (IVF-ET) process 
involves the fertilisation of ovaries and spernatozoa in vitro (i.e., 
test-tube) conditions in cases when fertilisation is not possible, e g., 
because of blocked fallopian tubes. The ovaries are first stimulated 
by hormonal treatment arxf extracted at an appropriate time. They 
are then maintained in vitro until they are ready to be fertilised, at 
which stage active spermatozoa are added in requisite 
concentrations. After fertilisation occurs, the resulting zygotes are 
transferred directly into the uterus and thereafter the growth of the 
foetus proceeds as usual. 

The IVF-ET technique was perfected in India by Dr. Indira Hinduja, 
Head of the Department of Gynaecology and Obstetrics at Bombay's 
prestigious Kkig Edward Menwrial Hospital, after three years of 
unflagging research at the Institute for Research in ReproArction. 
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It was her research which led to the birth of the first test-tube baby

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How To Improve The Standards 
Of Games And Sports In India

The abysmal performance of India in the 
international sports arena shocks no one. 
The lack-lustre performances which occupy 
the back pages of newspapers hardly stir 
the multitude of masses. After all it is so 
monotonous — officials shed few crocodile 
tears or a committee for reviewing the overt 
gaudy performance is set up and the routine 
IS over. 

If sporting standards are any indication 
of health of this country, one wonders, where 
does India exist! One need not perform any 
Herculean task to search reasons which 
have jettisoned our efforts to put India on 
world’s sports map, political rhetoric not¬ 
withstanding. 

In Indian sporting panorama, strings are 
pulled by lacitadaisk^ bureaucracy while 
players move as pawns on chess boards. 
Pot-bellied politicians, richie rich or other 
heavy weights, who have little to do with 
sports, rule the roost. Whimsical officials 
who would not risk muddling their heads 
with sum and substance of game have the 
final say. Much of the Augean stables should 
have cleaned if the iron grip of government 
is loosened and a more professional and 
responsibla character bestowed over our 
federations. Besides, criteria for selection 
to a post of office bearer should be the 
contestant's exposure with the garne, some 
minimum prescribed. Government's 
Interference should be cut to the roots, 
(deration of a healthy public opinion will 
leave little room for government to make 
vested manoeuvres. 

Selection of players should not be made 
on iudiaous criteria, e.g., timings coindding/ 
better than . . .nth plaoe in last meet. To 
nobody's surprise, a dark is sufficient to 
cross t's and dot i's and the team gets 
selected. Not even a minuscule regard is 
paid to the player's age or aodlvity in 
performartce. This appaVIng state of affairs 
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coukf be improved if the command is given 
to professional coaches. Creation of data 
bank of players' previous performance could 
be a way out of woods. 

Much of the matters have got aggrandised 
fur the scarce resources which a poverty- 
stricken country like ours can allow to trickla 
down, are diverted to extravaganza of 
holding meets, championships etc. Some 
time back,, India was vying tor Olympics II 
A substantial part of available meagre 
resources should be channelised to 
coaching programmes, providing infra- 
stnjcture and players' pensions. Those who 
helped write apotheosis of this country in 
sports world should be given their due. Life¬ 
long pensions for players who delivered 
goods in the past should be made 
mandatory. An expert committee consisting 
of former players could help enumerate 
achievements of players and categorise 
them, thereby pensions could commen¬ 
surate with vanous categories thus formed. 

Also one has seen various training 
programmes die a lingonng death starved 
for funds. About the infrastructure part, the 
less one says, the better it is. It would be 
nothing short of yeoman's service if the 
funds which are conspicuously wasted over 
organisational pomp and show are diverted 
for providing sports infrastructure 

Even in their acme, players have found 
wolf staring right in their face. Hence bread- 
earning is a motivating desire while sporting 
activity playing a second fiddla. Should one 
rewnte the ludicrous decision of our Hockey 
Federation to pay measly ten dollars to our 
players at Ipoh? These are, laurels, 
bestowed over the winnersll Seats ought to 
bo reserved for players at government jobs. 
Other schemes, e.g.. Players Welfare 
Scheme could be floated to avoid financial 
nightmares to players. Also pnzes for 
noteworthy achievements could give a much 
needed incentive. 

A miscalculated policy of government has 
submerged us in this nightmare even more. 
While in western and communist countries, 
sports had been accredited to the status of 
industry: our budgetary provision for sports 
are Incredulously below 1%. Besides 
proclaiming as industry, government has to 
meticulously provide ingredients for It. Tatont 
has to be unearthed at school level itself 
and glazed under experienced hands of 
coaches so that full blossoming takes place. 
Also sports shottid be inolud^ in school 
and college curriculum and equal we'ightage 


should be given as other subjects. 

Many residing In tribal hinterland and 
other non-accessible places can hardly smell 
government's megalomaniac ideas. Tons of 
potential lay hidden there. Local bodies with 
specific equipments should be sat up in 
villages where robust youth abound. 
Voluntary organisations of sports loving 
people should be given this pain-staking 
job. Also they can deliver yeoman's service 
by setting small sports centres in towns 
and cities. Private enterprises and 
government can dole out funds for them. 

Needless to say, a subtle change in 
masses and governmenfs non-chalant 
attitude could provide a boost to country's 
image and India's name could glitter in 
medal tallies.

Indians are fiercely patriotic, at least 
where sports is involved. They follow with 
iervour the fluctuating fortunes of their 
national representatives on aU quarters of 
the gfobe, their attention focuss^ on the 
performance of teams or individuals as they 
are reported in the sports columns of the 
Press. India has fielded its contingents in 
national and international meets, but the 
results were not totally satisfying. This is 
due to the sorry state of affairs of our sports 
blitz. If we continue being trounced in 
international sports meets, it would have a 
demoralising effect on our players and the 
people, and will stain our national prestige. 
Positive measures should be embarked to 
place Indian sport on a sound looting. 
Several measures have been suggested to 
Improve the standard of games and sports 
in India; a few of them are enumerated 
below. 

Statistical analysis of the performance of 
Indian sports entousiasts reveal a mixture 
of the good, the bad and the different. In¬ 
born talent for this art should be identified 
at the juvenile stage and every facility 
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tncludng tdentific training with stata-of-the- 
art tachnotogy should be provided to nourish 
and develop their talent Not only the 
i^enniat winners of gold but also the 
budding sportsmen and women should be 
encouraged in the tmest sense, so as to 
rise to world standards competitively 
Sports talents in the rural areas should 
be tapped and facilities should be rendered 
in the countryside itself for their proper 
development With the passage of time, 
nabve sports are dwindling away, steps 
should be employed to conserve the same. 
The establishment of the Sports Authonly 
of India was a nght decision, all efforts 
should be exorcised to re activate the same. 
Maximum encouragement, both morally and 
fiscally should be offered to set up a network 
of sports stadia in different parts of the 
country Expansion of existing and 
establishment of new sports training 
institutions would assist in a big way to 
ameliorate our sports ideologies 
Past experiences of sweet and sweat 
victories, sour defeats and unexpected 
controversies, should serve as a basis for 
improving the standard of sports Renowned 
world sports experts and coaches should 
be invited to impart training to oui athletes 
and share with their experience in the world 
of sports. This would give our sportsmen a 
great deal of top dass iniemational exposure 
and attain a notable level of proficiency in 
this discipline. Those taking to sports as a 
profession, should be given every 
encouragement. The government should 
ensure that their development Is not baulked 
by their financial distress. The constraints 
of economic resources should not hinder 
the development of sports Adequate funds 
should be allocated to sports development 
schemes in our Five-Year Plans. 

With a view to promote the nation's sports 
interests, the government of India has 
founded the All India Sports Council, with 
which rests the responsibility to advise the 
government in the matters of promoting, 
conducting and popularising sports 
programmes in the country These federal 
bodies should live by their motto and not 
fall prey in the hands of dogmatic bureau¬ 
crats. Politicians should not vitiate the noble 
world of sports with their undue interference. 
There are several instances of red tapism 
which have robbed many a sports enthusiast 
of his progressive opportunibes Aggressive 
control should be ensured to check rtsirrg 
malpractices in this regard 
The government should take initiative to 
organise sports meets at national and 
iniemational levels at regular intervals, and 
should give them wide coverage through 
mass media so as to apprise the masses of 
new records and standards. Such records 
should be made available to all sports stadia 
and associations. The Jawaharlal Nehru 
centenary year presented India with some 
of the h^h voltage extravaganzas of the 
decade : Permit Meet, Nehru Cup Cricket, 
Asian Track and Field Meet etc. Those 
meets give an opportunity to sports zealots 
to meet their counterparts hailing from 
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FItet Prize WInrter

Ml Chandra Shekhar, who was heading 
a minority Government with Congress (l)'s 
suppod lor about five months, opted for a 
fic.sh mandate in March when the issue of 
alk.'god surveillance around Mr Rajiv 
Gandhi's New Delhi residence soured the 
precarious relations between the two parties 
Elections were announced in April and 
with that started tho bloodiest ever campaign 
tr.iil Five Lok Sabha and 21 Assembly 
candidates besides 350 others were killed 
in the run up to the elections 

rtie oountiy was already going through 
the tiemors of tho worst ever electoral 
violence when Mr Rajiv Gandhi was 
assassinated on tho day interceding tho 
lirst and second phase of polling Elections 
weie .'tailed tor over 20 days to let tho 
country absoib tho shock after voting had 
been held for half the seats 

The sympathy vote generated by the 
brutal killing helped tho Congress (I) rise to 
power for the first time sans a Nehru or a 
Gandhi It won the general election but only 
at the cost of losing its leader, Mr Rajiv 
Gandhi It could still not manage a majority 
in tho Lok Sabha 

Mr Narasimha Rao's ascent to 
premiership saw tho party go through a 
bitter power struggle Mr Shared Pawar, 
the mam challenger, was finally won ovor 
and offered Defence fmrtfolio 

For tho Janata Dal, the fall, which started 
in November 1990, when it was ousted 
from tho Centre, continued The party and 
Its Left allies could only muster enough 
seats to be tho third biggest group in the 
Lok Sabha Tho year-end saw Mr Ajit Singh 
revolt and ttie party split in its bastion Uttar 
Ptadesh 

Tho BJP bettered its scats tally but could 
not re.ilise its dream of ruling the “Hindu 
rashtra" It, however, grabbed power in the 
strategic Uttar Pradesh 

The party was recognised as the biggest 
opposition group in the Lok Sabha and its 
MP, Mr S Mallikarjunaiah, was elected 


Deputy Speaker December saw the party 
President, Dr M M Joshi, who had taken 
ovor tho party's reins from Mr L K Advani 
in January 1991, launch an “okta yatra" 
Electors voted for a change of 
Government in Tamil Nadu, Kerala, Assam, 
Uttar Pradesh, Haryana, Pondicherry and 
West Bengal 

The tenth Lok Sabha was constituted on 
June 20 Some major legislations it has 
passed since are the Places of Worship 
Bill, the extension of Terrorist and Disruptive 
Activities Act and extension of President's 
rule in Punjab till February 

Tho Narasimha Rao Government also 
issued notification amending National Front 
Government's proposed 27 per cent job 
reservations for other soaally backward 
classes (OBCs) by adding another 10 per 
coni for economically backward classes 
Passions flared up following the 
announcement 

The Government also announced 
Legislative Assembly and a Council of 
Ministers fur Delhi, while retaining the status 
as Union Territory and promised elections 
within eight months 

Tho Centre went in for largo scale 
economic reforms to tide over the severe 
foreign exchange crisis India received large 
doses of emergency loans from the World 
Bank and the IMF as it devalued the rupee 
by over 22 per cent and announced new, 
far more market-oriented trade and industrial 
policies The country's gold was pledged 
abroad lor raising resources 

The year-end saw India improve its 
bilateral ties with Nepal and China Nepalese 
Premier, Mr G. P Koirala, and the Chinese 
Premier, Mr Li Peng, visited the country in 
December 

India was elected president of the UN 
Security Council this year It also became 
the first country to lift sanctions against 
South Africa after Mr. Narasimha Rao 
participated in the 37th Commonwealth 
Heads of Government summit in Harare in 
October It also made sporting history by 
becoming the first country to play cncket 
against South Africa after over 20 years 
It recognised the three Baltic republics in 
September The Indo-Soviet Peace and 
Friendship Treaty was extended by 20 
years this August 

The Foreign Minister, Mr. Madhavsinh 
Solanki visited Moscow and New Delhi 
hosted the 37lh Commonwealth 
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Poifiamentary Conferenoo. 

MHitaney, specially in Kashmir, Ptmjab 
and Assam, took on a more menacing fonn 
this year with marqr abductions, massacres 
and bomb attacks in public places. The 
carnage spilled over from its home states 
to the Ca^ai and other areas and even 
foreigners and diplomats were not spared. 
The high tide in militant activities followed 
the many security forces operations against 
them. 

A twin bomb attack at Ramlila Grounds 
in Rudrapur near Nainital killed 55 persons. 
In the biggest ever militancy-related 
massacre, 125 train passengers were done 
to death in Ludhiana. There was another 
attack on a train in the last week of the year 
resulting in the death of 51 persons. 

The Romanian diplomat, Mr 'Liviu Radu, 
two Swedish engineers, an Israeli tounst, 
officials of ONGC and IOC, including Mr. K 
Doraiswamy, were among scores of people 
abducted and later released by militants 
from Punjab, Kashmir and Assam while the 


Soviet engineer, Mr. Sergei Grishenko. was 
killed by ULFA. 

The Ayodhya issue remained in the focus 
with Uttar Pradesh BJP Government 
acquiring the land housing the disputed 
shnne and finally being asked by the 
Supreme Court lo maintain status quo there 
Communal carnage also raised its head 
time and again Twenty persons were killed 
in Gujarat in July Harijans were killed in 
Tsundur village in Andhra Pradesh in 
September and the holy city of Varanasi 
was rocked in November 

LiDgation against the US-based Union 
Carbide in the Bhopal gas tragdby case 
was reopened by the Supreme Court 
The sharing of Cauvery waters by 
Karnataka. Tamil Nadu and Pondicherry 
developed into another controversy in the 
latter half of the year as the tribunal's order 
asking Karnataka to release water to Tamil 
Nadu was referred to the Supreme Court 
While the Cauvery issue agitated the 
political scene, a large-scale earthquake 


rocked the sleepy hlHs of Uttarkashi In 
northern U P. At least 500 persons were 
killed in the quake that affected scores of 
villages and hamlets in Tehri Garhwal 

Sura, a methylated ayurvedic. aicohoNc 
mixture, killed 184 people and mafaried many 
more on Diwali night on November S in the 
Capital 

Nearly 200 fell victim to crashes and 
accidents. An Air Force plane crashed at 
Yellahanka in Karnataka in March killing 28 
and an Indian Airlines aircraft collided 
against a hillock near Imphal. The Karnataka 
Express derailed near Bangalore in blintkng 
rains killing 61 passengers 

The country lost celebrated Malayalam 
(ilm director G Aravindan, film personalities 
like Nutan and Durga Khote, noted satirist 
and columnist Sharad Joshi, veteran 
Communist leader Shripad Amnt Dange, 
Congress (I) veteran Uma Shankar OixiL 
Kerala leader Achyuta Menon and trade 
unionist from Chhattisgarh Shankar Guha 
Niyogi who was murdered at night. 


A Dismal Year For Indian Sports 


The year 1991 saw Indian sports touching 
abysmal depths, with only some youngsters 
sparkling on the bleak horizon It was tfie 
year, which in fact was the continuation of 
the story of poor performances tliat has 
plagued the Indian sports arena during the 
last two decades 

Exploded dunng the year just past was 
the myth of the country's apex cricket body 
being a homogeneous entity The Board of 
Control for Cricket in India shattered the 
sports fans belief that thorp war. a sports 
association in the country better than other 
federations. It was riven with court cases 
and the elections of the office bearers left a 
bitter trail behind 

The year ended with more humiliation for 
India, as the football team failed against 
lowly Bangladesh in the SAF Games, 
women table tennis team was humiliated 
by Nepal, and high profile ensketers were 
struggling in Down Under 

India hosted several international events 
— more than any other country in South 
Asia — but true to the traditional Indian 
hospitality, the country's sportspersons 
allowed the visitors to take home horraurs, 
except in billiards and to some extent in 
archery. 

The year opened ominously for the Indian 
hockey. The new look national side failed 
to regain the fifth irfoira Gandhi International 
tournament held at Shiva|i Stadium in New 
Delhi. The Soviets took the cop, leaving the 
hosts poor runner-up. 

The hockey team went on a European 
tour, where it performed cretfitably. The 
Indians were able to beat Pakistan by a 
solitary goal and that enabled them to win 
the King Azian Shah tourrtament at Ipoh. 
but newly appointed chief coach Balknshan 
Singh's total hockey nearly crashed, as the 
Indians mana^ with lot of tuck favouring 
them to qualify for Barcelona Olympics, 
thanks to Malaysia. 


While the Indian Railway won tho 
women's National hockey championship 
twice in the year held at Gurgaon early this 
year and at Hyderabad in December, the 
Indian Hockey Feneration (IHF) for tne first 
time in three decades lailed to hold a men's 
national 

Indian football touched its nadir, with all¬ 
round debacles India hosted Pro Olympic 
(Asian Zono-1) football qualifying 5-nafion 
tournament at Hyderabad and failed to 
quality, finishing last Tho Indian football 
fans were dispirited again as the team failed 
in SAF Games also drawing with Pakistan 
and losing to Bangladesh 
At the club level, lor qualifying for the 
Asian Cup, East Bengal lost to Nissan Club. 
Japan, both at home and away senes At 
Calcutta, they went down 1 3 and in Japan, 
they lost 0-4 Tho Indian clubs also tailed lo 
slop a foreign team (and this time a club 
from Iran) from taking away the DCM Trophy 
out of tho country onco again 

The Wrestling Federation of India hosted 
the 7th Asian free style ctiampionship in 
Delhi in Apnl, finished third in 12 nation 
championship, failing to win a single gold 
The Amateur Handball Association of 
India hosted the Commonwealth 
toumamont. which attracted a poor response 
but still India failed to win either tho boys or 
girls titles, claimed by Nigeria 

There was a surfeit of billiards and 
snookers world championships in Delhi and 
Bangalore But barnng Geet Sethi's win in 
the world professional billiards 
championship, there was little to cheer about 
as the foreigners claimed all other titles 
In athletics, the story was equally dismal 
In the Asian track and field meet at Kuala 
Lumpur, the country's prestige was salvaged 
by Shiny Wilson as India finished fifth with 
only two golds. 

'The athletes were in for more shock as 
lowly Sri Lankans gave them a run for their 


money at tho SAF Games. For the first time 
in the history of SAF Games, India ended 
at tho second place in athletics. 

The Indian volleyball and basketball 
loams gave dismal performance in the Pre- 
Olympic qualifiers, the spikers finished tOlh 
and the cagors 13th in the events 
Cricket, the most high profile game in the 
country, grabbed major media attention for 
on and off the field activities Cricket was in 
tho news from tho very start of the year. 
The Indians won the Asia Cup defeating 
the Sri Lankans in tho final. However, though 
Kapil Dev, tlie Haryana humcane, bowled 
superbly, including a tine hat trick, the Asia 
Cup lacked glamour and canpetition as 
Pakistan opted out at the last moment 
Kapil Dov claimed 385 Test wickets to 
become tho second highest wicket-taker 
after Sir Richard Hadlee He also earned 
the distinction of being the first bowler to 
take more than 200 wickets in one-day 
international cnckct 

The Sharjah Cup cnckot, loo, was not 
without a controversy Tho defeat of India 
in the final against Pakistan set tho pot 
boiling Pakistan, on tho other hand, refused 
to tour India for the secxjnd successive time. 

It was a great year for foe Indian chess, 
with prodigy Vishwanathan Anand becoming 
foe first Indian to figure in the World 
candidate championship quarter-final. Anand 
beat Karpov and Garry Kasparov but was 
unlucky to make foe final grade 
The other Indian Grandmaster Dibyendu 
Barua won the board pnze on foe second 
board in the Chess Olympiad, and 
Bhagyashree Thipsay won the Asian 
women's championship 
On the domestic front, 16-year-old 
Montu Ghosh became the new National 
table tennis women's champion. Vatoran 
Kamlesh Mehta won the men's title tor the 
sixth time

This was the year of the Gulf war, one of 
the world's swiftest and most lopsided mili¬ 
tary victones In 1991, an empire collapsed 
in the Soviet Union, sealing the end of the 
cold war Civil war raged in Yugoslavia and 
West Asia peace talks between Israel and 
Arab nations got under way 

Mr Saddam Hussein, Mr George Bush, 
Mr Mikhail Gorbachov, Mr Bons Yeltsin, 
Mr Rajiv Gandhi. Mr Jean-Bertrand Anstide 
and Mr. Clarence Thomas were names in 
the headlines 

It was a year of tremendous global 
change, change that came at an almost 
unprecedented pace As 1991 began, the 
Soviet empire was shanking East Germany, 
Poland, Hungary. Czechoslovakia all had 
left the Soviet sphere in the previous year 
and a half The United States was left as 
the world's only Super Power 

But the United States had its hands full, 
too Its economy was in a recession Millions 
were without jobs, hundreds of thousands 
without homos Americans were disturbed 
about their nation's drift and jittery about 
the prospects for a Gulf war 

In August 1990, the Iraqi President, 
Mr Saddam Hussein, had invaded Kuwait 
in a grab for oil With support from the 
United Nations, the U S President. Mr 
George Bush, sent U S troops to 
neighbouring Saudi Arabia By the end of 
1990, Mr. Bush had given Mr Saddam an 
ultimatum Got out of Kuwait by January 15 
or get forced out “It may turn out that the 
only language that Mr Saddam understands 
is the language of force," the U S Vice- 
President. Mr Oan Quayle, told Amoncan 
troops in Saudi Arabia on New Year's day. 

Peace groups and some U S allies urged 
Mr Bush to rely on an economic blockade 
to force Mr Saddam to his knees but on 
January 12, Congress granted Mr Bush 
the authority to go to war In a sense, the 
debate over the war was a referendum on 
the U S role in what Mr Bush liked to call 
the “now world ordor' 

What It meant was that the United States 
would act as a global sheriff Once again, it 
would send U S forces to settle a disjxite 
in which it was not directly involved 
This time, though, it would be acting with 
the support of much of tho world The 
military would have tho resources “and tho 
pditicat backing’ to do tho job And the 
United States would not have the Soviet 
Union standing in its way By mid-January, 
700,000 troops from 29 nations were 
arrayed against Iraq, a half-million of them 
from the United States 
The war began on January 16, with 
airstnkes on Baghdad and other strategic 
sites in Iraq. Mr. Saddam told his people.

The situation was no different in other 
sports. Teams from India gave pathetic 
display in most of the international events 
The stunning 1-4 defeat at tho hands of 
Brazil in Davis Cup was beyond the

The allied strategy was to establish 
control of -the skies and then “soften up”, 
the Iraqi ground forces with day and night 
bombing No one knows how many Iraqis 
dirxl in the unrelieved bombing, but it was 
surely tens of thousands 
Iraq fired its Scud missiles at Saudi Arabia 
and, more provocatively, at Israel to try to 
get the Israelis involved in the war and 
alienate Mr Bush's Arab allies But Israel 
never took the bait 

The final stage of the war was a ground

Tho U S. Commander, Gon H Norman 
Schwarzkopf, later expressed some 
misgivings about leaving Mr Saddam in 
power with considerable military clout In 
July, a poll showed that seven of 10 
Amencans also believed it was a mistake 
The war left a mess in Iraq Among other 
things, the United States had to step in to 
save starving Kurdish refugees who were 
fleeing Mr. Saddam's forces But Mr 
Saddam held on He had staying power, 
which set him apart from some other world 
leaders. 

Mr Jean-Bertrand Anstide was sworn in 
as Haiti's first democratically elected 
President on February 7 and was sent 
packing in a military coop on September 
30 Soldiers took over the Governments in 
Thailand and Mali. The Ettiiopian President, 
Mr Mengistu Haile Mariam, resigned under 
pressure and fled his country The French 
Pnme Minister, Mr. Michel Rocard, was 
replaced by the country's first woman 
Premier, Ms Edith Cresson India's Pnme 
Minister, Mr Rajiv Gandhi, was killed by a 
human bomb, a suicide assassin, who 
brought explosives to a campaign rally 
Nowhere was the grip on power more 
tenuous, or tho stakes moie profound, than 
in the Soviet Union The Soviet President, 
Mr Mikhail Gorbachev, was a hero outside 
his country, but the world's respect did not 
count for much at home As 1991 began, 
he found his authonty being challenged from 
every corner 

The Baltic Republics were pressing for 
independence The Russian Federation 
President. Mr Boris Yeltsin, was openly 
challenging Mr Gorbachev's authonty in 
Moscow Ordinary Soviet citizens were 
growing increasingly impatient with 
Mr Gorbachev's inability to turn around their 
economy 

In June, Mr Yeltsin visited Washington 
and told Congressional leaders, "The people

What they got, at least tor a tew horrifying 
days in August, was something entirely 
different. On August 19, while 
Mr Gorbachev was on vacation, old-guard 
Communists seized power ^n a group 
Mr Gorbachov was placed under house 
arrest although that is not what Soviet 
citizens were told But power was restored 
to Mr Gorbachev soon after, mainly by the 
efforts of Mr Yeltsin 

The coup leaders failed to arrest 
Mr Yeltsin, who marshalled tho forces of 
non-violent resistance and forced the 
plotters, in tho end, to back down The 
Communist Party was cast into disrepute 
and despair Tho world's oldest Communist 
system was ushered out, a red shooting 
star that had lasted 74 years. 

By mid-December, Mr Gorbachev had 
agreed to Mr Yeltsin's demands for a new, 
loosely tied Commonwealth of independent 
States and old republics Tho Soviet Union, 
Mr Ronald Reagan's “evil empire", the 
nation against which tho United States had 
measured itself for decades, simply 
vanishing off the face of the earth There 
will be no more red flag The Soviet Union 
collapsed and the Supreme Soviet dissolved 
Itself along with the remaining structure of 
the Soviet Union after the birth of the 
Commonwealth of independent states which 
once formed the Soviet Union 

Elsewhere in what had been Communist 
East Europe, Yugoslavia became mired in 
a civil war that cost thousands of lives in 
the nval rejxiblics of Serbia and Croatia 
Slovenia and Federal forces reached a truce 
after severarweeks of fighting, but all-out- 
war raged in Croatia, fualled by the Serb- 
dominated Federal army's concern about 
the Croatian republic's large ethnic Serb 
population and Croat worries over Serb 
expansionism. Thousands were killed as 
Federal troops and Serb insurgents fought 
Croatian forces and captured a third of 
Croatia's territory 

As Yugoslavia was splintenng, leaders of 
12 Eurofiean Community nations met in 
December to approve treaties on |x>litical 
and monetary union. And former East Bloc 
countnes, emerging from the debacle of 
state-planned economies, are rebuilding 
themselves politically with the hope of 
attracting Western aid. 

The Warsaw Pact. Communism's answer 
to NATO, dissolved itself 

Elsewhere in 1991, Afnca was shaken 
by extraordnary change, from the war- 
ravaged Horn of Africa to island nations off 
its Atlantic coast. Marxism and one-party 
rule fell in country after country after

decades of oppressive, corrupt adminis¬ 
tration. At least, 19 African nations, many 
former French and Portuguese colonies, 
have now appioved multi-party politics since 
a wave of violent demands for democracy 
began sweeping the continent two years 
ago. 

These changes can be linked in great 
part to the end of Soviet and U.S support 
that accrued during the cold war, especially 
in the case of Ethiopia and Angola, one¬ 
time proxy States where two long civil wars 
ended in 1991. 

Ethiopia's Marxist President, Mr Mengistu 
Haile Nteriam, fled after 14 years of iron 
rule The new transitional Government in 
Addis Ababa has moved to spur pnvate 
enterprise in one of the world's poorest 
countries Next door, in Somalia, the 
President, Mr Mohamod Siad Barro, ended 
his 21-year rule by fleeing country’s ciV 


war, which has killed 20,000 people. 
Northern Somalia, which has seceded from 
rest of the country, permits opposition 
parties Rival clans continue to wage a 
savage war in the south. 

Angola ended its 16-year-old civil war, in 
which 300,000 people were killed. 
Mr Kenneth Kaunda, Zambia's founding 
father, was soundly defeated in muirt-party 
elections 

Suddenly, the world was a much different 
p ace when the United States helped 
Convene West Asia peace talks, its almost- 
siont partner was its old foe, the Soviet 
Ur ion The West Asia became a less 
forbidding place in other ways, too On 
Decombo' 4, the Associated Press 
corn I'oi ii.iit, Mr Terry Anderson, was 
reica 'd .-'fi.'r almost even years as a 
t ostago ol (./.tremist Shiito Muslims He 
was th(> last :',o American captives in 


Lebanon. 

The U.S. economy stumped into a 
recession and stayed there The electorate 
became angry, resentful Incumbents lost 
elections with shocking regularity Politcs 
became even uglier than usual 

Next to the war and the economy, no 
event captured Americans' attention as 
much as Mr. Bush's nomination of Judge 
Clarence Thomas to the Supreme Court. 
What fascinated Americans was not that 
the Conservative Mr. Thomas was only the 
second black nominated to the court Rather, 
It was a remarkable televised Senate 
hearing into allegations that Mr. Thomas 
once sexually harassed an aide, Ms Anita 
Hill In the end, the Senate sided with 
Mr Thomas and confirmed his nomination. 
Americans wore disgusted either by the 
confirmation or the way the Senate handled 
It, or both 


The Role Of United Nations 


Effects of the collapse of the Soviet Union 
and an emerging unipolar world were 
nowhere more visible this year than in the 
United Nations where the U S set the 
agenda, most members supported it for one 
reason or another and the rest acquiesced 
after feeble protests 
At the end of the year, the non-aligned, 
trying to regroup, and the European 
Community were making forays to gauge 
their strength but without much success 
The UN was asked to play an increasingly 
important role in humanitarian efforts around 
the globe and oversee and organise 
elections wherever needed. But that too 
was not seen as an unmixed blessing 
The new humanitarian role raised 
questions and fears among the developing 
countries about it being misused to intervene 
in sovereign states, especially in civil war 
and strife ' situations The General 
Assembly's decision to appoint a 
humanitarian coordinator with wide powers 
to oversee the entire relief operations and 
negotiate with governments did little to 
remove the apprehensions 

“There are safeguards." said a senior 
ambassador, but he agreed that much would 
depend on the personality of the coordinator 
and that the provision could be misused to 
arm-twist nations 

In fact, the confidence of the U S soared 
so high that after the General Assembly 
repealed its 1975 resolution equating 
Zionism with racism, an American diplomat 
was quoted as saying that it showed that 
the U S could do everything it wanted in 
the world body 

The optimism was not misplaced 
American opposition to relaxation of 
sanctions against Iraq kept them in place 
— in fact strengthened them — despite 


reports from t' . o.ims id independent 
observers thai .< ,r human tragedy was 
in the offing beaiuru i acute .,hortagos of 
food, medicines ani other essential 
commodities 

The non-aligned too nad strenuous 
efforts, which at times see ed to be almost 
succeeding, to got the s<.nctions eased 
They too failed to achieve anything 
substantial 

The Council had not approved sending 
peace keepers to separate warring Serbs 
and Croats even though some European 
members pressed for it and Washington 
was reportedly con.sidering bringing 
sanctions against Libya into force for its 
alleged ^ole in bombing of a Pan Am plane 
over Scotland and a French airliner over 
Africa 

Ambassadors and senior diplomats 
declined to make public comments about 
the position they would take should the 
question come up But in private 
conversations, some of them agreed that 
the proposal was most likely to go through 
if pressed hard 

As a senior ambassador, spe.iking on 
the condition of anonymity, put it, the 
position in the UN in the post-cold war era 
has reversed Earlier, the U S and its allies 
used to be apprehensive of dcbale.s and 
issues coming up and now it is tho Third 
World n.it'ons that feel a little nervous 

The General Assembly, which, during the 
cold war era, had witnessed spirited 
discussions with Third World countries 
asserting their positions, found its role 
relegated to the background witti delegates 
often speaking to a half-empty hall 

The entire focus was on tho 15 member 
Security Counal which a frustrated Third 
World diplomat called a “closed club, at 


best, of 15 members" 

This year, seven new members, including 
three breakaway Soviet republics and two 
Koreas, pined the United N..itions, raising 
Its strength to 166, 

For tho first time, the Assembly decided 
unanimously to appoint an emergency relief 
coordinator to heip disaster victims 
anywhere without delay or waste caused 
by overlapping efforts The initiative came 
from industrialised Group of Seven, specially 
France, which insisted that the coordinator 
be given tho right of intervention on 
humanitarian grounds 

The UN and its agencies have been 
critiasod tor their ineffectual relief efforts 
for Iraqi civilians, including Kuids, destituted 
by the UN-authorised war, in tho war-torn 
Horn of Africa and Liberia's civil strife 
Agencies like tho World Health 
Organisation,. tho UN Disaster Relief 
Organisation, the UN Children’s Fund and 
the UN High Commissioner tor Refugees 
have been under attack for failure to respond 
promptly for duplicating efforts for trying to 
score points over one another 

Pakistan's attempts to promote its agendo 
on South Asia — Kashmir and nuclear 
weapons'froe zone — notwithstanding, the 
46th session of the General Assembly this 
year appeared dominated by West Asia 
It was fortunate tor India to bo a member 
of the Council at this crucial stage, for it 
couiu express its views at the policy-making 
stage and have some influence on the 
course of events 

The Indian ambassador, Mr C. R 
Gharokhan, did play an important role in 
tho selection of the new Secretary-General, 
the only time in tho year when the Third 
World countnes, especially Africans, could 
claim success

December !5, 1991, hov^evor. says that its 
ranking is much lower by debt service 
because e large proportion ol its debt is 
concessional 

The $ 70 1 billion included India's obliga¬ 
tions to the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), short-term debt and approximately 
$12 8 b llion of foreign-currency deposits 
owed to Non-Resident Indians (NRIs) 

After March. India secured $ 2 2 billion 
from the IMF, $ 500 million from the World 
Bank as structural adjustment loan and $ 
400 million from the World Bank's 
concessional lending agency, the 
International Development Association 
(IDA) Thus. India's actual debt, as ot now 
should be of the order of over $ 73 billion 
The World Bank document says India's 
external debt has not only grown rapidly in

the past decade but has also been 
contracted on increasingly hard terms 

RBI raises free forex limit for 
tourists ; The Reserve Bank of India has 
decided that travellers coming to India from 
abroad need not declare foreign exchange 
brought in by them in the form of currency, 
bank notes and travellers cheques up to 
$ 10,000 Hitherto, the limit was $ 1,000. 
Foreign exchange exceeding $ 10,000 could 
be declared in the currency declaration form 
at the port of entry 

Special courts for taxes ; The Union 
Government has on December 22, 1991 
accepted the suggestion of the Chief Justice, 
Mr M H Kama, for constituting a special 
taxation court to deal with the largo number 
of direct tax cases pending before the 
various courts 

Until the end of 1989-90 there were 
35,349 tax-related cases in all high courts 
and 3,482 in the Supreme Court Arrears ol 
tax recovery, of which the pending cases 
account tor only a part, is an eyo-popping 
Rs 6,700 crore. This is more than what the 
Government mops up by way of direct taxes 
in a whole year, it was Rs 6,152 crore in 
1990-91 

Tax reforms panel report : The Raja 
Chelliah Committee on tax reforms has 
submitted its report to the Finance Minister, 
Dr. Manmohan Singh, on December 23, 
1991. The report is expected to form the 
basis of a major tax reform planned to bo 
undertaken by the Government over th^ 
next few years, with the first steps to be 
unfolded in the 1992-93 Budget. 

The Government basically aims to make 
the tax system more elastic, broaden the 
base of taxation, reduce its dependence on 
customs revenue and simplify the existing 
procedures. The major emphasis of the 
reform will be on increasing the share of

Air Force opens doors for women : 

Emulating the example set by the Navy, the 
Air Force has thrown its doors open to 
women while the big brother, the Army, is 
awal^ng tho green signal from the Govern¬ 
ment to recruit members of the fair sex 

The Air Force Chief, Air Chief Marshal 
N C Sun, made the announcement at a 
meeting in Pune on November 30. 1991 
and said the Government had permitted the 
induction of women in five non-technical 
branches of tho Air Force 

Tho first batch of women trainees would 
be given a 54-week training in their 
respective jobs at the Air Force Academy 
starting from July 1992 The women recruits 
would initially be accorded five-year short 
service commission, but they would bo 
offered the regular service tenure of 11 
years depending upon their performance. 

Karnataka district fully literate ; After 
Kerala, Burdwan and Pondicherry, it was 
the turn of Dakshin Kannad district of 
Karnataka which was declared fully literate 
on December 28. 1991. It is the first district 
in the State to achieve the distinction after 
a year-long campaign 

Dakshin Kannad is one of the seven 
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campaign has been taken up, the other six 
being Bijapur, Raibhur, Mandya, Tumkur, 
Bidar and Shimoga.

Noted film director Mnnal Sen 
descnbed it as 'a very important event’ 
Mr. Ray has achieved the unique 
distinction of receiving such an honour which 
is not like the annual event but as an inter¬ 
national recognition of hi^ life-kme's work.

Indira canal : The Indira Gandhi canal 
project is well set to cover the seven lakh 
acres of Thar desert in Rajasthan under 
assured irrigation during the cunent financial 


year, ino protect, wnicn nas cost Hs. 825 
crore so far, will help provide irrigation in 
the 15.73-lakh-hectare culturable command 
area at its ultimate stage. 

The canal, piercing the heart of the desert, 
completed its 649-km-long journey in 1987 
as Himalayan waters reached Mohangarh, 
a far-end village of Jaisalmer dstfict and 
was set to reach its ultimate destination — 
Godra Road in Barmer district The canal 
irrigated 5.33 lakh hectares during the last 
financial year. 

With the availability of imgation facility 
from the canal, the sandy but fertile tract of 
the region was transforming into green 
fields About 15. lakh tonnes of agriculture 
produce worth Rs 500 crore was being 
reaped every year 

Indian team reaches Antarctica : The 

eleventh Indian expedition to Antarctica, led 
by Dr. S. Mukharji and comprising 98 
members, which set sail from India on 
November 27, 1991, landed in Antarctica 
on December 24 

Ekta yatra : Amidst slogans of *Jai jawan 
jai kisan”, "Vande Matram’ and “Jai 
Shnram,' the 8JP President, Dr Murii 
Manohar Joshi, began his historic 15,000 
km “ekta yatra" in Kanyakumari on 


December 11. 1991 to arouse what he 
called ‘national consciousness towards 
impending dangers” to the unity and integrity 
of the country. The 45-day yatra on a 
tastefully decorated rath is to reach at 
Srinagar's Lai Chowk on January 26. 1992. 

New capital cf Nigeria : The Nigerian 
President, Mr. Ibrahim Babangida, has 
issued a constitutional proclamation on 
December 13, 1991 stating that Lagos had 
ceased to be the seat of the federal 
government, and that Abuja had been 
formally declared the new seat 


Space Research 


ERSH1 a valuable ally ; Environ¬ 
mentalists have gained a valuable ally in 
space, in the form of the first European 
earth observation satellite ERS-1 

In future, the captains of industry who 
discharge waste or rinse their oil tanks at 
sea, will have to be prepared for imposition 
of penalties by authorities waiting in ports 
Illegal burning of the tropical ram forests 
will no longer remain hidden under a dense 
cover of clouds, for the European remote 
sensing satellite ERS-1 will ‘see through" 
clouds 

The satellite will detect ecological damage 
on land and at sea, trace environmental 
polluters and help avert ecological disasters. 
Additionally, it will supply vital data on global 
climatic changes which are important for 
environmental protection 

ERS-1 launched from the Kourou space 
centre in Guyana is the first European 
spacecraft to be equipped with a radar 
system and microwave instrumentation for 
taking measurements and images over land 
and sea 

As opposed to optical 
systems, which need clear 
visibility for their work, the all- 
weather radar system ol ERS- 
1 remains unimpressed by 
clouds or darkness It will 
enable, for the first time, the 
observation of regions on our 
planet which arc usually 
hidden under clouds and fog, 
such as the oceans and 
tropical rain forests 

The satellite sends 
electromagnetic waves to the 
ground where they are 
reflected when they moot an 
"obstacle" The reflection not 
only permits conclusions on 
the type and surface properly 
of an obstacle but also on 
the distance at which it is 
located 

In equatorial latitudes, the 
satellite covers the same area 
only every 35 days, and as a 
result cannot detect every 
polluter in the very act. The 
mere possibility of detection 
already has a deterrent effect, 
provided that the penalties to 
expect are severe. Its all-weather capability 
and fast data transmission and processing 
makes ERS-1 a valuable tool in fighting 
ecological disasters, large forests —- fires, 
floods and even volcanic eruptions 
Using its microwave sensors, the satellite 
will measure wind speed and direction on 
the water surface (weather satellite like 
Meteosat can only measure at the cloud 
tops), supplemented by sea surface 
temperature. Previously, such 
measurements were performed by buoys, 
ships or optical satellites.

Inda doubtlessly shares U.S concerns 
about Nuclear Non-Proliferation and as 
such has stated frequently that though it 
shall not sign NPT but shall invariably 
work for Non-Proliferation and global 
security Nuclear Non-Proliferation is 
meaningful only if applied on a global 
basts Confining it to a particular region 
or a zone would be purposeless and 
meaningless.

Harmful For Developing Countries

The General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT), the institution that has 
evolved the rules for global trading in the 
post-World War II phase, is in the midst of 
framing new rules for more than five years 
in what has been called the Uruguay Round 
of multilateral trade negotiations In 1986. 
nearly a hundred memtor counfiies of tfie j 
GATT, whoso present membership has 1 
increased to 106 met at the Uruguayan city 
of Punta del Este to decide on the areas 
that should be covered by the new GATT 
rules Traditionally. GATT has evolved 
rules only for trade in goods, which 
included primarily manufactured products 
Agriculture was by and largo left out, the 
sole exception being made m respect of 
tropical products 

The Uruguay Round, the eighth round of 
GATT negotiations marked a break with the 
past in that the scope of negotiations were 
expanded Four new areas were taken up 
in the negotiations for the first time. 
Intellectual Properly Rights, the more 
important among which were patents 
copyrights and tiademarks, investment 
measures, pertaining basically to loreign 
investment policies, Services and 
Agnculture The inclusion of these new 
areas implied that GATT was, for the first 
time, discussing the rules to bo framed for 
every sector of the economy. 

The new areas were included at the 
behest of the developed countries, the 
developing countries having held the view 
that role making by the GATT should be 
limited only to the traditional areas handled 
by the institution In providing rationale for 
their support of an expanded negotiating 
agenda, the developed countnes argued 
that intellectual property rights should be 
included because of the prolification of trade 
in counterfeit and pirated goods which 
prevented the growth of legitimate trade, 
inadequate protection provided to patents 
and copyrights, in developing countries was 
held as the primary cause of thfe growth of 
piracy. Trade Related Aspects of Intellectual 
Property Rights (TRIPs) therefore needed 
to be included in the negotiating agenda, 
the developed countries contend In a similar 
view support for the inclusion of Trade 
Related Aspects of Investment Measure 
(TRIMs) in the GATT was built up Here the 
argument given was that developing 
countries a^pted policies for controlling 
foreign investment which in its turn restricted 
the freedom of foreign companies to carry 
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out their trading functions The inclusion of 
Trade in Services was considered essential 
because despite the enormous growth of 
the service sector and its role in trade, no 
rule for trade in this sector had been framed 
Finally, Agriculture found a place in the 
negotiations as countries had been 
constructing trade by adopting “unfair" 
moans like subsidies 

The imperatives behind the moves by 
the developed countries, most prominently, 
the United States, to expand the negotiating 
agenda in the Uruguay Round should bo 
understood In all those areas these 
countnes control on large share of the global 
business and they are seeking now rules 
which would further their interests The 
countnes which depend on these business 
without owing them, the developing 
countries, were not given much atteniion. 
The interests of the users of ttieso factors, 
the developing countries, were not given 
much attention 

Developing countries, which for a number 
of decades, have been arguing for an 
equitable world order based on a fair 
sharing between the well-endowed 
developed countries and them, objected to 
this attempt through the GATT to make the 
nch nation ncher. When the negotiating 
agenda was being finalised at the beginning 
of the Uruguay Round, developing 
countries had. collectively objected to the 
inclusion of all the now areas particularly 
TRIPs, TRIMs and Services But they 
were forced to make the concessions 
following which the Uruguay Round could 
bo initiated Subsequently, several more 
concessions were made by these countries 
and at the end of five years they are now 
faced with a situation where their position 
has become very vulnerable. A draft 
agreement on the Unjguay Round was 
prepared by the Director General of the 
GATT, Mr Arthur Dunkel and it was 
submitted on for countries to give their 
consent. 

The Dunkel Draft truly reflects the 
weakness of the developing countnes in 
the global economy. In the above mentioned 
sectors, they face the possibility of becoming 
completely subjugated to the developed 
world. The TRIPs draft agreement indicates 
that technological dependency would be the 



most logical outcome The agreement on 
TRIMs raises the possibility of developing 
countries having to depend on foreign capital 
to take all decisions regarding the direction 
of their industrialisation, sorriething what Is 
being done by their own Governments at 
present The agreement on Sejvices aims 
' at making the developing countries' 
economies open for foreign firms to operate 
particularly in areas such as financial 
services This would make a usher in a 
change in banking operations in these 
countrios Several countries such as India 
had organised financial services within the 
public sector and were practising ‘social 
bcinking" in order to benefit the depnved 
sections of the society This would have to 
be abandoned in favour of commercial 
banking in which the “market forces" would 
determine the lending priorities. In 
agriculture, the Dunkel agreement proposes 
that developing countnes, among other 
things, open their markets for food imports, 
which implies that a reversal of the aim of 
self-sufficiency in foodgrains is being sought 
A few details of the Dunkel agreement are 
provided here 

The major problem in case of the 
agreement on TRIPs arises in the area of 
patent rights Patents are generally 
considered as an intrinsic part of the process 
of generation of technology. It has been 
argued that an innovator undertakes risk 
in carrying out advances in technology 
which benefit the society at large, and to 
ensure that he gets some return from the 
investment he has made, the society must 
assure him a certain period of exclusive 
rights over the market for the product ha 
has developed These exclusive nghts 
were provided by the patent system A 
temporary monopoly was thus assured by 
the patent system, the period for which 
this monopoly was deoded by individual 
countries. 

The patent system, by providing incentive 
to the innovator in the form of monopoly 
control over the market, encouraged the 






innovator to disclose his innovation It has 
been argued that in the absence of patent 
system the innovator may like to keep his 
innovation as a trade secret and the 
advance made by him may ullimatoly die 
with him The patent systom, thus, provides 
a mechanism through which any advance 
made by an individual m technology gets 
into the pool ot knowledge lor man to use 
for all times to come 

But along with the rights conferred on 
the. patontoo, the patent system also 
imposed somo obligations on him. The most 
important ot which was that tho patent 
had to bo usod lor commoraal production 
in any country granting the patentee the 
nghts 

Historically, there has been an attempt to 
balanar tho rights and the obligations of 
the patontoo. This balance has boon 
substantially removed in the Dunkel 
proposals While tho rights of tho patentee 
have boon increased, his obligations have 
been watered down 

The rights have been increased in a 
number of ways. The first, is an increase in 
tho coverage of areas under tho patent 
system In tho past, no country was 
compulsorily required to give a patent or a 
patent-like protection for advances made in 
agriculture Countries wore free to decide if 
they wanted to cover agriculture try tho 
patent system This froodom h.ns been taken 
away by the Dunkel proposal Tho 
beneficiaries ol this extending of tho patent 
system would bo tho large companies in 
the developed countries which have a 
substantial hold over the global agri 
business But as many analysts have 
argued, most ol the agriculture in developed 
countries has, in essence, evolved with 
the help of tho plant genetic resources 
from the developing countiies which, 
in turrf have been maintained by the 
farmers in tho latter over tho millennium 
Based on tho genetic resources of the 
developing countries, thus, the developed 
countnos have been able to develop the 
low varieties of plants in the present 
situation, however, the developing countries 
would have to pay a heavy pneo for 
buying any technology from tho West 
if patent protection is extended to 
agriculture 

The duration of patent right is sought to 
be increased to 20 years This period of 
grant is more than that existing in any 
country As st.itod above, a patent grant 
was intended to bo a temporary monopoly 
for tho patentee In other words, a patentee 
was allowrsd to on|oy tho monopoly over a 
part ol the enliro usulul lile of the product 
In recent decades Ihu usoKil life of a 
product has decreased steadily The rale of 
technological obsolescence has gone up 
and newer products have boon int.'oducod 
in the market with greater lapidity Under 
such circumstances the term of patent 
should have boon shorter in order that the 
pnnapic of "temporary monopoly" was 
adhered to Instead, by extending the period 
of grant Dunkel proposals have aimed at 


providing absolute monopoly rights through 
the patent system The obligations on the 
patentee have been made less stringent by 
making the conditions under which a 
patentee was required to use his patent 
lor commercial use in the country granting 
him tho rights more favourable to the 
patentee 

The provisions in the Dunkel draft do 
not make it absolutely binding on the 
patentee to use the patent in the countnes 
of patent, grant In fact, a suggestion has 
been made that instead of setting up 
production facilities, the patentee should 
be allowed to import tho product in the 
countnes granting him patent and this 
should be treated at par with his obligations 

The implications of enhancing the right 
of the patentee and declining the obligations 
should be viewed in light of the fact that an 
overwhelming majonty of tho patentees 
belong to tho developed countnes while 
developing countries are only countnes 
that grant patent protection to these 
patentees Given this fact strengthening of 
the nghts of patentee implies that developing 
countries' access to technology covered by 
the patent would become more difficult 
These countries were dependent on the 
developed countries tor easy access to 
modern technology for their industrialisation 
but with such proposals as Mr Dunkel 
has laid out, tho process of industrialisation 
ot developing countries may bo truncated 

Domestic control over foreign investment 
was regarded as one of the imperatives of 
the development process in developing 
countnes Tho development prioribes each 
country had set tor itsell, was considered 
as the bench-mark tor foreign investment to 
operate in these countries Such 
channelisation ot investment was considered 
essential because tho sole aim was to 
ensure that investment was put into the 
best possible among the several alternative 
uses Further, in view ot the low foreign 
exchange earning capacity of the developing 
countnes it was generally accepted that 
foreign capital should be utilised to enhance 
ttieir export earnings. For this, a two pronged 
strategy was adopted While export-targets 
were sot for the foreign companies on the 
one hand, progressive decrease in the use 
ot imported raw materials was insisted on 
tho other 

From the point ot view ol protecting their 
domestic interests, control over foreign 
investment was. therefore, essential 
These policies would, however, not be 
possible to follow if the Dunkel proposals 
on TRIMs are accepted Tho proposals 
presented by tho GATT Director General 
insist on total freedom to bo given to 
foreign capital Governments would not be 
.illowod to monitor the activities of foreign 
companies in any manner Investment 
decisions by foreign companies would thus 
depend on thoir commercial interests, the 
development priorities of developing 
countries in which these companies may 
invest would become a secondary 
consideration 


A similar problem faces developing 
countries from the rules that are being 
framed for the service sector Of particular 
importance here is the policy with respect 
to the rinancial services that the Dunkel 
draft proposes for all countnos to adopt. 
The resource-scarce developing countries 
would not benefit In any measure from 
following these poliaes. S^rcity of tinance 
made these countries to decide that 
the available funds would be put to the 
best possible use with the larger social 
objectives in mind. Accordingly, the use of 
funds was linked with the development 
plans adopted by the countries. This 
process was further facilitated by the 
control of the financial sector by the 
Government Identified areas of prionty 
were provided financial assistance at 
nominal rates of interest this operation 
being possible only because the public 
sector had not set tor itself tho objective ot 
making profits through higher market 
determined interest rates All such policies 
would have to be shelved in keeping 
with the Dunkel proposals Those proposals, 
in the mam, seek an opening of the 
financial s-:ctor to private sector banks, 
including the foreign banks, which would 
only operate on tho basis ol the market 
priorities Thus, at one go, these proposals 
seek to alter the basic philosophy of 
financial operations in the country, from 
social banking to full scale commercial 
banking 

Tho Dunkel proposals, it accepted would 
thus, affect the development objectives of 
the developing countries in a fundamental 
manner In tho earlier decades the major 
Item on tho agenda in all international 
fora was to evolve mechanisms for a rapid 
development of all the poorer nations of the 
world. The United Nations had adopted the 
1960s and the 1970s as the development 
decades with the same basic objective 
Sectoral initiatives were taken by a number 
of international organisations The UNCTAD 
(United Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development) had, since its inception 
towards the mid-1960s, had tned to devise 
means to help developing countries get 
access to modern technology at reasonable 
terms As an adjunct to this, the UNCTAD 
also focussed its attrition on the mechanisms 
of technology transfer, particularly the 
role ot Multinational Corporation in the 
process A draft code of conduct for 
technology transfer was developed by 
the UNCTAD in order to ensure that 
the developing countries did not face 
exploitation in the global market place This 
code has remained unratified and 
developing countries face ever a 
deteriorating inequity in the global system. 
At a time when the initiative should have 
been to find ways to alleviate tho problems 
ot the developing countries. Mr Arthur 
Dunkel, has proposed a new set of rules 
that GATT may now impose jxilicies which 
would make the developing countnes 
incapable of pursuing their larger 
development objectives. 
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Rise And Fall Of Soviet Economy: 

Some Lessons

There are two broad conclusions that 
might well be drawn from the Soviet Union's 
experience of planned economic 
development The first is that the Centralised 
planning and command economy system, 
even when it produces spectacular 
economic growth over a considerable length 
of time, is not durable In course of time, it 
becomes inefficient, and globally 
uncompetitive because of low productivir/ 
and high unit cost of the output The 
economy develops within itself senous 
distortions and imbalances which come to 
constitute inner contradictions in the system 
which in the end lead to the end of the 
system itself The second is that the system 
can be saved from meeting that end by 
carrying out basic economic reforms and 
structural adjustments in the economy But 
for the reforms to succeed two things are 
necessary. First, the community must be 
prepared to suffer hardship and make 
necessary sacnfices in the transitional period 
till the needed structural adjustments take 
place and exchange relations get aligned to 
each other in accordance with the working 
of market forces Second, the economy 
would need inflow of foreign funds and 
material resources to smoothen the course 
of economic change and to reduce 
hardships of the peopio that change from 
controlled to market friendly economy would 
bring in its wake Without availability of such 
assistance from abroad, the burden imposed 
by the changeover from command to market 
economy may prove too severe for the 
people to bear with equanimity In a case 
like that, the entire economy may collapse 
bringing with it even political disintegration 
of the country This is what has happened 
in the erstwhile Soviet Union. President 
Gorbachev could have been saved the (ate 
he met and the Soviet Union from 
disintegration, had the Western nabons and 
the international financial agencies like IMF 
and World Bank rushed the needed financial 
assistance to the country in time. 

The story of a poor agricultural country 
with small pockets of modern industry i.i 
1917 rising, in a period of barely seven 
decades to the position of World’s second 
Super Power after U.S.A and then 
collapsing like a house of cards in a short 
period of five years after President 
Gorbachev launched glasnost and 
perostroika — political and economic 
reforms respectively — can be told quite 
briefly. The Bolshevik/revolution in 1917 
turned the country into a peasant and 
workers State which promised to give to 
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the workers all that they produced with their 
labour without any part of the national output 
going to the capitalists and the landlords 
Within two days of the 1917 October 
revolution, the Bolsheviks confiscated the 
big estates and nationalised banks. This 
brought about some disruption of the 
economy but its basics still remained 
unaffected and sound These basics, 
according to the economist, Aleksei 
Izyumov, were a strong agriculture which at 
that time supplied one-third of the world 
grain market and a few modern industries 
which both technologically and output-wise 
were outpacing those of some big European 
countries. Russia at that time had a real 
chance to break into the modern industrial 
world. But the three years of civil war which 
broke out in the summer of 1918 changed 
all that To cope with the war situation, 
"War Communism" was introduced. Broadly 
speaking War Communism moant a set of 
three policy measures abolition of money 
and its replacement by labour tickets or 
coupons which were to bo used as medium 
of exchange, compulsory requisition of grain 
from the farmer for feeding the city 
population, and rationing of available 
supplies of essential goods Those harsh 
measures brought rich political dividends in 
as much as these won the Bolshevik the 
war against their adversaries But these 
ruined the economy. The Kronstadt rebellion 
in 1921 served to underline that fact. 

War Comriiunism gave way to New 
Economic Policy (NEP) launched in 1921. 
NEP meant restoration of money to its 
rightful place in the economy, relaxation of 
economic controls over prices, production 
and distributiori of commodities, provision 
of incentives to the farmer for raising his 
output and return, in good measure to the 
market economy system It was essentially 
a programme of rehabilitation of the 
economy after the rum wrought to it by War 
Communism. NEP served its purpose Flapid 
economic recovery was registered A system 
of 'mixed economy' wherein banks, heavy 
industry transport, and foreign trade 
remain^ strictly under State control while 
rest of the economy was freed from such 
control was evolved At the same time a 
gigantic project of electrification, called 
Goelro, was launched. Lenin declared 
Goeiro plus Soviets meant communism. 

In 1928 was launched the First Five Year 



Plan which aimed at building the heavy 
industry base. The targets set for 5 years 
were achieved in 4 years. Plan targets were 
over fulfilled with the result the Second Five 
Year Plan was launched in 1932, i.e., four 
^ears after the beginning of the First Plan. 
The Second Plan aimed at (i) bnnging about 
significant increase in labour productivity 
and, (ii) effecting a big increase in 
agricultural production called Stakhanovite 
movement that had the elements of 
Amoncan Taylorism in regard to increasing 
output per worker was launched to increase 
labour productivity while massive 
collectivisation of farm land was carried out 
to increase agncultural production. The latter 
produced serious reaction from the farmers 
who slaughtered their animals and 
destroyed their implements in protest. There 
was a precipitate fall in agricultural 
production and in the two years 1932 and 
1933, there were millions of starvation 
deaths. That made agriculture the Achilles 
heel of the Soviet economy till the end. On 
the industnal side, however, the second 
plan targets were also over fulfilled and the 
plan completed in 1936, i.e., one year ahead 
of its scheduled time The third plan was 
launched in 1936 Meanwhile tractorisation 
and mechanisation of agriculture on a 
massive scale began to show its effect and 
agncultural production also began to grow. 
The Third Plan was near completion when 
Soviet Union was pushed into World War II. 
The War gave a big push to industrial, 
particularly defence production of the 
country. The country emerged from the War 
as a mighty industnal power. The East- 
West divide that followed the end of the 
War led the country to oven greater effort 
at building the defence industry and 
research in technology in production of war 
weapons By the time Stalin died in 1952, 
Soviet Union was already a mighty Super 
Power in temis of industrial production and 
production of military equipment including 
nuclear weapons, tanks, war planes, 
warships and submarines The Soviets 
proved their superiority in space technology

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Kashmir In Pakistanis Context

' Five years ago when I was in Pakistan 
r last, Kashmir was mentioned in passing. 
' now it IS almost an 'obsession' Two 
developments are responsible for it One, 
the persistent militancy in the Valley has 
both surprised and impressed Pakistan, 
which recalls how its infiltration in 1965 was 
(ailed by the Kashmins themselves Two, 
the renewed world interest has made 
Islamabad believe that the question can be 
reopened 

It is conceded that if there had been no 
upsurge in the Valley, Pakistan would not 
have been able to interfere ‘You are a 
cause, we are a consequence, just we were 
a cause in East Pakistan and you were the 
consequence,* many have no hesitation in 
saying 

The cause, surpnsingly, is what the 
intellectuals and journalists in India have 
pointed out; on the one hand. Farooq 
Abdullah's alliance with the ruling 
Congress(l) demolished oven the fiction of 
Kashmir's autonomy and. on the other, the 
large scale rigging in the 1987 poll 
convinced the Kashmiris that bullet, not the 
ballot box, would get them their self-rule A 
booklet, which the protagonists of 
independent Kashmir have brought out, 
makes ttie same point “The majority of the 
youth have swelled the ranks of militant 
groups had finally run out of patience with 
the policy of working with the system in the 
wake of frauckilont polls in 1987" 

The general impression in Lahore, 
Islamabad and oven Peshawar, the three 
cities I visited, is that it is only a matter of 
time when New Delhi will be humiliated at 
the hands of militants The Pakistan 
government domes giving them any 
assistance, other than political and moral 
But the public resents even diplomatic 
denials because it favours an all-out support 
to the Kashmins who. it believes, are fighting 
not only for the right of self-determination 
but also for their Islamic identity 

The militants are hailed as freedom 
lighters and Indian security forces 
condemned as gun-crazy Practically every 
Pakistani has got conditioned to believing 
that most heinous atroatios are taking place 
in Kashmir. Unverified stones are being tokt 
and retold It would be far belter for New 
Delhi to allow the Pakistani journalists In 
Kashmir than let the exaggerated or even 
corKX>cted accounts to circulate. 

When It comes to concrete proposals, an 
independent status for the Valley does not 
raise many eyebrows. Former bureauciats, 
kcademics and journalists in Pakistan argue 
that if the Kashmiris want to stay 
Independent, their wishes 'should be 
respected. The earlier stance that the 
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Kashmiris should either join India or 
Pakistan and have no third choice has got 
somewhat diluted. Benazir Bhutto, former 
Pakistan pnme minister, concedes' ‘I think 
the option is either to opt for India or 
Pakistan but the Kashmiris must decide 
what is best for them ‘ And it is taken for 
granted that whatever the settlement, it will 
be confined to the Valley, keeping Jammu, 
Ladakh and Gilgit separate. 

That a hot line has been installed between 
him and Prime Minister Narasimha Rao 
satisfies Nawaz Sharif only up to a point. 
Pakistan Prime Minister Mohammed Nawaz 
Shanf was frank enough to say that no 
worthwhile understanding between them is 
'possible' without a settlement on Kashmir. 
'Mutual trade, economic cooperation or 
mere cultural exchanges cannot last beyond 
a few weeks if Kashmir remains as it is,* he 
said 

Nawaz Shanf is not alone in hokfing such 
views This is the dominant mood in 
Pakistan. You may start discussion on my 
subject, it ends on Kashmir. Even innocuous 
matters like the availability of books and 
newspapers of one country in the other 
have been bogged down by technicalities. 
The attitude is: either a settlement on 
Kashmir or nothing. Asked why Pakistan 
does not import foodgrains from India which 
IS cheaper and available next door. Nawaz 
Shanf said' ‘Were we to do so, I would 
incur the wrath of my people since Kashmir 
IS uppermost in their minds.* 

Even Amanullah Khan has dropped the 
letter 'J‘, connoting Jammu, from Ihe 'JKLF' 
(Jammu and Kashmir Liberation Front), the 
outfit he heads. When I pointed out this to 
him at Islamabad, he did not join issue with 
me. He was confident that Inda would one 
day quit Kashmir as the U.S. did from 
Vietnam. He admitted that the militancy in 
the Valley was not at its peak and explained 
It as a temporary phase in any uprising. But 
he drew hope from the support he had 
received in ^e West particularly the U.S. 
and Great Britain. He made no secret of 
the pressure Islamabad was exerting on 
him to give up the demand for independence 
and opt for Pakistan. “But we will haw our 
own independent state,* he said. 

Elderly Abdul Qayyum Khan, the ‘Azad 
Kashmir* prime minister, sounded more 
realistic. He refused to sp^l out the solution 
he had in mind, although he reminded us of 
the repeated promises JawahartAI Nehru 
made to hold a plebiscite to decide the 
future of Kashmir. He proposed a meeting 



of the elders' to find a way out and included 
among them Andul Ghani Lone, Karan 
Singh, and Muslim League chief Gillani, not 
Farooq Abdullah. When asked why he 
wanted to exclude the militants from the 
meeting, he said he would associate them 
“after we have arrived at some 
understanding * Qayyum was warm and 
effusive and |}resented each one of us an 
Onyx flower vase, after hosting a dinner in 
our honour 

Gulbuddin Hikmatyar, the Afghan leader 
of Hizbe-lslami, whom we met in Peshawar, 
repudiated the reports that they were training 
or arming the Kashmin youth He ruled out 
the F>ossibilfty of the Afghan mujahideens 
joining the Kashmiri militants or crossing 
into the Valley to fight. Nonetheless, he 
supported the Kashmins' right of self- 
determination 

Pakistan has changed since I was there 
last. It is more open, more articulate and 
more relaxed. The military is less 
overbearing and fundamentalism less 
menacing. After the subcontinent's partition, 
the Indian rupee, to the Pakistani's delight, 
there our 100 rupees fetch Pakistan's 80. 

How this happened and why is ajpng 
story. It opens Benazir Bhutto's regime when 
the army went back to the barracks, and 
Nawaz Sharif's rule when economic 
liberalisation set in. But if one development 
were to be pinpointed for the change, it 
would be the advent of democracy after a 
40-year-njle by the military and authoritarian 
heads. General Mirza Beg, former chief of 
the Army Staff, confirmed this when he said; 
'Had General Zia-ul Haq not removed 
Zulfikar Aii Bhutto, the democratic process 
in Pakistan would have prosper^ and 
institutions stabilised.* Whether nascent 
democratic structure will be able to survive 
the various onslaughts it faces is Pakistan's 
dilemma as well as nightmare. 

The biggest onsimjght is the unlimited 
powers that President has come to enjoy 
after tiie eighth amendment which Zia added 
to the Pakistan Constitution. The 
amendment empowers the President to 
dismiss an elected government, not because 
it has ceased to enjoy a msyority in the 
National Assembly, Pakistan's lower house,

It is both political and.sentimental 
victory they have won with the completion 
of the colourful maratfion journey the party 
president, Mr. Murli Manohar Joshi, had 
begun from Kanyakumari on December 11, 
1991. 

There 
is hardly any denying of the fact that the 
country today faces senous throats to its 
unity—such as it had not done earlier. Even 
a cursory glance over the country would 
convince a person of ordinary intelligence 
of this fact.

The victory is political because the BJP 
can rx>w with pride claim ttlat it alone is 
deeply concerned about the unity of the 
country. And for the maintenance of this 
unity its senior leaders had even staked 
their lives in the course of the Ekta yatra It 
is sentimental because the yatra was aimed 
at arousing feelings among the people about 
the glory of India, its great cultural heritage 
and its role in building up a civilisation that 
is eternal and, therefore, refuses to perish 
The BJP claims that it alone among all the 
political parties is truly devoted to the task 
of preserving whatever fndia has been 
known lor ages. 

It is, therefore, natural for the successful 
completion of the Ekta yatra to provoke 
hostile reactions from the detractors and 
'political opponents of the BJP. These 
reactions had begun to come right from the 
days the yatra was planned and launched. 
Great efforts were made to denounce the 
yatra plan on the ground that it was purely 
politically motivated. It was claimed that 
since the BJP was left with no credible 
propaganda plank after failing to get the 
Babri mosque in Ayodhya demolished, it 
was planning something spectacular to stay 
in the limelight. Fears were also aroused 
that the proposed Ekta yatra would provoke 
communal violenca much before it reached 
its destination. And if the BJP insisted on 
hoisting the national flag at Lai Chowk it 
would result in a bloodshed in the Valley. 
Some other critics even described the yatra 
as *big farce". 

There Is no doubt that the BJP's decision 
to launch the marathon journey from 
Kartyakumari to Kashmir was politically 
motivated. It would be a folly to expect a 
poKtical party not to draw some political 
mileage from a programme it plans for the 
well-being of the people and the country. 
The BJP too is in political business and it is 
not a sin for it to take advantage of 
opportunities that come its way to move 
dioser to the seat of power. But It would be 
totally wrong to say that the Ekta yatra had 


to strengthen the forces of national unity. 
The Government has miserably failed to 
undertake this task as is clear from the 
mess it has made in Punjab, Kashmir and 
even Assam Neither the Congress nor the 
Janata Oai, nor even the Left parties have 
inspired confidence among the people about 
their ability to deal with national problems. 
They really do not seem keen on working 
for national unity, let alone maintaining it. 
The policies they have followed hardly touch 
the social and cultural ethos of the country. 
They have, on the contrary, whipped op 
communal passions from time to time both 
among the majority and minority 
communities to serve titoir pdmcaf interest. 

Despite there being some negative 
aspects about it, the BJP has been able to 
project an imago of being closer to the 
social and cultural ethos of the countr'. 
One may accuse it of pandenng to the 
Hindu community for political purposes but 
the fact remains that even while doing so it 
has tactfully associated itself with traditions 
and symbols on which is based the ethos 
mentioned above It may have made some 
crude attempts to identify itself with this 
ethos but It goes without saying that it did 
succeed in representing itself as a party 
rooted in India's culture. Thus it alone could 
rightly claim to be more concerned about 
the national unity than any other party. And 
It alone thus could think of drawing up 
programmes like the Ram Rath yatra cr the 
Ekta yatra and secure emotional support 
even of those who are politically committed 
to the Congress or any other parties but 
who feel alarmed at the divisive tendencies 
not only rapidy growing but also enjoying 
patronage of some major potiticai groups. 

It is not without any reason that even the 
Congress party was divided on opposing 
the Ekta yatra. The dvision was based on 
both potiticai and sentimental grounds. While 
orw section was upset that the successfOl 
Ekta yatra would politically help the BJ^P, 
the other wanted this party to gain in 
strength politically so that its support helped 


years. The Congress too has leaders who 
draw sustenance from India’s culture and 
tradition and are genuinely interested In 
preserving and promoting them to safeguard 
the country's national unity. They had lent 
silent and moral support to the Ekta yatra. 
There are also leaders in the party who 
want to queer Mr. Rao's pitch by projecting 
the BJP as a threat itself to national unity.

This he { 
did by taking stops like holding the all party | 
meeting on December 9, 1991 to consider \ 
the repercussions of the Ekta yatra. | 

The yatris passed through Punjab without ' 
provoking any wrath of the militants there. : 
They made a triumphant entry Into Jammu j 
where they were given a warm welcome. 

Mr. Joshi, Mr Vajpayee and others 
addressed a huge public meeting which 
indicated the overwhelming support the Ekta 
yatra had drawn from Jammu. The yatris 
later moved to Udhampur led by Mr. Joshi. 
From there he along with other 70 yatris was 
escorted by the Army to Lai Chowk where 
at a brief ceremony the tri-oolour was 
unfurled by Mr. Joshi to the accompaniment 
of full-throated slogans of "Bharat Mata Ki 
Jai" and ‘Bharat Ki Ekta Akhand Hai". 

The BJP leaders, including Mr. Joshi, 

Mr. Advani and Mr. Vajpayee, have claimed 
that the yatra has fully served its purpose. 
According to them, it had four objectives ^ 
when it was launched: (1) the national unity ' 
was facing the gravest ever threat and it 
needs to be protected at all costs. That 
there is no doubt about it was proved by 
the major bomb blast at the police 
headquarters itself on the eve of the 
Republic Day, (2) the public opinion ought 
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to be educated about the mishandling of 
^the Kashmir issue and about the need of 
T'abrogattng Article 370 that stands in the 
' way of the Valley becoming fully mtogratod 
■ with India, (3) att.mtion should be focussed 
on the plight of tho two lakh Hindus who 
“have been driven out of the Valley and are 
living as refugees in their own country, and 
(4) a notice ought to bo soived on Pakistan 
•'arid its minions in the Valley that under no 
circumstances their nefarious designs would 
be allowed to succeed Mr Advani and Mr 
Joshi frequently made a statement dunng 
the yatra that "if Pakistan thinks it is not 
complete without Kashmir, India then thinks 
it is not complete without Pakistan", Though 
rhetorical in character, this statement has 
gone down well with the masses of this 
country

over U S A by being tho first in the World 
to send a man to the moon However 
industrial growth in the country remained 
highly imbalanced, heavy industry and 
defence production rocoivod dispropor¬ 
tionately high attention while consumer 
goods producing industrial sector was given 
far lower a priority in tho developmental 
plans It was, however, agriculture that 
turned out to bo tho weakest link in the 
national economy Food production failed 
to keep pace with growth of population which 
rendered tho country an importer of 
foodgrains to feed its growing population 
Tho massive purchases of gram by tho 
Soviet Union from U S A in 1973 caused a 
world food cnsis and concern tor world food 
security at international level 

Kosygin as Prime Minister under 
Brezhnev introduced in 1964 65 a package 
of reform measures which included 
introduction of profit motive in tho working 
of factoncs and incentives to tho workers 
for improving their productivity levels Those 
reforms failed to achieve their objective 
because tho system that had come to brood 
inefficiency, unaccountability, low 
.productivity and corruption, remained 
unaltered This underlined the point that 
unless the system itself was radically altered 
and overhauled, any matonal change for 
tho better in the economic situation was not 
possible Gorbachev understood this and 
on coming to power enforced economic 
(perestroika) and political (glasnost) reforms 
But ho proved too slow to take headlong 
the creaking command economy system 
and the entrenched communist party power 
elite. The declaration of economic growth 
that had started before he came to power 
now gathered momentum The GDP growth 
rate of the SJovict Union declined to 1 5 per 
bent in 1988, zero in 1989, minus 3 per 
cent in 1990 and estimated minus 12 p)er 
cent in 1991 Growth rate ot gross industrial 
output wa.s 4 4 per cent in 1988, 2 4 per 
cent in 1989, minus 4 per cent in 1990 and 
estimated minus 15 per cent in 1991 
Growth rate of agncultural output was 0 7 
per cent in 1988,‘1 per cent in 1989, (-) 2 3 
par cent in 1990 and an estimated (-) 10 


Having said all that need to be said in

only by 3 per cent in 1988 and 5 per cent 
in 1989 registered an astronomic nse in 
1991 Farmers began to withhold supplies 
from the market and traders took to hoarding 
and profiteering. There was virtual 
breakdown of administration so far as tho 
management of the economy was 
concerned. It is in this background of 
growing chaos that the August 20 coup 
against Gor'bachev was enacted The coup 
failed because the coup leaders did not 
have the backing of tho people Success of 
coup would have meant putting tho hard 
core communist bosses back into power 
and ro-oslablishmont of the oppressive 
command economy system as well as loss 
of civil liberties and political nghts that 
President Gorbachov had granted them 
under glasnost policy However, survival of 
President Gorbachev proved a short term 
affair Under tho weight of the mounting 
economic crisis. Soviet Union disintegrated 
and President Gorbachev resigned The 
president ot the successor Russian republic 
state, Mr. Boris Yeltsin has, on the new 
year day, freed all pnees from State controls 
At one stroke he has established the market 
economy regime in a country that had got 
accustomed to living under state's 
monopolies over production, distribution and 
pricing of all commodities The freeing of 
Russian prices is bound to lead to similar 
liberalisation in other republics even less 
economically and politically prepared than 
Russian republic for such a big leap forward 
towards market economy system. If the 
other republics keep prices low their shelves 
will bo stripped bare by Russians pouring 
across the borders to do their shopping 
Economic unification of the 15 republics 
that Soviet Union wrought cannot be 
destroyed overnight by political disin¬ 
tegration of that union. The republics are in 
lor a long drawn era of economic unrest, 
social tensions and political conflicts. This 


minorities by pursuing the path of Vasudhaiv 
Kutumbakam ? Do they really believe in 
the message of India's culture and traditions 
that human society is one and cannot be 
divided on the basis of caste, creed, 
language, race or oven nationality ? The 
sages and seers of ancient India had worked 
and made great sacrifices for the unity not 
only of the land that is Bharat but the human 
society as a whole on the basis of universal 
pnnciples of morality and spirituality. Swami 
Vivekanand had stood and worked for these 
pnnaples The EkIa yatra had begun with 
paying tribute to the Swami at his statue at 
Kanyakumari. Are the BJP leaders 
committed to follow his ideals also If not, 
the yatra would certainly be fixated as a 
"hoax" in the days to come One hopes the 
leaders would not allow this to happen 

IS despite the fact that IMF and G7 countries 
are new coming out with massive financial 
and matonal aid to the Russian republic 
The flow of this aid now may prove to be a 
case of being too little and too late to save 
tho people of the erstwhile union from the 
disaster that stares them in the face 
What IS the moral of this story for India 
which has lecently launched upon a 
programme of radical reform and 
restructuring of the economy The change 
over from a planned to market oriented 
economy has been necessitated by the 
failure ol the former to solve our basic 
problems of poverty and unemployment on 
the one hand and its leading to the brink of 
virtual collapse and bankruptcy of the 
economy on the other By 1990 India had 
reached tho end of tho road in the working 
of planned development A change in the 
strategy and approach to development was 
a compulsion imposed by the past ruinous 
policies that tho government, particularly in 
the eighties had followed The reversal of 
past policies is dictated by national interests 
and It IS to the credit of the Congress party 
that it IS owning up, thought implicitly, the 
min wrought by Mrs Gandhi and, her son, 
Rajiv Second, the prompt balance of 
payments support that IMF and the World 
Bank have given to this country in the last 
few months is something that the country is 
to be grateful tor. Without that supjxrrt, the 
nation would have suffered dreadful 
consequences The fate suffered by 
Soviet Union which was denied such 
timely support is a pointer in that direction. 
Third, much criticism has been made of 
the conditions attached to IMF and World 
Bank lending and our accepting those 
conditions If one examines those conditions 
carefully we will find that the course 
“dictated" by those financial institutions is 
exactly what fiscal prudence demands on 
our part to be done Soviet experience 
should tell the critics and economists of left 
orientation that their protest against polictes 
of economic liberalisation and structural 
adjustments launched by the present 
government unless the protest is for the 
record, is completely misplaced and 
hypocnfical. 
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The Unfolding Scenario Of 1992

It has been only seven months since the 
country overcame thb trauma of Rajiv 
Gandhi's assassination, completed the 
rudely interrupted tenth general election and 
ushered in the minority Narasimha Rao 
government. But even during this short 
period national affairs have passed through 
three different phases. 

The first phase was a strange mixture of 
great goodwill for the new Prime Minister 
and considerable anxiety about the 
prevailing aura of uncertainty and fears of 
impending instability. This situation arose 
not so much because of the tnlaterai division 
of the polity — into the Congress, still the 
main reference point of Indian politics, the 
BJP, unquestionably the second party, and 
the loose combination of the Leftists and 
V P Singh's Janata Dal — as on account 
of the curious goings-on within the Congress 
Party. 

Having failed to thrust the Congress 
crown on Mrs. Soma Gandhi immediately 
after her husband was so cruelly slam, 
determined sections of Congresomen 
persisted in their effort to keep alive the 
potent Soma factor An easy pretext for this 
was provided by a stnng of parliamentary 
by-elections, including in Amethi, Ifie 
constituency won for the fourth time by Rajiv 
posthumously The cry therefore went up 
that Sonia must be persuaded to contest 
from there. Mrs. Gandhi evidently had no 
intention of getting embroilled in politics, 
much less in power games. But, for reasons 
best known to her. she chose to remain 
silent while perfervid debate about the 
prospects of her taking up the offer to fight 
the by-election in Amethi went on This was 
unsettling enough But what muddled the 
waters further was the raucous campaign 
by a bunch of loud Rajya Sabha members 
who went so far as to proclaim that the ^ 
government existed only by 'Sonlaji's grace' 
The consequent shadow of uncertainty was 
dark and dangerous. 

It is all the more remarkable therefore 
that during this uncertain phase 
Mr. Narasimha Rao did a great many bold 
and big things. The country's economic 
policy was overhauled thoroughly. irKfeed 
in a manner that would have been 
unthinkable even a couple of years earlier. 

In handling the political balancing act, 
between the BJP on ttre one hand and the 
Left Front-Janata Dal alliance on the 
other, the Prime Minister displayed skills 
which came as a pleasant surprise even to 
his friends and admirers. His strength 
lay in his exemplary patience, his 
willingness to talk to everyone in an attempt 
to evolve a consensus on vital issues, to 
abide by the consensus wherever such an 
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agreed view was possible and to go ahead 
and do the "right thing*, according to his 
lights In the last case, his calculation, 
vindicated so far. has been that even 
sceptics and critics would eventually go 
along with policies which are in the country's 
best interests or to which there is no viable 
alternative 

The manner in which he coped with the 
Amethi by-olection — which, incidentally, 
was to coincide with his own election to the 
Lok Sabha from Andhra Pradesh — was 
entirely in keeping with his smooth and 
winning style According to reliable accounts 
Mr Narasimha Rao went to Mrs. Sonia 
Gandhi only a few days before the party's 
candidates for by-elections were to be 
chosen and discussed frankly with her the 
inevitable consequences of her decision to 
stand from Amethi For, it was clear even to 
the meanest intelligence that if elected to 
Parliament, Soma could not remain a mere 
backbench M P but was bound to become 
the most powerful person in the ruling party. 
In other words, along with membership of 
Parliament she would have to accept the 
stewardship of the Congress. Whether the 
Congress could then retain power was a 
different matter because the WP and large 
sections of the other groupings were totally 
hostile to the idea of the Indian government 
being headed by someone born overseas. 
And yet. Mr Narasimha Rao refrained from 
advising Mis Sonia Gandhi about what she 
should do He loft the decision entirely to 
her. 

Once the Amethi affair was out of the 
way. the second and remarkable phase in 
the post-Rajiv Indian politics began. Almost 
overnight Mr Narasimha Rao became one 
of the best liked Pnme Ministers of India. 
His mildness became his strength. Equally 
suddenly, the fear of uncertainty and 
instability disappeared. No one was 
expected to be hurry to foist another election 
on a poll-weary India in any case. But by 
now positive feelings towards the Narasimha 
Rao government outweighed the negative 
fear cf an early election as a factor for 
continuity and stability. 

The manner in which Mr. Narasimha 
Rao won over the opposition parties, 
without necessaniy pandering to them, and 
thus disarmed them became a textbook 
lesson in political management. Some 
leading elements in his party wanted to 
start a crusade against the BJP. Narasimha 
Rao let them have their say but had no 
hesitation to have a compromise with the 



BJP in the election of the presiding officers 
of the Lok Sabha. On the other hand, the 
way in which he handled Murii Manohar 
Joshi's much-vaunted but ill-advised Ekia 
Yatra has turned out to be masterly. At the 
end of it all, Joshi is a much diminished 
figure. And, at one remove, the apparently 
rising fortunes of the BJP have taken a 
knock. 

The real feather in the Prime Minister's 
cap was not that he ensured the durability 
of his minonty government and allayed the 
fears of instability but that, in a very short 
timeframe, he brought about a qualitative 
change in the national mood. 

Right from the time of the Emergency in 
the mid-seventies, if not from the first 
Congress split in 1969, Incka has been prey 
to an inflamed, escalating and bitterly 
divisive political polarisation, largely along 
personal lines. Only during the first two 
years of Rajiv Gandhi's tenure did this 
disastrous atmosphere of confrontation 
abate Later, however, it got revived with a 
vengeance and the polarisation for and 
against Rajiv became even sharper than 
was the case during his mother's time. By 
1989, Rajiv was more reviled than respected 
indeed, the reason he lost jxiwer was that 
all the hatreds and antipathies, which he 
did a lot to foster by his unthinking attacks 
on the opposition parties, had focussed on 
him The revulsion over the still unproven 
charges about Bofors was a part of this 
process 

As soon as it became clear that 
Mr Narasimha Rao was firmly settled in 
t>^'e saddle, a sea change in the atmosphere 
took place in next to no time. Confrontation 
turned into cooperation or at least into 
consensus-building. The almost daily 
exchange of abuse and invective across 
the embittered political divide turned into 
decency of public discourse even over 
contentious issues. The temperature of the 
body jxilitic came down to near normal. 
This achievement alone is sufficient to 
guarantee Mr. Narasimha Rao a place in 
Indian history. 

Under these circumstances, it is no 
surprise that Madhu Limaye, one of the 
most perceptive observers of the political 
scene, remarked at the end of 1991 that if 





Nehru enjoyed two-thirds majority in 
Partlament. Indira Gandhi three-fourths and 
Rajiv four-fifths, it appeared that Narasimlia 
Rao ‘enjoyed tht^ allegiance of the entire 
Parliament'. 

Life, however, is life, and this was too 
good a state of affairs to last From the 
start of 1992, the third and somewhat 
disquieting phaso of the Narasimha Rao 
reign has begun 

There is yet no throat to the government’s 
stability or the Pnme Minister's acceptability 
to the vast majonty of the people. But a 
number of portents seem to be converging 
to make the coming weeks and months a 
turbulent period And it must be remembered 
that the emotions of the Indian public can 
be very volatile 

Pnmarily it is the govommenfs economic 
policy, a leap towards liberalisation and a 
determination to make this country a part of 
the global market economy, that is inviting 
increasing opposition There wore 
reservations against this policy even at the 
best of times Interestingly, the old mindsent 
to which any change in the old policies is 
anathema was more widespread within the 
Congress party than without But these 
reservations and grumblings were muted 
In any case, they were overcome by the 
fate of the disintegrating Soviet Union and 
by the spectacle of China seeking foreign 
investment, technology and collaboration as 
mndly as India 

Now, however, the policy has begun to 
bite and the consequent howl is therefore 
louder and more persistent Prices of 
essential items such as wheat, rice, sugar 
and kerosene have doubtless increased, 
making life for the poor even harder than it 
used to be To those thus affected sound 
political and economic arguments do not 
matter But even those who ought to know 
better seem to have decided to use the 
economic discontent against a double- 
digit inflation lor their own purposes 
Trade unions and Lefi parties have 
announced ttieir programme to launch 
phased agitation all over the country to 
force a change in economic policy V P 
Singh IS scheduled to lead a march in 
Bombay Surely, ho and other leaders, who 
have ruled tlio country in the past and hope 
to do so in future, must know that if 
subsidies for food or fertilisers are not to be 
abolished or curtailed, they would have to 
be paid for by the Indian people in some 
other way 

However, the price rise issue, formidable 
enough by itself, is likely to be turned into 
something lethal because it is being 
combined by the critics with the question of 
national self respect Their argument is that 
the price rise is the direct result of the 
"surrender ” to the 'dictates’ of the IMF and 
the World Bank, and that this 'disgraceful' 
trend is being compounded by the official 
inclination to accept the Ounkcl draft on 
Intellectual Property Rights which they 
consider 'humiliatingly neocoloniaf Hero 
again, nobody pauses to ponder that China 
has aca-ptod an IPR regime far more drastic 


than that recommended by Dunkel for GATT 
members (China is not yet a member of 
GATT, it has therefore done a deal with the 
United States and averted action under 
Section 301 of American trade laws. 
Proceedings against India under the same 
article have just started and the government 
can no longer duck tfie issue) 

Two features of the assault on economic 
policy are jjarticularty distressing. First, 
important members of the council of 
ministers have joined in the chorus of 
endetsm, throwing to the winds the principle 
of collective responsibility of Uie cabinet 
Rangarajan Kumaramangalam is only 
technically correct in denying that he ever 
submitted his resignation to the Prime 
Minister What he had to say about 
ecogomic policy publidy required that, in all 
honesty, he ought to have resigned So 
should those like Balram Jhakar who are 
shouting from the housetops that the 
curtailment of subsidies to farmers is wrong. 
But the Prime Minister's ministerial 
colleagues are putting up a classic show of 
hunting with the hounds and running with 
the hare 

The second deplorable feature of the 
campaign against economic policy is an 
almost deliberate, and unfair, attempt to 
make out as if this policy is the handiwork 
only of the Finance Minister, Manmohan 
Singh, and that neither the Prime Minister 
nor other ministers have anything to do 

with It 

Somewhat belatedly Narasimha Rao has 
takon stops to 'educate' those 
Congressmen who are voicing their 
dissatisfaction with economic policy 
Manmohan Singh had a long session of the 
Congress party’s office-bearers. The Prime 
Minister himself has addressed two 
meetings of the executive of the Congress 
Parliamentary Party. But, from ail accounts, 
the etfort is still inadequate 

Foreign policy is not really within the 
province of this analysis because it is a 
large subject meriting separate attention. 
However, the point must bo made that if 
the criticism of economic policy grows, the 
government's capacity to tako bold foreign 
policy initiatives would also be 
circumscribed Narasimha Rao could vote 
for the cancellation of the earlier U N. 
resolution equating Zionism with racism and 
later against Libya on the issue of terrorism 
largely because of the prestige acquired by 
him since September Should that authority 
be eroded, for whatever reason, its fall-out 
would be pervasive and will affect foreign 
policy too 

All this having been said one must hasten 
to add that the task before the government 
IS not confined to maintaining itself in power 
and carrying forward its economic policy — 
which cannot be painless — to its logical 
conclusion, vital though both these 
objectives are The government also has to 
grasp the nettle of seemingly intractable 
problems which are not only taking a heavy 
loll in innocent people's blood but also 
threatening to tear apart the fabric of national 


unity. 

Mercifulty, Assam seems to be on the 
mend, for the present at least. But the 
agony m Punjab and Kashmir continues. 
The threat of boycott of elections in 
Punjab by various Akali groups fearful of 
the guns of the terrorists is a cause for 
grave concern. But Punjab elections, calfed 
after five years, have got to be held, no 
matter what. The future poikty on Punjab 
can be decided only after the outcome of 
the poll is known. 

As for Kashmir, it is a pity that the BJP 
president's political one-up-manship has 
further complicated a problem whir^ was 
excruciatingly painful and difficult already. 
The tragedy is that the yatra which end^ 
in a dismal denouement at Srinagar's Lai 
Chowk has, to an extent, put the dock 
back. 

Just before Joshi reached near Jammu, 
there was plenty of evidence to show that 
the rival terrorist groups in Kashmir were in 
disarray. The Kashmiri people were getting 
fed up with their killings, kidnappings, 
extortions and other outrages Demon¬ 
strations in support of the militants were 
becoming a thing of the past. At the same 
time differences and rivalries between 
various groups of killers and secessionists 
had grown acute In Pakistan-occupied 
Kashmir there had even been a major dash 
between the JKLF, which favours 
independence for Kashmir, and the more 
bigoted gangs which want Kashmir to join 
Pakistan. 

It was Jo^hi's yatra which made the 
violently quarrelling militant factions sink 
their differences and “unite against a 
common enemy’ Sadly, it must also be 
recorded that the average Kashmiri also 
felt bad because ho had never liked the 
face of India that the BJP projects The 
impunity with which the militants could blow 
up the police headquarters in Srinagar is 
largely the consequence of the pointless — 
and, in the end, bizarre — journey to Lai 
Chowk. One has only to listen to Radio 
Pakistan or watch Pakistan TV to know 
how jubilant that country is over the fiasco 
that the flag-hoisting at Lai Chowk became. 
The reaction of the merchants of terror and 
secession in the valley is much the same. 
Joshi must ask himself what kind of Ekta 
yatra was it that has gladdened only the 
Kashmiri militants and their malign mentors 
across the Line of Control. 

The damage done by the thoughtless 
BJP president is considerable. But being in 
the driving seat, it is Narasimha Rao who 
alone has to undo it, with such cooperation 
as he can secure from -other Indians, 
indurfing Lai Krishan Advani and Atal Bohari 
Vajpayee, the more prestigious BJP leaders 
who stayed back in Jammu and did not 
accompany Joshi on his quixotic flight to 
Snnagar in a military transport aircraft 

The paramount point, however, is the 
Narasimha Rao chariot will have great 
difficulty in moving forward if his own 
colleagues, in the government and the party, 
go on putting spokes in its wheels 
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Elections In Punjab 


The Election Commission has on January 
25, 1992 announced that Punjab will go to 
the polls to elect new members of the 117- 
strong Assembly and 13 members to the 
Lok Sabha on February 19 The prospect 
of ending President's rule in the State and 
of ushering in a popular Government after 
a lapse of over four years should mark a 
new stage in the politics of the tormented 
State. 

The Government has also reduced the 
minimum official election campaign penod 
from 20 to 14 days An ordinance issued by 
the President, Mr, R Venkataraman. which 
amended Section 30 of the Representation 
of the People Act, 1951, would be applicable 
throughout the country The unamended 
Section specified that the minimum penod 
for holding polls in an election to the Lok 
Sabha or Legislative Assembly of a Stale 
should not be less than 20 days from the 
last data of withdrawal of candidatures. 

Punjab IS now all set to have a popular 
Government once again after a record 56- 
month uninterrupted spiel! of Contra) rule. 
Hopes of an elected Government taking 
over got a shot in the arms with the Election 
Commission's announcement that the 
elections to the 13 Lok Sabha and 117 
Assembly seats in Punjab will now be held 
on February 19 Polling will be four days 
behind the February 15 deadline set earlier 
by the Prime Minister and the Union Home 
Minister while reiterating the resolve to hold 
the elections in the strife tom State. 

The present spell of President's rule in 
the trouble-tom State is the longest any 
State has had at one stretch in independent 
India President's rule commenced in May 
1987 when the Barnala Government was 
dismissed. Thereafter, it has been extended 
every six months by Parliament. The current 
six-month spell is scheduled to expire on 
May 10. 

The last Lok Sabha polls in Punjab were 
held in 1989, but for the State Assembly 
the last elections were in 1985, after the 
Rajiv-Longowal accord, when the Akalis led 
by Mr. Surjeet Singh Barnala had come to 
power in the State. The number of voters 
has slightly gone up from nearly 1.29 crore 
in 1989 to about 1.30 crore now, after the 
revision of the roils with reference to 
January 1. 

The elections in Punjab were announced 
last year also, along with the rest of the 
country (except Jammu and Kashmir), which 
were, however, never held. The events were 


quite dramatic and full of suspiense too 
The Election Commission first announced, 
on Apnl 19 last year, that simultaneous 
polls for the Lok Sabha and Assembly seats 
in Punjab will be held on May 20, after 
formal notifications under the Representation 
of the People Act were issued by the 
President and the State Government, But 
much to the surprise of everyone, the 
Central Government wrote to the Election 
Commission on Apnl 19 itself, seeking the 
deferment of the polls on grounds of secunty 
arrangements for the conduct of the pxifis. 
The Commission then announced a fresh 
date of June 22. 



Yet another defennent came on May 21 
last year in the wake of the assassination 
of the former Prime Minister, Mr. Rajiv 
Gandhi. The p>olls were put off by the 
Election Commission to September 25 amid 
much critiasm by the Congress and other 
major political parties at that time. Then the 
Punjab elections were eventually cancelled, 
after much vacillation, after an amendment 
of the Representation of the People AcL 
when the Congress Government was 
formed at the Centra The Prime Minister 
and the Home Minister had Sien assured 
the Parliament that the elections in that 
State would be held by February 15. 

By fixing Punjab elections for February 
19, the Centre has by and large kept its 
promise which was to hold the polls on 
February 15. Now that the Centre has taken 
the p>lunge, it is for the electorate, political 
parties and the Electibn Commission to 
ensure that the polls are free and fair. In 
other words, the Slate should not miss the 
golden opportunity to end the long years of 
President's rule. 

Faced with a situation in which there is 
no political force in Punjab which enjoys 
legitimacy, the Centre has little choice but 


to ensure that a free and fair election is 
held as quickly as possible in the State. In 
such circumstances, the elections 
themselves can and must be considered to 
be the beginning of a process towards 
solving the problem since it is geared 
towards providing the State with a political 
leadership capable of discussing a solution 
to tfio problems of its people There is 
enough evidence to suggest that the people 
themselves are heartily fed up of violence 
and eager to elect a Government. 


Ties with Israel 


In a major reversal of its West Asia policy, 
India has on January 29, 1992 decided to 
establish full diplomatic relations with Israel, 
41 years after recognising the Jewish state. 
It was also announced by the Foreign 
Secretary. Mr. J. N Dixit, that embassies 
would be opened in Tel Aviv and Now Delhi 
as soon as "physically feasible’ Modalities 
regarding these arrangements would be 
worked out through normal diplomatic 
channels. 

Among other things, the decision seemed 
to have been guiood by the end of the cold 
war between the Super Powers, the 
disintegration of the Soviet Union and India's 
growing political ties with the United States. 

tndia had recognised Israel way back in 
1951 but did not maintain any presence in 
the Jewish state though the Israelis have 
had a consulate in Bombay for the past few 
decades to look after its interests in 
Maharashtra and Karnataka Mr. Dixit said 
the docisbn, taken after consideration of atl 
"relevant factors', was preceded by a series 
of meetings at the highest level 

India had been under considerable 
pressure for some time from Israel to 
establish full diplomatic relations with it. The 
country had recently offered to participate 
in the West Asia peace talks and Israel had 
insisted that it should first establish full 
diplomatic ties. 

Mr. Yasser Arafat, Palestine President, 
during his recent visit to India, had given a 
‘no ot^ection cartiricate' to the establishment 
of full diplomatic ties between India and 
Israel. By stating that recognition of the 
Jewish state will in no way affect the historic 
ties of friendship between his people and 
India, the visiting Palestinian leader has 
shown great statesmanship and recognition 
of the winds of change sweeping the globe 
in the post-cold war era 

Establishing full diplomatic relations with 
Israel would in no way mean endorsing any 
of its jtolides. In fact, a number of toem. 
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especially those towards the Palestinians, 
have to be condemned outright Wo would 
still bo free to express our opinions, even 
as we do ousiness with Israel Having 
diplomatic relations with Israel would enable 
us to play a moaninglul role in the region 
Such a move would also have a very 
positive etiect on our relations with the 
Super Powor that calls the shots — the 
United States 


Ekta yatra 


Tho Bharatiya Janata Party (BJP) 
President, Dr Murli Manohar Joshi, unlurlfxJ 
the national flag at tho heavily-guarded Lai 
Chowk in Snnagar, before a small contingent 
of Ektfi yams and journalists ovor two hours 
ahead of schedule on January 26, 1992 
He had set out from Kanyakumari on 
December 11, 1991 to become a hero but 
ended up. at least in tho eyes of the party's 
committed cadres, as a “betrayer" who left 
ihotn stranded and sneaked off alone to 
Srinagar 

Dr Joshi did succeed in hoisting the 
national flag at Lai Chowk but his mission 
all but failed Tho yatra lay abandoned on 
the road to Srinagar He was flown into the 
valloy in a Government aircraft and had to 
hoist a borrowed flag under tho protection 
of the security foiccs with a handful of 
onlookers of the BJP There was no sign of 
the “public" which was to bo aroused to 
fight tho terrorists and in the end it was a 
Government sponsored spectacle in which 
tho BJP loader w.is graciously allowed lo 
participate 

Tho EWP had originally planned that throe 
to four lakh volunteers would gather in 
Jammu for the onward match to Srinagar It 
later scaled down its estimates to one lakh 
Finally, less than 50.000 gathered in Jammu 
Tho number of those who finally left for 
Srinagar before being forced to abandon 
their journey at Udhampur because ot 
landslides was not oven 500 Those who 
actually gathered at the Lai Chowk did not 
exceed 100 

Dr Joshi had earlier been advised tfi.it 
taking thousands of BJP followers with him 
to Srinagar would be at groat risk and that 
the security forces may not bo able to 
provide foolproof siKunty to such a laige 
number of people because the militants 
could snipe at the caravan along the 
mountainous road, culling through thick 
forest at many places Although some of 
Dr. Joshi's colleagues were inclined lo 
accept the advice rendered by tho security 
forces and agreeable to sending of a small 
batch of leaders to Srinagar, he chose to 
ignore them and then finally changed his 
mind without offering his followers any 
explanation. 

What was originally planned as the 
triumphant march of Indian nationalism 
through hostilo torntory was modified to a 
token of flag-waving oxercise, in line with 
the advice to the parly by the secunty forces 
and the J.immo and Ka.shmir administration 


Certainly, after tfio devastating bomb blast 
at the police headquarters in Srinagar on 
January 25, there was little scope for 
adventunsm and it is to the BJP's credit 
that It exercised a restraint that has been a 
hallm<3rk of this yatra. Tho priority was to 
enhance the morale of the security forces 
by calling the terrorist bluff and raising the 
Incolour at any cost It is this show of 
responsibility and appreciation of the 
compulsions of tho secunty forces that could 
pay long term dividends for the party and 
offset tho thwarted fantasies of its impetuous 
cadres 

However, a sort of history has boon made 
as the national flag has been publicly hoisted 
in a city to which their only introduction has 
been tho photographs of burning ot tho 
tricolour In thoir calculations, tho BJP has 
protected the national honour gaining in the 
piocess the wider acceptability 

Few will dispute that tho objective ol the 
ckta yatra was laudable, to mobilise public 
opinion against divisive forces The BJP 
leaders proved thoii critics wrong with the 
peaceful manner in which tho yatra and 
hundreds of supplementary yatras wore 
conducted in different parts ol the country 

However, the fact remains that despite 
tho wide secular and nationalist purpose o< 
the yatra, it failed to draw response from 
Its own cadre including the Ftashtriya 
Swayamsovak Sangh as compared to Mr 
L K Mvarw's rath yatra for the construction 
of tho Ram Temple in Ayodhya One reason 
tor this may bo that Mr Advani was already 
a better known leader before he began his 
y.ifr.j, having been one of the two main 
parly campaigners lor many years, the other 
being Mr Alai Bohan Vajpayee. 

Having succeeded in making the point at 
Lai Chowk, tho BJP needs to widen its 
definition of unity V^h.n can bo healthy and 
lasting r, uruiy in diversity and this goal can 
he acbioved only il people of different faiths, 
cultures and backgrounds rally round tho 
national flag For all its other shortcomings, 
the ekta yatra has demonstrated that there 
IS a battle for India waiting to be fought and ^ 
( v(’n won And Dr Joshi may even have 
iifi.'d ihfj lust ‘lidt in Cnn.igai on Republic 
Day 


FERA liberalisation 


The Reserve Bank of India (RBI) has on 
January 29. 1992 issued notifications 
removing all restrictions on FERA (Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act) companies to 
enable them to operate in India through an 
agent or a company and to allow them to 
use trade marks and carry on any tyfie of 
trading activity thus setting a level-playing 
field on par with Indian companies for 
boosting investment and exports The FERA 
companies are also being granted general 
permission to borrow money and accept 
deposit., in liidi.i 

Annouriciitg tho decisions taken by the 
RBI keeping in view the need for liberalising 
tho current exchange control regulations, 
tho RBI Governor, Mr S Vonkitaramanan, 


said in Bombay that foreign companies 
would be permitted to open liaison offices 
and branch offices in the country on receipt 
of applications from them 
ITie decision were taken in the wake of 
numerous inquines from foreign companies 
to begin trading in tho country and even 
‘protests' against the restrictions, Mr. 
Venkitaramanan said. 

The FERA companies would now be 
permitted to deal in and acquire immovable 
property tn India provided the purchase 
consideration is made in foreign exchange. 
The permission to acquire the property 
would, however, bo subject to the condition 
that neither the rental incomd for the sale 
proceeds of the property would be allowed 
to bo remitted at any time outside this 
country “This is on the same basis as for 
no resident Indians (NRIs),” the RBI 
Governor explained 

In another major decision, resident Indian 
travellers would henceforth be given 
permission tor taking out gold and non gold 
jewellery up to the value of Rs 1 lakh 
instead of the earlier limit of Rs 20,000 
In a significant step to encourage the 
NRIs. the RBI decided to grant exemption 
to the non-residont Indians under the various 
provisions of FERA, from declaring Iheir 
foreign curroncy account and other forms 
of foreign currency assets The exemption 
would apply to those NRIs who had stayed 
abroad at least for two years 

The notifications issued on January 29 
under Sections 28 and 29 of FERA, 1973, 
by the RBI. chiefly pertained to the grant of 
permission to FERA companies with more 
than 40 per cent non-rosident interest, “to 
accept appointment as an agent or technical 
or management advisor ot any person or 
company in India, to permit its trade marks 
to be used and to carry on in India any 
activity of a tiadinq commercial or industrial 
nature ' '' 

Among the other decisions was the grant 
of permission for the export of goods on 
rental, hire or lease basis, subject to the 
condition that the exporter will either re¬ 
import the goods after the end of the 
arrangement or dispose of the goods after 
obtaining the permission ot the authority 
spcaficd in tho notification 
With the Government straining to do 
everything it could lor ushenng India into 
the global economy, the country will look 
forward to some positive response from 
prospective investors from abroad including 
the NRIs. Foreign Investment Into India has 
nsen from just Rs. 126 07 croro in 1985 to 
Rs 316 66 crore in 1989 and this is far too 
small, compared to tho billions of dollars 
gravitating towards the smaller counines in 
the region A quantum leap in foreign 
investment into the country will depend, 
among other things, upon the earnestness 
brought to the implementation of the policy 
measures which the Government has been 
announcing recently 

The announcement of concessions to 
foreign companies. NRIs and gem and 
jewellery exporters by the RBI follows 
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economic liberalisation. The country has no 
option but to attract foreign capital and high 
technology to upgrade industry to compete 
in the global market. The significance of 
RBI's decision is the appreciation at last 
that half-hearted policy measures will result 
only in a stifled growth. The idea to level 
the ground for both foreign and Indian 
players._ 


Dunkel proposals 


India has objected to the proposals from 
the Director General of General Agreement 
on Trade and Tariffs (GATT), Mr. Arthur 
Dunkel, regarding intellectual property rights, 
which will throw open its nascent drug 
industry to adverse competition from 
multinationals India will face industrial 
decline, massive unemployment and 
skyrocketing prices of agncultuial 
commodities if it accepts the Dunkel draft 
proposals for multilateral trade, experts have 
predicted 

Launching a campaign against the Dunkel 
proposals, jurists, academics and politicians, 
at a meeting in Now Delhi on January 30, 
1992 have said accepting the proposals 
would mean giving up India's economic 
sovereignty “The Dunkel draft provisions 
are insidious and represent an attempt to 
externalise the decision-making process in 
India," Dr Surondia Palel, co chaiinian of 
the National Working Group on Patent Laws 
(NWGPL) said 

"The most pernicious provision in the 
Dunkel document is the establishment of a 
muttination.il tMdu org,'inis,ilion which in 
collaboration wittr the Woi'd Bank and the 
IMF will review India's trade policies," an 
NWGPL statement said 

The Dunkel proposals on trade related 
investments mean India will be forced to lift 
restrictions on foreign investment, and 
foreign companies would have no 
obligations to either promote exports or use 
local raw matenals Tfie proposals will help 
open up non-high technology areas for 
foreign companies and their natural choice 
would be far more profitable consumer areas 
and those areas requiring small investments 
and high turn overs, the NWGPL said. 

“The foreign investments would thus yield 
infructuous and duplicating of capabilities 
already established by domestic companies 
in many non-essential areas," tfie NWGPL 
said. Another consequence would be that 
many ongoing technology development 
projects in public research centres and in- 
house industrial research and development 
units would have to bo abandoned 

The Dunkel draft text emphasises the 
liberalisation of only those services in which 
the developed countries have a distinct 
advantage Any hasty liberalisation of trade 
in sectors like banking, insurance, 
communications and transport, would 
obstruct the devriopmenf of ke y 

service sectors in the developing counincs 

The proposals would result in curtailing 
the ability of the Government to give 
subsidies l^r ngi' iiltunl inpiitf. like seeds 


and fertilisers, and result in a sleep rise in 
prices of agricultural commodities, NWGPL 
officials said. If accepted, these proposals 
would impose constraints on agricultural 
development in the country and result in 
tremendous pressures on small farmers 


The Pressler proposal 


The Prime Minister, Mr. P. V. Narasimha 
Rao, has on January 12, 1992 njled out the 
holding of a ‘Camp David type summit" as 
suggested by the United States Senator. 
Mr Larry Pressler, saying India and Pakistan 
were in constant touch to sort out their 
problems in the spirit of the Simla 
agreement 

At a Press conference, the visiting 
Senator had suggested in New Delhi on 
January 11 a “U S -sponsored" Camp David 
type summit between India and Pakistan to 
resolve the nuclear issue. Since the 
perceptions are entirely different, the Camp 
David tyjxi of summit does not hold good in 
the case of bilateral relations between India 
and Pakistan, Mr Rao clarified. 

The rejection of Mr Presslor's ambiguous 
proposal has come in right time There was 
a danger of intellectual busybodies lapping 
up the concept, if only for the seeming 
novelty of it. What Mr Pressler perhaps 
meant was that the U.S , as a friend of both 
India and Pakistan, could act as an honest 
broker between them But his idea suffers 
from serious infirmities The Camp David 
model for ending Inifo-Pak differences would 
presume a convergence of views in the two 
countries on essential elements that 
constitute their national policies There is 
no evidence of that 

Such a summit is unlikely to yield anything 
positive and concrete given Pakistan's 
continued sfionsorship of terrorism in India 
and the basic differences between the two 
countries on issues like Kashmir There is 
also Pakistan's relentless and proven drive 
to develop nuclear weapons which has 
brought Amencan aid to it under the scojje 
of the Pressler Amendment in fact, a Camp 
David tyjxt of summit would only servo to 
project a false impression of Pakistan's 
desire for better lies with India which bears 
no relation to reality. 

The inapproprialeness of the analogy 
drawn between the West Asian situation 
and that existing in the sub continent is too 
obvious The first-ever face-to-face meeting 
between the Egyptian President, Mr Anwar 
Sadat, and the Israeli Prime Minister, Mr 
Menachem Br-'gin, in September 1978 at 
Camp David was made possible with the 
mediation of U S President Mr Jimmy 
Carti.i A thud p.rrty intervention in this croo 
was necess.rry since Egypt and Israel, were 
till'll two hi'lligoient states, having no 
diplomatic relations India and P.ikistan arc 
two neighbouring countries with normal 
diplom.itic lel.itii.’'. - i.id ,'i iK- 
Miiiisli I ngfitly pi/itii., ' cut. i,auritiies that 
remain in “constant touch” It is precisely 
for this reason that the Indian Government 
has consistently slymu d Paki',t.-in''. i ll ,i'‘..

Highest Inflation rate 
of decade _ 

The annual rate of inflation for the 
calendar year, 1991, based on monthly 
averages of wholesale price index (base 
1981-82-100) stood at 13 5 per cent, the 
highest in this decade, as the seasonal 
downturn in prices proved to be rather 
modest As against this, the annual rate of 
inflation for 1990 was 9 1 fier cent 

In an almost similar pattern, the rate of 
increase in pnebs for the first three quarters 
of the current fiscal year (April to December), 
stood at 13 7 per cent compared to 9 3 per 
cent lor the same penod last year 

Analysis of the trend in the month-wise 
nse in pnees for 1991 shows inflation at 
16 3 per cent was the highest in the month 
of September as compared to 12 2 per 
cent in June, reflecting the dual effect of 
the rupee devaluation and budget imjtosts 
The magnitude of this rise is clear from the 
fact that the rale of inflation in September 
last year was just 7 5 per cent 
Though the rate dropped to 14 8 per cent 
in October, it continued to bo significantly 
higher than the 8 9 per cent recorded for 
the same penod the year before The 
provisional estimate for December puts the 
rate of rise in prices at 13 2 per cent. 

To achieve the target of 10 per cent 
inflation at the end of the current financial 
year — as reportedly set by the Finance 
Minister, Or Manmohan Singh — the index 
has to remain at 210 9 at the end of the 
fourth quarter. Considering that the 
provisional figure for December stood at 
2113, meeting this target requires a reversal 
of this rising trend 

Though the budget imposts and 
devaluation had a one time effect on paces 
in the second quarter of the fiscal year, it 
was a sustained rise in the prices of pnmary 
articles that explains the current phase of 
price rise 

The rate of price riso in prices for primary 
articles through the calendar year, on a 
point to point basis, has been estimated at 
18 9 per cent It stood at 10 7 per cent for 
the group of fuel, power, light and lubneants 
and 10 2 per cent for the group of 
manufactured products. 

The growing concern over this price rise 
can be well understood from the fact that 
the bulk of this increase has been in the 
case of essential articles The sub-group of 
food articles registered a rise as high as 
21 6 per cent This was primarily led by a 
26 3 per cent rise in Iho index for foodgrains, 
in contrast to the 18 2 per cent and 13 3 
per cent rise recorded respectively for the 
same groups last year

World loaders attending the first over 
Security Council summit have roaffirmrxf 
thoir commitment to collective security to 
deal with throats to peace and to reverse 
acts of aggression and pledged to 
strengthen tho UN role in disarmament, 
arms control and non-proliferation They 
underlined tho need for all slates to *ulfil 
their obligations to arms control and 
disarmament, to prevent tho proliferation of 
all weapons of mass destruction, to avoid 
excessive and 'destabilising' acciin'ulafions 
and transfer of arms and to resolve 
peacefully any problems threatening or 
disrupting tho maintenance of regional and 
global stability 

Meeting at the United Nations 
hoadquaiters to sot tho post cold war 
agenda lor the United Nations on January 
31, 1992, they asked the S«?cretaiy General 
to submit by July 1 his “analysis and 
recommendations” on ways of strongthnning 
and making more efficient tho capacity of 
the world body for preventive diplomacy, 
for peace making and lor peace keeping 
The final declaration adopted at the end 
of a day long meeting represents a balance 
between tho military use of the United 
Nations in preventing aggression and throats 
to peace and the need for economic and 
social development, requiring the co'leclive 
response of the international community 
A declaration read out by the British Prune 
Minister, Mr John Ma|or, at the end of the 
one-day summit expresses commitment of 
tho members to take concrete stops to 
enhance tho effectiveness of the United 
Nations in fields of disarmament, arms 
control and non-proliferation 

The summiteers recognised that ponce 
and prosperity are indivisible and that lasting 
peace and stability require effective 
international cooperation for the eradication 
of poverty and tho promotion of a belter life 
for ell in larger freedom 
The members of the Council pledged their 
commitment to international law and to the 
UN charter and said all disputes between 
states should ,be peacefully resolved in 
accordance with tho provisions of the 
charter They reaffirmed their cemmitmont 
to the collective security system of tho 
charter to deal with threats to peace and to 
reverse acts of aggression 
Tho Secunty Council has noted the 
"importance" of many nations' decisions to 
adhere to tho NPT— a treaty New Delhi 
has .ill along opposed as "discriminalory". 
The reference to the 22-year-old treaty. 


The World 


First-Ever Security Councit Summit of New York 


The Security Councfl cohststs of tS members. 5 of which are permanent Hs non-permanent members 
are elected by the General Assembly by two-thirds majority for a two-year term 
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figured in a five-page statement read out by 
Mr Major, presiding over the 15-nation 
CoLinal, on behalf of other summiteers, 
including the Prime Minister, Mr P V 
Narasimha Rao 

The original British draft would have had 
the summiteers “welcome" adherence to the 
NPT, but It appeared to have been altered 
in deference to Indian objections Mr Rao 
had stressed India's "crucial concerns” on 
the NPT He asserted that a non-proliferation 
regime must be universal, comprehensive 
and non-discnminatory and aimed at 
complete nuclear disarmament 
Taking a bold stand, Mr Narasimha Rao 
did not budge from India's foreign policy 
prinaple that a global, and not a regional or 
country-specific, approach should be 
adopted to rid tho world of nuclear weapons. 
Mr Rao also drew attention to the illusion 
that a modern-day Magna Carta of human 
rights could be imposed on countnes all 
over the world without reference to the 
human rights of the victims of terrorists. 

Major cuts in U.S. 
defence 

Faced with plummeting populanty and a 
continuing recession, the U S President, 
Mr George Bush, has tried to bolster 
America's confidence by stressing its 
leadership role in the world and announcing 
major defence cuts to tree the much-needed 
capital for economic growth 
In his state of the union message to the 
Congress on January 28, 1992, Mr. Bush 


has announced a $ 50 billion defence cut, 
unilateral reduction of nuclear arms and an 
offer to cut nuclear arms oven further if tho 
Russian President, Mr Boris Yeltsin, whose 
initial reaction was favourable, is prepared 
to reciprocate 

Mr Yeltsin has reciprocated Mr Bush's 
cut * in Its nuclear arsenal and military 
spending He has announced on January 
29 a 10-poinf disarmament plan, with the 
objective of liquidating all nuclear, biological 
and chemical mass destruction weapons 
Mr Yeltsin said Russia, as successor to 
the Soviet Union, would cut the number of 
strategic nuclear missiles to the level set by 
the START treaty. 

Russia had taken off alert about 600 
strategic land and sea-based nuclear 
missiles and fiad sharply cut the production 
of long-range nuclear bombers, he said 
Mr Yeltsin also proposed to set up am 
international nuclear arms control agency 
which in the long run should control the 
whole cycle of nodear process from mining 
to the burial of nuclear waste. 

Mr Bush announced a series of 
measures to boost the economy, even while 
freezing most budget programmes and 
actions that wilt shrink the federal workforce 
by almost 4 jTer cent The contrast between 
triumph abroad and problems at home was 
brought out in his address more than at any 
time before. The tone changed and at times 
became even testy as he grappled with 
domestic issues at a time when polls show 
his popularity rating Is the lowest since he 
assumed office. 

The military spending blueprint for fiscal 
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1993 totals $ 270 billion, about $ 8 billion 
less in budget authority than Congress and 
the White House agreed upon in the budget 
agreement. The actual spending for the 
fiscal year beginning October 1 amounts to 
$ 273.9 billion, $ 5.2 billion less than the 
pact called for. 

Among the major weapon systems 
targeted for cancellation are the ^awolf 
submarine, the B-2 Stealth Bomber after 20 
planes are built, and several other strategic 
modernisation programmes, including the 
MX ballistic missile and plans to build the 



Mr. Bush has proposed cuts in defo.nce 
spending obligations of $ 8 billion in fiscal 
1994, $ 8.4 billion in fiscal 1995, $ 9.4 
billion in fiscal in 1996 and $ 10 billion in 
fiscal 1997 In actual spending, the savings 
amount to $ 4 1 billion in fiscal 1994, $ 4.6 
billion in fiscal 1995, $ 5.2 billion in fiscal 
1996 and $ 7.7 billion in fiscal 1997 

To realise the defence cots of $ 50 billion, 
the President has also proposed cuts of 
$ 6.6 billion in the current fiscal year, 
including about $ 4 billion in reductions of 
current defence department programmes. 
The Pentagon estimates that savings from 
ending the Seawoif programme at three 
submarines will total between $ 14 billion 
and $ 16 billion, while ending the B-2 
bomber programme will mean $ 15 billion 
to $ 20 billion in savings. 

The budget for the fiscal year beginning 
October 1 is the first for the Administration 
since the disintegration of the Soviet Union, 
the one-time Super Power threat. 


U.S. freezes aid to Pak 


The Bush Administration has punished 
Pakistan for its nuclear weapon programme 
by denying U.S. economic and military aid 
for the third year in succession and 
simultarwously freezirtg assistance worth 
$ 600 million currently in the pipeline 
The $ 22 billion Foreign Affairs Budget, 
which the President, Mr. George Bush, sent 
to the U.S. Congress on January 29, 1992 
did not provide either economic or militaiy 
assistance for Pakistan for fiscal 1993, which 
degins from October next 


What Pakistan gets this time from the 
U.S. — till recently its strategic ally — is 
only $ 50 million in the form of humariitarian 
assistance. Islamabad was one of the five 
major beneficiaries of the U.S aid in the 
1980s along with Israel, Egypt, Turkey and 
the Philippines 

The U.S. Administration had issued 
another warning to Islamabad on its nuclear 
programme demanding that it destroy key 
parts, for what Washington believes are 
nuclear weapons as a condition for resuming 
U.S. aid, suspended since October 1990. 
The U S. State Department disclosed that 
this warning was conveyed to the Pakistan 
Army Chief, General Asif Nawaz Januja, 
when he visited Washington in early January 
1992 The Administration officials said that 
Pakistan has been told in clear cut terms 
that It should destroy key components of its 
nuclear weapons programme, failing which 
relations with Washington will further 
deteriorate. 

The U S has made a major departure in 
case of Pakistan in the fiscal 1993 by 
avoiding any provision. In the previous two 
years, the money was earmarked for 
Pakistan, but it was not delivered for want 
of Presidential certification that Islamabad 
did not possess a nuclear device as required 
under the Pressler Amendment. Last year, 
the U S had allocated over $ 200 
million for Pakistan of which about $ 100 
million was in the form of military aid 
However, it remained with the U. S in a 
trust find 

When asked to explain the non-provision 
of aid to Pakistan, a senior State Department 
official frankly admitted that ‘it had to do 
with the Pressler Amendment, primanly." 
Besides, it would bo difficult for the 
Administration to explain such a step to 
the Congress However, he was quick to 
point out that this development did not 
mean any change in the U S. policy or 
objectives It still had a ‘significant 
relationship‘ with Pakistan in the sense that 
there was a great deal of equipment meant 
for that country currently sticking in the 
pipeline “which could be released to 
Pakistan if they are able to do the Pressler 
certification" 

The State Department official said the 
U.S. wanted to resolve this issue to ensure 
continued provision of assistance to. 
Pakistan. He said the aid to Pakistan that 
was in the pipeline was not in the form of 
cash but equipment which could not be 
delivered to that country because of the 
abrupt stoppage of aid programme. In some 
cases, the equipment was in storage arfo 
the Administration was (laying the storage 
cost out of the funds allotted to Pakistan. It 
had to bear similv other such expenses. 

Mr. Bush had withheld certification, a 
statutory requirement for providing American 
aid to Pakistan, following intelligence reports 
that Pakistan either had a nuclear device or 
was at the verge of acquiring one. This led 
to the termination of the American aid in 
October 1990 which used to be of the order 
of about $ 550 million a year in the 19808. 


ASEAN summit 


The fourth summit of the Association of 
South East Asian Nations (ASEAN) was 
held in Singapore on January 28-29, 1992 
in which the six leaders formally adopted 
the Singapore Declaration of 1992, a 
Framework Agreement of Enhancing ASIAN 
Economic Cooperation and an Agreement 
on the Common Effective Preferential Tariff 
Sqheme for the ASEAN free trade area. 
Together, the three documents are seen as 
a comprehensive way to meet the future 
challenges, not only on the economic front 
but in meeting, in a concerted fashion, the 
ongoing global and regional changes that 
have a definite bearing on the region of 
South East Asia 

The leaders of ASEAN who attending 
the summit were Sultan Hassanal Bolkiah 
of Brunei, Mr Suharto, President of 
Indonesia. Mrs. Corazon Aquino, President 
of the Philippines, Mr. Goh Chok Tong, 
Pnme Minister of Singapore, Mr. Anand 
Panyarachun, Prime Minister of Thailand 
and Mr. Mahathir Mohammad, Prime 
Minister of Malaysia 



The six leaders favoured close economic, 
political and secunty cooperation. They also 
stressed the need for creating a zone of 
peace and neutrality in the region with the 
end of the 12-year-old Cambodian conflict. 
The summit took stock of the achievements 
in the last 25 years besides noting the 
political and economic challenges in future 

The meeting of the six leaders had been 
billed as one of the most important events 
given what has taken place regionally and 
globally with special emphasis on 
international trade, the emergence of 
economic regionalism and the kind of 
response that should come about from the 
ASEAN Most of the leaders in their opening 
statements referred to the need for closer 
economic cooperation within the ASEAN, 
the strengthening of the group's links in the 
region and its positive contribution to the 
emerging world order. 

The leaders ended the summit with a 
declaration voicing their common stand 
against the emergence of economic blocs 
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throughout the world seeking, as they saw 
it. to undermine and erode the fledgling 
economies of Asia. 

In a solemn ceremony, the leaders of 
Thailand. Malaysia. Singapore, Indonesia, 
the Philippines and Brunei pledged to unite 
and act with a single political commitment 
to counter any form of economic pressure 
from outside the region The focus of their 
concern was the growing wave of 
protectionism in the United States and the 
European Community's occupation with the 
emerging economics of eastern Europe 

The members pledged to make South 
East Asia a nuclear weapons free area and 
a zone of peace, freedom and neutrality in 
a declaration, the Heads of Government 
said they would pursue the aim in 
consultation with friendly countries taking 
into account the international, political and 
economic changes 

The ASEAN called on all parties in 
Cambodia to implement the Pans peace 
agreement and adopt national reconciliation 
to bring lasting peace, promising to play an 
active part for the reconstruction of 
Cambodia, Vietnam and Laos 

The summit adopted India as its sectoral 
partner as per thoir minisior's 
recommendation This is a welcome news 
for this country as this would facilitate Now 
Delhi at its current efforts at global economic 
integration While the recognition to India is 
fully justified on the basis of its geographical 
size and economic potential, the ASEAN 
has apparently been also driven by political 
considerations It is interesting to note that 
China has also been given a similar status, 
and Beijing is even duo to attend an ASEAN 
foreign minister's mooting in July 


Uncertainty In Algeria 


Fears about the consequences of the 
possible victory of the Islamic reactionaries 
in the country's first free elections sfneo its 
independence in 1962 have lod to a cance¬ 
llation of the polls in Algena Many would 
consider the apprehensions oxaggorated 
and regret that the elective procedure has 
not been allowed to go fon/vard 
In a succession of surprise announcement 
on January 12, 1992, the Algerian President, 
Mr Chadli Bendjedid, whose embattled 
ruling party was defeated overwhelmingly 
in the first round of legislative elections, 
resigned The resignation of Mr Bendjedid, 
whose National Liberation Front has ruled 
Algeria for three decades, camo five days 
before a run oft vote was to be hold that 
could decide whether Algeria becomes tlio 
first Islamic republic in North Africa 
Mr Abdelaziz Belkhadem, President of 
the National People's Assembly and a 
member of the ruling National Liberation 
Front, was named head of an interim 
government f45 days But the Algeiian 
State Security Council took over power one 
day after the resignation of Mr Bendjodid 
and in a first step cancelled run-off 
parliamentary elections scheduled lor 


January 16, apparently to prevent a Muslim 
fundamentalist take-over. The Islamic 
Salvation Front was expected to win a two- 
thirds majority in the run-off elections. 

The fundamentalist Islamic Salvation 
Front won 188 seats outright for the 430- 
soat National People’s Assembly in the first- 
round voting on December 26. just 28 short 
of a majority in Parliament. In next run¬ 
off, It was expected to win most of the 199 
seats for which no one received a first- 
round majority Mr Bendjedid's National 
Liberation Front, which had ruled Algeria as 
a one-party Marxist state since 
independence from France in 1962, 
captured just 15 seats in the first round 
The Liberal Front for Socialist Forces won 
25 Independents took three 

The victory of the fundamentalist Islamic 
Salvation Front in the first round of the 
parliamentary elections had gladdenod the 
hearts of tho lovers of democracy but 
saddenod those who did not want that 
country to go back to tho burqa and futwa 
days Ironically, these were not two separate 
groups but the same set of people having 
mixed feelings 

Indeed, since a victory of Muslim 
conservatives had become obvious, rumours 
of a coup d'etat were rife in Algiers While 
the army was apprehensive about a cut¬ 
back in pnvilegos under an Islamic Salvation 
Government, the divided opposition of the 
NaDonal Liberation Front was alarmed at 
the prospect of a relatively secular Algeria 
being transformed into an Islamic state The 
possibility of a now Iran casting its shadow 
over tho Western Mediterranean had thrown 
oven Algena's neighbours as also its former 
colonial power. Franco, into a tizzy Thus 
Morocco and Tunisia had moved swiftly to 
close their borders with Algena, scared that 
the Islamic Front victory might give a fillip 
to thoir own banned Islamic parties, while 
Franco was womed about the prospect of a 
massive exodus from its former colony 

By giving up the democratic option or 
any chance of a compromise, the Army has 
taken a retrograde step The fear is that 
there might be avil war While neighbours 
Tunisia and Morocco will probably approve 
the Army action, France and the West face 
a dilemma They are against Islamic 
fundamentalist forces gaining power but at 
the same time cannot condone the murder 
of democracy 

U.S. moves away from 
ABM treaty 

The United States has quietly moved 
away from one of the proudest 
achievements of U S.-Soviet arms accords 
- tho anti-ballistic missile treaty It has 
done so by omitting the 1972 treaty from 
the list of major, existing arms control 
accords it is telling • the former Soviet 
republics they should adhere to If it does 
not apply to them, it, of course, does not 
blind the U S either. 

As far ■I'- the U S is concerned, the ABM 


treaty is now non-existent. It had indicated 
it was uncomfortable with it and wanted it 
to dsappear in order to enable the U.S. 
to perfect Star Wars weapons against 
possible Third. World missiles. The anti- 
ballistic missile treaty was one accord 
disliked intensively by both the Bush-Reagan 
Administrations tocause of the constraints 
on the development of strategic defence 
initiative of Star Wars plan but the Soviets 
had made it a condition of nuclear arms 
reduction 

The Washington Post has on January 
27, 1992 quoted "severar senior U.S 
officials as saying that the omission of the 
treaty was "by capitalising on legal 
uncertainties surrounding past U S -Soviet 
pacts" Others said Mr. Bush has not yet 
made any format decision to withdraw from 
the accord. Congress has strongly 
supported the ABM treaty 

Junking of tho ABM treaty formally by 
the U S will call in question its commitment 
to worldwide disarmament. However, by 
achieving the same thing quietly, it may 
reckon that it could have the cake and eat 
it on arms reduction and nuclear non¬ 
proliferation 

The ABM treaty bars widespread 
deployment of ballistic missile defences 
on grounds that both sides must be capable 
of destroying each other in a nuclear war 
to prevent conflict The doctrine is called 
MAD or mutual assured destruction 
Mr Reagan held that MAD is a mad scheme 
and that a better scheme was to "render 
Soviet missiles impotent’ by star wars 
weapons — destroying them on the ground, 
in flight or over the target He wanted 
capability built for all three possibilities 
Scientists said that it was too ambitious 
and costly. Mr Bush altered the scheme 
to a cheaper one capable of destroying 
Third World missiles or accidentally fired 
missiles 

The Washington Post said ‘The decision 
to omit mention of the ABM treaty, one of 
the central accords governing U.S and 
Soviet nuclear policy for 20 years, reflects 
what oftiaais say is an Administration 
consensus that the treaty terms are no 
longer relevant to U S. security after the 
Soviet Union’s break-up" 

With the ABM out of the way or on the 
way of extinction, by negotiation or 
otherwise, the Bush Administration is 
intensifying its commitment to Star Wars 
weapons. The Administration will add at 
least $ 1 billion in the fiscal 1993 budget 
to SDi, to reach a total of over $ 5 billion. 
That increase would come on top of a 
$ 1 billion SDI funding boost won last 
yoar, largely due to the apparent 
success (questioned some scientists) 
of the Patriot missile — a non-Star Wars 
weapon — against outdated Iraqi Scuds. 
This year, the U.S^ officials told the 
Washington Post, the Bush Administration 
will seek support for the additional funds 
largely by invoking the ‘growing threat of 
missile proliferation" (in Third World 
countries).

The Federai System 


Administrative relations 
between the Union and 
the States 

One of the most difficult problems under 
a federal system is the adjustment of 
administrative relations between the Union 
and the States. In the absence of dear 
provisions in the Constitution, considerable 
difficulty is often experienced by the 
Union and the States in the discharge of 
these responsibilities. The framers of the 
Indian Constitution, therefore, decided to 
include detailed provisions so as to avoid 
clashes between the Union and the 
States in the administrative field Here 
again, the pattern that is adopted is 
based mainly on that which was established 
under the Government of India Act of 
1935 

According to Article 256, the executive 
power of every State is to be exercised In 
such a way as to ensure compliance with 
the laws made by the Parliament Further, 
the Union executive is empowered to give 
such directions to a State as may appear to 
the Government of India to be necessary 
for the purpose. The idea of the Union giving 
directions to the States is foreign to most 
federations. It is iooked upon with suspicion 
and distnjst in the United States. In Australia 
too, the position is more or less the same. 
Yet it is difficult to see how this can 
altogether be avoided in practice. If the 
Centre did not have such power, it would 
become impossible to secure the proper 
execution of the laws which Parliament was 
obliged to enact Take, for instance, laws 
such as the untouchability abolition law, 
factory legislation, child marriage abolition 
law, etc 

Not satisfied with the general power of 
the Union to give directions to the States, 
the Constitution goes a step further and 
calls upon every State (under Article 257) 
not to impede or prejudice the executive 
power of the Union in the State If any 
Union agency finds it difficult to function 
within a Slate, the Union executive is 
empowered to issue appropriate directions 
to the State Government to remove all 
obstacles. The Union's power of giving 
directions in this regard includes certain 
specific matters such as : 

(1) the construction and maintenance of 
means of communication which are of 
national or military importance; and 
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(2) the protection of railways within the 
States 

This power of giving directions does not 
in any way affect the power of the 
Parliament to declare highways or 
waterways or the power of the Union to 
construct and maintain means of 
communication as part of its functions with 
respect to naval, military or air force works. 

It IS possible that by reason of the special 
directions given by the Centre some extra 
cost above normal may be incurred by the 
, States in the performance of the service. 
The Constitution provides for compensating 
the States for the extra expenditure they 
incur on account of undertaking such tasks. 

The Constitution also empowers the 
Union executive, with the consent of the 
government of a State, to entrust to that 
government or its officers functions which 
fall within the scope of the Union's executive 
functions Parliament is also empowered, in 
a similar manner, to confer power or impose 
duties on State officers through any of its 
laws which has application in a^State. The 
Union government will pay to the State the 
cost involved in the discharge of such 
functions by the State or its officers. 

Another provision that facilitates the 
smooth transaction of administrative 
business is embodied in Article 261 
According to this, full faith and credit shall 
be given to public acts, records and judicial 
proceedings of the Union and the States in 
all parts of the Indian terntory The manner 
in which these acts and records will be 
proved and their effect determined will be 
proved by parliamentary enactments 
Provision is also made for the execution of 
final judgments or orders delivered or 
passed by civil courts in any part of India 

The Constitution has an important 
provision embodied in Article 262 dealing 
with the waters of inter state nvers and 
river valleys Aware of the unending inter¬ 
state disputes over this subject in other 
federations, particularly the United States, 
the Constitution-makers decided that the 
power to deal with this subject should be 
vested exclusively in the Parliament Thus 
Parliament may by law provide for the 
adjudication of any dispute or complaint 
wi^ respect to the use, distribution or control 
of the waters of any inter-State river or river 
valley Parliament may also provide that 
neither the Supreme Court nor any other 
court shall exercise any jurisdiction in 
respect of any such dispute or complaint 
The importance of this provision is evident 



in the context of the many inter-State multi¬ 
purpose river valley projects which have 
been undertaken or are being undertaken 
in different parts of the countiy. 

Finally, to faalifate smooth working of 
the administrative machinery of the countiy 
as a whole as well as to ensure better 
coordination of policy and action between 
the Union and the States or between the 
States themselves, the Constitution 
empowers the President to appoint an inter¬ 
state council whenever necessity is felt. 

The President is empowered not only to 
establish such a council but also to 
determine its organisation and procedure 
and to define the nature of its duties. 

An analysis of the legislative and 
administrative relations between the Union 
and the State shows that the federal system 
established under the Constitution, like other 
similar systems, aims at achieving the 
fundamental objective of unity in diversity. 

, A federation being a dual polity based on 
the division of authority in all the principal 
departments of the government, is bound 
to produce diversities in laws, administration 
land jucficial protection Up to a certain point 
the diversity is to be welcomed as an 
attempt to accommodate the powers of 
the government to local needs and 
circumstances But when it goes beyond a 
point. It IS capable of creating chaos and 
has indeed pr^uced chaos in many federal 
states The framers of the Constitution were 
aware of the possible inherent dangers of a 
federal system. Conditions in India at the 
time of the transfer of power and 
immediately aftenivards were such that those 
in authority feared that a federal set-up 
without adequate special safeguards to 
preserve unity would dissipate the century- 
old effort at national unity. 

At the same time, it would have bean 
politically unwise and impossible in practice 
to abandon altogether the idea of 
establishing a federal system. Moreover, 
when vast areas are brought under a single 
national government, perhaps no 
constitutional form except federalism can 
weld them together as willing partners of an 
integrated system As independence without 
security would be short-lived, the 
predominant consideration in devising a 
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federal Union was the urge tor the 
preservation of independence But for this 
paramount Consideration and the existence 
of a vague underlying cultural unity, India 
presents a picture ot perplexing diversity It 
has an area almost as large as Europe 
minus Russia and a larger population than 
that of tho whole of E urope Thr? number of 
well developed languages in India is more 
than in the whole of Wrrstern and Central 
Europe and tho racial and cultural 
differences more pronounced than in 
continental Europe In those circumstances, 
It was not easy to frame a federal 
constitution that could satisfy at once tho 
urge for indepr-ndence and the paramount 
need foi security The framers of the 
constitution, in their attempt to satisfy both 
those ob)octivos, designed a federal system 
embodying several special features not 
generally found in other federations 

Wo have dealt i^ith most of these speaal 
features in different places It may be 
appropriate here to collect them together 
so as to obtain a clear perspective ot those 
distinctive features which place the Indian 
federation almost in a class by itself 

(1) Tho division ot powers between tho 
Union and the Stales is the most elaborate 
over attempted by any federal constitution 
Although the idea of a Concurrent List ot 
powers IS not new, no other constitution 
has enumerated the items in such detail 
and included in it a variety of subjects with 
a view to eliminating, as tar as possible, 
litigation between tho Union and tho States 
and also the diversity of law courts and 
procedures The residuary powers arc 
vested in the Union 

(2) Usually, under a lederal system, the 
States have their own constitutions separate 
from that of the Union This is the case in 
the United States The Indian Constitution, 
on tho contrary, embodies not only the 
constitution of the Union but also those of 
tho States Further, the States of tho Indian 
Union have a uniform constitution The 
amending process, both lor the constitution 
of the Union and the States, is the same 

(3) Under the Indian federation, the 
ternlorial jurisdiction of tho States can bo 
changed. States themselves abolished and 
new States created, without resorting to the 
procedure proscribed tor amending the 
Constitution (Art 3) That is, tho territorial 
pattern of the federal system as it exists 
today can be reorganised with suitable 
adjustments without resorting to the 
comparatively difficult process ol a 
constitutional amendment 

(4) Dual citizenship is a usual feature 
that goes with the dual form of government 
established under a federation As a result, 
each membor-stato has the right to grant 
its atizons or residents certain rights which 
It may deny, or grant on more difficult terms, 
to oori-residonts This was a striking feature 
of the American federation in its oariy days 
As time passed by the rigours of dual 
citizenship have become loss Still the idea 
continues to be associated with the federal 
system of government In India, however, it 


I has no place The Constitution has 
established single citizenship Indians, no 
! matter where they reside, are all equal in 
tho eyes of the law 

(5) Dual polity involves in certain 
federations a double system of judiciary 
For example in the United States, the states 
have thoir own judicial systems unrelated 
to and uncoordinated with the federal 
judiciary Australia loo follows more or less 
the same pattern But in India the Supremo 
Court and the High Courts form a single 
integrated judicial system 

(6) A unique feature of the Indian federal 
system is its ability to adapt itself to changing 
circumstances This is in contrast with tho 
general characteristic ol rigidity associated 
with federal constitutions Normally, the 
Indian Constitution is meant to bo federal 
But under an emergency it can assume a 
unitary character The process ot change 
over docs not involve any complicated 
constitutional process. 

(7) The Constitution vests certain 
extraordinary powers in the Union 
Government even during normal times. 
Thus, a resolution supported by iwo-thirds 
majority of tho Council of States can 
temporarily transfer any item from the State 
List to tho Union List, enabling Parliament 
to pass laws on such items in the national 
interest It also provides for Parliament to 
pass laws on items in the State List if two 
or more States ask (or it 

(8) The heads of the States—tho 
Governors—are apfXDinted by tho President 
They hold office during his pleasure 

(9) Tho Constitution has certain special 
provisions to ensure the uniformity of the 
administrative system and to maintain 
minimum common administrative standards 
without impainng the federal principle These 
include the creation of all-India services such 
as the Indian Administrative Service and 
the Indian Police Service and placing the 
members of these Services in key 
administrative positions in tho States 

(10) Appointments to the High Courts 
arc made by the President, and the judges 
of tho High Courts can be transferred by 
the President from one High Court to 
another 

(11) The Comptroller and Auditor General 
of India has an organisation managed by 
tho officers of the Indian Audit and Accounts 
Service—a Central service —who are 
concerned not only with the accounts and 
auditing ol tho Union Government but also 
those ot the States. 

(12) The Election Commission, a body 
appointed by the President, is in charge of 
conducting elections not only to Parliament 
and to other elective offices of tho Uniorl, 
but also those ol the State legislatures 

(13) Although every Bill passed by the 
State legislatures normally becomes law with 
the assent of tho Governor, certain Bills 
have to be reserved for the assent of the 
President 

(14) Tho provision (or giving grants-in- 
aid and loans from the Union to the States 
and the consequent capacity which the 


Union has to influence (he States is a special 
feature of our Constitution 

(15) The Constitution vests jxrwers in the 
Union and its agencies to resolve conflicts 
that arise between the Union and the States 
The Finance Commission, the Inter-State 
Council, etc, are examples ol such 
agencies 

(16) Finally, constitutional amendment too 

IS comparatively a simple process in India. 
This, again, emphasises the flexibility of 
federal constitution Ultimately, the test of a 
constitution is in its working It it is found to 
be defective in any respect in its actual 
working, it should be amended For this, 
the amending process should bo reasonably 
simple and easy •

New set-up for Delhi 


The Parhament has on December 20, 
1991 put Its seal of approval for setting up 
of a 70-momber Legislative Assembly and 
a seven member Council of Ministers for 
Delhi with the adoption of the Constitution 
(74th Amendment) Bill by both the Houses 
The Parliament also passed the National 
Capital Territory Bill giving effect to the 
Constitution Amendment Bill These two Bills 
provide a cosmetic change from an 
Executive Council, headed by a Chief 
Executive Councillor, Jo a Council of 
Ministers, headed by a Chief Minister 

The National Capital Tomtory Bill contains 
certain special provisions which include 
barring the Assembly to introduce any Bill 
except on the recommendation of the Lt - 
Governor in respect of imposition, abolition, 
remission, alteration or regulation of any 
tax The Bill also stipulates that the laws 
made by Parliament would prevail upon 
those made by the Delhi Assembly 

The National Capital Territory Bill also 
stipulates that a fresh delimitation of 
constituencies, distributing the seats 
assigned to the Delhi Legislative Assembly 
under the new dispensation will be 
undertaken by the Election Commission 
The Homo Minister has already given an 
assurance to both the Houses that elections 
to the Delhi Assembly Will be held within six 
to eight months. The 56 member Delhi 
Metropolitan Council will now stand 
abolished as it will be replaced by the 
Assembly 

Notwithstanding the Assembly set-up, 
Delhi would continue to be a Union Temtory 
The Assembly will have 70 members and 
the Council of Ministers will not oxcc>ed 10 
per cent of the total strength of the House 
There shall be reservation of seats for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in 
the Assembly The Delhi Assembly, 
according to the provisions of the Bill, shall 
adopt one or more languages in use in 
Delhi or Hindi as the official language 

The Constitution Amendment Bill is based 
on the report of the Sarkaria Balaknshnan 
Committee submitted to the Government in 
December 1989 on the future administrative 
set-up of Delhi The committee had also 
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recommended that to ensure stability and 
permanence the arrangements should be 
incorporated in the Constitution to give the 
national capital a special status among the 
Union Territorios 


Respite in Assam 


With the release ot the last hostage by 
the United Libor.alion Front ot Asom (ULFA) 
on December 19, 1991, the five-and-a-half 
month-old hostage drama in Assam has 
ended The ULF.^ also declared “unilateral 
ceasefire" with effect from December 17, 
cleanng the way tor the first round ot talks 
between the militants and the Centre 
The declaration of "unilateral ceasefire" 
and simullanoous and unconditional release 
of hostages held for five and a hall months 
can bo token as an eviociice of the militants’ 
good faith On more than one occasion in 
the past, the ULFA's otters ot talk to the 
Government or to ceaso hostilities were 
conditional and made apparently for tactical 
purpose This does not appear to be the 
case now The announcement is the 
outcome of talks between the Government 
intermediaries and representatives of the 
banned organisation 

Tho willingness on the pait ot the ULFA 
to come to tho negotiating table constitutes 
a moral victory for the Chief Minister, 
Mr Hiteswar Saikia The Asom Gana 
Parishad (AGP) vote bank is badly 
fragmented and tho ongoing exercise to 
restructure tho party seems intended to 
check further erosion of its support base 
The AGP leaders have not played their 
cards properly Not only did they oppose 
the induction of the Army in the State but 
they demanded the dismissal of the Saikia 
Government for its failure to control tho 
law and order situation They have done 
precious little to arrest tho rising tide of 
socessionism. actively propagated by 
ULFA and turned a blind eye to the terror 
tactics of the militant outfit 

It IS common knowledge that ULFA 
worked during the AGP rule virtually as its 
militant wing I* the moderates in the AGP 
tolerated it as a useful pressure group, the 
hardliners gave open support to the 
secessionist outfit The party leaders 
remained embroiled in internecine quarrels 


which ultimately led to the split in the party 
and tho AGP's defeat at tho polls 

It has taken a time-gap of 10 months, 
two Army operations, over 200 killings and 
150 kidnappings, to get tho ULFA to express 
Its willingness to negotiate This is not to 
mention tho extortion running into lakhs of 
rupees, tho arrest ol over 4,000 people, the 
snatching and recovery of largo quantities 
ot arms and ammunition 

The fact that Operation Bajrang failed to 
attain its ob)octivo is no longer a secret, 
although debates will continue whether this 
was the result of the leakage ot the news of 
Its launching by a State Government at 
odds with tho Centre or tho unimaginative 
manner in which the Army action was 
conducted Operation Rhino has obviously 
been more successful But even then, no 
one IS sure whether the present retreat by 
the ULFA is a tactical one The reported 
split in Its ranks also carries the danger of 
a more militant body taking its place It will 
take a long time for anyone to be convinced 
that the threat of secession in Assam is 
over _ 

Operation Rakshak II 
launched 


The entire Punjab has been declared a 
disturbed area and "Operation Rakshak II" 
jointly launched by the Army and para¬ 
military forces in the State The operation 
has been launched to imbibe confidence 
among the people and create congenial 
atmosphere for holding “free and fair 
elections" by February 15 next 

Tho Punjab Government has on 
November 20, 1991 issued a notificabon to 
declare the remaining three distnets of 
Jalandhar. Kapurthala and Hoshiarpur as 
"disturbed" till February 18 Now the entire 
State has been brought under the purview 
of the Disturbed Areas Act Under the Act. 
the Army and secunty forces can search, 
raid and arrest suspected jxirsons without 
obtaining a warrant 

Operation Rakshak I was launched in 
April this year for holding elections in June 
which were, however, postponed at the last 
moment The operation this time appears 
to bo of bigger magnitude because.of the 
stopped up militancy in tho State resulting 
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in Increased number of killings particularly 
those of the family members of security 
personnel. 

Under the operation, intensive door-to- 
door searches would be carried out in the 
urban areas and villages, particularly in the 
border areas, to flush out the militants The 
lists of militants and thoir areas of operation 
have been handed over to the Army 
authorities and security forces Basically, 
the para military forces would be launching 
"action" with the Army providing the ‘outer 
cordon" under the command of its own 
officers In case the para military forces are 
not able to achieve the desired results, the 
Army will take over tfie operation 

The international border touching the 
districts of Amritsar, Gurdaspur and 
Ferozopur would continue to be manned by 
the BSF The Army would, however, back 
up security forces in combing and other 
operations in the border villages 

The Punjab Government has also decided 
to issue new identity cards to persons above 
the ago of 13 residing in 225 villages in 
Amritsar, Gurdaspur and Forozepur distnets, 
falling within 5 km ol the international border 
to check infiltration 

SC overrules Karnataka 
ordinance on Cauvery 

A Constitution Bench of the Supreme 
Court has on November 22, 1991 declared 
as unconstitutional the ordinance issued by 
Karnataka to stall the implementation of an 
interim award given by the Cauvery Water 
Tribunal in favour of Tamil Nadu and upheld 
the right of the Tribunal to grant interim 
relief pending adjudication of the dispute 

The apex court's advisory opinion on the 
constitutional issues was given by a five- 
judge bench headed by the Chief Justice, 
Mr. Ranganath Mishra, in response to a 
reference made to it by the President in 
July last In its 109-page "opinion", the 
court held that a over water dispute tribunal 
was competent to give interim award if it 
was part of its terms of reference 

The Tribunal had directed Karnataka to 
release Cauvery water from its reservoirs 
to ensure that in a year 205 tme ft was 
available in Tamil Nadu's Mottur reservoir 
from Juno to May pending the final 
adjudication of the dispute The interim order 
laid down the time-table to regulate the 
release ol water from month to month Also, 
Karnataka had been directed not to increase 
its area being irrigated by Cauvery water 
beyond 11.2 lakh acres 

The Bench held that the Karnataka 
Cauvery Basin Irrigation (Protection) 
Ordinance. 1991, promulgated on July 25. 
1991, was uilra vires the Constitution, 
as being beyond the legislative competence 
of the State. The Ordinance (which 
was later made into an Act) was 
urtconstitutional because "it rellects the 
jurisdiction of the Tribunal appointed 
under the Inter-State Water Dispute Act, 
which legislation has been made under 


Article 262 of the Constitution,’ the Bench 
said. Article 262 deals with adjudication of 
disputes relating to waters of inter-State 
rivers or river valleys, etc. ' 

The Ordinance, apart from directly 
nullifying the June 25 'decision' of the 
Tribunal, also challenges the decision of 
April 26, 1991, of the Supreme Court in a 
connected Cauvery water dispute matter, 
by which the court directed the Tnbunal to 
deal with, the interim relief applications of 
Tamil Nadu, as the matter relating to interim 
relief also formed part of the reference' of 
the Cauvery water dispute made to the 
Tribunal by the Central Government 

By its intenm order of Juno 25, the 
Tribunal had asked the Karnataka Govern¬ 
ment to release 205 tme of Cauvery water 
annually to Tamil Nadu and the Union 
Territory of Pondicherry until the final 
adjudication of the dispute over shanng of 
the water among the four basin States 

The Karnataka Government passed an 
ordinance on July 25 negating the Tribunal's 
inteiim order, creating constitutional crisis 
The Presidential reference of July 30 sought 
the court's advice under Article 143 of the 
Constitution 

By declaring the Karnataka Ordinance of 
July 25 on the Cauvery waters 
unconstitutional, the Supreme Court has put 
paid to Karnataka Government's decision 
to fortify the State's claim to exclusive 
ownership over Cauvery water The issue 
has remained contentious for almost a 
century, defying negotiated solutions and 
provoking a senes of hostile political 
responses 

Terai under shadow 
of terrorism 

Civilised society will hang its head in 
shame at tfie savage killing of over 60 
innocent persons at Rudrapur in Nainital 
district ol Uttar Pradesh through the terrorist 
device of bombs exploded by remote 
control It was the worst-over militant strike 
in Uttar Pradesh when two powerful 
explosions took place on October 16, 1991. 
Believed to have been sot off by the Terai- 
based Sikh militants, the bombs exploded 
within a span of 20 minutes at two sites 
separated by 100 metres 

The first explosion took place at the 
Kichha Road Grounds when around 3,000 
people were engrossed in watching Ramlila 
The second blast occurred within the 
hospital premises where the injured were 
admitted, minutes after the first blast. The 
deafening blast, presumably with the help 
of a remote controlled device, which dug 9 
inches into the ground, occurred in the rear 
end of the enclosure Most of the killed 
were those who were standing behind and 
watching the Ramlila performance. The 
explosion had people running helter-skelter 
leading to a stanipede. Tlie place presented 
a gory site even hours after the incident 

Militancy has come to stay in the Terai 
region of Uttar Pradesh known as "mini- 


Punjab'. Beginning with six isolated 
incidents in 1984 in Nainital, Pauri Garhwal, 
Rampur and Lakhimpur districts, the Punjab 
militants struck in 40 places in nine districts 
in 1990 In the first nine months of 1991 the 
militants have struck at 110 places and 
spread out to 14 districts. This year's figures 
include 34 killings, three bank dacoities and 
14 incidents where they looted weapons 
from villagers and policemen and 36 
encounters with the police force. The total 
number of militant attacks in the State so 
far since 1984 is put at 239 by police 
sources. 

The situation has become \yorse following 
the killing of ten Sikh youths alleged to be 
militants by the Pilibhit police in an encounter 
on July 12, 1991 The Sikh leaders maintain 
that the youths were pilgnms from Punjab 
and forcibly taken away by the policemen 
from thoir bus and shot dead after a long 
drive to a remote area The militants 
retaliated by killing six policemen including 
the station house officer in the Bada area 
of district Shahjahanpur The very next day, 
they decamped with AK-47 rifles and other 
weapons and a wireless set of the felled 
cops. The militants hit again on August 7, 
1991 in the Rarnnagar area of district 
Nainital Five policemen including senior 
sub-inspector and a woman constable were 
killed and the militants made away with a 
revolver, three 303 boro rifles and 10 
cartridges 

The Rudrapur massacre porpotratod by 
the Sikh terrorists is ominous for the 
cankerous spread of the menace it portends 
in the Terai belt of Uttar Pradesh The two 
bomb blasts speak volumes tor the insidious 
designs of the forces behind the worst ever 
such attack in the Stale What is particularly 
disturbing is the seeming extension of 
militant activities to areas far away from 
Punjab With pressure mounting on them in 
Punjab, the militants have been shifting their 
activities to the Terai region where they can 
blend with the large Sikh population 

Catastrophic 
earthquake in U.P. 

The worst-ever earthquake that rocked 
the hilly region of Garhwal has spelt doom 
and destruction for thousands of families in 
one of the poorest and most inaccessible 
parts of Uttar Pradesh. It took a heavy toll 
of lives, estimated at 1,500. According to 
preliminary reports, 2,500 villages have been 
affected and nearly 90 per cent of the 
population rendered homeless. In the 
Uttarkashi district alone. 400 villages have 
been reported flattened. The extent of 
damage in Garhwal can be gauged by the' 
fact that villages rarely have more than 25 
to 30 households in this entire region. 

The earthquake, which had its epicentre 
at Agora 15 Km from Uttarkashi and not 
Almora as reported earlier, struck most of 
northern India at 2.53 a m on October 20, 
1991. The worst affected areas are 
Uttarkashi, Nainital. Dehra Dun, Pithoragarh, 
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Pauri and Chamoli. The tremor was felt as 
far north as Jammu and induced cracks in 
some buildings in Himachal Pradesh and 
Delhi. 

According to the Indian Meteorological 
Department's seismographic instruments, 
the earthquake measured 6.1 on the Richter 
scale Rii^ter scale is always referred to 
and internationally accepted measure of 
earthquake severity. It is a gauge of the 
energy released by an earthquake, as 
measured Oy the ground motion recorded 
on a seismograph Richter scale is not an 
instrument in itself, it is not like a 
thermometer, but is a procedure for 
calculating data from other instruments It 
IS not a scale of 10 either; indeed, there is 
no upper or lower limit 

According to seismologists, energy 
equivalent to that of 30 atomic bombs ot 
the type exploded over Hiroshima was 
released by the earthquake The earthquake 
activity was focussed at a depth of roughly 
20 km under Almora which lies almost on 
the main boundary fault along which the 
Indian plate is pushing against the Tibetan 
plate The 20-km depth of focus makes this 
a shallow quake which usually causes more 
damage than quakes with lower depths of 
focus. _ 

Central rule in J&K 
extended 

The Parliament on August 27, 1991 
approved the extension of President’s rule 
in Jammu and Kashmir for a fu.'tlicr period 
of SIX months from September 3. with the 
Minister of State for Home Affairs, 
Mr M. M Jacob, asserting in the Rajya 
Sabha that India would never forsake its 
claims on Pakistan-held Kashmir. 

The Rajya Sabha approved the extension 
of President's rule by voice vote and an 
amendment moved by Mr. S. P Malaviya 
(SJP), seeking to limit the extension of only 
three months, was not pressed. The Lok 
Sabha had already approved the extension. 

The situation in Jammu and Kashmir 
warranted the extension of President's rule 
and assured that the State would go to the 
polls when the situation improved Mr. Jacob 
said a political initiative to end the current 
imbroglio in Kashmir was under way and 
this would focus on generating public opinion 
against militancy and its sponsorship by 
Pakistan. 

Last time when the Central ruld extension 
was made on March 3, on the eve of general 
elections in the country, Jammu and 
Kashmir was excluded from the polls with a 
promise that next six months would provide 
sufficient time period for the Government to 
hold elections. With the fresh extension this 
plan has run into rough weather. 

Past six months have hardly seen any 
improvement In the situation. Emboldened 
militants have Increasingly attacked the 
security forces and Inflicted severe 
casualties.'For the first time In the past 44 
years, the militants were able to hoist 


Pakistani flag in the historic red square in 
the summer capital. 

The response of the security forces, 
though restrained on occasions, has 
inaedibly been unexpected. There has been 
indiscriminate firing in certain areas. The 
failure of the intelligence network is 
widespread. Two Swedish engineers—Mr. 
Jan Ole Loman and Mr. Johan Jansson— 
remained in the captivity of Muslim Janbaz 
Force for 97 days until their escape on July 
6 Mr K. Doraiswamy, Executive Director 
of the Indian Oil Corporation spent 54 days 
with the captors "Ikhwan-ul-Muslimeen’ and 
was set free only after nine hardcore 
militants including Javed Ahmed Shalla, 
charged with kidnapping and murder of 
Kashmir University Vice-Chancellor Prof. 
Mushir-ul-Haq and Hindustan Machine Tools 
General Manager, Mr. H. L. Khera in April 
1990, wore released in his exchange. 
Besides these major events, the situation in 
Kashmir valley is worsening. Everyday on 
an average half-a-dozon persons are killed 
or crippled in the secessionist militancy- 
related violence 

One may wish for restoration of the 
elected administration in Jammu and 
Kashmir but the extension of Central rule 
was the only option left It is in this context 
that discussions on initiating the political 
process and revamping the administration 
in the State to deal more effectively with 
militants were held by the Pnme Minister in 
New Delhi on August 29 with some of his 
Cabinet colleagues and the State Governor, 
Mr Girish Saxena. Apart from involving 
political parties in the search for a formula 
to restore peace and normalcy in the State, 
steps to afford relief to the Kashmir migrants 
and to create conditions for their safe return 
to the Valley were also reviewed. 

Status quo of religious 
places 

The Places of Worship (Special 
Provisions) Bill, 1991, on freezing the status 
of places of worship as on August 15, 1947, 
was introduced in the Lok Sabha by the 
Home Minister, Mr. S. B. Chavan, amidst 
an en masse walk-out by the Bharatiya 
Janata Party members, who had earlier 
stalled for over an hour the Government 
move to Initiate the legislative process. 

* Battle lines were drawn on August 25 on 
the Issue of the passage of the official Bill 
with the Left Front and National Front 
asserting that they would mount pressure 
for its early passage and BJP announcing 
it would vigorously oppose it both Inside 
and outside Parliament. 

The Bill prohibits the conversion of any 
place of worship and ensures the 
maintenance of Its character as on August 
15,1047 except in the case of the Ayodhya 
site and matters decided by courts, tribunals 
or authorities and those settled by parties 
between August 15,1047 and July 11,1901 
‘in order to maintain communal peace and 
harmony*. The opposition to the Bill has 


come only from the BJP and its ally, the 
Shiv Sena. The objection .to the Bill on 
technical grounds Is understandable but this 
does not mean that the very basis ol the 
proposed legislation can be questioned. 

'The religious character of a place of 
worship is to be determined on the basis of 
its status on August 15, 1047, the day India 
attained independence and adopted 
secularism as a conscious state policy. The 
Bill seeks to bar any change or conversion 
in a place of worship after that date and 
restore the status of a place of worship as 
it existed on that day in the case of legal 
disputes that may be still pending in the 
courts. As expected, the Bill makes one 
exception. This legislative measure is to 
have no effect on the legal proceedings 
relating to the Ayodhya dispute concerning 
‘the Ram Janmabhoomi-Babri Masjid. 

The spirit behind the Bill is to promote 
harmony among the people. Places of 
worship should not be turned into 
contentious issues deepening communal 
discord. The havoc wrought by the Ayodhya 
dispute has made every sensible citizen 
realise the danger in waging battles over 
places of worship. There will be no end to 
communal tensions if the history of every 
mosque, temple and other places of worship 
is to be traced in order to decide whether 
there had been any unfair exorcise in their 
construction. Appropriately the Ayodhya 
shrine has been excluded from the Bill and 
it is hope of the nation that it will be amicably 
resol v^. 

The Places of Worship Bill is a step 
forward which can help settle the Ayodhya 
dispute. It provides a charKe for communal 
harmony It is expected to clear the air by 
declaring the Government’s intent to protect 
the places of worship of all religious 
communities. _ 

Narasimha Rao Govt, 
wins confidence vote 

The minority Congress (I) Government, 
led by Mr. P. V. Narasimha Rao. won its 
confidence vote with relative ease in the 
Lok Sabha on July 15,1991 well within the 
time-frame laid down by ttie President, 
Mr. R. Venkataraman. Exuding confidence 
just before the vote was taken, the Prime 
Minister deciared, ‘this Government will not 
end in national disaster.' 

The BJP opposed the motion and the 
National Front-Left Front bloc with its allies 
formally abstained. The motion was carried 
by 241 votes to 111, with 112 abstentions. 
The Congress (1), which is a dozen 
members short of majority, got the support 
of Its allies—the AIADMK (11 members) 
and the MusNm League (2). 

The vote of confidence won by the 
Narasimha Rao Government was a 
foregone conclusion even before It was 
taken up for debate in the Lok Sabha. The 
opposition parties In Parliament had made 
no secret of their unwillingness to pull down 
the new Government at this first opportunity. 
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given the undorstindable reluctance ol all 
the parties to face another election which 
would bo til • logical consequence of the 
fall of this minority Govr'rnniont 

The BJP, quick to announce its intention 
to vote against the confidence motion, tiad 
also expressed the exgectation that the 
Government “vv.'ll nut tali' and the view that 
Its coll.ifise so soon was not desirable 


But with the National Front-Left combine 
pointedly making it clear that their abstention 
from tlio voting was motivated purely by 
election-phobia, the nagging worries about 
this Govornmont's stability remain The 
Government has met the Presidential 
stipulation of proving its majonty in the 
House at an early date There, however, 
the significance of the victory ends, and it 


cannot be stretched without it spelling 
unaffordable complacency on the part of 
the minority Government The coming days 
are bound to witness a sharpening 
confrontation between the contending sides. 
The Government cannot realistically hope 
for an easy time, especially with the 
implementation of its declared economic 
policy package

Sino-lndian ties 


The vr.it of the Chinese Premier, Mr Li 
Peng, to India in Docombor 1991 marks 
anotlior milestone in the gradual warming 
of the climate between the two countries in 
ri.'cent yc.nrr, It indicates that the dcsiro to 
t.ike the relationship to a friendlier basis 
rem.iins constant on botti sides Mr Li's 
SIX d.iy visit provided ample scope for 
discussion. .It the highest level on many of 
ttu! r.siK'S of concern for both the countries 

As part of the efforts to normalise their 
relations, India and China have marked the 
occasion of Mr Li's visit to Now Delhi by 
signing important agretiments to boost their 
economic tics Apart from signing a trade 
protocol (or 1992 with a view to expanding 
and diversifying trade relations for mutual 
beiK'tit, the two countries, in a significant 
development, have signed a memorandum 
of resumption of border trade This is a 
wr.'Icome news Indeed prior to tho 
suspension of border trade following Sino 
Indian hostilities in 1962, there wore as 
many as six transit points through which a 
flourishing Dhotia trade was carried on 
be^woen India and China Such a trade 
accounted in largo measure for the 
prosperity of the adjoining regions, Tibet 
and Sinkiang on one side, Uttar Pradesh, 
Himachal Pradesh, Kashmir, West Bengal 
and Sikkim on tho other As such, its 
resumption alter throe decades would not 
only iniect vigour into the economy of these 
peripheral areas but also go a long way to 
correct tho balance of trade which thus tar 
has remained heavily tilted in favour of 
China 

The tvaj countries have committed 
themsolvos to reaching an “early and 
mutually acceptable" solution to tho 30-year- 
old border problem with both sides agreeing 
to maintain peace and tranquility along the 
Line of Actual Control through periodical 
meetings of military personnel in the border 
area on a regular basis A joint communique 
issued on Dr'ccmber 16 said tho Joint 
Working Group (JWG) should step up its 
work to find an “earliest possible” solution 
to tho boundary question It was decided 
that tho next JWG meriting would bo held 
in N(!vv Delhi in early 1992 

On Tibet, the two countries slated their 
rcspcclivo positions China said that Tibet 
was an "inalienable part of tho Chinese 
territory" and it was ‘lirmly opposed to any 


attempt and action aimed at splitting it 
bringing about independence of Tibet" On 
the other hand, India, while reiterating its 
long standing and “consistent position" on 
Tibet, said Tibet was an autonomous region 
ot China and it “does not allow Tibetans to 
engage in anti-China activities in India" 
While China, anticipating troubles in tho 
coming years in Tibet, wanted India to 
endorse its old position on Tibet, India 
showed no desire that China should 
comment or state its position on Kashmir 

The Chinese Premier visited India for tho 
first time in 31 years There will bo a strong 
temptation among analysts to compare tho 
outcome ot tho two events, Mr Li Peng's 
visit with that of Mr Zhou En-lai's visit in 
1960 Mr Zhou En-Lai's visit ended in a 
deadlock over India's border dispute with 
China, Mr Li's has succeeded in only getting 
tho two sides to agree to freeze the issue 
.and go ahead with moves to promote 
friendship Ostensibly, this is a direct 
consequence of Mr Rajiv Gandhi's attempt 
to break the ice between the two countries 
when ho visited China in 1988 and agreed 
to develop India-China relations without 
hinging them on a solution of tho territorial 
question Mr Li's visit must bo analysed on 
tho yardstick of the goodwill gesture that 
Mr Gandhi made three years ago, 
especially because China leaves no 
opportunity to reiterate how historic 
Mr Gandhi's efforts to rebuild Sino-Indian 
rela lions has been 

Both India and China have reasons to be 
satisfied with the outcome of Mr Li's visit 
For this country, settlement of tho border 
dispute continues to bo central to the 
restoration of a lost friendship, although it is 
recognised in this country that appreciation 
and undtirstanding of each other's worldview 
would go a long way in resolving seemingly 
intractable bilateral issues 


Indo-Nepai relations 


The Indo-Nopal summit held in New Delhi 
in December 1991 marks a positive turning 
point in the delicate ties between the two 
countries Tho success of tho Nepalese 
Prime Minister, Mr Girija Prasad Koirala's 
visit to India is a happy reminder of the tact 
that It IS never beyond well-meaning 
neighbours to resolve bilateral issues if they 
display the necessary political will 

In an epoch making effort to strengthen 
age old friendship. India and Nepal have 
on December 6, 1991 signed five agyee- 


monts including on trade and transit and 
reached far reaching understanding to tap 
enormous potential ot water resources for 
mutual benefit 

Among the projects on which an 
agreement has been reached, following 
deliberations of the Indo-Nepal joint 
commission, are tho Karnali multipurpose 
project, Pancheshwar multipurpose project, 
the Kosi Bhimnagar barrage, the Baghmati- 
Kamala scheme, the Sapta Kosi high dam 
and the Burhi Gandak scheme The only 
ponding water-sharing scheme now is the 
Tanakpur scheme on which tho Nepalese 
side came up with new suggestions on 
details of power sharing The matter has 
been referred back to tho joint commission 

India has agreed to enter into separate 
treaties on trade and transit with Nopal 
thereby removing one of the irritants 
between the two countries Tho treaty on 
transit is valid for seven years and includes 
procedures to encourage Nepalese imports 
and exports Tho treaty on trade is .valid for 
five years and is renewable for tho same 
period Besides the elements included in 
the earlier treaty, India has agreed to give 
several new facilities and concessions for 
Nepalese exports to India 

The visiting Nepalese Prime Minister and 
India's Prime Minister, Mr P V Narasimha 
Rao, jointly decided to set up an Indo-Nopal 
foundation in the name of late Nepalese 
leader, Mr. B P Koirala 

The centuries-pid Indo Nepal friendship, 
which had suffered lethal blows during the 
past few years, thanks to “follies of men 
who have been in charge from time to time," 
IS being revived as a result of the recent 
summit between Mr Narasimha Rao and 
Mr Koirala The advent of multi-party 
democracy in the Himalayan kingdom and 
tho roborn spirit of accommodation in India 
have helped a great doal in getting over the 
1988 90 crisis This was indeed not just a 
meeting between the two Prime Ministers 
but reflected the desire of the two peoples 
to bury the recent past and resurrect the. 
old one Both the leaders deserve all praise 
for opening a new chapter in Indo-Nepal 
relations.

‘ It Is doplorablo that Pakistan should have 
attacked an outpost in the Kargil sector of 
the Indian State of Jammu and Kashmir in 
October 1991 within days of a significant 
meeting between the Prime Ministers of the 
two countries Islamabad has clearly gone 
against the spirit of the broad political 
understanding that the two leaders reached 
at tho bilateral talks held on the occasion of 
the Commonwealth summit in Harare 
Pakistan also violated an agreement 
reached with top military officials of India 
on October 11 by attacking in the Kargil 
sector, seriously injuring one Indian jawan 
and four officers Pakistan's intrusion bid 
was repulsed and six Pakistani soldiers wore 
killed and four injured on October 26 

At Harare. Mr P V Narasimha Rao and 
Mr Nawaz Sharif had decided to 
roinvigorato bilateral ties and lesson 
tensions on the Kashmir issue Pakistan is 
yet to provide proof on the ground of its 
non-involvoment in terrorism and 
secessionism in Punjab and Kashmir There 
IS reason to feol concerned about a general 
deterioration in Indo-Pakistan relations The 
serious clash along tho Kargil border and 
the indefinite postponement of live one day 
cricket matches in India have dramatically 
highlighted the process of worsening of tho 
ties, 

Pakistan is a difficult neighbour and it is 
what it strives to be Since India cannot 
choose Its neighbours, it has to do business 
with tho trouble-maker Pakistan's repeated 
denials of its involvement in Punjab and 
Kashmir make little sense Mr Narasimha 
Rao has done well to tell Mr Shanf that 
unless Pakistan's interference in India’s 
internal affairs is stopped, peace between 
tho two countries cannot be achieved There 
IS ample proof of the intense training that is 
being imparted to the Punjab and Kashmir 
militants in Pakistan The secessionist 
problems in Kashmir and Punjab would not 
have become so serious but for the 
consistent support which the militants have 
been getting from Pakistan 

Pakistan has from time to time offered 
unpublished assurances of good behaviour 
in bilateral exchanges, and there was in 
fact some evidence of restraint in relation 
to Punjab, if not Kashmir, to avoid an 
escalation of tensions, and also because of 


discreet remonstrations from Washington 
and elsewhere, Mr. Sharif may again 
promise to assuage Indian concerns, but this 
is a promise Pakistan is not likely to live up 
to Besides, Mr Sharif Is only the junior- 
most member of the troika that governs his 
country. The military has the decisive voice 
in clandestine operations in India. 

The militaristic power elite that dominates 
Islamabad, no matter what Government may 
be in power, is finding it increasingly difficult 
to adapt to the transformed international 
order brought about by the end of Super 
Power rivalry and the end of the cold war 
They fear that not being a frontline player 
for the West any more, their nation would 
soon be left behind by its much larger 
neighbour in terms of global power and 
influence They also fear that if Pakistan 
could not compete with India in terms of 
economic performance. India must be 
crippled and forced to exjxind all its energies 
and resources to fight for its very survival, 
and thus fritter away any gams made on 
the economic front on costly police and 
internal security operations 

tndo-Soviet treaty 
extended 

India and tho Soviet Union have on 
August 8, 1991 extended the 20-year-old 
historic Indo-Soviet treaty for peace, friend¬ 
ship and cooperation for two more decades 
A joint Indo-Soviet declaration issued 
simultaneously in New Delhi and Moscow 
said tho treaty, signed on August 9, 1971, 
for 20 years, was being renewed up to the 
year 2001 taking into consideration that this 
was a “basic document for maintaining and 
strengthening the friendly relations of a 
special character* between the two 
countries ' 

The treaty, considered the basis of inter¬ 
state relations between India and the Soviet 
Union for the past two decades, expired on 
tho midnight of August 8-9 
The onginal treaty was signed on August 
9, 1971 between the then External Affairs 
Minister, Mr Swaran Singh, and his Soviet 
counterpart, Mr. Andrei Gromyko The 20- 
year treaty, which has since become the 
cornerstone of Indo-Soviet relations, came 
on tho eve of India's second conflict with 
Pakistan in 1971 and virtually underwrote 
Mrs. India Gandhi's Bangladesh manoeuvre 
It is also worth recalling that India signed 


the treaty with the' Soviet Union almost 
entirely because of the attitude which the 
U.S. President, Mr. Richard Nixon, had 
taken towards this country and his 
unabashed support to Pakistan which had 
unleashed a reign of terror in what was 
subsequently to become Bangladesh. Both 
Mr. Nixon and his aide. Or. Henry Kissinger 
who were wholly blind to India's predicament 
in having to handle a staggering influx of 
refugees hounded out of their homes by 
Islamabad's genocide had brazenly put 
themselves in an impossible position by a 
notorious public commitment to the policy 
of U S tilt to Pakistan 

The most reassuring part of the treaty 
has been the security guarantee offered 
under Article IX which says that each 
country would abstain from assisting any 
third country that engages in armed conflict 
with either signatory It also provides for 
military assistance in case of an armed 
attack by a third party This virtually brought 
India under tho protective nuclear umbrella 
of the Soviet Union and acted not only as 
a deterrent but also as a major lever for 
India's foreign policy 

Although there is an automatic five-year 
renewal clause m the treaty. India has been 
keen on a full 20-year extension There 
had, however, been some apprehension on 
the Indian side about Soviet keenness to 
do so in view of the swooping changes 
within tho Soviet Union and the East bloc 
nations in the last few years Tho demise of 
the Soviet Union as a world power and tho 
general movement towards a unipolar world. 
It was being felt, might motivate the Soviet 
interests in other directions 

The renewal of the Indo-Soviet treaty for 
another 20 years would help in 
strengthening further the economic and 
cultural relations between the two countries 
It will be ridiculous to imagine that there is 
a military threat inherent in the treaty against 
any country. The Soviet President, Mr. 
Mikhail Gorbachev, in his messages to the 
President, Mr. R Venkataraman, and the 
Prime Minister, Mr. P. V Narasimha Rao, 
on August 8 said the solid foundation of 
relationships between the two countries laid 
by the treaty had led to new levels of 
confidence, cooperation and greater 
interaction, especially during the past five 
years. It is expected that the treaty would 
play an important role in our two countries 
continuing efforts to attain even higher levels 
of mutual beneficial cooperation. 


COMMITTEES AND COMMISSIONS 


Banking reforms 


In a far-reaching recommendation, the 
Narasimham Committee on monetary 
reforms has stipulated an end to duality of 
control in the banking system, revamping 
of banking structure, depoliticising of 
appointments of chief executives and bank 


boards and abolition of common staff 
recruitment system for officers. 

The nine-member committee's report 
tabled in Parliament on December 17,1891 
has said the ban on setting up new banks 
In the private sector be lifted, branch 
licensing system abolished and advocates 
a more open policy towards operation of 
foreign banks. The committee on financial 
system headed by Mr. M. Narasimham, 


former RBI Governor, was set up in August 
this year to examine the existing structure 
and make recommendations for Improving 
and modernising the organisational 
machinery and managerial policy. 

On the revamping of the banking 
structure, the oommittee has wanted three 
or four large banks to be made global in 
character and eight to 10 national banks 
with a ne^ork of branches throughout the 
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countiy. It teit subsidiaries of major banks 
should be set up for rural banking operations 
and local bank operations should be 
confined to specific region. 

The committee has underlined the need 
for ‘speedy and substantial liberalisation of 
capital market and adoption of realistic 
interest rate policy." 

The committee has stressed the 
importance of depoliticising appointments 
of chief executives and boards, restoring to 
management the right to recruitment, 
rewards and punishment. It says autonomy 
in decision-making and operational flexibility 
could only be ensured if there were no 
extraneous, administrative and political 
pressures, which in its view had been 
responsible to a great extent for the 
problems facing financial services industry 

Two of the members of the committee, 
Prof. M Datta Choudhary and Mr M. R 
Shroff, said the Government should not 
appoint its officials on the board of public 
sector banks and financial institutions They 
said banking division of the Ministry of 
Finance as at present constituted should 
consequently be abolished Such a 
measure, they felt, would serve as a strong 
message of autonomy of the system and 
help in implementation of other 
recommendations of the committee 

Dwelling at length on the restructuring of 
nationalised banks, the committee said the 
system should evolve toward a broad 
pattern consisting of three or four large 
banks, including the State Bank, eight to 10 
national banks with a network of countrywide 
branches, local banks for regional operations 
and rural banks. While the large banks could 
become international in character, the 
national banks could be engaged m 
universal banking. 

The committee was of the view that 
moving to this revised system be based on 
profitability considerations and brought about 
through a process of ‘merger and 
acquisitions’. 

Regarding foreign banks, the committee 
said the Government should be more liberal 
in allowing them to open more branches 
keeping in line with the policy on foreign 
Investment, It wanted joint ventures with 


SU-27 offered to India 


The Soviets have unveiled their latest 
fighter aircraft SU-27 by giving flight 
demonstrations to Indian Air Force fighter 
pilots at the Hindoo air base near New 
Delhi. The Soviets have flown in two aircraft 
— a fighter version of the SU-27 and another 
a two-seater trainer. 

Acclaimed by western military experts 
as one of the world's most advanced 
fighters, the SU-27, NATO code-named 
Flanker, has been offered to India for 
outright purchase or for manufacture under 
licence. < 


foreign and Indian banks to be permitted 
with regard to merchant and investment 
banking, leasing and other new forms of 
financial services. 

The committee was of the view that 
foreign operations of Indian banks should 
be rationalised It saw scope for one or 
more branches of large banks in addition to 
the -State Bank of India to have operations 
in major international financial centres. 

Tax reforms panel 
report 

The Raja Chelliah Committee on tax 
reforms has submitted its report to the 
Finance Minister. Dr. Manmohan Sin^, on 
December 23, 1991 The report is exprcted 
to form the basis of a major tax reform 
planned to be undertaken by the Govern¬ 
ment over the next few years, with the first 
steps to be unfolded in the 1992-93 Budget. 

The Government basically aims to make 
the tax system more elastic, broaden the 
base of taxation, reduce its dcj^ondonce on 
customs revenue and simplify the existing 
procedures The major emphasis of the 
reform will be on increasing the share of 
revenue from direct taxes so that resources 
are raised from those most able to pay 

The effort will also be to rationalise 
domestic indirect taxes, which would include 
further expansion in the existing Modvat 
system. The Government also plans to 
reduce the level and dispersion of import 
tariff 

The high-level committee, appointed on 
August 29 ihis year, was headed by 
Dr Raja Chelliah, Chairman of the National 
Institute of Public Finance and Policy. 


NIC reconstituted 


The National Integration Council (NIC) 
has on October 25. 1991 been reconstituted 
with the Prime Minister, Mr P V Narasimha 
Rao, as its chairman The council with 114 
members met on November 2, 1991 to 
discuss the Ayodhya issue. The previous 
council was set up by the V P Singh

The SU-27 has shjoned the entire

most sought after aircraft in the Western 
and Eastern Bloc aviation worlds.

Satish panel report on 
Civil Services exam 


The Satish Chandra committee, 
appointed by the UPSC to review the 
scheme of the civif services examination, 
has recommended that doctors and 
engineers should continue to be eligible to 
appear in the test, the Minister of State for 
Personnel, Mrs. Margaret Alva, told the Lok 
Sabha on August 7, 1991. 

Mrs Alva said that the committee has 
suggested that optional subjects like French, 
German, Russian and Chinese should be 
deleted from the syllabus for the main 
examination 

An essay paper of 200 marks should be 
introduced in the main examination and 
candidates could bo allowed to answer this 
paper in English or in any one of the Indian 
languages included in the Eighth Schedule 
of ttie Constitution. 

It has suggested that some of the Group 
A services and the Group B services be 
delinked from the civil services examination. 

Prof Chandra, former Chairman of UGC, 
has also recommended that Scheduled 
Caste and Scheduled Tnbe candidates who 
qualified in general merit list without having 
availed of the age concession and 
concession in terms of chances should be 
treated as general candidates and should 
not be set off against reserved quota.

India successfully launched the Pr)thvi-3 
ground-to-air missile at Sriharikota in Andhra 
Pradesh taking the nation into a select club

The National Development Council (NDC) 
has on December 24, 1991 put its seal of 
approval on the “directional paper" of the 
Planning Commission sotting out the thrust, 
objectives and macro economic dimensions 
of the Eighth Five Year Plan, paving the 
way for drafting of the plan document 
expected to be ready early in the now year 
The Eighth Plan was to have begun Irom 
April last year but was delayed due to 
political changes since 1989 general 
elections 

The NDC has “unanimously approved" 
the Planning Commission's approach to the 
Eighth Plan aiming at a growth rate of 5 6 
per cent in the gross domestic product 
fGDP) dunng 1992 97 with an outlay of 
Rs 7,92,000 croro, with a public sector 
investment of Rs 4,00.000 croro, and a 
now formula of Central assistance to States 
wiih slight changes over the modified Gadgil 
formula 

At the two day mooting, which concluded 
in Now Delhi, the Chief Ministers gave a 
“broad approval" to the Commission's 
"directional paper" for the Eighth Plan slated 
to commence from April 1992, the Planning 
Commission Deputy Chairman, Mr Pranab 
Mukherjee, told a nows conference 

Under the now "Mukherjeo formula", 
weightage ol 60 per cent would bo given to 
population on the basis of the 1971 census, 
25 per cent to per capita income out of 
wfiich 20 per cent on deviation method and 
5 per cent on distance method, 7 5 per cent 
for performance of the State in stipulated 
fields and the remaining 7 5 per cent on 
special problems of the State The deviation

Attracting NRis 


Non resident Indians (NRIs) and thc-ir 
overseas corporate bodies (OCBs) can now 
invest up to 100 per cent foreign equity in 
high priority industrial sector, such as 
tourism-related industries, shipping and 
hospitals, with option of repatriation of full 
benefits of income and capital Irom such 
ventures It is the outcome of revised policy 
and procedures announced by the Govern¬ 
ment in New Delhi on October 28, 1991 
with the aim to attract foreign capital in a 
greater measure to bool up its foreign 
reserves which still are in crisis situation, 
notwithstanding International Monetary, 
Fund (IMF) and World Bank loans 

Taking a cue from the statement made 
by the IMF Managing Director, Mr Michel 
Camdessus, during his recent visit to Now 
Delhi that the remaining constraints to freer 
flow of foreign investment to India should 
be removed, the Government has assured 
in Its latest policy full bonotits of repatriation 
of capital invested and income accrued in 
such proposals The foreign equity, it was 
made known, covers the foreign exchange 
requirements for the import of capital 
goods 

The existing scheme of 100 per cent NRI 
investment in 100 per cent export-oriontod 
units as also the scheme for the revival of 
sick units by NRis would continue Also 
NRI equity holding up to 100 per cent will 
also be permitted in export-orientod deep 
sea fishing industry, oil exploration services 
and advanced diagnostic centres with full 
repatriation benefits 

• The existing 40 per cent and 74 per cent 
investment schemes will be discontinued 
but those ponding would be disposed off in 
line with the old policy Also, in keeping 
with the new industrial policy, NRis and 
OCBs predominantly owned by them (that 
IS. at least 60 per cent NRI holding) will bo 
granted automatic approval in certain cases. 
Automatic approval will be available for 
investment in high pnority areas as listed in 
annexure III of the industrial policy 
statement, subject to certain conditions For 
instance, foreign equity should cover the 
foreign exchange requirement for import of 
capital goods which should be new and not 


second-hand No indigenous clearance will 
bo required for import of these capital 
goods 

Also, outflow ol dividend payment has 
to be balanced by export earnings over 
seven years from commencement of 
commercial production and location of the 
unit has to bo beyond 25 km Irom urban 
area limits ol a city having a population ol 
more than 10 lakhs according to the 1991 
census 

Pian growth rate 
to be 5.6 pc 

The Planning Commission has 
decided to opt for a 5 6 per cent growth 
rate tor the Eighth Five-Year Plan, 
commencing April next year This was 
decided on September 19, 1991 at the first 
lull meeting ol the new Planning 
Comm.ssion, presided over by the Prime 
Minister, Mr P V Narasimha Rao, who is 
also Its Chairman 

The Commission's Deputy Chairman, 
Mr Pranab Mukherjee. said that for 
achieving the growth rate of 5 6 per cent a 
gross investment of Rs 7,92.000 ororo in 
all sectors (at 1991 92 prices) had boon 
assumed with the average total savings rale 
of 23 per cent and an incremental capital 
output ratio (ICOR) of 4 1 

Of the gross investment, public sector 
outlay will account for Rs 3,42,000 croro, 
private corporate sector Rs. 1,48,000 crore 
and the household sector Rs 3,02,000 
croro While domestic savings is assumed 
at 21 6 per cent, external savings has been 
put at 1 4 per cent (Rs 49,000)* of the 
gross domestic product (GDP). 

Mr Mukherjeo said two growth scenarios 
were considered before approving 5 6 per 
cent growth rate The other scenario 
projected a 6 per cent growth rate with an 
overall investment of Rs 8,56,000 crore at 
an assumed rate of domestic savings at 23 
per cent, external savings at 1.6 per cent 
and the ICOR at 4 1 The second scenario 
aimed at a public investment of Rs 3.60,000 
crore, private sector investment of Rs. 
1,82,830 ciore and a household sector 
investment of Rs 3,13,170 crore. Both the 
scenarios envisage a 13 6 per cent annual 
growth in exports

No. 7: Thank you No 6. My suggestion

second speaker unless No 5 is keen that 
he should be the second speaker in which 
case we can proceed antidockwiso and the 
round will end up with me as the last 
speaker If you order me. I am also ready 
to open tho discussion but I feel you will do 
better (ustice as the opening speaker and 
the group would be benefited to that extent 

Most of the other Candidates: Yes, yes, 
we agree with No 7 Please No 6, you 
open the discussion 

Comments: No 6 has emerged as the 
chief co ordinator of the group during this 
preliminary stage No 7 is close behind No 
6 in the same capaaty and ho lend able 
and effective support to No. 7 with great 
consistency. No 1 wants to gam recognition 
and lor this purpose he cracks several jokes 
at the expense of No 3 He lacks tact and 
his jokes seem to hurt the feelings of No 3 
who threatens to use force on No 1 He is 
unable to take the jokes in the nght spirit 
Instead ha gets excited and turns his wrath 
on others like No 7. While Nos 6 and 7 
are making sustained efforts to launch the 
group on its task Nos 1 and 3 indulge in 
petty personal quarrels What is more Nos 
1, 2. 3 are not willing to utilise the 
opportunity offered to them and refuse to 
open the discussion It is an indication that 
they may not have much original ideas on 
the subject Apart from Nos 6 and 7, no 
one else from the group has volunteered to 
be the opening speaker.

No. 6: Friends, the wordings of the topic 
being quite simple and straightforward I don't 
think If needs any further elaborate 
explanation The topic assumes that in India 
religion has made deep inroads into politics 
and IS threatening national unity, integrity 
and independence Hence the topic asserts 
that mixing religion with politics should be 
banned You all know that our sub-continent, 
at tho time of gaining freedom in 1947 got 
divided into India and Pakistan purely on 
religious grounds Tho partition of the 
subcontinent was accomplished with tho 
worst bloodbath known to history and 
mankind Linking politics to religion and thus 
dividing tho subcontinent was deliberately 
done by the British to serve their impenal 
purposes before quitting our land Realising 
the danger that religion could cause to the 
political framework and Institutions, our 
Constituent Assembly also adopted a 
resolution that any religious or communal 
organisation whose membership is confined 


to individuals of a particular religious faith 
should strictly confine their activities to 
religious, cultural and educational matters 
and Its interference or involvement in politics 
and other matters should ba banned. 
Unfortunately even after 40 years of freedom 
such legislation banning religion getting 
linked to politics has not been enacted. I 
feel It should be done immediately. 

Comments: No. 6 has given an excellent 
presentation and brought out the salient 
features of the topic in a coherent, analytical 
and forceful manner. He enjoys extensive 
ideas and has made a very strong and 
favourable impact on the group. Throughout 
the group has been looking upto him for 
leadership and guidance. With the support 
of No 7, he has successfully launched the 
group on its task, overcoming all obstruction 
with success He enjoys a high level of 
national leadership qualities and he utilises 
them to advantage. Selected with top rank 
rating 

No. 7: Friends, as I could see it, the 
proposition has two major aspects Tho first 
IS that politics should be delinked from 
religion As we all know mixing religion with 
politics has played havoc in our system 
Lord Jesus Himself had spoken thus “Give 
unto Caesar what is his" Therefore, the 
truly spirituals under any religion would 
never want to get themselves entangled in 
politics The spiritual ought not to interfere 
in the domain of tho temporal. Thus all of 
us would agree on delinking politics from 
religion The second aspect concerns with 
banning through legislation the mixing of 
religion with politics In my humble opinion 
we already have all the legislation and laws 
that we need to enforce delinking politics 
from religion First of all, we have now 
written into the Constitution that India is a 
secular state A secular state automatically 
bans religion being used tor any political 
purpose Secondly, the Election Commission 
IS empowered to debar those who resorts 
to the corrupt practice of appealing to 
religion to ‘Vote or not to vote in any 
election" The systematic appeal by a 
candidate or his agent 1o vote or refrain 
from voting on grounds of caste, race, 
community or religion or the use of. or 
appeal to, religious symbols for the 
furtherance of tho prospects of that 
candidate's election” is listed as one of tho 
corrupt election practices and the same has 
also been upheld by the Supreme Court. 
Thus even today wo have all the legislation 
we need but none of our political parties 
including the Congress party have the Will 
to observe the law Congress party has 
been ruling the country for most of the period 
since independence It had itself been 
resorting to religious sentiments to win 
elections. How then can we expect to have 
more legislation and achieve the objective 
of delinking politics from religion. This is 
upto you all to decide 
Comments: No 7 is a well-motivated 
candidate who displays a lot of originality 
and good deal of indepth knowledge. He 
has presented his views in a very convincing 
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andiorcetui manner which is quite a diKeutt 
task as ha has to speak atter No. $ and 
also disagree with him to a certain extent. 
However he is persuasive and quoted 
excellent authorities to back his views. His 
arguments thus were factual, rathnal and 
objective. He has also demonstrated that 
he enjoys adequate amount of natural 
leadership qualities by jumping into the fray 
and lenetng good support to No. 6 to launch 
die group on its task. It is clear that No. 7 
enjoys the required knowledge and ability 
to be the opening speaker himself but he 
was flexible and cooperative to sacnfice his 
personal ambitions for the sake of the group 
and the common task.

Comments: This candidate is devoid of 
ideas and shirks responsibility Throughout 
he has remained as a dull and 
unenthusiastic spectator and his contribution 
*0 group task is nil 

No. 1: Friends. I want to submit that 
delinking politics from religion through 
legislation is not that simple, as freedom of 
worship and all that gees with it, is a 
Fundamental Right under our Constitution 
To bo frank, I would say there is some 
basic contradiction in our Constitution itself 
since it talks of secular state on one side 
and also treats religious freedom as a 
Fundamental Right. With thjg. Fundamental 
Right of religious practice one' can use 
religion, religious institutions etc. to whatever 
purpose he might fancy, so long he does 
not deny such nght to others. The founder 
of Soviet Revolution, the great Lenin, said 
religion is the opium of the people. I would 
say It is worse than opium. Opium dulls 
your senses and makes you go to sleep. 
But religion excites people, makes them 
emotional and encourages them to indulge 
In violent and unlawful deeds. Religion is a 
private and Individual affair, a matter of 
faith and not of reason, logic or fact Hence 
right to freedom of religion should be 
removed from the list of Fundamental 
Rights Thereafter delinking politics from 
religion will automatfcally take place. 

Commente; No. 1 seems to have 
grasped the essentials of the subject and 
he has also advanced some original 
arguments, though they can be termed as 
highly controversial. Though he spumed the 
offer to be the opening speaker and thus 
did not utilise pie opportunity which came 
his way, we find ^t he can shoulder 
responsibility In his turn and do pistloe to 


his job with conMance and competence. 
Perhaps he would Improve with training and 
recommended as a marginal case. 

No. 2: Gentlemen, it is one thing to say 
that religion should not be used or exploited 
for political ends and it is another thing to 
say that the fundamental right to religious 
worship shouid be done away with. Besides, 

I would like to point out that we have the 
freedom of speech, free press etc. though 
this right is often misused or abused. Thus 
we should have reasonable restrictions to 
any fundamental right and it will be quite in 
order to make laws to delink politics from 
religion. Unless we legally ban the linking 
of religion to politics, our courts cannot 
intervene. Hence legislation is vital to delink 
politics from religion 

Comments: No 2. who also turned down 
the offer to be the opening speaker and 
thus did not display keenness to shoulder 
responsibility, now, during his normal turn, 
argues his case with fair understanding and 
original arguments. His approach is logical 
and rational and he has displayed proper 
grasp of the subject. He is regarded as a 
marginal case but a doubtful starter. 

No. 3: Friends, I want to be brief and 
blunt I believe in calling a spade a spade 
' without meaning words We are talking 
about religion corrupting politics, when our 
political parties and leaders are steeped in 
corruption In order to win the election and 
capture power and keep it, our political 
parties are ready to use any means, fair or 
foul We have a hell of a lot of black money 
and It IS pressed into operation to achieve 
any end The former President of India has

Comments: No doubt No 3 has ideas 
and gift of the gab but he is rigid, obstinate 
and over-assertive. He proves to be selfish, 
quarrelsome and obstructive. Though he 
succeeds in creating a strong impact on his 
listeners, his influence is negative and 
violent. He is egoistic and is not witling to 
cooperate or sacrifice for the sake of the 
team. His presence in the organisation 
will result In serious friction and splits. 
Rejected. 

No. 4 : Friends, well, you see I am rather 
at a loss as to what I should do and say. It 
Is all quite confusing. When No. 6 gave the 
introduction It looked that the proposition Is 
straightforward and simple as he put it.

Now we want to delink religion 
from politics and for this we are damounng 
for fresh legislation. But is anyone practising 
politics as per true religious teachings, 
values and principles If'you ask me anyone 
who is a bit refigious will shun today's politics 
as poison. Politics has become so corrupt 
because, as someone has pointed out. it 
has become the playfield of irreligious and 
immoral scoundrels Therefore, friends, I 
appeal to you to allow your conscience to 
speak and decide whether politics delinked 
and devoid of religious values and moral 
principles will herald the Ram Rajya in this 
ancient land 

Comments: This candidate, though has 
taken his own time to speak out his mind 
and make an impact on the group, has 
gained recognition and turned out to be 
forceful because of his intellectual integrity, 
sincerity and honesty He displays the 
courage to differ on merit and he has turned 
the tables against those who have been 
backing the proposition Though he started 
shakily and mildly, he ended up, throwing a 
challenge and making his audience to 
ponder deeply and reconsider their stands.

The directions wore given by a thice 
judge Constitution Bench consisting of tlio 
Chief Justice, Mr Ranganath Mishra, and 
Justices A M Ahmedi and P B Sawant, 
while delivering judgement on a petition 
by ttie All-India Judges Association 
seeking better service conditions for judicial 
ofliccrs 

In detailed directions, the court asked 
tho Union Government and other authorities 
concerned to take appropriate stops to set 
up an All India Judicial Service, and bring 
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about uniformify in tho designation ol judicial 
officers, both civil and criminal, by March 
31. 1993 

The court directed that the retirement 
ago ol judicial officers should be raised to 
60 years and appropriate measures should 
bo taken by the Government by December 
31, 1992 

While ordering better facilities and 
service conditioits for the members of tho 
subordinate judiciary, the court laid down 
detailed guidelines to btj followed by tho 
judicial officers in discharge of their 
functions 

The judges observed that the judicial 
ollicers should bo conscientious, studious, 
courteous, punctual, impartial, just and 
foarirjss, and indifferent to political and 
partisan inllucnces

Government to work out economic criteria 

By the September 25, 1991 notification, 
tho Government had amended its August 
13, 1990 notification whereby in respect of 
27 per cent of the vacancies in avil posts 
and services under the Government 
reserved for socially and educationally 
backward classes (SEBCs), preference 
would be given to the candidates belonging 
to tho poorer sections of the SEBCs In 
addition, 10 per cent of tlje vacancies in 
civil posts and services were directed to be 
reserved for “other economically backward 
sections" not covered by any existing 
scheme of reservation The September 25 
notification also said that criteria for 
determining tho poorer sections among 
SEBCs and other economically backward 
sections of ttie people would bo issued in 
due course 

The Bench also s.aid that the Government 
should in the meanwhile- before the date 
of tho hearing on December 4—spell out 
tho economic criteria to determine the 
"poorer sections" among tho SEBCs and 
also “other economically backward sections 
ol tho people" referred to in September 25, 
1991 notification 

The reservation formula announced by 
tho Congress Government on September 
25 IS certainly not an improvement over 
the earlier one If anything, it only makes 
a caricature of the constitutional provisions 
In addition to retaining the 27 per cent 
job reservation for the SEBCs as 
recommended by tho Mandal Commission 
and as notified by tho National Front 
Government, the formula provides for 10 
per cent job reservations for the economi¬ 
cally backward among the forward commun¬ 
ities. What may appear as the saving 
grace, namely, provision for preference 
within the 27 por cent to the poorer sections 
of the SEBCs stands negated by the 
provision for filling up the unfilled quotas by 
the affluent soctions ot tho SEBCs, if 
sufficient number of candidates from the 
poorer sections is not forthcoming 

National literacy rate 
goes up 

The absolute number of literates in the 
country has shot up from 234 million in 
1981 to 352 million in 1991, while the 
absolute number ot illiterates has only 
marginally increased from 302 million to 
324 million duripg the decade, according to 
the 1991 census findings. 

An analysis of the census data regarding 
literacy reveals that there has been a near 
50 per cent inaease in the number of 
literates, while the increase in the number 
of illiterates is just over 7 per cent during 
the decade. 

The total literacy rate in 1991 is 52.11 
per cent with male literacy levels of 63 86 
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per cent and female literacy levels of 39 42 
per cent.

The State of Andhra Pradesh, Arunachal 
Pradesh, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, 
Meghalaya, Orissa, Rajasthan, Uttar 
Pradosfi and the Union Tomtory Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli has literacy rates celow the 
national average Female literacy rates are

The three foot tall priceless bronze 
Nataraja idol weighing 30 kg was brought 
to Madras after a 10-ycar legal battle in 
London and was handed over to the 
Tamil Nadu Chief Minister, Ms Jayalalitha, 
by the Indian High Commissioner in U K , 
Mr L M Singhvi, in Madras on August 9, 
1991 

The Nataraja idol belongs to the 
Vishwanathaswamy temple at Pathur in 
Thanjavur district The idol was smuggled 
out and sold to a foreign firm and the

stored in the lake These waters, 
undiminished in volume, would ultimately 
reach Pakistan Pakistan has, however, 
objected to the project on the promise 
that It was a storage work, that it was 
not permitted on the main stem of the 
Jhelum and that it was a violation of the 
treaty 

Work on the project is lying suspended 
since October 2, 1987 because Pakistan 
had insisted on it as a precondition 
when India took up the issue for a 
bilateial sottlomont in February that 
year An expenditure of Rs 18 crore was 
incurred on the project till the stoppage of 
the work 

The Tulbal project will have the effect of 
making good the capacity of Mangla dam 
lost due to siltation and also restore 
substantially the loss in Rabi irrigation 
utilisation The controlled releases from 
the Wular lake during lean months would 
have the benefit of higher lead, flow and 
generation at Mangla, giving Pakistan an 
annual benefit of about Rs. 34 crore, 
considering the multiplier effects of 
power. 


Salal project 


The Salal hydroelectric project Is bcated 
at Ohyangarh, 21 km from the historic 
Reasi town in Udhampur district of Jammu 
and Kashmir. It is the first step to harness 
the power potential of the mighty river 
Chenab, flowing from Lahaul SpitI Valley. 
This perennial river has a tremendous 
potential of generating about 5500 MW 
power. 

Salal project was launched in 1970, but 
jt received the requisite impetus Ohiy In 


legal battle for its recovery took 10 
years. 


Portugal returns gold 


Portugal has surrendered the last 
reminiscent of its colonialism in Goa 
when the gold reserves shipped out to 
Lisbon six days prior to the liberation of 
Goa on December 18, 1961, were formally 
returned to India at a solemn ceremony in 
Lisbon 

The 280-kg gold ornaments, estimated 
to cost US$ 15 million at t^e current market 
rate, will be handed over to more than 5,000 
Goan families who had kept their valuables 
in the BNU lockers or deposited them with 
the bank against loans 

The gold in Portugal's possession was 
India's mam irritant in normalising relations 
since Lisbon accepted New Delhi's legiti¬ 
mate sovereignty over Goa—after 500 years 
of colonialism- -and signed a treaty on 
December 31, 1974, establishing full 
diplomatic relations between the two 
countries 


1978 when it was handed over to the 
National Hydrooloctnc Power Corporation 
(NHPC) Though the initial capacity of 
the project was 270 MW in the first stage, 
in 1971 the scope of the project was 
increased to 345 MW in the first stage 
and a provision of further expansion up to 
345 MW in the second stage'with the total 
generating capacity of 600 MW The 
enhanced capacity necessitated changes 
in the design. 

Apart from the powerhouse and the 
2 5-km long underground tail race 
tunnel, the main components of the 
project are a concrete dam (113 m high, 
450 m long), a rockfill dam (118 m high, 
630 m and 500 m wide) and six penstocks 
(each with the capacity of carrying 138 
cusecs of water) and a generating plant 
consisting of three units of 115 MW each. 

The first stage of the project was 
successfully commissioned on November 
19, 1987. The power from the project is 
now flowing to the northern grid. The major 
chunk of the power generated—3600 million 
units—has been received by the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir till January 1991. 

The Government has decided to construct 
the second stage of the project with an 
estimated expenditure of Rs. 279 crore. It 
is an extension of the powerhouse of the 
first stage. The second stage has been 
planned at such a location that water 
reservoir constructed for the first stage shail 
be used for the second stage also. There 
would be considerable benefits from this 
extension, as the second stage does not 
require construction of new concrete dam, 
rook fill dam, diversion of river, penstocks 
and other Infrastructures. These structures 
and trained manpower already exist on the

IRS-1 B declared fully 
operational 


India's second remote sensing satellite, 
the IRS-1 B was declared fully operational 
on September 16, 1991 demonstrating the 
country's capability (or providing world class 
remotely-sensed imageries on a continuous 
basis. Prof. U R Rao, ISRO Chairman, 
said in Bangalore on September 16. 

Launched from the Baikonour 
cosmodrome in the Soviet Union on August 
29, 1991 IRS-1B has reached its polar sun- 
synchronous orbital position of 904 km and 
achieved the three-axis stabilisation mode 
after 17 days of flawless manoeuvring by 
the spacecraft control centre in Bangalore 

The spacecraft control centre has 
completed testing of the sub-systems and 
Linear Imaging and Self-Scanning (LISS) 
cameras which form the heart of the 
satellite As IRS-IB races along its orbit, 
the cameras will acquire imageries along 
pre-determinod ground tracks over India 
every 22 days. 

The IRS-1 B joins its sister satellite, IRS- 
1A, which IS functioning well despite 
having reached the end of its planned 
throe-year life-time With both satellites 
providing imageries, it is now possible to 
cover the country once every 12 days 
Instead of the 22 days when IRS-1A along 
was functional. 

IRS-IB was the fifth launch of an Indian 
satellite from the Soviet Union All of them

Bharat Ratna conferred 


Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel, the Iron Man 
of India, was on July 12, 1991 conferred 
posthumously the Bharat Ratna, the nation's 
highest civilian honour, 41 years after his 
death The award was received by the 
leader's grandson, Mr Vipin Dahyabhai 
Patel, from the President, Mr R 
Venkataraman, at a speaal investiture 
ceremony at the Durbar Hall of the 
Rashtrapati Bhavan in New Delhi. 

A giant among India's freedom fighters, 
Sardar Patel acquired the sobnquet “Iron 
Man" for his fearless role in integrating the 
princely states with the Indian union after 
the country’s freedom in 1947. He was 
India's first Deputy Prime Minister and Home 
Minister in the Nehru cabinet before his 
death in 1950 

Sardar Patel became the 26th recipient 
of the Bharat Ratna which was instituted in 
1954 

Bharat Ratna was also awarded 
posthumously to the former Prime Minister, 
Mr Rajiv Gandhi, at a solemn ceremony at 
Rashtrapati Bhavan on July 6. The award

Built by the ISRO (Indian Space Research 
Organisation) Satellite Centre at Bangalore, 

It will replace IRS-1A which was launched 
on March 17, 1988 and is nearing the end 
of Its life. IRS-1A has provided invaluable 
data for better use of country's agriculture, 
land, mineral, marine and water resources. 
The new satellite will telemeter the data 
directly to ISRO ground station at Shadnagar 
near Hyderabad 

IRS-1B weighs about 980 kg and carries 
a 700 watt solar array. Its mam payload 
consists of three cameras to provide visible 
and infrared imageries of the earth. 

IRS-IB scans the sub-continent through 
Its three “eyes”, the linear imaging and self¬ 
scanning LISS cameras that provide a 
synoptic view of the sub-continent 

The high-tech cameras were indigenously 
made at the Space Applications Centre at 
Ahmedabad. 'They operate in the push- 
broom mode through which each line of the 
image is electronically scanned by a linear 
array of detectors (charge coupled devices) 
located in the focal plane of the optical 
system. 

r.nis method maximises the exposure 
time for each ground point and ensures 
photogrammetric quality and geometric 
fidelity Each detector array provides data 
in a single spectral band and the IRS 
imaging system caters to lour spectral bands 
in visible and near-infrared bands.

the IRS-1 B. One with a spatial'resolution of 
72 5 metre, designated as LISS-1 and the 
other with two separate imaging sensors 
designated as LISS-2A and B with a spatial 
resolution of 36 25 metres each. The LISS- 
1 provides a swatch (coverage) of 148 km 
while the LISS-2A and B together provide a 
coverage of 145 km 

The data from LISS-1 is converted into 
an electronic stream, at 5 2 mega blips and 
is transmitted through a keying system in 
S-band and X-band relay system. 

The data from IRS is beamed to the 
Data Reception Centre at Shadnagar where 
it is stored in high density digital tapes. The 
data IS then decoded and recorded on 
formats like digital tapes, computer data and 
black and white and colour photographs. 

The data reception station also provides 
faolities for carrying out calibration data 
analysis and cloud cover estimates. Besides 
these, altitude and orbit-related elements of 
the satellite are computed with respect to 
paths and rows of image sceries acquired 
at the state and formated in computer 
compatible tapes. These are used for further 
higher level processing of images 

The successful launching of the second 
operational satellite marks a great milestone 
and a proof of the scientific and engineering 
capabilities of the scientists of the ISRO. 
Aimed as a tool for planned development, 
the second completely indigenous satellite 
follows the highly creditworthy performance 
of the first in the series of Indian remote 
sensing satellites, IRS-1A, for nearly three 
and a half years since It was launched on 
March 17, 1988, from the same

Today, the human race seems to be 
caught in a cobweb of religious antagonisms 
and caste rivalries The recent upsurge of 
militant Hinduism that India has witnessed 
IS unprecedented in its long history of 
religious tolerance The cry around the world 
has been — which religion is supenor to 
which and in some cases what are the 
■several levels of castes considered to be 
., 0 -oquals The reason for this fallacy is that 
man has now made religion a criteria tor 
deciding his social status rather than as a 
form of spiritual upliftmont There is in 
mankind today a marked trend to deviate to 
the sterility and danger of a society built on 
bricks of religion and caste 

Why have wo degraded to such a low 
level of human existence? Can mankind 
not be diverted to a spiritual sense of 
convergence toward human and world unity 
on the basis of the sacredness of each 
human person and respect for the plurality 
of religions and cultures’ If we are to pro¬ 
gress we must realise the truth that beyond 
the divisivenoss among men there exists a 
primordial unitive power since we are all 
bound together by a common humanity 
more fundamental than any unity of dogma. 
But alas, such a grandiose achievement 
seems too distant in the misty horizon. 

In no country are religious diversities and 
animosities more prevalent than India. 
Hindu-Muslim rivalry lies in the forefront of 
religious antagonisms The difference 
between the two groups are many and 
complex and frequently irreconcilable. Their 
diversities can best be summed up in a 
crude generalisation. The Hindus worship • 
the cow, the Muslims eat it To add to this 
‘he Sikhs have Iriunchod their own campaign 
of religious fanaticism with militant 
overtones. As if this were not enough 
Hinduism itself is divided into a complex 
network of castes and subcastes. These

have further augmented ideological and 
egoistical differences among the masses 
Islam has its own problem of Shia-Sunni 
rivalry to comprehend with 
Is It now possible to revert back to the 
principles of secularism or has mankind 
travailed too far down the path of 
sectarianism and casteivn’ The solution 
lies in the altruistic use of knowledge and 
Its immense capabilities Knowledge should 
not consist in a manipulation of distinct 
religions or castes as opposite forces It 
should act as a means of liberating mankind 
from the destmetivo power of casteism and 
religious fanaticism, pointing the way toward 
the goal of the rehabilitation of the human 
will and tho rebirth of faith and confidence 
in the human person Perhaps the world 
would be a better place to live in if all 
Muslims and Hindus had the cognisance to 
respect each othoi's religious ideals or if 
the caste barrier was broken 

If knowledge is a part of life itself and not 
merely preparation for life then should wo 
not accept religious liberalism tfioro to serve 
as an example'' Can liberalism be taught 
as anthmotic or biology’ Yes, the human 
mind inspired by knowledge always has an 
affinity for liberalism. If it is taught as early 
in life as possible it will still be too late for 
those al'Oridy cripiiled Many have not yet 
boon so maimed, fiowovor and all tho young 
are susceptible. We have a long way to go 
Although the ideal may never be attained, 
we must, nevertheless establish a goal 
based on realistic appraisal of tho nature of 
tho problem This is a process which will 
require the passage of many more 
generations before we know whether or not 
tho ideal can be attained. 

Another factor that constantly plagues 
mankind is poliOcs. It has always been the 
major abettor for kindling religious 
sentiments and promoting casteism, notably 
in India. Politics mixed with religion makes 
the most baleful poison aimed at annihilating 
human morals and alienating tho masses 
The recent Mandal Commission 
misadventure is a burning example of 
politicians trying to achieve their venal 
electoral aims by drumming ,up casteist 
sentiments The Kashmir problem and 
upheaval in Punjab might never have 
erupted had politics been kept aloof from 
religion People must bo made aware that 
politicians are only using caste and religion 
as stepping-stones to obtain their devious 
political aims and should be boycotted 


Society cannot be and should not be 
expected to assume exclusive responsibility 
for eliminating casteism, racism and 
sectarianism. The ultimate responsibility 
rests with the individual He should clear 
the way for the foundauon of a genuine 
world history not in terms of religion, race 
or caste but in terms of man in relation to 
God, to himself, his fellow man and the 
universe that roach beyond immediate self- 
interest

— Sroe Narayana Guru 
Great men may die but their words are 
cherished for ever Thus Sroe Narayana 
Guru, the one who had spoken these words 
is no more But his words have everlasting 
power and is still alive and remembered by 
all Tho same has boon told by Muhammad 
Nabi And Jesus Christ too, while 
emphasising the ideal of love, '"Love your 
neighbour as you love yOursolf Indeed, 
today's world seems to have forgotten these 
words The essentiality of remembering 
these words becomes relevant when we 
think of the crucial situation which the world 
now faces mostly on account of religion 
and rau) 

India, our motherland, is a vast land with 
a vast population This vast population 
consists of people of different colours, 
creeds, castes and communities There are 
Mongols in the Eastern frontier, Aryans in 
the Northern India and Dravidians of mixed 
origin in the Southern India They are, 
Hindus, Muslims, Chnstians, Parsis, Sikhs, 
Jains, Buddhists, etc They are divided into 
so many castes and sub castes that it is 
hard to count them all They speak different 
languages and follow different customs and 
rites The modes and ways of living also 
differ But inspito of the internal differences 
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all are Indians living in one united and 
undivided India. Thus we have been living 
as one nation lor the last so many centunes, 
making the old proverb ‘unity in diversity' 
come true 

In India the caste system originated with 
the coming of Aryans who divided people 
into different castes according to their 
occupation, lor then convenience. The 
castes thus formed for the proper conduct 
of society turned into the differences of high 
and low. great and small, black and white. 
The division of labour among these 
communities and castes was to facilitate 
the society to run it well, but the same has 
become a curse today In the olden days, 
there was neither the difference of high nor 
of low. but today class distinction have 
reached then climax It was the Bntish rulers, 
with their policy of 'divide and rule' who 
sowed the seeds of communalism by 
instigating the Muslims against the Hindus 
They forced the Muslims to believe that 
Hindustan, the other name for India means 
‘land of the Hindus", This paved the way 
for communal riots between the two 
communities which ultimately resulted in the 
formation of a Muslim nation — Pakistan 
But that too did not solve the problem In 
fact, it only created more problems Today 
also the struggle is continuing and problems 
are created even in the name of God the 
Almighty 

For instance, in India we now have the 
most sensitive Ram Janambhoomi-Babri 
Mas^d problem, between the two sects of 
our community, va, the Hindus and the 
Muslims, gaming the support of some 
political parties who are trying to thnve 
making use of the situation The political 
parties who are supposed to be very 
essential for the proper functioning of a 
democratic nation and who advocate 
democracy are thus becoming anti¬ 
democratic themselves. As Pant|i. one of 
the famous waters of Hindi once said 
criticising Ta) Mahal as ‘man give love and 
respect to one who is dead and adore him 
preciously, but not to the one who is poor, 
needy and alive’ Like that here politicat 
parties are creating problems, wasting the 
precious element 'time' and give suffenngs 
to the ordinary people 

This situation is not a common feature of 
India alone but in every nook and corner of 
the world, there is some sort of disastrous 
and pitiable things happening in the name 
of religion The ago old Arab-lsrael conflict, 
and the internal crises in Africa on account 
of race, etc, are examples. 

Those who were fighting in the name of 
religion, caste and God very often forget 
the basic truth that God has created every 
one alike and that everyone — inspite of he 
being a Hindu, Muslim or Chnstian, etc . are 
his own children and that everyone is dear 
to him and whatever faith one follows there 
is no Identity different from being "a man" 

It is very unfortunate for Indians that even 
after 44 years of independence, we could 
not oomF^etely eradicate the evils of caste 
system Landlordism and tenantship which 
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are still existing in certain regions of our 
country The backward classes still remain 
backward and are suffering under the 
clutches of the superior classes. The 
Government, whatever may be the party, 
which comes to power has not been 
successful in pOhing an end of tois evtt. 
The recent attack on the backward^lasses 
in the district of Tsundari, shows the height 
of the problem. It is true that India is a 
democratic country and we are giving due 
importance and respect to each and every 
religion and citizens. But is it suitable to a 
country like India to burn another Rajiv 
Goswami alive, in the name of caste? 

The father of this great nation, Mahatma 
Gandhi once said, 'Ahimsa is my religion 
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and Satyagraha my weapon'. He never said 
I am a Hindu and my religion is Hinduism 
We, his forerunners also have to take the 
same oath and proceed until our dream ol 
a caste and cre^ free nation comes true 

Let us hope for a better world in the neai 
future, without caste, creed or community 
which are acting as barriers between man 
and man and in the development of every 
nation. Let us hope that friendliness will 
develop among nations which will help us 
to teach the or^xxoing generation the lessor 
that there is only one God, one religion, 
and one caste and thus divert their path 
from blood-shed to mutual co-operation and 
sincere friendship.

In November 1991, imports were actually i 
lower than what they were in 1990, the i 
sources said adding that while the 1990 i 
revised import figure stood at Rs. 4,481.95 i 
crore, it was around Rs. 3,878.76 crore in 
November 1991, according to provisional i 
estimates.

but because he has felt dissatisfied with the 
government's functioning President Ghulam 
Ishaq Khan dismissed Benazir one and a 
hall years ago when he got 'exasperated' 
Even il the Nawaz Sharif government does 
not face a similar threat, the basic question 
remains who has the last word, the 
President or the people's lepresontatives'’ 

Nawaz Shanf, lor that matter, the Islamic 
Jamuhnat Ittehad (IJI), which rules Pakistan, 
wants to avoid any showdown But it all 
depends on Ishaq Khan True, ho is a lesser 
person than when he assumed office The 
allegation that his son-in-law, Irfanullah, is 
behind the rape of Voena Hayat, has 
damaged the president's moral stature But 
legally he is still supremo, although 
Irfanullah's exoneration by the inquiry judge, 
not yet permanent, has left many questions 
unanswered. 

Veena's father, Shaukat Hayat Khan, son 
of Sir Sikander Hayat, chief minister of 
undivided Punjab, totet me at Islamabad that 
the inquiry was a "farce' and that Irfanullah 
was not even arrested when Veena named 
him in the first information report (FIR) 
Nawaz Shanf has tried to remain distant 
But he cannot afford to join issue with 
Ishaq Khan who can dismiss him 
straightaway That explains why the pnme 
minister did not meet Shaukat Hayat Khan 
even after nnging him from Dakar that ho 
would do so 

Aitzaz Khan, interior minister in Benazir's 
government, favours the clipping of 
President's powers But he blames Nawaz 
Shanf tor not joining Benazir when she 
“offered him support for the abrogation of 
the eighth amendment." Ahsan's comment 
IS typical of the opposition's reaction; it 
reflects sharp political polarisation. The 
opposition puts the blame of every act of 
omission and commission on the ruling 
group which, in turn, finds fault with the 
opposition for not-letting Pakistan settle 

The armed forces are not, however, 
playing the role of an adversary which they 
did when Benazir was in power One factor 
IS Nawaz Sharifs equation with Ishaq Khan, 
who presides over the military that General 
Zia institutionalised. Another plus point is 


the stoppage of the U S military aid, which 
gave Washington veto in Pakistan's defence 
matters during the Benazir regime and 
before. The military is now approaching and 
persuading the government on the purchase 
of new equipment 

Another factor inhibiting the military is 
that it cannot take on the people once again, 
without being more brutal, more ruthless 
and more involved With the Indo-Pakistan 
relationship and it is, it prefers to be left 
alone to defend the country's borders Gen 
Asif Nawaz, chief of army staff, is a 
professional soldier, who has visibly curbed 
some ambitious top brass. The military 
doesn't want to take sides, it has also 
realised that Benazir's support is so wide 
that her return cannot be ruled out 

Like India, politics in Pakistan has been 
cnminalised and crime politicised Some 
ministers at the Centre and in the states 
have cnminals in their pay And they protect 
them to the tilt. The police is either helpless | 
or an interested party Commenting on the 
situation. The Nation, an influential English 
daily from Lahore, has said: "The politicians 
harbour vandals, dacoits and murderers 
They remain above the law because law 
enforcing agency dare touch them." 

The wasteful expenditure is not less than 
ours The wedding parties, in fact, are more 
ostentatious and even a middle class family 
sjDends nearly Rs 8 lakh on feasting, which 
spreads over four days. Dowry is extra 
There is "stove burning instead of bride 
burning." But I found that the women have 
begun to assert themselves. This was visible 
from the demonstrations, even in small 
towns, over Veena Hayat's case. 

Pakistan's foreign policy is at a formative 
stage. The defeat of Saddam Hussein has 
been a traumatic experience for it as 
much as the loss of East Pakistan was 
The anti-American feeling is strong and 
pronounced. In fact, Khan Wait Khan, the 
ANP chief, chided me that India would ‘go 
into the lap of America." Islamabad is keen 
to have r^ser relations with the Muslim 
republics of Central Asia as well as Iran 
Can it do both is its predicament. India or. 
for that matter, Kashmir looms large in this 
context. _ • 
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Ego 


A successful leader, who has to win the 
cooperation, support and help of others in 
order to achieve the common goal or 
objective has to remember and cater to the 
‘ego* in other indivicfcjals. Each individual 
has a craving to feel important. He wants 
recognition and appreciation. He would like 
to feel that he is being wanted and that his 
services to the organisation are essential. 
An individual, therefore, does not want to 
take orders all the time and if the leader 
gives the impression that he is the boss 
and the other person is there only to carry 
out instructions, he will cease receiving 
willing and wholehearted support and 
cooperation Instead, therefore, of giving 
abrupt orders, in most cases it would be 
possible to give suggestions One has more 
taith and greater liking for ideas that he 
discovers himself than for those which are 
handed down to him from the top. 

It is, therefore, incorrect to ignore the 
ego' of the individuals and force your 
opinions and ideas on them. It is far wiser 
and definitely advantageous to make 
suggestions, plant the seeds indirectly and 
allow people to think things out in the way 
you want them. This technique is now 
increasingly used in modem high pressure 
scientific advertising. The buyer or customer 
does not like to be told to buy this or that. 
He does not even want to be told that this 
IS good and that is bad for him. He certainly 
knows what he wants and what is best for 
him. Therefore, indirect suggestions are 
made to him. Would he not like to be popular 
with the girls? The girls like such and such 
shirts, neck-ties, perfumes and so on. Then 
the Individual decides to order those things 
himseif. 

None of us likes to be told, commanded 
or ordered about. It just hurts our ego. But 
we do not mind suggestions We feel happy 
to consider requests and appeals. Every 
one likes to be consulted about his or her 
wishes, ideas, views and opinions. The 
technique of making the other person tael 
that the idea is his could also be applied 
towards one's equals and higher-ups. We 
have seen that a leader has to satisfy the 
conflicting needs of his superiors, equals 
and subordinates in an organisation. If you 
approach your seniors and equals with tact 
and gently plant in their minds the right 
ideas as possible suggestions, you will find 
that they are adopted as their own and 
passed for implementation aocordngly. In 
other words, your ideas will become theirs. 
They wilt then go all out to enforce or 
translate those ideas into action. 

The satisfaction of the 'ego' of the other 
individuals automatically implied that you 
have to keep your own ‘ego* in check. You 
should master your ‘ego* and suboref nala it 
to your ahns and goals. Your object Is to 
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IMPROVE YOUR 
PERSONALITY 


become a successful leader. To this overall 
aim you must subordinate your ‘ego‘. This 
will mean certain amount of self-denial. You 
should not attempt to daim any credt 
individually lor yourself for any 
accomplishments or ideas. Always pass the 
credit on to your team-mates, to the 
members of the organisation. Let them feel 
important, happy and satisfied. The leader's 
aim should always be to get the job done. 
To accomplish the job, he needs the active, 
willing and wholehaarted cooperation of 
other individuals or human beings. 

It will not always be possible for the leader 
to give adequate oompertsaiion for services 
rendered in terms of money or in kind. 
Money or rewards in kind cannot prove 
satiable. If you give, say, Rs. 1,000, he will 
still desire for Rs. 2,000 and if you give 
that, he can desire for more. But, instead, 
if you satisfy his 'ego' and give him psycho¬ 
logical satisfaction, you can meet an indivi¬ 
dual's demand adequately and satisfactorily. 
In many cases, ahor the primary or basic 
wants like hunger, shelter, etc., are met. 
human beings start craving for psychologicaf 
satisfaction. They want to feel important, 
recognised, wanted and accepted. 

The need of the 'ego' has thus to be met. 
The intelligent leader musL therefore, keep 
his own 'ego' under check and cater to 
'ego' of otoers. This will also imply that the 
leader should accept full responsibility where 
things have not gone according to ^ans or 


expectations. While he can pass the credit 
on to others and keep himself in the 
background, he cannot afford to shift die 
blame to others. As a leader, he is always 
responsible for the activities of his team 
and hence must be ready to shoulder the 
blame, if any. This will further enhance the 
respect of his men towards him. 

According to the ancient Chinese wise 
man Laotse, The reason why rivers and 
seas receive the homage of a hundred 
mountain streams is that they keep below 
them. Thus they are able to reign over aH 
the mountain streams. To the sage, urishing 
to be above men. putteth himself below 
them; wishing to be before diem, he putteth 
himself behind them. Thus, though his place 
be above men. they do not feel his weight; 
though his place be before them, they do 
not count it an injuiy.* 

When the leader caters to the 'ego' of 
others, he can also appeal to their nobler 
motives. Assume an individual to be honest, 
hard working and keen. Give him a 
reputation to stand up to. His ego wH urge 
him to live up to that expectation. The ego 
of human beings is reflected in ttieir deske 
to excel others and gain recognition. The 
desire to excel goads them to accept 
challenges and face competitions. 
Therefore, the leader can tactfully throw 
challenges to his men and make them work 
in a spirit of healthy competition.' However, 
this can be tried on rare occasions as an 
exception. It will lose its effectiveness If 
adopted frequently and tncorrectly. The 
successful leader should thus midta full use 
of the 'ego' of the mortals to accomplish 
results for the team or organisation.

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Union Budget For 1992-93 \ 


Contrary to expectations, the Union 
Finance Minister, Dr. Manmohan Singh, 
presenting the Union Budget for 199,2-93 in 
Parliament on February 29, 1992, has 
spared the tax rod on both the corporate 
sector and the middle class, satisfying 
himself with a sprinkling of hikes in customs 
and excise duties and diverse duties to 
yield a modest Rs 187 55 croro in indirect 
taxes and a net revenue gain of Rs 795 
crore in direct taxes 

In a landmark Budget, the Finance 
Minister has proposed to make the rupee 
partially convertible, introduce a gold bond 
scheme, permit returning Indians and NRIs 
to import gold, and announced a major 
restructuring of personal income-tax with a 
Rs 6,000 rise in exemption liinit, and a 
maximum rate of 40 per cent But at the 
same time, he has removed a whole series 
of tax exemptions Some of those related to 
instruments that public sector mutual funds 
and State Govornrnonts depended on The 
general thrust is to move savings away 
from specific tax shelters lo equity 

Dr Singh has also proposed the lowering 
of customs duty rates, a number of 
incentives to promote the capital market 
including abolition of controls on new issues 
and grant of wealth tax exemption to shares, 
bonds and debentures and withdrawal of 
tax deductions at source on interest incomrs 

The thrust of the budget is clearly to 
make the economy more opt'o and subject 
Indian capital goods industry to more 
comjsotition through easier imports In his 
bid to net an additional Rs 983 croie, the 
Finance Minister has practically spared the 
common man 

Dr Singh has announced wide-ranging 
reliefs in direct and indirect taxes, including 
a raise in the income-tax exemption limit, of 
Rs 28,000 and a reduction in the maximum 
customs duty rate to 110 per cent and has 
given concessions amounting to Rs 20 23 
crore in customs duties In excise, he has 
hiked the spc'cial excise duty from 10 per 
cent of the basic duty to 15 per cent to not 
a whopping Rs. 1,025 crore This will push 
up prices of a wide variety of items ' 

The Items which will become costlier are 
cement, watches, light commercial vehicles, 
tyres, tubes, cocoa, etc . and those which 
wilt bcscome cheaper are cinematography 
rolls, tea, coffee, sugar, kerosene, match¬ 
box. cigarettes, vanaspati, pesticides, seeds, 
moped tyres, raw silk, nylon, lilameot yarn, 
glazed newsprint, etc The Finance Minister 
has left fertilisers, petrol, diesel and LPG 
unchanged. 

The Finance Minister has given 
concessions amounting to Rs 2,023 crore 
in customs duties and Rs 100 crore in 
sxpendityre tax, wh)le raising Rs 325 aore 
Irom corporation tax, Rs 570 crore from

income-tax and Rs 2,211 crore in excise 
duties 

With transfer of Rs 1,500 crore to the 
States, the net revenue loss to the Centre 
would be Rs 517 crore The Centre would 
end 1992-93 with a Budget deficit of 
Rs 5,389 crore and a fiscal deficit of 
Rs, 34 408 crore which works out to 5 per 
cent of the GDP 

Dr Singh said the enhancement of the 
income-tax exemption limit to Rs 28,000 
from Rs 22,000 would provide substantial 
relief to tax-payers in the lower income 
group He also proposed that there would 
be only three tax rate slabs, with the entry 


rate of 20 per cent applicable up to an 
income of Rs. 50,000, a middle slab of 30 
per cent up to Rs 1 lakh and a maximum 
rate of 40 per cent above Rs. 1 lakh A 
corresponding revision is also being made 
in the case of specified Hindu undivided 
families 

For the first time, a presumptive tax of 
Rs 1,400 a year has been introduced in 
respect of shopkeepers and other traders 
with an annual turnover below Rs 5 lakh. 

Abolition of Government control over 
capital issues, reduction in the statutory 
liquidity rate (SLR) tor banks from 38.5 per 
cent to 30 per cent and sotting up of a 
small farmers' agri business consortium are 
among the other highlights of the Budget 
proposals

Tax-free gold bond plan : A tax-free 
gold bond scheme under which citizens can 
obtain such a bond in return for their gold 


has been proposed. The bond will be for a 
period of five to seven years and will be 
liquidated by return of gold or equivalent 
value at the option of the holder The bonds 
will enjoy a small interest which will not 
attract income tax. The bonds will also be 
free of wealth tax and gift tax As an added 
incentive holders of such bonds will not be 
askod any questions about the source of 
gold holding. 

Tax cut at source In banks goes : The 



provision relating to tax deduction at source 
in respect of term deposits with banks and 
commission payments, which were 
introduced last year, are being withdrawn 

Expenditure tax The levy of 
expenditure tax as tar as the air-conditioned 
restaurants is concerned has been 
withdrawn However, the qualifying limit for 
liability relating to room charges of the hotel 
has been enhanced from the present 
Rs 400 per day to Rs 1,200 per day 

Tax exemption withdrawn : The 
exemption available under Section 80L of 
the Income-Tax Act in respect of unearned 
incomes like dividends and bank interests 
stands withdrawn Under the existing 
provisions deductions in respect of income 
from interest on certain securities, deposits, 
debentures as well as income from 
dividends and from units ol the Unit Trust 
of India (UTI) is allowed up to Rs 13,000 

These withdrawals are coupled with an 
enlargement of the scope of tax rebate 
under Section 88 The Finance Minister has 
proposed to include for the purposes of tax 
rebate under Section 88. schemes which 
are at present included for concession under 
Sections 80 CCA and 80 CCB as well as 
contributions to pension funds set up by the 
National Housing Bank and approved Mutual 
Funds 

Rupee partially convertible : A new 

system of partial convertibility of the rupee 
to provide a powerful boost to export and to 
import substitution has been proposed. The 
new system will replace the Eximscrips. 
The new system will also reduce the scope 
for inefficient bureaucratic controls and the 


incentives for illegal transactions in foreign 
exchange 

In the new system, all foreign exchange 
remittances, whether earned through 
exports of goods or services, or remittances, 
will be converted into rupee in the following 
manner 

Forty per cent of the foreign exchange 
remitted will bo converted at the official 
exchange rate, while the remaining 60 per 
cent will be converted at a market 
determined rate. The foreign exchange 
surrendered at official exchange rates will 
be available to meet the foreign exchange 
requirements of essential imports such as 
petroleum and oil products, fertiliser, 
defence and life-saving drOgs All other 
imports of raw materials, components and 
also capital goods will be made freely 
importable on Open General Licence but 
the foreign exchange tor these imports will 
have to be obtained from the market 
Plan outlay : The total Central Sector 
Plan outlay for 1992-93 has been fixed at 
Rs 48,407 crore This is based on 
budgetary support for the Plan of Rs 18,501 
crore and a contribution of Rs 29,906 crore 
from internal and extra-budgetary resources 
of the various undertakings/enterpnses. 

The outlay tor the Railways stands 
increased from Rs 5,325 crore in tho current 
year’s Budget Estimates to Rs. 5,700 crore 
in the next year’s Plan, Shipping from 
Rs 617 crore to Rs 1,222 crore, Civil 
Aviation from Rs 433 croro to Rs, 1,036 
crore. Telecommunications from Rs. 3,203 
crore to Rs 4,500 crore and Fertiliser 
industry from Rs 411 crore to Rs 1,234 
crore Tho outlay for Power has been fixed 
at Rs 6,411 crore and for Petroleum at 
Rs, 6,054 crore 

Tho allocation for Rural Development 
Programmes is Rs 2,610 crore. which is 
somewhat lower than tho Budget estimates 
of 1991-92 though it is higher than the 
Revised Estimates. 

Assistance for States Increased ; The 
Central assistance for the Plans of States 
and Union Territories is being stepped up 
to Rs 16,111 crore in 1992-93 from 
Rs. 14,710 crore in tho Budget estimates ot 
1991-92. This increase of Rs 1,401 crore 
coupled with an increase of Rs 2,237 crore 
in the share of taxes, even at the existing 
levels of taxation, should enable the States 
to substantially increase the allocations for 
the various Plan programmes. 

Defence allocation : The Defence 
budget for 1992-93 has been raised to 
Rs. 17,500 crore representing an increase 
of seven per cent over the provision of 
Rs. 16,350 crore in the current year. 

The allocation for the Ministry of Defence, 
at Rs. 1,502.77 crore, marks a nearly Rs 
200 crore increase over the revised 
estimates of the current year. Pension for 
Defence personnel would be to tho tune of 
Rs. 2,119.67 crore, which marks an increase 
of Rs. 280 crore. 

The biggest chunk of the Defence budget, 
as usual, goes to the Army, being Rs. 8,940

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Union Budget 1992-93

The Union Budget for 1992-93 has been 
hailed both as historic and dramatic. It has 
been framed under difficult circumstances 
in the country. 1991-92 was an year of 
cnsis for the economy. There was ' (a) a 
possibility of default on international 
payments, (b) a declining rate of economic 
growth and a negative rate of growth in the 
industrial sector, (c) growing unemployment 
and (d) a 12% annual rate of inflation on 
top of the 10% annual rale of inflation in the 
preceding two years. 

The budget has features like ; (a) lower 
direct tax rates, (b) partial convertibility of 
the Rupee and (c) legalised import of gold 
It has introduced provisions for simplification 
of the tax structure and presumptive 
taxation It has almost eliminated the 
taxation of wealth and capital gains The 
World Bank and IMF determined targets for 
bringing the fiscal deficit in the budget down 
to 5% of the GDP have been achieved and 
customs duties have been lowered while 
excise duties raised 

Direct taxes are paid by the top 7^% of 
the population in the income ladder. So any 
concessions in direct taxes accrue to this 
segment only This is equally true of the 
populist measures of reducing taxation for 
working women, for senior citizens, for those 
with handicapped children and for artists 
Similarly, concessions allowing larger 
deduction of medical expenses from taxable 
incomes or changes with regard to 
partnership firms and with regard to Wealth 
and capital gains tax are all meant for this 
tiny Vj% or even smaller section of the Indian 
population 

The cleverness of the proposals can bo 
seen in the fact that salaried class in the 
tax brackets will lose in spite of reduction in 
tax rates because many of the concessions 
to them (SOL. 80CCA and 80CCB) are being 
withdrawn It is only the very top bracket 
lax payers, say, a few lakh (.05% of the 
population), who declare incomes of above 
Bs. 1 lakh who are going to benefit. Worse, 
the middle classes are going to be seriously 
affected by inflation, wage freeze, 
retrenchment and exit policy. These factors 
will even more adversely affect the lower 
middle classes and the poor in the country. 

The target of fiscal defiat is being 
achieved through cuts in capital formation 
and support to the Plan Public sector is 
forced to borrow more and this is not shown 
in the budget. It is like cutting off one's legs 
to lower one's weight. Dearness Allowance 
has not been paid and (postponed to the 
next year but it is not shown in the next 
year's budget. Golden handshake for. say. 
2 lakh employees would cost Rs. 8,000 
crore but this is not budgeted for. For next 
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year, revenue receipt is shown higher than 
likely, given the recessionary conditions 
Customs duties are slated to rise 10% when 
the rates are lowered by an average of 
20% This would imply a nse in imports of 
37% but does the country have the foreign 
exchange to spend"’ Rs 1,000 crore is 
supposed to come from the RBI profits 
And so on 

The inflationary potential of the economy 
IS contained in the across the board 
increases in excise duties and administered 
prices which will lead to all-round price 
increase. Administered prices will nse since 
the public sector is expected to generate 
much larger surpluses to finance the plan 
We have already seen what has happened 
to the Railways who now have to finance 
most of their own plan expenditures The 
subsidies are being cut in real terms and 
will lead to an increase in the prices of 
foodgrains There will' also bo imported 
inflation since there is likely to be a 
continuous devaluation in the economy. In 
any case, 60% of the imports have to be 
bought with free foreign exchange which 
will command a premium This is effectively 
like a devaluation Foreign exchange will 
be diverted to inessential uses commanding 
a high premium. Essential goods 
commanding lower profits will then be in 
short supply Government will be loath to 
use its reserves lest this once again triggers 
off a crisis 

Prices will increase due to the increased 
liquidity resulting from a lowering of the 
SLR and the likely inflow of some gold and 
foreign exchange Speculation will become 
more profitable with the proposed 
concessions on wealth tax and capital gams 
Prices of commodities in short supply will 
rise disproportionately. 

The government claims that a cut in the 
fiscal deficit will reduce demand in the 
economy and lower the inflationary potential 
However, this is not relevant here since the 
factors listed above stem either from the 
cost side or the excess liquidity from the 
black economy. Further with the likely 
growth in the black economy, the overall 
liquidity is not in government's control 
Clearly, last four years have seen bumper 
or good aops and the country has large 
stocks of foodgrains (/.e., supplies were 
there) yet, food prices have been going up 
and this year they shot up by about 20% If 
.fiscal deficit cut leads to reaction in demand 
it will not be the demand of the rich (they 
are getting concessions and will have larger 



incomes) but the burden will fall on the rest 
of the society 

While the middle classes face a price 
rise they are also affected by the wage 
freeze DA instalments are not being 
announced In July 1991, the PF was frozen. 
The budget of 1991-92 made no provision 
for DA payments The 1992-93 budget also 
makes no provision for it Worse is to follow 
for the middle classes who face growing 
retrenchments and golden handshakes 
Since the economy is going to stagnate, 
their chances of getting alternate 
employment will be negligible. Attempts at 
starting small business will be futile in an 
environment of economic stagnation. 

The growth rate of the economy is likely 
to slow down further since the cut in fiscal 
deficit, high interest rates and rising import 
intensity of the economy will reduce the 
demand impulses in the economy The 2% 
economic growth in 1991-92 is a result of 
the growth in the tertiary sector. The rate of 
growth would have been even lower if the 
balance of payment deficit had not been 
brought down by import compression from 
3% of the GDP to about 1% This year the 
fiscal defiat cut is going to bite and so will 
the rise in the BOP deficit. 

The government is hoping that the private 
sector will step in to fill the breach They 
are hoping for a supply side response. This 
IS untenable As the Economic Survey had 
noted. It is the decline in demand in the 
consumer and the capital goods sectors 
which has brought about the negative rate 
of growth in the industrial sector This will 
deepen because demand for consumer 
goods will fall further Demand for capital 
goods will also fall since customs duties on 
capital goods are being lowered Excess 
capacity would rise and fresh investments 
would appear to be foolish. 

The higher income of the rich is likely to 
be channelled into (a) speculative activity, 
(b) holding gold or (c) flight of capital from 
India Signs of this are already visible. 1991 ■ 
92 was the worst year for Indian industry in 
recent history and yet the share market has 
touched new and unheard of heights. The 
real economic factors do not justify the 
boom There is sheer speculation. Now with 
the permission to invest in the Indan share 





market being given to foreign mutual funds, 
private mutual funds, foreign pension funds 
and so on, expectations of a further nse in 
share pric(>s will be fuelled 
A large number of Indian businessmen 
are buying up ttieir own company's shares 
and recurring the Wonting stock in the 
market since they want to prevent others 
from taking over thoir companies under the 
liberalised regime of free for all Only a tiny 
fraction of what goes into the share market 
(secondary market) goes into real 
investments in plant and equipment The 
government is also responsible for the 
present speculation in the share market 
Policy operates through the financial 
institutions and prevents the share market 
from falling Instead of making the market 
attractive for investment in industry it has 
only fuelled speculation 

In this fertile climate of high profits and 
low taxes, the government hopes that 
the Multi Nationals (MNCs) will come to 
India to invest MNCs are no fools They 
will not come when the economy is on the 
decline and the sooal and the political 
situation so uncertain They are also 
short of capital due to the world recession, 
USA, Britain, Germany and Japan are 
going through a recession East Europe 
needs more capital. Some of the biggest 
firms in the world. General Motors and 
IBM have fired workers in thousands and 
closed down plants Sony and Toshiba 
are in trouble In such a situation MNCs 
would like to sell whatever tfiey can 
produce in their existing plants rather than 
set up new investments for manufacture 
The liberalised import regime would enable 
the MNCs to sell more goods in India, it 
would not necessarily mean greater 
investment 

Indian business will be grievously hurt 
as a result of low home demand and 
reduced competitiveness as a result of 
increased excise duties and lower customs 
duties The cut in Plan size in real terms 
would reduce demand even further. 
Slow down in demand and production 
last year has already resulted in 
increased plant closures and growing 
unemployment 

In 1992-93, as exit policy is implemented. 
'3 large number of people will be out of 
jobs It in a recession, wtorkers are paid 
salaries while plants are dosed, any 
business will become sick If the workers 
are fired, purchasing power in the 
economy dedines and recession deepens 
The only way out is increased expenditures 
by government to boost demand but that 
IS not allowed under the World Bank 
package 

The country went through a severe import 
compression to bring down the BOP deficit 
substantially The decline of foreign 
exchange reserves was halted. The country 
after yielding large concessions to the IMF 
and the Bank got some loans from them 
and borrowed at high interest rates from 
the NRIs and the black monoywallahs. This 
is reflected in the present increase in foreign 


exchange reserves of the country However, 
this increase is illusory since it is matched 
by a nse in debt 

Under the partial convertibility of the 
Rupee, the drain from tfie economy would 
rise as taking capital out of the economy 
would be easier To prevent this from 
happening, the government would have to 
keep interest rates high However, due to a 
likely continuous devaluation of the Rupee, 
since India is short of foieign exchange, the 
rate of return on holdings in foreign 
exchange will be high For instance, if there 
IS a 20% devaluation in the year and one 
can get 5% outside in banks, the rate of 
return in Rupees is going to be 25% on any 
money held outside Exporters will slow 
down bringing in of proceeds in spite of the 
premium in the free market They could 
always got more by bringing in the money 
later 

Under the gold scheme, the demand for 
gold in the country will rise substantially 
Now the distinction between smuggled 
and legitimate gold is being abolished So, 
apart from tho black moneywallahs, the 
average man would also hold gold This 
trend would bo reinforced in an inflationary 
period like the current one Also, as the 
Rupee gets devaluated, the value of gold 
would rise and would provide a hedge 
against inflation While some gold will 
come in legitimately, it would not be able to 
meet the large demand for gold so the 
price differential between Indian and 
international prices would remain large and 
smuggling would continue It is well known 
how leaky the Indian Customs are Now 
chocking gold smuggling would be even 
more difficult 

Under tho circumstances, leakage of 
foreign exchange will nse Even tourists 
may bring in gold and sell it in the market 
The government will get no part of the 
gold since it goes to private hands It will 
get little duty. The problem was not that 
gold was not coming into the country but 
It was leading to loss of foreign exchange 
lor the government This would get 
aggravated 

Its consequences would not only be a 
deterioration in the BOP but a rise in liquidity 
with individuals. Those bringing in gold 
would sell It and get Rupees This would be 
used for speculauon in real estate or in 
commodities in short supply That is 
where the rates of return would be high 
The Gulf money coming to Kerala did not 
lead to investments in productive assets 
but fuelled speculation in real estate It is 
quite likely that much of this money would 
accnie to smugglers and drug traffickers 
This would lead to accelerated 
criminalisation of society and decline in 
Indian politics as this money will be used to 
fund polibaans 

The budget for 1992-93 is indeed 
historic since it recognises the problems 
facing the Indian economy and then 
sets out to. worsen them. Why is this 
happening ■> 

Actually this is nothing new for countries 


which went to the IMF and the World Bank 
for structural adjustment loans in the last 
twenty years. There were 35 such countries. 
After they implemented the IMF-Bank 
package most of them faced high inflation 
coupled with growing unemployment and 
continuous devaluations Historically then 
this IS likely to happen to lnc£a also. 
Dr Manmohan Singh has been prepanng 
the country for this by saying that the next 
throe years will be difficult 

For most countries which went to the 
IMF Bank, it has taken more ttian a decade 
to recover The Eighties are called the lost 
decade for much of Africa and Latin 
America During this time, POOf suffer 
giievously while the nch have it good and 
the MNCs have it even better Economies 
like, Columbia or Pakistan have fallen into 
the grip of drug mafias Flight of capital was 
rampant 

India has pndod itself for not being a 
Banana Republic It could not be dictated 
to by foreign powers Today, the IMF-Bank 
determine what would be in the Indian 
budget The USA can dictate terms on 
Non Proliferation Treaty. Trade relations with 
other countries. Dunkel Draft of Uruguay 
Round of Negotiations, Germany and Japan 
are dictating terms on the size of the 
defence budget, etc 

India IS giving concession after 
concession to foreign capital and getting 
little in return Its own poor are suffering 
grievously due to inflation and 
unemployment Policies needed to tackle 
tfiose problems cannot be implemented 
since they are unacceptable to the 
Indian rich and the IMF and the World 
Bank 

Indigenous alternatives are being ruled 
out of hand These require tightening of 
bell by the rich, the top 3% of the population 
and disapline in society India Is not short 
of resources 30% of the GDP (Rs. 1,80,000 
crore) is black incomes This is over and 
above the white incomes Taxes from this 
could amount to more than Rs. 70,000 acre. 
This would wipe out any deficit and give 
enough to develop the economy. 

Indians hold $60 billion worth of gold and 
$100 billion of capital outside the country 
This is more than twice the country's 
external debt Annually, the country loses 
Rs. 40,000 crore of foreign exchange due 
to illegal activities. This is more than twice 
the annual BOP deficit in 1990-91. Tho 
country is not short of resources, they are 
simply badly deployed because of the 
existence of the black economy. 

The country is having to compromise its 
sovereignty on account of the actions of 
our rich who indulge in the black economy. 
As the Indian society gets shattered under 
the onslaught of the IMF-Bank policies 
they will also begin to lose out. In any case 
as far as the poor are concerned, it does 
not require foreign exchange to give them 
jobs This requires political will and 
imagination and not foreign exchange but 
the former has sold itself to the latter for a 
few dollars 
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The Kashmir Question : 

Retrospect And Prospect 


The price for Independence in August 
1947 was the splitting of the sub-continent, 
leading td the creation of India and Pakistan 
as separate sovereign states. Although the 
Indian National Congress tried its utmost to 
prevent partition, the leaders of the Muslim 
League, and, in particular Mohammad All 
Jinnah, were determined to pursue the 
‘Two-Nation" theory to its logical conclusion. 
The division took place on the basis of 
Muslim majority areas, leading to the 
formation of Pakistan, with a Western and 
an Eastern Wing, separated by over a 
thousand miles of Indian temtory 
At the time of partition of the sub-continent 
in 1947, Pakistan had a narrower base of 
state power than was the case with India. 
The situation has not changed much since 
then The core area of Pakistan has 
continued to be the Punjab and its cen*'ali- 
sation has continued to be of a greater 
order. In the case of India, the federal

The main effort of the leadership in 
Pakistan was directed towards developing 
and building up a separate distinctive 
identity, on the basis of religion In contrast. 
India declared itself secular, with equal 
protection extended to all its citizens, 
irrespective of their religion 
As the American scholar Stephen P. 
Cohen has perceptively pointed out ‘There 
IS no escaping the fact that the identities of 
India and Pakistan confront each other The 
very existence of Pakistan, an Islamic State, 
seems to challenge the notion that the Indian 
Muslims can live in peace and harmony in 
secular India; that the Muslims of India 
remain loyal to their (secular) government 
seems to challenge the existence of 
Pakistan itself Thus, these two states 



attempted to annex Jammu and Kashmir 
militanly, claiming that State on religious 
grounds This had accelerated the accession 
of the J & K. State to the Indian Union, 
under the provisions of the Transfer of 
Power legislation passed by the British 
Parliament in 1947. Two more wars were to 
follow in 1965 and 1971 because of 
Pakistan's blind pursuit of the objective of 
asserting itself against India In each case, 
once the conflict was over, India had handed 
over the captured Pakistani soldiers and 


structure, and the fact that the Congress 
leadership had gained experience in 1938 
39 in running provinaal governments in the 
country, gave it greater resilience Moreover, 
in India the independence of the judiciary, 
the promotion of civil liberties and the 
presence of a free press inhibited 
authoritarian tendencies. Perhaps, it was 
this broader base of state power in India 
which made it initially less turbulent, unlike 
Pakistan where resentment rapidly grew 
amongst the Bengalis, Baluchis, Sindhis and 
Pathans against Punjabi domination. The 
leaders of the newly-established Pakistan 
also had little expenence in governance, 
the demand for a separate state having 
been formally entertained only as late as 
1940. Furthermore, many of them had no 
“roots" in what became geographically 
Pakistan ‘Islam in dangorl‘ became the 
main slogan, accordingly, of the Muslim 
interest groups In Pakistan from the time of 
Its very establishment. 

Fun^mentalism visualises itself as a rival 
of all other ideologies like socialism, 
communism, nationalism and liberalism. 
Islamisation in post-Bhutto Pakistan has 
been rapid. But even earlier, Bhutto himself 
had included in the 1973 constitution such 


merely have to be themselves to cause 
strain and suspicion in their relationship ‘ 
The emptiness of the ‘Two Nation‘ Theory 
was proved soon enough, however, by the 
breaking away of East Pakistan in 1971 
Bangladesh came about despite the 
common cementing bond of Islam, because 
of the inhuman atrocities perpetrated by the 
then military regime in West Pakistan 
against its own atizens in East Pakistan 
India went to the assistance of the Mukti 
Bahani, which was fighting for the freedom 
of the Bengali-speaking people of East 
Pakistan, responding to the appeal of the 
Bangladesh Govemment-in-exile, which had 
been set up by that time The first Prime 
Minister of Bangladesh. Sheikh Mujibur 
Rahman, had estimated later that the 
number of men, women and children killed 
by the Pakistan military during those months 
of ruthless repression as amounting to 2 
million in all — a scale of killing of its own 
people matched only by the Pol Pot regime 
in l^mpuchea a few years later 
As a result of the birth of Bartgladesh, 
the Muslim population in India came to 
exceed the population of Pakistan, as well 
as of Bangladesh, exposing further the 
hollowness of the claims made by those 


given up its temtorial gams. 

However, in the case of the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir, which remained 
partially occupied by Pakistan, under the 
terms of the UN Ceasefire of 1948, the 
latter advanced the absurd claim that the 
entire State should in fact belong to Pakistan 
because of the majonty Muslim population 
in the Valley In recent years, this claim is 
being given a new twist by Pakistan's 
describing Kashmir as the ‘unfinished 
agenda of partition*. 

The U.N Resolution had in fact been in 
4 parts relating to the establishment of the 
ceasefire: the requirement that all Pakistani 
military personnel should be withdrawn from 
J. & K. State, that Indian military forces 
should be reduced in strength in that portion 
of J & K. State where they were present; 
and thereafter the holding of a plebiscite to 
determine the wishes of the people of the 
Slate. However, after the establishment of 
the ceasefire, Pakistan increased her 
presence in the portion of J & K. Stats 
which was under her occupation. In the 
event, since Pakistan did not fulfil the 
stipulation contained in the UN Resolution, 
the question of holding of a referendum 
came to naught. It was therefore

advocating the “two-nation" theory. 

From the very beginning the singularly 
obsessed leadership in Pakistan had 
persistently tried to assert itself by launching 
repeated military adventures against India. 
Within months after partition, Pakistan 


meaningless for Pakistan to subsequently 
keep harping on the holding of a plebiscite. 

It is relevant to recall that on 14 August 
1951, a Memorandum was submitted to the 
U.N. Representative Dr. Frank P. Graham

Tho latest illustration of Pakistan's 
duplicity was tho ostensibly cordial meeting 
by Prime Minister Nawaz Sharif with Prime 
Minister P V Narasimha Rao in Davos 
(Switzerland), in the first week of February 
this year, which was seen as an effort to 
improve bilateral relations between the two 
countries Within hours of tho meeting 
Pakistan announced a nation wide strike in 
sLipjiorl of tho insurgency in Kashmir, giving 
luitiler impetus, as it were, to the plan of 
the JKl F volunteers ol Amanullah Khan to 
m.arch across the Line of Control on 
februaiy 1 1 That the Pakistan government 
subsequently had to hold back those 
volunteers, duo to Ihe pressure of world 
jrubtic opinion, does not exonerate it from 
having given encouragement to thorn in the 
first pl.aco Now that the JKl.F loader 
Amanullah Khan has announced that a fresh 
march will bo attempted on March 30, tho 
Pakistan government is once more adopting 
an ambiguous stand about it 

The entire thrust of Pakistan s policies 
since partition in 1947 has boon to achieve 
military and economic parity with India 
H.iving first exploited her close relationship 
with the U S to realise that aim. Pakistan is 
loti today with ohiy China to loan upon But 
It IS not the same thing Therein lies the 
danger of a frustrated Pakistan seeking to 
cieale a new situation by embarking on yet 
another military adventure against India 

In such circumstances, it is dangerous to 
keep putting forward a plethora of new 
proposals on Kashmir, as has now 
increasingly become fashionable with Indian 
academics and journalists Some speak of 
allowing Kashmir to go its own way, arguing 
that It IS tor the people of Kashmir to decide 
their own future However, once having 
acceded to the Indian Union, if stands to 
reason that the future ol Kashmir must 
necessarily be decided by tho people of 
India as a whole Otherwise, anarchy would 
prevail, with states or even parts of a state 
pulling in different directions 

The suggestion by some others that 
Kashmir can become'a Condominium, with 
a large measure of autonomy but under the 
joint control of both India and Pakistan, 
also deserves to bo ruled out For one thing, 
the last Condominium was the New 
Hebrides, in the South Pacific, administered 
by Franco and the U K and it is known 
tod.'iy as Vanuatu For another, there is no 
possibility that India and Pakistan can work 
together in regard to Kashmir, given the 
tensions and animosities that prevail and 


which show no signs of abating in the 
foreseeable future 

There is also no basis at all for the fond 
belief that once the Kashmir question is 
resolved, it will remove the only obstacle 
standing in the way ot good relations 
between India and Pakistan What is really , 
lacking is a sense of objectivity on Pakistan's 
part that a settlement on the basis of the 
Line of Control is the best possible way of 
resolving the issue, this having been 
informally proposed as early as in Ihe 1950s 
Certainly, provoking and fomenting terrorism 
and drug-traflic across the Line of Control 
or apjnealing to Islamic fundamentalism, as 
Pakistan is presently doing, cannot provide 
the answer ' 

As regards the subject of nuclear non¬ 
proliferation in South Asia here again it 
must bo understood that the real answer is 
for tho international community, as a whole, 
to woik for the eventual elimination of 
nuclear weapons from the lace of the earth 
As a first stop, tho 5 nuclear Weapon States 
should solemnly agree that they will never 
be the (irst to use nuclear weapons Once 
they do so, it would, in olfect, constitute a 
non-use convention 

Despite tho concerns expressed by the 
major nuclear weapon powers about nuclear 
proliferation, no one can be expected to 
take them seriously so long as they hold on 
to their archaic nuclear doctrines Russia ' 
under Yeltsin, would appear to have gone 
back on the stand taken by the erstwhile 
Soviet Union, undei Gorbachov, for the 
complete elimination of all nuclear weapons 
by tho year 2005 Tho United States, on its 
part has made it clear that it holds on to its 
o'octrno ol nuclear deterrence Instead of 
the earlier U S doctrine of "First Strike", the 
nuclear weapon is now to bo used as a 
"Weapon of last resort" 

Having conducted a peaceful 
underground nuclear test in Pokhran in 
1974, India must be considered a nuclear 
power, oven if she may not have opted for 
a nuclear-weapons programme In any 
event, India had not gone about 
surreptitiously acquiring the equipment or 
tho fuel, like Pakistan, and has nothing to 
be embarrassed about on that score This 
should entitle India to sign the NPT as a 
nuclear weapon power, coming within that 
definition as provided in the Troaty If it is a 
matter ol tho cut-off date stipulated therein, 
an amendment should be possible to take 
care of that technicality 

India has boon in the forefront of the 
movement in the U N for nuclear disarms 
ment But until such time that there is a 
consensus reached on this question, India 
cannot afford to give up her nuclear option, 
faced as she is with two adversaries on her 
borders both possessing nuclear arsenals 
The suspension of U S economic and 
military assistance in 1990 to Pakistan 
leaves no room for ambiguity about the 
latter's on going nuclear-weapons progra¬ 
mme No democratically elected government 
can be indiftoront to public opinion within 
the country, and India is no exception 
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The Dunkel Proposals 


May be this is what the government 
means by foreign investment World famous 
brands of chocolate, soft-drink, breakfast 
cereal and fast food are about to hit the 
Indian market If the applications received 
from abroad are any guide, there will be not 
only a surfeit of such goods but also of 
consumer durables like washing machine, 
frigidaire, automobile and colour T V 

This was precisely the apprehension 
which the critics had expressed when the 
policy of liberalisation was initiated They 
had warned that the multi-nationals were 
interested mainly in the 150 million Indians, 
who had the purchasing power, and would 
not invest in power, transport or machinery 
The fear may well prove wrong but until 
foreign capital flows to hi tech fields, the 
central government may find it hard to 
explain why Already the general impression 
IS that the now economic policy is at the 
behest of outsiders 

New Delhi should have debarred foreign 
investors from producing consumer as well 
as durable goods Over the years, India 
has developed the expertise in these fields 
The brand names may not be catchy but 
the products are in no way inferior Now the 
scarce foreign exchange may be frittered 
away in the shape of profits transferred 
from the goods which tho country is 
competent to produce 

Probably the government had no choice 
With practically total dependence on 
industrialised countries for loans to stay 
solvent in tho world's eyes, New Delhi has 
to agree to what they ask it to do In fact, 
tho proposals by Arthur Dunkel, Director 
General of GATT (General Agreement on 
Trade and Tariff), give a loud and clear 
message. What they boil down to is a fiat 
by foreign investors that they will be free to 
invest in any field and on any product of 
their liking 

The Dunkel proposals, indeed, are 
directed against tho third world countries, 
including Pakistan and Bangladesh So far 
the GATT has governed such aspects of 
trade, law and procedure as have impinged 
on the transactions at the international 
borders What happens within the borders 
of a country has been its own business 
Now tho GATTs scope is sought to be 
widened so as to cover the policies and 
transactions falling within the domain of a 
sovereign nation In other words, developed 
countries will come to have a say in trade, 
industrial or fiscal policies of the third world 
If It does not comply with their wishes, it 
may be chastised 

Take for instance, textiles where the 
developing countries have better 
competivity The GATT has listed it among

the goods which are guaranteed entry into 
the markets of industrialised nations Now 
the- proposal is to get away from the 
commitment and to link with exports of poor 
nations with the concessions ^ey grant at 
the bidding of developed countries in the 
fields of investment, services, banking, 
insurance, etc 

The logic is understandable but 
impossible to accept Industrialised 
countries, particularly the US, have been 
losing their competitive edge in 
manufacturing They are particular in 
retaining their old monopolistic position on 
technology and knowledge They have, 
therefore, decided to change the rule of the 
game unilaterally They want a new 
instrument of international law to strengthen 
their hold on the international economic 
order 

The Dunkel proposals put everything in 
one basket — trade in goods, regulations 
regarding services and the intellectual 
property including patents on the 
pharmaceuticals The third world countries 
will have to accept all or they are out The 
cross linkage has been sanctified through 
procedures on tho dispute settlement If 
India or, for that matter, other developing 
nations, exporting to the West and Japan, 
do not accept the dictates, the industnalised 
countries will retaliate by raising the tariff 
on the goods they import from them 

Trade secrets, whatever is meant by that 
phrase, will for the first time get protection 
undei the international law This will mean 
more royalties, less indigenous production, 
increased imports and escalated costs for 
hi-tech products Until the sixties, many 
European states had the same provisions 
which India has today. Yet our patent law is 
now considered outlandish, a sort of piracy 
No field will be outside the purview of 
patentability, except giving birth to babies 

If we accept the Dunkel proposals we 
will bind ourselves to a discipline of reducing 
or eliminating export subsidies such as 
reimbursement of losses on sugar exports 
Even the procurement price for foodgrains 
will not be exempt Atomic energy and space 
technology will also have to abide by the 
discipline 

The government did well in appointing a 
cabinet sub-committee to discuss the matter 
with all political parties On the response 
depends India's economic independence 
and the determination not to dilute self- 
reliance But New Delhi's resolve is wilting. 
There are moves for a compromise on the 



fundamentals 

India can still retrieve some ground by 
signing three protocols — one each for trade 
in goods, trade in services and the 
intellectual property protection, without tho 
provision lor retaliation But it requires grit 
and spirit to fight back It also demands the 
leadership to marshal tho nation behind the 
ethos of Swadeshi None can find fault with 
the efforts to demolish the ra) of permit, 
licence and quota But it does not moan 
that foreign investment is welcome for the 
production of consumer and durable goods 
Once a nation gives in on its basic policy, 
there is no stopping 

The way New Delhi has so far overlooked 
tho violations by multinationals holds little 
promise for strictness in the future. For 
example, not even one multinational has 
been punished for not fulfilling its export 
obligation, which it promised at the time of 
getting permission to operate in India Now 
tho multinationals do not even export the 
Items they produce, they export goods 
manufactured by others Some 
multinationals do not oven sell products in 
the next-door Gulf and allow their distant 
parent companies in the U.K and elsewhere 
to operate. No wonder, India's imports 
exceed its exports by three to four billion 
dollars 

The government has adopted the line of 
least resistance Foreign investors have 
been able to get far more concessions than 
the country's own entrepreneurs It is an 
open secret that some donor countries have 
used pressure behind-the-scenes to make 
the government bond in favour of certain 
multi-nationals Had this happened in the 
essential sector, it would not have mattered 
much The concessions given are for the 
products, which will affect our small and 
medium industries 

True, for a long time, the Indian industry 
has enjoyed a sheltered market. Some 
competition will do • it good. The tax 
deduction, which it has been getting, in the 
name of research and development may 
now be used for the purpose it has been 
given. More indigenously developed 
products may come in the market. But it is 
a matter of national let-down that out of the

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The Danger Of Hyper-Inflation

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The inllatian rats, or the annual rats of 
change of the general price index, is one of 
the key macro indicators of the performance 
of an economy. The other key macro- 
economic indicators are the GOP growth 
rate, unemployment rate and balance of 
payments (or the foreign exchange reserve) 
In an ideal growth scenario the GDP growth 
rate should be maximised with very low 
inflation and unemployment rates. Very few 
eooriomies are however able to achieve 
this. In general there is a trade-off between 
GOP growth rate and inflation rate in 
developing countnes, and inflation rate and 
unemployment rate in developed countnes. 
The worst scenario is however when inflation 
and unemployment rate accelerate with a 
very low (or even negative) GDP growth 
rate. 

The average inflation rats in India in the 
last four decades (1950-90) was about 6 
per cent per annum. In international 
companson this was quite moderate Por 
instance, between 1965 and 1989 the 
average annual inflation rate in Brazil was 
110 per cent, Argentina 181. Mexico 37, 
Chile 86, Tuikey 29, South Korea 13, 
Pakistan 9, Indonesia 25. Philippines 12, 
Sri Lanka 10 and Bangladesh 13 In India 
the comparative figure is 7 But in the receni 
years the inflation rate in India has started 
accelerating rapidly in 1989-90 it was 9 
per cent, in 1990-91 12 per cent, and 
according to the latest statistics the annual 
inflation rata in 1991-92 is 14 per cent 
Other macro indicators have also 
deteriorated very badly in the 90&. The GDP 
growth rate in 1991-92 may be less than 3 
per cent. Industrial output growth rate may 
even be negative. Balance of payments 
situation is precarious The foreign exchange 
reserve is sustained mainly through 
borrowings. There's no official statistics on 
aggregate unemployment rate in India But 
all available indicators suggest that it would 
be worse in the coming years. 

If prices of all goods and services in the 
economy increase at the same rate, or 
relative prices remain unchanged, then 
inflation has no effect on the distnbution of 
income, or it has no welfare implication In 
reality however relative prices change witit 
inflation. In general, producers gain at the 
expense of consumers, variable income 
earners gain at the expense of fixed income 
earners, wage earners lose in relation to 
profit earrters. and organised labourers gain 
at the expense of unorganised labourers. 
The welfare implications of inflation depend 
on the nature of relabve price change and 
the degree of indexatbn of income. If food 
price rises faster than general inflation rate 
ttien poor people suffer relatively more than 
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rich. On the other hand an inaease in the 
prices of luxury consumer goods with no 
change in prices of food and basic 
necessities would have no impact on the 
welfare of the poor 

One of the disturbing features of the 
present hike in inflation rate is that food 
pncos have increased much faster than the 
general inflation rate In 1990-91 general 
inflation rate was 12 per cent. As against 
this food prices have risen by 14 per cent. 
The current general inflation rate and food 
price growth rate are 14 and 20 per cent 
respectively. Since expenditure on food 
accounts for more than 80 per cent of total 
consumer expenditure of the poor people 
the effective inflation rate for poor people is 
almost 20 per cent Another disturbing 
feature of the present inflationary situation 
IS that It has deteriorated despite 
consecutive good harvests In the past 
inflation rate in India crossed 10 per cent 
only in the year of severe agricultural 
shortfall The double-digit inflation rate 
occurred in 1965-66, 1966-67, 1972-73, 
1973-74, 1979-80 and 1987-88 all of which 
were the years of severe agricultural 
drought Similarly when agricultural 
production was very good the inflation rate 
fell This pattern has changed dunng the 
80s The inflation rate has now accelerated 
despite four consecutive good harvests, 
1988-89, 1989 90, 1990-91 and 1991-92. 
Since the probability of fifth consecutive 
good monsoon is very low the chances for 
a hyper-inflation in 1992-93 are very high. 

Inflation in India is not a pure monetary 
phenomenon. Empirical analysis of past 
data suggest that non-monetary factors have 
very significant influence on inflation in India 
Most important non-monetary factors are 
relative supply-demand lor food, 
procurement price, public distnbution of 
foodgrains, administered price of key inputs 
— steel, electricity, fertiliser, coal, petroleum 
and railway tariff — import price, wage rate 
and expectation If money supply growth 
rate is cut but non-monetary inflationary 
forces are not controlled then the inflation 
rale would continue to be high On the 
other hand if non monetary factors are 
controlled then the economy can absorb a 
fairly high dose of defiot financing and 
money supply The monetary effect of 
inflation also depends on the use of money 
If money supply increases on account of 
productive credit — in both public and 
private sector — then the inflationary effect 
is minimal and also short-run However if 


money supply increase on account of 
unproductive credit — say deficit financing 
for government revenue expenditure — then 
the effect is felt more on pnees than on 
output. 

The current inflation is caused mainly by 
three factors: a big hike in procurement 
prices of agricultural products, rise in import 
pnee on account of aipee depreciation and 
positive expectation. Dunng the last three 
years procurement prices have been 
increased by as much as 50 to 70 per cent. 
This is well above the rate of change of 
prices of agricultural inputs — fertiliser, 
diesel, agncultural wage rate etc. The 
relative price of agriculturat vis-a-vis non- 
agncultural products has increased 
signifleantiy dunng this period. An increase 
in agncultural pnee does not benefit all rural 
households It increases relative income of 
only farmers, and that too only those who 
have marketable surplus Maiority of rural 
households — labourers, artisans and 
marginal farmers — suffei from it. Urban 
households also suffer from agricultural pnee 
rise, but the degree of sufferance is less 
acute because of partial or full indexation of 
income in relation to inflation. 

Rupee IS depreaated by about 80 per 
cent in relation to foreign currencies (18 per 
cent in the first week of July 1991) during 
the last four years. The basic objective of 
exchange rate depreciation is improvement 
in adverse balance of trade. But the 
immediate effect of devaluation is felt on 
domestic prices through a hike in 
administered and free market prices of 
manufactured goods in relation to import 
cost. In the last two months administered 
prices are further hiked to improve 
profitability of public enterprises The 
outcome of this would be felt on the inflation 
ram. 

Expectation has now become a key factor 
in inflation. Experiences of Latin Amenca 
suggest that hyper-inflation is caused mainly 
by expectation rather than by hypernnerease 
in money supply or any other real factor. 
Until recently price expectation in India was 
subdued because both producers and 
consumers expected paces to fall or atleast 
increase moderately in a good agricultural

Congress (t) 
Go vernment in Punjab 

The swearing in of a Congress (I) Ministry 
in Punjab following the elections marks the 
beginning of a new stage in the politics of 
the tangled State A 26-member Ministry 
headed by Mr Beant Singh was sworn in 
in Chandigarh-on February 25. 1992 ending 
the 57-month-old President’s rule in one o( 
India's most troubled States The Punjab 
Governor, Mr Surendra Nath, administered 
the oath of office The Cabinet includes 12 
Cabinet rank Ministers and 14 Ministers of 
State Mr, Boant Singh is the tenth Chief 
Minister of Punjab and the fourth belonging 
to the Congress after reorganisation of the 
State in 1966 

Until now only the Congress Government 
led by Mr Giani Zail Singh completed its 
full five-year term from March 17, 1972 with 
a three-month extension during the 
emergency Mr Zail Singh handed over 
power to the Akali Government led by Mr 
Prakash Singh Badal on June 20. 1977 
The last Congress Government in Punjab 
was headed by Mr Darbara Singh who 
was dismissed in October 19R3 after a group 



oi bus passengers was gunned down by 
militants at Dhilwan In 1985, an Akali 
Government headed by Mr Surjit Singh 
Barnala was sworn in It was dismissed on 
May 11, 1987. Since then the State has 
been under President’s rule It is after nearly 
eight years that Punjab has a Congress 
Government again 

In the elections held in Punjab — eight 
months after they were scheduled to take 
place, the Congress has emerged with a 
resounding victory capturing three-fourths 
of the Assembly seats, more than it has 


ever done in the past And in the Lok Sabha 
poll. It has captuiod all the 13 seats, except 
one On the formal plane, it can of course 
be claimed by the Centre that Punjab has 
been liberated from President’s rule and 
has an elected Government of its own But 
the circumstances under which elections 
have taken place and the manner of 
conducting them have seriously eroded the 
democratic process itself

The Congress has secured thumping 
majority in Punjab Assembly by winning 
only about 9 per cent of the total votes 
According to statistics, the Congress (I), 
which has won 87 seats, polled 11.65,201 
votes out of about 1,29,00,000 Altfiough 
the total votes are 1,31,69,725, elections to 
two seats were not held as the candidates 
were returned unopposed The Bnhujan 
Samaj Party polled about 3 75 per cent of 
the total votes, winning nine seats Although 
the BJP has won only six seats, it has 
polled 4,95,384 votes or 3 48 per cent of 
the total votes While the BSP had contested 
106 seats, the BJP had fought only 66 
The Shiromani Akali Dal (Kabul) has 
got only 1,56,073 votes or 1 1 per cent 
of the total votes It has won only three 
seats 

The poor turn-out, despite the massive 
deployment of security forces, testifies to 
the awesome capacity of thi^ militants to 
spread fear and tenor, especially in the 
countryside The turn-out would doubtless 
have been far more significant had the 
Akalis — barring the hapless Kabul faction 
— not chosen to boycott the polls despite 
the unpardonable failure of the Centre to 
announce the implementation of at least 
some of the proposals contained in the 
Rajiv-Longowal accord. They now face the 
appalling prospect of either submitting 


meekly to the militants or courting political 
oblivion 

With the Akali factions boycotting the poll 
and with Captain Amrindor Singh and his 
Akali group failing miserably in the elections, 
contrary to expectations, tliere apparently 
IS no outstanding personality who could 
perhaps serve as a focal point around which 
responsible Sikh opinion could rally for a 
constructive future 

Mr Boant Singh does not look like the 
best of men for the job, and he does not 
command the best of mandates But the 
reins of Government aro now firmly in the 
hands of the Congress, and it must apply 
Itself to the tasks ahoad with due humility 
and earnestness Since there is no Akali 
presence in the legislature, the Government 
should go out of its way to open new 
channels of communication with the Akalis 
to rule the State by consensus 

Tho Congress (I) has come back to power 
after more than eight years with no 
opposition worth the name in the State 
Assembly And with the major Akali factions 
out of constitutional politics for the time 
being, the task of Congress (I) in carrying 
the people with it in tho governance of tho 
State IS going to be extremely difficult 

Tho new Ministry will have to change the 
ways of functioning of the State 
administration which has not seen an 
elected Government for a long time The 
bureaucracy has had unchecked sway over 
decision-making at every level The police 
has been battling tho militants, but some 
sections of it have made hay while fighting 
militants Whether a spoilt police and 
bureaucracy will accept the constraints 
placed by an elected Government will 
depend on the earnestness and the political 
will of the new legislators The new 
Government has to lake the initiative to 
open dialogue with the Akali leaders as 
also with sections of the militants who 
cannot bo branded as secessionists

New Ministry in 
Tripura 

The Tripura Upajati Juba Samiti (TUJS) 
has brought down a Congress Government 
in Tripura and installed another in coalition 
with It, all in a matter of two days The low 
drama has made only two differences. 
Mr Samit Ranjan Burman has replaced 
Mr Sudhir Ranjan Majumdar as Chief 
Minister on February 19, 1992 and the TUJS 
has got greater representation in the 
Ministry. The rest of the Cabinet remains 
more or less the same 
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Tha fall of Majumciar Ministry in Tripura 
was on the cards for some time and with 
the withdrawal of support to the Congress 
(I) by TUJS, the Chief Minister was left with 
no option but to resign The Ministry camo 
to power fn February 1988 after unseating 
the CPI(M)Ted Government which ruled the 
State for an uninterrupfod period of ten 
years The Congress (I) secured 25 seats 
in the 1988 poll while the TUJS obtained 
seven in the Houso of 60 and the ruling 
coalition hod thus a thin edge over the 
Leftist combine of 21 which necessarily 
meant that Mr Majumdar had to use all his 
politiail skills to Keep his alliance in power 

The former Chief Minister had also his 
difficulties with the TUJS supremo, Mr 
Gfiyamo Ch<)ran Tripura and dissidents in 
his own party He sought to deal with 
dissidents by threatening to reshuffle the 
Ministry but he was not allowed to do so by 
the Central leadrrrs The repeated throats 
by the TUJS to quit the coalition were 
apparently ploys to bargain for more power 
The TUJS first threatened to pull out of tho 
coalition in September 199Q if its 10 point 
charter ol demands was not met by the 
Chief Minister Again last October, the TUJS 
hold out a similar throat if it was not given 
greater representation in the Ministry By 
formally withdrawing support to the 
Government, tho TUJS essentially wanted 
to force tho issue. 

Mr Majumdar's removal did not come as 
a suipriso Beleaguered by a host of 
problems. Mr Majumdar’s hold over tho 
coalition, which enjoyed only a thin edge 
ovei the opposition Left Front, had remained 
tenuous at best Besides a bad food cnsis 
in tho State, which had reportedly resulted 
in as many as 500 starvation related 
deaths, and tho rising ethnic tensions, 
Mr Majumdar's problems had in recent 
times been aggravated by a sharp 
detrjnoration in tfie law and order situation 
So serious was tho situation that it had 
piompiod tfie Governor to send disquieting 
reports to tho Presick.’iit seeking immediate 
Central intervention in the State 

Mr Burman, who had become a front 
ranking rival of Mr Majumdar in his capacity 
as Pradesh Congress President, is one of 
tho most experienced legislators in Tnpura 
He must have learnt his lessons well that a 
minority Government has to do a trapeze 
act between the two peaks of fairplay and 
pragmatism Administratively, his tasks are 
well defined His first priority is to provide 
relief to the millions who have boon starving 
because of tho official apathy which, in turn, 
has been causrrd by the comatose state of 
the Government Ho also has to curb the 
activities of the militant gangs which are 
having a free run

Credit IS due to the Nawaz Sharif 
Government for the effective way in which 
It h.andled the explosive situation and thus 
averted a possible outbreak of a fourth Indo 
Pakistan war The LAC was demarcated 
after the Simla accord 
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The govt has directed 
the para military (orcor. 
along the border in J&K | 
to "deal firmly" with any 
attempt by JKl f 
infiltrators to cross the 
line of control 
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The JKLF Chairman, Mr Amanullah 
Khan, called off the proposed march to the 
LAC into India after a day of bloody clashes 
with security forces in which at least 13 
persons had been killed and scores injured 
He accused the Pakistani political leaders 
and the military of stopping the marchers 
who were unarmed and opening fire on 
them. The Pakistan Occupied Kashmir 
(POK) Prime Minister, Sardar Qayyum, 
claimed that tho marchers decided to give 
up their plan in return for the release of 40 
people arrested earlier 

Attempts were made to cross tho LAC at 
four places — Suchetgarh, Abdullian, 
Nawapind and Budhwar Crowds were 
brought to those places in buses from 
Sialkot and other cities Provocative 
speeches were made and also a "show" of 
crossing the border About 100 of them 
actually crossed over But they retreated in 
the lace of firm action taken by the Indian 
armed forces The basic objective of these 
measures was to heighten tension, cause 
armed skirmishes hero and there, whip up 
an emotions on grounds of Islamic 
brothcihood, and attract attention at the 
international level 

Pakistan through its present action has 
alienated tho JKLF in th.il country arid also 
le't down exireinists in tho Kashiiiii Valley 
who expected that the proposed maieh 


would end in discomlituru to InciiJi both 


nationally and internationally it is likel/ '1 at 


an estranged Mr Khan will create problems 
lor Pakistan in its Northern Territory. The 
situation in Pakistan-occupied Mirpur- 
Poonch areas has been far from stable and 
this is likely to worsen. The message will 
go out loud and clear to all terrorists who 
have been banking on Pakistani support 
that there are limits to what Pakistan can 
do in regard to its low-intensity conflict with 
India 

It would be a mistake to assume that the 
failure of the attempt of the JKLF to cross 
tho LAC in Kashmir, the throat posed by 
Pakistan to peace and security of India's 
north-western States is over True, Mr. 
Sharif has said that three wars with India 
have not resolved the Kashmir "dispute" 
and. therefore, "lot us resolve it peacefully" 
But in the same breath he has also said 
that his Government could prevent 
"Kashmiris" from crossing the LAC "today, 
may be tomorrow and the day after", but it 
wculd be difficult to do that "again and 
again" In other words, the attempts to 
violate tho LAC would bo made “again and 
again", and Pakistan may not check the 
Violations of LAC 

The gathering crisis in Indo Pakistan 
relations has not yet blown over In both 
India and Pakistan, it is of course a matter 
of some satisfaction that the JKLF failed to 
accomplish its much-trumpeted pledge to 
organise a supposedly civilian march into 
Indian territory from POK on February 11 
But tho psycho-politics of the audacious 
move, which has attracted attention of the 
Big Five in today’s fast changing ethos of 
world politics holds out new portents for 
dangerous instability in Pakistan's relations 
with India While international pressure has 
surely helped to restrain Pakistan in its 
adventurist support tor tho JKLF’s march, 
India should also take cognizance of the 
likely new implications of prolonged 
international attention on the Kashmir front 
in the unfolding post-Soviet period 

Cheiiiah report on tax 
reforms 

The Tax reforms committee headed by 
Dr Raja Chelliah has suggested far- 
roaching proposals in the tax system of the 
country to rid of its loopholes and provide 
fillip to genuine savers, besides beefing up 
the system to make it more effiaenf and 
revenue earning Tho report laid on the 
table of the Lok Sabha by tho Union Finance 
Minister, Dr Manmohan Singh, on Feboiary 
29, 1992 has spelt out in no unmistakable 
forms that the tax system and its burden 
must be acceptable to all citizens of the 
country 

It said while the tax structure should be 
progressive, it should not bo such as to 
induce the generation of unaccounted 
iDCuine and wealth Stating that the tax 
system should be rational, the committee 
s.nd the structure onco established must 
rem-iin stable unless and until tho economic 
cuiiJiiions undergo a radical transformation. 
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It unambiguously pointed out that ‘ad hoc 
changes from year to year will undermine 
rationality and reintroduce complications " 
The committee has recommended lovy 
of tax on various services including 
advertising, services, stock brokers, 
automobile insurance, insurance on 
residential properly, jewellery and residential 
telephones. In all those cases, except for 
telephone services, the tax should be levied 
at 10 per cent of the value of the transaction 
In the case of telephone services, an annual 
service tax on every telephone connection’ 
of Rs. 1,000 should be levied, according to 
the interim report of the committee 
The committee has recommended 
that the allowances paid to legislators 
should be fully subjected to t.ax At least 
80 per cent of the leave tiavel alluwance. 
home travel allowance, travel allowance 
on retirement, passage money and such 
other payments should bo suhjocujJ to tax.

The committee has endorsed the view 
that a moderatoly piognrssive tax sifuctuio 
combined with strong enlorcomcnt is the 
best way of encouraging honesty and 
voluntary tax compliance It ims 
recommended that the direct tax system 
would bo more effective if the income tax 
regime had lower rates or t.axatiun with 
narrower spread and the maximum ni.arcjin.il 
rate and a minimum of tax incentives 
While major recommendations ol the 
restructuring of incismc '.ax r,,l;''.

World Bank loan 
papers made public 

A renewed Op|X)Sition attack on the 
Government for withholding some of the 
documents relating to the $ 500-million 
World Bank loan ended with a whimper on 
February 27. 1992, when the Finance 
Minister, Dr Manmohan Singh, announced 
in the Lok Sabha that he had placed all 
documents connected with the World Bank 
structural loan, including the World Bank 
President, Mr Lewis Preston's report 
dated November 12, 1991, and copies of 
agreements reached between India and 
the World Bank, in Parliament library and 
there was nothing more to declare ‘We are 
not concealing anything and the 
Government's conduct has been above 
reproach," he told a visibly deflated 
Opposition 

Dr Singh, replying to harangue by the 
Opposition accusing the Government of 
leaking the thrust of the Budget to the World 
Bank, said, "There was no question of any 
leakage of the Budget ’ In a forceful speech. 
Or. Singh stood by whatever he did and 
said the conditionalities accepted by him 
were in no way 'inconsistent with our 
national interests" 

The National Front and the Left who 
had put the Government on the mat for 
two days raised the issue again on 
February 27 during Zero Hour in the Lok 
Sabha They said the letter wntten by 
the Finance Minister to the World Bank 
President on November 11, 1991. which 
was tabled in the Lok Sabha on February 
26, clearly showed that the Government 
had compromised on the Budget's 
secrecy 

The Finance Minister's letter of November 
11 to the World Bank President provides 
the clearest possible indication of the 
thrust to the coming Budget, though its 
stated purpose is to lay down in detail the 
economic reforms the Government plans 
to' undertake in the medium term The 
basic strategy of the reforms programme, 
according to Dr Singh's 16-page letter, is 
to achieve 

—A liberalised trade regime where the 
tanff rates are not only comparable to 
those of other ‘industrialising, developing 
countries,' but is also unfettered by 
discretionary import licensing (barring a 
small negative bst) 

—An exchange rate system which is 
free of allocative restrictions for trade and 
where the rupee is constant in nominal 
terms. 

—A financial system which operates in a 
oompetition yet prudently regulated market 
environment 

—An efficient and dynamic industrial 
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sector subject only to regulations relating to 
environmental security, strategic concerns, 
industrial safety, unfair trading and 
monopolistic practices. 

—An autonomous, competitive and 
streamlined public sector geared to provide 
essential infrastructure goods and services, 
develop key natural resources and areas of 
strategic concern 

Of more immediate interest though, was 
the Finance Minister's hint that the 1992-93 
Union Budget, placed on February 29, 
reflects the need to 

—Improve the elasticity of tax revenues 
through identification of new areas for 
taxation and an increase in the share of 
direct taxes as part of total revenue and 
GDP 

—Move towards a more equitable and 
broad based system, particularly for 
commodity and personal taxation 

—Remove the anomalies that - distort 
economic incentives by eliminating 
exemptions, lowering the average level of 
customs tariffs and simplifying and 
rationalising them with a view to reducing 
the multiplicity and disjpersion of rates. 

—Step up direct tax compliance and 
strengthen enforcement 

As a backgrounder, Dr Singh had said 
these proposals would be based on the 
initial recommendations of a high-level 
committee of experts set up to suggest 
a comprehensive reform of the tax 
system 

Shorn of the political posturing, the furore 
in Parliament over Dr Singh's letter to the 
World Bank President outlining the 
Government's policy while seeking a 
structural adjustment loan does reflect some 
genuine concern over where the country is 
heading, and at what pace. But the letter, 
dearly, has only sought to spell out the 
package of macro-economic policies in the 
implementation cf which the Finance 
Minister was seeking to enlist the World 
Bank's assistance. As such, it can be 
construed as a leakage of Budget secrets 
to an external agency only by an 
interpretation of the most contrived and 
politically-motivated kind Nor can it be seen, 
with any semblance of justification, as a 
breach of parliamentary propriety. 

There is no doubt that the primary task 
of the Opposition is to oppose But what is 
surprising is that the normally unflappable 
Mr. Jaipal Reddy of the Janata Dal went to 
the extent of demanding the resignation of 
Dr Singh. The painful fact is that the 
Finance Minister does not have many vocal 
friends in both Houses to spring to his 
defence. Even the few senior Cabinet 
colleagues present sat with their lips firmly 
sealed The National Front-Left Front 
combine took one more step to prove that 
It IS the authentic opposition It knew the 
accusation about Budget leakage is 
overblown and could be easily rebutted 
Finally, when Or Singh announced that he 
has placed the letter in Parliament's library, 
the issue for all practical purposes was 
blown over 


Decline In growth 
of GDP 


India's gross domestic product (GDP) 
registered a decline in growth (kiting 1990- 
91 to an estimated Rs 2,10,477 crore as 
against Rs. 1,99,329 crore in the previous 
year 

The GDP growth rate during 1990-91 at 
factor cost at constant (1980-81) prices was 
only 5 6 per cent as against 6 per cent 
achieved dunng 1969-90, according to quick 
estimates of national income and related 
aggregates for 1990-91, rbleased by the 
Central Statistical Organisation of the 
Statistics Department on February 7, 
1992 

At current prices, the GDP in 1990 91 is 
estimated at Rs. 4,72,599 crore as 
against Rs 4,01,569 crore in 1989-90, 
showing an increase of 177 per cent during 
the year 

At constant jsrices, the national income 
(i e., net national product at factor cost) in 
1990-91 is estimated at Rs 1,86,429 crore 
as against Rs 1,76,159 crore in 1989-90 
showing a rise of 5 8 per cent during the 
year 

At current paces, the national income in 
1990-91 IS estimated at Rs 4,16,349 crore 
as compared to Rs. 3,51,850 crore in 1989- 
90. marking a rise of 18 3 per cent during 
the year 

The per capita income (net national 
product at factor cost) in real terms has 
been estimated at Rs 2,227 for 1990-91 
as against Rs 2,148 for 1989-90, registering 
an increase of 3 7 per cent during the 
year The per capita income at current 
pnees is estimated at Rs 4,974 in 1990-91 
against Rs. 2,272 during the previous 
year. 

All sectors of the economy contributed to 
the growth of GDP during the year. The 
agricultural sector recorded a growth rate 
of 4 3 per cent during 1990-91 as against 
the growth rate of 2.6 per cent achieved 
during the previous year. 

The gross domestic saving at current 
price in 1990-91 amounted to Rs 1,16,064 
crore, constituting 21.9 per cent of GDP 
at market prices The saving in 1989-90 
was Rs 1,00,471 crore, constituting 22 3 
per cent of the corresponding GDP 

The saving in the household sector 
went up by 19.8 per cent from Rs. 81,319 • 
crore in 1989-90 to Rs 97,441 crore in 
1990-91 The private corporate sector’s 
saving increased by 15.1 per cent from 
Rs. 12,098 crore in 1989-90 to Rs. 13,923 
crore in 1990-91. The saving of the public 
sector, however, declined by 33.5 per 
cent from Rs. 7,054 crore in 1989-90 to 
Rs. 4,690 crore in 1990-91. This was 
mainly due to large negative saving of 
the Government administiation which 
increased from Rs. (-) 11,766 crore in 

1989- 90 to Rs. (-) 15,720 CM'ore in

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UNCTAD to reform Itself 


The United Nations Conference on Trade 
and Development (UNCTAD) ended in 
Cartegena De indias (Colombia) on 
February 25, 1992 agreeing to reform itself 
for dealing with development problems more 
efficiently. 

In its eighth session, attended by some 
2,000 delegates from 130 countries. 
UNCTAD agreed to revitalise itself by 
reforming its machinery and working 
methods At the conclusion of its two-week 
session, held once every four years, 
UNCTAD also adopted by consensus a 
political declaration reiterating the forging 
of a new partnership for development. 

UNCTAD’s inter-governmental machinery 
has also been restructured with a view to 
enabling UNCTAD to address to the new 
realities and better prepare the organisation 
to take up new challenges. The member- 
states agreed that development should 
become the pnority item on the agenda of 
the international community. 

The institutional reforms of UNCTAD had 
overshadowed the discussions in other 
substantive areas of UNCTAD VIII Several 
developing countries felt that the west had 
virtually dominated the meet, which began 
on February 8 and had their way on several 
sectors 

Before the session closed, it also adopted 
a Colombian draft for considering convention 
of a world conference on commodities to 
bring together producers, consumers, 
marketing entrepreneurs and other market 
factors. 

In a major restructuring of UNCTAD, the 
existing committees will be suspended and 
replaced by standing and special 
committees and ad hoc working groups in 
specific areas. A consensus on the vital 
changes to be brought about in the nearly 
three decades old UN organ was arrived at 
the UNCTAD VIII which also reached 
agreement on the other five crucial areas of 
the agenda on resources for development, 
international trade, technology, services and 
commodities. 

The standing committees will deal with 
commodities, poverty alleviation, economic 
cooperation among developirig countries 
and fostering competitive services sectors 
in developing countries The standing 
committees will look into these four specific 
areas. 

The ad hoc committees, which will have 
a two-year life span, will look into financial 
and investment flows, trade efficiency, 
comparative experiences with privatisation. 


expansion of trading opportunities for 
developing countries and interrelatiortship 
between investment and technology 
transfers. 

The conference decided to invite the 
UNCTAD Secretary-General, Mr Kenneth 
Dabzie, to hold consultations on the question 
of world conference on commodities 

It welcomes the holding of the UN 
conference on environment and 
development in Rio in June and expressed 
UNCTAD's readiness to make any 
contributions to implement its action 
programmes. 

While most countries agreed with the final 
recommendations of the conference, the 
United States expressed reservations in the 
area of UNCTAD being given a mandate to 
convene an expert group meeting to review 
commercial debt. 

India has described the outcome of 
UNCTAD VIII as ■balanced and positive" 
when looked at in the light of the total 
domination of Western powers in global, 
political and security systems. This balanced 
outcome was possible because of flexibility 
shown in the negotiations by countries like 
India, Malaysia, and Egypt, among others, 
Mr. Prakash Shah, Indias Permanent 
Representative at Geneva, said. 

World military 
expenditure 

The U S, Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency (ACDA) in its annual report on world 
military expenditures and arms transfers 
terms Inda and Pakistan as ‘South Asia's 
largest military spenders". 

But without making allowance for the 
relative size of the two countries, their 
populations, the different nature of the 
threats they face, the higher per capita 
military spending by Pakistan and the • igher 
percentage of men in Pakistan’s armed 
forces compared to India, tilts the blame 
against India It, however, acknowledges 
that Indian military expenditure has fallen 
and Pakistan's risen 
•Military expenditures in India and 
Pakistan, South Asia's largest military 
spenders, experienced rapid growth during 
the decade,” according to the n-porf "Indian 
spending, which accounted for 74 per cent 
of the total South Asian military expenditures 
over the decade 1979-1989, increased 
steadily throughout the four-fifths of the 
decade and resulted in a growth rate of 5 8 
per cent for the decade and 2 3 per cent for 
the last half," it said 
The report says that following the 1987 


peak in military expenditures of $ 8.9 billion, 
Indian spending has decreased, ultimately 
falling 8 per cent by 1989. 

‘Military expenditure in Pakistan 
increased at a much more rapid pace — 
9.6 per cent during the decade arKi 5.8 per 
cent during the last half. An especially larger 
increase occurred in 1983 when Pakistani 
military expenditure jumped nearly 26 per 
cent Even so, Pakistan's military 
expenditure made up only 19 per cent of 
the South Asia total over the decade." 

ACDA notes that as a result of the intense 
civil war plaguing the country, Sri Lanka 
experienced the most rapid growth in military 
expenditure of all South Asian countries — 
17 2 per cent during the decade as a whole 
and 11 7 per cent during the last five years. 
Although only 3 per cent as large as India's, 
Sri Lanka's military spending is the third 
largest in South Asia 

Of the 20 largest armies in the world, 
says the agency, 13 are in developing 
countries China, India and North Korea are 
among the countries with the five largest 
armies in 1989. The next five — Iraq. 
Vietnam, Turkey, South Korea and Iran — 
maintain armed forces larger than those of 
such military powers as France. Italy and 
West Germany. 

South Asian armed forces, says the 
agency, grew at an overall rate of 1.7 per 
cent during the decade, but declined during 
the last half at 3 8 per cent, the secotKf 
fastest decline after Latin America. 

"The Indian armed fo^s, the largest in 
South Asia by a factor^ of over two, 
experienced fairly rapid growth of 2.2 per 
cent throughout the decade but as a result 
of substantial deceases in armed forces 
during the last half, declined drastically at a 
4 5 per cent rate "In 1989, the Indian armed 
forces fell 7 7 per cent, which represents a 
17 per cent drop from the 1985 peak of 1.5 
million persons The Pakistani armed forces, 
which declined throughout almost the entire 
second half of the decade, increased 7 4 
per cent in 1989 to 520,000 persons ’ 

India and Afghanistan, South Asia's 
largest arms importers during 1985-89 
acquired $ 16 1 billion and $ 9 7 billion in 
arms. In 1989, Afghanistan was the second 
largest arms importer in the world after 
Saudi Arabia and India. Pakistan, not among 
the world's top 25 arms importers, was a 
distant third in South Asia, accumulating 
some $ 2 million in arms imports. 

The Soviet Union, says, the agency, has 
been the primary source of arms sup^y for 
the South Asians over the past half decade, 
followed by France and the United States. 
Soviet exports to South Asia amounted, to

for a transitional penod of two to throe years 
They reiterated that they wanted to maintain 
independent armies Belarus, which hosted 
the mooting, declared that it was joining the 
common command for a mere two years, 
alter which it would quit and form its own 
armed forces The dramatic decision by 
Ukraine, Moldova and Azerbaijan came 
despite the fact that at the Moscow 
conference of top army officers a decision 
was reached to preserve a united command 
and a defence council tor the transition 
period 

All the leaders at Minsk reaffirmed their 
commitment to maintain joint control over 
the 28,000 or so nuclear warheads in the 
former Soviet nuclear arsenal The dispute 
focuses on the fate of the 3 7 million 
members of the former Soviet forces and 
the distribution of the conventional weapons 
among the republics 

Even the oight republics that had agreed 
to accept some form of unified military 
command are expressing reservations about 
the future of the armed forces of the former 
Soviot Union In anticipation of the split of 
the Soviet forces, Russia flew out six of the 
Sukhoi fightei jots based in Ukraine to their 
base in the Russian Republic 
The only progress made at this round of 
the CIS meeting was that eight of the 
republics have set up a committee to 
formulate some form of a temporary unified 
military command that will be operational 
for a two-year period During this two-year 
transitional period, the republics are to be 
given the option of either joining a unified 
military force or forming their own armies 
Russia has been pressing for a unified 
military for the entire Commonwealth but 
has stated that if other republics did not 
agree they were willing to form their own 
army Such a force would be the most 
powerful among the republics, with 
maximum number of nuclear and 
conventional weapons The leaders at the

Algerian crisis 

The army and the Islamic fundamentalists 
in Algeria are locked in a conflict which 
clearly will be prolonged and will cause not 
a little bloodshed. The cancellation of the 
elections in January 1992 has led to many 
riots In early February, at least 50 persons 
were killed, mostly in protest demonstrations 
staged by the Islamic Salvation Front (FIS) 
which, by all accounts, was assured of a 
decisive electoral victory over the ruling 
National Liberation Front (FLN) 

Algeria seems to be only days, if not 
hours, away from a civil war The die was 
cast on the day the second round of polling 
was cancelled and the President, Mr. Chadli 
Bendjodid handed over power to a military- 
led council But even then there was 
Of.. 'iism that the protest by the FIS deprived 
of a near-certain victory would be largely 
peaceful But the sudden arrival of Mr 
Mohamad Boudiaf to head the five-member 
ruling council and the imposition of a one- 
year emergency have put paid to these 
slender hopes 

The Government declared a 12-month 
slate of emergency to quell spreading 
Muslim fundamentalist unrest and said it 
was banning the FIS A month ago. before 
the start of an intensive crackdown, the 
party was on the verge of winning power in 
parliamentary elections. The moves by the 
army-backed Salvation Front headquarters 
and after clashes between fundamentalists 
and security forces left about 40 dead and 
hundred injured 
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The emergency decree empowers polio 
and military officials to set up specta 
detention centres, to cany out arrests anc 
searches without observing normal lega 
procedures, and to try detainees before 
military tribunals. Aft demonstrations “likely 
to disturb public order“ are banned, anc 
authorities are empowered to dissolve 
municipal coundts A majority of the councilt 
have been controlled by fundamentalists 
since local elections in 1990, a year aftei 
the Salvation Front and other opposition 
parties were legalised. A similar damp down 
was imposed following unrest in June 1991. 
The measure remained in force until last 
September 

The Algerian army 'was always 
considered hostile to Islamic rule and the 
fundamentalists The army, a self- 
proclaimed guarantor of the 1989 pluralist 
constitution; with a strength of 170,000, is a 
major influence in the country The new 
military-backed Government of the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Sid Ahmed Ghozali, appears 
to be moving towards an official ban of the 
FIS Some reports say that thousands of 
supporters of FIS have been detained as 
part of cld'np down on fundamentalist 
activities The five-man State Security 
Council IS said to bo gradually squeezing 
political life out of the FIS. 

The oil-rich Algena, which won its 
independence from France in 1962 after a 
valiant and bloody armed struggle, has had 
a reasonable good record in governance 
since its independence, as compared to 
several other African countries, but its 
change over from a single-party state to 
multi-partyism, hitting the headlines for the 
past couple of months, is not something 
which will make 22 million Algerians raise 
their head in pnde 

With the declarat'on of an emergency in 
Algeria, it is worthwhile considering whether 
the military is the right institution to lead a 
country towards democracy. It is also to be 
seen whether military can successfully 
suppress a politico-religious movement over 
a period of time It is worth rtoting that the 
West which had been clamouring for 
democracy in some African countries, has 
been silent over the military take-over in 
Algeria Obviously, democracy is to be 
sacrificed it it comes into conflict with 
Western Interests 

A nuclear Pakistan 

Pakistan has for the first time publicly 
affirmed its capacity to assemble a nuclear 
device asserting that it would agree to the 
destruction of its "weajx)n cores" only if a 
similar step is taken by India 

The Pakistani Foreign Secretary, Mr. 
Shahryar Khan, who made this revelation 
in an interview with Washington Post on 
February 7, 1992, felt that the Bush 
Administration understood Islamabad's 
domestic constraints and called for 
sustained U S pressure to force a change 
of hearts by India.

Relcinng to Pakistan's five power summit 
to declare South Asia a nuclear tree zone, 
Mr Khan said that China and Russia had 
agreed to organise the talks But he said, 
"V/e have had a bit ol red light " because of 
India's “pro verification" on the issue He 
said India had initially opposed tho idea of 
a regional nuclear non proliferation accord 
but recently expressed its willingness to 
examine the possibility of such an 
arrangement 

It Pakistan imagines tfiat by insisting on 
a five nation agroc'ment tor the creation of 
a nuclear free South Asia — a proposal 
which enjoys U S blessings — it can get 
round tho Prossler Amendment which 
predicates U S aid on the President 
certilying that Pakistan does not possess a 
nuclear bomb or capability, it clearly has 
not read the statements made by the 
Senator during his recent visit to India 
Mr Khan is naive if hr; bt;liovos he can 
persu.ide the United States to resume aid 
to his coLintiy by demanding tho 
enlargement of tho amendment so as to 
covet all countries possessing at least 
nuclear capability 

On Its part, India does not have an active 
nuclear weapons programme though it has 
the capacity to explode a nuclear device 
Besides, it is opposed not to a nuclear non 
proliferation accord but to a regional 
approach to a global problem Yet Pakistan 
perveisely insists on nuclear non¬ 
proliferation only in South Asia, ignoring 
India's reservations on various aspects ol 
such an accord 

Pakistan's disclosure that it has the 
capability to produce at least one nuclear 
device shows that the U S has failed to 
dissuade or prevent Pakistan from acquiring 
nuclear weapons, but has actually 
contributed to Islamabad's pursuit of a 
nuclear arsenal Pakistan, which received 
U S aid wortli billions of dollars after Soviet 
tioops entered neighbouring Afghanistan in 
1979, may have used much of tho American 
aid tor a variety of military purposes 
including smuggling of technology from the 
U S and other western countries, training 
scientists and onginopis and constructing 
nuclear installations, defence analysts have 
said in Now Delhi 

The liberal U S aid allowed tfie authorities 
in Islamabad to free scarce resources to 
develop its weapon oriented nuclear 
programme and it proceeded at a much 
faster rate than other wi.se would have been 
possible, experts said The analysis said 
the suspension of U S aid to Pakistan in 
1990 could be viewed as a "much delayed 
application of U S eyo to Islamabad's 
transgressions and blatant violations of 
American laws " 

Further, the U S, was instrumental, both 
directly and indirectly, in helping protect 


Pakistan's nuclear programme from external 
air attack Under the 1981 and 1987 aid 
packages, American military assistance, 
notably F-16 fighters, directly strengthened 
Pakistan's armed forces and its ability to 
deter conventional attack They said more 
importantly, the scale and duration of the 
Reagan Administration's 1981 aid package 
to Pakistan and its renewal on a larger 
scale in 1987 created an impression of 
“strong and durable" American ties with 
Pakistan, 

President Bush's inability to certify 
Pakistan provided Pakistan's nuclear 
programme with a "credibility by proxy" that 
It othenivise could not have attained short of 
a nuclear test or an official U S declaration 
(which has come now), experts added This 
non-certification had enhanced the credibility 
ol Pakistan's nuclear programme by 
providing something akin to independent 
confirmation that Pakistan had acquired a 
nuclear device 

At the same time, in not certifying 
Pakistan, Mr. Bush never officially declared 
that Pakistan possessed a nuclear device 
The language of tho Prossler Amendment 
also allowed Washington and Islamabad to 
assert that Pakistan does not necessarily 
possess nuclear weapons Under this 
Islamabad always denied that it had nuclear 
weapons or that it even intends to develop 
such weapons Thus, by maintaining this 
ambiguous posture, also permitted Pakistan 
to preserve its weapons oriented nuclear 
programme at the covert level 


Major shake-up in UN 


In the biggest-ever administrative shake- 
up in tho 47-ycar-old history of the United 
Nations, the Secretary-General, Mr Boutros 
Ghali, has abolished 14 top posts — either 
closed tho departments or put them under 
other sections — and created two political 
departments to enable the world body to 
play a more active role in peace keeping 
operations and preventive diplomacy 
No Indian figures in the appointments 
announced on February 7, 1992 but sources 


said this is the beginning of the exercise 
and more appointments and changes are 
expected over the next few weeks 

In a surprise move which was kept a 
closely guarded secret, Mr Ghali decided 
not to renew the contract for these posts 
which end in February To the new 
appointees, he handed down one-year 
contracts instead of the usual five-year, 
indicating that some of the new incumbents 
may last only till early next year 

Announcing the changes, the UN 
spokesman, Mr Francois Giuliani, said this 
IS the first phase of tho overall reorganisation 
plan that Mr Ghali intends to carry out and 
more changes should be expected 

Sources said once the efitire plan is put 
through, the staff reduction may be in the 
neighbourhood of 20 to 25 per cent, thus 
effectively cutting down expenditure on 
employees and making the world body more 
efficient The United Nations has around 
50,000 staff members around ttie world and 
an annual budget of more than a billion 
dollars 

Ever since Mr Ghali took over as 
Secretary General from his piodecossor, 
Mr Javici Perez De Cuellar on January 1, 
the move tor reform has gamed momentum, 
with member nat'ons and even UN officials 
calling lor streamlining its executive powers 
The United Stales has called lot the world 
body to abolish departments and agencies 
that have become redundant and prove a 
waste ol money to run Japan, one of the 
single largest monetary contributors to tho 
United Nations, recently expressed its 
irritation over the running of tho body and 
among other things called for enlargement 
of membersfiip to the "club" of permaneni 
members India, along with Brazil and 
Nigeria have also called for a more repre¬ 
sentative permanent membership body 
The UN Secretary General said that ho 
envisaged more changes in the composition 
of the UN Mr Ghali is seen in many circles 
as a reformist leader, ready to do away 
with many conservative principles of the 
formei UN Secretary General, Mr De 
Cuellar

The Federal System 


Financial Relations 
between the Union 
and the States 

No other federal constitution makes such 
elaborate provisions as the Constitution of 
lndi£t with respect to the relationship 
between the Union and the States in the 
financial field In fact, by providing for the 
establishment of a Finance Commission for 
the purpose of allocating and adjusting the 
receipts from certain sources, the 
Constitution has made an original 
contribution in this extremely complicated 
aspect of federal relationship The 
significance of this provision becomes 
evident when one takes into account the 
unending conflicts between the federation 
and the units in the financi 2 il field that 
charactense the working of the other 
federations 

Often the federation and the units have 
tried to raise revenue by taxing the same 
sources such as income-tax In theory it 
may look right, but in practice it created 
great inconveniences. The federation 
thought that the States stood in its way of 
enhanced taxation while the States looked 
upon the federation as a hindrance to their 
financial soundness. At the same time, the 
people thought that they were subjected to 
double or excessive taxation. There was a 
constant challenge by the States to the 
authority of the federation to impose a 
particular tax At the same time, the 
federation too resorted to the same process 
against the States. Individual citizens too 
challenged the authority of either the 
federation or the States so as to suit their 
interests. The result was an enomtous 
amount of litigation. The Indian Constitution 
lays down a broad scheme for the 
distribution of revenue resources between 
the Union and the States. But It has left the 
task of detailed allocation to the Finance 
Commission to be set up by the President 
within two years after the inauguratiog of 
the Constitution. 

The basic principles that guide the 
allocation of resources between the 
federation and the units are efficiency, 
adequacy and suitability. It is indeed difficult 
to achieve all the three and at the same 
time, constitutional, natural and economic 
considerations often stand in the way. Even 
if a certain system might suggest itself as 
the most acceptable, it would not satisfy

the claims and counter claims of the various 
States. Hence, the Constitution has 
attempted a compromise According to this, 
the subject is divided into two parts, namely, 
(1) the allocation of revenues between the 
Union and the States, and (2) the distribution 
of grants-in-aid THe following list will show 
the respective sources of revenue for the 
Union and the States 

(I) Union Sources 

1. Corporation tax

"Taxes on income" do not include 
corporation tax The distnbution of income- 
tax proceeds between the Union and the 
States is made on the basis of the 
recommendations of the Finance 
Commission 


Taxes on Professions, 
Trade, etc. (Art. 275) 

Although the imposition and collection of 
income-tax are within the jurisdiction of the 
Union, the States are permitted to impose 
tax on professions, trades, callings or 
employments Such a tax will not be invalid 
on the ground that it relates to a tax on 
income Taxes on professions, etc, are 
generally made use of for the benefit of 
local self-go-i/eming institutions such as 
municipalities, local boards, etc There is, 
however, an upper limit of Rs 2,500 
per persons per annum presenbod for this 
tax. 


Grants-ln-Aid 
_ (Art. 275) 

Federalism is not only a unifying but also 
a levelling-up force Among the constituent 
States of the Union are Some which are 
developed and advanced while others are 
undeveloped or underdeveloped and 
backward. One of the results expected of a 
federal unton is the opponuraty that it should 
ptbNiv^ t.PicxaSiV^ \ 

backward units to better their lot. A common ) 
m^lftod adopted for this purpose is the / 


system of the Union giving grants to the 
needy States Article 275 provides for this 
by empowering Parliament to pay. out of 
the Consolidated Fund of India, certain sums 
every year as grants-in-aid of the revenues 
of such States, to the extent that such 
assistance is adjudged as necessary The 
grants so fixed are based upon the 
recommendations of the Finance 
Commission .It is not necessary that every 
State should get grants-in-aid every year 
If, in the opinion of the Finance Commission, 
a particular State does not need such 
assistance. Parliament may leave it out while 
allocating such grants. The Constitution, 
however, makes it obligatory for the Union 
Government to pay such grants-in-aid to 
cover the schemes of development 
undertaken by a State with the approval of 
the Union for the purpose of promoting the 
welfare of the Scheduled Tribes in that State 
or raising the level of administration of the 
Scheduled Areas 


Finance Commission 
(Art. 280 and 281) 


As has been pointed out earlier, the 
constitutional requirement of setting up a 
Finance Commission is an original idea 
According to this, the President should within 
two years from the inauguration of the 
Constitution and thereafter on the expiry of 
every fifth year or at such earlier intervals 
as he thinks necessary, constitute a Finance 
Commission The Commission will consist 
of a chairman and four other members who 
are all to be appointed by the President As 
the Commission has to be constituted at 
regular intervals, a certain measure of 
continuity in the work of these Commissions 
IS ensured And each Commission profits 
by the work of its predecessors. 

According to Article 280, the Finance 
Commission has to make recommendations 
to the President on two specific matters 
and on “any other matter referred to the 
Commission by the President in the interests 
of sound finance ” 

The two specific matters are' 

(i) the distribution between the Union and 
the States of the net proceeds of taxes 
which are to be, or may be, divided between 
them and the allocaaon between the States 
of the respective shares of such proceeds; 
and 

(ii) the principles which should govern 
the grants-in-aid of the revenues of the 
States out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India 

The President, after considenng the 
recommendations of the Finance 
Commission with regard to income-tax, 
proscribes by order the percentages and 
the manner of distribution. Parliament is not 
directly concerned with the assignment and 
distnbution of income-tax. 

The importance of the Finance 
as a cotvststuijonai instmment 
capable ot settling many complicated 
financial problems that affect the relationship 


of the Union and the States may be seen 
from the recommendations of the last nine 
Commissions. The present system of 
allocation of finance between the Union and 
the States is almost entirely the result of 
these recommendations. 

Viewing the Union-State relationship in 
the finanpial field as a whole, one finds that 
it is in hirmony with the general nature of 
the Indian federalism, namely, the tendency 
for centralisation The Union Government is 
financially stabler and stronger than the 
State Governments. This was necessary to 
facilitate the planned development of the 
country as a whole and to ctrack parochial 
and even separatist tendencies in the 
economic activities within individual States. 
As It IS. the States are, in view of their 
j limited resources, bound to look up to the 
Union for financial aid for most, if not all, 
developmental projects Naturally, they will 
have to follow the lead of the Union and 
often even submit to its dictates 

In this connection, the role of the Planning 
Commission is very significant. It is 
concerned with the national five-year plans 
and the mobilisation and allocation of 
resources for the implementation of ttnose 
plans The Planning Commission is not a 
body established by the Constitution but by 
the Union Government. Yet the role of the 
Commission is decisive in the allocation of 
finances for developmental purposes And 
this places the States in a position of 
financial dependence on the Commission 
for file five-year plans 

This 16 not a happy situation from the 
point of-view of the States Perhaps, in the 
initial stages of development of India as a 
new politically independent country this was 
necessary both to ensure the unity of the 
nation and the balanced development of 
the different regions But dunng the last 
forty-four years the pattern of Indian 
economy has undergone considerable 
change The States today feel that if they 
have to pursue their developmental 
objectives satisfactorily, they should have 
greater financial resources And this is 
possible only if either the Centre gives them 
a larger share ot the Central revenues or 
allows them to have more taxation powers, 
if necessary, through constitutional 
amendment It is not iikely that the Centre 
would agree with either of these demands 
readily. But there is indication to believe 
that these demands are bound to gather 
momentum and strength in the days to 
come. 

Financial relations between the Union and 
the States, especially in a developing 
economy, cannot remain static for long. 
Adjustments will have to be made in the 
light of the changing pattern of the economy. 
Legislative enactments on taxation cannot 
be made for all times to come. After all, the 
relationship between the Central 
Government and the States in a federal 
system is a dynamic one; and the problems 
arising out ot this r^ationship cannot be 
soived once ter siil any n»ta thWt ^

• How la sand turned Into glaaa?

The raw material from which glass is made is silica, the most 
abundant of all the earth's minerals Milky-white in colour, it is 
found in many forms of rock, including granite And as every beach 
in the world has been formed by water pounding rocks into tiny 
particles, sand is the major source of silica Sand also contains 
other minerals, but silica is the mam component because it is hard, 
insoluble and does not decompose, as it outlasts the others 
Pure silica has such a higher melting point that no ordinary lire 
would convert it into glass. It is said that the first glass-makers had 
lit their lire on sand which was impregnated with soda (compounds 
of sodium) left behind by evaporated water from a lake or sea The 
soda reduces silica's melting point JToday, lime and soda are 
combined with silica to produce soda-limo glass, used for making 
bottles, window panes and cheap drinking glasses When glass 
cools, its structure does not return to the crystalline structure of 
silica, which is opaque. Instead it forms a disordered structure 
rather than a frozen liquid, which is transparent Other materials 
may be added to provide colour oi to improve the quality of finished 
glass

Methyl Alcohol, also called methanol, is the most easily accessible 
ingredient used by the brew manufacturers, either in the form of 
Suras and Asavas or plain bootleg liquor. Bootleggers follow a 
simple principle while using methanol to spoke their stuff they use 
controlled non-fatal doses of this chemical, which could alter the 
functioning of the central nervous system, thus giving the tippler fiis 
sought after 'kick' Though five per cent of methanol in the brew 
can render the drinker blind and a higher percentage lead to dead, 
those who have been legularly imbibing methanol laced liquor 
develop tolerance to it to a certain extent

same is the case with the Army and Air 
Force Selection Boards The universities 
conduct GD Tests for candidates seeking 
admission to MBA and other such post¬ 
graduate courses In the GD Test the group 
will be asked to discuss a given subject or 
topic in an informal and friendly manner for 
about 25 to 30 minutes It will not, by and 
large, be a formal, parliamentary type 
debate Though the subject may prove 
controversial, there would be no need for 
an observer, a Chairman or a president 
and a leader of the motion, a leader of the 
opposition, their seconders, supporters and 
so on There would be no voting in the end 
On the other hand, it would be more in the 
nature of a friendly chit-chat with full freedom 
to each participant to air his views as and 
when he feels like. The candidates will be 
seated in a closed circle in the ascending 
order of their roll or chest numbers To 
enable ready recognition by all concerned, 
including the examiners, the candidates are 
to be addressed and identified by their roll

affection, shared feelings and commonality 
of approach and vision Disorder in family 
life will engender disorder in the entire social 
system and its institution and instruments 
owing to underlying organic unity between 
the two 

In order to save family and family life 
from disintegration and disruption in the 21 st 
century, we will have to ponder over and 
plan from now onwards It is highly likely 
that the 21st century, with all its 
accompanying values, symbols, concepts, 
framework and fabric, is going to dilute the 
chemistry which has been nurtunng family 
and sustaining family life.

If we want to sustain healthy and rosy

year. But the recent experience o( price 
rise even in a good agricultural year has 
now fuelled positive price expectation of 
both producers and consumers There is 
also an increasing realisation that an 
abnormally high internal public debt can 
lead to a higher doze of monetisation in the 
next few years The market is therefore 
expecting a higher inflation rate in the 
coming years and consequently producers 
and traders are adjusting their supply 
accordingly 

In the Union Budget for 1991-92 an 
attempt was made to cut gross fiscal deficit 
and money supply The government has 
already committed to further reduce both 
money supply growth rate and fiscal deficit 
rate in 1992-93. But in the manner in which 
this IS attempted to achieve may not be 
very conducive for inflation. Fiscal deficit, it 
appears, is cut mainly through a reduction 
of public investment ihan government non¬ 
productive expenditure. When public 
investment falls it affects the aggregate 
supply through multiplier mechanism. 
Similarly credit squeeze has a severe effect 
on inventory capital and production, 
particularly in manufacturing sector. Thus 
the monetary impact on aggregate 
demand is neutralised by a fall in aggregate 
supply. 

The government may however reduce 
inflation rate by a drastic cut in public 
expenditure and money supply. This is 
known as 'big-bang' theory of control of 
inflation A severe cut in public expenditure, 
especially in salary and wages and public 
works programme (including anti-poverty 
programmes) would reduce the purchasing 
power of wags earners and thereby control 
inflation But it would also increase 
unemployment rate and thereby lead to a 
social and political cfiscontentment The cost 
of deflation may be also very high if output 
shrinks Most governments ttterefore prefer 
a gradual reduction in inflation rate than a 
big-bang In India deflation may be very 
painful especially if it results in lowering of 
income of poor households. On the other 
hand a hyper-inflation would also affect 
very adversely poor households having 
unindexed income 

A bettor alternative is therefore control of 
non-monetary forces of inflation. As a first 
step procurement pnces of agricultural 
products should bo constrained to the prices 
of agricultural inputs Although this policy is 
economically rational it is politically difficult. 
But a welfare government must be more 
concerned about the welfare of poor, most 
of whom live in the rural areas, than the 
political power of wealthy rich farmers. 
Public distnbution of foodgrains also should 
be better targeted to take care of real 
vulnerable people living in the rural areas 
A rise in administered prices of basic inputs 
increases overall cost sbucture. In the recent 
years the government has increased 
administered prices irrespective of their 
effect on cost structure. In many cases input 
prices are increased to cover revenue loss. 
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But the losses in many public enterprises 
supplying key inputs — fertiliser, steel, 
power, coal, railway and road transport — 
are high mainly due to excessive wage bill, 
managerial inefficiency and capacity 
unutilisation, and not due to underpricing 
The actual cost of production is often much 
more than 'normative cost’ (which should 
have been if the enterprises are run 
efficiently) Thirdly, wage rate — in both 
public and private sectors — should be 
linked to productivity of labour and not to 
trade union power In public sector 
productivity of labour has increased much 
slower than wage rate Finally the exchange 
rate depreciation should be linked to 
domestic price nse 

The government response to inflation 


depends on the society's tolerance limit, in 
Latin American countries where inflation rate 
is usually vety high (100 per cent and above) 
the economy can easily absorb 10/20 per 
cent inflation rate without a serious socio¬ 
economic problem. But in India the tolerance 
limit is very low. Generally a single digit 
inflation rate in India does not get much 
public attention. But a double-digit inflation 
rate is beyond the tolerance limit of majority 
of population. Among all macroeconomic 
indii»tors inflation rate gets maximum public 
attention, especially at the time of election 
A popular government has to therefore 
control the annual inflation rate even at 
expense of other macroeconomic indicators 
like GDP growth rate. In the past all major 
efforts to curb inflation has resulted in 
slowering down growth rate of output A 
similar policy is currently under operation 
But so far it has not succeeded in curbing 
inflation rate. If money supply and public 
expenditure (especially government 
developmental expenditure) are reduced 
further then it may lead to a serious 
recession without any improvement in price 
level The current hyper-intlation may be 
therefore controlled only through a strict 
check on the growth of procurement prices, 
administered prices of Inputs and exchange 
rate. The new economic policy initiated by 
the government since July 1991, however, 
has attempted to control inflation in exactly 
the opposite way. It this policy is not 
reversed then there is a very serious danger 
of hyper-inflation with a fall in output and 
rise in unemployment rate Symptoms of 
Latin American type hyper-inflation are now 
visible in India Ironically much of these are 
caused by policy distortions rather than 
exogenous shocks 
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Should The Centre Control 


University Education?

Whatever might have been our tradition 
in ancient India, universities, as we know 
them today, are a foreign import The first 
of them to be set up wore in Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras and that happened in 
1857. 

Following their own model, the British 
rulers treated the universities gently and 
respectfully Hardly any attempt was made 
by them to impose anything upon the 
universities and, in any case, in the first 
half of their existence, most Vice- 
Chancellors were British. There was then 
no question of any conflict between the 
government and the universities Calcutta 
at that time was however the seat of the 
Central government and signs of conflict 
between the two began to appear towards 
the end of the 19th century 

In 1902, a Commission was appointed 
by Lord Curzon to study and survey the 
problems of the universities and in its wake 
a new University Act was adopted In his 
outlook and functioning, he was somewhat 
abrasive and there is enough evidence to 
suggest contention and conflict between the 
universities and the government Asotosh 
Mukherjee was the leading figure in Calcutta 
university in those years In the course of 
his functioning, he got into some conflict 
with the authorities But he stood his ground 
and never compromised on principles. As 
far as the British are concerned, they cannot 
be faulted with having violated the British 
convention of treating the universities as 
autonomous organisations In his study. 
Autonomy in Indian Universities, S.R. 
Dongerkerry who was Registrar of Bombay 
university for 15-20 years and eventually 
became the first Vice-Chancellor of 
Marathwada University went so far as to 
suggest that universities before 1947 were 
more autonomous than they have been 
since 1947. It may be noted that he was 
writing in the late 60's. 

The first major controversy in regard tp 
the autonomy of universities in independent 
India erupted in 1951. In that year, tf» 
Ministry of Education presented a Bill 
entitled University (Regulation of Standards) 
Bill to Parliament. The universities protested 
against it as an inroad into their autonomy. 
I/Vhat this Bill had proposed was the 
astablishment of a Centriy Council which 
would oversee the working of the' 
.tnlversities. This Council was to consist of 
lome Vice-Chancellors and a few others 
and was vested with far-reaching powers to 
Tirect the universities to do or not to do 
MTtain tfiings. __ 
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How this Bill came to be drafted needs to 
be described When the Indian Constitution 
was being drafted, the question arose as 
who was to exorcise power in respect of 
education Was it to be the Central 
government or the State governments’ The 
Radhakrishnan Commission had suggested 
that education be treated as a concurrent 


subject. However the Constituent Assembly 
decided to vest education, including the 
universities, in the states but endowed the 
Centre with powers to coordinate and 
determine standards m respect of higher 
and professional education 
Once the Constitution came into force in 
1950, the question arose as to how the 
powers of the Centre were to be exercised 
The Bill presented to Parliament was the 
answer to that question 
The attack on the Bill was sustained on 
two grounds One, it was asserted that 
universities were autonomous organisations 
and It was not for any other body to sit in 
judgement upon them For over a hundred 
years, universities had been more or less 
autonomous To seek to change their status 
in this way now was to subvert their 
functioning, it was contended At a 
conference held in September 1952 at 
Madras, the Vice-Chancellors attacked the 
Bill vehemently and rejected it outright 
The second ground of attack was that if 
the universities were not performing better 
than was the case at that time, it was not 
for lack of will but for want of funds In 1946, 
a University Grants Committee modelled on 
a similar committee in U K had been set 
up and It had given some grants to 
universities But it did not amount to much 
Humayun Kabir who represented the 
Ministry of Education at this meeting tried 
to clarify that the Ministry would not do 
anything on its own other than to create 
and establish the Central Council. Its 
composition would be official only to the 
extent that there would be a couple of 
nominees representing Education and 
Finance; for the rest its entire membership 
would be academic. In my paper 
•Foundation and Role of the UGC" included 
in my book Higher Education in India: The 
Institutional Context, I have explained in 
detail the nature of the controversy and how 
the issues were debated and discussed. 

With such a strong reaction from the 
universities, the Ministiy of Education 



worked out a compromise formula. Instead 
of a Central Council, it was decided to 
establish a University Grants Commission. 
An apology of such a body was already in 
existence What was now done was to 
combine its functions with those of the 
Central Council TTie membeiship of the 
UGC was more or less as visualised for the 
Central Council A meeting of Vice- 
Chancellors and State Education Ministers 
was convened in Delhi in April 1953 and 
this formula was finalised. After that it was 
only a matter of detail how the UGC was 
set up and so on. 

The primary function of tfie UGC, as 
already stated, is to coordinate and 
determine standards of universities. In 
statutory terms, whether the UGC gives 
grants to universities or not, it has the legal 
right to direct a university to do or not to do 
certain things in case those have a bearing 
upon the maintenance of academic 
standards As per the UGC Act, the Central 
universities received both maintenance and 
development grant from the UGC but the 
State universities receive only development 
grants 

Though the UGC has been in existence 
for three decades and a half, what it has 
been able to do over the years in regard to 
the maintenance of standards is so dismal 
as not to call fot any comment. Countless 
committees have gone into why the UGC 
has been unable to perform better but, 
despite what they recommended, nothing 
has got done and the situation continues to 
deteiiorate. During this period, the UGC has 
made several attempts to improve things 
but none of tiiem has succeeded in any 
significant way. Why is this so? 

The brief answer is that its structure as 
well as its mode of coordination with the 
States is defective. The Commission over 
the years has not given evidence either of 
imagination or of boldness or of 
professionalism. In the original Bill of 1951 
the UGC had certain far-reaching powers. 
Two of them may be referred to in particular. 

One of them laid down that no existing 
university could continue to function till such 
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tiine as it had been approved by the Central 
Council nor could a new university be 
established without its prior concunence. 
Another provision was that it would be open 
to the Central Council to derecognise any 
^ree swarded by a university. When the 
matter referred to a Joint Select 
Cpremitlee, botfi these provisions were 
detated and what emerged at the end was 
a sbmiewhat toothless body. 

This ihfirmity was sought to be somewhat 
remedied through an amendment of the 
UGC Act in 1972 wherein it was laid down 
that while a State could establish a university 
without the prior concurrence of the UGC, 
a university would not be entitled to any 
grant unless certain conditions were 
complied with. Even this provision, it may 
be added, was a come down from the 
original provision in the 1951 Bill. 

In theory the UGC was empowered to 
regulate standards but in practice, more or 
less from the very beginning, the UGC has 
concerned itself with the giving of grants 
and has hardly paid any attention to those 
measures which are prerequisite for the 
regulation of standards To take one simple 
example, till the middle of the 80's the UGC 
had not laid down anywhere the number of 
teaching days per year, how the syllabus 
was to be worked out. in what manner 
questions were to be asked in examinations 
and so on. Certain suggestions had certainly. 
been given during the preceding years but. 
those never had the force of law It look tha ' 
UGC about three decades to work out the 
regulations Even now when these have 
been worked out, the UGC has not taken 
steps to ensure that those are implemented 

In 1984, a Committee went into the work¬ 
ing of the Central universities One of the 
things It pointed out was that though the 
UGC had been in existence for over two 
decades, there was no statutory mechanism 
whereby the UGC could oblige a university 
to follow what they were told to do And this 
brings us to the heart of the problem. 

A university is set up by an act of the 
legislature and so is the UGC Both of them 
are statutory bodies. While the university 
operates within the charter given to it and 
functions within 0ra area assigned to it. the 
UGC operates all over the country and its 
charter of work is much more all inclusive 
This is in terms of Entry 66 of the 7th 
Schedule of the Indian Constitution In 
simple language, the UGC drives its 
mandate from a provision in the Constitution 
whereby it is the (fcty of the Centre to 
regulate standardf ‘ 

When the UGC Act was first adopted, it 
ought to have been specifically provided i 
that, notwithstanding any oth^ enactment 
by ^e Centre or a State goybfnment, the j 
UGC would have powers oyer all university 
level institutions in respect bf the regulation . 
of standards. This was however not done 
and the lacuna continued to persist till it 
was pointed out in 19Q4. Even it was 
pointed out, no further action was taken 
because of infighting^ ^ 

that as it may, the p^t at Issue t* not the 
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' relative effectiveness (or the reverse) ot the 
' UGC but why our universities are not 
performing well and why academic 
'Standards are declining. The role of the 
UGC, if one may venture to say, is the 
smaller part of the explanation 
The bigger part ot it is how the 
universities, and not in a fit of absent- 
mindedness, have become a victim of 
political encroachment by State govern¬ 
ments In state after state it has happened 
that what a government decides to get done 
IS invariably done Oddiy enough, hardly 
anyone raises the issue of autonomy 
Sometimes it is raised in passing but no 
one really pursues it vigorously enough 
Even though universities are autonomous 
in theory, they are seldom autonomous in 
practice It is very rarely that the chief 
executive of a university is able to stand up 
to the interference of the State government 
If at all he can do so, he does not survive 
for long and is soon replaced by another, 
more compliant person 
The gap, social as well as academic, 
between the chief executives ot universities 
and the academics is so wide that they 
hardly understand each other When a Vice- 
Chancellor happens to get into trouble with 
a State government, most academics think 
that is, his headache and they have nothing 
to do with It To find fault with this kind of 
an approach would be easy but that docs 
not explain the situation fully Most Vice- 
Chancellors are manipulators or sycophants 
and get into that position not because they 
deserve to be there but because they know 
how to play the political game. Most 
academics feel estranged from them and. if 
they get into trouble, they shed no tears for 
them 

The situation in Central universities is 
better but not basically different interference 
either by the Central government or the 
UGC IS minimal But the degree of 
polarisation between the Vice-Chancellors 
and the academics is approximately the 
same as in State universities As would bo 
readily recognised, it is the social and 
academic distance between these two poles 
of opinion which is responsible for this state 
of affairs 

It IS difficult to categorise or enumerate 
: the social factors A few of them are 
, however too obvious to be missed 
Appointments are often manipulated as 
] much admissions to colleges and 
• universities are. This does not happen 
, everywhere but it happens on a large 
' enough scale so as to call their credibility 
into question The internal working of the 
universities is lackadaisical and there is 
hardly any difference between the way the 
universities and the government function 
Pressures for admission, promotions, higher 
rate of success in examinations and a dozen 
other things which all fall under the broad 
heading of (xipulism dominate the scene 
Why do universities tail to perform better'? 
Is it for lack of autonomy or is it tor any 
other reason? The obvious answer is that 
is not for lack of autonomy, especially in 


the case of Central universifes which funo" 
tion more or less on their own and are fairty 
well funded. The true explanation Is either 
social pressures or lack of professionalism 
or absence of commitment to hkjher 
academic standards, any other explerwHan 
would amount to evading the problem. 

If the UGC were to have greater powers 
and be able to enforce better compliance 
with the requirements laid down, thihfs 
would certainly improve. But that would not 
be enough A certain amount of reguletiOA 
is always important and perhaps neoeseaqr. 

Though the UGC has been perfomWig 
poorly for the greater part of its existsnot, 
how is It that nobody has found fault wdh it 
except in passing? There is no single statf)r 
dealing with how it performs. Even relalhi4(y 
less complex issues like who gats 
nominated on the UGC and what are tfielf 
credentials are issues that are never raitad, 
Why IS It that the UGC which has its dispoMl 
masses of valuable data is unable to convert 
It into academic studies and analyses and 
circulate them widely and involve the 
extensive spectrum of academic opinion? 

The UGC functions as a handmaiden of 
the Department of Education. Nobody wants 
the UGC to defy its parent body but it is not 
incumbent upon it to view things exactly as 
the Department views them But over the 
years, the Ministry has ensured that nobody 
with an independent cast of mind is 
nominated to this body. No wonder hardly 
any official working in the UGC can venture 
to go against the wishes of the Department ‘ 
ot Education In bnef, the’UGC has been - 
emasculated so completely over the years 
that the Department can get done whatever < 
It wants to be done. 

Hardly has any group of academics ever ' 
raised the question as to how does the UGC ! 
work out Its policies Whom do the members ' 
of the Commission represent for instance? ! 
As far as one can judge, they represent ] 
only themselves. The UGC does not oorwutt > 
even the Vice-Chancellors through Mr; 
accredited body known as the AssociiMen • 
of Indian Universities. ; 

In November 1991, a Bill to amend VMf ^ 
UGC Act was brought up because the ] 
University of Delhi and chosen to act ih e ■ 
way which amounted to a violation of WhM | 
the UGC had laid down. Immediately thM > 
was an uproar The UGC has now appolAtSd 
a panel to go into the whole problem. In 
course of time, a report would be received ' 
and some action would be taken. But there 
IS no getting away from the basic issue; It ! 
IS the responsibility of the Centre to mtfntain 
and coordinate standards. The question is ! 
who is to oversee things on its behalf. The ' 
answer is that UGC is the agency 
desigrated for this purpose. 

Or 1$ It suggested that it is not necessary 
for anyone to do so? If the record of 
performance of universities is so < 
overwhelmingly impressive that this ! 
obligation of the Centre can be disf>ensed - 
with, in that case it would be necessary to ! 
amend the Constitution. Are we moving in 
that direction? _ .

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The Ramaswamy Case Goes On

Will he or won't he? is the question that 
has kept the lawyers and the general public 
in suspense, at least till the time of writing, 
about whether or not the Chief Justice of 
India, Mr. M H. Kania, would deny judiaal 
work to Mr Justice Ramaswamy until the 
impeachment proceedings against him end 
one way or the other 

It will be recalled that a statutory three- 
men committee — comprising Mr Justice 
P.B Sawant, Mr Justice P B Desai and 
Mr. Justice Chinnappa Reddy — has been 
going into the charges made in the 
impeachment motion and has framed 14 
charges against the judge These include 
overspending in furnishing official residence, 
buying silver maces which judges did not 
want, taking official csjr to Madras while on 
leave, even substituting better quality 
furnitures with poorer ones This inquiry is 
compulsory under the Judges Inquiry Act 
Once an impeachment motion has been 
admitted by the Speaker Mr Justice 
Ramaswamy has responded to the notice 
issued by the committee by declaring it to 
be illegal and by telling it how to go abrut 
its task Only if the committee accepts his 
dictates would he consider whether or not 
to appear before the committee. 

A new development is the reference to 
the Constitution Bench a writ petition filed 
by a Congress M.P , Mr Krishnaswamy 
Notices have been issued to Mr Rabi Ray 
the Government of India and the Secretary 
to the three-men committee inquiring into 
the charges against Mr Justice 
Ramaswamy 

The five questions raised by the 
petitioner's counsel, Mr Kapil Sibbal, and 
now being mentioned in the notice to be 
served on the three Respondents are 

(1) Since the speaker was “not shown to 
have applied his mind to the available 
material* before admitting the motion under 
Section 3 of the Judges Inquiry Act, the 
said Speaker's decision to admit the motion 
and constitute the committee was 
unsustainable in law; 

(2) Since the three members of the Inquiry 
Committee (Mr. Justice P B. Sawant, 
Supreme Court Judge, Mr. Justice P B. 
Desai of the Bombay High Court and Mr. 
Justice O Chinnappa Reddy, a retired Aj^ex 
Court Judge) were directly approached by 
the then Speaker and not after consultation 
with the CJI consistent with the principle of 
independence of the judiciary and well 
established practice, the Constitution of the 
Committee was vitiated in law; 

(3) As the Committee had not outiined 
any procedure for investigation, and in view 
of the procedure it had followed in framing 
charges against Mr. Ramaswamy without

undertaking any preliminary investigation to 
ascertain if there was sufficient prima facie 
material for framing a charge, the entire 
proceedings had been rendered illegal and 
wholly inconsistent with the principles of 
natural justice According to the plea, the 
prinaples were also violated in refusing to 
provide the judge with copies of documents 
sought on unsustainable grounds and in 
permitting third parties to assist the 
committee through its counsel against the 
judge and in not permitting the petitioner 
(M P ) to assist the committee to establish 
the innocence of the judge, 

(4) The relevant provision of Section 3 of 
the 1968 Act were violative of Article 124(4) 
of the Constitution (dealing with 
impeachment of Supreme Court judges) if 
they were read to mean that they would 
empower the committee to frame charges 
without bolding a preliminary investigation 
at which the concerned judge might 
participate, and 

(5) The Apex Court Constitution Bench 
decision in the case of "sub-committee on 
judicial accountability vs the Union of India 
and others” required reconsideration as the 
Speaker had not placed the notice of 
'motion' (signed by 108 MPs) before the 
Lok Sabha for the collective wisdom of the 
House before admitting the motion and the 
Speaker himself was alive to this fact 

The Ramaswamy case is acquiring twists 
and turns whose consequences are bound 
to be serious for the judiaary 

There is no other instance in Indian 
judicial history of a judge considering himself 
to. be the repository of all judicial and 
constitutional wisdom and all those who 
question his conduct to be malicious and 
motivated pieople When the news about 
his misuse of administrative powers and 
other failings first appeared in a legal journal, 
and there was subsequent furore in the 
Press, an attempt was made to dismiss the 
whole thing as tnal by the media which is 
so offensive to the rule of law When the 
Bar took the matter up. this too was painted 
as a motivated action of a disgruntled few 
When the impeachment motion was 
introduced in Parliament and an inquiry 
ordered by the Speaker this too was 
declared to have been politically motivated, 
and which in any case, had lapsed after the 
dissolution of the Lok Sabha. When a 
Constitution Bench ruled that the motion 
had rxst lapsed. Mr. Justice Ramaswamy 
questioned the competence and integrity of 
tfie committee to inquire into the matter. 



The Supreme Court Bar Association 
passed a resolution calling upon the Chief 
Justice not to assign judicial work to 
Mr Justice Ramaswamy This was 
questioned by a group of lawyers and a 
secret ballot had to be held to decide the 
issue The majority favoured denial of 
judicial work to Mr Justice Ramaswamy. 
The Maharashtra and Goa Bar Associations 
also favour this, though the Madras Bar is 
opposed to It The Chief Justice has reacted 
by allowing these lawyers who object to 
appear before Mr Justice Ramaswamy to 
get their cases moved to another Bench, 
but has stopped short of denial of judicial 
work to the judge 

In sheer desperation the Supreme Court 
Bar Association hold a seminar, in the ajaex 
court compound to boot, on the implications 
of the judgement in the Ramaswamy case 
(Sub committee on judicial accountability vs 
the Union of India) The only other time 
such a meeting was held, that too in a 
hotel, was to protest against the 
supersession of three Supreme Court 
judges The clear purpose was to bring the 
pressure of public opinion to bear on the 
Chief Justice of India to deny judicial work 
to Mr Justice Ramaswamy 

Three questions arise First, whether the 
SCBA should adopt such a tactic. Secortd, 
what IS the true import of the apex court 
judgement"? Third, does or does not the 
Chief Justice have the jxiwer to deny judicial 
work to a judge? As for the tactic adopted 
by the SCBA, it is perfectly in order. After 
all. Chief Justice Kama has himself been 
consulting not only his colleagues but also 
other experts As such there is nothing 
wrong in the public jxiint of view being 
made known to him What needs to be 
emphasised is that it is by no means a 
constitutional requirement that the Chief 
Justice should consult this person or that 
The top anywhere is a lonely place and the 
decision has to be a personal one and 
calculated best to serve the institution a 
person heads The CJI cannot shelter 
behind the fact that there is no unanimity 
over the issue, that while some judges want 
denial or work of Mr Justice Ramaswamy, 
others do not While two senior lawyers 
have favoured denial of work two others 
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h«^ not, while the SCBA has finatV voted 
lor denial of work, the Madras Bar is against 
it 

The test is. what is the proper thing to do 
in the drcuinstances'^ Mr Justice Krishna 
t)^er artd Mr H M Seorvai. the constitutional 
esperts. who could not attend the seminar, 
sent their written views Both favour denial 
ef judicial work to Mr Justice Ramaswamy 
Mr. Justice Knshna Iyer feels that, in the facts 
and circumstances of the case, the Chief 
Justice has a duty to withdraw work from 
Mr. Justice Ramaswamy He would prefer 
Mr. Justice Ramaswamy telling the Chief 
Justice that he be relieved of judicial sitting 
until the impeachment operation is complete 
but if he fails to do this, the Chief Justice 
would be justified in not allotting him work 

Mr Seervai has said that the time has 
passed for attempts not to hurt the feelings 
of Mr Justice Ramaswamy It the 
confidence of the public, of litigants and 
lawyers in the Supreme Court is not to be 
irretrievably lost, the Chief Justice should 
pass an order, in the exercise of his power 
to assign or not to assign work, that no 
case should be assigned to Mr Justice 
Ramaswamy 

At for the second question, the relevant 
paragraph of the apex court judgement had 
better be reproduced 

“The question of propriety is, however, 
different from that of legality The absence 
of a legal provision, like Article 317(2) in 
the case of a Member of Public Service 
Commissbn, to interdict the Judge faced 
with such an inquiry from continuing to 
discharge judidai functions pending the 
outcome of the inquiry or in the event of a 
inding of misbehaviour or incapacity being 
prqvod till the process of removal under 
Artiofe 124(4) is complete does not 
nac 996 saniy indicate that the judge shall 
ooo^ue to function during that penod That 
area is to be covered by the sense of 
pfopriety of the learned Judge himself and 
thejudi^l tradition symbolised by the views 
of the Chief Justice of India It should be 
expected that the learned judge would be 
guided in such a situation by the advice of 
the Chief Justice of India, as a matter of 
convention unless he himself decides as an 
act of propriety to abstain from discharging 
judicial functions during the interregnum 
Since the learned judge would continue to 
hold the office of a judge unless he resigns 
or it removed, an arrangement to meet the 
situation has to be devised by the Chief 
Justice. The Constitution while providing for 
the suspension of a Member of a Public 
Service Commission in Article 317(2) in a 
simitar situation has deliberately abstained 
from making such a provision in case of 
higher constitutional functionaries, namely, 
the Superior Judges and President and 
VAoe-Preskfent of India, facing impeachment 
K Is reasonable to assume that the framers 
of the Constitution had assumed that a 
desirable convention would be followed by 
a Judge in that situation which would not 
require the exercise of a power of 
suspension. Propriety of the desirable

course has to be viewed in this perspective 
It would also be reasonable to assume that 
the Chief Justice of India is expected to find 
a desirable solution in such a situation to 
avoid embarrassment to the learned Judge 
and to the institution in a manner which is 
conducive to the independence of judiciary 
and should the Chief Justice of India be of 
the view that in the interests of the instituhon 
of judiciary it is desirable for the learned 
Judge to abstain from judiaal work till the 
final outcome under Article 124(4), he would 
advice the learned Judge accordingly It is 
further reasonable to assume that the con¬ 
cerned learned Judge would ordinarily abide 
by the advice of the Chief Justice of India " 

The implications are clear The court 
expects the concerned judge to cease work 
on grounds of propriety If he does not do 
so, the CJI IS expected to act and the judge 
concerned is expected to listen to his advice 
Abstention from judicial work is clearly 
mentioned The judgement does not say 
that the CJI needs to consult this person or 
that before making his mind What if 
Mr Justice Ramaswamy refuses to listen to 
the CJI's advice? 

Mr P P Rao, President of the Supremo 
Court Bar Assoaation, has disclosed that 
the pious hope of Constitution Bench has 
been belied because Mr Justice 
Ramaswamy has ignored the advice of three 
successive Chief Judges — Mr Ranganath 
Mishra, Mr K N Singh and Mr. Kama — to 
go on leave or desist from judicial work. 

The only way out then is for the CJI to 
deny judicial work to Mr Justice 
Ramaswamy This loads us to the third 
question Has he the authority? If the CJI is 
looking for a precedent, there is the 
precedent of Mr Justice Mitter being denied 
work by the Chief Justice of Calcutta High 
Court and his action being approved by the 
Supreme Court, also of the Bombay Justice 
denying work to some judges. If he is looking 
lor a law, the Supreme Court rules authorise 
them to allocate work As experts point out, 
a judge can insist on his salary and 
perquisites Ho cannot insist that he be 
given judiaal work To give or not to give is 
the prerogative of the CJI Merely allowing 
lawyers to decline to appear before Mr 
Justice Ramaswamy as Chief Justice Kama 
has done, is not enough One can only 
hope CJI would listen to preponderance 
public opinion and act It would be a tragedy 
if a judge, against whom impeachment 
proceedings are on, were allowed to bo a

13,000 industrial units of different tyj^es, 
India has not even 3,000 that can claim to 
have come up without one or the other type 
of foreign collaboration If the Indians abroad 
are among the best of scientists and 
inventors, why the same talent does not 
perk in the country?

law unto himself This would shatter the 
image of tfie Supreme Court. 

To quote Mr. Justice Krishna Iyer : “The 
glory and strength of our Republic lies in 
the institutional integrity and constitutional 
morality of our major national instrumen¬ 
talities. chief among which is the Judiciary. 
The people’s confidence in the Supreme 
Court cannot be commanded by writ but 
only by the personal probity and 
unimpeachable character of the Judges. 
Members on the High Bench, like Caesar's 
wife, must be above suspicion Serious 
suspicion, sufficient to frame charges after 
being granted a just opportunity, pnma facie 
disables a robed brother — in this case. 
Justice Ramaswamy — frorrrhearing cases 
— not by legal ban but by canons of 
propriety When’ people realise that an 
inquiry by the appropriate Judicial 
Committee has ’ entered the inculnatory 
zone, and still the defendant under inquiry 
sit on the bench with unbecoming unconcern 
dispensing ’justice’, their faith in the justice 
process pathologically fails, innocence and 
guilt apart The path of grace for the suspect 
Judge, a good, old friend of mine, is to do 
justice to tlie noble office by withdrawing 
from the summit seat, such a gesture raises 
his stature What a pathos, even bathos, 
that Justice Ramaswamy should, in 
undignified fashion, succumb to the infantile, 
adventurist tactic of mudslinging of the 
members of the tribunal • May be, a spell of 
pavolic stress and syndrome of despair has 
shaken him of his judicial balance In his 
professional fairness itself a forensic 
casualty? How then is ho fit to sit and hear 
cases in that final court? 

“U.nder such extra-ordinary 
circumstances, the Chief Justice too has a 
duty of Court management constitutionally 
vested in his exalted office. If a judge, even 
where a "delinquency" proceeding against 
him has reached a stage which casts a 
cloud on his credibility, spurns a widely 
shared view that he should withdraw 
functionally, the Court must be saved from 
the judge pro tern by the Chief Justice" 

However, those in the know of things say 
the CJI would prefer a judiaal solution to 
the problem — a classification by the 
Constitution Bench that heard the wnt filed 
by the Committee on Judicial Accountability 
to clearly state whether or not he has power 
to deny judicial work to Mr. Justice 
Ramaswamy. But, now, even this fairness 
of this judgement is being reopened

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—Erwouraging savings to remain high 
not only aS a proportion of GDP but in 
relation to demand for investment funds in 
the economy. 

—Keeping entry barriers low in the 
industrial sector and improving industry’s 
access to imported inputs at low tanffs. 

—Improving technological and managenal 
capabilities with a view to shortening the 
response time of enterprises to pnee and 
demand changes, both in the domestic arrd 
intemationat markets 

—Improving operational efficiency and 
expanding capacity in infrastructural 
industries. This would require an overhaul 
of the irrherited organisational structures in 
these sectors and greater use of markets in 
determining their operations. 

Stating that there is no alternative to self- 
reliance, the Economic Survey says that it 
does not. however, mean isolation 

“When the country is in such a grave 
crisis, it is tempting for the Government to 
stave off collapse, to take short cuts, to live 
tttrough the present and let the future take 
care of itself 

‘The economic policies of the 
Government have been designed to tackle 
the immediate cnsis, but they emanate from 
a vision of a future, from tlie promise of a 
better life for our people The cnsis has 
involyed hardship for the people. The 
Government has tried to ameliorate it, but 
not enough 

The resources of the Government are 
Nmited and more needs to be done to ensure 
that they are used sufficiently and for the 
benefit of the most deserving But the 
immediate options are limited It is important 
to broaden them, and that is where the 
vision comes.* 

The survey states that the average 
standard of living is to be significantly 
improved and more and qualitatively better 
employment is to be generatod The growth 
rata needs to be significantly stepped up 
Much more rapid growth is possible 

The living standards, it says, of the 
poorest can only be raised if labour 
surpluses disappear and workers get the 
choice of moving into more productive 
occupations. The process must be 
leinforodd by special programmes aimed at 
providing direct support for income 
generation and employment among the poor 
and weaker sections of society. 

Outlining the major areas of policy 
reforms, the survey says the fiscal policy 
reform should aim at stopping further 
accumulation of public debt and to direct 
Government expenditure towards providing 
essential public services of a high quality. 

The reforms should also aim at restoration 
of the Government's capacity to make 
sbategic investments in Infrastructure and 


I human resources, guide the economy and 
look after the weak and the less privileged 

On trade reforms, the survey says their 
end result would be a tariff system which, 
while providing reasonable protection to 
Indian industry, does not distort domestic 
relative prices 

Import atxl exchange controls have to be 
(kastically overhauled so as to enable Indian 
firms to ^an their operations unfettered by 
bureaucratic interference. The final objective 
would be to achieve a degree of openness 
which would allow trade to balance domestic 
demand and supply and permit the full 
exploitation of the country's dynamic 
comparative advantage. 

On the industrial policy reforms, the 
survey says market structures will change 
only If new firms enter industries arxf 
chronically inefficient ones go out or are 
taken over To achieve this, the 
attractiveness of different industries in terms 
of the rate of return on investment needs to 
bo brought to the same level The factors 
that discourage investment, induding price 
and distribution controls, need to be 
dismantled. 

On financial policy refonns. the survey 
says the Narasimham Committee's 
conclusions will be the starting point of 
financial reforms m the coming year They 
Will be directed towards improving the 
finandai strength of the banks, and wiH cover 
directed credit, adequacy of reserves of 
banks arxf financial institutions, methods of 
provkfential regulation and stock market 
reforms 

Special arrangements will, however, 
continue to be necessary to ensure that 
funds flow to new, smalt or rural enterprises 
and investments of high social priority which 
may not be adequately served by the 
mainstream finandai institutions 

On human resources policy, the survey 
insists that people must be helped to 
enhance their own capabilities. They should 
have considerably better access to 
education and training, and opportunities k> 
use them in productive work. 

Renewed efforts are necessaiy to expand 
health care and to improve its quality Social 
and economic uplift of women must be given 
speaal emphasis Not only is the potential 
of the women capable of being more fully 
exploited, but their advance is essential for 
moderating population growth. 

Reporting substantial slowdown in the 
growth of the economy in 1991-92, the 
survey ascribes the reasons partly because 
of a slowdown in agriculture and partly to a 
deceleration in irxfustrial growth. 

Growth of real GDP decelerated sharply 
during 1991-92 and is expected to be no 
more than 2.5 per cent. The performance 
of both fnfrastructure and financial services 
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tis expected to be much better 

• The kharif crop in 1991-92 is estimated 
J to bo lower than in the previous year. Some 
•of the loss may bo made up in the rabi The 
I agricultural production, however, may not 

decline because the slow down in food 
production Is likely to be offset by rise in 
the output of cash crops The prospects of 
sugarcane are excellent while that of 
mustard crop good 

Industrial growth which slowed down 
■ considerably m tt-.e second half of 1990-91 
started declining by the beginning of 1991- 
92 During April-November 1991, the 
industrial production declined by 0 9 per 
cent All ma)or industries recorded slower 
growth rate in ApnI-September 1991 than 
in the corresponding period a year earlier 
Expoivononted industnes wore faced with 
recessionary conditions in the industrial 
economies and a dramatic collapse of 
demand in the erstwhile Soviet Union. 

The survey expects a fairly robust growth 
rate of 5 to 6 per cent in the output of 
services Financial, transport and 
construction services in the current financial 
year are expected to do well 
According to the survey, tne sluggish 
performance of the economy coming after 
several years of rapid growth is to be viewed 
in the context of the grave payment crisis 

• and a high rate of inflation faced by the 
I economy Both peaked in the middle of 

• 1991, It says and adds foreign exchange 
assets declined to Rs 2,383 crore at the 
end of June 1991, barely enough to finance 
two weeks of imports The annual rate of 
inflation touched 18 7 per cent in the last 
week of August. 1991 

Recognising the seriousness of the 
problem, the survey says that the new 
Government initiated a programme of macro 
economic stabilisation to restore viability to 
the balance of payments, besides bringing 
inflation under control and restructuring of 
the economy to ensure longer term viability 
in the balance of payments and place the 
economy back on the path of sustained 
growth 

The Government also undertook far- 
reaching programme of structural reforms 
of trade and industrial policy aimed at 
improving the efficiency and productivity of 
the economy and increasing its international 
competitiveness As a result of these 
measures, the foreign exchange reserves 
reached Rs 11,410 crore (U.S $ 4 4 billion) 
in the third week of February 1992 and the 
rate of inflation was down to 11.8 per cent 
in February 1992 

The survey, however, indicates that for a 
lasting solution, the Government should give 
these problems its highest priority in 1992- 
83. The objective of policy in the coming 
years must be to consolidate the gams and 
bring these problems firmly under control 
and at the same time raising the rate of 
growth and restoration of Government 
capacity to pursue the basic social goals of 
generating employment, removing poverty 
and promoting equality.

Expedition to live volcano : A multi- 
di.i- , i.iary scionfitic expedition organised 
by til'.' oiogicai Survey of India (GSI) left 
Port B .iir on February 7. 1992 for a di.'taiied 
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study in and around the lone live volcano in 
India on "Barren Island", lying 135 km north¬ 
east of Port Blair in the Bay of Bengal. 

The volcano, in uninhabitated 10 sq km 
Barren Island of the Andamans group, came 
alive in March, 1991 after two centuries, 
spewing out hot lava, ash and boulders 
The eruptions continued unabated till mid 
October, 1991 

The expedition is actively guided by the 
GSI Director General, Mr C P Vohra, a 
noted explorer A member of the first throe 
Indian expeditions on Mount Everest, he 
scaled the summit in 1965 Ho was also the 
deputy Icadci cl the first Indi.in expedition 
to Antarctica 

The Barron Island came into existence 
possibly one million years ago following a 
submarine volcanism This vou-inism gave 
rise to a giant volcanic cone which was thp 
predecessor of the present Bairen Island 
The ancient volcanic cone subs(;querilly 
blew up leaving behind a relict cauldron 

Historical records reveal that the volcano 
became active in 1789 when the existing 
crater with three subsidiary vents was bujlt 
up at the centre of the relict cauldron The 
molten lava then erupted from all thosfe 
subsidiary vents and from the mam crater 
during the second phase of volcanic activity 
Flowing down along the valley of tiro 
amphitheatre, the lava cascaded into the 
sea 

Dr Dhanapati Haidar, incharge of the 
Andaman division of GSI, who visited the 
Barren Island to see the active volcano, 
has reported that the foundations and jets 
of lava eight to ten metres thick weio rising 
up to 25 metres fiom the vent in pulses in 
short inR;rvals Accompanying this was a 
proluso .stienm ol dark smoke, which rose 
to a height of about one kilometre before 
being caught in the wind stream and drawn 
into a horizontal plume to merge with the 
cloud The smoke column was visible from 
a distance of more than 30 km The eruption 
seemed to have ceased and the volcano is 
now in a state of hibernation, he said

Electricity from sun gains foothold : 

A new kind of antenna pointed at the sun is 
sprouting on rooftops of remote villages, 
providing thousands of Indians their first 
encounter with electricity 

Trapping energy from a source 150 million 
km away that will last for five billion years, 
the antennas are part of systems designed 
to turn sunlight into electric power at sites, 
distant and so far untouched by electric 
grids 

Electricity from the sun is now running at 
least 40,000 domestic and street lights, 
several hundred railway signals and 50 mini- 
olcctric plants in Indian villages Five more 
solar plants will soon be set up on the 
Andaman Islands 

Some 75 million homes around India are 
potential beneficiaries of solar electric power 
as It gradually spreads, promoted by 
scientists, the Energy Department and 
increasingly by the private industry. 

India has about 100,000 villages that have 
never seen electricity. Some 50 remote 
villages around India, located across 
deserts, thick jungles, and mountains now 
boast of their own solar electric plants that 
teed lights, community TV sets and water 

pumps. __ 
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Turnwrio afftcUva antl-eanear agant : 
Turmeric, a widely-used spice, has been 
found to be an ef^tive anti-cancer agent, 
according to a study conducted by scientists 
at the National institute of Nutrition in 
Hyderabad. 

Turmeric produced anti-mutagenic effects 
in a group of 16 chronic smokers by 
reducing the genotoxicity of tobacco 
mutagents, whic^ cause genetic damage 
by chromosomal aberrations. 

During the studies, earned out by Mrs. 
Kamala Krishnaswamy and Mrs. Kalpakkam 
Polasa, turmeric was administered for 30 
days in doses of 1.5 gm a day to smokers 
in the form of tablets. It was found that 
besides significantly reducing the urinary 
excretion of mutagents. it also enhanced 
the ability of enzymes to detoxify 
carcinogens. In contrast, there was no 
change in the urinary excretion of mutagents 
in a control group of six non-smokers after 
30 days Turmeric was an effective anti- 
mutagont and might prove useful in cancer 
prevention, the study concluded. 

Another significant result of studies on 
animals was that turmeric reduced the 
incidence of tumours The animals were 
given doses of potent carcinogen treated 
with turmeric in diet 

The study noted that smokors had a three 
to eight-fold increase in the urinary mutagen 
excretion as compared to that in non- 
smokers. Though smoking influenced 
cancer, epidemiological studies suggested 
that other dietary factors such as beta- 
carotene, vitamin C, zinc and selenium could 
'■educo the risk 

The study showed that both active and 
passive smokers faced a higher risk of lung 
cancer They excrete significant amounts of 
quantifiable mutagens in the urine

Central rule In J&K extended : The 

Parliament has on February 27. 1992 
approved the extension of Central rule in 
Jammu and Kashmir by another six months 
beyond March 2. 1992. 

Ujjaln braces up for Kumbh Mela ; 
The temple town of Ujjain in Madhya 
Pradesh is witnessing unprecedented 
efforts to successfully stage the Kumbh 
Mela which is expected to attract millions 
of Hindu devotees from all over the 
country 

The town, the seat of culture and literature 
during the reign of King Vikramaditya, is 
bracing itself up for the Simhastha Fair, 
popularly known as Kumbh Mela scheduled 
to commence on the banks of holy Kashipra 
from April 17, 1992. 

Uijain had last held the Simhastha fair in 
1980 which was attended by about 40 to 50 
lakh people. 

Mahamakham Festival : Mahamakfiam 
is an event of historic and religious 
significance. It took place on February 18, 
1692 at Kumbakonam in Tamil Nadu. On 
this auspicious day, lakhs of devotees 
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converged on the temple city for a holy dip 
in the Mahamakham tank. It was hero that 
at least 50 people were killed and an equal 
number Injured when a wall of an old 
Dharamsala collapsed and triggered a 
stampede at the festival. 

This holy festival that occurs only once in 
12 years, is comparable to the Kumbh Mela 
and similarly attracts lakhs of devotees from 
all over India and abroad to this small town 
teaming with temples 



According to legend, during the 
Mahapralaya (the great floods) Lord 
Shiva declared set afloat a "kumbh" (pot) of 
"amrit" (nectar) and declared that the place 
where the pot finally settled down would 
become the holiest of all places The pot 
settled at the Mahamakham tank, thus 
giving the town its name Kumbakonam 
Shiva appearing in a hunter broke the 
pot with an arrow and the nectar 
flowed into the tank rendering its water 
divine. 

Another popular tale is that the nine river 
goddesses—Ganga, Yamuna, Saraswati, 
Narmada, Godavari, Payoshini, Mahanadi, 
Saryu and Cauvery—became polluted with 
the sins of large number of people who 
bathed in them for purification They 
approached Lord Shiva of Kasi tor advice 
He then accompanied them to the 
Mahamakham tank on the holy 
Mahamakham day for their purification bath 
Thus the 6.5 acre tank surrounded by a 
well-laid flight of steps and 16 small 
‘mandaps' is also known as Navakannikas 
(nine nymphs). The sprints in these tanks, 
which are dosilted and pumped whenever 
there is a water scarcity during the festival, 
are also said to draw their water from those 
nine rivers 

The festival occurs in the Hindi montti of 
Magha when "Guru" (Jupiter) enters the 
zodiacal sign “Simha" (Loo) and this occurs 
only once in 12 years since the planet 
Jupiter takes 12 years to complete one 
revolution around the Sun. Also the day 
for the holy bath coincides with Magha 
purnima. 


On February 18 ^e idols of the 12 Shiva 
temples along with the statues of the nine 
river goddesses were brought out in a 
procession and the trishul accompanying 
each idol was immersed in the holy tank 
signalling that the respective gods had had 
his/her bath. Coinciding with this, lakhs of 
devotees who crowded in knee deep water 
also had their holy dip to “wash off their 
sins and attain divine purity." 

For the Tamil Nadu Chief Minister, 
Ms Jayalalitha, a spedal bathing ghat was 
built on the western side of the tank with 
raising walls and even a small changing 
enclosure. For her, it was an extra special 
day since she was born under the "Magham” 
star of the Hindu calendar in the Tamil 
month of Mast which happens to be on 
February 18—that is her birthday as por 
the Hindu calendar 

Line of Actual Control : The line of 
actual control (LAC) is a live wire that has 
claimed hundreds of lives ever since it came 
into existence The 750-km line in Jammu 
and Kashmir was threatened to bo marched 
across by the Jammu and Kashmir 
Liberation Front activists on February 11, 
1992 The extraordinary troop movement 
on the Pakistani side had stopped the 
militants from crossing the LAC 

The LAC. known as the ceasefire lino 
before the 1972 Simla agreement between 
India and Pakistan, came into being as an 
aftermath of armed conflict between these 
two countries over Kashmir in 1947-48 

Following the accession of Jammu 
and Kashmir to India by the last Dogra 
King, Maharaia Han Singh, there was 
tribal attack on the State which was 
repulsed by the Indian Army The ceasefire 
line was a creation of the United 
Nations that intervened to halt the armed 
conflict between the armies of India and 
Pakistan 

The LAC borderline from Chhamb to 
Siachon Glacier is different from the 
international border While the international 
border is guarded by the paramilitary 
forces—Border Security Force (BSF) on this 
side and Rangers on Pakistan side—the 
LAC IS guarded by the regular armies on 
both sides The border which is yet to 
graduate to the status of international 
border has witnessed many skirmishes ana 
till the Kashmir issue is resolved and it 
gams the status of the international border, 
such mini-wars that it has been witnessing 
for over four decades are unlikely to 
hai! 

Kashmiri youths have aossed the LAC 
at will to receive training in arms and 
amrrunition They returned, most of the 
time unchecked, for any amount of vigil 
along the LAC, marked by dense jungles, 
deep ravines and treacherous mountain 
passes, who could not be checked while 
crossing. Aerial patrolling was mooted to 
check the movement on the L AC but that 
also did not help. According to an official 
estimate, more than 1,400 militants have 
died on the LAC while trying to cross the 
border.

Kumbakonam ; A small temple town, 
situated on the banks of river Cauvery, in 
Thanjavur district of Tamil Nadu, was in the 
news when 50 persons, including 30 
women, lost their lives on the northern bank 
ot the Mahamakham tank on February 18.

Over 
60 persons sustained minor injuries Some 
of tho persons among the milling crowd ot 
devotees, estimated at 15 lakhs, had 
climbed atop the wall ot the dharamsala, 
about 15 metres from the northern side of 
the Mahamakham tank for a dip in its holy 
waters Mahamakham festival is an event 
of historic and religious significance This 
holy festival occurs only once in 12 years 
and is comparable to the Kumbh Mela and 
similarly attracts lakhs of devotees from all 
over India and ab'-oad 

Bara : A village within Tekari police 
station of Gaya district in Bihar was in the 
news when at least 39 persons wero shot 
and beheaded by Maoist Communist Centre 
(MCC) activists here It has been described 
as the worst massacre after Dalechak- 
Baghaura incident of May 1987 More than 
1,000 MCC activists had surrounded the 
village from all sides The attackers set 
ablaze animal feed stacked in a harvesting 
ground to trap their target 

Davos : The picturesque town in 
Switzerland was in the news when the Prime 
Ministers of India and Pakistan held talks in 
the background of the heightening strained 
relations between the two countries on 
February 2, 1992 India and Pakistan 
reiterated their desire to reduce tension 
between the two neighbours and continue 
the bilateral dialogue aimed at resolving the 
differences on outstanding issues through 
peaceful means 

DIaoyutal : This archipelago — called 
the Senkaku Islands by Japan — lies in the 
East China Sea well over 100 km south¬ 
west of Okinawa and quite close to both

The 9th Captain Of The Ship 

Of State 

Prof. Bhabani Sen Gupta 

Research Professor, Centre for Policy Research, New Delhi 


In 45 years of parliamentary democracy, 
India has had eight Prime Ministers while 
the 9th is captaining the ship of state for 11 
months now. In all probability, he will 
complete his five-year term if his new 
economic policy, now accepted by the 
overwhelming majority of the population as 
well as the intellectuals with no more than 
fleeting clouds of anxiety, does no' go 
awfully wrong and hurt the hearths and 
homes of the poor and the lower middle 
classes beyond the limit of tolerance. 

Mr. P V. Narasimha Rao is an accidental 
Prime Minister, the mantle was thrown on 
him by Rajiv Gandhi's assassination He has 
just turned his minonty government into a 
small-majorily one through moans that are 
not entirely above board He has shown 
that he knows how to play the political game 
according to the rules or misrules that have 
been in vogue tor the last three decades. 
However, every minority Prime Minister's 
first premium is on survival, and in u'lis, Mr. 
P V. Narasimha Rao seems to have excelled 
beyond popular expectations 

If his health does not fail him — currently 
ho is glowing with a big flow of adrenalin 
through the 71-year-old arteries of his 
body — he will load his party in the next 
election which is not expected to take place 
before 1995-96 In his own party, tfiere are 
mild grouts of discontent over the economic 
policy, and muled snarls of jealousies, but 
there is no challenge nor will one grow to 
credible proportions in the next four years. 
On the first anniversary of his prime 
ministership on June 21, many would be 
tempted to say, echoing a line of 
Shakespeare, that "a star danced" when PV 
wore the crown on his bald, hairless pate 

Each Pnme Minister brings to bear on 
his government the imprint of his personality 
and his own style of jjolitical leadership Both 
are, however, conditioned by. and subject 
to, the predominance of the circumstances 
of his coronation and reign. Mr. Narasimha 
Rao as Prime Minister is very different from 
his three immediate predecessors — 
Chandra Shekhar, Vishwanath Pratap Singh 
and Rajiv Gandhi. His apprenticeship in 
office at the Centre began with Indira Gandhi 
in the 70s. He served her as a loyal, 
obedient and non-controversial Minister, a 
little unusual for a man who had enjoyed a 
stint, though very brief, as Chief Minister of 
Andhra Pradesh. 

In Mrs. Gandhi's third incarnation as 
Prime Minister (the first was in the lean 
years 1966-71, when she was under the 
shadows of the Syndicate or running a

minority government with the help of her 
unnatural allies, the communists, the second 
in 1972-77 when she ruled India like an 
empress rather than an elected Prime 
Minister and the First Servant of the People, 
the third in 1980-84 when she was besot 
With problems largely of her own creation 
which finally cost her own life) Mr 
Narasimha Rao was given much weightier 
responsibilities as Foreign Minister or Homo 
Minister. Ho was Home Minister during the 
Blue Star operations against terronsts hiding 
in the Golden Temple at Amritsar, and once 
again when Indira Gandhi fell to the bullets 
of two members of her personal security on 
October 31, 1984, and a holocaust bioke 
out in parts of Delhi killing some 4,000 
members of the Sikh community 
Rajiv Gandhi diminished his role 
somewhat by assigning to him the human 
resources portfolio which never had a high 
priority on the government's agenda PV 
accepted the assignment as a true soldier 
of the Dynasty, left no imprint whatsoever 
on any of the several departments of 
national life placed in charge of his nodal 
ministry, the resultant frustration probably 
aggravated his physical illnesses so mucfi 
so that in the 1991 election ho was not a 
candidate, having chosen to take to 
banaprastha at age three score and ton with 
the approval of the Dynast who, so claim 
several recent publications, was certain that 
he would return to the citadel of power 
But the gods ordained otherwise, and 
Mr. Narasimha Rao found himself hauled 
out of his letiroment to accept the two most 
important offices in India, the office of the 
Prime Minister and the office of the 
President of the Congress ! party 

In the almost-a-year that has passed 
since June 1991, how does one evaluate 
PVs pilotship of the nation and differentiate 
it from that of his eight predecessors’’ PV 
has to work with the clay of oxislontial 
realities. Ho was 70 and r ot in the best of 
health when he was sworn in as Prime 
Minister That alone puts him .n a different 
category from all the previous Prime 
Ministers Morarji was older, but in very good 
health thanks to his urinary indulgence His 
party was just the single largest party in the 
Lok Sabha without a majority This made 
him very different from Rajiv Gandhi’s Prime 
Ministership after the December 1984 
election, which gave him more than a two- 



thirds majority in the Lok Sabha But it also 
made PV different from the two other 
minority Prime Ministers, Chandra Shekhar 
who had a tiny group of loss than 60 with 
him in a House of over 550, and V P Singh 
whose government depended for its life on 
BJP support and died as soon as the life- 
tubo was pulled oft. Indira Gandhi, too, led 
a minority government for some months in 
1969-71, but the opposition was so divided 
and scattered that they could never even 
think of getting together to pull her down, 
while all that she needed were the votes of 
a willing Left group to gel the Money Bills 
and government-sponsored legislations 
passed 

PV has been lucky in the composition of 
the Lok Sabha created by tire 10th election. 
His two big league opponents, the NF-LF 
combine, and the BJP were now poles apart, 
the former totally unable to forgive the latter 
for pulling off the life-tube from the 
respiratory system of the V P Singh 
government PV showed considerable skill 
to manipulate the divided and polarised 
opposition with his now style of politics He 
called It politics of consultation and 
consensus, which meant working together 
with the oppo.sition, something that none of 
his predecessors cared to do Even Chandra 
Shekhar bowed only to the creator and 
protector of his government, the Congress- 
1, that IS, Rajiv Gandhi, and cared less than 
little for BJP and the National Front V P 
Singh did not try to build a consensus with 
the Congress-1 opposition. Ho could not, 
even if ho had tried, for ho was the beta 
noire of the Congross-I and its loader 

PV was catapulted to the highest 
executive office of the land by the political 
situation created by the 1991 poll The 
Congress ! was virtually wiped out in the 
Hindi bolt which was divided between BJP 
and the Janata Dal, tho larger share of four 
States going to the former In tho 10th Lok 
Sabha, there was hardly any Congrcss-I 
man or woman of piimo ministerial timber 
PV IS tho first Prime Minister from the South 
of the Vindhyas The prcrsidency being also 
occupied by a man from the South, and 
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Mr Narasimha Rao giving the Homo and 
Oefenca portfolios, with a cunningnoss 
learned at the feet of Indira Gandfii, to two 
political rivals ip the Congross I m 
Maharashtra, his government lacked the 
pungent flavour of the Cow Belt The Council 
of Ministers was necessarily weighed in 
favour of the South. Andhra Pradesh, Mr 
Narasimha Rao's home State, providing the 
single largest linguistic quota 

Mr Narasimha Rao is from the South, 
but not from the deep South Andhra 
Pradesh is the State that joins the North 
with the South This is not Dravida real 
estate The Brahmanic culture is predomi¬ 
nant and there is no earthy animosity 
towards the South Besides. PV himself had 
long lost his political base in his home State 
In the 80s ho got elected from a sate 
constituency in Maharashtra Nearly totally 
cut off from Andhra politics, he had long 
given up pulling the wires of State politics 
from his Delhi perch, which distinguished 
him from several other heavy weights of 
the Congress-1 brought to the Centro by 
Mrs Gandhi and Rajiv Gandhi from the 
States PV could with some justification call 
himself an Indian rather than a Telugu 
politician Among all factional leaders in the 
South, none was acceptable to the North 
as Prime Minister PV was, because he had 
ceased to identify with the South, even with 
his own State. If N.T. Rama Rao still saw 
his elevation to the office as Telugu gauraba. 
and did not put up a TOP candidate against 
him in the Nandyal constituency in 
Telengana, it was his business rather than 
Narasimha Rao's PV did not raise any 
moral barrier to the State's Congress-1 Chief 
Minister and State Congress-1 leaders 
rigging the Nandyal by-election though it was 
not necessary at all for his victory Later, in 
March 1992, NTR would openly accuse 
Narasimha Rao of breaking up the TDP 
group in Parliament, the larger faction 
defecting to be supporters of his government 
without being admitted to his party. 

Mr Rao’s fwlitical tactics, then, reflected 
shades of the tactics of Indira Gandhi and 
Rajiv Gandhi rather than that of Morarji 
Oesai, Jawaharlal Nehru and V P Singh 
He needed to get elected to the Lok Sabha. 
He needed a majority in the House These 
had to be obtained The means were not 
important The ends were 

In his manipulation of the two-segment 
opposition, however, PV showed a finesse 
that escaped both Mrs Gandhi and her son, 
and was beyond the reach of Morarji Oesai 
and V.P Singh The proclaimed politics of 
consensus did create mechanisms of 
consulting the entire opposition by groups 
as well as a whole on several issues of 
national importance On Punjab and 
Kashmir, for example, and also on certain 
aspects of the new economic policy But 
the deal with BJP about the sharing of the 
offices of the Speaker and the Deputy 
Speaker was a tactical masterstroke. It 
notified the NF-LF combine that PV could 
well do without them. It tamed the BJP's 
temple-mosque haat and tantalised the RSS 


leadership about the final achievement of 
their long-cherished political goal, namely, 
a tie up between the BJP and tho Congress- 
I at the national level and in the formation 
of a government at the Centre after the next 
election 

This tantalisation was sharpened by the 
courtesy shown by Mr Narasimha Rao to 
the BJP president. Dr Murli Manohar Joshi, 
at the final of his South-North Toyota yatra 
which put not a single Indian river on fire 
Joshi was lifted by an otfiaal helicopter from 
Jammu to Srinagar where, guarded by 
several hundred troops of tho Indian army, 
he hoisted the national flag and tamely 
returned to Delhi The lacklustre Bharat yatra 
by the BJP president pleased, of all people, 
the top leader of BJP. Lai Krishna Advani. 
who had shown a remarkable lack of 
enthusiasm for the party president's imitation 
of his own much more dramatic performance 
in 1990 But more important was the linkage 
between the Congress-1 Prime Minister and 
BJP which was now stronger than before 

If became still stronger in March when 
BJP determined to move a censure motion 
against tho President's address to the 
opening session of the 1992 Lok Sabha 
Tho tactical line was worked out partly 
between the RSS leadership and the Prime 
Minister’s Office and the Cabinet Secretariat 
and partly by the plumbers of the Congress- 
I trained in the art of breaking up opposition 
parties The result was a bonanza for 
Narasimha Rao — a hopping 52 majority 
when the vote was taken in the Lok Sabha 
on March 9, with the National Front virtually 
disappearing as a political entity, its 
chairman, NTR, only a little while ago 
pitching without success for the deputy 
prime ministership in tho NF-rogime headed 
by V P Singh, looking silly and forlorn, and 
a big hole showing in the ranks of the Janata 
Dal Itself Delhi’s rumour mills worked 
funously to spin out synthetic webs of an a- 
coming larger tie-up between the Congress- 
I and BJP for the presidential election in the 
summer 

Mr Narasimha Rao was clearly moving 
the Congress-1 party to the right of the 
Centre while claiming to continue to move 
on the track of Nehruvian domestic and 
foreign policies He was armed with the firm 
belief that most people in the country, which 
means a big majority of the elite, were ready 
to part Nehru-ism 

Mr. Narasimha Rao's name will go down 
in history probably as tho Prime Minister 
who broke up the Nehruvian development 
model in which the public (or bureaucratic) 
sector commanded the heights of the 
economy, and the mixed sector trailed 
behind By accepting the guidelines laid 
down by the World Bank and the IMF for 
economic reforms, Narasimha Rao sought 
to accomplish three objectives by a single 
shot First, the liberation of the economic 
energies and technological strength of the 
nation from government regulation and 
control and giving Indian entrepreneurs a 
chance to build India after their own design, 
regardess of what was contained in the 


1 diminishing tomes coming out of the 
Planning Commission Secondly, by opening 
up the economy to foreign private 
investment including multinationals' 
penetration on, by Indian measures, very 
liberal terms, ho moved closer to the United 
States, EEC and Japan than even Rajiv 
Gandhi had dared to Thirdly, with the 
demise of the U S S R and of communism 
as a governing doctrine in the white man's 
world. Narasimha Rao realised that the time 
had come to give a free rein to capitalist 
development in India The beginning would 
bo bumpy, even stormy, there would be high 
prices and a lot of joblessness, but India 
would escape tho fate of the USSR (and 
probably of China at a later date), the feudal 
hold on the economy would be strangulated 
by a combination of indigenous and foreign 
capitalists, and in the medium and long run. 
India would rank among tho biggest 
producers of wealth 

PV in his old age has shown a striking 
loathing for ideologies Once ho was 
counted among the fust rankers of 
Nehruvian socialism which had little 
socialism about it and a lot of bureaucratic 
control of the economy Narasimha Rao 
found in Dr M.anmohan Singh, a World Bank 
oriented high voltage economist, the 
Finance Minister who would do the job for 
he had nothing to lose but the job ho did 
not care for There would be hardly any 
opposition in the Congress ! party, with 
every functioning or defeated MP a 
millionnaire, and almost everyone raring to 
make more money The Janata Dal would 
be fluttering its broken wings ineffectually 
for Its domain was more or less confined to 
Bihar, perhaps the most corrupt and money- 
minded State The Left parties were locked 
up in their shrunk political estate, they would 
do a lot of shouting, but perhaps in their 
heart of hearts they would welcome tho fact 
that It was the Congress-1 itself that pulled 
down the shambolis house of socialism that 
Nehru sought to build with an ocean of 
rhetonc and with little else 

PV spent more than five years in the 
foreign office without a single achievement 
that can be placed to his credit Ho was not 
an autonomous actor, but a faithful follower 
of his Prime Ministers, Indira Gandhi and 
Rajiv Gandhi In 1983 on a visit to Pakistan 
he made a speech at a public function in 
Karachi which touched the minds of many 
Pakistanis and carried seeds of breaking a 
new path in India-Pakistan relations. On his 
return to Delhi, he found Madam less than 
happy and himself quietly sidelined in the 
conduct of foreign policy 

In 1984, once again under orders of his 
Prime Minister, he absented himself from a 
crucial meeting of ASEAN Foreign Ministers 
on the specious plea that his mother 
had fallen seriously sick An American 
correspondent who interviewed him in 
London in the second half of the 80s when 
he was shifted back to the foreign office by 
Rajiv found him speak little more than a 
long tissue of platitudes.

The Need For A New 
World Order

Any discussion on the need for a new 
world order is of immense importance in 
the new turn of world history wherein 
distances have been annihilated, human 
intermingling has transcended national 
boundaries and representatives and 
leaders of different regions. States, 
races and religions are increasingly 
assembling together at one forum wuh a 
view to exchange ideas and have natural 
dialogue Movement to any part of the 
globe within a matter of hours and minutes 
rather than months and weeks has become 
a matter of routine travel In a situation of 
this type wo cannot afford to allow our 
ideas to remain stuck up in worn out ruts 
and old quagmires There has to be today 
growing awareness of the need for the 
people of the world to think and act as 
world citizens 

The scientific and technological advance 
during the last five decades has made 
gigantic strides and has placed at the 
disposal of mankind new inventions which 
properly used can usher in a millennium of 
bettor life and supeiior fiomo sapiens, but if 
put to ignoble ends can result in mass 
catastrophe, unimaginable destruction and 
even mark the viitual extinction of the human 
species 

A stago in human evolution has now been 
reached the rein narrow and provincial 
civilisations aie melting away and mankind 
has to make new experiment in the art of 
life on global scale The future civilisation, 
it has been rightly observed, would have to 
rise to a univoisal vision of man and human 
life The provinaal culture of the past and 
present have not been always loyal to the 
true interests o! the human race They stood 
for racial and political dominance, lor the 
supremacy of man over woman, of the rich 
over the poor, of the strong over the weak 
and not merely accepted and reconciled 
thomselvos to that order to things but oven 
on occasions encouraged it and put a seal 
of approval on it by camouflaging it in fine 
phrases. The now awareness cannot accept 
put up with that state of affairs While 
science is progressing pretty fast and is 
furnishing us with new inventions, the users 
of them would prove unworthy of the 
widening horizon of human knowledge if 
they do not refine themselves at an equal 
rate. 

The inventions of science have to be 
matched with equal awareness of our 
responsibilities as world citizens and of our 
obligations to the fellow members of the 
race. The collapse of civilisation built on

audacities of speculative doubt and the 
fierce and confused enthusiasm of 
individuals and nations need not dishearten 
us, for It was directed to the good, not of 
making as a whole but of powerful pnvileged 
few individuals and groups 

The world today is swayed in some 
regions by the forces of integration and 
unification as can be witnessed in the 
unification of West and East Germany, the 
strengthening of ties that bind together the 
members of tfie European Community into 
one economic unit with common cunency 
and closer political alliance, as also the end 
of mutual hostility and growing amiability 
between South and North Korea as against 
that wave of disintegration and dissolution 
IS sweeping over other regions USSR 
which was at one time one of the two Super 
Powers in the world with hegemony over 
Eastern Europe and a number of other 
countries has not only lost that hegemony 
with Its stature as a Super Power in 
shambles but it has had also to yield to the 
demands of secession and urge of 
independence of different Republics which 
constituted the mighty Soviet Union 
Yugoslavia is anotfior country whore too 
the wave of secession and disintegration is 
sweeping over the land We in India have 
to be particularly wary of the trends that 
have been set in motion by the events in 
U.S S R. and Yugoslavia 

Another phenomenon of which wo must 
also take note of is that while the 
process of integration, despite some initial 
teething pioblems, has brought about 
peace, harmonious relationship and 
closer understanding, the process of 
lisintegration has resulted in fnction, 
conflict and embittered relationship between 
the disintegrating units as can be witnessed 
in the warlike situation between Armenia 
and Azerbaijan in the erstwhile U.S.S R. 
and between Serbia and Croatia in 
Yugoslavia. 

The world today is no longer bipolar 
with two Super Powers engaged in 
mutual invectives, moves and counter¬ 
moves hostile to the other Super Power 
over the political chess-board of the 
world with a view to enlarge the area of 
their own hegemony. Today it has 
become a unipolar world with United 
States emerging as the sole Super Power 
of the world with no other nation being in a 



position to militarily challenge it. This 
monopoly of Super Power status of one 
nation is also not a healthy trend for it can 
give rise to wrong notions of arrogance, 
intolerance, hegemony, domination and noo- 
impenalism and is not in consonance with 
the essentials of a free world. This power, 
if It comes in wrong hands, is also liable to 
be misused. As was observed by the 
profound thinker in America the nation has 
no right to assume that it would always 
have wise and sagacious statesman at the 
helm of affairs. Unscrupulous and even 
wicked persons may sometimes come to 
occupy the seat of power which was once 
occupied by Washington and Abraham 
Loncoln. 

At the same time the world has come to 
realise that without economic progress and 
prosperity military strength by itself cannot 
take a nation very far Unless the two march 
forward together the country can bo plunged 
into a disaster. Mere military strength without 
economic means to support it can result in 
an imbalance and create disaster as 
happened in the erstwhile U.S.S.R. The 
converse, viz., economic affluence without 
military strength can also on occasions lead 
to disaster as happened in Kuwait during 
the course of Gulf war, unless the affluent 
nation ties itself with military strength of the 
Super Power as is true of Japan and 
Singapore 

One must not also fail to take note of the 
surge of two opposite waves. While on the 
one side some enlightened souls have 
been striving to rid religion of bigotiy, 
narrow-mindedness, rituals and dogmas 
and discover and bring out the essential 
kinship, if net identity, in the essence of 
all religions, on the other there are 
certain regions wherein vast masses of 
people are being subjected to the sway of 
religious fundamentalism and fanaticism It 
is also rather disturbing that while the 
propounders and prophets or various 
faiths stood for and preached catholiaty 
broadmindedness and love of fellow 
beings, some of the so-called votaries 
and champions of religions are 





encouraging aggressive chauvin'sir., 
spreading venom and hfitiod agi’’'.’ 
other sections of the r.oci ly ind 
deriving sadistic ^tisfacuon tiom the 
massacre and killing of ttm of 

other communities 

The new world ordoi n: i .! create a 
milieu which would indu.o ddloront 
religions to sound tiic I'otu of the otemal 
and tho universal and prtiach ifio one 
truth which may sns-ncr. the life force at 
global level I hi ■ stioss has to be on 
uniting mankunf in mutual understanding, 
goodwill and h.innony and on pulling 
down the t>ami;(s which divide mankind 
by making it captive of dogmatic claims 
and pro|udices That it may not bo 
difficult would bocome apparent when we 
realise that despite all tfio variances in the 
externals and the rituals, tho inner 
purpose and essence of all religions is the 
same, namely, spiritual salvation, nobler 
life and love of mankind Some people 
might subscribe to the doctrine that if 
you want to understand one religion 
you must understand all religions The 
greater truth however us that if you 
understand ono religion, you would 
understand all religions 

Undoubtedly science and tochnclogy 
have placed at our disposal all the material 
and physical comforts and gadgets to make 
our life free from physical hardships. Unless 
however side with that we can provide 
satiation to tfie hunger of tho spirit, the 
urges of our inner self and unless we 
undergo a course of spiritual evolution, our 
mental and inner landscape would remain 
barren, vulnerable and exposed to tho fury 
of turmoil and peace of mind would elude 
us Tha* is why some of the most advanced 
countries with the highest standard of living, 
like Sweden and Norway, have the highest 
incidence of suicide 

The new world order in order to be 
enduring has to bo based upon justice, 
fairplay and harmonious relationship 
between tho different segments of tho 
humanity. Human race cannot for long afford 
to remain divided into two compartments — 
one consisting of developed and affluent 
nations and the other composed of poor 
non-developod. euphemistically called 
developing nations, of the world Today tho 
developing world has 75 per cent of the 
world population and 14 per cent of tho 
world's income, a situation attnbutable not 
only to resource capitalism but also 
knowledge capitalism This would 
become a source of constant irritation 
and create a fertile soil wherein sprout 
seeds of conflict To set right this 
situation sections of the human race 
would have to play meaningful role 
While the rich nations could lend thoir 
helping hand by providing financial 
and material aid and furnishing 
technical expertise, the major nart 
would have to be played by the poor 
nations themselves In the ultimate 
analysis the nations go up by thoir own 
efforts, labour and diligence and not 


by knocking at tho doors of the other 
nations with a beggar’s bowl. Although it 
may not be possible to bridge or eliminate 
altogether this gap of economic disparities 
in near future, concerted efforts must be 
made to narrow and shorten as far as 
possible this gap For this purpose the poor 
nations must spend much more on 
education and improving the housing, 
clothing, nutritional standards of the people 
and undertaking other schemes of general 
welfare rather than frittering away their 
meagre resources on mutual squabbles, 
quarrels and conflicts and providing 
wherewithal for the luxurious life-style of 
their rulers Another disquie&ng feature is 
the malaise of corruption which has become 
almost ubiquitous feature of the 
administration there. Although corruption 
anywhere is bred, rich countries can 
somehow afford it In the case of poor 
nation, it apart from causing mass 
disenchantment, signals death knell of all 
schemes of general welfare 


Man Is not only tho architect of 
hla own fate but also both his 
own best frlwid as well as his 
worst enemy. May one hope that 
we do not dissipate this 
opportunity by our own folly, 
shortalghtedneas or wickedness 
but utilise It by creating a better 
order of things and carving out 
brighter human destiny and 
superior human existence. 


At no time has there been greater 
need for world peace than today 
when science and technology have 
placed in our hands tha most temble 
weapons of destruction Today major 
powers possess sophisticated weapons 
which can destroy the entire mankind ten 
times over If, as a result of some pact, 
they are reduced even by one-half, it would 
be no consolation for the humanity to know 
that instead of being destroyed ten times 
over It can be destroyed and exterminated 
five time over If a war breaks out either by 
design or even by accident wherein such 
weapons are used, there would be no 
human eye to gaze upon the aftermath of 
this destruction, though cynics might well 
say that the sun and moon would still 
continue to rise and the stars would still 
scintillate. Whether that can be enough 
consolation for the human race facing 
extinction. I do not know, but It underlines 
the imperative need for world peace. We 
have to develop a temper of global discipline 
and create a climate of peace and order of 
things from which wars and conflicts are 
banished tor good The tragedy is that the 
less developed countries are given to 
greater bellicosity and are more prone to 
mutual conflicts and thus they fritter away 
their meagre resources meant for 
development. 

Aurobindo was one of the first to 


emphasise that in the new order of things 
no nation can live in isolation and that there 
has to be greater interaction between the 
people from ail over the universe. He even 
contemplated a move towards World 
Government and World Union. Time is now 
past and it would not be possible for any 
country to seclude itself from the rest of the 
world as was done by Japan at one time. In 
flie new world order each country would 
have to integrate its economy and knit it 
together in the fabric of world economy. It 
would not be possible and indeed it would 
be suicidal for any country to isolate its 
economy and subscribe to the notion of 
secluded economy. There is now, growing 
realisation that a good number of our 
schemes of economic planning were led 
astray and hijacked by notions and 
Ideologies which failed to deliver the goods 
and made us build edifices on foundations 
of sand. We thus began worshipping at 
shnnes of deities which proved to be false 
gods. All this has to be rectified in the now 
order of things wherein global interaction 
on economic plcine is bound to gain 
momentum. 

Wo cannot also afford, in tho new world 
order, to ignore the demands of ecology 
and needs of better environment. As a result 
of increasing tempo of industrialisation, the 
danger of environmental pollution has 
bocome much more acute and unless we 
pay equal heed to keep our environments 
healthy and in good shape, the whole 
atmosphere is bound to get vitiated. Already 
danger signals are being sounded about 
the diminution of the ozone layer In our 
own country, despite the danon call of Van 
Mahotsava given in the early years of 
independence, we find that corrupt 
pditidans in league with unscrupulous 
contractors and other officials have played 
havoc with our forest wealth Huge areas 
have been depleted of trees with the result 
that it has aversely affected the normal 
incidence of rainfall there and the capadty 
of the soil to absorb it It is no wonder that 
some times we have floods and in other 
years have to face the spectre of drought. 
Not much attention also was till recently 
paid to pollution of river waters as a result 
of discharge therein of sewage, dirt and 
contaminated material, even though our 
scriptures have bestowed halo of holiness 
on our major rivers. The problem peered by 
nuclear waste, insecticide spraying, acid 
rain, ocean dumping and disposable diapers 
has to be tackled. Nor can we allowr pollution 
in big dties and Industrial areas. Ail these 
shortcomings would have to be rectified if 
we want to create a better world in the new 
order of things.

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A State Of Political Flux 
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No matter what kind of realignment takes 
place in India in the coming months and 
years, the political philosophies the vanous 
parties profess seem to be in for a change 
oven earlier Since the last election, the old 
animosities have lost their sharpness and 
new equations are emerging among the 
parties Some regional groupings have been 
on the retreat and some find safety in 
shanng their inference with other parties. 
All this IS not going to leave parties 
personalities and their philosophies^ 
unchanged 

This need not, of couise, be taken to 
mean that we can now start expecting the 
splitting of national parties and formation of 
new alliances This certainly is not about to 
happen Maybe, this will not happen at all. 
What will of course happen, at first 
imperceptibly and later in a more 
pronounced manner, is a softening up of 
ideologies. These will be more prone to 
change in meeting the exigencies of current 
situations A semblance of this change has 
already been noticed since the t091 
elections, which enabled the Congress and 
the BJP to cooperate in certain situations 
and tempted the Janata Dal to vote for the 
BJP amendments to the President's Address 
in the current session oi Parliament The 
Leftists too are in throes of change, which 
made some of them to criticise the 
Government's economic policy and some 
like Mr. Jyoti Basu to givo it qualified 
support But this should not be taken to 
mean that a new era of compiomise and 
lessening of tensions is upon us. It only 
means that changes in political philosophies 
is a possibility The old attitudes and policies 
are in a cauldron of change But one cannot 
say that a broth will emerge from it to the 
liking of all. 

The fears about the Congress party not 
being able to withstand the pressures of 
governing without a majority are giving way 
to the expectation that Mr. Narasimha Rao 
may yet bring off the miracle of going 
through the full five-year term as a minority 
government. What kind of realignment, if at 
all, will enable that to happen should be of 
interest to the nation at the moment. Whal 
will it do for instance to a party like the BJP 
which finds itself so near and yet so far 
from power at the Centro? Will it make it 
learn to live with other parties or will it 
make it more desperate to gain the crown 
of New Delhi? Political parties are not 
altruistic institutions that they will live for 
others. They are bound to be calculating all 
the time what a situation holds for them. 

As Mr. Narasimha Rao consolidates his 
position, won't the patience of the Opposition 
wear thin? Within the Congress will 
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pressures build up to givo up the consensus 
approacli and, as it gathers more confidence 
in Itself, to take to more strident attitudes 
towards others? Ever since Mr Narasimha 
Rao came to power, the impression had 
been steadily growing that the BJP was 
going soft on him and would not mind 
enabling him to continue as long as tho 
party itself is not ready to face an election 
The BJP leader, Mr. L K Advani, called 
Mr Narasimha Rao the most respected 
Prime Minister after Mr. Lai Bahadur Shastri. 
Mr Atal Behari Vajpayee in a Lok Sabha 
speech made a convincing case for a 
consensus approach. But it took just a day 
of demolition work at Ayodhya to start off 
the speculation that the old understanding 
was about to break down The two parties 
appeared to be on a collision course The 
Homo Minister, Mr S B Chavan, hinting at 
the possibility of the BJP Government in 
Uttar Pradesh being dismissed proved how 
fragile (>clitica! attitudes can bo and how 
fast the change can come under tho stress 
of difficult situations 

A Congress member of the Rajya Sabha, 
Mr Suresh Kalmadi, created a stir when 
his resolution to suspend the question hour 
and discuss instead tho Ayodhya situation 
received support not from his own party 
but, though not wholly unexpectedly, from 
tho anti-Congress Janata Dal There had 
already been straws in Delhi's political wind 
that even if Mr. Narasimha Rao tried to go 
along softly with tho BJP, powerful leaders 
‘vithin his party were out to take a stridently 
critical line against the frarty. Mr Sharad 
Pawar, Mr Arjun Singh and Mr. Madhavrao 
Scindia have all been associated in varying 
degrees of high-tension with the anti-BJP 
stance. Ironically, they are also all thought 
to have their eyes on the top job in the era 
beyond Mr Narasimha Rao. At the time of 
writing, with the situation expectedly fluid, 
no answers were available to the question 
whether the Uttar Pradesh Government was 
going to make it difficult for Mr. Narasimha 
Rao to sail along with it and whether the 
lobbies within tho Congress were going to 
show how brittle was the relationship 
between the BJP and the Congress. The 
only conclusion one could draw was that 
the situation that existed in the last nine 
months could not be taken for granted. But 
would they want to rock the boat now when 
that would not help anyone of them? 

One of the factors which have helped the 
Narasimha Rao Government weather the 
political uncertainty with which it was bom 


was the wide acceptance of its policies in 
the country. Mr Advani had to admit that 
Mr. Narasimha Rao had come to enjoy a 
"de facto majority’ When the 1991 election 
results were out, he said that the days of 
anti-Congressism were over Did he say it 
because the Congress party had received 
the mandate as the largest single party in 
Parliament? It could not have been so 
because in the 1989 election also it had 
turned out to be the largest party In that 
case, what made the difference? The 
removal of Mr. Rajiv Gandhi from the scene? 
Maybe, with tho tallest and the most 
controversial Congress leader gone, 
elements in the Opposition perhaps thought 
that it could now do business with that party. 
Or, were they thoroughly disgusted with the 
experiment of living with each other after 
the 1989 election? Whatever the correct 
interpretation, it showed that shift had started 
from the old thinking and new ideas were 
coming into play 

Mr Narasimha Rao himself must have 
been surprised by the acceptance his 
economic policies achieved The BJP was 
not only eager to welcome the new policy. 
It wanted to own some of it Much later it 
realised that if it continued on that road, it 
might lose some of its relevance for its 
supporters The budget presented by 
Mr. Manmohan Singh provided an ideal and 
early opportunity for the BJP to make it 
known that it does not relish the image of 
being close to the Congress. It went on to 
launch a scathing attack on the budget. But 
this could not take away the basic fact that 
the economic policy found the two parties 
on a similar course. How would Ayodhya 
change it? 

Most people realised that there was no 
alternative but to take the road to market 
economy. When Mr. Narasimha Rao took 
over, the economic situation was precarious. 
Just then the Soviet Union was collapsing 
amidst economic ruin The Narasimha Rao 
Government thus made the changes it 
wanted at a very psychological moment At 
any other time the Lett would have created 
a great furore There would have been 
rumblings even within the Congress party 
The noises that the Leftists have been 
making have not impressed. They are 
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thought to tx} mainly for thi; record 
Mr. Narasimha Rao has boon s iymg that 
ho continues to adhere to the Nehru lino 
His supportors add that had Nehru been 
living, he too would have done the same 
There are many who do not agree with this 
line of thought but at prosont tlioy consider 
It prudent to lie low 

In the Lok Sabha when the Government 
sailed through the vole on the President’s 
Address early in March, the Congress and 
the BJP were tfio only parties which 
emerged unscathed All others wore loft in 
a sad state as the electronic voting machine 
in the House wont to work on the actual 
standing of the vanous parties The 
Samajwadi Janata Dal, after a bitter attack 
on the now economic policy by its leader, 
Mr Chandra Shekhar, was not even hoard 
of The Janata Dal calculation was that it 
had secured an advantage for itself by 
making the BJP stick to the amendments it 
had tabled to the President's Address, thus 
adding to the discomfiture of those who 
want the BJP to help the Congress, only to 
find that it had itself turned into a party of 
irrelevance which, apart from not having 
been able to tilt the balance, found many of 
Its members missing Its ally in the National 
Front, the Telugu Dosam Party, came a 
cropper, with its loader, Mr N T Rama Rao, 
unable to discipline his flock The flock in 
fact ran helter-skelter, giving a setback to 
yet another experiment in regional party 
politics 

Tho one-time confidant of Mr Rama Rao, 
the former Information and Broadcasting 
Minister, Mr P Upondra, said that the 
Opposition loaders should realise that the 
days of negative politics were over In a 
way Mr N T. Rama Rao had himself started 
on this course when he had rejected tho 
Janata Dal suggestions that he put up a 
candidate against the Prime Minister, 
Mr Narasimha Rao But as it happened 
tfio situation saw Mr Rama Rao and 
Mr Upendra breaking off from each other 
in angor and abuse Mr Upendra’s call also 
came near to Mr Advani's earlier comments 
about anti-Congressism 

With the split in the Shiv Sena, many 
have come to behove that the regional 
parties have lost their appeal The 
question is whether their decline will result 
in the stiengthening of the national parties. 
The AlADMK of course is playing its 
role but only as an ally of a national 
party. 

If the Lok Sabha vote means that the 
Congress will continue to be supported by 
elements in tho Opposition, there has to 
emerge a basis for letting this happen Who 
would have said it better than the Pnme 
Minister himself when ho made the 
uncharacteristic (for him) remark that the 
vote proved that the Congress has many 
■invisible" friends? But how long can that 
situation last? They will have to have an 
exc jse for helping him That can be 
pro idad by the policies Mr. Narasimha Rao 
folic vs. The basis of this support cannot be 
individuals and Individual parties There will 


have to be an ideological drawing together 
of some kind Perhaps this is already 
happening That is why Mr Narasimha Rao 
has given no indication that he is hampered 
in any way by his not enjoying a majority 
He has been spelling out his policies without 
bothering to know whether ho will be able 
to carry them thiough When ho began his 
caioor as Prime Minister, ho said he would 
*ry to get issue-based support This means 
support on the basis of policies But the 
difficulty, will come if his party managers will 
want a majonty of their own Will they be 
able to do It without earning the odium of 
causing defections’ Which of the two 
courses will Mr. Narasimha Rao choose — 
a majority of his own or an issue-based 
majority’ When she was leading a minority 
government in 1969, Mrs Gandhi showed 
how this can bo done She forced the 
Left parties to support her government 
by adopting policies (like ending tho 
privileges of the princes and tho 
nationalisation of banks), which they could 
not have opposed 

But there are certain imponderables For 
instance, the BJP is careful not to bo dubbed 
a supporter of the Government for that will 
moan a diminishing role tor it as an 
Opposition party It has to be constantly 
preparing for a future general election, 
whenever that comes Alter reaching tho 
zenith of its influence, it cannot now let go 
To be able to do well in a future election, it 
has to keep up its stance of high pitched 
opposition At present it is happy that the 
Narasimha Rao Government has not fallen 
during the ensis on the Presidont's Address 
debate, which would have caused an 
immediate election At the same time it faces 
the stark truth that if Mr. Narasimha Rao 
continues to do well, tho foremost 
Opposition party which must build itself up 
on tho mistakes of the rulers of the day will 
to that extent have to take a back-seat Its 
leadership knows that some day the BJP 
rank and file will ask what is the point in 
bolstering up the Congress party when some 
of Its leading lights, like Mr Arjun Singh 
and Mr. Madhavrao Scindia, use every 
opportunity to show it in bad light But 
even if tho leaders of the two parties are 
able to achieve an equation in dealing 
with each other, the rank and file in both 
camps will feel the unease The present 
situation thus cannot last long There can 
be no ideological affinity between the 
two parties But what is to be watched is 
whether ideology itself will start being 
softened and altered to suit the needs of 
realpolitik. 

This kind of a softening or realignment or 
adjustment of ideologies has yet to begin in 
a meaningful way But aren't the seeds 
being sown now? There are of course 
certain uncertainties which cannot be 
glossed over. In the world beyond, with the 
collapse of the Soviet communist system 
and the ascendency of the American way 
of life, an ideologic^ battle in the West is 
an unlikely development. But in poor 
countnes where a large percentage of the 


population still lives under the poverty line, 
ideology will continue to play a role The 
market economy will have to be dove-tailed 
with the welfare state model What to say 
of tho poor Third World countries, even the 
rich western nations have had to adopt the 
welfare state model The free market 
economy has found wide acceptance in 
India but this does not mean that the people 
will not question its efficacy if the economy 
relies solely on the survival of the fittest. 
Tho Government will have to tempier the 
capitalist economy with steps that provide 
greater social security to tho people Since 
their resources will continue to be scarce to 
bring this about, the masses will remain 
restive This is what will keelj Indian political 
parties busy 

In this process they may not always look 
for their "natural allies" “Practical allies" will 
bo looking for the lowest common factor of 
cooperation Ideology can bo bent to these 
needs This is a process that is not easy to 
seo whore it will take party politics It could 
create a mix of political attitudes Their 
churning will determine tho kind of future 
polity that will como about in India The 
wind sw(K)ping across a country whose 
economics is already changing is sure to 
lead to a new political atmosphere too 
There could be several meeting points in it 
which will suit the various political outfits 
Take the present case While the Congress 
Government keeps on clinging to the claim 
that It IS following the Nehruvian lino, the 
BJP makes it out that it is supporting the 
policy because it takes tho country away 
from tho Nehru mode This kind of talk 
creates a grey area of ideologies Its first 
practical fiuit was tho way tho Congress 
and tho BJP shared the offices of the 
Speaker and tho Deputy Speaker A 
bigger indication will come at the time of 
the Presidential election. Whatever 
happens at tho time will mark another 
watershed But just as easily Ayodhya could 
wipe away any understanding It is here 
tfiat realpolitik will determine how tar each 
can go 

The transformation of the attitude to 
Mr Ram Jethmalani is a case in point 
Only some months ago who would have 
expected him to openly support a Congress 
budget’ And who would have expected 
him to be included in the Prime Minister’s 
delegation to Mauritius’ Having had to 
leave the BJP for taking up the defence of 
Mrs Gandhi's alleged killers, he went on 
to launch a bitter attack on Mr Rajiv 
Gandhi to bring him down For such a 
politician to be travelling with a Congress 
Prime Minister as a member of his 
delegation is the best example of the new 
grey area of politics that can bo seen 
dawning 

All these point to the fact that party and 
personal differences are wearing thin. Even 
if the parties remain as they are, they need 
not remain air-tight compartments for each 
other. Their outlines will keep changing. 
We surely are on the brink of a flux in our 
politics. 
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Dimensions Of Government 

Debt Crisis

The soft options pursued by the 
governments in the past have already 
pushed the country close to a debt trap 
Wo reached a stage whore the government 
has no option but to borrow just to meet the 
repayment liability in respect of the loans 
taken earlier A good part of the current 
loans IS being used towards amortisation 
and interest payments 

The total liabilities of the Government 
India are expected to be Rs 352,880 29 
crore by the end of 1991 92 and Rs 
395,038 58 crore by the end of 1992 93 
The total internal liabilities of Government 
of India are expected to bo Rs 317,379 31 
crore by the end of 1991 92 and 
Rs 355,473 97 crore by the end of 
1992-93 While the total external debt is 
expected to be Rs 35,500 98 crore by the 
end of 1991-92 and Rs 39,564 61 crore by 
the end of 1992-93 

The total liabilities of the Central 
government consist of internal debt, external 
debt and other liabilities Internal debt 
consists of market borrowings, treasury bills, 
special securities issued to the Rescivo 
Bank and special bearer bonds Other 
internal liabilities include small savings, 
collections, provident funds, nrservo funds 
and deposits The external liabilities consist 
of external commercial borrowings, IMF 
loans, and external assistance 

The outstanding internal liabilities as a 
whole, registered a sharp increase in the 
eighties, from 35 6 per cent of GDP in 1980- 
81 to 52 2% in 1991-92 The bulk of this 
increase was on account of a sharp increase 
in other internal liabilities (small savings, 
provident funds etc ) ws a-ws market 
borrowings The share of this category in 
total internal liabilities incieased from 36 5% 
in 1980 81 to 46 7 per cent in 1991 92 As 
the internal liabilities carry higher interest 
rates, this has also contributed in growing 
interest liabilities 

The outstanding external liabilities (at 
historical exchange rates) as a ratio of GDP 
started declining in the late eighties The 
estimated outstanding external liabilities at 
the end of 1991-92 stood at 5 8 per cent of 
GDP compared with 8 3 per cent in 1980- 
81. However, this trend becomes worrisome 
when the outstanding external liabilities 
are expressed in terms of year end 
exchange rates The ratio of external liability 
of Central government at year end exchange 
rates to GDP, increased from 9 9 per cent 
at the end of 1980-81 to 12 9 per cent oi 
1990-91. 

An offshoot of the growth in internal and

external liabilities is the mounting burden of 
interest payments While gross interest 
payments as a ratio of total government 
expenditure more than doubled between 
1980-81 and 1991-92 to 23 2 per cent, net 
interest payments increased by four times 
to 13 9 per cent, during the same period 
As result of the fiscal correction measures 
introduced by the government, the 
outstanding internal and external liabilities 
in 1991-92 as ratio of GDP have shown a 
marginal fall to 58 0 per cent from 58 8 per 
cent in the previous year However, this 
has not helped in reducing the net inteiest 
liability on accumulated debt In 1991-92 it 
incrcasi'd by ovi.'r 2 percentage points cf 
total expenditure It is impeiativo that the 
Government should puisuo the policy of 
fiscal Goirection mote vigorously in the 
coming years to have a perceptible impact 
on the growing interest tiuiden of the 
government 

As a proportion of national income the 
external debt liability has h(>en rising from 
19 2 per cent at the end of 1984 85 to 22 3 
per cent at the end of 1987-88 and about 
24 2 per cent at tne end of 1986 89 It 
would bo of little consequence to relate tfie 
debt to exports because the present liability 
IS more than two and a half time's the current 
level of our exports, and as it is, there is 
already a sizeable trade account deficit 
because of the impoi'.s which sr-em 
unavoidable, despite ttie import 
compression 

Equally disturbing is the slow utilisation 
of external assistance For fivi; ycais ending 
1988-89 the utilisation totalled Ms 19,211 
crore as against the authorisation ol 
Rs 30,836 crore representing 62 per cent 
utilisation during ttie last five years A slow 
utilisation of loan moans an addition to the 
repayment liability without any addition to 
the productive capacity lor which the loan 
was taken 

The year 1991 92 h.--, boon an 
exceptionally difficult year lor .he t'iconoin^ 
with the deepening of the cn; is The balance 
of payments problems, which emergeo in 
1990-91 had reached crisis proportions by 
Juno 1991 Foreign cuirency assets had 
declined to Rs 2,383 crore (US $1 1 billion) 
at the end of June 1991 which was barely 
enough to finance two weeks ol imports 
and annual rate of inflation reached a peak 
of 16 7 per cent in the fourth week of August 



1991 The new government took several 
stops to achieve iTiacro-economic 
stabilisation and to restore viability to the 
BOP crisis The result of some of these 
measures has been that our foreign 
exchange reserves situation appears to 
have improved, as we now have over 
Rs 11,000 crore ($4 4 billion) worth of 
foreign exchange reserves But given the 
current state of affairs this is only temporary 
improvement 

The piesrrnt resource crunch may compel 
the government to resort to additional 
borrowings botti internally and externally 
The deteriorating balance of payments 
position may necessitate a fresh loan, 
leading to a further rise in the country's 
debt and repayment obligation Even though 
the rise in petroleum crude prices, which 
may not be as high as feared earlier, would 
impose an additional burden on the balance 
of payments, it is not possible to curtail the 
imports of petroleum crude and products 
beyond a point 

Accordingly, it is expected that the 
balance ol payments will continue to be 
under pressure in next few years particularly 
111 1991 and 1992 Whotfier exports will 
glow as rapidly as in recent years will 
depend not only on the global economic 
situation but also on domestic conditions 
such ns agricultural production and the 
effective implementation of various 
economic policies adopted by the 
government recently Slower economic 
giowth in Europe, disintegration ol erstwhile 
USSR now Russia affecting our exports 
adversely and the prevailing recession in 
United States will certainly have an adverse 
impact Moreover oven if there is an effective 
implementation of various economic policies 
It cannot be expected to reap fruits 
immediately Therefore, under the 
circumstances it may be expected that 
exports might grow at 8 to 10 per cent in 
the coming two years 

India's imports ol capital goods, 
intermediate goods for exporters are likely 
to rise in the next few years India's

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New Delhi Supplying Arms 

To Kabul?

Hif tins been a relentless battle against 
the Russian occupation from the beginning, 
when lie was only 40 But today, aftr.a seeing 
Moscow quit Afghanistan, he has allowed 
anger to cloud his judgment Ho does not 
seem to want any part of his country, if the 
power IS to be shared by two erstwhile 
communist parties, the Kha/g and the 
P.irchnm, or their successor combination, 
Watan, or their supporters 

"I will have nothing to do with those who 
wore once communists," Hikmatyar told mo 
in Peshawar the other diy He favours 
elections within a year under a Bangladesh- 
type of arrangement, where the country's 
chief justice headed the government to 
supervise fresh elections in the wake of 
General Ershad's downfall Hikmatyar does 
not mind "non controversial people" forming 
an intoiim government and supervising the 
polls But in no case is he prepared to 
accept a set up, which will include the 
communists or their followers In fact, he 
wants them to bo disfranchised 

Hikmatyar realises that the UN proposals 
— an interim government representing all 
the Afghan parties to supervise democratic 
elections — have not only the support of 
Washington and Moscow but also 
Islamabad He also realises that if he were 
to withdraw his objection, he could help 
end the uncertainty in Afghanistan But he 
does not mind waiting even at the expense 
of postponing the exit of President 
Najibullah 

Where Hikmatyar has gone wrong is in 
his inability to assess others' strength, the 
opposition Najibullah is facing in pushing 
through an arrangement, which will give a 
share in power to the Mujahideen Many 
stalwarts in the Afghan army arc reluctant 
to compromise with those against whom 
they have fought a long battle. Hikmatyar 
and other fundamentalists In southern 
provinces of Afghanistan, General Momen 
has revolted and so has Colonel Juma 
Ashak on Ms count 

But Hikmatyar is bothered about Amenca, 
which is his bete noire He feels that the 
verdict of loyajirga (a jaarliamont of tribals), 
which Washington is advocating, is not a 
real election. TTiis, according to him. was 
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being favoured because America does not 
want to risk the outcome in Afghanistan lest 
It should bo like the one in Algena (where 
the lundamentalists have won at the polls) 
Ho IS confident that the purpose for which 
they fought — the Islamic rule in Kabul — 
will be achieved before long 

Hikmatyar is disappointed that Pakistan 
has "changed its stance", supporting 
fundamentalists And he sees Washington's 
hand behind it But he is not worried "If the 
Russians could not subjugate us, who else 
would”, he asks Indeed, he has an 
entrenched following in Pakistan Sami-ul- 
Hnq, the Jamaat-i-lslami chief, has already 
come to his side, demanding the 
government to support the Afghan 
Mujahideens "Who are not only fighting thoir 
battle but a battle of Muslim ummha " The 
same sentiment has been echoed by other 
important quarters 

After having been retired summarily, 
Lt Gen Hamid Gul, who was the chief of 
the ISI, the military intelligence agency that 
has armed and directed the Mujahideten, 
has said that Pakistan and the 'cause’ of 
Afghans cannot be separated as both have 
the same objectives He has voiced support 
to the 'cause’ of Afghans as it means the 
welfare of Pakistan In other words, he sees 
the new policy of Islamabad as a departure 
from the 'cause’ of Afghans, meaning the 
rule of fundamentalists 

It IS significant that the Islamic Republic 
of Iran has become more active than ever 
before The Iranian consulate in Peshawar 
last month arranged a cultural programme, 
where a number of Afghan students 
participated They wore the national dress 
of Iran, pinned on their vests the photo of 
late Imam Ayatollah Khomeini and sang the 
national anthem of Iran, Professor 
Sibghatullah, president of the 'Afghan interim 
government’, protested against it publicly 
Teheran wants to take over from where 
Islamabad has left 

Jettisoning Hikmatyar must have been a 
difficult decision for Islamabad because it 
means joining issue with the various Muslim 
parties (for example, Jamaat-i-IsJami), which 
constitute the Islamic Jummunat Itehad, the 
ruling combination that prime minister 
Nawaz Sharif heads. But Pakistan could 
not afford to stay embroiled in Afghanistan 
where a fratricidal warfare might become 
inevitable. 



Pakistan has only faced the realities on 
the ground It has found that, with all its 
support, the Mujahideen have neither been 
able to dislodge Najibullah, nor occupy 
Kabul despite several attacks Their fervour 
IS lessening since the Mujahideen have no 
interest left after the Russians withdrawal. 

Also, after their withdrawal, the raison 
d’etre of Pakistan’s assistance has gone 
The stoppage of U S aid, funnelled through 
Islamabad, exhausted whatever dividenefs 
It was reaping From the Pakistan point of 
view, there was nothing to be gained by 
sustaining the hostilities True, it has also 
practically obliterated the Durand Line, which 
the Pakhtuns in Pakistan never accepted 
and which Abdul Wall Khan, the Awami 
National Party (ANP) chief, does not want 
Islamabad to recognise 

But the 12-year-old war has also made 
the border with Afghanistan virtually non¬ 
existent The absence of border has led to 
free trades in narcotics and arms, which 
have created serious domestic problems in 
Pakistan It cannot afford to leave things as 
they stand today 

The people in Pakistan want the three 
million Afghan refugees (like the 
Bangladeshis India had in 1972) to go back 
since they are not only claiming a big chunk 
of business but also playing politics in the 
country Another arrangement which is 
gaining ground is that the Behari muslims, 
who fought for Pakistan, are being allowed 
to languish in the camps of Bangladesh, 
while the Afghans are being 'pampered'. 

Significantly, Islamabad’s dilution of 
support to Hikmatyar has synchronised with 
the return of its team from Central Asian 
Republics They want in Afghan Islam, not 
mullah Because of their fear that funda¬ 
mentalists may take over at Kabul, they 
have continued the supply of arms to the 
Najibullah government Hikmatyar admits 
the arms supply But he rationalises it as 
an exchange of weapons for gas from 
Afghanistan. 

Some 30 per cent people in Afghanistan 
appear to be committed to Najibullah or the

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What Has Been Wrong With India? 
Need For A New Polity

It IS commonplace nowadays to talk about 
the poor condition ot our economy after 
tour decades since independence It has 
almost became fashionable to blame the 
model of economic development pursued 
by Jawaharlal Nehru as being responsible 
for all the ills of today - that he followed 
the Soviet model of building heavy industry, 
thal the public sector has turned out to be 
huge loss making outfit, and that we nave 
to quickly catch up with the rest ol the 
world and so. go in tor an open market 
economy This attitude has got a new 
impetus with Dr Manmohan Singh's crusade 
for “globalisation" which in simple terms 
moans an aggressively open door policy 
and the dismantling o( our (.'ntiro system, 
lock, stock and barre' 

Before one examines the validity of such 
a proposition, it is important to leviow how 
economic development tias been brought 
about since independence - its 
imperatives, its strong and weak points, what 
was aimed and what was actually achieved 
Out of such a review can one gel an 
objective view about what really has gone 
wrong in our present system 

Consider oursolvo' being placed in 
charge of the nation's destiny in 1947 At 
that point of time, the Government of 
independent India inherited from the British 
Raj an economy in which famine was a 
common feature There had been no 
infrastructure tor industrialisation, the 
railways having been the only one laid out 
for British military and commercial purposes 
Whatever could be set up by Indian enter¬ 
prise were largely confined to light industries 
Barring the Tatas, nobody could venture 
into the field of heavy industry in the British 
days The war that had just preceded the 
independence of our country, had drained off 
a very considerable section of the nation's 
resources, both human and material 
On top of that had come the partition, 
with the bloody trail marking the biggest 
migration in modern times in which lakhs 
were involved and thousands lost their lives 
in bloody carnage unparalleled in human 
history Then the British had left the country 
facing the prospects of imminent 
disintegration with hundreds of princedoms 
both large and small, dotted all over the 
country It was the genius of Sardar Patel 
that he not only foiled the British plan, but 
actually integrated all the states 

Under such circumstances, the 
foundations of modern economic deve¬ 
lopment demanded industrialisation, which 
in turn required the setting up of heavy 
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industries, which serve as the classical 
mother of industrial rovolution Hence was 
initiated an extensive programme of building 
new projects for steel, heavy engineering, 
heavy electricals, new thermal and hydel 
installations and extension and updating of 
the railway network Side by side gigantic 
irrigation projects, with huge dams and 
fertiliser projects were undertaken to 
promote agriculture 

This entire blueprint of economic 
development had to bo implemented by the 
State for the very simple reason that no 
private enterprise had ttie resources to 
undertake it Hence the birth of the public 
sector - which meant large scale 
government investment for economic 
development was needed to help in the 
uplifting ot the vast number of people 
situated in conditions of impoverishment and 
destitution, as was to be expected of an 
economy left in a state ot under 
development thanks to exploitative colonial 
rule for ready two '"enturies To rely entirely 
on the laws of supply and demand of the 
market would have resulted firstly in the 
neglect of indigenous economic 
development and total dependence on tfie 
developed countries, with our coun.ry 
continuing as the agrarian hinterland for 
their developed economies Secondly, the 
uplift of the vast millions would have been 
totally neglected, as the law of the market 
lays down the exclusive survival of the fittest 

It IS worth noting that our country adopted 
what IS known as ‘mixed economy' That is, 
we consciously deaded against going for a 
free-market economy, while at tho same 
time, we demarcated ourselves from tho 
command economy system which grew 
under the Soviet model of development 
Inevitably, this model was at tho beginning 
assailed from both the Right and the Loft 
opinions The Rightist criticism was that it 
was not a pure market economy, that the 
State would be playing a role in the 
functioning of the economy The Loft 
complaint was that the private sectoi would 
be allowed freedom and the State control 
would be limited, and therefore not faking a 
socialist path It may be recalled that the 
goal set by the Congress at its Avadi session 
was for a "socialistic path" and not for 
socialism 

This bnngs out that our approach to 
economic development has been based on 



the Indian realities and not just a model 
borrowed from either the Communist system 
or tho Western free-enieipriso system This 
IS a point worth remembering when today 
the)re is a powerful move for morging Indian 
development programme into the global 
stream There is no doubt tho need to be 
part of the world development, at the same 
time, tho distinctively Indian identity based 
on tho urges and requirements of our own 
people can hardly be ignored 

What then was missing in the economic 
system that has been built up in our country 
in tho four decades since independence'? 
Cur goal, as laid down in tho groat debate 
of the fifties, has been to achieve growth 
with social justice Growth implies the 
strengthening of the economy, while social 
justice demands development of measures 
in keeping with ttie concept of a welfare 
state There is no doubt that conspicuous 
growth has been achieved in tho forty-five 
years since independence Not onfy the 
classical model of industrial revolution but 
considerable advance has been registered 
in the direction of harnessing modern 
technology Today India can claim to be 
one of the most advanced in the entire 
Third World 

But what IS the progress we have made 
in the sphcio of social justice? The very 
fact that forty per cent of our population is 
below the poverty line and not even forty 
per cent has had tho benefit of literacy, that 
housing is appallingly inadequate even in 
big cities and drinking water is yet to reach 
out to all tho villages -- all these point to 
the grim reality that welfare measures are 
far from adequate and we can hardly claim 
to have established a stable system of social 
justice In a word, it can be said that in 
these tour decades, the rich in our country 
have become richer, some becoming super- 
rich, while the pool have not yet been 
assured of their due share of the national 
wealth It IS a serious drawback and needs 
to be attended to 

There is another aspect of our progress 
as a modern state which needs critical 
appraisal Ours is a democratic system, ana 
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W8 can claim to be the largest democracy 
in the world The right to vote is enshnnixl 
in our Constitution, and wo have had as 
many as ten general elections, and by and 
large the constitutional system has been 
maintained though it had to pass thiough a 
strenuous phase of nearly two years during 
the Emergency of 19/5 77 The fxjrcontago 
of people casting the.r votes is fairly high 
as compared to other dwnocracios round 
the world The executive is run along 
principlos ot cabinet responsibility, while the 
indepondonr.o of the judiciary is upheld by 
the Supreme Court as the guardian of the 
rule of law 

All this has received their due share of 
world approbation At the same time, there 
IS widespread recognition of the weakness 
and inadequacies ot our democratic polity 
For one thing wo adopted the British model 
of electoral procedure, by which tfie person 
polling the highest number of votes in a 
constituency gets elected, not necessarily 
winning the majority of votes The result 
has been that so far no government at the 
Centre can claim to have the support of 
even fifty per cent of the votes cast, let 
alone the total electorate Nearly all our 
governments both at the Centre and in the 
States, have had minority support in the 
electorate 

Secondly, the procedure of cicctioneeiing 
as It has developed has become very 
expensive for a country so impoverished as 
ours The result is that only those who can 
mobilise large funds whether individually or 
through their respective political parties can 
hope to stand for election This is a serious 
limitation in a functional democracy 

Thirdly, the focus being on the 
constituency, sectarian, caste and 
communal appeals flourish, and voting very 
often takes place along caste or communal 
lines This has contributed in no small 
measure towards the emergence of caste 
and communal politics in the country By 
Itself, this feature negates the prinaple ot 
democracy in political life 

Fourthly, it is to be noted that over the 
years, the elections have boon conducted 
in a dangerously undemocratic manner 
Violent clashes, intimidation, booth 
capturing, rigging, the use of private armies 
by candidates, bribery and corruption — all 
these have crept into the running of the 
election campaign This is not only vitiating 
the atmosphere but has started generating 
cynical aversion to the entire election 
process 

The administrative system of independent 
India originated in the days of the British 
Raj With the transfer of power, our national 
leadership took over what was known as 
the steel frame of the Bntish colonial system, 
the only difference was the White Sahib 
having departed, his post was taken over 
by his Indian counterpart So. the new 
regime of independent India continued with 
the administrative structure of the British 
Raj. 

The ncongruity did not go unnoticed, both 
at home and abroad; but this did not deter 


the leadership from going ahead with it, as 
It felt that without an administrative 
machinery in hand there could be no way 
of ensuring that its writ would run over this 
far flung country 

Whatever might have been the 
justification for carrying on with such an 
administrative structure at the beginning, 
the failure to replace or restructure it in 
keeping with the needs and problems facing 
an independent country has been a serious 
drawback on the part ot the national 
leadership Many a time the need for such 
a change could bo seen at different 
levels of political life, but nothing tangible 
was effected For quite some time, the 
Government of India toyed with what 
came to bo known as the Appleby 
Report Then came the Administrative 
Refoims Commission But no basic 
change was effected in the steel frame 
Many new appurtenances appeared, 
various sections and departments wore 
opened, but the rod tape left behind by the 
colonial Raj not only persisted but was 
stretched longer and longer Spread over 
four decades since independence, the 
Indian administrative machinery has grown 
in bulk and complexity only to make it almost 
unmanageable The decision making 
process has, if anything, become 
cumbersome, leaving little scope for 
monitoring and implementation 

This could not but have a deleterious 
effect on any nation-building programme 
For a government committed to economic 
development and soaal justice, this amazing 
display of laissez faire in the matter ot 
administration, could not but bring about 
serious distortions in the socio-economic 
life of the nation Inevitably, development 
planning did not yield the desired result ot 
social justice, if anything, economic 
disparities have widened 

Another disturbing development in the 
Indian experiment of nation-building in the 
last four decades has been the question of 
division of powers and responsibilities 
between the Centro and the States While 
we generally claim to have a federal system, 
in reality, we have a highly centralised 
system, in which the Centre plays an 
overwhelmingly dominant role This was 
perhaps inevitable at the beginning, but over 
the years, as economic development spread

communist regime Even if these people 
were wanting to change sides, Hikmatyar is

This does not, however, daunt Hikmatyar 
According to him. New Delhi is sending 
arms to the Kabul regime He says “Not 
long ago, you sent consignments by air, 
using even Indian Airlines Now you are 
doing It via sea " I do not know what proof 


and people's consciousness awakened, one 
noticed a growing assertion of regional 
identity 

This IS reflected by and large in the 
demand for more powers for the States 
However, there has been a marked 
tardiness on the part of the mlers at the 
Centre to acknowledge the need for a 
revision of the balance between the Centre 
and the States, with more powers to be 
assigned to the States Even the Sarkaria 
Commission recommendations which were 
comparatively minor and all within the 
present constitutional structure have not yet 
been implemented If one looks closely at 
the genesis of all the major trouble spots 
on the map of India today — Kashmir, 
Punjab, Assam and the north east, and 
Jharkhand - one can trace it to the neglect 
of the aspirations of different regions with 
the Centre retaining power which it should 
have divested long ago Here loo, a short¬ 
sighted approach has played havoc with 
political stability in the country 

Lastly, the partition left behind a bitter 
legacy of animosity between the majority 
Hindu population and the leadership of 
Muslim League which compelled the 
formation of Pakistan The result has been 
that a sense of ill-feeling has persisted 
between the two communities within India 
despite Its democratic system This has 
been responsible for a series of communal 
riots. Today, we are confronted with a 
situation in which aggressive communal 
approach threatens to damage the fabric of 
an integrated country This could be seen 
in the tension over the mosque-temple 
dispute at Ayodhya and its ramifications in 
many parts of the country 

What then is the crying need of the day? 
It is time that the thinking elements in the 
country assert themselves cutting across 
party barriers and dedicate themselves to 
the building of a new polity of true 
democracy right at the panchayat level and 
our economy imbued with the objective ot 
social justice drawing upon the experience 
and teachings of the great leaders of this 
mighty land. It was Gandhi who wanted the 
nation to strive to remove every drop of 
tear from the eyes of every person of this 
many-splendoured republic, which Is today 
inhabited by over eight hundred millions of 
people. 

he possesses but the way he spoke gave 
me the impression that he would be willing 
to give evidence to back up his allegation. 
(While talking about India, he makes 
distinction between the pteople and the 
government). 

But his main criticism ot India is not 
because of the arms it allegedly supplies to 
Afghanistan, but because of its “surrender' 
to America. He is worried about New Delhi's 
‘going into the lap of Washington.’ 
Embittered by the fact that America dropped 
him after Russia's withdrawal from 
Afghanistan, Hikmatyar warned me. “Learn 
from our experience They are nobody's 
friends. They will betray you the moment 
they find your utility is over.’ 
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It has not been an easy task lor the 
Narasimha Rao Government to tackle the 
economic crisis it faced in July last year. 
It took some bold decisions though they 
came <n for sharp criticism. The 
decisions were to liberalise the economy, 
open up India's market tor loioign 
investments and go in lor a massive loan 
from the IMF by agreeing to several 
conditions it imposed. The Government 
deserves credit for not only laying down 
policies in pursuance of these decisions 
but also following them up with sev''’.il 
measures. The Union Budget for 19',.- 
93 Is, in fact, a continuation of the 
policies in the face of charges that the 
Government has sold out to the IMF, 
World Bank and multi-national 
cotporalions. There ate criticisms that 
the economic situation has woisened 
with the presentation of the Union 
Budget in Parliament on February 29, 
1992. Inflation continues to rule high, 
unemployment has grown luither and 
Balance of Payment (BoP) position is fat 
from satisfactory There ate convincing 
arguments in support of t'.osc 
criticisms. There is enough evi.icnce 
also. But the Government believes this 
situation is not so bad. Intci viewed by 
Mr. B.M. Sinha in a lengthy interview 
given to Competition Success Review, 
Mr. Rameshwar Thakur, the Minister oi 
State for Finance, Government of India, 
gave the reasons in support of the claim 
that his Government is doing well. The 
following are the excerpts from the 
interview : 

Mr. B.M. Sinha : How will you like to 
describe the Union Budget lor 1992-93 
which has just been adopted by the 
Parliament?

As Prime Minister, however, Mr 
Narasimha Rao kept the real conduct of 
foreign policy in his own hands while giving 
the portfolio to a figurehead, a former Chief 
Minister of Gujarat, Madhavsinh Solanki, 
who had neither any knowledge nor 
experience nor indeed a genuine interest in 
international affairs In Mr Narasimha Rao's 
hidden hands, India’s foreign policy, like the 
Centre's domestic policy, became non 
confrontationist, non-polansed, and 
cautiously boring for friendships with 
powers hitherto treated as adversaries or 
unsympathetic bullies In eleven months he 
brought India so close to the United States 
that for different reasons thousands of 
eyebrows arched in Pakistan, Iran and 
China But the home constituency was 
pleased because in the absence of the 
USSR as a benign ally, India needed 
the best possible relations with the one 
Super Power in a so-called unipolar world 
Along with the World Bank and IMF, the 
NRis turned out to be India's saviours 
from hard currency bankruptcy While 
issues like nuclear proliferation, intellectual 
property rights, narcotics, missiles and 
Pakistan remained souring spots in 
India's relationship with Washington, the 
fast movement in defence relationship, 
with top generals of the two sides visiting 
one another and Indian participation in a 
joint naval exercise in the Indian Ocean 
arranged, showed an activism that would 
have been beyond the pale of achievement 
of any of the preceding eight Prime 
Ministers Mr. Narasimha Rao will not 
give in on the nuclear issue by signing 
the NPT He will not give away India's 
basic interests on the patents question 
without some visible compensation 

He will not take bold political measures 
to settle the Punjab and Kashmir 
insurgencies In holding elections in Punjab, 
his mam interest was in securing 13 
Congress-1 MPs from that blighted State, 
not to create a State government that 
would capture the imagination of the 
militants. On issues that deeply divide the 
elite and his party stands at a sharp distance 
from both opposition parties, PV will not be 
bold nor innovative. He wili be the last man 
to risk the life of his government by offending 
the opposition and the elite groups outside 
the government to a point that might 
genera e a consensus that his rule be 
ended 

His mn-confrontationist, gentler methods 
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and style of politics has made Mr 
Narasimha Rao acceptable as Prime 
Minister nearly to the entire elite society 
in India including the political leadership 
In this he has excelled every Prime 
Minister except Jawaharlal Nehru In the 
eleven months of his prime ministership, 
the country has been generally peaceful 
except in the throe States of Punjab, 
Kashmir and Assam PV has not disturbed 
a single opposition government nor 
pushed out a single Chief Minister of his 
own party This policy of giving the 
governments and Chief Ministers elected 
by the people a certainty of tenure has 
helped him build an image of himself 
that IS so different from that of Indira 
Gandhi, Rajiv Gandhi, Morarji Dosai and 
VP Singh 

He IS easily forgiven foi Nandyal and for 
the break up of TOP, in a ora of the grossest 
violations of political morality by the holders 
of power, these are no more than fleabites 
on the conscience of the nation On the 
other hand, some of his legislative 
thrusts — the panchayat bill, the bill to 
reform the electoral process, the decision 
to make changes in the Tehri Dam 
project -- show that on some basic issues 
his mood IS in tune with the minimum needs 
of Indian democracy One cannot expect 
PV to dramatically introduce federalism 
and decentralisation in Indian polity or 
punish the corrupt and wipe out gross 


political malpractices But if he can rule for 
full five years, his political style will probably 
make the political system less sickly than 
he found it whon he took over as Prime 
Minister 

The largest single factor that has 
helped Narasimha Rao is the end of the 
domination of the Dynasty over Indian 
politics For this, thanks are due to 
Mrs Soma Gandhi for finally deciding not 
to enter party politics With Mr Narasimha 
Rao as Prime Minister and head of the 
Congress-I, there is no anti-Congressism 
in the minds of the people though a positive 
attitude towards the party will take time 
and much positive action Narasimha Rao 
has now an "elected" Congress I behind 
him However mangled the party election 
may have been, the fact that it is no 
longer beholden to a single person and 
that at the district level a new political 
leadership appears to bo rising from the 
grassroots are important inputs of 
relevant political change in the years to 
come 

Taking all factors of Indian political life 
into account, Mr Narasimha Rao is probably 
the best Prime Minister the country could 
have tor its transition to full-fledged 
capitalism from Nehruvian "socialism" and 
from the single party, dominant 
parliamentary system to a multiparty system 
which must necessarily seek coalitional 
forms of government

continuing need for technological upgrading 
will require a high level of imports of capital 
goods and it will have to have import of 
intermediate goods to support output growth 
Growth in impons may bo expected by about 
10-11 per cent 

Thus, trade deficit is likely to aggravate 
in the next few years Even if we assume 
that the growth rate of imports and 
exports IS equal, the absolute level of 
imports IS likely to be much larger than 
that of exports The invisible account is 
likely to deteriorate although earnings 
from tourism and other invisibles may nso 
but increase in interest payments will 
more than offset the effect of increased 
earnings from tourism and invisibles In 
my opinion external debt will exceed 
$80 billion by the end of 1992 and there 
may be rise in debt service ratio to over 
26 per cent 

First of all the government should 
concentrate on the effective implementation 
of the policy prescriptions, as they have 
already been provided in the system so 
that these policy prescriptions start 
yielding results at the earliest It is neither 
required nor possible to reverse the trend 
set by the government in the last one 
year 

On the internal debt front the Government 
should adopt several steps to both minimise 
the total internal debt as well as to increase 
the efficiency and productivity of the 
government's internal debt. To control the 
total internal debt the government should 


resort to lessor market borrowings, 
reduce its own revenue expenditure by 
exorcising stringent control over wasteful 
expenditure, raise non tax revenue by 
inc'-easing the profitability of public sector 
enterprises, as well as raise tax revenues 
by imposing presumptuous tax on 
agriculturists owning more than 20 hectares 
of land, improve the tax administration, 
raise the tax rates on interest receipts 
and profits of financial institutions such 
as IDBI, IFCI and Reserve Bank of India 
etc 

Government needs to reduce or minimise 
Its obligations towards interest payments 
The government's total interest payments 
during 1992-93 are expected to be 
Hs 32,000 crore The government is also 
having interest receipts to the extent of 
Rs 13,464 crore The government in 
this regard should take some steps to 
increase the efficiency and productivity of 
Its internal debt The government should 
raise the interest rates on its lendings to 
have larger interest receipts so as to 
reduce the differential of government's 
interest payments and interest receipts It is 
this differential which matters more than 
the gross interest payments of the 
government. 

On the external debt front the government 
should resort to export led growth and 
reduction in import compression to increase 
exports Government should also resort to 
lesheduling of debt and interest payments 
till we yield the fruits of new policy

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President’s rule in 
Nagaland 

Nagaland was brought under President's 
rule on April 3, 1992 which led to a walk¬ 
out by the Opposition in the Lok Sabha as 
they were not impressed by the 
Government's defence oi its action The 
Opposition described the Centre’s .irt'on 
as an attack on the federal character ot 'he 
Constitution The thrust of the Oppofition 
criticism was that since the Governor, while 
dissolving the State Assembly on March 
27, had not recommended President's rule, 
the Centro had no right to imposo its will on 
the State It is the first time that a State has 
been placed under President's rule 
overriding the Governor’s advice 

The 21-month-old Nagaland Government 
of Mr Vamuzo fell on March 27 with the 
Chief Minister recommending the 
dissolution of the State Assembly and 
holding of fresh elections in the Stat-’ The 
State Governor, Dr M M Thomas, 
accepted Mr Vamuzo's recommendation 
and dissolved the 60-member State 
Assembly asking him to continue in oh: ,e 
till fresh polls are held 

The Nagaland People's Council (NPC) 
Government headed by Mi Vamuzo has 
been at the centre of the controversy, with 
15 members of the 60-membor House being 
disqualified by the Speaker Tlie matter 
continues to be sub /udice before the 
Supreme Court as it has not yet given a 
final verdict in the matter The Nagaland 
Assembly has been operating with an 
effective strength of 45, with the Nagaland 
People's Council Government having the 
support of some 24 MLAs 

In recommending the dissolution of the 
State Assembly, Mr Vamuzo seems to have 
been guided by the apprehension that if the 
State Congress leaders would not have 
succeeded in toppling his Government, it 
would soon have fallen on its own Mr 
Vamuzo’s movement was apparently aimed 
at pre-empting the ouster of the NPC 
Government The Governor cannot be 
faulted for dissolving the Assembly on 
technical grounds since he was bound by 
the advice of the Chief Minister commanding 
majority in the House The Governor has 
said that he "did not violate the Constitution 
in dissolving the Legislative Asserr.bly and 
in asking the present ministry headed by 
Mr Vamuzo to continue as the caretaker 
one ” Despite the Centre's unhappiness, the 
Governor probably had no alternative but 'o 
accept the advice of a Chief Minister who 


enpyed majority support, notwithstanding 
the controversial disqualifications 

Justifying the decision to place the State 
under President's rule, the Minister of State 
tor Homo Affairs, Mr M M Jacob, said the 
very grounds on which tho Governor had 
dissolved the Assembly indicated that it was 
no longer possible to carry on tho 
administration in accordance with tho 
provision of the Constitution It was clear 
that there was political instability, law and 
order had been neglected and "purposeful 
administration could not be carried on with 
Ministers and MLAs pressuring for plum 
posts ” Those were sufficient grounds, 
Mr Jacob said, to invoke Article 356 of the 
Constitution and bring the Stale under 
President's rule 

If the Nagaland Governor surprised 
everyone by dissolving the State Assembly 
on tho rocommendation ot the Chief 
Minister, tho Centro's decision to place 'ho 
State under President's rule also comes as 
a surprise The imposition of President's 
rule in tho State is yot another addition to 
the catalogue of constitutional sins 
committed in me name ot Article 356 of tho 
Constitution which is meant as an 
intervention in the affairs of a State when 
the Governor of tho Slate cannot be earned 
on in accordance with the provisions of tho 
Constitution 

The purpose ot Article 356 is remedial, 
to restore constitutional machinery It is 
not punitive and certainly not to settle 
partisan scores with the Government ot a 
State run by a political party ditforont from 
tho party at the Centre Power to imposo 
President’s rule is meant to be used 
sparingly, as a last resort in case of a 
genuine breakdown of constitutional 
machinery resulting in an impasse which 
makos administration in the State well nigh 
impossible 

The President's rule is invariably 
imposed on the basis of tho Governor's 
report which contains vital material lor the 
exercise of this power But in the present 
caso, there is no report by the Governor 
There were also not sufficient grounds tor 
this drastic action The Chief Minister had 
advised tho Governor to dissolve the 
Ministry with a view to seeking fresh 
mandate from the people u* the State The 
Governor accepted the advice, as he was 
bound to, and dissolved the House and 
requested the Chief Minister to continue as 
caretaker Government until further orders 
The Centre was taken unawares, resented 
the action and has apparently retaliated by 
imposing President’s rule on tho people of 
Nagaland 


Solanki quits over 
Bofors 

The Bofors controversy in its resurrected 
form has extracted its toll by way of the 
resignation ot the External Affairs Minister, 
Mr Madhavsinh Solanki He tendered his 
resignation from the Government on March 
31, 1992 after admitting in Parliament that 
he had handed over to his Swiss counterpart 
an "unsigned note" on the status of court 
cases on tho Bofors guns doal given to him 
by an "unknown lawyer ” Mr Solanki has, 
of course, taken the honourable way out of 
what had become a totally untenable 
situation 

It was reported that Mr Solanki, during 
an unscheduled visit to Switzerland, had 
handed over to his Swiss counterpart, 
Mr Rene Folbor, an unatlributed memo 
The momo hod urged the Swiss 
Government to desist from taking any further 
step on the judicial process which might 
load to the disclosure of the names of 
beneficiaries of the 1986 Bofors payoff 
scandal Since the petition for such disclo¬ 
sure before the Geneva cantonal court had 
been made by the Indian Central Bureau of 
Investigation, Mr Solanki's unauthorised 
action was interpreted in tho Swiss 
Government circles as an Indian offiaal 
request to go slow on tho investigation 

It was on March 30 that Mr Solanki 
confessed in Parliament that he did indeed 
pass on a "note" to the Swiss authorities 
and expressed regrets for his action Tho 
members of Parliament were not impressed 
and there were uproarious scenes in both 
the Houses Tho Government promised a 
full discussion on the subject But the next 
day Mr Solanki resigned owning moral 
responsibility for handing over the document 
to tho Swiss Foreign Minister on the Bofors 
piobe Tho resignation seems likely to open 
a new noisy spell in the Bofors gun deal 
scandal, which has been hanging fire for 
some time now Tho Opposition, in no mood 
to rest content with Mr Solanki's scalp, 
demanded details of tho note the Minister 
passed on to his Swiss counterpart in Davos 
and the identity of the lawyer who gave the 
note to Mr Solanki 

The Solanki episode also raises disturbing 
questions about tho forces and personalities 
seeking to scuttle the Bofors investigation 
The note given by Mr Solanki to his Swiss 
counterpart is reported to have urged Swiss 
Government not to move in tho Bofors 
payoff cases until the Indian courts disposed 
of Mr Win Chadha’s petition This stand is 
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totally at variance with ttie CBI's official 
position that the Swiss authorities cun 
continue to pursue tho cases as lUe (,ourt 
has not stayi'd tho mvostig.iiinn 

Mr. Solanki's own dotcnco in Parliament 
was not only unconvincing but profoundly 
disturbing in its implications as well Ho has 
undisputably been guilty of grave impropriety 
at least on throo counts in personally 
handing ovor Mr Felbor a mysteriously 
acquired memo from "a private lawyer" 
concerning tho Bofors case He had no 
business whatsoever to bo acting in a matter 
that his rxlornal Affairs Ministry was not 
handling to conduct himsolf like a courier 
of an unknown agoni of obviously far from 
uninvolved forces, and to convey to a foreign 
Govornment a message that had not even 
received his ministerial scrutiny Much more 
objectionable than the offences against 
propriety, however, was the apparent 
objective of the entirely clumsy exercise 
This memo was part of a series of signals 
for a slow-down of tho investigations, this 
time at the Swiss end 
A very grave view, therefore, needs to 
be taken of what Mr Solanki did But that 
IS only one aspect of the squalid matter It 
IS unlikely that he would have handed over 
the memo to Mr Felber if ho thought that it 
would land him in trouble. It is, therefore, 
necessary to find out what or who 
persuaded him that he would be immune or 
pressured him Those who could induce 
him into acting in this case, can also induce 
him and others into acting against the inte¬ 
rests of the nation's public life in other cases 
Mr Solanki's action has seriously 
compromised the Narasimha Rao 
Govornment which has publicly committed 
Itself to pursuing the Bofors investigations 
It has also made him vulnerable to the 
charge of acting as an agent of the 
recipients of the kickbacks The Prime 
Minister has, however, reiterated in the Lok 
Sabha on April 1 his Government's resolve 
to vigorously pursue the various cases 
pertaining to the Bofors gun deal to get at 
the truth about the commission payments, 
making it clear that he did not want the 
Government to “function under a shadow" 
on this issue As a concrete follow-up of his 
assurance, he said the authorities in 
Switzerland were being informed to “ignore" 
the contents of the note that had been 
passed on by Mr Solanki to Mr. Felber on 
February 1 this year 
Mr. Rao has assured the House that as 
Minister-in-charge of the CBI he would keep 
a close watch on the way the organisation 
pursues the various cases relating to the 
Bofors scandal “There need bo no doubt 
about the clear intentions of the Government 
and the need to satisfy Parliament and the 
people,* he said._ 


Jharkhand demand 


The Jharkhand Mukti Morcha (JMM) 
suspended its 10-day-old economic 
blockade on March 31, 1992 following an 
assurance from the Government and warned 


that tho agitation would be resumed if the 
demand foi a separate State was not 
rosoIVLid by May 31 Tho Jharkhand leaders 
said tfi.it tlio JMM had rejected the proposal 
made by tho Committee on Jharkhand 
Matters that a Jharkhand general council 
bo sot up stating that nothing short of 
formation of a separate State or a Union 
Territory would meet their demand 



The Committee on Jharkhand Matters has 
recommended setting up an autonomous 
general council on the pattern of the Gorkha 
Hill Council for tho Jharkhand region 
consisting of 13 districts of Bihar The 
proposed council, to be known as tho 
Jharkhand General Council, an apex body, 
would consist of 70 elected and nominated 
members who, in their turn, would elect an 
11-member executive council with a chief 
executive councillor at the head 

The general council would have wide 
langing powers in the area of land and land 
revenue management, management of 
forests and environment, agriculture, 
transport, public works, education, small 
scale and cottage industries and public 
health 

Rejecting the proposal, the JMM has 
pointed out that the powers given to the 
council were inadequate Without control 
over regional planning, share of Central 
Government allocation, control over police, 
raising revenue, preference to local people 
in employment, the council cannot be 
effective 

The report placed in the Parliament said 
the demand for an independent State was 
opposed mainly for three reasons. First, 
tribals were a minority in the region 
proposed by the Jharkhandis for an 
independent State Secondly, there was no 
speafic link language and, thirdly, the 
economic balance of the neighbouring 
States, Bihar, West Bengal, Orissa and 
Madhya Pradesh, was likely to be disturbed 

The report, however, said that the 
demand for making it a Union Territory may 
be considered It said Jharkhand was a 
region of “singular economic importance” 
which had witnessed an “unprecedented pull 
of industrialisation" since independence. But 


the local indigenous population had remai¬ 
ned very poor and backward Thus the 
region required direct Central care, it added. 

The economic blockade organised by the 
JMM had an adverse impact on the 
economy of Bihar by the time it was 
withdrawn and the Centre is anxious to see 
that the matter is settled as early as possible 
before the agitational politics assumes more 
serious proportions The JMM is talking 
tough once again and its leaders have said 
that nothing short of a separate State 
comprising the 13 tribal districts of Bihar 
would be acceptable to them Tho JMM by 
virtue of Its strength in the Lok Sabha and 
in the Bihar State Assembly is no doubt 
trying to extract as much as possible from 
the Government 

The proposed council is not meant to be 
a mere decorative piece for the region That 
IS why the committee has recommended 
more powers to it than those which the 
Darjeeling Gorkha Council enjoys Tho mam 
aim of the autonomous council is to ensure 
faster development of the region as well as 
to fulfil tho social and cultural aspirations of 
tho tribal population The tragedy of 
Jharkliand is that the development of the 
region has not been commonsurato with 
the rich natural resources it is endowed 
with Once the proposed council is formed, 
at least a beginning can be made to tackle 
the problems of tho region It the JMM 
leaders reject the council idea, they will be 
missing an opportunity to render signal 
soivice to tho region Bihar is India's second 
most populous State Urgent action is 
obviously required to ensure that "the heart 
of India" does not suitor irreparable damage 


JKLF march plan foiled 


The much-publicised second atteriipt by 
the Jammu and Kashmir Liberation Front 
(JKLF) militants to cross the Line of Actual 
Control (LAC) flopped on March 30, 1992 
with Pakistan security forces arresting 500 
marchers in Muzafarabad, capital of 
Pakistan-occupied Kashmir, and plugging 
the entry points While groups of JKLF 
volunteers did assemble near the town of 
Chinan, close to the LAC. they were not 
permitted to proceed further with their plan 
of crossing over to the Indian side The 
JKLF chairman, Mr Amanullah Khan, was 
arrested five days before he was to have 
led his hordes across the LAC into India. 

Tho proposed JKLF march to cross the 
LAC into Jammu and Kashmir on March 30 
has come unstuck as did a similar attempt 
in February this year Any attempt to forcibly 
cross the LAC from the Pakistani side would 
have attracted appropriate action from the 
Indian forces charged with guarding the 
country borders With its crackdown on the 
members of the JKLF in the Pakistan- 
occupied part of the Kashmir and the arrest 
of some top ranking JKLF leaders, including 
Mr. Amanullah Khan, Islamabad has helped 
defuse a situation that was capable of taking 
an ugly turn 

This does indicate that Pakistan is 
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pertiaps wiser after its bitter experience last 
month. On February 11, when Mr. 
Amanullah Khan had managed to attract 
enormous international attention, Pakistan 
was able to prevent the JKLF from provoking 
the Indian security forces only after its Army 
resorted to firing which claimed the lives of 
at least 20 members of that organisation 
Two unsuccessful bids by the JKLF to 
cross the LAC have undeniably brought into 
the open once again the aim of Pakistan's 
policy towards Kashmir Islamabad has 
never really conceded the possibility of a 
separate State to be carved out of Jammu 
and Kashmir It is running a relentless 
campaign to incorporate Kashmir in 
Pakistan The myth of Pakistan 
Government's action in arresting the JKLF 
chief and thwarting the second crossing of 
the LAC more recently, has made it evident 
that Islamabad wants the merger of all or a 
substantial part of the present truncated 
State of Jammu and Kashmir in Pakistan 
This explains why the Pakistani Government 
has over the past two years shifted its 
support in favour of the Hizbul Mujahideen, 
the militant wing of the Jamaal-i-lslami, 
which supports merger with Pakistan 
Militancy in Jammu and Kashmir is on 
the decline owing to the increasing pressure 
of the security forces on them and strict 
watch IS being maintained at the border by 
the Army. Infiltration across the border and 
militant attempts to cross into Pakistan- 
occupied Kashmir for arms and training is 
also being chocked The vacuum created 
by lack of political activity and the migration 
of leaders from the State is a major problem 
for the administration However, political 
activity IS being resumed gradually with the 
setting up of state advisory council and 
district advisory committees 

The Government has done well in 
releasing a number of leaders of the former 
Muslim United Front and Jamaat-i-lslami 
as a first stop towards reviving a political 
dialogue in Jammu and Kashmir The Centre 
is showing an intention to fulfil a promise to 
reintroduce the democratic process to that 
strife-torn State A chorus of Government 
officials have long been singing that an 
election in Jammu and Kashmir will follow 
the moment Punjab puts away its ballot 
boxes The recent Punjab poll has evidently 
emboldened Mr. Narasimha Rao to think 
seriously in terms of repeating the 
experiment in Jammu and Kashmir although 
quite a few of his party and Government 
colleagues are said to harbour reservations 
about the contemplated move 

Besides the determination to install some 
sort of an elected Government, there are 
tangible grounds for the Centre to release 
political prisoners who participated in past 
polls and have not been tainted by links 
with the Centre. The first is that the Indian 
Army holds the high ground in Kashmir 
Cross-border infiltration has been curtailed 
Many of the militant groups are in disarray, 
particularly the pro-Pakistan Hizbul 
Mujahideen. There has also been a 
noticeable public disenchantment for the 
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secessionist movement. 

The present state of affairs cannot be 
allowed to continue We cannot leave it at 
the mercy of gun toting persons The 
Government should use the opportunity to 
convince the people, particularly the youth 
of the JKLF and Hizbul Mujahideen, that 
their demands can be met through 
negotiations but within the organic 
framework of liis Constitution A beginning 
can bo made by restoring as many forums 
of people-government interaction as is 
immediately feasible Equally important, 
Pakistani infiltraiors must be thrown out No 
genuine peace can be restored in Kashmir 
as long as Pakistan continues its proxy war 
in Kashmir 


Telugu Desam splits 


The 10-year-old Telugu Desam Party split 
vertically on March 13, 1992 both at the 
Parliamentary and organisational level At 
the Parliamentary level, five of its 13 Lok 
Sabha members formed a new group under 
the leadership of Mr B Vijaykumar Raju 
Initially, eight Desam Lok Sabha members 
had signed and sent a petition to the Speaker 
seeking to be recognised as the “genuino" 
Telugu Desam group but three of them later 
pulled back on being persuaded by Mr 
Chandrababu Naidu, the party General 
Secretary and the Telugu Desam President, 
Mr N T Hama Rao's scn-in-law 

The crisis in liie Telugu Desam, with five 
of Its Lok Sabha members seeking separate 
seats, shows that the relationship between 
Mr Rama Rao and the TDP Lok Sabha 
members is a tenuous one that snapped at 
the first test the party faced within nine 
months after the general elections 

The expulsion of the former Union 
Minister and Rajya Sabha member, Mr P 
Upendra, and six other Lok Sabha members 
from the primary membership of the TDP 
by Mr Rama Rao was the culmination of 
the internal trouble brewing in the suppo¬ 
sedly monolithic party, founded and lioaded 
by Mr Rama Rao for the past one year 
The Telugu Desam Party, which came 
on the scone with a bang almost a decade 
ago, IS currently in danger of ending with a 
whimper For any political party, completion 
of a decade of political existence and that 
too major part of it spent in the pursuit of 
cobbling together a national alternative to 
Congress, would have called for a celebra¬ 
tion However, Telugu Desam Party is fin¬ 
ding Itself on the crossroads There is an all 
pervading atmosphere of gloom at the top 
The party has suffered complete rout in 
successive elections in the post Rajiv period 
and its birth mark anti-Congiossism has 
become suspect not only with its erstwhile 
allies but with the masses as well It is so 
because of a series of developments starring 
with Telugu Desam's tactical blunder of 
supporting the Congress President and the 
Prime Minister, Mr. P. V Narasimha Rao, 
in Nandyal Parliamentary elections 
The Telugu Desam burst upon the Andhra 


political scene In 1982 with a very strong 
anti-Congress identity and encashed on the 
latest anger against the ruling Congress 
Party to capture power in the State in the 
1983 elections Launched as a regional 
party, Telugu Desam gained national status 
when It emerged as the single largest 
opposition party in the 1984 general 
elections However, this identity has suffered 
because of its soft attitude towards the ruling 
Congress Party at the Centre ever since 
Mr Narasimha Rao became the Prime 
Minister The Telugu Desam is the second 
National Front constituent to split after the 
Janata Dal 

The dissident Members of Parliament 
might not have gone to the extent of splitting 
the party had they not been thoroughly 
disenchanted with Mr Rama Rao's way of 
functioning which has severely undermined 
the Telugu Desam's image The split is 
also the result of the purposeless politics 
the party has, of late, been pursuing It 
became a lait accompli when, tor reasons 
of sheer expediency, the leadership sought 
to make the party almost an appendage of 
the ruling Congress 

With several Members of Parliament 
breaking away from the Telugu Desam 
including the parliamentary party leader, 
Mr B Vijayakumar Raju, who makes no 
secret of his admiration for the Prime 
Minister, certainly the Congress (I) can 
breathe a little easier in the Lok Sabha 
where as it has been recently demonstrated. 
It often has to walk the razor's edge The 
ruling party had been unpleasantly reminded 
of Its mortality when the National Front-Left 
combine had decided to back the BJP's 
amendments on the President’s address It 
was also saved by the abstention of the 
rebel Janata Dal group led by Mr Ajit Singh 
and the fact that the rebel Telugu Desam 
MPs stayed away, ignoring the party 
directive to vote along with the other 
National Front constituents 

While the Telugu Desam's travails are 
considerably its own creation, the Congress 
IS back at its old game of splitting opposition 
parties This may serve its short-term 
objective of securing a majority in the Lok 
Sabha but will undermine its and the 
country's long-term interests by alienating 
the Opposition when consensual politics is 
an imperative 


India’s stand on NPT 


India has ruled out signing of the nuclear 

non-proliferation treaty (NPT) and virtually 

rejected the five-hafion summit proposal put 

forward by the United States to discuss 

non-proliferation in South Asia as “an 

exercise in acrimony". In a suo moto 

statement in the Lok Sabha on March 16, 

1992, the Minister of State for External 

Affairs, Mr Eduardo Faleiro, said that India 

had been under pressure to sign the NPT, 

including from the erstwhile Soviet Un on 

India has also told the I ush 

administration that it will neither sig'i the 

__ 




NPT nor participate in the proposed five 
nation conference intended to declare South 
Asia a nuclear weapons free ^one Giving 
this information at a press conloronco in 
Washington on March 10, after his 
discussions with tho U S officials, the 
Foreign Secretary, Mr J N Dixit, said New 
Delhi was willing to discuss the issue of 
non-proliferation bilaterally with America 
On the NPT, which had been signed by 
140 countries, he said India's stand was 
consistent tfiat it was a discriminatory treaty 
In fact, with the increase in the number of 
fragmented nuclear weapon states, the 
NPT's relevance had become even less 
Explaining India's opposition to join the 
U S , Russia, China and Pakistan in the 
five power conference, ho said New Delhi 
did not know its objective and the issues it 
intended to deal with “We don't discuss 
nuclear-free zones or nuclear-free areas 
without referring to the presence and roach 
of the weapons," Mr Dixit said 
The U S proposal for a five nation 
meeting to eliminate the nuclear threat from 
South Asia does nothing more than bring to 
tho conference table China and Pakistan, 
tho two very countries from which India 
perceives a nuclear threat Because of the 
futility of such a meeting, Mr Dixit, after talks 
with senior U S officials, said in Washington 
that India's decision not to attend the five- 
nation meeting remains unchanged 
It IS not improbable that tho U S might, 
even after a patient hearing of India's views, 
seek to convene a multi-party conforence 
on nuclear disarmament in South Asia But 
New Delhi has certainly taken a bold stand 
that the proposed five-power conference 
would be a futile exercise in acrimony 
India's foreign policy compulsions do not 
favour a unilateral or hasty renunciation of 
its nuclear option India will have to reckon 
with formidable ground realities in South 
Asia — Pakistan's acquisition of capacity to 
make and deploy atomic weapons. China's 
high nuclear profile, and the proliferation of 
nuclear powers in the wake of the collapse 
of the Soviet Union 

Mr. Dixit's suggestion of Indo-U S 
bilateral talks to prevent proliferation may 
produce a way out. But if the scenario is 
one of unrelented pressure it would be 
fraught with the danger of emergence of an 
ultra-nationalist assertion which, historically, 
has tended to complicate problems rather 
than solve them 


New Exim policy 


Freedom to import capital goods, raw 
materials, intermediaries, components, 
consumables, spare parts, accessories, 
instruments and other relevant goods are 
the highlight of the new five-year Export- 
Import (Exim) policy, released by the 
Commerce Minister, Mr. P. Chidambaram, 
in the Parliament on March 31, 1992 It has 
removediv“unnecessary controls and 
restrictforitJ* on trade and “except for a 
limited number of items specified in the 
negat e lists,’ all exports and imports have 
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been treed from bureaucratic controls. The 
Minister said that it was “a major step 
forward in the programme of liberalisation.’ 

The new Exim policy is to be co-terminous 
with the Eighth Five-Year Plan — April 1, 
1992 to March 31, 1997 It attempts to 
make imports-exports account for as much 
as 20 per cent of the gross domestic product 
in the coming years In line with the trade 
policy, the new Exim policy stipulates fewer 
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restrictions, gives greater freedom to trade 
and reduces administrative control. 

Tho new policy substantially eliminates 
licensing, quantitative restrictions and other 
regulatory and discretionary controls All 
goods may bo freely imported and exported, 
save lor two small negative lists of imports 
and exports Tho Government would prune 
these lists from time to time as exports ga¬ 
ther momentum and the economy strength 

As per the new policy, the negative list 
would bo administered as far as possible 
not through case-by-case licensing but by 
laying down general schemes The negative 
list of imports was the smallest ever and 
consumer goods would continue to be under 
restraint The import of only three items has 
been banned, 68 items have been restricted 
and eight items canalised The pruned 


negative list of exports banned seven Items, 
restricted 62 items and canalised 10 items. 

The import of consumer goods and 
durables will continue to be under restraint 
for laconomic reasons as well as on grounds 
of safety, security, environment and the like. 
The> policy allowed special import facilities 
for the hotels and tourism industry and for 
spcirts bodies and permitted export of 46 
Items with minimum regulations 

The policy has pronounced bias towards 
exp'orts and strengthens special schemes 
meant for exports The scope of the duty 
exe mption schemes has been enlarged by 
introducing value based advance licences 
besides quantity based advance licences. 
This will give greater flexibility to the exporter 
to import and export goods within the overall 
value limits and without any quantitative 
rest notions except in the case of sensitive 
goods. 

Export houses, trading houses and star 
trading houses will be eligible for the facility 
of self-certification under the advance 
licence scheme. The export promotion 
capital goods (EPCG) scheme has been 
liberalised and two windows will now be 
available for import of capital goods at 
concessional rates of customs duty of 25 
per cent or 15 per cent with corresponding 
export obligations 

Both now and second hand capital goods 
may be imported under the scheme. 
Domestic manufacturers of capital goods 
who may require to import components may 
also avail themselves of the EPCG schemes 
at the concessional customs duty at 15 per 
cent of GIF value. 

Gem and jewellery export promotion 
schemes are continued with little modi¬ 
fication. Export oriented units and units in 
tho export processing zones will get greater 
autonomy and flexibility with facility to install 
not only own machinery but also machinery 
taken on lease. They may also export their 
production through export houses, trading 
houses or star trading houses. 

Deemed exports have been defined and 
benefits such as duty exemption schemes, 
duty drawback schemes and exemption from 
terminal excise duty have been extended to 
deemed exports.

French woman Premier 
quits J 

France's first woman Prime Minister, 
Ms. Edith Crosson, who sen/ed for ten-and- 
a-half turbulent months, resigned on 
April 2, 1992 after devastating election 
setbacks for the Socialist Party She was 
replaced by the French Finance Minister, 
Mr. Pierre Beregovoy. Ms. Cresson, 
named last May by the French President, 
Mr. Francois Mitterrand, has shouldtired 
much of the blame tor two humiliating 
election defeats for the Socialists 

The name of Mr. Beregovoy, mastermind 
of France's anti-inflation strategy, had 
surfaced as the leading contender to 
replace Ms. Cresson. His fiscal policies 
have won praise for stabilising the franc 
and reducing inflation, although they have 
failed to halt a rise in unemployment to a 
nearly 9.9 per cent. Both Mr. Beregovoy 
and Ms. Cresson are long-time Mitterrand 
loyalists. 

The recent defeats in regional and district 
voting prompted renewed calls from the 
Opposition for early parliamentary elections 
and even the resignation of Mr. Mitterrand, 
half-way through his second seven-year 
term. Mr. Mitterrand has reportedly 
consulted more than a dozen Cabinet 
ministers and senior Socialists as he 
deliberated his responsibility to the 
elections. 

Mr. Mitterrand hopes the new Premier 
can keep his Government together for three 
more years, it may flounder long before 
then. A year ago, the Press still called 
Mr. Mitterrand “god" for his political mastery. 
Today, the President seems tired, alone 
and stumbling. Critics say he has no 
programme other than to survive 

Sacking Ms. Cresson after the party's 
devastating defeat in regional and 
departmental elections leaves Mr. Mitterrand 
with a raft of crises. The now Prime Minister 
has just one year to resolve them before 
parliamentary elections likely to strip the 
faction-weakened Socialists of power. 

With a successful record as Finance 
Minister behind him, Mr. Beregovoy may be 
able to lower the soaring unemployment 
that helped topple his predecessor. But he 
will have other challenges. Firstly, the party's 
image. Voters view the Socialists as worn 
out and corrupt, because of champaign¬ 
financing scandals the Government has 
failed to prosecute. He will have to find new 
allies as Communists have abandoned the 
Socialists, the newly popular ecologists are 


keeping their distance, and Ms. Cresson 
alienated the centnsts 

If Mr. Beregovoy fails to change the tide 
before next spring, Mr Mitterrand faces 
serving the remaining three years of his 
term with a hostile, conservative parliament 
Mr. Mitterrand is now one of the longest- 
serving western leaders The 75-year-old 
loader seems increasingly tired and irritable 
in TV appearances and has refused any 
substantive comment on the Socialists' 
recent election defeats 

Mr. Mitterrand may choose to resign if 
the Socialists lose in 1993 His unpopularity 
and a possible no-confidence measure in 
Parliament could force him to call the vote 
even sooner He has already agreed to 
consider reforming the Constitution to limit 
the President's term from seven years to 
five years, but has been discreet about 
whether this would apply to him 

UN slaps sanctions 
on Libya 

The United Nations Secunty Council 
voted on March 31, 1992 to impose trade 
sanctions and an arms embargo on Libya 
for failing to surrender suspects in the 
terronst bombing of two commercial jetliners. 
The vote was 10 to zero with five 
abstentions. Voting in favour of the 
resolution were the United States, Britain, 
France, Russia, Austria, Belgium, Ecuador 
Hungary, Japan and Venezuela Abstaining 
were India, China, Cape Verde, Morocco 
and Zimbabwe. 

The sanctions go into effect from Apnl 15 
and do not include a ban on oil sales or a 
total economic embargo The sanctions are 
legsilly binding and can be enforced by 
military action because the resolution 
invorkes chapter seven of tho UN charter 
which authorises the use of force. 

It IS the second time in recent years that 
the iSecunty Council has imposed sanctions 
on n member-state Sweeping economic 
sanctions were imposed against Iraq for its 
August 1990 invasion of Kuwait Years ago, 
a ban on arms sales was imposed against 
the white-dominated regimes of South Africa 
and Rhodesia, now Zimbabwe 

The resolution asks all states to break 
aviation links, stop sale of all types of arms 
even for paramilitary forces, reduce number 
and level of the Libyan diplomatic staff and 
restnct and control movement of tho 
remaining diplomats till it hands over the 
two suspects and “cease all forms of 
assist ance to terrorist groups'. Libya is also 
expec:ted to promptly, by concrete action. 


demonstrate its renunciation of terrorism. 

Libya had pleaded its innocence before 
the World Court in the 1988 bombing of 
Pan Am flight 103, and offered again to 
turn two suspects over to tho Arab League. 
Libya had gone to the court to seek 
emergency protection from attack or 
international sanctions promoted by the 
United States and Britain to gain custody of 
the two Libyans. 

Rejecting the Security Council Sanctions 
resolution, the Libyan leader Col Moammar 
Gaddafi, on Apnl 4 called upon the Arabs 
to unite against "the crusader enemy' and 
again refused to hand over two suspects in 
the Lockerbie bombing case In a speech 
marking the end of Islam's holy month of 
Ramzan, the Libyan leader said ha would 
not hand the suspects over to any Christian 
country despite impending UN Sanctions 
against Tripoli. 

End of apartheid in 
South Africa 


For the first time in their country's history, 
68 7 per cent of South Africa's 3 3 million 
whites have given a decisive mandate to 
their President, Mr. F. W. de Klerk in tho 
March 17, 1992 referendum to end apartheid 
and to share power with the black majority. 
With this the uncertainty about the country's 
multi-racial future can be said to have 
receded. 

White endorsement had become crucial 
for the continuation of Mr. de Klerk's policy 
of reforms inaugurated in February 1990. 
The referendum has paved way for his 
reforms. It has also left the white right 
without any constitutional means to stop 
them The next time whites go to the ballot 
boxes, millions of newly enfranchised 
blacks may be voting too Armed rebellion, 
perhaps in the form of a coup, is the only 
remaining option for those who would save 
apartheid 

The fact that the referendum itself 
was held amidst surging violence which 
claimed nearly 300 lives shows that a 
substantial section of the populace is still 
not reconciled to the prospect of a non- 
racial future. The ascendancy of white neo- 
Nazi groups sworn to perpetuate white 
supremacy, as evident from their fierce anti- 
de Klerk campaign before the referendum, 
is a cause for concern. Nevertheless, the 
victory has given Mr. de Klerk the chance 
to push ahead with his last and most 
important reform — a new constitution 
extending full political rights to 30 million 
blacks 
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The policy of apartheid or racial 
separation betwet'n whites and non whites 
was introduced hy the Boers wilti tfie covert 
support ot the English spe Airm or white 
British South Atrio.iti? Even lodny, despite 
all the recent rhetoric o-. r ri foirri and 
liberalisation, a vast ni.ijoiity ot South 
African black popuEilMii lives in relative' 
poverty

Mr do Klerk, who played a very 
calculated and only sc-emingly audacious 
risk, has come up with a strong mandate, 
which should enable him to neutralise and 
perhaps divide the right wing opposition of 
the Conservative Party, and isolated the 
extreme right and fascist groups which may, 
in turn, resort to increased violence and 
terrorism Within the ruling National Party, 
Mr de Klerk has emerged as an 
unchallenged leader, particularly because 
his mam foe, the former President, Mr P 
W Botha, aligned himself with the 
Conservative opposition, campaigning for a 
"no" vote 

The civilised world can now heave a sigh 
of relief over the outcome of the historic 
referendum of "political reform" in South 
Africa The small community of white racist 
rulers — which has a brutal record of 
suppressing the overwhelming black 
majority in that country — may now willingly 
give up the abominable practice of 
apartheid In a sense, even this is a triumph 
for the human spirit, if only because the 
white rulers can no longer hope to 
perpetuate a cruel travesty of basic 
political rights and fundamental human 
dignity. 

With apartheid expected to be a thing 
of the past in the light ot the wide 
support shown by the whites for ending it in 
the recent referendum, the formation of a 
multi-racial Cabinet to run the country can 
be expected by around July next, according 
to the South African Foreign Minister, 
Mr “Pik" Botha Mr Botha has also said 
th. .t thu gap in opinion between whites and 
bl.i.j^£ in drafting a new constitution is 
na ’•diiik'nQ. 


t/A/ inspectors destroy 
Iraqi missile facilities 

UN inspectors in Iraq destroyed missile 
production and repair equipment and the 
UN atomic agency ordered Iraq to destroy 
an industrial i.omplex at the centre of its 
attempt to make nuclear weapons Iraqi 
ottii.ials had no immediate reaction to the 
announcomont about the Al Athoer 
complex, located in south-west Baghdad, 
by the Vienna-based International Atomic 
Energy Agency (IAEA) 

A 3fj member team sent to carry out 
post Gulf war orders by tho UN Security 
Council to destroy Iraq's weapons of mass 
destruction began destroying its ballistic 
missile facilities, said tho team loader, 
Ml Derek Boolhby on March 25, 1992 

Mr Boothby, a Briton, said "the team 
visited thioo technical estab'ishments to the 
south and west of Baghdad, and witnessed 
the dostiuction by cutting, by plasma torch 
or ciushing ci number of machinery and 
else tioriic cast items The principal 
mnrhmeiy being destroyed is the highly 
rpeci.alised mixoi equipment used in 
the jiroduction of solid propellent for 
mis; lies ’’ 

In Vienna, a senior IAEA official said 
destroying the nuclear equipment and 
buildings at the Al Athoer complex should 
rob Baghdad of the ability to produce 
atomic warheads for some time. But he 
warned that nothing is absolutely certain 
when dealing with Iraq's clandestine 
structure 

The IAEA has rejected the Iraqi 
contention that Al Atheer facility is of civilian 
nature The facility was bombed during the 
Gulf war and at that time Baghdad claimed 
It was producing baby formula but allies 
maintained it was a legitimate military 
target 

The U S Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA), however, suspects that despite the 
continued efforts ot the UN inspection 
teams, some of Iraq's nuclear weapons- 
related equipment as well as some chemical 
and biological weapons and the means to 
make more remains hidden, says the CIA 
Director, Mr Robert Gates He told the 
house armed services committee on March 
27 that if UN sanctions are removed, Iraq 
could restore its conventional military 
arsenals to their pre-Gulf war levels in three 
to five years. "Lpng before then," he said, 
“Iraq's forces cpuld be strong enough to 
threaten its neighbours." 

He claimed that despite progress in 
destroying Iraq's weapons of mass 
destruction. Iraq still has several hundred 
Scud missiles, covert nuclear equipment 
and the means to make chemical and 
biological weapons. “Significant 
reconstruction" has taken place at some 
two dozen military industrial sites in Iraq 
and limited production of artillery and 
ammunition has resumed. 

Mr Gates said that Iraq still maintains 


about two dozen divisions of ground troops, 
3,000 armoured personnel earner, 2000 
tanks and 1,000 artillery pieces Currently, 
Iraq "is capable of conducting only small- 
scale offensive operations with limited 
objectives" but that could change relatively 
quickly. 

CIS signs agreement 
on forces 

The Commonwealth of Independent 
States have signed an agreement to create 
unified armed forces for a transitional period 
Tho agreement on unified armed forces was 
signed in Kiev by tho representatives of 
Armenia, Belarus. Kazakhstan, Kyrgyzstan, 
the Russian Federation, Tajikistan and 
Uzbekistan 

It has declared that the unified armed 
forces of the Commonwealth of Independent 
States have a defensive character and 
have been formed tor tho transitional period 
in order to ensure the security of member- 
states, maintain command and control over 
troops, avert conflicts and reform the armed 
forces of tho former USSR 

The unified armed forces of the CIS 
include the strategic forces and general 
purposes forces Tho Commonwealth 
strategic forces are in direct control of the 
commander of the CIS strategic forces. 
Military units and facilities of the general 
purpose forces, except armed forces of 
member-states, are under the direct 
subordination of the commander of the 
general purpose forces 

Republican units put by member-states 
voluntarily under the strategic control of 
the high command of the unified armed 
forces will be subordinated to the supreme 
bodies of the CIS and high command only 
as regards strategic control issues. 

The fate of the CIS, however, remains 
precarious after leaders failed to deal with 
key problems amidst a growing nft between 
the powerful republics of Russia and Ukraine 
at the summit in Kiev. The 11 leaders who 
participated in the summit failed to discuss 
the future of the Black Sea fleet which forms 
part of the dispute between Russia and 
Ukraine, the sharing out of property of the 
former Soviet Union and the redistribution 
of assets of the former Soviet Central Bank. 


Mauritius becomes 
republic 

Mauritius became a republic on March 
12, 1992 bidding goodbye to the Bntish 
monarch as head of the state at a colourful 
ceremony in Port Louis at which the Prime 
Minister, Mr. P. V. Nafasimha Rao, was the 
chief guest. 

The Prime Minister. Mr. Anerood 
Jugnauth, has said that the fact that 
Mauritius is achieving the status of a republic 
is the last milestone in our struggle for 
complete independence. We have achieved 
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tremendous progress since we became 
politically independent in 1968. We have 
now come a long way towards becoming 
economically independent 

Mauntius' formal links with the British 
Crown came to an end when the Governor- 
General, Mr. Veeraswamy Ringadoo, was 
administered a new oath of office by the 
country's Chief Justice, Mr, Victor Glover, 
to become the first President of the republic 

The new chapter in the history of the 
island state, which got independence in 
1968, was watched by thousands of 
Mauritians and dignitaries from 86 nations 
The function was held at the Champ De 
Mars, a parade ground where the flag of 
independent Mauritius was first raised on 
March 12, 1968 

The now republican constitution has 
remained largely unchanged with tne 
executive powers continuing to rest firmly 
in the hands of the Prime M'nister Ihe 
Mauritian republic would be mostly modelled 
on the Indian Constitution The only 
difference would be that it would not have 
an Upper House 

Mauntius is an island slate in soulh-wosl 
Indian Ocean, covering 1,860 sq km It also 
includes islands of Rr/dngues Agalega and 
St Brandon In 1991, it had a population of 
1,086,700 mainly concentrated in island of 
Mauritius, (375,900 in Rodrigues, and 500 
in other two islands) The population 
comprises of 68 3 per cent of Indian origin 
(51 8 per cent Hindus and 16 5 per cent 
Muslims), 28 5 per cent general population 
(27 5 per cent Creoles and 1 per cent 
Franco-Mauritians) and 3 2 poi cent Sino 
Mauritians The growth rate is 1 per cent 
Density is rate is 533 per sq km Port Louis, 
the capital, is the only seaport Other towns 
are Quatre Bornes, Hose Hill, Beau Bassin, 
Vacoas/Phoenix and Curopipe 

It was uninhabited till 1638 when the 
Dutch took possession French occupied 
the island in 1715. Under the Treaty of 
Parts (1814), it ceded to British This treaty 
provided that French language, culture, laws 
and customs would be maintained 
Originally, slaves from Africa worked in 
sugarcane plantations but with abolition of 
slavery in 1835, indentured labourers from 
Bihar and eastern U P were brought from 
India as also from Tamil Nadu, Andhra 
Pradesh and Maharashtra It became 
independent on March 12, 1968 

Mauritius became independent on 
March 12, 1968 but took a conscious 
decision to remain in the Commonwealth, 
with the British Queen as the head of the 
state. This was considered necessary to 
provide a period of transition, so as to 
assure the people of the multi-racial island 
that democratic and secular values would 
be adhered to 

The constitution, undei which Mauritius 
put an end to the colonial rule, provided 
that a 75 per cent majority vote was needed 
to turn the country into a republic The 
size of this majority eluded Ihe ruling 
party all these years. Till the second half of 
1991, when the alliance of the Prime 


Minister, Mr Anerood Jugnauth's MSM 
Party and the MMM, earlier the mam opposi¬ 
tion, swept the polls. They lost no time in 
amending the constitution on December 5 
last and declanng Mauntius a republic The 
model It chose was akin to that of India. 


Earthquake in Turkey 


A powerful earthquake struck eastern 
Turkey on March 13,1992 toppling buildings 
in the city of Erzincan killing at least 4,000 
people and damaging and cutting off villages 
in the surrounding areas The state 
television said the quake, lasting for a 
minute, measured 6 2 on the Richter scale 
and struck Erzincan, Erzurum and Bingol 
towns The provinces’ combined population 
IS about 1 5 million 

The quake tore into Erzincan as many 
families were eating the evening meal with 
which Muslims break their daytime fast 
during Ihe holy month of Ramzan It cracked 
roads and bridges, set off landslides and 
avalanches, and destroyed water, powei 
and telephone linos “It was like Hiroshima 
A dust cloud rose above the whole city," 
said a journalist who was in his car some 
two km out of Erzincan when the eaithquake 
struck 

Turkey declared a stale of emergency in 
the Erzincan province after Ujo earthqual<e 
toppled tall buildings and buried hundreds 
of people The President, Mr Turgut Ozal, 
and the Prime Minister, Mr Suleyman 
Demiiel, flew to the stricken city, where 
more than 2,500 troops and 600 medical 
staff joined rescue elforts 

The most heart rending aspect of the 
tragedy is that the victims have been 
exposed to a persisting, cruel winter and 
freezing temperatures and have to do 
without blankets Tfie earthquake in Turkey 
once again focusses attention on the need 
for ceaselessly updating our knowledge of 
a recurring natural disaster which continues 
to take a heavy toll 

A quake measuring 7 9 bad hit the area 
in December 1939, killing 30,000 people 
The present quake is the worst in Turkey 
since 1983, when a temblor in Erzurum 
claimed 1,330 lives It measured 7 1 on the 
Richter Scale 

Concern over world 
population 

The United Nations Population Fund 
(UNFPA) has recognised that population 
growth cannot be controlled, "as if people 
were machines to be turned on and off" 
The growth of population can only bo slowed 
down, and both national and international 
action plans should aim at bringing down 
the average rate of growth without delay. 
The UN organisation commends a world 
average of 3 3 children per woman. 

In its “State of World Population, 1992“ 
report, the UNFPA reveals fresh information 
on population and economic growth and 


the impact of population on environment. 
World population in mid-1992 will be 5 48 
billion and will reach six billion by 1996, the 
report forecasts. Annual additions to the 
world population in the next decade will 
average 97 million, the highest in history, it 
says Nearly all of its population growth will 
be in Africa, Asia and Latin America, over 
half will be in Africa and South Asia. 

The medium, or most likely, projection of 
population growth implies 8 5 billion people 
by 2025 and a near doubling of world 
population to 10 billion in 2050 Growth will 
probably continue for another century after 
that, to 11 6 billion in 2150, the report says 
One of the most optimistic assumption 
(the “low" projection) total population could 
peak in mid-century at about 8 5 billion and 
would begin to (all thereafter On the “high 
projection, growth could go the other way, 
reaching 12 5 billion in 2050, and heading 
towards 20 7 billion a century later. 

Much depends upon action to reduce 
family size during the next decade, says 
the report Delay could make a difference 
of up to four billion to the size of the world's 
population in 2050 • - equal to the whole of 
the world population in 1975 

Unbalanced economic and population 
growth within and between countries is 
boosting migration to record levels, says 
the report Some 83 per cent of population 
growth in Ihe next decade will bo in urban 
areas Cities have grown faster where 
national populations are growing faster. 

The report points out that the slowing 
down of population growth was not difficult 
or an unattainable target in developing 
countries It notes that in Thailand, the 
number of children per woman dropped from 
6 1 in 1965-70 to 2 2 in 1987 Other develop¬ 
ing countries like China, Korea and Tunisia 
have “succeeded spectacularly" in slowing 
down the growth rate, despite low income. 

It also seeks to dispel the wrong notion 
that tall in population would mean drop in 
the work-force and a drop in national or per 
capita income, or a drop in the growth of 
economy The result would be the opposite. 
Again in Thailand, the per person income 
grew at the rate of 4 2 per cent a year, and 
put that country on the map of fast develop¬ 
ing countries, ranking seventh in that list 
The UNFPA report prescribes the miracle 
to achieve the targets, as it says that the 
“quickest route” is to plan strategies for 
greater care to women, or the development 
of human resource in women, who have 
othenivise been a “wasted asset" It would 
mean better and universal education 
facilities for the girl, at the primary and the 
secondary levels, better health care, raise 
in fair wages to women labour, and 
improvement in women’s right in properly 
All this would lead to better status of women 
in society and a higher pace of development 
A reduction in family size can make a 
direct contribution to better education, health 
and nutrition Children from smaller families 
are healthier and better nourished, stay 
longer in school and do better there than 
children from large families

You have seen a certain typo of lawn sprinkler which works by 
spinning round and round as tho water squirts from it The spinning 
movement is caused by the pressure of tho water pushing against 
the moveable arm of the sprinkler 
Sir Isaac Newton noticed something like this happening and it 
led him to discover an important law of nature Newton's law was 
that for every action in one direction there is an equal action in an 
opposite direction In the case of the lawn sprinkler tho water goes 
in and pushes in one direction and the sprinkler turns in the 
opposite direction. 

The same law explains why a rifle recoils sharply when it is fired. 
The firing of the gun is known as the action and the recoil of the 
gun IS the reaction 

This principle is what makes rockets speed through the air 
Rockets are fuelled by very highly compressed gases When these 
gases are violently released from tho tail of the rocket tho action 
they sot up gives the rocket a mighty push in the direction opposite 
to the gas flow The greater the distance to be travelled, tho greater

• How was the speed of light measured?

A French physicist Jean Foucault, measured the speed of light 
remarkably accurately in the mid-19th century, using two mirrors 
set 20 m (66 ft) apart One mirror was fixed and another rotated at 
800 revolutions a second Beams of light were directed at the 
rotating mirror. When a light beam hit the mirror while it was just 
the right angle, it was reflected to the fixed mirror, bounced back 
to the rotating mirror and then reflected back to the source 
In the time it took to make the return trip between the mirrors, 
the rotating mirror had turned through a small angle so the beam 
that returned to the source deviated slightly from the original path. 
By using the deviation of the beam to measure tho angle through 
•which the mirror had moved and knowing the speed of rotation, 
Foucault could w< irk out how long the light had taken for its trip and 
its speed. Foucault's final result, reported in 1862, worked out at 
300,939 km (187,000 miles) a second 


Foucault's method was refined in the 1920s by Albert Michelson, 
an American physicist, who sent light through a vacuum tube 
16 km (1 mile) long to remove the effect of air on its speed 
Modern measurement have refined the figure to 299,793 km 
(186,282 miles) a second 

• What la the importance of India Gate In New Delhi?

Standing at tho end of the Rajpath in New Delhi, it is the 
42-motre-high stone arch of triumph which bears names of Indian

It IS tho art and science representing the Earth's physical features 
graphically on a map or chart Cartography is an ancient discipline 
that dates back to the portrayal of hunting and fishing territories by 
pre-historic men Modern cartography largely involves the use of 
aerial photographs as a base for any desired map or chart, the 
procedures for translating photographic data into maps are governed 
by the principles of photogrammetry. Such methods yield

The core is 
made of laterite These were put one on the top of the other and 
arranged in the form of massive temple complex. 

Angkor Vat is a mortuary temple complex and was conceived in 
the geometrical form of the world. On its enclosure walls are 
wonderful carvings depicting the story of the Ramayana, the churning

The Federal System 


Inter-State Trade and 
Commerce 

From the very beginning of its 
deliberations the Constituent Assembly was 
keen to ensure the freedom of inter-state 
trade and commerce throughout the Indian 
Union. In fact, one of the primary purposes 
of federal union itself is the establishment 
of freedom of trade and commerce 

The framers of the Indian Constitution 
had this in view at the time of drafting the 
provision dealing with inter-state trade and 
commerce as embodied in the Constitution 
This is why Articles 301 to 307 form a well 
thought-out scheme and in the opinion of 
one of the members of the Drafting 
Committee, "are about as nearly perfect as 
human ingenuity could possibly make them " 
The objective behind the principle of 
freedom of inter-state commerce is'that 
within the country, trade and commerce 
should develop to the largest possible extent 
and It should not be hindered by artificial 
barriers and restrictions imposed by the 
various states of the federation 

Article 301 is general in scope and enacts 
that “subject to the other provisions of this 
Part, trade, commerce and intercourse 
throughout tho territory of India shall be 
free ” After having stated the general nature 
of tho freedom of trade and commerce, the 
Constitution details the limitations to this 
freedom. There are five such limitations. 

(1) Parliament may impose restrictions in 
any part of the territory of India in the public 
interest (Art. 302) The purpose of this 
provision is to allow the Government of 
India to restrict the movement of goods so 
as to safeguard a well-balanced economy 
and the proper organisation and ordering of 
supplies and goods services Famine may 
be raging in one part of the country while 
there is plenty in another part, as has been 
the experience of tho country in regard to 
food during the last several decades. If 
Parliament has no effective powers to check 
such abnormal situations, freedom of trade 
and commerce, instead of a blessing, will be¬ 
come a menace to the freedom of life itself, 

(2) Although Parliament is empowered to 
restrict the free movement of articles of 
trade and commerce, normally the laws 
passed by Parliament in this context ought 
to be non-discriminatory in character. In 
other words, it should not prefer one state 
to another, ^t when any part of tho country 
is suffering from scarcity of goods. 
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Parliament may, to meet such a situation, 
pass even a discriminatory law (Art 303) 

(3) A state legislature may impose on 
goods imported from other states any tax if 
similar goods produced in that state also 
are taxed in a like manner A state 
legislature is also authorised to impose 
reasonable restrictions on the freedom of 
trade and commerce with or within that state 
as may be required in the public interest 
(Art. 304) Here is a certain amount of 
discretion given to the states to regulate 
inter-state trade and commerce under 
exceptional conditions But this is subject to 
Central control According to this, any Bill 
which seeks to introduce such restrictions 
can be introduced in the state legislature 
only with the previous sanction of tho 
President. The purpose of the provision is 
obvious If on account of parocfiial patriotisn. 
or provincialism and the disregard of tho 
larger interests of India as a whole, a new 
Bill or an amending Bill to modify an existing 
law IS introduced in a state legislature, it 
will be open to the President to withhold the 
sanction The President will have the 
opportunity to see that the legislation is in 
the public interest and the restriction 
imposed is reasonable 

(4) Under Article 305, tax laws existing at 
the time of the inauguration of the Consti¬ 
tution were safeguarded oven if they violated 
the freedom of inter-state trade and 
commerce and the power of Parliament to 
regulate it At the same time, the President 
was empowered to make any changes to 
those laws as ho thought tit This Article in 
Its present form was added by the fourth 
amendment of the Constitution in 1955 and 
it saves also all laws providing for state 
monopolies which were passed before the 
coming into effect of the fourth amendment 
The fact that every restriction should be 
reasonable in relation to its objective leaves 
the Supreme Court with adequate power to 
examine and adjudicate upon the reason¬ 
ableness of such restrictions and declare 
those that are unreasonable in its view 
invalid. 

(5) Finally, under Article 307, Parliament 
is empowered to appoint such authority as 
it considers appropriate for carrying out the 
purposes of Articles 301 to 304 and to confer 
on that authority such powers and duties as 
it thinks necessary. Speaking on this 
provision, Ambedkar said: “(It) is merely an 
article which would enable Parliament to 
establish an authority such as the inter¬ 
state commission as it exists in the U.S.A 
without specifically mentioning any such 



authority It is thought desirable to leave 
the matter in a fluid state so as to leave 
Parliament free to establish any kind of 
authority that it may think fit" 

Taxes on Inter-State 
Sales and Purchases 

The constitutional provisions dealing with 
taxes on purchase and sale of goods were 
not in the original draft of the Constitution. 
They were introduced by Ambedkar in the 
form of amendments almost towards the 
end of the deliberations of the Constituent 
Assembly 

While It was felt that an important source 
of income should be left to the states by 
allowing them to tax tho purchase or sale of 
goods, it was also keenly felt that the use 
of such tax power by the state should not 
be allowed to affect prejudicially the freedom 
of inter-state trade and commerce Hence 
Article 286(1) provided that no state could 
impose a tax on the sale or purchase of 
goods if such sale or purchase took place 
(a) outside the state or (b) in the course of 
the import of the goods into, or export of 
the goods out of, the territory of India 

The operation of sales tax laws made by 
the states under these provisions, however, 
soon created practical difficulties 
Controversies which resulted from them 
reached the Supreme Court in appeals from 
the high courts. The upshot of the divergent 
opinions of the judges was the sixth 
amendment of the Constitution The 
amendment, while retaining clause (1) of 
Article 216 in the original form, provided 
that Parliament may by law formulate 
principles for determining when a sale or 
purchase of goods takes place in any of the 
ways mentioned in clause (1). The 
amendment also gave power to Parliament 
to declare any law to be of special 
importance in inter-state trade and 
commerce and to subject any law on the 
subject by any state to such restrictions as 
Parliament may by law speafy 

In accordance with these provisions. 
Parliament passed the Central’ Sales Tax 
Act. 1956, embodying the above mentioned 
principles _

A leader never loses his temper except 
deliberately at the place and time of his 
choosing, in order to achieve a specific 
purpose or aim Only those who are 
emotional and excitable, lose tempers easily 
and instantly A quick tempered person will 
prove to bo highly irritable and difficult to 
get along with If your temper is aroused 
and you let the other fellow have it or tell 
him a thing or two or give him a piece of 
your mind, you may get a brief relief, obtain 
some satisfaction or even have a fine time 
unloading your pent up feelings. But apart 
from this trifling and transient satisfaction, 
you will gain nothing tangible or useful On 
the other hand, you will find your way to 
leadership seriously blocked because of 
your quick and sharp temper You may tell 
off others all right, but you will never gel 
what you want You will never get their 
willing and wholehearted cooperation You 
make a largo number of enemies because 
of your sharp and uncontrolled temper and 
at every turn you will find these enemies 
seriously impending your progress 
Ultimately, you will find leadership slipping 
out of your hands 

When you get emotional and lose your 
temper, your reason and logic will take to 
flight. You are apt to say things which really 
did not mean You are prone to overstate 
or exaggerate You may blurt out a lot of 
things which you know you should not 
disclose A man under the grip of temper 
invariably loses his self-control Thus by 
losing your temper you are likely to incur a 
lot of trouble in addition to saying 
unpleasant, unwanted, unnecessary and 
incorrect things and thus losing friends and 
creating enemies. 

Your ill-temper only leads to criticism and 
heated arguments. Verbal duels end up with 
the mutual recriminations and abuses We 
have ■ already seen that criticism and 
arguments can never win people to your 
side. Criticism evokes only counter-criticism 
and the other person clings to his views 
with greater determination, In this context, 
it is worth considenng the wise words of 
Woodrow Wilson He says “If you come at 
me with your fists doubled, I think I can 
promise you that mine will be double as 
fast as yours, but if you come to me and 
say. Let us sit down and take counsel 
together,' and if we differ from one another, 
understand why it is what we differ from 
one another, just what the points at issue 
are, we will presently find that we are not 
so far apart after all. that the points on 
which we differ are few and the points on 
which we agree are many and that if we 
only have the ratlence and candour and 
the desire to get together, we will get 
together “ We have seen this admirable 
quality of keeping a cool head even in the

face of worst provocations on the part of 
many of our political leaders. 

In the words of Abraham Lincoln “It is an 
old and true maxim that a drop of honey 
catches more flies than a gallon of gall." So 
with men, "if you would win a man to your 
cause, first convince him that you are his 
sincere friend Therein is a drop of honey 
that catches his heart, which, say what you 
will, is the great high road to his reasons," 
If an individual's heart is burning with hatred, 
filled to the bnm with ill-feeling and rankling 
with hatred, ho or she could never be 
persuaded to agree with all the logic and 
reasoning in the world. Angry husbands, 
nagging wives, scolding teachers, agitating 
students, complaining workers and 
domineering bosses should realise that their 
unfriendly and hostile attitude will never 
make their opponents to change their views 
or shift thoir stands To be a leader you will 
have to win people to your way of thinking, 
you have to motivate others to cooperate 
with you, you have to make friends and 
avoid creating enemies. 

A sharp, unguarded, quick temper causes 
you great harm and no good whatever. It 
makes you vulnerable and weak You 
should, therefore, never give way to your

First Test venue

SWIMMING 


Swimming, like athletics, is one of the 
basic sports and has a very long history 
Drawings dating back to 9,000 BC on the 
walls of Wadi San Caves in the Libyan 
desert depicting several swimmers is 
generally accepted'as one of the earliest 
pictorial depictions of swimming 
Swimming has been an Olympic sport 
from its inception in 1896 at Athens and on 
the Asian Games programme from 1951 
In recent years it has become an adventure

Oldest swimming club

India’s first Olympic appearance 
Indian swimmers took part in the 
Olympics for the first time at the Olympics 
in 1928 when they were held at Amsterdam 

First Indian to swim the 100 m 
freestyle under one minute 

Basakha Singh was tho first Indian to go 
under one minute for the 100 m freestyle in 
1971 

First medal in the Asian Games 

Sachin Nag won a gold medal in the inau¬ 
gural Asian Games in 1951 in New Delhi 
He finished first in the JOO m freestyle event, 
Khazan Singh was only the second Indian 
to win a medal when he came in second in 
the 200 m butterfly event in the Seoul Asian 
Games in 1966.

Khazan Singh won eight golds, including 
two in the relays at the first South Asian 
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Federation Games at Kathmandu in 1984. 
Khazan won gold medals in the 100 m and 
200 m freestyle.

200 m and 400 m individual medley and 
the 4 X 100 m freestyle and 4 x 400 m 
medley relays 

Most records at a single meet 

Reza Shirazi of Maharashtra set meet 
records in the 200 m and 400 m freestyle. 
100 m and 200 m butterfly and 200 m and 
400 m individual medleys in the 1985 
National Games in New Delhi 
Anita Sood also set six meet records in 
the 1985 National Games in New Delhi in 
the 100 m. 200 m. 400 m and 800 m 
freestyle events and the 200 m and 400 m 
individual medley events. 

Most golds at a single National 
championship 

Anita Sood won nine gold medals at the 
National championships in. 1985 held at 
New Delhi. She also set new national 
records in the 100 m. 200 m. 400 m and 
800 m freestyle events and the 200 m and 
400 m individual medley events.

Khiiji, who served Mohammed of Ghor Khiiji 
was later assassinated by one of his own 
officers. 

First college of modern education 

The first college of modem education in 
the country was the Hindu College of 
Calcutta established in 1817 with David 
Hare as the first Principal The Young 
Bengal Movement was an outcome of the 
establishment of this college. 

Oldest University 

The Buddhist University of Nalanda 


was set up in the

Prem Chand Bindra who is a second 
division M.A. (Political Sdence) from Delhi 
University is a dynamic young man of 
average height and medium build. His height 
can be reckoned around 172 cms but he 
appears rather tall thanks to the high heeled 
shoes he has been sporting. Keeping the 
Delhi summer in mind, he has opted for a 
light-grey terrycot safari suit which fits him 
well and also meets the requirements of 
the formal occasion. His shining black shoes 
and dark blue nylon socks match admirably 
with his safari outfit and make him appear 
smart and efficient He has kept his wavy 
dark well-grown hair slightly long but it is 
properly shampooed and combed after a 
recent hair-cut His personal hygiene is well 
attended to and the thin moustache he 
sports adds to his impressive appearance 
Overall, he is successful in creating a first 
favourable impression by his careful 
grooming, choice well-fitting dress, and 
upright carriage. He walks with coriYident 
steps, head held high and chest fonvard 
displaying self-confidence and resoluteness 
By looking at him one cannot but conclude 
that he is serious about the interview and 
keen to do well as he has taken the trouble 
to dress and present himself in the right 
manner before the Interview Board. 


Inter-face with other 
Candidates 

Bindra finds out that he would be the 
second candidate to be interviewed on this 
morning and his interview might start after 
10.30 a.m Nevertheless, to avoid last 
minute rush and unexpected traffic hold¬ 
ups he decides to be at fite UPSC office 
which is the venue for his interview fairly in 
advance and arrives there around 9.15 a.m. 
in an auto; avoiding the crowded bus journey 
and the consequent risk of getting his 
clothes crumbled. On arrival at the UPSC 
office, he reports to the reception, shows 
his call-up instructions and submits the 
original certificates, documents, etc., for 
scrutiny. Before leaving the reception office 
Bindra takes a good look at the seating 
plan for the Interview, noting the seating 
arrangements for the chairman and 
members vis-a-vis the candidate. He also 
gets his turn for interview and time 
reconfirmed from the notice-board..At the 
library he finds a few candidates gathered 
around at the far comer and having 
discussions among themselves in low 


undertones without disturbing others in the 
library, reading magazines, journals or 
books. Bindra decides to join them and 
then with the group introduces himself and 
seeks permission to join them with a friendly 
and cheerful smile lighting up his 
countenance 

Bindra ; Good morning friends. I am 
Prem Chand Bindra, one of the candidates 
for the Civil Services interview this morning 
I could make out that you are all here for 
the same purpose If you jaermit me, I would 
be delighted to join you and benefit from 
your views and ideas 
Saxena: You are most welcome, my dear 
friend. Shall I say that it would be our 
pnvilege and pleasure to have your exalted 
company. Unfortunately, in our group there 
are no ladies and I must say it is a pity as 
two lady candidates are posted for interview 
in the afternoon. You will agree Mr. Bindra 
that one always presents his best when 
members of the fairer sox are around Now 
let me introduce my companions to you. On 
my left is Mr Sarkar of Calcutta but he has 
nothing to do with magic On my right is Mr 
Naidu of Hyderabad who in my opinion 
should be contesting the election as a 
candidate to the Lok Sabha instead of 
attempting to get into the IAS. 

Sarkar ; Hey, you have not introduced 
yourself 

Naidu : Mr Bindra let me have the 
pleasure of presenting Shri Raj Narain 
Saxena of Allahabad who ought to be ir 
the filmdom threatening the super-star status 
of Mr. Amitabh Bachchan but has decided 
to try the IAS instead, in deference to the 
wishes of his innumerable girl friends. 

Saxena ; Mr Bindra. these chaps are 
just pulling my legs. Please do not take 
them seriously. 

Bindra : What is the harm’ The film line 
or the political arena is as good as any and 
could hold better prospects to those who 
have the aptitude, skill and luck By the 
way, just call me as Bindra since adding 
Mr. sounds distant and formal 
Naidu : What do you expect to be the 
first question to you by the Board, Bindra. 

Bindra : It depends on the information 
you have provided about yourself in your 
bio-data or the Board questionnaire. But by 
and large, all candidates, at some time or 
other, or asked as to why they opt for the 
IAS in preference to the private sector where 
the pay. perks, promotions, opportunities 
are better. 

Sarkar : One of my friends was asked 
why he did not opt for the armed forces 
Naidu : But his case was different. He 
was in the NCC for five years, got promoted 
to the rank of Under Officer and so on. 


Bindra : That is correct. The question 
would be pertinent to the individual. If you 
are doing research or are in the teaching 
line, they might then ask the reasons which 
prompts^ for the switch-over. By the way. 
please tell me what other questions were 
posed by the Board to your friends. 

Naidu : I do not understand you Bindra. 
The Board is not going to pose the same 
questions to each candidate. If that is so, 
everybody will be able to give the correct 
answers 

Saxena ; I suppose, there is something 
in what Naidu says. For a change he 
appears to be serious and talking sense. 

Bindra : We can agree with the logic of 
Naidu to a certain extent but his 
presumptions and conclusions need not 
necessanly be correct. Of course, the Board 
will not repeat the same questions to each 
candidate But by getting to know the 
questions asked of different candidates and 
by analysing them, we may be able to 
perceive the general trend 

Sarkar : You are very right Bindra and 
we can definitely benefit by knowing the 
general approach and trend. If I am not 
mistaken, you have already met some of 
those who have earlier been interviewed, 
learnt about the questions and analysed 
the trends If you have no objection, you 
can share your findings with us 

Naidu : It would be helpful if you start 
from the very beginning I mean, you can 
say how they begin the interview, who all 
ask questions, what topics are covered and 
so on 

Bindra : To start with, either the 
Chairman or one of the members takes the 
trouble to put the candidate at ease and 
makes him fully relaxed They understand 
well that a candidate is bound to be tense 
and could even be nervous. Hence, he is 
offered a seat and asked some routine 
questions relating to his educational, home, 
family background, his hobbies, interests, 
present occupation and the like For 
instance, if the candidate does not belong 
tc Delhi, he may be asked how often he 
had visited the national capital aruf how he 
finds Delhi as compared to say Calcutta or 
Hyderabad. Thereafter, they smoothly switch 
over to the interview proper perhaps without 
the candidate even being aware of it. By 
and large, the starting point would be related 
to the information you have furnished in 
your bio-data or the Board's questionnaire. 

Sarkar ; Now, you can tell us about the 
'trend' to which you made a reference 
earlier. 

Bindra : Initially, the Board, in my 
thinking, decides, as on what areas a 
candidate should be questioned from the 
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information provided by him in Ins bio d.it;i 
etc . and the optionals ho has cho.son and 
the marks he had scoriid in iIk; written 
examtnation But this initial anangemont 
might change in the context of the answers 
given by Iho candidate The* views 
expressed or opinions rjivitn or Iho 
comments made by a candidate* may prompt 
a Member to probe him at some depth and 
ask more questions on related mailers Even 
allowing for such diversions, there is a 
general paltein 

Saxena ; (’lease englighton us on this 
■pattrjrn' 

Bindra : After dealing with your 
educational, family and residential 
background, the Boatd generally probes you 
111 the areas of your earlier or current |ob 
expi'tieiKo if any For instance you might 
be working in other branches of the Civil 
Services like the Indian Revenue Service. 
Audit and Accounts, Indian Railways, Police 
and so on Or you might bo with the public 
sector or private enterprise You may bo 
doing research or may bo in the teaching 
line You might have boon travelling or boon 
abroad You might even bo assisting your 
fathor, brother or others in some family 
business The Board would bo intmostod to 
know how you fared tlioro and why you 
want to change to the IAS 

Naidu : How would the Board know about 
my previous job oxporioncos 

Sarkar : Well, Naidu, he already told you 
that all such details could bo found in the 
candidate s bio-data 

Naidu ; What if one does not choose to 
mention them in the bio-data 

Bindra ; (With a fiiondly smila) They 
could ask you what you have boon doing 
since you graduated and further questions 
can bo asked on the basis of your reply to 
the original question Next, there aro some 
other areas or fields in which questions aro 
generally asked and I would like to mention 
them For instance, they ask one or two 
questions about your home state Then 
there will be questions on the optional 
subjects you have offered for the written 
examination or you have studied at the 
college or current national and international 
events and on burning topics of the day, 
week or month Lastly, you can also expect 
questions on matters of your special interest 
or where you have distinguished yourself, 
say, your sports activities, pastime, hobbies, 
etc 

Saxena : What you think we should do it 
they ask questions where wo do not know 
the correct answers'’ 

Bindra : The best thing is to express 
your regret and state that you do not know 
the answer 

Naidu : Won't it go against me if i admit 
my ignorance and keep saying sorry There 
could bo several questions for which I might 
not know the correct answers and I have to 
keep repeating 'sorry' all the time like a 
parrot ■' 

Bindra : (Sn^i s) Well, I feel you don't 

have to worry w all on this score As you 

know, the Bo» is not interested in the

I extent of your knowledge in specific subjects 
I at this stage This aspect has already been 
taken care of by the written examination 
During the interview the Board is more 
interested in your personality traits and your 
awareness in general I would say, the 
Board now is more concerned with your 
approach, attitude and reaction More than 
what and how much you know, how you 
present and put across what you do know, 
counts tor a groat deal Thus, the Board will 
make it a point to find out what you really 
know and then ask questions in those areas 
so that you are in a position to give your 
comments views, etc 

Sarkar ; I am glad to hoar that It moans 
every candidate will got a fair chance Now, 
before you aro summoned for the interview, 
can you briefly toll us, how you prepared 
yourself tor this interview 

Bindra : (Smiling) You see, I have 
covered my optionals in depth when I 
prepared for the written examination At that 
time, I had also made brief notes on 
important aspects and those I used as aide 
momoire Regarding my home state, 1 had 
gone through the Government as well as 
commercial publications with special 
reference to economy, industry, population 
distribution, resources. potentials, 
developmental plans, rural uplift and so on 
For current affairs I have been reading 
regularfy the daily newspapers and some 
selected Indian and foreign news 
magazines Above all, I have become a 
subscriber of Competition Success Review 
and go through each issue carefully There 
are also some excellent guide books by 
CSR Publishers on General Knowledge and 
Civil Service Exam I also made it a point to 
meet as many successful IAS candidates 
as possible and you can get their addresses 
and other particulars from CSR which

Comments : This preliminary encounter 
of Ml Bindra with candidates reveals some 
pointers towaids his personality make-up 
which would be useful for aspirants to take 
note of He can be legarded as an 
enterprising and resourceful candidate He 
mixes freely with strangers, instinctively 
reveals a liking for team-work and proves 
successful in creating a strong and 
favourable impact on those with whom he 
comes into contact With his knowledge and 
preparatory work he is ready to face the 
Board with full confidence and optimism. 


The Interview 


Chairman : Good morning Mr Bindra, 
please take your seat and make yourself 
comfortable If you require anything in 
particular please do not hesitate to ask and 


we shall do our best to meet your needs 

Bindra : Thank you Sir, and good 
morning to you all please (He smartly, 
occupies the chair meant for the candidate) 
I am quite comfortable and ready Sir and I 
don't need anything more Thank you once 
again. Sir 

Chairman : Mr Bindra, I find from your 
dossier that you have studied Politics at the 
University and gained second division M A 
in the subject Was it your intention to 
become a politician and enter into active 
politics'’ 

Bindra ; (Smiling) No Sir, not at all 
Neither then, nor now, I am keen on 
becoming a politician My goal has always 
been the IAS and I chose Poliffcal Science 
as one of my subjects of academic study 
as I felt It would help me to discharge my 
responsibilities effectively as an 
administrator of the IAS cadre 

Chairman ; That is interesting Can you 
explain how the study of Political Science 
can be helpful to an IAS officer'’ 

Bindra : Sir, after independence India 
has opted lor a democratic form of 
government with Parliamentary institutions 
fashioned on the British Westminster model 
Our Constitution guarantees certain 
Fundamental Rights fo its citizens it also 
contains a chapter on Directive Principles 
indicating the direction or objectives towards 
which the nation should make progress 
We have a welfare state founded on 
democratic socialism Five Year Plans have 
been formulated as the vehicles to enable 
the citizens to reap, the benefits of this 
welfare slate The administrator has to play 
a key role in implementing the Five Year 
Plans and other related programmes in the 
context of the welfare state, socialism, 
democracy, fundamental rights of the 
citizens, parliamentary form of government 
responsible to the people, hopes and 
aspirations of the people and similar other 
factors By studying Political Science, not 
only we can understand the working of our 
own Constitution and institutions but also 
know how they work in other democracies 
Thus, I am convinced that the study of 
Political Science could bo of great help to 
the administrators 

Chairman : Well, I agree you have 
something theio although many who have 
not studied Political Science have also 
become excellent administrators, both in 
India and abroad But tell mo why you do 
not want to join active politics Is it your 
view that educated youth should eschew 
active politics? 

Bindra : No Sir, not at all. I wonder 
whether i had conveyed such an impression, 
if so I am very sorry indeed I firmly believe 
that good education is a basic and 
fundamental requirement to all, no matter 
one's profession or vocation in life. It is all 
the more so in the case of politicians. Of 
course, it will also help if politicians had 
undergone the study of Political Science as 
an academic subject 

Chairman ; Then why you are not keen 
on joining active politics? 
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BIndra ; (Smiling) Shall I say Sir that it 
calls lor certain type of mental attitude, 
adjustability and adaptability to function as 
a successful piolitician Secondly you must 
have a special interest and drive for active 
politics Above all politics is an expensive 
game and you need lot of money May be 
I lack these and in any case, as I said 
earlier, my goal right from the beginning 
has been to make the IAS cadre and I 
deliberately did not allow myself to be led 
away from my chosen goal 

1st Member : I suppose you aro aware 
that the world, which of course includes our 
country has seen many able politicians v/ho 
did not have any formal university education 
For example one can cite some well known 
film-star politicians 

BIndra : I bog your pardon. Sir, I referred 
to good education if I remember correctly 
and not to formal university education and 
acquisition of degrees as such The groat 
Winston Churchill and Abraham Lincoln did 
not boast of Master's degrees But they, by 
their own efforts acquired good education 
The film-star politicians I would say aie 
exceptions to the rule Even they could shine 
as still better politicians if they had university 
education 

1st Member ; You indirectly referred to 
money power in politics Can you say that 
wo have been successful in operating 
democracy in independent India and that it 
has taken roots in this country'? 

BIndra : All I can say is that wo arc still 
retaining democracy in this land oven after 
43 years of independence and in the face 
of many diversities whereas it has fallen by 
the wayside in most other countries whicli 
opted for democracy on attaining 
independence after World War II That is 
an achievement in itself As for its taking 
root here, I have my own doubts I am 
inclined to agree with Dr Ambedkar who 
observed that democracy in Inaia is nothing 
but top dressing on alien soil To strike 
deep roots democracy has to grow through 
evolution with people getting used to it 
They must have education and acquire a 
stake in preserving democratic institutions 
A citizen should know the value of his vote 
and exorcise it judiciously and with care 
and caution All these are absent in our 
country Since black money and corruption 
are rampant, it is doubtful whether 
democracy could survive long their 
increasing onslaughts 

Comments : The Chairman starts the 
interviews referring to the educational 
background of the candidate who finds in it 
an opportunity and opening to communicate 
his keenness and planned approach to 
make the IAS grade. He is also able to 
answer indepth a question on the subject of 
his academic study The 1st member then 
proceeds to probe him indepth The 
candidate displays the courage of his 
convictions and also the tact and ability to 
disagree in an agreeable manner. He shows 
good awareness of his surroundings and 
also the role an IAS officer has to play as 
an administrator. 
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2nd Member : You have indicated 
Haryana as your home state But you have 
done all your college and university educa¬ 
tion in Delhi How do you explain this? 

BIndra : My great-grandfather migrated 
from West Punjab We are now settled down 
in Gurgaon which borders Delhi but belongs 
to Haryana Wo have a house in Gurgaon 
and my lather and elder brother aro running 
a small factory there which produces various 
automobile components 
2nd Member : What have you been doing 
since completing your M A studies? 

BIndra ; Mainly I have been preparing 
tor the IAS Occasionally 1 have been 
helping my father on the marketing of the 
automobile components 

2nd Member : Why marketing and not 
production? 

BIndra : (Smiles) Well Sir, any one with 
some financial resources can produce 
anything But marketing and selling and 
realisation of sales revenue is a different 
thing and it is most difficult Besides I am 
not an engineer or technician Above all, 
marketing provided good scope for travelling 
which I enjoy 

2nd Member : If you are selected for the 
IAS to which State cadre you would like to 
opt and why? 

Bindra : I have already indicated 
Nagaland, Mizoram and Arunachal Pradesh 
as my preferences in that order In my view 
they aro virgin lands which would pose very 
challenging tasks lor an administrator 
3rd Member ; How do you account for 
the teriorism and violence in your 
neighbouring State of Punjab? Do ycfu feel 
that if the division of Punjab and Haryana 
as two different States had not taken place, 
we would not bo facing the demand for an 
independent Khalistan today?

5th Member : Since China has signed 
the Nuclear Non-proliferation Treaty and 
Pakistan is willing to sign it, why not India 
subscribe to the same? 

BIndra : China is already a recognised 
nuclear power under the NPT and 
enjoys full freedom not only to retain its 
nuclear arsenal but also build it up 
further like America, Russia, the U.K. and 
France. Hence China has nothing to 
loose. As for Pakistan, it will not brook to 
break any treaty or agreement to serve its 
national ends. It could also obtain nuclear 
know-how and weapons by proxy through 
China and other West Asian friends.

Disastrous And Shouid Be Banned 


Methodoiogy 


Here we are presenting to our readers 
the taped live’ discussion which took place 
at CSR's Competition Success Institute. The 
expert comments of the examiners have 
been incorporated at suitable places to 
enable correct appreciation of the 
proceedings. This group consists of eight 
candidates of similar age, experience, 
education and they all are appearing for a 
common examination. This exercise is not 
a formal debate but an informal and friendly 
chit-chat or exchange of ideas No one is 
designated as Chairman, President or leader 
to conduct and coordinate the discussion. 
Therefore, it can be termed as a leaderless' 
group task. Every participant has full and 
equal freedom to say whatever he feels 
like, as he feels like and when he feels like. 
Except for the time limit of half an hour, the 
group has been told to frame whatever rules 
it desires for the conduct of the discus'flion. 
After announcing the subject for the 
discussion and launching the group on its 
task the examiner retires to the background. 
As the candidates are from different parts 
of the country and meeting each other, 
perhaps for the first time, they are allocated 
with chest or roll numbers The chest 
number is pinned on the shirt of each 
candidate both on the chest and back. They 
are seated in a closed circle in the 
ascending order of the roll numbers. Each 
candidate has to be addressed and identified 
only by his chest number and not by his 
name during the period of the exercise. 
This will facilitate easy and ready recognition 
by all, both among the group and among 
the examiners. When the examiner 
withdraws from the scene, the candidates 
feel relaxed to some extent. The silence is 
replaced by subdued asides, chit-chats, 
conversations and some cross-talks. Slowly 
the noise increases. 

No, 2: (Turning to No. 1 seated on his 
right and speaking in low whispers) I say, i 
have a doubt man. The examiner said 
‘Limited Nuclear War’ but did not clarify 
what it means. I mean the word limited. In 
what sense it is limited? 

No. 1: Hey, what a funny chap you are. 
Why doni you ask the examiner himself? 
He asked us repeatedly whether anyone 
had any doubts. 

No. 2: (Appears a bit uneasy and 
nervous) Please don't raise your voice man. 
Others may hear and even the examiner 
can hear. Now coming back to my doubt. 


you have not answered my question. 

No. 1: Well, ’Limited’ means limited. You 
can make your own assumptions. I don't 
think you should worry about it. 

No. 2:1 think you are joking. Or, may bo, 
you also do not know the answer. 

No. 1; You are welcome to draw your 
own conclusions. That is your birth right. 

No. 3: (Observing and overhearing a part 
of the dialogue between Nos. 2 and 1, he 
intervenes himself) Hey, you two, what is 
the secret you two seem to be sharing 
between each other?

No. 1: Your neighbour. No. 2, has some 
problem. May be you could solve it for him. 

No. 3: That is easy No. 2. Take it that 
your problem is already solved. That is my 
responsibility. But let me tell you, I don't do 
free service I charge my own fees for 
services rendered. In your case, let us say 
that you must stand me and No. 1 a freat 
at some 5-star hotel. Of course, you are 
welcome to invite your other friends if you 
so wish. We won't mind at all. What do you 
say No. 1? 

No. 1: Sounds to be a swell idea. I am 
ready to miss even my lunch to do justice 
at the treat. As for No. 2 inviting his other 
friends, I would enjoy it more if they belong 
to the fairer sex and happen to be young, 
beautiful and sporting. (No. 2 looks 
embarrassed and confused. He does not 
reply. At this stage there are more asides, 
cross-talks, etc. among others also. Seeing 
the confusion, noise and small talks by the 
group. No. 7 decides to step in to launch 
the group on its task on the proper lines. 
He addresses the group as a whole). 

No. 7: (Faces the group with a smile. He 
raises his voice a bit so that he can be 
heard by all despite the prevailing ncise 
and confusion.) Friends, may I request for 
your kind attenton please. Kindly bear 
with me for a moment. I have a small 
announcement to make and what I have to 
say concerns all of us and our task in hand. 
(At this stage, all stop talking and there is 
complete silence for the lime being.) 

No. 5; Yes No. 7, we are alt ready or 
rather eager to hear what you have to say. 
Pray, please proceed. 

No. 7: Gentlemen, as you all know we 
have just half an hour to complete our group 
discussion. I am afraid we have already 
spent more than five minutes in our asides. 


small talks, etc. We can't lose any more 
time. Let us, therefore, get down to the 
exercise. 

No. 1: Mr. No. 7, before you proceed 
any further, I want you to sort out the 
problem posed by No. 2. He is assailed by 
some serious doubts. 

No. 2: (Showing discomfort and acute 
embarrassment) No, no, please. I only 
asked No. 1. Now it does not matter. 

No. 3: (Laughing loudly) Well, I had 
already told No. 2 that I could solve ail his 
problems including his doubts. But there is 
the matter of fees. No. 2 is still to agree to 
my fees. (He laughs as though he has 
cracked a big Joke.) 

No. 7: Well, gentlemen, I mean Nos. 1. 
2 and 3. Please do not speak in riddles. We 
are losing more time as you know. 

No. 5: That is right No. 2. If you have 
any real problem, please tell us 
straightaway. 

No. 2: (Mumbles) No, no. No problems 
please. 

No. 1: I think he is hesitating. If I am 
right he was not too clear as to what exactly 
the term ’Limited’ means or implies when 
we speak about 'Limited Nuclear War'. For 
example, the limit could refer to the size of 
the nuclear bomb, its capacity to destroy or 
it may refer to targets or area. 

No. 7: Thank you No. 1. Don't worry 
No. 2. (He smiles encouragingly to reassure 
No. 2) We shall be discussing this very 
point, besides many other aspects, during 
our exercise. Now, if you all agree, we can 
start. It would be a good idea to start with 
a volunteer. Then we can proceed one after 
another from him as we are seated now. 

No. 5: Excuse me No. 7. Would you like 
to say something about the time limit? I 
mean, how much time each can take. 

No. 7: Yes, it is important. What is your 
suggestion? 

No. 5:1 think we should have two rounds 
and each should get minimum two chances 
to speak. During the first round Mo minutes 
per head should be the maximum. In the 
second round it could be half to one minute. 

No. 7: Okay, I am sure, all will stick to 
the time limit. Now who wishes to speak 
first? If there is no volunteer, we can request 
No. 5 to open the dscussion. 

No. 3: All right, I shall volunteer. 

No. 2: Please, I want to speak last. 

No. 7^ Rne, that suits us dl well. No. 3 
will start the ball rolling. Then we move on 
to Nos. 4, 5, 6 and finally come to No. 2 to 
complete the round. (Turning to No. 3) 
Please go ahead. 

Comments: A fairly active and well 
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motivated group in which Nos. 7 and 5 
display natural leadership qualities and 
prove successful in launching the group on 
Its task. They overcome the obstacles which 
they encounter with imagination, speed and 
tact This GD being a team work, it cannot 
be executed without someone assuming the 
responsibilities of a leader and coordinator 
Nos 1, 2 and 3, though spoke among 
themselves, did not come forward to 
shoulder this responsibility on their own 
initiative On the other hand No 7 displayed 
natural leadership abilities and assumed the 
responsibility to launch the group on its 
task, on his own No 5. who gave excellent 
support to No 7, also displays good 
leadership qualities We find No 2 to be 
hesitant, diffident and overcautious No 1 
appears to be lacking in ideas and he is 
unable to holp No 2 actively Without 
admitting his limitations No. 1 tries to evade 
the issues or pass the buck on to others 
No 3 has acted in light vein which indicates 
certain amount of irresponsibility 
Nevertheless he offers to be the opening 
speaker Hence, ho has to bo watched 
further Nos 4, 6 and 8 have so far remained 
as silent spectators 

No. 3: Friends, the proposition given as 
the subiGct of our discussion states that 
"Despite The Demise Of The Soviet Union, 
Limited Nuclear Wars Will Still Prove 
Disastrous And Should Be Banned” As you 
all know the Soviet Union was one of the 
two Super Powers because of its nuclear 
capability to retaliate, inflicting unacceptable 
nuclear damage on its opponent America 
was the other Super Power Today the 
mighty Soviet Union is no longer there It 
has disintegrated into many independent 
republics and the Russian Federation, the 
largest of such independent republics 
controls the nuclear button But nuclear 
weapons are stationed on the soil of other 
republics also Already there is strong 
disagreement between Ukraine and Russia 
Thus there could be limited nuclear wars 
among these Soviet republics There is also 
the danger of some Central Asian Soviet 
republics with Islamic population passing 
on nuclear secrets to the Islamic countries 
of Asia and Africa, like Iraq. Syria, Iran. 
Libya, Pakistan etc Such nuclear 
proliferation will load to nuclear wars and 
ultimately all nuclear powers, including the 
USA will get affected The remaining sole 
Super Power, America, cannot control or 
stop such limited nuclear wars Hence all 
nuclear wars should be banned and all 
existing nuclear weapons should be 
destroyed We must have a nuclear-free 
world 

Comments: No. 3 has grasped the 
essentials of the subject fairly well and given 
a coherent and convincing presentation. He 
has presented some original ideas and he 
built up his theme in an orderly and 
systematic manner. His power of 
expression, self-confidence and logical 
reasoning can be rated as good. He came 
forward to open the discussion, thus 
displaying urge, enterprise and sense of 


responsibility We may give him the benefit 
of the doubt and recommend him for 
selection With his positive attitude he can 
be expected to respond favourably to 
training 

No. 4: Gentlemen, the total destruction 
of the two Japanese cities, Nagasaki and 
Hiroshima, with its entire civilisation by the 
dropping of two atomic bombs makes us 
shudder to think of a nuclear war in the 
future The destructive capacity of nuclear 
bombs has since increased by thousands 
or millions of times A few hydrogen bombs 
are now sufficient to obliterate an entire 
country One should, therefore, be prepared 
and protect the country against such danger 
To have peace we have to bo prepared lor 
war If a country has the capacity to survive 
a surprise nuclear attack and then retaliate 
to such an extent whore the damage can 
be unacceptable to the attacker, then it will 
serve as a deterrent Of course, it moans a 
nuclear armament race But it cannot be 
avoided It is a necessary evil Even when 
you think of a limited nuclear war, you must 
be prepared and have the capacity to fight 
an all-out, total nuclear war Even mistakes 
and misunderstandings can result in a 
nuclear war We should, therefore, be 
prepared for anything Hence, I agree with 
No 3 that wo should give due thought to 
the doctrine of nuclear-free world 

Comments: No 4 did not participate 
actively during the initi.al stages He was 
just an mtorostod observer His present 
performance shows that he has followed 
the proceedings adequately and has 
understood the scope of the subject By 
and large he has reaffirmed what was said 
by No 3 and no original contiibulion has 
been made by him Ncvcithcloss he has 
faced his audience with confidence, spoke 
wall and created some impact on the group 
He has not exhibited any negative traits 
He can bo treated as a border-line case 
and afforded a chance 

No. S: Friends, the "Limited nuclear war 
doctrine" enunciated by America, envisages 
a surprise attack by the U S A on selected 
strategic and nuclear targets of the enemy 
For instance, with a first attack on the Iraq's 
top political leadership and on the Iraqi 
nuclear warheads the U S experts feel that 
their country can minimise or even avoid 
nuclear attacks on its bases and forces In 
other words, the initial or pre-emptive 
surprise American attack will be limited in 
terms of its targets The aim is to destroy 
the political leadership and also the 
retaliatory capacity of the enemy If America 
can achieve this, then as in 1945, it can be 
said to enjoy relative nuclear monopoly in 
the armament race But despite the demise 
of the Soviet Union as a Super Power, its 
nuclear arsenal is still there Further there 
will also be nuclear proliferation Big Powers 
like China, France and the U K also have 
nuclear weapons. Under these 
circumstances limited nuclear war cannot 
remain 'Limited' IJ will spread and engulf 
the world Hence all nuclear weapons and 
wars should be banned. But America will 


not agree to it Today it is the only Super 
Power Hence it should use the nuclear 
deterrence and stop nuclear proliferation 
and nuclear threats. It should nip the nuclear 
danger in the bud 

Comments: No 5 has emerged as one 
of the strong and positive leaders in the 
group Earlier he gave excellent support to 
No 7 and helped him to launch the group 
on Its task His arguments show that ho 
possesses extensive ideas which are 
original and sound, logical and rational His 
criticisms are constructive and valid. He is 
enthusiastic, keen and enterprising. There 
IS willingness on his part to shoulder greater 
responsibilities He has made a good impact 
on this group Selected with high grading. 

No. 6: Gentlemen, I mean friends You 
see. It IS rather difficult to decide as to 
whom I should support Nos 3 and 4 have 
taken one side and No 5 has taken the 
opposite side To mo both appear to bo 
correct and that is my problem Therefore, 

I cannot but remain neutral You can say I 
like to stay non-aligned I think I should 
listen to others also, particularly to No 7, 
before I make up my mind one way or the 
other May be we can take a vote and I 
would like to support majority opinion But 
I agree in general that nuclear war is bad 
and dangerous, no matter whether it is total 
or limited All the previous speakers have 
also agreed on this one point and I am also 
with them 

Comments: This candidate lacks initiative 
and originality His ideas are limited and he 
has nothing useful to contribute He is alraid 
to take any firm decision and commit 
himself He has wasted the opportunity 
afforded to him With such maikcd negative 
qualities ho cannot make the grade as a 
strong leader Rejected 

No. 7: Friends, the moot and most valid 
question is whether a limitu'd nuclear war 
can remain limited No 1 wanted to know 
what exactly the term 'limited' signifies As 
one of the speakers said the limit could be 
in terms of targets, or area of attack, or limit 
of damage But how far and how long any 
of these can remain limited'? There is bound 
to bo escalation The loser will always like 
to fight to the finish, using all that he could 
muster or command If one side is ready to 
come to terms as a result of a limited nuclear 
war, it can at best be a temporary truce He 
will only make a tactical retreat for the time 
being in order to attack later with greater 
strength and force Secondly, it does not 
sound easy or convincing that America can 
destroy enemies' war leadership and 
retaliatory capacity by resorting to the so- 
called surprise limited nuclear attack It is 
gross underestimation of the enemy These 
days the nuclear missiles can be launched 
from satellites and submarines, besides the 
ground stations We have already soon that 
the present hydrogen bombs, etc are far 
more destructive than the 1945 atomic 
bombs Hence, even a few bombs can 
cause grave damage to America Besides, 
the other nations have to pay-a heavy price 
Neither the nuclear war could be limited to 
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a particular theatre or target The lo‘;or will 
always think of the moio vulnerable targets 
of the enemy for his attack Hence 
escalation is inescapable Theieforo the 
proposition whicfi states that despite the 
demise of the Soviet Union limilt'd nuclear 
war IS still dangerous is conect 

Comments: No 7 displayed initiative, 
urge and dnvo and shouldered lull 
responsibility to launch the gioup on its 
ob/ectivo Ho is gifted in all spheres 
intellectual oiganisniional. dynamic and 
social Ho has OKtensive knowledge Ho 
has piesenled his case from a new angle 
and succeeded fully in carrying the audience 
with him He is bold and laces the challenge 
with iouiago and determination, intelligence 
and imagination Selected and accorded 
top tank lating 

No. 8 : Gentlemen, I suppose Nos 5 
and 7 are right in their own ways 
Nevortlieless, there is no harm to see if the 
nuclear war can be limited where it cannot 
be altogether avoided or eliminated Lot us 
assume that the Super Powers will not wage 
a nuclear war because of mutual nuclear 
deterrence Then other irresponsible small 
countries like Pakistan or Libya may resort 
to a nuclear attack if they succeed in 
acquiring the so-called Islamic bomb Such 
an eventuality can bo avoided by a pre¬ 
emptive limited nuclear attack on them by 
any of the super nuclear powers by mutual 
agreement among them or even by U N 
There is no question of escalation since the 
Super Powers will resort to such limited 
attack only after prior agreement or UN 
authorisation Secondly, it may also bo 
possible to use nuclear weapons in a 
technical manner The damage will be 
limited to selected targets Property in 
general and also civil population may not 
be affected It will bo like tactical

Introduction 


Most job hunters have little idea of how 
to go about presenting themselves to 
prospective employers in the best 
possible light. This is just as true for senior 
people as for the average job hunter. EaPh 
step in the process must be weil thought 
out, planned and checked Those people 
who prepare themselves thoroughly will 
succeed quickly, those who do not, will 
have to be content with a long struggle 
and good luck. 

The secrets of success are; 

— an insight into the job-hunting 
process, 

— a careful evaluation of the job you 
are going after, 

— selective presentation of your 
expenence and abilities, 

— careful planning of letters and 
interviews, 

— the projection of yourself as a 
positive personality, and 

— determination to win. 

Your experience, aptitudes and skills, 
together with the ability to work are the 
commodities which you are selling The 
employer has facilities to put at your 
disposal, work to be done and a salary to 
pay you. He needs you as much as you 
need him. All negotiations must, therefore, 
be conducted on the basis that you and 
the employer meet as equals. Do not feel 
that you are in an inferior position. If you 
are the person for the job, it is you who 
are in the strongest position. Your whole 
job-hunting campaign must be conducted 
on the basis that you are selecting one 
employer from among many possibles — 
just as the employer is selecting a person 
from amongst a number of candidates. If 
you believe this, then your prospective 


employer will too Employers like to have 
people who are in demand, and have 
confidence in their abilities 

You are marketing yourself — by 
yourself. You are your own sales 
manager, salesman, public relations man, 
secretary and clerk. You must get 
organised 

The best jobs are not necessarily 
obtained by the cleverest or ablest 
candidates, but by those who plan, get 
themselves organised and then act If you 
are not quite ready to change your job but 
think that you may do so in, say, a year's 
time, why not have a few trial runs by 
going after 'long shot’ jobs, / e.. those which 
you would be pleased to get but do not 
think you stand much of a chance of 
getting. Being successful at job hunting is 
no different from anything else — it takes 
time and practice. Do not worry about 
losing confidence at not getting these 
jobs — you know they are 'long shots' 
anyway You will improve your letter-writing 
and interview technique You will also find 
that your chances of interview steadily 
increase as your letter-writing ability 
improves. 

You do not have to bare your soul : 

It is customary for you. the job hunter, to 
feel that you have to disclose everything 
and answer every question put to you, 
whereas the employer may exaggerate 
opportunities and even misrepresent the 
kind of work which you will be doing. 
Although you can be quite selective in 
what you tell your prospective employer, 
do not be tempted to be dishonest or 
misrepresent your experience. You must 
always act honestly and honourably, but 
make sure that the employer does so as 
well. Be prepared to cross-check any 
claims which he may make, but expect 
that he will do the same for you. Never be 


tempted to misrepresent your qualirications; 
there is an increasing tendency for 
employers to check up on them. 

One of the most important criteria by 
which you will be judged is not what you 
tell the interviewer, but how you conduct 
yourself at the interview and approach the 
job-changing process. Give an impression 
that you are efficient, business-like and 
know what you are doing. The interviewer 
will assume that you approach your job in 
the same way 

Filling vaeanclea : Filling vacancies is 
an employer-oriented function, employers 
place advertisements, retain employment 
agencies, compile short lists, etc. The 
employer is in command of the situation. 
However, you should think of job hunting, 
not as filling a vacancy for an employer, 
but as finding an employer for your 
services. It may be a job as far as the 
employer is concerned, but for you it is 
one of the most important aspects of your 
iife 

All too often, job hunters take the attitude 
that they should be grateful for the job 
offered and will do anything and suffer any 
humiliation to get it The job, in fact, goes 
to the candidate with the opposite attitude. 
The employer has a problem because he 
has a job to be done and needs someone 
to do it. You will solve his problem if you 
convince him that you are the right person 
for the job 

The employer is not trying to find an 
outstanding person. But he is worried about 
hiring someone whom he later finds is 
incapable of doing the job. All you need 
do is to convince him that you are capable 
of doing the job a little better than the 
other candidates 

Do not despair if you do not immediately 
find the job you want. The average times 
for finding a job are shown below. _ 
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Type of job Average time 

to find a job 

Non-professionai, 

non-manaporial 1 to 6 months 

Professional/junior 

management 3 to 6 months 

Middle management, 
senior academic 6 to 12 months 

Senior management 12 to 24 months 

If you follow the advice given here you 
should be successful in much less than 
the average time 

Read this feature thoroughly At each 
stage of the job hunting process, re-read 
the relevant article, take a copy of the 
checklist and complete it Make a point of 
analysing every section of every article to 
see if the advice contained in it can be 
applied to you 

if you follow the advice in this feature 
you are bound to be successful, and 
sooner than you think The aim of this 
feature is to enable the person, who is 
qualified, and has the experience to do 
the job to greatly increase his chances of 
getting it by outclassing the other 
candidates both in his letter of application 
and at interview. 

Got a file to keep your job hunting 
correspondence in This will consist of 
testimonials, advertisements, copies of your 
letters, correspondence from employers, 
checklists, and notes taken after each 
interview. This tile will enable you to make 
use of the previous experience and learn 
from your mistakes. 

Finding out about 
vacancies 

There are always thousands of 
vacancies being created and filled and a 
few of these are the jobs you want. Just 
as with a pan of boiling water, new bubbles 
are continuously being formed, rising to 
the surface and disappearing ~ so 
vacancies are in a constant state of 
creation and fulfilment You are. therefore, 
wasting your time if you wait for your dream 
job to appear The vacancy exists now 
The problem is to track it down Vacancies 
occur for the following reasons: 

(1) A general expansion of the 
organisation creating vacancies at all levels. 

(2) Expansion of one particular 
department, e.g., data processing 
department creating the need for computer 
operators, programmers and data control 
personnel. 

(3) Creation of a new department 
within the organisation, eg., a market 
research department within an electronics 
company. 

(4) Creation of a new specialist job, e g., 
leisure officer in a local authority. 

(5) Replacing a person who has been 
promoted. 

(6) Replacing a person who has left the 
organisation or who has been transferred 
to another department. 


Many of these vacancies are not 
suddenly created; the organisations 
concern^ know that they are going to 
occur. If you make your approach during 
this time you may be able to get the 
job before other people are even 
considered. This is known as the direct 
approach. 

The following are the ways through 
which you can find out about vacancies' 

(t) Advertisements in newspapers. 

(2) Advertisements in trade and 
professional journals 

(3) Government agencies. 

(4) Private agencies and consultancies 

(5) Executive search consultancies. 

(6) Professional institutions — which may 
keep registers. 

(7) Trade Unions — which sometimes 
keep registers. 

(8) Firms retained by job hunters 

(9) The ‘old boy' network 

(10) Approaching employers directly 

(11) Placing advertisements in 
professional journals 

Use as many of the above ways as 
possible to give yourself the widest possible 
coverage. 

Advertisements : Only about 40 per 
cent of vacancies are actually advertised 
If, therefore, you rely solely on scanning 
the dally papers you are severely 
limiting your horizons. Make sure you read 
the appropriate trade papers and 
professional journals to get all possible 
advertisements As well as reading all these 
advertisements, follow up the other 
methods of tracking down vacancies as 
listed above so as to get at that other 60 
per cent. 

Agents : Consultancies and agencies 
are paid by employers and normally receive 
a percentage of the first year's salary. 
Therefore, they are in business to serve 
employers, not you. They are interested in 
filling a vacancy for an employer, not 
finding a job for you — a subtle but 
important difference. Although they can be 
very useful, do not place too much faith in 
them 

Agencies are better for getting you a 
job similar to your present one rather than 
one which is different. This is because it is 
easier to match job descriptions against 
your existing experience and abilities, rather 
than your potential wants and ambitions. 
Agencies like matching job profiles against 
actual experience profiles, because it is 
quicker, and requires the least effort on 
their part. It can also be performed by a 
relatively junior person 

Do not rely on Agencies Do not expect 
agencies, etc., to 'keep you in mind' they 
seldom do. If you do register with an 
agency, keep pestering them to make sure 
that they are continuing their efforts to 
help you Apart from reviewing your forms 
once a week or so they only know that 
you actually exist by your reminding them. 
Get yourself known to the person who is 
handling your application. Discuss with him 
file sort of job which you hope to get. 


I Make yourself stand out from the other 
people he is handling. 

I If you are going after a different type of 
job from your present one, it is even more 
important to get to know the consultant 
You will therefore be able to discuss with 
him your requirements, and to make sure 
that he is personally involved with trying to 
match you with potential jobs. 

Never rely solely on an agency. You 
could find yourself in for a long wait if you 
do. 

Firms Retained By Job Hunters : Seek 
out those firms which work specifically for, 
and are retained by the job hunter himself. 
These firms, although few and far between, 
usually place small advertisements in the 
classified section of newspapers They will 
be able to give you valuable advice and 
guidance on how you should market 
yourself They may also send their own 
lists of job hunters to employers. These 
firms are often able to spend a lot of time 
with you and find out what sort of job 
would really suit you and give you the 
relevant advice. 

They are more useful than agencies if 
you are thinking of changing your career 
However, you will have to pay for this 
service, but the time and money spent in 
counselling sessidns will generally be well 
spent. 

Tha Direct Approach : If you approach 
employers directly — either by writing or 
telephoning you will have a big advantage 
over other job hunters. You will probably 
have no competitors for the job, since with 
luck, the job will not have been advertised 
Any letters sent to a firm must be 
individually composed and typed. 
Duplicated standard letters will be 
consigned to the rubbish bin where they 
belong However, do not write long detailed 
letters. Follow the advice on letter 
writing given in this feature You have only 
one chance of writing a letter to an 
employer; if he ignores it, you cannot write 
another letter or expect a second 
consideration. Choose your points carefully 
and make your letter short but give it 
maximum punch. 

Where You Sacked? Then Clear The 

Air : If you were sacked by your previous 
employer there are three things which you 
must do; 

(1) Contact the person who sacked you, 
and discuss with him what you are now 
doing. This will reduce any animosity 
between you and enhance your chances 
of getting another job, since your previous 
employer will now be mors ready to give 
you a favourable reference. 

(2) Check up and find out what your 
previous employer is saying, or implying 
about you when acting as a referee. He 
may well be slandering you even though it 
is unintentional. For example, you may 
have been unable to satisfactorily complete 
a project because training which was 
promised was never given and funds were 
withdrawn. This may have been used as 
an excuse to sack you and your previous 
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employer could be saying in references 
that ‘you fell down on the job'. In these 
circumstances you should point out to him 
that there are laws covering slander and 
libel, and unless he stops he will be brought 
to court in an action for damages This 
should have the desired effect and any 
further references he gives will probably 
be neutral but satisfactory 

(3) Always work out your notice Do not 
bo tempted to take payment in lieu. It is 
far easier to get another job if you are 
currently employed. There is a definite 
prejudice against hinng an unemployed 
person. You must swallow your pride and 
continue working as though nothing had 
happened and still maintain a pleasant 
working relationship with your manager and 
colleagues 

Redundant? Keep Your Confidence; 

Most redundancies are caused by an 
underlying contraction of a particular 
industry or service. If this is so in your 
case, getting another job in the same field 
may only be a temporary measure until 
you are made redundant yet again in a 
tew years time Consider a complete 
change of occupation now! 

If you are at present employed but 
redundancy is a possibility, consider a 
change of career now, and at least start 
'unhooking' yourself, both mentally and 
financially, from your present job. This can 
be done by finding new interests and 
earning extra money from a part-time job 
Do not make the mistake of becorhing 
more involved with your present job by 
working even harder and longer hours, 
since when the end does come and you 
lose your job, the trauma of it will be much 
greater 

If you are made redundant, take 
another job as soon as possible Consider 
working freelance, for an agency, or on 
short term contract Never stay at home 
waiting for something to turn up. It you 
continue working even in an entirely 
different field you will achieve three 
important objectives- 

(1) You will raise your morale because 
you are supporting yourself and have taken 
a positive step forward. 

(2) You will be more likely to hear of 
the kind of job for which you are really 
looking since you will be in contact with 
more people. 

(3) You will enhance your prosjDect of 
getting another job since a person in 
employment is always more desirable than 
someone who is unemployed. 

Getting Back To Work : It you have 
not been working for some time, eg., a 
housewife returning to work, then you must 
prepare yourself for that first full-time job 
so as to get the best possible offer. Gaining 
confidence in yourself is the most difficult 
task which you face — and one which 
people who have never given up work do 
.not understand. You need this confidence 
to convince yourself that you are capable 
of working for an employer again, both in 
terms of doing useful work but also in 


terms of getting back to the discipline of 
actually going to work Get involved in 
working with people, by helping with school 
fetes, local charities, etc., and particularly 
by doing a part-time job These experiences 
will start to give you back your confidence 
and can be drawn upon in your letter of 
application, and interview. 

Consider a few months intensive study 
on subjects likely to be useful, such as ■ 
book-keeping, languages, taxation, etc 
Very often, the person who is successful 
in their job application is the one who has 
that little extra knowledge and experience 
which is useful to the employer 

Filling In Forms : Many organisations 
require job applicants to fill in an application 
form These forms are often ill-conceived 
and require a lot of irrelevant information 
An application form, for a specific job, 
should always be returned with a covering 
letter Your mam effort at securing an 
interview should be directed to the contents 
of your letter and not what you state on 
the form 

Before filling in a form take a copy of it 
and fill in that as a trial (Most secretarial 
agencies have a copying machine which 
you can use) You can then fill in the 
actual form without any mistakes or 
crossings out 

Agency Forms : Employment 

agencies often ask you to fill in a forn-. 
which can then bo matched against job 
specifications received from the employers 
on their books 

When filling in such a form describe the 
job you want in general terms The more 
specific you are, the more you will exclude 
other jobs which could be suitable 
Use space on these forms to cover the 
typo of points you would normally put in a 
letter Although a covering letter should 
also be returned with the form, it may be 
separated from it when the form is filed at 
the agency 

After you have sent your forms and 
letter back to the agency, contact them 
and ask to speak to the consultant who is 
handling your application In this way 
you can develop a personal relationship 
between him and yourself This will 
help him to keep you in mind as jobs 
crop up. This is always very im(X>rtant 
when you are seeking a job which is of 
a different type to the one you are now 
doing. 

Job titles : You must remember that in 
many agencies it is a relatively junior 
person who matches your form against job 
specifications This person, of course, will 
not be experienced in your field of work. 
Therefore never use jargon or technical 
terms. Describe your present job and 
expenence in terms which this person will 
understand. Do not necessarily put your 
present job title. Many organisations have 
their own peculiar job titles which no one 
else understands. In ttiese circumstances, 
it is better to invent a job title which will 
give a better understanding of the job which 
you do. If the specific job title is required 


at the interview you can give it then, and 
explain why you used the one which you 
actually wrote down on the form For 
example the term ‘systems engineer' can 
mean the following; 

Electronics engineer 

Project engineer 

Data processing consultant 

Systems analyst 

Technical support person 

One of the latter descriptions should be 
used to give the person reading the form 
a clearer idea of what you do. _ 

What to fill in and 
leave out 

Do not name your present employer : 

Do not put the name of your present 
employer since some organisations have 
a prejudice against employing a person 
from certain other companies These 
could be competitors or similar companies 
in the same area, etc In the space 
provided just mention the typo of company 
It IS For example ‘medium-sized 
general ongineenng company’ or ‘export 
office' 

Reasons for leaving — must be 
acceptable : Never put your reasons for 
leaving your present employer You cannot 
adequately explain these in a short 
sentence as required by a form Acceptable 
reasons for leaving can be brought up at 
the interview 

Describe what you hope to be doing 
In your next job ; Extract from 
your present duties those which come 
closest to the duties you hope to be doing 
in your next job. You must be quite 
selective here but do not be dishonest 
The golden rule is to, at all times, write 
what the prospective employer wants to 
hear; and obviously he wants to hear your 
experience in the areas which are 
appropriate to him 

If you are replying to a specific 
advertisement, analyse it and extract from 
your present duties those which most 
closely fit the requirements of the job 
advertisement. 

Salary — be careful ; When filling in 
agency forms, always quote the largest 
possible salary range or leave blank. 
Thus, you will be considered for as 
many jobs as jsossible. If an agency 
form does not have a space for both 
piuspective and currant salaries, but only 
for ^e tatter, then you should put down 
your prospective salary. You must, of 
course, cross out the word on the form 
saying 'current' salary. However, you must 
explain at the interview that you did ^is in 
order to be considered for a wider range 
of jobs; never deceive an employer about 
what you are now earning — they will 
check up. 

Geographical areaa ; Some agency 
forms will ask you to state only those parts 
of the country in which you are interested 
in working. Always state all parts of the 
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country. You do not know, for certain, 
that you would not take a job in a 
certain area if it were offered at the 
right salary. In any case you want to 
know the Idnds of jobs and salaries being 
offered throughout the whole country so 
that you can assess the job market more 
accurately 

Hobbies and pastimes — these are 

irrelevant : Unless you are a school leaver 
leave blank the space provided for hobbies 
and pastimes This information is irrelevant, 
can lead to personal prejudices, and in 
any case is none of the employer’s 
business 

Age? Rarely a barrier : If your age 
falls outside the range specified for the 
job. then do not fill in your age on the 
form If you can show that you can do the 
job, age will rarely be a barrier 


Writing Letters 


Write briefly, and except for junior 
jobs, by typewritten letter. Handwritten 
letters should be vary neat and clean 
and easily readable. Each letter must 
be individually composed and typed Get 
them typed on a good quality electric 
machine. 

Never send a standard, printed or 
duplicated letter. Do not use paper with 
printed letter headings. The best paper to 
use is plain white, standard business size 

Be brief and to the point : Head the 
letter with a reference to the job being 
advertised. For example. 

Ref: Advertisement — Marketing 
Executive — 

The Hindustan Times, Dated 13/4/92 

Include only the briefest personal 
details of yourself. If the advertisement 
quotes an age range and you fall 
within it, and the advertisement specifically 
asks you to quote your age, then do so. 
Otherwise never quote your age. Age is. 
rarely a restriction if you can subsequently 
prove that you can do the job. The 
total length of the letter should be 
approximately one side of standard 
business size paper Anything over one 
and a half sides is definitely too long. Prune 
your draft letter until it fits into this 
suggested size. 

The letter should be long enough to 
give the major areas of your experience 
which fit the advertisement, and any 
additional points which would be of spedd 
interest to a prospective employer After 
reading your letter a person should be 
able to remember the salient points. If it is 
too long or too much details is given then 
the picture of you is confused and the 
letter has to be re-read or passed over 
(generally the latter). 

Be selective — no life histories 
plessel : Select only those items from your 
experience wfhich are relevant to the 
particular job for which you are applying. 


Your main concerns should be; 

'What experience have I which is of use 
to this employer and how am I going to 
use this experience to enable me to do 
this particular job?' 

‘How can I project myself as a positive 
person by quoting examples from the things 
which 1 have achieved? 

'What extra experience have I which 
could be of use to this employer and which 
could tip the scales in my favour?'

Write in simple stylo : Avoid using 
business jargon or hackroyed expressions. 
Your letter should be written in a simple 
style which should read naturally as if 
spoken. Avoid the following type of 
expressions:

Welcome the opportunity ... 

Would welcome a move to ... 

Extensive experience ... 

My current post ... 

I feel sure that ... 

A wealth of experience ... 

I can truthfully say ... 

Experience of function is moet 
important : Your experience, which you 


I will be offering an employer, will be 
I either by function (that is doing a similar 
type of job) or by experience of the actual 
product involved. For example, for a job 
selling frozen foods you may have 
experience as a salesman or of frozen 
foods. Decide where your main 
experience for the job lies — function or 
product. This will be your main selling point. 
In general, experience by function is the 
most important In the preceding example, 
it would be more important to show 
evidence of being a competent salesman 
than to show that you have an extensive 
knowledge of frozen foods. Similarly, for 
management type jobs, evidence of 
previous management or supervisory 
experience is more important than 
knowledge of a particular product. It is, 
therefore, most important in your letter of 
application and interview that you 
stress experience in the function of the 
job being advertised and select relevant 
points from your career to substantiate 
this. 

Why are you writing the letter? : No 
job is offered on the basis of your letter of 
application. Your letter is solely to gain an 
interwBW. Write your letter so that the 
employer thinks. 'We must see this person 
— he sounds as though he could be the 
person we are looking for’. 

If you put too much detail in your latter, 
the employer can build up too detailed a 
picture of you and will be tempted to judge 
you solely on the basis of your letter — in 
most cases turning you down since there 
will always be some point to take exception 
to. You must write sufficient only to whet 
the appetite for more. 

Application forma — never return 
them alone : Always return an application 
form with a covering letter which contains 
your main effort in getting the prospective 
employer to interview you. You can put 
over your experience so much better in a 
letter. A well composed letter will always 
carry more weight than a form. 

Analyse the advertisement — pick It 
to pieces : When replying to an 
advertisement you must analyse the 
advertisement first to determine the 
specific requirements and experience 
required for the job. Write down these 
points. These will be points which will be 
specifically mentioned In the advertisement. 
There wilt also be other points which 
can be determined from it by thinking 
about the other requirements of the job, 
and which, although, not mentioned 
specifically are nevertheless necessary for 
doing the job. These latter points are 
referred to as 'hidden' qualities. In your 
letter of application you must draw 
from your experience .instances to support 
both the spedfic and hidden qualities 
required. 

Avoid giving too detailed an 
Impreealon of yourself : Personal details 
wHI give the person reading your letter too 
complete a picture of you. It wilt give him 
the temptation of rejecting you on the 
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strength of your letter alone. You must 
avoid this situation, by avoiding the 
foliowing points; 

Age 

Marital status 

Present salary 

Hobbies 

Sporting interests 

Religion 

Spare time interests 

Never give your reasons for leaving your 
present organisation. You are writing solely 
because you are replying to an 
advertisement If you give reasons why 
you want to leave your present job you 
may be rejected because the person 
reading your letter is not in sympathy with 
them. Do not give him this chance to reject 
you 


Writing directly 


You can approach organisations with a 
letter even though you have seen no 
advertisement. These letters should be 
short, to the point, individually composed 
and written, and contain the following 
ingredients: 

Address the letter to a person — not a 
function Ring up the organization and ask 
the telephone operator who the Personnel 
Manager is, etc. 

Explain briefly why you are writing. 

Project a positive image of yoursetr and 
show how you can help the particular 
company to which you are writing. 

Give the impression that you have 
singled out just this organisation to apply 
to. 

Write a draft letter first — then 
sleep on It : Never send your letter 
the day the advertisement appears. 
Write a draft letter first, then write the final 
version after a further two days when you 
have had time to think it over properly 
Get your letter typed. If you follow this 
procedure then your letter will have a more 
favourable chance of being successful 
since: 

— It will be more effective because of 
the extra time spent on its composition. 

— It will arrive after the mam flood of 
letters have been received and sifted, and 
will stand a better chance of being 
selected. 

Expect to spend at least three hours 
composing your first draft. Check your letter 
once more : 

— re-read your typed letter for mistakes 

— check the address and box numbers 

— check that the letter is correctly 
headed 

— sign your* name 

— fold the letter as few times as possible 

— check the address on the envelope 

— post it, and 

— file a copy of the letter 

Never enclose anything else, such as 
specimens of work, testimonials. 


certificates, photographs, press cuttings, 
etc., uniess they are specifically 
requested 

Preparation for the Interview : If you 

are offered an interview, first wnte back 
thanking the company for the offer of 
interview and confirm the date, place 
and time of interview. This letter 
should also be typewritten. When the 
interviewer reviews your correspondence 
at the interview, the sight of well set 
out typewritten letters will greatly 
impress him _ 

Studying the 
organisation 

study the prospective employer well; 

Get as much information as possible about 
your prospective employer An interviewee 
who has this information and shows that 
he knows thoroughly about the interviewer's 
company has an advantage over other 
candidates Go to a business library and 
read up about the company. Study their 
annual reports Although you will probably 
never use 95 per cent of the information 
you glean — the added confidence which 
this knowledge gives you will definitely 
show up at the interview Even one single 
comment which shows that you know and 
understand the company, could land you 
the job 

How Is the company constituted? If 

the prospective employer is a company, is 
it a private or public company'^ Is it a 
subsidiary of another company? Who 
ultimately owns if^ At one extreme the 
owner will be the person who actually runs 
the company. At the other extreme the 
company, which you will be joining, could 
be one small unit in a vast international 
operation (although this may not be 
apparent at the time) 

The interviewer will doubtless explain the 
constitution of the company at the interview, 
and if you interject suitable comments 
which show that you know about his 
company this is bound to impress him. 
Even though you do not get a chance to 
show your knowledge at the interview, the 
fact that you have it, will boost your 
confidence. Underlying knowledge, even 
though never used, always promotes 
confidence 

What are the company’s products? 

Find out about the company's products, 
and also the competition's products 
What are their weaknesses’ You could 
ask a competitor for his comments. Go to 
your local library and read up the back 
number copies of the appropriate trade 
journals to get good background knowledge 
of the market in which the company 
operates. 

You can use the knowledge, which you 
have gained, to good effect, at the 
interview, by asking penetrating questions 
about the firm's product range and plans 
for future development. This gets the 
message over to the interviewer that you 


are really interested in the job and 
organised to get it. 

Get plenty of literature ; Ring up the 
company and ask for all the relevant 
literature which they can let you have. 
Collect it yourself if necessary. Then 
read it. 

Useful literature that can be obtained 
are Product brochures, annual financial 
statements. Chairman's reports, and 
Illustrated catalogues and price lists 

On the day before the interview road 
this literature again._ 


Preparing yourself 


Intelligence tests — be prepared I 

Interviews are sometimes preceded by tests 
of various sorts. There are three categories 
of tests 

(1) Intelligence tests These take about 
one hour to complete and are usually split 
into three sub-tests as follows : 

(a) Measurement of powers of perception 
or logical reasoning using diagrams, 
sequences of letters or numbers, etc. 

Hint : If you are required to manipulate 
letters of the alphabet, wnte the alphabet 
down on a scrap of paper and underneath 
the letters write their corresponding 
numbers. You will find that manipulating 
numbers is easier 

(b) Literary ability using words or 
phrases This is to find out your 
comprehension of the language 

(c) Numeracy — manipulating numbers, 
doing mental arithmetic, etc 

(2) Trade tests Where some 
manipulative ability is required these tests 
can rule out candidates who, while they 
may have the intelligence to learn a 
manipulative process, must be rejected, 
because they lack the dexterity to achieve 
economic rates of output. These tests are 
usually required for jobs requiring 
craftmanship and physical skill 

(3) Psychological tests These are of a 
specialised nature and have as their 
objective, the gaining of insight into the 
character and behaviour of the 
candidate. 

No one is hired as the result of their 
achievement in a test The results of tests 
are used to complement the candidate's 
performance at interview Two specific uses 
for tests are 

(1) To provide a cut-off in that 
candidates with a score less than an 
acceptable minimum will not be hired no 
matter how good their other attributes. For 
example a computer programmer must 
score above a minimum in logical reasoning 
tests even before he is accepted for 
interview. 

(2) To compare the results of a 
candidate with the results of typical people 
already doing similar jobs. 

It is recommended that you buy a book 
of intelligence tests and work through them 
in the week before the interview. This will 
enable you to give of your best and not 
spend valuable time or wasted points 
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learning how to do them at thf interview. 
Do not be tempted to guesr .inswers to 
questions as marks are usu.iily subtracted 
for wrong answers Thus, i( you guess you 
wiii not increase your scotu but with more 
answers wrong you wiil itotract from your 
performance 

Graphology (handwriting analysis) : 
There is an increasing use of graphology 
by companies in an attempt to analyse the 
character and abilities of candidates The 
uses of graphology can be split into two 
areas 

(1) A general character analysis of the 
individual. 

(2) The grading of candidates according 
to specific abilities which are required for 
the job in question 

For example an employer filling a 
vacancy for a salesman may require that 
candidates bo graded according to their 
score in the following abilities 

• Tenacity of purpose 

• Extroversion 

• Ability to work with others 

The use of graphology can analyse a 
person in the following four areas for the 
specific qualities listed under each area 

(a) Temperament 
self reliance 
serenity 
excitability 
nervousness 
phlegm 

(b) Mental and intellectual qualities . 
intelligence 

perception 
memory 
observation 
judgement 
logical reasoning 

(c) Social tendencies . 
extroversion/introvorsion 
tenacity of purpose 
concentration 

ability to work with others 

(d) Moral qualities . 
generosity 
seifishness 
spite 
jealousy 

The graphologist prefers material written 
with an ink rather than a ball point pen. 
This IS because an ink pen is able to 
show variations in the pressure of the 
strokes and this enables a more complete 
analysis to be performed. You will invariably 
be asked for an existing speamen of your 
handwriting rather than being asked to 
produce a specimen at the interview (which 
could be unrepresentative due to the 
stressful situation). If, however, you are 
asked to produce a specimen of 
handwriting you should observe the 
following rules. 

(1) (Jse an ink pen 

(2) Write your specimen when you are 
feeling alert, calm and fresh, not when you 
are feeling tired and anxious. 

(3) Write as naturally as possible in your 
own style but be as neat as possible within 
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that style. 

Build yourself up — 'the power of 
positive thinking’ : For the week before 
the interview, think of yourself in the 
position applied for Build yourself up to 
the job you are asking for and are 
determined to get. Think of the problems 
of the job and how you would tackle them 
Try and live the job for the week before 
the interview. 

Public speaking — rehearse : Some 
interviews are preceded by group interviews 
of all the candidates together Dunng this 
time It is probable that you will have to 
address the audience by standing up and 
speaking to them Rehearse your public 
speaking as described in the chapter on 
group interviews. Try to be first, you 
will then be noticed as a positive person 
and because you will have rehearsed your 
talk, will be difficult for the others to live 
up to

Be Interviewed last t You stand a 
belter chance : When your letter arrives 
requesting you to attend for interview, 
contact the secretary of the person 
arranging the interview and sound him/her 
out about interview times. Try to be the 
last person to be interviewed. Failing that 
be first. Get your interview time changed if 
necessary 

You should be last because the 
interviewer needs several sessions to settle 
into the interview and lose his self- 
consciousness. If you are the last person 
to be interviewed and give a good account 
of yourself you will leave him with a 
stronger impression than the other 
candidates. If you fail to be last then try to 
be first. Your interview will then be a model 
which the others have to live up to. 

Agencies — no recommendation* 
please : If you are one of a number of 


candidates being sent along to the interview 
by an agency or consultant instruct them 
not to recommend you in preference to 
other candidates. Being so recommended 
will diminish your chances of getting the 
job. The interviewer will be expecting too 
high a standard of you, and will pick some 
other candidate tor the job just to show 
the consultant that he has an independent 
opinion. 

Brief wife/huaband — be good at 
public ralailonsi Brief your wife or 
husband on answering the telephone 
in your absence Leave your diary by 
the telephone so that an interview can 
be arranged or changed in your absence. 
A business-like and efficient spouse is 
a credit to you. The impression which 
you give to an employer over the 
telephone, especially to his secretary, 
adds up to the overall picture which he is 
building up of you. Do you and your spouse 
give a picture of efficiency and competence 
over the telephone? Rehearse and know 
in advance what you will both say Let 
your wife know where you can be 
contacted during the day so that interview 
times can be confirmed quickly and 
efficiently 

File your references specimens, etc. : 

Be business-like Put your previous 
references, if available, neatly filed in a 
new file This can also contain specimens 
of work — drawings, reports, proposals, 
letters, etc The first item in the tile should 
be an index of its contents This file can 
be taken along to the interview and the 
necessary specimens produced on the 
spot 

It should bo left with the secretary of 
the interviewer prior to the interview. If 
needed the interviewer can call his 
secretary for it to be brought in This 
creates a good business-like impression, 
and IS better than you taking the file in 
to the interview with you and not 
knowing what to do with it or where to 
put It. 

Personal appearances — they do 
counti Appearances do count The 
interviewer has never seen you before and 
first impressions are important. The 
following are some good tips ■ 

— Have your hair cut at least five days 
before the interview, or not at alt. If you 
have your hair cut immediately before an 
interview it is too obvious that you have 
smartened up especially for the interview, 
and this detracts from the overall 
impression of you, since it implies that you 
are not usually smart 
— Have your clothes cleaned and 
pressed. 

— Men I Wear a new shirt and new tie. 

— Make sure that your shoes have been 
cleaned and do not need repairing. 

— For men, long socks, pulled up, are 
definitely more business-like than ankle- 
length socks. 

— If your glasses are old and 
discoloured, why not get a new pair in the 
latest fashion. 
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— Get rid of raincoats or overcoats 
Give them to the secretary before going 
into the interview 

— Ladies' Sort your handbag out before 
the interview 

Dress smartly : we all know it’s a special 
occasion but at least it shows that you can 
make an effort, some people can't even 
do that' 

Get there on time! Make sure that you 
can get to the intorviow on time Add at 
least half an hour to the normal journey 
time to allow tor traffic hold-ups, punctures, 
etc If you are going by public transport be 
pessimistic about making connections at 
railway stations, etc 

If you have not boon to the address of 
the interview before, make a trial run a 
few days before the interview Should you 
arrive late you will also arrive hot, bothered 
and dishovollod and will start off by making 
apologies for yoursolf You wi'l never 
rocovoi your composure If you cannot 
organise yourself fo got to an important 
event, like a job interview, on time then 
you do not deserve to bo consideied for 
the job at all 

The power of positive thinking — it 
works : When you arrive at the place of 
interview, fake ton minutes walking slowly 
around the block to compose yoursolf and 
build yoursolf up into the right mental 
attitude for the interview Say to yourself 

I am going to give a good interview 

I am just the person they want 

I feel great 

This IS just the job foi me 

I have done my homework and / feel 
terrific 

The Memory Formula ; Befoie writing 
your letter of application, you will have 
analysed the advertisement for the specific 
and hidden requirements tor the job Write 
these requirements down again Now write 
specific examples taken from your own 
experience to support each of these 
requirements These requirements and 
examples MUST BE MEMORISED so that 
they can be produced at interview and 
discussed in detail To avoid forgetting 
them at the interview write them on a card 
and take it with you 

What the interviewer 
is looking for 

The interviewer has two methods of 
judging your suitability for the job 

(1) By questioning you and evaluating 
the things about you and your experience 
which you tell him 

(2) By observing how you handle the 
interview itself 

If you have obviously planned your 
interview well, by showing that you are 
knowledgeable about the organisation and 
by asking penetrating questions, then the 
interviewer will assume that you are also 
capable of planning and making a good 
job of your work The converse is also 
true — a bad performance at interview 


could (but not necessarily) mean an 
unsatisfactory performance at the job 

If you have the experience and ability to 
do the job then make sure that you do not 
let your intorViow performance let you 
down Since in almost all cases, the 
interviewor has no prior knowledge of the 
candidates (except their letter of 
application) ho will make up his mind on 
who to employ solely on his assessment 
of each one at interview Even if all 
candidates could do the job equally well, 
some will give the impression that they will 
do better than others, and some will give 
the impression that they are extremely 
unsuitable It is up to you which impression 
you give 

The interviewer is judging you on five 
main areas of your life The relative 
importance attached to each one can be 
soon from the figure opposite 

If you are of only average intelligence, 
have lew qualifications, do not make a big 
impact on others and are not particularly 
well adjusted — do not despair The most 
important factor is youi actual 
achievements and the positive vray in which 
you put these over to the interviewer 



INTELLIGENCE : How do you rate for 
the job which you have to do’’ What are 
your cognitive powers to take in and 
interpret information? Are you quick at 
learning and what intellectual capacity have 
you for absorbing training? 

• Dull — need questions repeated or 
rephrased 

• Quick — simple and concise 
answers to questions (desirable). 

• Too intelligent — gives complicated 
answers to simple questions —- may be 
too much of a thinker and not a doer! 

QUALIFICATIONS : Do you have the 
basic qualifications necessary for the 
particular job? What are your achievements 
at ■ school, university and extra-mural 
studies? 

If you have few formal qualifications, 
have you by your own efforts, brought 
yourself up to the required standard? Do 
you belong to the relevant professional 
institution in your field of work? Do you 
regularly read the appropriate trade 
journals? 

IMPACT ON OTHERS : How do you 


speak? 

Plain English or Hindi or your mother 
tongue easily understood and accepted 
by everyone. (It is desirable). 

Dialect — can you always be 
understood? 

Affected accent — will you annoy 
others? 

How do you express yourself? 

Talk in generalities — not candid or 
down to earth 

Talk from experience using real life 
situations (It Is desirable). 

Talk in abstracts — are you a dreamer 
not a doer? 

Confidence? 

Reserved throughout the whole 
interview. 

Reserved at first only, then open and 
candid (It Is desirable). 

Over dressed — do you think more 
about your appearance than doing the 
job? 

Appearance? 

Scruffy — for some jobs this does not 
matter 

Average, slight slouch — not noticeable 
in crowd 

Well groomed, physically .fit, stand up 
straight, (it is desirable).

ADJUSTMENT : How are you adjusted 
to life in general and the work about 
you?

Do you set yourself goals and 
achievements? 

- Can you get things done even when 
faced with difficulties? 

- Are your achievements above average 
for your age and position’ 

- Are you a dreamer? 

- Have you long term personal goals’ 

- Does what you say about your career 
add up? 

- Are you telling the truth? 

- Have you reached the level one would 
expect for your qualifications and 
background? 

- Whore are you on your career 
cycle — going up, down or static? 

- Which kind of work has given you the 
most satisfaction’ 

- Are you a person who can deliver on 
time? 

The ln>tray syndrome ; Do you spend 
too long working through your in-tray, 
producing an out-tray for someone else to 
work through’ Many people, especially 
managers and supervisors, forget that their 
role IS to : 

Plan goals to be achieved 
Direct themselves and others in the 
execution of these plans 

Control and review results, and 
Manage their own and their subordinates' 
time effectively 

Dealing with correspondence via the in- 
tray and out-tray is merely a daily 
precursor for doing the job. All successful 
people understand that their day starts 
when they have emptied the In-tray — do 
you? 

Are you sn action driven person? The 


interviewer is trying to select a person who 
IS a doer, an action person from the 
dawdler, ditherer and incompetent. The 
latter are often expert at camouflaging their 
inaction by eloquently propounding the 
many things they are always about to do, 
or by finding excuses for the things which 
they did not do 

Do you present your boss with 
problems or solutions'? When you meet 
problems do you go to your boss for help? 
Or do you analyse the problem and define 
a solution or choice of solutions to present 
to him’ If not, start now by always having 
one possible solution to any problem you 
need help with. 

Do you have Initiative? Do you suggest 
new things to be done’ Do you act 
without being asked’ Have you the 
confidence to trust your own judgement 
and act’ Having initiative means taking 
chances — and sometimes failing 

Do you pay attention to detail? Do 
you resent detail — prefernng to deal with 
‘the big picture' or 'the broad brush 
approach', leaving others to work out the 
detail’ A job well done nearly always 
depends on attention to detail at a high 
level

Do you finiah the Job? Many people 
are good starters but poor finishers. Think 
back over the past. How many jobs have 
you started but not finished? Get into the 
habit of finishing off, tidying up and coming 
to a definite conclusion. 

Can you meet deadlines? Do you work 
only at a single pace, or can you work 
faster to meet a deadline? Do you panic 
at deadlines? Nothing impresses more than 
the ability to complete a job on time. Have 
you got into the habit of working regular 
overtime, leaving yourself no slack to deal 
with unforeseen overloads or panic 
situations? 

Do you perform well when the going 
gels tough? It is very difficult to judge 
people under normal conditions. However, 


when the going gets tough, people get 
a chance to show what they are really 
made of. When things get really tough do 
you; 

make excuses? 

pass the job onto a colleague? 

fall III? 

Or do you stick the job out no matter 
what? 

If you cannot be positive about the above 
points start now in your present job. Turn 
over a new leafi Prepare for your next job 
by positive action now. 

Are you telling the truth? Obviously 
the interviewer must know whether 
what you are saying adds up. He will try 
and cross check what you are saying. 
There is only one way to prevent 
yourself being caught out, tell the truth. In 
addition there are certain faults whidi 
people exhibit at interviews which can 
mask the real person which the 
interviewer is trying to find out about. The 
interviewer may be especially looking for 
evidence of these traits Being aware of 
them will help prevent you displaying them. 
The four following points are examples of 
this. 

Rationalisation : You may find yourself 
justifying actions, or explaining situations 
unfavourable to you by rationalising them, 
i e., finding excuses In this way you can 
hide the truth from the interviewer or even 
from yourself For example you may 
rationalise a failed promotion by saying 
that the boss has favourites whereas the 
truth IS that your work quality or quantity 
was not good enough 

Reaction : You may express motives 
opposite to those which you really possess. 
You may say that you want a job change, 
because although you find your present 
job interesting you want more of a 
challenge. In fact it may be because you 
hate your present job and think that 
anything would be better than your present 
situation. 

Projection : Ascribing our own 
behaviour, attitudes or motives to others 
may be an easy and safe way of getting 
our own opinions over to the interviewer. 
For example ‘The people in my department 
think that the manager is too old fashioned' 
may be a safe way of saying ‘I think my 
boss is a fuddy-duddy'. 

Identification : Taking the good qudities 
of others as one's own esf>ecially when 
we are in close contact with the other 
people or person. 'I am very well organised* 
could really mean ‘My boss has organized 
the department so well that even I appear 
well organised!

Anand, a member of the Indian Railway 
Service of Engineers (Civil), was appointed 
as the new Chairman of the Railway Board 
and ex-officio Principal Secretary to 
Government of India, in place of Mr. R D 
Kitson, who retired on March 31, 1992. 

Albanian President : Mr Sail Berisha, 
leader of the Albanian Democratic Party, 
was on April 3, 1992 named President 
of Albania, following the resignation of 
Mr Ramiz Alia 

French Premier : Mr. Pierre Beregovoy 
has replaced Ms Edith Cresson as Pnme 
Minister of France on April 2, 1992. 
Ms Cresson was France's first woman 
Prime Minister 

IB chief : Mr. V. G Vaidya has been 
appointed Director of the Intelligence Bureau 
to succeed Mr M. K Narayanan on April 1, 
1992. 

Jamaican Premier : Mr P J. Patterson 
was on March 31, 1992 sworn in Jamaica’s 
sixth Prime Minister. He has succeeded 
Mr Michael Manley, who stepped down for 
health reasons. 

Army Dy. Chief : Lt Gen. Vijay Singh 
took over as new Vice-Chief of the Army 
Staff on March 3, 1992 He has succeeded 
Lt. Gen V K Sood, who has since retired. 

Commissions and 
Committees 

Verma Panel ; The Verma Commission 
of Inquiry probing security lapses leading to 
the assassination of the former Prime 
Minister, Mr Rajiv Gandhi, in a bomb blast 
at Sriperumbudur on May 21, 1991 has 
been given a three-month extension till June 
30, 1992 to complete proceedings and 
submit its report. 

The one-man, high-powered inquiry 
panel, headed by the sitting Supreme Court 
judge, Mr Justice J. S Verma, was set up 
on May 27 last year and it has already 
completed recording of evidence on March 
14. 

LS panel for linking IT with rate of 
Inflation ; The Estimates Committee of the 
Lok Sabha has called for an annual upward 


adjustment of the minimum taxable income 
to account for the rising inflation rate and 
vigorous multi-pronged strategy to liquidate 
black money. 

In its 10th report presented to the Lok 
Sabha on March 23, 1992, the committee 
regretted that there was no rational basis 
for determining the minimum taxable income 
even after 40 years of tax administration. 
This made the present limit “unrealistic'' as 
it did not take into account the fall in the 
real income of salaried people. 

SC, ST panel reconetlluted : The 
National Commission for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes has been 
reconstituted with full constitutional and 
statutory powers and Mr Ram Dhan will 
continue to be its Chairman. 

The commission which has been given 
civil court powers would have Mr. Much! 
Rai Munda as Vice-Chairman and Mr, B. 
Sammiah, Dr Sarojini Mahishi, Chaudhary 
Hari Singh, Mr Phanindra Nath Brahma 
and Mr. Jhinabhai Darjee as members. 

The reconstituted commission would 
investigate and monitor all matters relating 
to the safeguards provided to SCs and STs 
under the Constitution and enjoy wider and 
comprehensive powers 


Defence 


Second Indigenous submarine 
launched : ‘INS Shankul", the second 
indigenously built submarine, was on March 
21, 1992 launched at the Mazagon Docks 
in Bombay by Mrs. Vimla Sharma, wife of 
the Vice-President, Dr. Shankar Dayal 
Sharma. 

The first indigenously built submarine 
‘INS Shalki‘ was commissioned on February 
7 this year by the Defence Minister, 
Mr. Sharad Pawar. 

Missile boat launched : The Mazagon 
Dock-built second missile boat, ‘Vipul”, was 
commissioned for the Indian Navy by the 
Minister of State for Defence, Mr. S Krishna 
Kumar, in Bombay on March 16, 1992. 

Largest Naval Air Station opened : 
India's biggest and modern Naval Air Station 
named after the powerful raptor, INS Rajali 
(the falcon), located over an areal of 2,200 
acres on the outskirts of Arkonam, 80 km 
west of Madras, was commissioned by the 
President, Mr. R. Venkataraman, on March 
11, 1992. 

The air station is served by the giant 
Russian-built four engined anti-submarine 
long range reconnaissance aircraft TU-142m 
which is capable of non-stop flying for 16 
hours. In effect, this would make it ideal for 
surveillance for both the east and west 
coast. Other than this, the air station will 
be sensed by Sea King and Chetak 
helicopters which would help in tightening 
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the surveillance of the eastern coast which 
has already come under mtonsivo patrolling 
due to the LTTE problem_ 


Economic 


Rupee worth 6 paise only : The value 
of the rupee on March 77 1992 is six paise, 
measured as the recipiocal of the consumer 
price index for indtislrinl workers with 1947 
as the base year This information was given 
to the Lok Sabha by the Minister of State 
for Finance, Mr Rameshwar Thakur, who 
said that the downward trend in value of 
rupee is attributed to the increase in prices 
over the years on account of supply and 
demand imbalances in essential 
commodities 

Cut in customs, excise duties : The 

Union Finance Minister, Dr Manmohan 
Singh, announcod minor concessions worth 
Rs 245 crore in the Customs and Central 
excise duties on March 26, 1992 and 
declared that he had an "open mind" as far 
as the demand for more reliefs in personal 
income tax was concerned 

Replying to the debate in the Lok Sabha 
on the 1992-93 Union Budget, Dr 
Manmohan Singh, announced a further 
reduction in customs duty on project imports 
and general machinery from 60 per cent to 
55 per cent, lowering ot rates of duty on 
components ot these capital goods to 
maintain the existing differential, restoration 
of import duty on components of fuel- 
efficient light commercial vehicles to 50 per 
cent to the level prevailing before March 1, 
1992 As a sop to wool industry, the increase 
in import duty on rags has been lowered 
from 110 per cent to 35 per cent The 
exchequer is to lose revenue to the extent 
of Rs 245 crore on account of the proposed 
concessions 

Substantial concassions for rail 
passengers ; The Railway Minister, 
Mr C K Jaffer Sharief, on March 17, 1992 
reduced the monthly season ticket fares, 
withdrew Rs 5 surcharge on second class 
sleepers and made a five per cent cut in 
the proposed 20 per cent increase in the 
tares of AC first, AC sleeper, AC chair car 
and first class Ho also exempted LPG and 
milk products from freight levies The 
concessions would cost the Ministry Rs 60 
crore 

As a result of the concessions, there 
would bo no hike in the first 10 km of 
second class monthly season ticket as 
against Rs 4 proposed in the Budget 
Following the revision of rates, the hike 
would be Rs 11 for 11-15 km range, 
Rs 20 for 16-70 km range and Rs 25 for 
71-150 km range The relief would be 
Rs 2 to Rs 20 in the 1 km to 70 km range 
and Rs 17 to Rs. 25 in the 71 km to 150 km 
range There would be similar readjustment 
in the upper class fares 

Per caplljbpNP : The latest World Bank 
atlas showjpat in 1989 and 1990, India's 
per capita gross national product (GNP) 
remained stagnant at $ 350, 


China s increased from $ 350 to $ 370 
and Pakistan's from $ 370 to $ 380 
Bangladesh increased its GNP per capita 
from $ 180 to $ 200, while Bhutan's 
remained at $ 190 in both years Nopal's 
was stagnant at $ 170 and Maldives' GNP 
per capita shot up from $ 380 to $ 440 Sri 
Lanka's increased significantly from $ 430 
to $ 470 despite the civil war 
Japan's per capita in 1990, according to 
the World Bank's calculations, was $ 25,430 
compared to $ 21,700 for the United States 
The Swiss are the richest in per capita 
terms $ 32,790 in 1990 The German per 
capita in 1990 was $ 22,730, French 
$ 19,480, Italian $ 16,850 and Britain 
$ 16,070 

Fall in PSU profits : The overall net 
profit ol the 246 Central public sector 
enterprises fell sharply by about 38 per 
cent fiom Rs 3,788 67 crore in 1989-90 to 
Rs 2,367 74 crore in 1990-91, showing a 
deterioration of Rs 1,421 13 crore even as 
the Government took steps to bring about 
structural changes in this vital sector 
The 1990 91 public enterprises survey 
tabled in Parliament on March 6, 1992 by 
the Union Minister of State for Industry, 
Mr P K Thungon, attributed the fall to the 
low production in crude oil, rising cost of 
wages and other inputs, the Gulf crisis and 
general poor economic situation during the 
year

Wardha achieves full literacy : Wardha 
district in Maharashtra has become the third 
place in India after Kerala and Pondicherry 
to achieve total literacy, the UNESCO 
Director General, Mr Federico Mayor, 
announced in New Delhi on March 22,1992 
Satish Chandra Committee report on 
Civii Services Exam : Medical science is 
to he introduced as one of the optional 
subjects in the Civil Services Examinations 
conducted by the UPSC with effect from 
1993 

This IS in acceptance of a recommen¬ 
dation made in the report of the Prof Satish 
Chandra committee set up by the UPSC to 
review the present scheme of Civil Services 
Examinations The committee had been set 
up in pursuance of a report ot the Estimates 
Committee of the seventh Lok Sabha 
The Government has also accepted a 
recommendation that doctors and engineers 
should continue to be eligible for the 
examination 

A recommendation that some of the 
Group A services and the Group B services 
should be delinked from the examinations 
has not been accepted and the Government ' 
has decided to maintain status quo 
The Government has accepted a 
recommendation for the introduction of an 
essay paper of 200 marks in the main 
examination The Satish Chandra committee 
said candidates could be allowed to answer 
this paper in English or any one of the 


Indian languages included in the Eighth 
Schedule of the Constitution 
The optional papers relating to the 
French, German, Russian and Chinese 
languages are to be deleted from the 
syllabus for the mam examination. 

Another recommendation accepted by the 
Government is that the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes candidates, who 
qualify in the general merit list without having 
availed of age concession and concession 
in terms of chances, should be treated as 
general candidates and should not be set 
off against the reserved quota

actor for Anthony Hopkins, best director 
for Jonathan Demme and the best picture 
award. 

British actor Hopkins took the best actor 
award despite appearing on screen for only 
30 minutes as a murderous psychopath in 
the thriller But his chilling performance as 
hannibal the cannibal, was enough to set 
critics and the members of the Academy 
Motion Picture Arts and Saence gushing. 

It was Foster's second Oscar She was

In the 4th century before Christ, Emperor 
^shoka issued edicts engraved in stones, 
jrdering the protection of human health and 
[he life of animals and plants The fight 
against pollution has been on since time 
mmemorial. But the magnitude of the 
aroblem was less alarming in the earlier 
jays and so the solutions were also less 
sophisticated. The world today has reached 
a point where we cannot put the clock bark 
}r resign ourselves to a simplistic natural 
state. Technology is here to stay. Industria- 
isation is a part of me struggle being waged 
jy man to make the world a better place for 
lim to live in. Keeping in mind the maxim, 
environment with development' wo may pro¬ 
seed to seek the defences against pollution. 

In order to minimise the effects of 
ndustrial pollution, four distinct procedures 
sre to be put into effect. The thrust of the 
inti-pollution campaign should be to force 
he industries to adopt modern scientific 
echniques to bring down to the minimum 
he toxity of industrial wastes. For this 
rurpose legal compulsions coupled with 
estrictons are to be resorted to. A national 
lervice backed by legislative Acts for 
nonitoring pollution levels in various 
rcospheres has already started functioning 
vith success in some of the developed 
lations. A third measure would be to entrap 
he hazardous discharges or the smoke from 
he factories and neutralise them by catalytic 
liters and absorbers. If viable, accessory 
)lants may also be set up to convert tte 
oxic by-products into substances of utility 
ralue. Finally, proper safety measures are 
0 be ensured. If the management fails to 
lo so, statutory provisions may be invoked 
0 compel them to fall in line. 

Elutions to the problem of air pollution 
ire also offered in the forms of afforestation 
ind mass realisation of the menace of the 
nulti-faceted problem of air pollution. Nature 
las provided us with a solution to the 
iroblem of oxygen deficiency in the 
ttmosphere in the process of photosynthesis

of plants Hence planting of trees is one 
sure and simple remedy to air pollution But 
the remedy is to become a movement for a 
definite and widespread impact. 

After air, soil and water are the two major 
affected areas of the biosphere Mining and 
quarrying for minerals, felling of trees for 
timber and fuelwood, deanng of forest areas 
for agriculture degrade the soil But then, 
these activities are essential for progress 
and development Area management is the 
solution in this case While trees are being 
axed down in one part, a regular force 
should be working for afforestation in 
another comer. Another common cause of 
soil degradation is ill-managed irrigation 
which often results in severe salinity and 
water-logging. Overdose of pesticides is 
becoming another menace in agncultural 
sector The affected areas have little chance 
of revival. But a defence against this terror 
lies in the timely interference of scientists 
Proper outlets and avoidance of haphazard 
town planning will provide a relief from 
water-logging. 

It IS, thus, obvious that the various 
aspects of pollution are interlinked and 
tabling of one will consequently lead to an 
improved condition of the other. Protection 
of the environment still remains by and large 
a little understood subject. Most people are 
not aware of the fact that it is not mere 
protection of a few animal or plant species, 
or planting of trees, or the concern over big 
polluting industnes, or the simple cleaning 
up of the environment that constitutes 
environmental protection. 

It is a combination of all these. The 
knowledge of environment and environ¬ 
mental pollution can no more be the subject 
of specialists only. Time has come for the 
introduction of environmental study as a 
regular subject in schools The school 
project work of students should include at 
least one programme to fight the evil effects 
of pollution. This will lead to an awareness 
for the preservation of nahire which has to 
touch the heart of every common man This 
awareness will be our greatest 'defence 
against pollution'. 

SECOND PRIZE 

Man has been responsible for degrading 
the quality of his environment ever since he 
appeared on this earth. At first, he 
contaminated the atmosphere by the use of 
fire which added gases, smoke and ash to 
it. When he came out of the cave age and 
began to settle into villages, towns and 
cities, the situation gradually worsened. The 


environmental contaminations are 
categorized into air, land and water pollution. 
Attention has also been drawn towards a 
more recent but dangerous nuisance — the 
noise pollution and radiation and chemical 
hazards. 

Realising that air pollution constitutes a 
grave danger for the healthy sustenance of 
all forms of life on this earth, the foremost 
thing which deserves to bo done is to

vehicles using petrol or diesel and severe 
punishment should be specified to the 
defaulters — manufacturers as well as 
users. Occasionally, pollution control devices 
such as settling chambers, bag fitters, wet 
collectors, electrostatic precipitators, 
incinerators, gas scrubbers, adsorbers, 
catalytic combustion agents need to be 
used.

pant with white stripes (very fine stripes) 
and a very beautiful blue colour tie with 
white spots. Since I was familiar with all the 
procedures before actual interview I was

BOXING 

Aslan Boxing Championship : South 
Korea emerged as the leading Asian boxing 
nation, claiming six golds at the 16th Asian 
boxing championship which concluded at 
Gymnasium in Bangkok on March 4, 1992. 

India bagged two bronzes through 
Dharmendra Singh Yadav and Rajendra 
Prasad. Yadav was declared the most 
promising boxer of the tournament. 

CHESS 

. National “A" Chess Championship : 
Praveen Thipsay regained the National “A" 
chess title when he played a friendly eight- 
move draw with T. S. Ravi in the final round 
of the 29th championship in Patna on March 
16, 1992. 

Linares International Chess 
Tournament : Garry Kasparov of Russia 
defeated Yugoslav Ljubomir Ljubojevic in 
the last match of the 10th Linares 
International chess tournament to win the 
title for the second time in three years in 
Linares on March 13, 1992. 

CRICKET 

RanJI Trophy : Delhi won their sixth Ranji 
Trophy title when they beat Tamil Nadu by 
virtue of their 83-run first innings lead, the 
five-day final ending in a tame draw at Kotia 
in New Delhi on ^torch 31, 1992 

Delhi won the championship for the sixth 
time out of 12 appearances in the final of 
the 58-year-old history of the National 
championship at their home ground in New 
Delhi. 

World Cup : Pakistan won cricket's fifth 
World Cup with a superb ail-round 
performance as Wasim Akram and Mushtaq 
Ahmed took three wickets apiece to sink 
England in the final in Melbourne on March 
25,1992. It was Pakistan's first appearance 


in a final and the third time England have 
failed at that hurdle when they lost 
eventually by 22 runs. 

Pakistan made 249 for six wickets in 50 
overs aruJ dismissed England for 227 with 
four balls remaining to win the cup. 

Wasim Akram was the Man of the Match. 
New Zealand captain Martin Crowe was on 
March 21 named as the cricket World Cup's 
Man of the Series, winning a Nissan sports 
car. 

India had bowed out of the World Cup 
cricket extravaganza which began in 
Australia and New Zealand on February 
22, 1992 as its hopes, slender to start with, 
ended in despair following the defeat against 
the all-conquering New Zealanders. It was 
their fourth reverse in seven matches, a 
dismal record. 

The countries which participated in the 
fifth World Cup cricket championship (with 
the names of their skippers in brackets) 
are: Australia (Allan Border). England 
(Graham Gooch), India (Mohammad 
Azharuddin), New Zealand (Martin Crowe), 
Pakistan (Imran Khan), South Africa (Kepler 
Wessels), Sri Lanka (Aravinda de Silva), 
West Indies (Richie Richardson) and 
Zimbabwe (David Houghton) 

The previous winners are — 1975 West 
Indies beat Australia by 17 runs, 1979: West 
Indies beat England by 92 runs, 1983' India 
beat West Indies by 43 runs; 1987' Australia 
beat England by 7 runs. 

In a victorious team's hour of glory, it is 
customary for the lion's share of credit to 
go to the captain, but Pakistan genuinely 
owes the World Cup trophy to Imran Khan 
He IS the thread which knit together several 
gems, and some ordinary stones as well, 
into a necklace of which any country can 
be proud. For a team which won only one 
of its first five matches and was on the 
brink of elimination, this phoenix-like 
comeback has been most creditworthy. They 
had given early notice of their win-or-die 
approach by beating New Zealand, who 
were firing on all cylinders at that time, 
convincingly twice, and that too on home 
grounds. And now Pakistan has fulfilled the 
promise that it had shown. 

FOOTBALL 

Santosh Trophy : Kerala lifted the 
Santosh Trophy defeating Goa 3-0 in the 
final of the 48th Senior National football 
championship which concluded in 
Coimbatore on March 9, 1992 

Kerala regained the trophy after 18 years 
They had last won it in 1973. They had 
been the runner-up for the past four years. 

GYMNASTICS 

Aslan Junior Gymnaatica 
Championship : China survived a threat 
from Japan and retained the team golds — 


both in boys and girls sections — in the 
Asian junior gymnastics championship in 
New Delhi on March 2, 1992. 

HOCKEY 

Indira Gold Cup ; Central Reserve Police 
Force beat Border Security Force 2-0 stnd 
scored their maiden triumph in the Indira 
Gold Cup hockey tournament in Jammu on 
March 30. 1992 

Lai Bahadur Shaatri Hockey 
Tournament : Namdhari XI beat Northern 
Railway 4-3 via a tie-breaker to win the 
second All-India Lai Bahadur Shastri hockey 
tournament at the Shivaji Stadium in New 
Delhi on March 21, 1992. 

HONOURS 

Sullivan Award ; Long jump world record 
holder Mike Powell was on March 3. 1992 
announced winner of the 62nd Annual 
Sullivan Award for 1991. 

The prestigious trophy has been 
presented since 1930 to the amateur athlete 
judged the most outstanding for the previous 
year. 

TENNIS 

U.S. Women’s Hardcourt Tourna¬ 
ment ; Martina Navratilova demolished 
France's Nathlie Tauziat 6-2, 6-1 to win the 
LI.S women's hardcourt tournament for 
her 1_59th career singles title in San 
Antonio. 

Navratilova broke Chns Evert's all-time 
tennis singles title record of 157 when she 
won her 158th at the Virginia Slims of 
Chicago on February 16. 

Players International Championship : 
American Michael Chang established 
himself as the hottest player on the men's 
tennis tour with a 7-5, 7-5 victory over 
Argentine Alberto Mancini in the final of the 
$ 2.8 million Lipton International Players 
championship in Key Biscayne (Florida) on 
March 23, 1992. 

In the women's section, Arantxa Sanchez 
Vicario lured Gabriela Sabatini into a 
duel from the baseline and then withstood 
the Argentine's late charge for a 6-1, 6-4 
victory in the final of the championship on 
March 22.

Federation Cup : Punjab Police won the 
men's title in the Federation Cup volleyball 
tournament, downing defending champion 
Kerala Police 15-4, 7-15, 9-15, 15-13, 
15-11 in Sivakasi on March 9, 1992 and 
also clinched the Sivanthi Trophy for the 
first time. 

Maharashtra women scored their maiden 
Federation Cup title triumph and bagged 
the prestigious Indira Pradhan Cup at the 
volleyball championship.

The World Cricket Cup has returned to 
the sub-continent. After a gap of nearly a 
decade. And for Imran Khan and Pakistan 
a long cherished dream come true after 
Kapil Dev and his 'Devils* epic triumph in 
1983 

For Imran Khan in particular it has been 
poetic justice. When the last World Cup was 
co-hosted by India and Pakistan, the latter 
were tipped to win the Cup. Then in the 
semi-final at Lahore, Australia shocked 
Pakistan and then beat England in the final 
at Calcutta's Eden Gardens to claim the 
Cup. 

So crestfallen and chagrined was the 
charismatic Imran Khan that he forthwith 
said that his earlier decision to retire was 
irrevocable. The dynamic captain went into 
seclusion. That should have effectively and 
for once and all ended the Pathan's World 
Cup ambitions. But a call to change his 
decision by the then President of Pakistan, 
made Imran reconsider his decision. 

He came back. Now five years later and 
on a glorious night at the packed stadium in 
Melbourne he kissed the crystal World Cup. 
Imran Khan and Pakistan earned the right 
to keep it after a long, suspense ridden 
campaign in the fifth edition of the 
competition. When the marvellous end came 
it was in stark contrast to the disastrous 
beginning.

Imran Khan was himself plagued with an 
injured shoulder. Without star strike bowler 
Waqar Younus and with Javed Miandad 
nursing a backpain, Pakistan had a rough 
time of it. Half way through the league — it 
was league among all the nine nations 
before the semi-finals and the final — 
Pakistan looked set to make an early exit 
Among those who beat Pakistan were 
our own India It was a very convindng 
victory for the equally beleaguered 
Azharuddin and his team. But whereas after 
that Pakistan did not lose a match, India 
went down to both the West Indies and New 
Zealand to make their exit at the league

stage. In sharp contrast, Pakistan's turn¬ 
about in fortunes began in the game against 
the elimination-threatened hosts Australia.

It was make-or-break for both Australia 
and Pakistan. Pakistan won. That was the 
lease of life they wanted. After that Pakistan 
beat first Sri banka and then the hitherto 
unbeaten and leaders New Zealand. That 
victory coupled with Australia beating the 
West Indies in the equally key and last 
league encounter put Pakistan in the semi¬ 
finals and eliminated both Australia and the 
West Indies. 

Pakistan's semi-final opponents were 
New Zealand, one of the co-hosts. The 
Martin Crowe led and inspired New Zealand 
team gave a superlative display as they won 
their first seven matches in a row. Along 
with Martin Crowe, Mark Greatbatch and 
Andrew Jones were in fine form and the 
novel idea of opening the bowling with off- 
spinner Dipak Patel also clicked. New 
Zealand’s first win had been over Australia. 

Australia never recovered from that 
setback and when newcomers South Africa 
— back in international cricket after more 
than decades — also beat them, the prime 
favourites were in deep trouble. Allan Border 
and his besigned men did make a comeback 
when they beat India by one run in a rain- 
hit and over-curtailed match. But on the 
whole Australia never lived up to their 
reputation and form and lost four of their 
eight league engagements. 

Their last win was over the West Indies 
but by that time it had become incon¬ 
sequential as Pakistan had already shut 
them out of the reckoning. Pakistan ended 
with nine points to Australia's eight and 
moved up. If Pakistan's late surge was a 
surprise, the late fall of India was as 
unexpected. India did have the worst of the 


new target rule against Australia, but they 
benefited against Zimbabwe under similv 
circumstances. 

Inda also lost a possible point when their 
match against Sri Lanka was washed out 
Still, India were In the hunt when they met 
the none-too-impressive West Indies. India's 
challenge lizziad out after Azhamddin and 
wonder boy Sachin Tendulkar played yet 
another of his gem of an innings. The latter 
order batsmen failed and d^n when the 
West Indes chased the moderate Indan 
total first left-handed Brian Lara blasted both 
Kapil Dev and Manoj Prabhakar and later 
Gus Logie and Carl Hooper saw the West 
Indes through. 

This rekindled the dying hopes of the two 
time former champions which were aflame 
right till the decisive match against Australia. 
Had the West Indies won against Australia, 
they would have pipped Pakistan to the 
semi-finals by one point. But Australia 
spoiled their chances also. This was second 
World Cup runriing that the West Indes 
failed to make the semi-finals after having 
won the Cup in the inaugural and the 
following Worid Cup. 

Back to India. Even after the unforeseen 
loss against the West Indies, inda had a 
slim chance for the penultimate round if they 
could get the better of New Zealand in their 
last tie. This time around India put up a

good enough score of two hundred and thirty 
plus. But with Crowe and Greatbatch once 
again in superb form, Inda were beaten 
convincingly and made their exit India 
ended with the dsmal tally of just five pofots 
from their eight matches. 

For Azhanxkfin and Inda it was the end 
of a long and disa^ous tour. Inda were 
beaten In Ihe Test rubber by the wide margin 
of four-zero; lost In the finals of the World 
Series Cup to Australia It was hoped that 
Inda would redeem themselves In the World 
Cup. Nothing of the sort happened and the 
on V consolations were the tremendous form 
of Sachin Tendulkar, the all-round skill of 
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Kapil Dev, the linearity of almost ail bowlers, 
the return to form of Azharuddin and, above 
all, the handsome victory over eventual 
champions Pakistan. 

Meanwhile, England had made steady but 
' unspectacular success towards their fifth 
successive semifinals. In one of the 
matches they skillted out Pakistan for a 
seventy plus score only to have ratn wash 
out the game. As a result Pakistan got a 
lucky point, which eventually heioed them 
greatly to make the semi-finals over and 
above Australia. Like New Zealand, England 
also secured their last four berth early and 
easily enough, only to lose their last two 
games. One against the rampaging New 
Zealand and the other against the lowly 
Zimbabwe. 

By this stage England were plagued with 
injuries but were among the top favourites 
with old warhorse Ian Botham in rare form 
both with the bat and ball. In fact. Botham 
was opening the innings in a bold move 
, and was quite a success, especially in the 
, crucial match against old enemy Australia 
On the whole England were a well-knit and 
efficient unit 

Another efficient and wholly unexpected 
bunch were the South Africans. Back in the 
international fold after years, they began 
their maiden World Cup campaign with a 
sensational and convincing victory over 
Australia. Though they suffered a rude jolt 
when Sri Lanka beat them and also when 
they fell to New Zealand, South Africa gave 
a magnificent display. 

Needing a win against India to clinch a 
semi-final place. South Africa picked up the 
precious two points with another superb 
performance in a rain-hit march. The game 
was reduced to thirty overs and though India 
made 180, South Africa overtook the score 
.with Kirsten again t6 the fore. Another 
outstanding feature of South Africa had been 
their fielding and, of course, the medium- 
fast bowling of Allan Donald. 

That set the semi-finalists ; England 
against South Africa and Pakistan against 
New Zealand. The second pair was 
interesting as Pakistan had met and beaten 
New Zealand in their last league 
engagement. It was felt by many that New 
Zealand had thrown away their match 
against Pakistan to avoid going to Australia 
to play the hosts there if Australia and not 
Pakistan qualified for the semi-finals. 

The suspicions were strengthened when 
New Zealand made sizeable score of over 
two hundred and sixty. The Pakistan bowling 
was trounced and, in turn, Pakistan’s reply 
got bogged down with one drop skipper 
Imran himself playing a slow, painstaking 
innings. But since Pakistan did not lose 
many wickets and the wily Miandad stiil 
arckind, Imran shrewdly sent in big-hitting 
Inzaman-ul-Huq for a last, desperate 
assault. The move paid off. 

> The young Inzaman hammered over sikty 
runs at the rate of nearly two runs per ball 
and in company of Miandad took Pakistan 
near to victory. Wicket-keeper Moin made 
the winning hit and Pakistan were in the 


final. This was to be their first appearance 
in the final 

The other semi-final was ruined by ram 
and the controversial target rule England 
batted first and though South Africa bowled 
as many as five overs less than the 
stipulated 50, England well served by 
Greame Hick had an impressive two 
hundred fifty-plus total To their eternal credit 
South Africa made a determined and bold 
bid for the target when ram came 

The umpires took the teams off when 
England skipper Graham Gooch felt that 
conditions were not fit for play At that time. 
South Africa needed 22 runs from thirteen 
deliveries But when the ram ceased and 
the game resumed South Africa were asked 
to make those 22 runs off just one delivery 
That was because the new target rule came 
into operation after ram had halted play 
Naturally enough the task was impossible 
and England were through to their third final 

So on to the final Winning the toss. Imran 
Khan honoured tradition when he opted to 
bat first. Because the side batting first had 
won the Cup on all the four previous 
occasions. Clive Lloyd (twice), Kapil Dev 
and Allan Border However, England were 
not to be sneezed at and though they were 
without star batsman Robin Smith — 
inexplicably dropped in favour of out-of-form 
Allan Lamb — they had other key players 
tbady for the battle. 

When Derek Pringle removed both 
openers Rameez Raja and Aamir Sohail, 
Pakistan were shaky. Imran once again 
came out at number three and once again 


had a long, unifying stand with the over 
reliable Miandad The two laid the foundation 
m a century stand Though the going was 
not brisk, the tempo of runs leapt in the last 
five overs as Inzaman (once again) and 
Wasim Akram lashed out at the English 
attack Pakistan finished at 250, a total 
which did not look possible by the 40th over. 

England never recovered from the 
shocking loss of Botham and then Alec 
Stewart Gooch and Hick made a stand but 
leg-spinner Mushtaq snared them both and 
England were in deep trouble Pakistan were 
right on top till Lamb and Fairbrother got 
together in a fighting stand So long they 
were together England had a chance 

Then Imran -made a change which in a 
way won the World Cup for him and 
Pakistan He brought back Wasim Akram. 
With two successive deliveries Akram 
removed first the well-entrenched Lamb and 
then Lewis. End of England's challenge and 
hopes Fairbrother battled on in company 
with the lower-order Englishmen. To no 
avail. Whan the last wicket fell they were 
well away from their target 

Pakistan were deserving and proud 
winners by 22 runs. The Cup was at last 
Imran Khan's and Pakistan. Another dream 
come true for this debonair and brilliant all- 
rounder and captain. This success was 
especially sweet since it came after a very 
poor beginning. Most importantly, it was the 
last chance for Imran Khan — nearing forty 
— to add this Cup to his other collection of 
trophies.

Satyajit Ray : The internationally known 
film maker was conferred Bharat Ratna — 
the nation's highest civilian award — on 
March 20, 1992 for distinguished and 
excellent service to cinema. The 71-year- 
old film maestro, who has made about 35 
films, has also been conferred an Oscar for 
his lifetime achievements. The video 
recording of the presentation of the award 
to him at his hospital bed in Calcutta was 
shown during the colourful Academy Awards 
ceremony in Los Angeles on March 30, 
1992. 

J.R.D. Tala : The doyen of Indian industry 
and civil aviation was honoured by the 
President, Mr. R. Venkataraman, with the 
nation's highest civilian award, the Bharat 
Ratna, at Rashtrapati Bhavan in New Delhi 
on March 28, 1992. 

Imran Khan : The captain of the Pakistan 
cricket team whose magic worked wonders 
for Pakistan in winning their maiden World 
Cup title with a 22-run victory over England 
in Melbourne on March 25, 1992. It is his 
enormous talent and plenty of good fortune 
as also his unmistakable touch of divine 
inspiration which has fulfilled a long-standing 
personal ambition. 

Leonid Kravchuck : The President of 
Ukraine, a republic of the former Soviet 
Union, was on a five-day state visit to India 
In March 1992 and signed a treaty of 
friendship and cooperation with India and 



agreements on expansion of trade and 
economic ties. Ukraine is perhaps the most 
influential member of the Commonwealth of 
Independent States after Russia. 
..Madhaveinh Solanki : The External 
Affairs Minister resigned from the Union

Syria and filling the West Bank with JewisI 
settlements. 
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Agency guidelines. Kyrghyzstan has also 
extended its unstinted support to India on 
the Kashmir issue as the two countries 
Signed six agreements on establishing 
diplomatic ties and expanding cooperation 
in the field of trade, agriculture and science 
and technology. 

Ameena : The 12-year-old child bride 
who was rescued from the clutches of a 
60-year-old Sheikh from Saudi Arabia, 
Yahya Al-Sagash to whom she had been 
married in August last and was sent to a 
juvenile home, was on March 12, 1992 put 
in her parents' custody following an order 
passed by a two-member bench of the Delhi 
High Court. 

Madhu Sapre : The tall and slender arts 
graduate, who also holds the title of Miss 
Bombay, was crowned Miss India by a 
former Miss India and a film actress. Miss 
Juhi Chawla, in Bombay on March 22,1992. 

Mr. Federico Mayor : The Director- 
General of UNESCO was on a four-day 
official visit to India on March 22, 1992. 

Menachem Begin : The former Prime 
Minister of Israel died following a heart 
attack on March 9, 1992 at the age of 76. 
He was a giant of the reborn Jewish State, 
a pugnacious Israeli leader who signed a 
historic peace accord with Egypt In Camp 
David on September 17, 1978 but led his 
nation into a divisive war in Lebanon. He 
shared the 1978 Nobel Peace prize with 
Egypt's President, Mr. Anwar Sadat, for 
leading his country to its first, and so far 
only, peace treaty with an Arab country. 
For the Camp David treaty, he sacrificed 
the Sinai desert, one of the most precious 
prizes of the 1967 West Asian war. But he 
clung tenaciously to the other captured 
territories, annerilnlflhe Qdan Helghtt of 





Mauritius : The tiny island state locatet 
in the Indian Ocean became a republic or 
March 12, 1992. India's Prime Minister 
Mr. P. V. Narasimha Rao, was the chle 
guest at the colourful cerentony held at the 
Champ de Mars, a parade ground.

Mauritius was first raised on March 12,1968 
By becoming republic, Mauritius has formall) 
snapped its last link with the British Crown, 
which was the island nation's head of state

Tin BIgha Corridor : The area locatec 
in north Bengal, under an agreement 
reached between India and Bangladesh, is 
to be leased out to Bangladesh for passage 
from June 26, 1992. This marks the 
resolution of an Issue that had become the 
subject of political controversy and court 
battles in India. The Indo-Bangladesh land 
boundary agreement, signed in 1974, had 
provided for leasing by India to Bangladesh 
an area of 178 metres by 85 metres near 
Tin BIgha to enable that country to have 
access to Dahagram and Angarpota. This 
was part of a package which allowed India 
to retain the southern half of South Berubari 
Union No. 12 and adjacent enclaves and 
which allowed Bangladesh to retain the 



Dahagram and Angarpota enclaves. The 
agreement of 1982 dearly stipulated that 
the sovereignty over the leased area would 
continue to vest inrindla. 

Tatarstan : Russia's biggest ethnic 
enclave has on March 22, 1992 opted In a 
referendum for self-rule.

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India And The Nuclear Issue

Not many people know that it was India 
which had taken the lead in urging nuclear 
non-proliferation in the world councils. India 
under Jawaharlal Nehru had passionately 
called for the stoppage of the production 
and spread of nuclear weapons and for 
putting the nuclear genie back into the bottle. 
India's representatives at the United Nations 
and its various committees seized with this 
issue called for an international regime to 
oversee and supervise this process so that 
the world could be rid of the nuclear scourge. 

But India’s concept of nuclear non¬ 
proliferation was very different from that 
which the big powers came to adopt India 
stood for genuine non-proliferation, nuclear 
abstinence by all countries of the world 
India asked for a total ban on the production 
of nuclear weapons. If such a self-denial 
was accepted by other countries, India was 
also prepared to forego any intent on its part 
to produce the Atom bomb. It was willing 
not to join even temporarily the so-called 
nuclear club. But the big powers had a 
totally different arrangement on their minds. 

Their intention was to prevent the spread 
of nuclear weapons to other countries but 
not to be restricted in their own production 
of nuclear weapons, their testing, their 
improvement, their refinement This was 
very different from the kind of nuclear non¬ 
proliferation that India was oernanding. The 
treaty that the Unitea States, Soviet Union 
and United Kingdom designed enjoined 
different functions, rights and responsibilities 
upon two different sets of countries. The 
Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear 
Weapons, commonly known as NPT, was 
signed in London, Moscow and Washington 
on July 1, 196S and came to force, initially 
for a period of 25 years, on March 5, 1970. 

According to Article I of the Treaty, “Each 
nuclear-weapon State party to the Treaty 
undertakes not to transfer to any recipient 
whatsoever nuclear explosive devices or 
control over such weapon, or explosive 
devices directly or indirectly, and not in any 
way to assist, encourage, or induce any 
non-nuclear-weapon State to manufacture 
or othenwise acquire nuclear weapons or 
other nuclear explosive devices, or control 
over such weapons or explosive devices.* 

Article 11 further specifies that ‘Each non- 
nuclear-weapon State party to the Treaty 
undertakes not to receive the transfer from 
any transferor whatsoever of nuclear 
weapons or other nuclear explosive devices 
directly, or indirectly, not to manufacture or 
othenivise acquire nuclear weapons or other 
nuclear explosive devices; and not to seek 
or receive any assistance in the manufacture 
of nuclear weapons or other nuclear 
explosive devices.* 
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Thus the international community was 
divided into two segments, those who had 
the bomb and those who did not at a 
particular period of time, and different duties 
and obligations were provided for each. This 
was not the kind of international regime 
that India had in mind. Even at the time that 
the NPT was sponsored by Washington, 
Moscow and London, India’s ambassador 
Azim Hussain raised strong objections in 
the First Committee of the United Nations 
that was deliberating on this issue on May 
14, 1968. The points he made then have 
formed the core and kernal of India’s 
continued objections to the Treaty. 

He pointed out that the Treaty did not 
ensure the non-proliferation of nuclear 
weapons but only their dissemination to non¬ 
nuclear weapon states without imposing any 
curbs on the continued manufacture, 
stockpiling and sophistication of nuclear 
weapons by the existing nuclear-weapon 
states The Treaty in fact conferred special 
status of superiority associated with power 
and prestige that came with the possession 
of nuclear weapons There was no real 
balance of obligations and responsibilities 
between the nuclear-weapon states and 
non-nuclear-weapon states, indeed all the 
obligations were on the non-nuclear-weapon 
states, hardly any on those who had the 
bomb. The Treaty also did not prohibit one 
nuclear-weapon state from assisting another 
nuclear-weapon state by providing technical 
aid. It was discriminatory in regard to the 
peaceful benefits of nuclear explosions and 
the safeguards and controls imposed on 
the non-nuclear-weapon states, while im¬ 
posing non on those with nuclear weapons 

All of India’s misgivings and 
apprehensions were confirmed by 
subsequent developments. The big powers, 
particularly U.S A and U.S S R.. went on a 
nuclear spree while preaching self- 
abnegation to others. China, France and 
England kept adding to their nuclear 
arsenals, although on a much more modest 
scale. Although Article VI of the Treaty called 
upon nuclear-weapon states to “pursue 
negotiations in good faith on effective 
measures relating to the cessation of the 
nuclear arms race at an early date and to 
nuclear disarmament under strict and 
effective international control*, it was made 
a complete mockery of. The two big powers, 
followed at a considerable distance by the 
other three nudear powers, embarked upon 
a quantitative and qualitative proliferation of 
their nudear arsenals. 



Two major developments took place 
during the decade after the conclusion of 
the Treaty. One was the miniaturisation of 
nuclear weapons with the development of 
Multiple Independently Targeted Re-entry 
Vehicles (MIRVs) to produce systems 
mounting several warheads on a single 
missile The other was the development of 
the Anti-Ballistic Missile (ABM) system. Both 
these raised the nature and lethality of a 
nuclear war onto a new level of destructive 
capability. The two big powers acquired the 
capability of destroying each other as well 
as the rest of the world many times over, 
giving rise to the concept of MAO (Mutual- 
Assured-Destruction). Without going into too 
many details, be it noted that by 1988 when 
the first major step towards some reduction 
of nuclear weapons was taken by 
Washington and Moscow, there were some 
50,000 nuclear warheads shared by the big 
powers that were a standing menace to life 
on earth. 

What appeared to be as unfair and 
iniquitous as this arrangement was the case 
with the nuclear technology needed by the 
non-nuclear-weapon states for peaceful 
uses. Although Article IV of the Treaty had 
promised liberal transfer of nuclear 
technology for peaceful purposes, in actual 
practice the nuclear powers became more 
restrictive and their nuclear regime harsher. 
They formed what can only be called a 
nuclear cartel — the so-called London 
Club — to acquire greater control over the 
transfer of nuclear and nuclear-related 
technologies, placing substantial and 
significant restraints on the transfer of what 
were called sensitive technologies like 
uranium enrichment and plutonium 
reprocessing. This technology was to be 
denied to all other countries regardless of 
whether they had signed the NPT or not. 

For all these reasons and more, India did 
not sign the NPT and has so far resisted 
the pressures for toeing the Western line. 
There was also the problem of nuclear 
power on which India pinned a great deal 
of hope. Even Jawaharlal Nehru who was 
passionately opposed to nuclear weapons 
was keen on nuclear power as the country 
was short of the normal source of energy, 
oil.

A possible scenario can be imagined by 
what Rajiv Gandhi said in 1990 when I, as 
India’s High Commissioner in London, had 
cleared the visit of the Amnesty team to 
India to discuss with the foreign and home 
secretaries the modalities of visits by their 
teams. He said at that time that the 
Congress party would organise the same 
type of protest against the Amnesty team 
as they had against the Simon Commission, 
which toured India in 1928 in the wake of

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Afghanistan : Success Of 
Freedom Struggle

Afghanistan is now in the hands of those 
who had sought for years to free it from the 
control of Moscow-inspired rulers. It has a 
government today which is made up mostly 
of persons who had offered to lay down 
their lives for the freedom of the country It 
is headed by a respected. 70-year-old 
theology professor, Sigbhatullah Mojaddidi. 
He has. as his defence minister, Ahmed 
Shah Masood who played a significant role 
in bringing Afghanistan under the control of 
moderate Muslim leaders 

Slowly peace and tranquility is returning 
to this country which has been embroiled in 
a grim civil war for 14 long years. There is 
jubilation among the Afghans belonging to 
different communities. Thousands of Afghan 
refugees who had migrated to neighbouring 
countries like India, Pakistan and Iran have 
begun to return to their homeland They 
had left their country to escape the wrath of 
Moscow-installed rulers in Kabul like 
Najibullah and Babrak Karmal. 

The take-over of power by Mujahideen 
groups has been swift but not without 
bloodshed. Unfortunately two main groups 
— one Hezb-i-lslami led by Gulbuddin 
Hekmatyar, a Pashtun, and the other 
Jamaat-i-lslami led by Ahmed Shah 
Masood, an Uzbek, fully armed with the 
latest weapons fought (or some days for 
the control over Kabul. But the Mujahideen's 
led by Masood proved more powerful and 
by May 1 they had taken almost full control 
of the capital. The forces of Hekmatyar had 
been driven back to some 20 kilometres of 
south of the dty centre. At the time of 
writing there was no hope of Hekmatyar 
making another bid to capture Kabul. While 
Masood is a moderate Muslim and believes 
in liberal interpretation of the Islamic laws, 
Hekmatyar is vary close to Islamic 
fundamentalism and wants the laws to be 
enforced strictly. Masood had concentrated 
himself and his forces in the north of 
Afghanistan. Hekmatyar and his followers 
had operated from the south, often from 
Inside Pakistan. 

It appears that the Mujahideen groups 
who had not felt enamoured of Islamic 
fundamentalism had not only worked with 
greater cohesion but had also the support 
of Afghan people in general. That explains 
why a Jamaat-i-lslami scholar, Prof. 
Sigbhatullah Mojaddidi, was nominated by 
these groups as the President of the Si- 
member^ interim council set up to govern 
the dcMMy on the fall of the Najibullah 
goverhn^t. Prof. Mojaddidi is not only a 
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scholar but also a popular leader. He is 
expected to win the support and cooperation 
of all sections of Mujahideen's to restore 
normalcy in the country. He had began, 
soon after assuming charge of his office, 
holding negotiations with Gulbuddin 
Hekmatyar for his participation in the 
government That he did so though he could 
have easily ignored Hekmatyar speaks 
volume of his broad-minded and liberal 
attitude. He has won admiration of almost 
all by granting amnesty to those who had 
sided with a foreign inspired regime. He is 
also willing to grant amnesty to Najibullah 
who is staying at the UN office in Kabul 
since he gave up power. 

The days of the Najibullah regime were 
believed to be numbered when Mikhail 
Gorbachev as the President of the former 
Soviet Union had decided in 1989 to call 
back the Soviet troops from Afghanistan. It 
had meant that Moscow would no longer 
keep propped up in Kabul a regime which 
had no support of the Afghans. It was sheer 
luck that Najibullah survived for more than 
two years without the backing from Moscow. 
But he did so only by resorting to 
suppression and elimination of those who 
dared oppose him. But he too knew that he 
would have to go sooner than later. As the 
onslaughts by the Mujahideen groups 
operating from both the north and south 
increased and one province after another 
began to slip out of his control, he began to 
find a way-out for himself. The United 
Nations Secretary General, Boutros Boutros- 
Ghali, had been trying for a peaceful 
settlement of the Afghan crisis. Najib 
responded to his effort and offered to step 
down from the Presidency and hand over 
power to an interim council set up by the 
United Nations 

Mr. Boutros-Ghali deputed Benon Sevan 
as the UN Envoy to expedite the transfer of 
power. Sevan did his best to persuade a 
majority of Mujahideen groups based in 
Peshawar to agree to the UN formula. He 
succeeded a great deal though the formula 
underwent some changes. An interim 
council was set up with the support of most 
Mujahideen groups under the presidentship 
of Prof. Mojaddidi. Hekmatyar had not 
viewed this development favourably but he 
could not help it. As stated earlier, the main 
strength of the council lay in the fact that it 
had full support not only of many Mujahideen 



groups in Peshawar but also of Masood 
who had emerged stronger than Hekmatyar. 
Most of the council members led by Prof. 
Mojaddidi entered Kabul on April 28 and 
took over power which was handed to them 
by the acting President, Abdul Rahim Hatif. 

For some days the main rival groups of 
Mujahideen's tried to control as much area 
of Kabul as possible so that they may dictate 
terms to the new government. At one stage 
It appeared that the Hekmatyar forces would 
emerge victorious with their control over 
the Kabul airport. But by April 30, the 
Masood forces, using 120 tanks and many 
jet planes, had not only established their 
hold over important installations and 
buildings in Kabul but had also freed the 
airport from the control of the rival group. 
They also captured about 700 Hekmatyar 
men and put them in jail About a 300 lives 
had been unfortunately lost in the gun battle 
General Azim and Dostum with Najibullah's 
army supported Masood 

Hekmatyar had tried to have a say in the 
formation of the new government — even 
when being beaten back — by demanding 
that his man, Ustad Farid, a 38-year-old 
guerrilla commander, be made the Prime 
Minister. But the demand met with ridicule 
by most council members. On the other 
hand, because of the help he gave to the 
council and his proximity to Prof. Mojaddidi, 
Masood was immediately appointed the 
Defence Minister. It was, however, an 
appropriate step as he alone can provide 
security the country needs today. 

Najibullah had hoped that after 
relinquishing power he would fly out of Kabul 
and arrive in Delhi where his family was 
already staying. But the luck did not favour 
him though he had the full support of the 
UN officials. As he reached the airport in a 
UN car and tried to board a plane to fly out, 
the members of his govlrnment learnt about 
it and helped by the airport authorities 
prevented his leaving Kabul. He went back 
to the office of the UN mission where he 
has been granted asylum. He is staying 
there with an uncertain future. He will be, it

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What Is Wrong With 
Indian System ?

India IS changing It is trying to catch up 
with the Western world in science and 
technology, in industrial growth and living 
standards of its people, in business 
organisation and managerial practices, in 
higher education and research activity and 
in vanous other fields of economic, sodal 
and political activity. In the process the 
country which has a rich culture and an 
ancient civilisation of its own, is caught up 
in conflict between the new and the old, 
modernity and the tradition, competition and 
custom, materialistic and moral values, 
rationality and religious beliefs, democratic 
system of government and continuing caste- 
based social organisation, in short between 
the West and the East, the Western and 
the Eastern culture. Change always 
produces ferment. It is the ferment that 
raises apprehensions about the stability and 
survival of the country as a nation 
Whichever way one looks, one sees dark 
clouds hovering all around. In the 
circumstances one cannot but feel 
pessimistic about the future of this country. 

Take the case of polity We have the 
terrorists and secessionists problem in 
Punjab and Jammu & Kashmir States. In 
the northeast we have the ULFA and the 
Bodos problem Caste-wars continue, 
unabated in Bihar. Down south we have 
the Naxalite problem in Andhra Pradesh 
and LTTE threat in Tamil Nadu In Uttar 
Pradesh we have the ongoing Mandir-Masjid 
dispute that threatens to disrupt the delicate 
fabric of communal relations in the State. 
Regional, ethnic and language issues 
continue to be raised by the interest groups 
with a view to their getting a larger share in 
the national cake and in distribution of 
political power. 

On the economic front the conflict is much 
deeper and more fundamental. It is not 
exactly a class conflict between the haves 
and havenots in the Marxian terms. It is a 
conflict between the educated middle class 
which turned itself into the ruling class of 
the country and the vast mass of rural 
population which is poor, ill-fed, ill-housed, 
illiterate and socially deprived. The top 20 
per cent of the population has nearly 50 per 
cent of the national income to itself while 
the bottom 40 per cent have a share of only 
t6 per cent in it. One of the main planks of 
freedom struggle was that once India gets 
politiat|||eeftom, steps would be taken to 
banish^Ve^ and destitution from the land. 
It is now 45 years since India got 
indep^i^nce buL even according to official 
statisljps'i) 30 per cent of the population 
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continues to live below the poverty line. 
According to unofficial estimates, percentage 
of those below the poverty line is 40 which 
is not very much lower than the proportion 
obtaining before the independence. This is 
what planning which has imposed so much 
fiscal and financial burden on the poor, has 
dons for solving the twin basic problems of 
poverty and unemployment. True, famine 
has been banish^ from the land but 
nutritional level of the vast numbers, 
particularly in the rural areas, remain very 
much below the standard laid down by WHO 
and Indian medical authorities for healthy 
life. For decades politicians have mouthed 
gharibi hatao slogans but these the people 
now realise were nothing but vote catching 
devices of the politicians. If those slogans 
have lost their shine today politician can be 
depended upon to invent new ones to serve 
his purpose. 

The social scene is equally depressing. 
Moral values are fast eroding giving way to 
all-round worship of Mammon. Bribery, 
nepotism and corruption characterise 
dealings of government agencies, 
departments and offices with the people. 
Nothing moves in government offices 
without greasing the palms of the 
functionaries concerned. The joint family 
system has virtually broken down, giving 
way to nuclear family system. That has 
meant neglect of the aged, the disabled, 
the handicapped and chronically sick 
members of the joint family. In the absence 
of an alternative social security system that 
Western societies have now evolved in 
recent times, this social change in the 
country has brought with it undue hardship 
and suffering to this category of people. 
IntSan civilisation accords highest value to 
truth which in Hindu religion is equated with 
God. Satyam evjaiw or Truth alone triumphs 
is part of our national emblem. And yet 
perhaps no other moral value has suffered 
such an eclipse in our daily life than truth. 
Lies and deceipt have be^me the norm 
and truth the exception in our everyday life. 
Simple living, self-sacrifice, limitation of 
wants, abstinence, and renunciation were 
ti^e virtues applauded by the society In its 
leaders. Today these virtues have become 
a thing of the past At the other end we 
have a society that is divided on the basis 
of caste and creed, and population more 
than half of which Is iUiterats. The result is 



that politicians have been able to win 
elections by raising emotive issues and 
playing on the communal, caste and regional 
sentiments of the people. Issues tike building 
of Ram janambhoomi temple in Ayodhya, 
and implementation of Mandat Commission 
recommendations on reservation of 
government jobs (or the backward castes, 
have been the two leading issues on which 
the elections of 1969 and 1991 to the Lok 
Sabha were fought. This was at a time 
when economic situation was fast 
deteriorating and the economy was heading 
towards virtual collapse. In a true 
democracy, one would have expected 
economic issues to dominate the stage in 
that situation and political parties to seek 
mandate of the electorate on policy 
alternatives. What happened in India in the 
general elections of 1989 and 1991 was 
just the opposite. Economic issues were 
put on the back burner and non-issues like 
Mandir-Masjid dispute and seat reservations 
were brought to the forefront in the electoral 
contest. Politicians were able to do that 
because economic policy matters were of 
esoteric character and beyond the 
comprehension of the illiterate mass of the 
electorate. But have the representatives 
elected on communal and caste platforms 
the necessary mandate to represent the 
people's view on the vital issue of economic 
reforms on which the country has launched 
itself? 

Because of unequal pace of development 
between the two. a similar hiatus has come 
to exist between economy and society. 
Economic growth in the last 40 years has 
passed by the large majority of the mral 
population. The emphasis in our 
development pisms on industrialisation and 
modernisation has ted to relative neglect of 
agriculture and rural sector of the economy 
in, the growth process. Iconomio growth 
has come to mean growth of industriai and 
services sectors of the economy which at 
best serve the interest of the top 20 per 
cent of the population living in metropollten 
and big dties. As a result we have now two 
India's, India of the rich, business class, 
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politicians, bureaucrats, members of liberal 
professions etc, or what may broadly be 
described as India of the educated middle 
class and India of the rural masses, the 
poor, the illiterates, the sick and socio¬ 
economic deprived sections of the society 
which may be described as Bharat. Planned 
development instead of forging unity has 
widened the gulf between economy and the 
society because pattern of growth under 
planning was of dualistic nature. 

All this goes to show that to improve the 
functioning of the Indian system, what is 
needed is acceleration of social reforms so 
that social change that has lagged behind 
in the last 40 years catches up with changes 
that the polity and economy have 
undergone. India has its own distinct culture, 
its own social norms, its own tradition and 
rich civilisation that attracted the global 
admiration for a long time in world history 
Indian society cannot be moulded into the 
image of Western industrial societies Nor 
is it desirable to attempt to do so. For Indian 
culture and civilisation has much to teach 
the world The message of love and 
universal brotherhood, non-violence, 
compassion, simple, living, service of the 
poor, truth, honesty and righteous living 
enshrined in the teachings of ou' saints, 
religious teachers and social reformers from 
times immemorial to the present, is a 
prescription for building a society based on 
eternal, moral and social values. That is the 
type of society that mankind ultimately needs 
to live in. This is a precious heritage that 
must be preserved and guarded jealously. 
However, Indian society needs to be 
cleansed of the evils of inequality, injustice, 
orthodoxy and divisions on the basis of 
caste and creed that have crept into the 
society over a long penod of history. India 
today needs social reforms even more 
urgently and thoroughly than economic and 
political reforms. 

Economic reforms that have now been 
undertaken were called for by the exigencies 
of the fiscal and economic situation 
confronting the country at the end of 
Seventh Plan. Irresponsible management 
of the economy and finances during the 
Sixth and Seventh Plans period was 
responsible for the denouement which took 
the form of the balance of payments and 
inflationary crisis of 1990-92. There is no 
escape from the policy of economic 
liberalisation and globalisation that has now 
been launched because external account 
of the country has got to be balanced and 
that requires impressive growth of exports. 
That could be achieved only with the help 
of the economic reform package which has 
now been put through. But the reform 
completely ignore agriculture and the rural 
sector of the economy. That makes the 
reform package incomplete and deficient 
for it keeps out of reckoning about three- 
fourth of ^e population whose fortunes are 
linked with the fate of agriculture and rural 
sector of the economy. To make up this 
deficienoy, it is important that economic 
reform measures that mainly cover the 


modern-urban sector are supplemented by 
shifting emphasis from industry to agriculture 
in the Eighth Plan which is now on the 
anvil Agriculture should henceforth, receive 
top priority in planning. That would not only 
contribute to the success of the economic 
reform by helping to increase the total 
volume of exports — the share of agriculture 
in total exports can be raised from the 
present 18 per cent to around 25 per cent 
in five year time according to one 
estimate — but also correct the imbalance 
between economic and social development 
The way to the much needed social 
development as also of solving the basic 
problems of poverty and unemployment 
afflicting the country lies through mounting 
an all out national effort at agricultural and 
rural development so that the sharp rural 
urban divide in the distribution of income 
and wealth is ended. 

The biggest problem of Indian system 
today is heavy decline in the quality of its 
political elite in the last three decade In 
modern times, state has become all 
powerful It has acquired control over the 
economy and dominance over the society 
As such. It IS the political elite or those who 
hold levers of State power in their hand and 
operate those levers, which shapes the 
complexion of socio-economic development 
of a country. Both the direction and pace of 
socio-economic change is in the hands a

The new government under Prof 
Sigbhatullah Mojaddidi has an important task 
before it. It has not only to restore law and 
order in the multi-ethnic country but ensure 
it is acceptable to the outside world. It has 
decided to apply Islamic laws 'moderately'' 
and hope to be guided more by ethnic and 
family roots than by religious tenets. 
President Mojaddidi has said that his 
government would try to present a pragmatic 
face to the world, no matter what policies 
are imposed at home He thanked both the 
U.S.A and the UN for helping his council. 
He is fully aware of the problem that various 
ethnic groups in Afghanistan can pose if he 
makes a false move. He is therefore trying 
to tread carefully and. as he noted earlier, 
despite his strong dislike of Hekmatyar ha 
would like to reach an understanding with 
his Hezb-i-lslami for its participation in the 
government. 

The Nawaz Sharif government in Pakistan 
has been very prompt in recognising the 
new government and offering it all help. 
Nawaz Sharif even flew to Kabul, met 
President Mojaddidi and congratulated him 
on his taking over power. He also told him 
that relief is being rushed from his country 
to help tide over the food crisis in the 
country. It does surprise many that the 
Nawaz Sharif government, which, like its 
predecessors, had supported Gulbuddin 
Hekmatyar and had wished him success in 
his effort to topple Najibullah and replace 


country's elite. India has been badly let 
down by its political elite which has carried 
corruption, hypocrisy and art of double 
speak to un-imaginable limits. Such 
leadership might have political legitimacy to 
rule but it does not have the moral authority 
to lead the people. This is the problem 
Indian system is facing today The key to 
improvement of the system lies in 
improvement in the quality and character of 
its political elite which has reached its nadir 
today in terms of public morality. 
Democracy, however, provides a ray of hope 
in this connection. The era of manipulation 
of elections with the help of muscle and 
money power may not last long Society 
has started asserting itself fbr acquiring 
supremacy over the state. Signs are already 
there to that effect. One may hope that as 
a result of the working of democratic 
processes, we will have sooner rather than 
later, a new crop of politicians who while 
continuing to play their power games will 
also feel greater sense of responsibility 
towards the people and show a much higher 
degree of public morality in their conduct 
than what is associate with them at 
present. It will be idle to think that such a 
transformation will come to them of their 
own volition It i^ the compulsions of 
electoral politics that will bring that about 
Already there are indications that things 
have started working in that direction 

him in power, should have welcomed 
President Mojaddidi But those who know 
the reasons don’t feel surprised. 

The first reason is that Nawaz Sharif 
does not want the question of Pakhoonisfan 
to be revived by being for cool towards the 
new Kabul government and by continuing 
the support for Hekmatyar who has lost the 
battle. Another reason is that most 
central Asian republics are not in favour of 
Islamic fundamentalism and would 
therefore view with disfavour a purely Islamic 
regime in Kabul under persons like 
Hekmatyar. There are reports that 
Afghanistan's neighbours like Tejikstan and 
Uzbekistan, as well as the Tajik minority in 
Afghanistan would resent a rule by Islamic 
fanatics in Kabul. 

India too has welcomed the new regime 
in Kabul but it is unfortunate that it failed to 
play any role in the transfer of power. 
Perhaps its government had disabied itself 
by supporting Najibullah time and again. 
New Delhi blindly supported the Moscow- 
inspired regime in Kabul because of its 
abject dependence on the erstwhile Soviet 
regime for help on the Kashmir issue. It 
had agreed even to give a temporary asylum 
to Najib and his family. But now it is cutting 
a sorry figure. One hopes New Delhi will 
learn some lessons from the latest 
development in Kabul and realise that it is 
always impossible to suppress a people's 
freedom movement. Even a mighty country 
tike America cannot keep such a movement 
suppressed. Vietnam Is an example. Earlier 
India itself had proved this truth by throwing 
out the British rule. 
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Avalanche Of Problems For 

Russia 


No one expected the transition from the 
Soviet Union to the tentative Commonwealth 
of Independent States (C.l S.) to be smooth. 
But the crisis recently faced by the President 
of the Russian Federation, Boris Yeltsin, 
marks an escalation in the struggle between 
the reformed communists and those of the 
unreformed variety, generally classed as 
conservatives. 

This tussle is taking place against the 
backdrop of acute economic difficulties, 
accentuated in the short term by Yeltsin's 
radical reform measures. The transition from 
a command economy towards a free market 
is an inevitably painful one. Finding this 
climate hospitable, the communists are now 
emerging out of the woodwork and striking 
back. 

President Yeltsin has, for the present, 
survived the crisis, but by the merest 
whisker. The conservatives, in a majqnty in 
the Russian parliament, sought to express 
their lack of confidence in Yeltsin by seeking 
to whittle down his powers and reorienting 
the economic reform measures. 

It took all of Yeltsin's diplomatic skill and 
the entire cabinet's decision to resign — a 
tactical ploy — to ward off the conservative 
challenge Minor concessions were offered, 
but the President won a reprieve till 
December. For the present, he remains both 
President and Prime Minister and can rule 
by decree. 

Inevitably, the next battle will be 
determined by the state of the economy 
and how much more runaway inflation will 
erode people's purchasing power in 
conditions of confusion and chaos. Despite 
the large assistance promised by the West, 
the Russians will have to make the new 
system they are evolving work. Foreign 
expertise will not help unless it is 
imaginatively adapted to Russian conditions. 

President Yeltsin must hope that his 
people will see a ray of sunshine before the 
conservatives mount their next offensive. 
The United States and the West are 
supporting Yeltsin for two main reasons . 
their nuclear and strat^ic calculations are 
based on understandings arrived at with 
him and the prospect of large scale chaos 
portends unpredictable and unwelcome 
consequences for the West. 

However, Yeltsin and his close advisers 
alone can save the situation although any 
large Infusion of assistance from the West 
will help them shore up their positions to an 
extent The point is that the acute phase of 
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economic crisis comes against the backdrop 
of a host of problems ; the Russian 
Federation's own troubles with the 
autonomous regions, the lack of cohesion 
in the C.I.S. and its wobbly future, the 
Russian-Ukrainian tussle and the 
psychological problems involved in changing 
70 years of orientation to an entirely new 
way of thinking and living. 

President Yeltsin has succeeded in 
moderating the autonomous regions' 
demand for independence through an 
agreement acquiesced in by the most 
truculent of them But these demands have 
the potential to resurface. Partly, it will 
depend upon Yeltsin's success in keeping 
Russian chauvinistic trends within tolerable 
limits 

The C IS. poses the larger issue of the 
future of the former Soviet Union. Ironically, 
the Ukrainians, being fellow Slavs, are 
combative in guarding their turf vis-a-vis 
Russia The Ukraine is the second most 
important of the former Soviet republics and 
has the potential to play an independent 
role as a nation state 

The Ukraine is one of the republics lO 
have resolved to have its own army and 
has been less than eager to give up tactical 
nuclear weapons to Russia for destruction 
under the old Soviet-U S agreement It is 
at odds with Russia over sharing the 
important Black Sea fleet, and many 
Russians are still not reconciled to losing 
the Crimea, given away during Nikita 
Khrushchev's time, in the new scheme of 
things. 

Although it is the Western plan to let 
Russia alone among the four former nuclear 
weapon republics to retain such arms, the 
Ukraine and Kazakhstan (the fourth being 
Belarus) are understandably inclined to use 
their present status to enhance their 
bargaining positions. In any event, the 
transfer of all nuclear weapons from the 
three republics to Russia will, according to 
the most optimistic estimates, take several 
years. They involve logistical, safety and 
financial problems, apart from the political 
connotations they have. 

The basic problem, of course, is that the 
C.I.S. is a half-way house as each former 
Soviet republic seeks to find its place in the 
new world. There are reasons enough for 



maintaining some form of a coordinating, if 
not common, structure. With the republics' 
economies being as intertwined as they are, 
alternative arrangements will take time to 
evolve and put in place. 

While the C.l S. republics have agreed to 
a common strategic force, the command of 
other forces presents problems because 
each of the more substantive republics is 
testing the political waters in seeking to 
safeguard its own interests. Fear of Russian 
chauvinism is a potent factor in determining 
the republics' strategies. 

Yet no C.I.S. state wants to take a 
precipitate step which would break up the 
Commonwealth without a viable alternative 
coordinating agency in place. Even for the 
Ukraine, there are limits to playing the game 
of brinkmanship, given its ultimate desire to 
evolve as a European state of some 
consequence 

President Yeltsin, therefore, has the 
unenviable task of balancing several balls 
in the air He does not need to be convinced 
about Russia's inherent greatness and its 
rebirth as a great power. His problems really 
flow from a transition phase which is taxing 
his people's proverbially great tolerance 
levels and he has to make the C.I.S. or an 
alternative work till such time as the former 
Soviet republics settle down to a quieter 
existence. 

The psychological problems involving 
change from a communist system to one 
embracing the free market are, in a sense, 
more difficult to resolve. Living as I did tor 
a year and a half in Moscow in the Brezhnev 
era, it was clear to me that the people's 
attitude to their creed was, for the most 
part, cynical For the ambitious, the 
Communist Party was a necessary attribute 
to climb the ladder. 

The official press went on declaiming 
about the virtues of "the new Soviet man" 
even as the people lived their placid 
existence punctuated by partying and vodka. 
Dissidents were few and far between, and

The World Cup: 

India Needs Tough Selection

The beautifully crafted waterford crystal, 
Benson & Hedges World Cup, is the 
property of Pakistan (or the next 4 years 
Sir Colin Cowdrey, Chairman of the 
International Cricket Conference handed 
over the trophy to Pakistan's Captain Imran 
Khan at the majestic Melbourne Cricket 
Ground on the 25th of March at around 
10 20 pm in front of a record crowd A 
new name was added to the honours list of 
the World Cup — Pakistan In 1975 S 1979, 
West Indies wore the victors, in 1983 India 
were victorious and in 1987, Australia were 
crowned champions This, the 5th World 
Cup continued to perpetuate the record that 
the host nation never wins In 1975, 1979 
and 1983 England were the hosts and did 
not win, in 1987 India and Pakistan were 
the hosts and did not win and this time 
Australia and New Zealand were the hosts 
and did not win 

The 5th World Cup was unique in many 
ways It was the first time that 9 nations 
were participating. South Africa being 
admitted at the eleventh hour as the 9th 
nation. The format of the tournament 
involved each country playing each other 
once, 10 ., each nation playing 8 league 
matches Previously the countries were 
divided into two groups of 4 each The total 
number of matches thus went up to a record 
of 39 — 25 of these were played in Australia 
and 14 in New Zealand 

It was the first time that World Cup 
matches wore played in coloured clothing 
and with white balls and as many as 10 of 
the 25 matches played in Australia wore 
Day and Night affairs. The Sydney semi¬ 
final and the Melbourne final were also 
Day/Night matches 

Australia were the favourites to win. They 
were the holders, the hosts and on form the 
side with the best record in one day cricket 
since their win in the 1987 final at Calcutta 
Their sudden loss of form and repeated 
defeats relegated them to a position of 'also 
rans' as they did not even qualify lor the 
semi-finals. The Aussies were a trifle cocky 
and overconfident but also paid a heavy 
price for the fact that as the favourites 
playing at home, they were under tremen¬ 
dous pressure. The unexpected defeat they 
suffered at the hands of New Zealand and 
South Africa in their first two matches and 
the narRWV, somewhat fortuitous win they 
had age^t India, totally demoretlised them. 
The re^Bted batting failures of the top 
playersJBson being the exception) put too 
much jMBSure on the bowlers and the end 
result wS disastrous for Australia. 
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New Zealand, the other hosts, made the 
most of playing all their matches on home 
soil Astutely led by Martin Crowe, Now 
Zealand were the most innovative team 
Unfettered by the traditions of one day 
cricket, they wrote their own scripts. They 
used Greatbatch as a 'pinch hitter' in the 
beginnings of the innings and confounded 
all by opening the bowling with Patel, the 
off-spinner The Kiwis had popguns in 
comparison to the howitzers of their 
opponents but the batterfiold was New 
Zealand's own and they used it boldly and 
beautifully till they were undone by an 
inspired batting performance by a young 
Pakistani, Inzamamul Haq who smashed 
60 off 37 balls and New Zealand were 
squeezed out of the finals 

South Africa, the new entrants, were the 
other side to impress For a team to return 
from the dead, so to speak, and qualify for 
the semi-finals is a tremendous achievement 
and they deserved to be there, perhaps 
even in the finals. They have proved what 
fighting spirit and adrenaline can do. 
Undoubtedly they are going to be a very 
good team by the time the next World Cup 
comes along. Their pace attack 
spearheaded by the superfast Alan Donald, 
IS already top class and their fielding 
epitomized by Jonty Rhodes is often brilliant 
Their weakness seems to be spin. They 
neither have top quality spinners (Omar 
Henry, the first coloured cricketer to have 
played lor South Africa, is quite ordinary) 
nor do their batsmen play spin particularly 
well All this IS likely to improve as time rolls 
by 

England, the runners up yet again (3rd 
time in 5th World Cup — 1979, 1987 and 
1992) justified their position as a leading 
one day cricket nation. They (altered in the 
final against Pakistan just when it counted. 
Actually England started very well but 
appeared to have peaked too early in direct 
contrast to Pakistan Injury problems to key 
players saw England go into decline in the 
latter part of their campaign so much so 
that Zimbabwe beat them in their last league 
match. The clause 5.2 of the playing 
condition converted the England-South 
Africa match into a farce and England were 
trifle fortunate to get into the final. But it 
was obvious that England were on the 
downslide and Pakistan on the upswing 
when the two met in the final. 



Sri Lanka and Zimbabwe were only of 
nuisance value to the fancied teams, 
capable of winning the odd match but never 
roally a serious threat to play consistently 
and reach the last four Injuries to key 
players further eroded the strengths of both 
the teams but they tried hard and were 
impressive (particularly Sri Lanka) in 
patches 

Pakistan, the victors, wore deserving 
winners. They were considered 3rd 
favourites by the bookies before the 
tournament began but so badly did they 
start that midway through the tournament 
they were expected to head home quite 
early. Missing the explosive pace of the 
injured Waqar Yunus and never really 
settling down to play upto their potential, 
Pakistan were galvanised into their 'jehad' 
by the motivation of their captain who 
wanted to use the World Cup win to espouse 
the cause dearest to his heart — the building 
of a Cancer Hospital in Lahore. After having 
just one win in 5 matches, Pakistan got a 
peep in when they beat New Zealand at 
Christchurch in their last league match and 
then owed a lot to Australia who beat West 
Indies in their last league match. A 
transformed Pak team then beat West Indies 
in the Auckland semi-final — as good a one 
day match as one can hope to see and 
then their hunger for the World Cup coupled 
symbiotically with their talent as they 
outplayed England in the final to win the 
World Cup It was a magnificent saga of 
fighting back, reaching the sky after climbing 
from an abyss and the captaincy, particularly 
the man management of Imran was the 
decisive factor in Pakistan's achievement. 

What about India? They promised a lot 
but delivered little. They tod the talent but 
they could not put it all together. Azhar, 
rather naively, put theiv blame on the 
shoulders of the youngsters whereas in 
reality he must accept most of the blame. 
His gentlemanly mien and behaviour was 
just about the only plus in hit captaincy. 
His tactical astuteness was never apparent 
and his man management and motivational

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Minor concessions In 
direct taxes 

The Union Finance Minister, Dr. 
Manmohan Singh, announced a series 
of concessions to income-tax payers, 
those engaged in import and export 
business, partnership firms and those who 
pay wealth tax and capital gains tax 
through an amendment in the Finance Bill 
he moved in the Lok Sabha on April 30. 
1992. 

Yielding to demands from a wide body 
of public opinion. Dr. Manmohan Singh 
restored the deductions available under 
Section 80-L of the Income Tax Act, with a 
monetary ceiling of Rs. 7,000 and 
announced a host of other major direct and 
indirect tax concessions, involving a net 
revenue loss of Rs. 602 crore. 

Through amendments in the Finance 
Bill, which gives effect to the financial 
proposals in the 1992-93 Union Budget, the 
Finance Minister also reduced from Rs. 450 
to Rs. 220 the import duty per 10 grams of 
gold permitted to be imported by non¬ 
resident Indians and Indians returning from 
abroad 

Dr Manmohan Singh gave major reliefs, 
including import duty concessions, to 
important sectors of the industry like 
computers, drugs, electronics, finished 
leather, insulated thermoware, vacuum 
flasks, readymade garments and hosiery 
while announcing significant changes in 
personal income taxation, the new 
procedure for taxation of small retail traders, 
capital gains taxation, taxes on partnership 
firms and wealth tax. 

Among other things. Dr. Manmohan Singh 
proposed to raise the ceiling on investment 
levels under Section 88 of the Income Tax 
Act to Rs. 60,000 from Rs 50,000. The 
implication is that the ceiling of the tax 
rebate under this Section will increase 
from Rs. 10,000 to Rs. 12.000 Within the 
overall ceiling of Rs. 60,000, a sub-ceiling 
of Rs. 10,000 has been also proposed in 
respect of investments in equity-linked 
savings scheme so as to ensure the 
continued viability of the savings instruments 
contained in Section 88. 

In his Budget speech on February 29, 
Dr. Manmohan Singh had said that with 
the Increase in the personal income 
tax exemption limit from Rs. 22,000 to 
Rs. 26,000 and the reduction in tax rates, 
many of the income tax concessions were 
no longer justified. Accordingly, he had 
announced the withdrawal of deductions 


under Section 80-L, 80-CCA and 80-CCB. 
Since then a large number of 
representations were received by the 
Finance Ministry saying that the withdrawal 
of Section 80-L would cause hardship, 
especially to {pensioners and tax payers 
in the lower income group who had 
invested their savings in specified financial 
assets. 

Dr. Manmohan Singh said he was 
restoring the deduction under Section 80-L, 
as an interim measure, with a monetary 
ceiling of Rs 7,000. in deference to such 
sentiments and in recognition of the need 
to protect to the maximum extent possible 
the interest of tax-payers in the lower income 
groups 

Taking into account the increase of 
Rs 6,000 in the exemption limit, the 
amendment with regard to Section 80-L 
would take care of most complaints ho had 
[ received from tax-payers in the lower income 
groups, he said The increase in the ceiling 
on investment levels under Section 88 is 
being made because Dr Manmohan Singh 
had proposed to enlarge the scope of the 
tax rebate under this Section so as to 
include within its ambit schemes included 
under Section 80-CCA and 80-CCB with 
the withdrawal of deductions in respect of 
national savings scheme (80-CCA) and 
equity-linked savings scheme and others 
(80-CCB). 

With regard to taxation of capital gams, 
the Finance Minister proposed to reduce 
the tax rate in the case of firms, association 
of persons and bodies of individuals from 
40 per cent announced in the budget to 30 
per cent and only 20 per cent for venture 
capital companies 

Some changes have been brought 
about in the wealth tax structure also. A 
number of additional items is to be exempted 
from wealth tax. They include motor cars 
which form part of stock-in-trade and 
urban land on which construction is not 
permissible A two-year exemption is also 
proposed to be given to land held for 
industrial purposes. 

With regard to the new simplified 
procedure for taxation of small retail traders. 
Dr. Manmohan Singh has proposed to 
enlarge its scope to include other small 
shop-keepers who are engaged in vocations 
like tailoring, typewriting, photocopying, 
repair work, laundry service or are running 
eating places, etc. The requirement that 
persons opting lor the simplified procedure 
should not have any income chargeable to 
tax from any other sources is proposed to 
be given up. 


India again put under 
Special 301 

The Bush Administration has once again 
designated India as a priority country under 
the Special 301 trade legislation for failure 
to adhere to Intellectual Property Rights 
(IPR). 

In their 301 list lor next year released in 
Washington on April 29. 1992, the office of 
U S Trade Representative, Ms. Carla Hills, 
retained India on the watch list without, 
however, initiating any punitive action. It is 
understood that such a decision was made 
about India because although last year's 
investigations had been completed, the 
issues involved had not been fully resolved. 

The White House action will affect $ 60 
million in trade from India in chemicals and 
pharmaceuticals. However, most of the 
country's other duty-free articles, totalling 
about $ 524 million last year, would not be 
affected Henceforth, India will be denied 
import privileges which the U.S. extends to 
the developing countries under the 
programme known as the generalised 
system of preferences (GSP). 

According to official sources, India’s most 
favoured nation trade status will remain 
intact under which its exports will be subject 
to tariffs that are usually less than five per 
cent. 

This action is in pursuance of the 
investigation into India's trade practices 
which began after it was put on the priority 
list of U.S. trade law Special 301 on April 1, 
1991 In February last, Ms. Hills had 
determined that ‘India's denial of adequate 
and effective patent protection is 
unreasonable” following which an inter¬ 
agency-group was set up to suggest trade 
sanctions against India. 

In another development, the U.S. 
announced on April 30 its decision to retain 
India on the Special 301 list for another 
year tor what she called ‘its denial of 
adequate and effective protection for U.S. 
intellectual property such as patents, trade 
marks and copyrights or that deny market 
access for persons relying on intellectual 
property protection." 

Last year, India, Thailand and China had 
figured on this list. But China got out this 
time after it had entered into an agreement 
with the Bush Administration removing most 
of the U.S. grievances against its laws 
dealing with , intellectual property rights 
Taiwan was added to the list this year along 
with India and Thailand 

India's IPR dispute with the U S. is neither 
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now nor sudden. The issues have been 
under negotiations tor quite some time, 
both bilaterally with the U S, Trade 
Representative's otfico under the Special 
301 provisions ot the U S Trade Act and at 
the Uruguay Round ot the multilateral trade 
traditions in Genova This time around, the 
U S has confined its action to India's 
exports ot pharmaceuticals and chemicals 
worth $ 60 million a year out ot total duty¬ 
free GSP exports of around $ 500 million 
annually But there is nothing to prevent the 
Bush Administration from turning on the 
screw tighter and extending the GSP action 
to other items, India's immediate priority 
wilt be a fire-lighiing operation to ensure 
that the danger does not spread 

Patents in tndia are granted only on 
processes and not on products The duration 
of the patent is five years from the date of 
grant of the paten* or seven years from the 
date of filing the patent application, 
whichever is loss The U S pharmaceutical 
lobby cannot stomach such restrictive laws 
and wants product patents on its drugs and 
the duration of the patent to be extended to 
17 years If India were to accept those 
terms, the domestic drug industry would fall 
on evil days and would be virtually under 
the thumb of the U S drug industry The 
successive governments have hesitated to 
take a fiim decision on this and have 
relegated the issue into the background. 
The Indian Government has so far refused 
to fall in line with U S thinking primarily in 
the national interest, and it is to be seen 
how tho Govornmont reacts to this 
provocation 

Rocket technology 
deal with Russia 

Russia will not bow to any pressure to 
cancel rocket technology transfer to India 
but India^ should provide appropriate 
guarantees on its future use, the Russian 
President, Mr Boris Yeltsin's rigfit hand man 
and.Stpte Secretary, Mr. Gennady Burbulis, 
said in Moscow on April 30. 1992 on the 
eve of his visit to tndia. 


Russia was for preserving the contract, 
signed in January 1991, but since 
controversy has arisen over it, Moscow 
would like to resolve it with the help 
ot independent international expertise, 
Mr Burbulis said 

Under pressure from the U S 
Administration, Mr Yeltsin had decided to 
suspend the contract India signed with the 
former Soviet and Russian space body, 
Glavkosmos, for the supply of cryogon 
engine, one of the three types of rocket- 
launchers needed by India to put satellites 
in the orbit 

The U S came under severe attack in 
tho Lok Sabha from the opposition parties 
who condemned the U S attempt to 
establish its “global hegemony" Treasury 
benches expressed concern over the 
reported American pressure exerted on 
Russia to stop the transfer of rocket 
technology to India and wanted the 
Government to ascertain all facts and take 
the House into confidence 

Tho Bush Administration did indeed bring 
pressures on Russia, including wielding a 
threat of trade sanctions, if it wont ahead 
with transfer of rocket technology to India, 
highly placed sources said in Washington 
While publicly refusing to admit if 
Washington had pressured Mr Yeltsin to 
suspend the transfer, privately. 
Administration sources acknowledged that 
It was indeed the case 

The Administration officials said the 
Government had "in very clear and 
categorical terms raised its concerns" about 
the transfer of this technology with Russia 
and warned that it would be a dear violation 
of the MTCR (Missile Technology Control 
Regime)." The officials said that the 
Administration's "tough line" on tho proposed 
transfer was a manifestation of its “serious 
concerns about nuclear weapons and 
ballistic missile proliferation in the Third 
World" and its tough approach to spike "any 
possible transfers that could expedite such 
programmes. 

The Prime Minister, Mr. P. V. Narasimha 
Rao, however, denied the reports that the 
Russian firm Glavkosmos had suspended 


or cancelled the contract for the 
development of space programme in India 
Mr Rao told the Lok Sabha that the Space 
Secretary had gone to Moscow for technical 
discussions as requested by the Russian 
side The Russians had informed the 
Government of India that they wanted 
“further technical discussions." It meant that 
they wanted to discuss “technical safety of 
the programme, engine transaction and 
needed further assurance of technical level,” 
Mr Rao said 

Mr. Rao said India had fruitful 
collaboration with several countries, 
including the erstwhile Soviet Union, France 
and the United States for the development 
of space technology It was^ for continuing 
such cooperation, ho said When the Indian 
Space Research Organisation (ISRO) 
signed the technology with the erstwhile 
Soviet Union, it had given a commitment 
that tho development of technology was (or 
peaceful purposes, ho said. Even the 
Russians have admitted that tho $ 200 
million contract between their space agency 
Glavkosmos and ISRO was lor a technology 
that cannot be put to military use The 
cryogenic rocket boosters, the technology 
for which the Russians were going to supply 
to India, have no military use because tho 
boosters have to be fuelled 90 days in 
advance Besides, India had accepted all 
the obligations required for the transfer of 
this technology under the MTCR 

An ISRO team, headed by its chairman. 
Prof U R Rao, had recently visited 
Moscow Mr Yeltsin was convinced of the 
peaceful nature of the Indian space 
programme with the use of Russian rocket 
technology and he is in favour of space 
coopeiation with India Meanwhile, Russian 
space agency Glavkosmos sources said the 
expert-level talks of the Russian delegation 
with tho U S team, headed by Assistant 
Secretary of State, Mr Richard Clark, has 
failed to yield "positive results" The 
Americans repeated their well-known stand 
and are still threatening Russia with trade 
sanctions if the deal with India is not 
scrapped It is reported that the U S 
pressure on Russia to halt the transfer of 
rocket technology to India followed a 
decision that Washington ifsolf had taken in 
1989 to ban the sale of sophisticated 
missile-testing devices to India for its space 
programme, following the launch of the 
'Agni' intermediate range ballistic missile. 

By interfering in the rocket deal between 
India and Russia, the U.S is attempting to 
establish its unipolar supremacy in the world 
The U.S. has ceased to show even the 
conventional respect to the sensitivities of 
poorer nations. If it develops a paranoid 
obsession about nuclear and missile 
proliferation, it will at best succeed in putting 
a temporary freeze on fhird World research 
and development in this field, and may even 
propel many developing nations to resolve 
to acquire the ability to manufacture mass 
destruction weapons 

The U.S. perception of India is entirely 
shaped by this country's refusal to foreclose 
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its nuclear option and its pursuit of a missile 
delivery system. It is useless to talk of how 
the U.S. has not been able to prevent 
Pakistan from reaching the nuclear threshold 
or how the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty 
or the missile control regime is 
discriminatory By persistently not making 
its position on these two issues clear, in the 
eyes of the U S., India has put itself in the 
role of an errant schoolboy, who needs to 
be made an example of. Our policy-makers 
have failed to seize the initiative in these 
matters and the U.S. now thinks that it is 
only a matter of time before India falls in 
line with its dictates. 


Panel to study wage 
structure 


The Government has on April 27, 1992 
constituted a higher level committee, headed 
by Mr H. N Ray, to examine the wage 
structure, including pay, dearness allowance 
and perquisites admissible to employees in 
the Central Government, public sector 
enterprises and nationalised banks 

The three-member committee has been 
asked to submit its report within four months 
The report is expected to enable the 
Government to take a view on the trends of 
wages of employees in these sectors and 
to consider evolving a common formula tor 
the grant of dearness allowance 

Besides Mr. Ray, the committee includes 
Mr. V. Atal and Mr. B. Swaminathan as 
members. 

According to the terms and reference of 
the committee, it would study the wage 
structure of these employees, including the 
principles governing dearness allowance 
and basic pay. 

The committee will also analyse the gap 
in emoluments of the Central Government 
employees vis-a-vis employees of public 
sector undertakings, giving due weightage 
to the difference in job contents for the 
posts similar in nature. 

Based on the study and examination, it 
will prepare a document for Government's 
consideration to take a view on the trend 
for wage revision and narrowing down the 
gap in emoluments in the Central 
Government vis-a-vis employees of public 
sector enterprises keeping in view the 
economic conditions and resource 
constraints. 

The document is also expected to help 
the Government evolve a common formula 
for tfie grant of dearness allowance to 
Central Government employees as well as 
employees of public sector undertakings, 
nationalised banks and statutory 
corporations, keeping in view the wage 
structure, allowances, perks and terminal 
benefits available to different employees in 
different sectors. Thereafter, the 
Government will also go into the principles, 
policy and formulae for dearness allowance 
to pensioners and the periodicity of revision 
of wages, dearness allowance and dearness 
relief. 


Nagaland Governor 
dismissed 

In a sudden move, the President, Mr. R. 
Venkataraman, removed the Nagaland 
Governor, Mr. M M. Thomas, from office 
on April 11, 1992, capping two weeks of 
hectic political developments during which 
the Legislative Assembly was first dissolved 
by the Governor and the State brought 
under Central rule later The Assam 
Governor, Mr Lok Nath Mishra, was asked 
to discharge the functions of the Governor 
of Nagaland in addition to his present office 
till a successor is appointed 

The removal of Mr. Thomas as Governor 
of the sensitive State came close on the 
heels of imposition of President's rule there 
on April 3 Earlier on March 28, Mr. Thomas 
had dissolved the Nagaland Assembly on 
the advice of the then Chief Minister, Mr 
Vamuzo, at the end of the Budget session 
While doing so, Mr Thomas had asked the 
Ministry headed by Mr Vamuzo to continue 
as the caretaker Government. 

Mr. Thomas' removal from office also 
came in the wake of the Centre's order 
suspending the State Chief Secretary, Mr. 
S S. Ahluwalia, for alleged acts of corruption 
and forgery, among other things There were 
media reports quoting Home Ministry 
officials about a delay by the Governor in 
suspending thie official and allegations that 
Mr. Thomas was "protecting" him The Chief 
Secretary was later replaced 

The Governor's decision to dissolve the 
State Assembly, without consulting the 
Centre, as well as the Union Government's 
subsequent move to bring the State under 
President's rule were both subjects of 
controversy in Parliament. The Congress 
members in the Lok Sabha had charged 
the Governor with acting in a “capricious 
and arbitrary" manner and described his 
action as “unconstitutional". 

The imposition of Central rule in the State 
provoked a walk-out by the entire Opposition 
in the Lok Sabha. The Opposition felt the 
decision was “unwarranted and indefensible" 
especially when the Governor had not 
recommended such a move 

The summary dismissal of Mr. Thomas 
IS bound to be seen as the follow-up to the 
vindictive game the Congress (I) 
Government at the Centre started playing 
against him when it imposed President's 
rule sue moto. This action is bound to be 
viewed as an arbitrary action. No one 
questions the President's right to gat rid of 
a Governor by evoking Article 156 of the 
Constitution. Since the Governor holds office 
during the pleasure of the President, the 
"pleasure" can be withdrawn at any 
time during his five-year term. But the 
question' is not whe^er the Centre has 
observed constitutional technicalities but 
whether it has followed constitutional 
propriety in dismissing a head of State. 
When a Governor is to be removed from 
office, the nation should be told 


unambiguously why he deserves such a 
harsh punishment. 

The Governor is not a mere agent of the 
Centre “but has certain independent 
constitutional responsibility as the guardian 
of the healthy Centre-State relations, Mr 
Thomas said on April 19. Addressing a 
Press conference in New Delhi, he said in 
dissolving the Nagaland Assembly and 
ordering fresh elections, he had acted fully 
within the constitutional authority and 
responsibility of the Governor. He asserted 
that a Governor had the authority to take 
decisions on certain matters of the State 
without prior consultation with the President 
or the Home Ministry. He said that in the 
absence of any solid constitutional ground 
for dismissing him, the Centre was making 
imaginary charges like shielding corrupt 
officials and abetting conversion activities 
of Christian missionaries “friendly to a super 
power" 

Planning Commission 
report 

Planning Commission visualises a growth 
rate of about 2.5 per cent in the GDP for 
1991-92. According to the annual report of 
the Planning Commission for 1991-92, 
released on April 24, 1992, the south-west 
monsoon was not quite active during the 
first two months of the season, as compared 
to the previous year's 

The report says the generation of 
electricity during April-Docember 1991, was 
9 per cent higher than in the corresponding 
period of the previous year and coal 
production was 10.9 per cent higher. Crude 
oil production, however, declined by 7.1 per 
cent and refinery by 2 1 per cent. Revenue 
earning goods traffic of the Railways 
continued to maintain an upward trend. 

According to the report, the performance 
of the industrial sector was, however, not 
encouraging. The index of industrial 
production in April-June 1991 was 2.3 per 
cent lower than that in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Although there 
was a growth of 0 5 per cent in the next 
quarter (July to September 1991), a decline 
of I ler cent was registered in the next two 
months (October-November 1991). On the 
whole, between April and November 1991, 
the index of industrial production showed a 
decline of 0.9 per cent. 

The report further says the performance 
of the Indian economy during the Seventh 
Plan (1985-90) was excellent. Nevertheless, 
the Eighth Plan could not take off on the 
duo date — April 1, 1990 — due to the fast 
pace of developments at the Centre. The 
new Government, however, did not lose 
time in deciding that the Eighth Plan would 
commence on April 1, 1992 and that 1990- 
91 and 1991-92 were to be treated as 
separate annual Plans 

The year 1991-92 began with an 
economic crisis of unprecedented 
dimensions and also marked the beginning 
of a new era in planning. In tune with the 
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sweeping changes and developments that 
took place in many parts of the world, the 
new Government announced a number of 
bold and radical policy changes with a view 
to restoring financial and fiscal balance and 
revitalising the sagging economy 

in the process it was decided that trade 
and industry would be increasingly freed 
from Government control and that planning 
in India should become more and more 
indicative and supportive in nature. 

During the year under review, mounting 
fiscal deficits, the ever-increasing non-Plan 
expenditure, loss-making public sector 
undertakings, and the worsening current 
account deficits continued to be areas of 
serious concern and had put a severe strain 
on the country's economic fabric 
The balance of payments position, 
specially, worsened to such an extent that, 
in addition to long-term corrective policy 
measures, emergency action had to be 
taken to prevent a default in payments. 
Being the threshold year for the launching 
of the Eighth Plan (1992-97), the spill-over 
problems were likely to adversely affect the 


implementation of the Plan, at least in the 
initial years. 

The primary task of the Planning Com¬ 
mission during the year under review was 
to reformulate the Eighth Plan so that it 
was in accord with the policies, programmes 
and priorities of the new Government. It 
also finalised the 1992-93 Annual Plan and 
allocations for the Central ministries and 
the States 

The Eighth Plan's directional paper 
entitled "Objectives, thrusts and macro- 
dimensions of the Eighth Plan" was 
approved by the National Development 
Council in December 1991. At the very 
outset, pointing out to the wave of economic 
reforms that had been sweeping the 
developing world and the hitherto Centrally- 
planned economies, the paper noted that 
this had important implications for India, 
too, in the nineties 

Therefore, it stated that the Planning 
Commission would now work on building a 
long-term strategic vision of the future. The 
concentration would be on anticipating future 
trends and evolving integrated strategies 


for achieving the highest post.ble level of 
development of the country, in keeping with 
the competitive international standards. 

The new approach to development would 
be based on "a re-examination and 
reorientation of the role of the Government, 
harnessing the latest energies of the people 
through people's involvement in the process 
of nation-building, creating an environment 
which encourages and builds up people's 
initiatives rather than their dependence on 
the Government and which sets free the 
forces of growth and modernisation. The 
state has to play a more facilitating role and 
concentrate on protecting the interests of 
the poor and the underprivileged." 

Keeping these things jn view, the 
objectives which the Eighth Plan seeks to 
give priority are adequate employment 
generation, containment of population 
growth, uni'versalisation of elementary 
education, eradication of illiteracy, provision 
of safe drinking water and primary health 
facilities, self-sufficiency in food, generation 
of agricultural surpluses for export and 
strengthening of infrastructure

the Jaliianwala Bagh massacre at Amritsar, 
to inquire why Indian opinion was turning 
against Britain. 

In a country where the Amnesty has been 
viewed with suspicion no doubt, wrongly — 
the wider the international opinion, the 
louder will be the chauvinistic call not to 
allow outsiders to look into India's domestic 

problems The purpose of the Amnesty is 
to ensure that these abuses do not occur, 
its purpose cannot be to join issue with 
those who will try to arouse sentiments in 
the name of jingoism. 

The Amnesty’s efforts would go down 
better if it were to work through human 
rights organisations within the country Ian 
Martin himself admits in his letter that 

numerous people in India, including judges, 
lawyers, writers and civil libertarians, as 
well as many police and other officials have 
forthrightly expressed their concern about 
these practices. Why doesn't the Amnesty 
associate itself with them? Seeking 
condemnation ‘through a worldwide initiative' 
will only give a handle to the government 
which wants to cover up its tracks.

most people knew how to stay out of trouble 
with the authorities even as they exchanged 
irreverent jokes among themselves. 

The heady wine of glasnost served by 
Mikhail Gorbachev brought about a 
transformation, and the banning and 
downfall of the Communist Party after the 
abortive Moscow coup of August last year 
were traumatic experiences. For a majority 
of the people in the former Soviet Union, 
particularly in Russia, the concepts of 
democracy and free market meant the 
tempting and longed-for good things of life 

Their East European cousins discovered 
before Russians that signing up for 
democracy and the free market did not 
automatically open the sesame of opulent 
living. Many now look back with some 

longing to the subsidised necessities they 
had taken for granted from birth, however 
sloppy their character. Previously, they had 
the problem of spending their roubles; there 
was little to spend them on except for food 
the drink Today they have the problem of 
making their roubles go far enough to feed 
themselves and their families. 

The conservatives' assault on Yeltsin 
takes on a menacing dimension in this 
context There are no magic answers the 
Russian President can provide His only 
hope can be to stave off another major 
Russian crisis and the collapse of the C.l S. 
experiment. 

Western help is essential to Yeltsin's 
survival, but it will not save him from any 
mistake that he might commit. It was a 
chastened Yeltsin who faced the Federation 

parliament as the conservatives were, 
figuratively speaking, asking for his head. 

Above all. President Yeltsin must be 
praying that the painful economic reforms 
will begin to show some results soon. 
Despite the gnm warnings, the Russians 
have survived the harsh winter without 
starving The future looks more menacing 
because there must come a time when 
even the legendary Russian patience 
snaps. 

Although Gorbachev did not anticipate 
the quick break-up of the Soviet Union and 
tried in vain to save it, the agenda for the 
changes we see was set by him. In view of 
Yeltsin’s determination and success in 
getting the better of Gorbachev, it is only 
fitting that he should face the avalanche of 
problems.

civil war ends In 
Afghanistan 

The war ravaged Afghanistan witnessed 
the historic transition of power on April 28, 
1992 from the Communists to the joint 
interim Mujahideen Council headed by Prof 
Sibghatullah Mojhadidi. Prof Mojhadidi 
announced a general amnesty that excluded 
the deposed President, Dr Najibullah, and 
warned the forces of Mr. Gulbuddin 
Hekmatyar to lay down arms or face action 
under the Shariat law 
The transfer of power took place at a 
simple ceremony at the main hall of the 
Foreign Ministry, in the presence of erstwhile 
Watan Party leaders. Mujahideen leaders 
and representatives of Ambassadors of 
China, Pakistan, Iran, India and Turkey and 
the United Nations officials. The transfer by 
members of the outgoing Government 
marked the final fall of the Communist- 
backed regime that look power 14 years 
ago, sparking the Mujahideen revolt that 
ended with the taking of Kabul. 

The Mujahideen loyalists, led by the 
ethnic-Uzbek militia, swept the strategic 
high-ground held by the hardline forces led 
by Mr Hekmatyar. The mopping up 
operations cleared the way for the 
Government to assert its formal authority 
across the Afghan capital 
The mam significance of the turmoil in 
Afghanistan for the outside world is that a 
new state joins the queue of unsettled 
nations in an already unsettled area. The 
President of Afghanistan, Dr. Najibullah, who 
was deposed on April 16, whatever his sins, 
imposed a measure of stability on Kabul, 
and when his inevitable political end came, 
the surprise was the speed with which the 
administration and old loyalties disinte¬ 
grated The United Nations plan, so carefully 
nurtured and near fruition, collapsed Under 
the UN plan. Dr. Najibullah was to hand 
over power to a 15-member neutral council 
to precede a full-fledged interim government 
which would hold elections 
Mr. Hekmatyar's has undoubtedly been 
the better-known name during the 14-yeai- 
old Afghan struggle for freedom from 
Communists. But that largely was the result 
of his easy accessibility in the Pakistani city 
of Peshwar. Engineer Hekmatyar, thanks to 
the Western media, had become some kind 
of a cult figure. And then he had the 
advantage of being a Pushtoon, the tribal 
sect that is the largest of all the various 
ethnic groups that makcr-.Afghanistan. 

Little known, perhaps; tecause he made 


himself so elusive, was the other man, Mr 
Ahmed Shah Masood, leading the Jamaat- 
e-lslami faction of the guerillas inside 
Afghanistan turning the knife as and when 
he pleased into the sides of the Soviet 
invaders. Mr Masood remained the mystery 
man fighting the Soviet might in the northern 
part of the forbidding Afghan terrain. 

Mr Hekmatyar could not mobilise enough 
Mujahideen support to make a fight of the 
I battle for Kabul. To an extent, his 
benefactors, Pakistan and the United States, 
are responsible for his obduracy. The 
generous aid in the form of arms and money 
that Mr Hekmatyar received for a decade 
persuaded him to believe that he must fill 
the power vacuum when the Soviet- 
supported Najibullah Government collapsed 
Both Islamabad and Washington realised 
rather late that the post-Najib Afghanistan 
must accommodate the various Mujahideen 
groups and the numerous local commanders 
who had led the resistance movement in 
the countryside 

Smooth transfer of power to a Mujahideen 
coalition is crucial not only for Pakistan's 
interest in the immediate neighbourhood but 
also for its ambitions in the new promising 
pastures of Central Asia It will remain an 
irony that Mr Hekmatyar, the man Pakistan 
has so assiduously built up and backed, is 
now threatening to play havoc with those 
dreams. In a couple of days, Pakistan has 
been reduced from an active gameplayer in 
the Afghan power struggle to a chastened 
and helpless sj^ectator. Worse, it does not 
quite know which side to support in the 
bloody war that had broken out on the street 
of Kabul. 

Pakistan has to be worried about the 
other major factor which would make it 
necessary for it to be on good terms with 
the Pushtoons in Afghanistan, — the 
Pushtoons of the North West Frontier 
Province have not quite forgotten their 
demand for Pushtoonistan and the 14 years 
of comraderie and living together during the 
war years with 3.5 million Afghan Pushtoon 
refugees must only have cemented the 
ancient bonds which have never recognised 
the British-imposed Durand Line (1893) 

On the contrary, Afghanistan has nothing 
to fear from an old friend like India with 
whom the country's relationship goes back 
into centuries. The ties between the two 
countries have been multi-facted — 
economic, cultural end even social if one 
might say so. It has no interest either in 
fanning the ethnic fires which are still very 
much alive in the country despite the 
installation of an interim council In Kabul 
Historically, during the years of the freedom 


struggle Indian leaders had totally identified 
themselves with the Pushtoon aspirations 
as voiced by the late Khan Abdul Ghaffar 
Khan 

In Afghanistan, ethnic and tribal loyalties 
traditionally play an important role far above 
the demands of an extreme manifestation 
of religion If Mr Hekmatyar and Pakistan 
had wanted to establish a fundamentalist 
state, they have already lost out. Beyond 
Afghanistan's present travails must lie the 
objective of integrating that country in the 
South Asian economy. India's aim in 
Afghanistan is to encourage the formation 
of a moderate, rather than a fundamentalist, 
regime 

Racial violence spreads 
to New York 


Violence spread to New York as 
thousands of National Guards in battle gear 
took position on May 2, 1992 in not-scarred 
Los Angeles to enforce a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew after three days of mayhem over the 
acquittal of four white police officers charged 
with beating up a black motorist which left 
44 dead and about 2,000 injured. 

A tenuous peace held in Los Angeles but 
sporadic incidents were reported. More than 
5,000 people were arrested during noting 
which left a damage of half-a-billion dollar 
with several businesses wiped out A state 
of emergency was declared in Los Angeles 



and the Governor went in the national guard 
as looters ravaged stores, motonsts were 
beaten and buildings set ablaze. Violence 
was scattered throughout various parts of 
the city, but most occurred in Los Angeles' 
predominantly black south-central area. 

The incident was video-taped by an 
amateur film-maker and was shown on 
television worldwide. The scenes of several 
policemen kicking a prone king and battering 
him with batons sparked an international 
outcry and ultimately forced the resignation 
of the city's police chief 

Alarmed at the worst U.S, urban riot since 
the 1960s, the President, Mr. George Bush, 
ordered 1,000 federal law officers on to the 
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streets of Los AngeUss and sent 4,000 
regular army troops to a staging aien in the 
city for being deployed if needed 

The present violence erupted m ttio same 
neighbourhoods torn by the Wotis riots of 
1965 but the 27 years since then have 
brought more fearsome firepower and new 
ethnic enemies Gong members these days 
routinely pack semi automatic weapons 
instead of chains and knives, and officers 
sent into south central Los Angelos, which 
includes Walts feel as if they are being 
despatched into a war 7one 

The 1965 riots raged fur six days and 
nigtits through a 129 sq km section of the 
soufti Central city Fires, looting and pitched 
battles between rioters. Police and National 
Guardsmen loft 34 doad, brought 4,000 
ariosts and destroyed property worth $ 40 
million In 1965, the cause of the noting 
was seen as far deeper than a single racial 
incidunt Unemployment in south central city 
IS estimated at 40 per cent higher among 
the youths at the centre of the violence 


Sanctions against Libya 


Governments across the world applied 
UN sanctions against Libya on April 15, 
1992 because of two airliner oombings, 
turning back Libyan airliners which tried to 
defy a ban on flights and expolling Libyan 
diplomats Libya had refused to surrender 
two of Its citizens to the U S and the 
Security Council dismissing a last-minute 
Arab appeal to put sanctions on hold The 
two men are suspected by the sponsors of 
the sanctions — tfie U S , Britain and France 
— of having bombed a New York-bound 
Pan Am jumbo jot in 1988 over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, that killed 270 people 



It may be recalled that the relevant UN 
resolution was, in the first place, carried by 
a vote of 10-0 even as five members of the 
Council, including India and China, 
abstained Thereafter. Col Gaddafi refused 
to budqp and the UN’s threatened sanctions 
— an arms and air traffic embargo besides 
the downgrading of Libya’s diplomatic 
missions in other countries — came into 
force atjfete appointed hour. 


Libya’s role in promoting state-sponsored 
terrorism has been murky But even to 
punish an international delinquent it is 
dangerous to violate norms, or give the 
impression of doing so In this context, it is 
important to remember that both the 
International Court of Justice verdict on the 
Libyan pica about the accused terrorists 
and the Security Council resolution on 
sanctions have been majority decisions 
That means that the entire world has not 
endorsed the Council’s resolve to punish 
Libya In.fact the abstention of India and 
China on the Council resolution encouraged 
Tripoli to invito these two countries to 
investigate the charges against the two 
alleged terrorists It is useful to note that 
both Now Delhi and Beijing have officially 
expressed the view that the UN sanctions 
against Libya would bo unwise 

The Anglo-Amorican offonsivr} against 
Libya, it is true, has revived the Arab League 
but that body has once again domonstiated 
Its ineffectiveness Tho utter powerlessness 
of the States, their incapacity to influence 
Washington, has been underlined by this 
crisis The U S has not felt it necessary to 
take into account Arab views and sensi¬ 
bilities and no Arab leader has been able to 
convince tho Americans that the impact of 
any military action against Libya could be 
extended over the whole of Arab world 

There is no doubt that the Libyan 
leadership has built for itself an image in 
the international community which does not 
fit into tho current mood of the world If has 
long been criticised for its irresponsible 
utterances and tor its reported links with 
various terrorist groups But there is another 
side of it and behind the move of the United 
States and its Western allies The Third 
World countries are becoming apprehensive 
that once such a precedent is set, there is 
no guarantee that in future some of them 
may also become victims of such 
manoeuvres For sustaining cordial relations 
among the countries of the world, it is more 
than necessary for both the U S and Britain 
to exercise restraint and not pressurise Libya 
beyond a point 

Historic fourth term 
for Conservatives 

The British voters seem to have heeded 
the charismatic former Prime Minister, 
Mrs Margaret Thatcher’s warning that a 
"hung parliament" in the latest general 
elections would "hang the political future" of 
their country And defying tho predictions of 
tho poll pundits, the Conservatives led by 
Mr John Major registered a historic 
fouith consecutive win in Britain’s general 
elections on April 9, 1992 Tho Tories won 
an absolute majority in the House of 
Commons They have thus set a record 
not seen after the early 19th century 
However, the Tories’ lead over its mam 
rival, the Labour Party, was the lowest 
since 1951 Mr Major is the first to lead 
the Conservative Party to a fourth term in 


office since Lord Liverpool did so in 
1822 

The Tories have succeeded in retaining 
virtually the same level of voter support 
(42 7 per cent compared to 42 3 per cent in 
1987) though at the cost of 42 seats. The 
Labour Party apparently gained at the 
expense of the Liberal Democrats who 
suffered about a 5 per cent swing away 
from the party’s score of 22.6 jDer cent vote 
in the previous election 



Mr. tiohn Major 


Mr Keith Vaz and Mr Piara Khabra of 
Indian origin are among the six newly- 
elected Asian and Afro-Caribbean MPs who 
will represent tho ethnic minorities in the 
House of Commons 

The Britons are known for defying the 
pollster predictions And they have done it 
again this time The previous 13 general 
elections since 1945 show that the opinion 
polls have been proved wrong on more 
occasions than they turned out to be close 
to the mark Not only pollsters, but even 
veteran politicians went wrong in the 1945 
general elections Tho Labour Party swept 
to power in its largost-ever victory, winning 
nearly 200 seats more than the 
Conservatives, led by World War II hero 
Winston Churchill 

But Clement Attloo, who then became 
Prime Minister, himself had confided on the 
eve of tho poll that “in my most optimistic 
dreams I had reckoned that there might, 
with luck, be a Conservative majority ’’ 

Opinion polls first became popular during 
the 1950 election, when much publicity was 
given to predictions which gave Tory a load 
of 50 over Labour's 44. 

In the present general elections, the 
Conservatives could not have asked for 
more They won the fourth consecutive term 
at a time when Britain’s economy is in 
debilitating recession and its decline In the 
league of developed nations is a sad 
commentary on how^the Tories ran its 
economy for the last 13 years. That is what 
made the smell of Tory win really sweet 
even though the majority narrowed. 

During the three terms of the Tories, there 
IS hardly any section of the people which 
has not suffered as a result of unchecked 
unemployment and inflation. What better 
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opportunity could there be for the Labour 
Party, which has traditionally thrived on 
economic discontent rather than on any 
other issue of national importance, to stage 
a come-back after languishing in the 
wilderness for 13 long years? But the 
electorate willed othenwise It has refused 
to be enticed by Labour's prescription for 
an upswing in the ailing economy The 
people have indeed been too well aware of 
the complexity of the market forces at work 
in the new context of economic globalisation 
either to pin their hopes on vague promises 
or to be impressed by the conventional 
invocation of the principle of equity. 

The truth is that the Labour Party under 
the leadership of Mr Neil Kinnock had 
turned away from old leftist dogmas and 
had forged a policy of pro-people reason¬ 
ableness Obviously, old beliefs and bogeys 
can be stoked to life and have indeed been 
this time Across Europe the trend is for the 
ruling parties to retain power and for old 
leaders to stay on centre-stage The 
electoral verdict in Britain has put an end to 
the chance of the country switching over to 
the proportional representation system 

It would be the height of error to see in 
this a vote for Mrs Thatcher In hindsigtit 
there can be no doubt the Iron Lady's 
departure saved her party from certain 
defeat A key reason Labour was unable to 
draw on the large reservoir of anti-Thatcher 
sentiment was Mr Major's success in 
projecting himself as the kindicr, gentler 
face of Conservatism 

Rafsanjani’s party 
sweeps poll 

Backers of the Iranian President, Mr Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani's policies scored 
a landslide victory against their anti-western 
rivals in parliamentary election results 
released on April 12, 1992 The result 
greatly strengthens Mr. Rafsanjani's hand 
as he seeks to improve the economy and 
ties with the west 

It marks a sharp setback for the hardline 
followers of the late Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, who hitherto have dominated the 
270-member Parliament (Majlis) and 
obstructed Mr. Rafsanjani's policies Mr 
Rafsanjani's moderate followers have dealt 
a serious blow to the fundamentalist hard¬ 
liners Islamic extremists had dominated the 
Majlis, obstructing the reformist policies of 
Mr. Rafsanjani who is credited with a desire 
to moderate some of the indefensible 
excesses propagated as pristine Islam by 
the bigots. 

Third World per capita 
income falls 


The decade of nineties has not begun on 
a promising note for the poverty-ridden 
developing world. For the first time since 
1965, the developing countries' per capita 
income declined in 1990 and 1991, 


according to a World Bank report 
The report. Global economic prospects 
and the developing countries—1992, 
attributes this unusual phenomenon to wars, 
radical, political and economic changes in 
East Europe, failure to successfully imple¬ 
ment economic reforms in certain countries 
and slow growth in industrial nations 
However, their economic prospects in the 
nineties as a whole are encouraging The 
World Bank expects their GDP to grow by 
4,9 per cent a year in the nineties as against 
3 2 per cent growth rate in the last decade 
But economic growth will vary from region 
to region with a "key uncertainty” about the 
performance of East European nations and 
those of the former Soviet Union 
The report said structural reforms in major 
South Asian economies will serve to keep 
aggregate GDP per capita growth at about 
3 per cent a year, which is near the rate 
achieved in the eighties 

The Bank says a successful Uruguay 
Round would make a “big difference” for 
the developing countries A 50 per cent cut 
in the trade barriers of the European 
Community, the Unitod States and Japan is 
estimated to raise exports by over $ 50 
billion, almost equal to the new flow of official 
development assistance in 1991 
However, projection of external financial 
flows to developing countries are somewhat 
sober For the nineties, they must finance 
their domestic investment requirements 
largely from their own savings 

By mid-nineties, their aggregate current 
account deficit is expected to reach 1 4 per 
cent of the GDP, compared to an annual 
average of 2 7 per cent of the GDP between 
1970 and 1989 

Given projected levels of interest pay¬ 
ments and permitted profits on direct foreign 
investment, the developing countries must 
collectively maintain a trade surplus, although 
individual countries will vary considerably in 
the extent to which they have access to 
external capital, the report points out 


Population In LDCs 


Nearly one-tenth of the world population 
lives in the least developed countries 
(LDCs). With the addition of five more count¬ 
ries to the existing list of 42 LDCs, their 
total population has shot up by 15 per cent 
— from 445 million to more than 500 million 

Similarly, almost 80 per'cent of the world's 
17 million refugees are in the LDCs, with 
the Horn of Africa accounting for the largest 
concentration This is revealed in the latest 
report of the Geneva-based United Nations 
Conference on Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD) 

At the time the programme of action was 
adopted in Pans in September 1990, there 
were 41 LDCs Liberia was added in Decem¬ 
ber that year The five countries that have 
been included in the list in December last 
year are Cambodia, Madagascar, Solomon 
Islands, Zaire and Zambia, Among the 47 
LDCs, Afghanistan, Bangladesh, Bhutan and 
Nepal are from the Indian sub-continent.

Words have the magic power to move 
people You can motivate people surely and 
swiftly by using the right words You can 
make men and women sit up. shake 
themselves free and jump into action if you 
can use the exact words. “Awake, arise 
and act,’ said Swami Vivekananda about a 
hundred years ago and even today it sets 
you on instant acton. Abraham Lincoln, 
Winston Churchill, Adolph Hitler. Mahatma 
Gandhi, Subhash Chandra Bose and all 
other renowned and great leaders made 
millions to act against great odds by using 
the right words at the right time. 

Modern psychology tells us that human 
behaviour is nothing but action resulting 
from stimulus. And bulk of the stimulus is 
provided by words in spoken form A leader 
should remember that the individual who 
knows what moves human beings will have 
no difficulty in moving ahead himself. “Many 
a treasure besides Ali Baba's is unlocked 
with a verbal key.“ There are words which 
will evoke positive response and put others 
In a friendy and receptive mood. Similarly, 
there are also words which can make a firm 
stand against you right from the very 
beginning. There is also a knack in asking 
questions and the questions framed with 
fte right words will invariably get the very 
answers you wish to have. Words can 
suggest and plant your ideas on others in a 
subtle and unobtrusive way. The power of 
suggestion has been reckoned as the most 
powerful influence in the world The founders 
of all religious faiths have excelled in winning 
people over to their creed by skillful use of 
this suggestive technique 
I remember how our psychology professor 
walked into our class room for his first 
lecture with four bottles in his hands. He 
said he was going to start the class with a 
small experiment in psychology. ‘Friends,“ 
he said, ‘I wish to test your sense of smell 
in this room. I am going to uncork the 
perfume Kittle one by one. Let me see how 
many smell the perfume when one 
bottle iS'lipened, how many with two bottles

open and so on. He uncorked the first bottle 
and a few hands went up. He uncorked the 
second and majority of the students put up 
their hands When the third bottle was 
uncorked, all had put up their hands and 
there was no need to open the fourth bottle. 
I could smell the perfume when the second 
bottle was opened. Then the bottles were 
passed round to us and we were asked to 
smell the contents Now the cat was out of 
the bag and we could see that it was all 
plain water and no perfume whatever. The 
suggestion that we would smell the perfume 
and our eagerness to be with the crowd 
made us actually to smell it. 

It is absolutely true that thoughts and 
ideas are fundamentally responsible for all 
your physical reactions. If by the use of 
right words one could influence your ideas 
and thoughts, you will act in the direction in 
which he or she wants you to act. The so- 
called hypnotic power itself is nothing but 
the act of suggestion mostiy by words. A 
look at the advertisement that appears every 
day in your newspaper and magazine can 
explain to you how people react to 
suggestion in many forms in everyday life 
‘I suggest this dress," says the 
advertisement, “because you will make a 
terrific impact at the party" and the dress is 
sold, "We recommend this paint," says the 
expert, “because it makes your room bigger 
and brighter" and the paint is bought by alt 
those who have dark, tiny rooms. 

As a matter of fact, no one could possibly 
help using suggestion in their day to day 
contact with others. But what you can 
certainly do is to use the suggestion for 
creating a favourable and positive 
impression. For this purpose you have to 
employ positive, bright sunny words which 
sound like wedding bells There is much in 
the way one puts aaoss his ideas while he 
wants to convey them to others An assistant 
could not precisely follow what the boss 
wanted him to do. He quipped, “Would you 
mind repeating that again. Sir? What you 
said was rather confusing." The boss got 
terribly annoyed and ordered that this 
assistant should never bother or waste his 
time in future. Another assistant said under 
similar circumstances; “I beg your pardon. 
Sir, I find it difficult to catch up with your 
thoughts. Can you possibly explain it a bit 
in more detail? The boss was only too happy 
to oblige and explain to his subordinate 
who had difficulty in following his superior 
thoughts. 

A medical firm found that their ‘drug 
salesmen* did not get much entfiuslastic 


welcome from the medcal practitioners. 
When it redesignated them as “medical 
representatives", the reception was much 
improved and more cordial. You find that 
most of the Bata products are priced as 
Rs. 49.95, Rs 75.95, Rs. 128.95, Rs. 255.95 
and so on. The customer gets the feeling 
that he is saving 5 paise in each case. If 
the article was priced the other way round 
as Rs 50 05, Rs 76 05, Rs. 129.05, 
Rs. 256 05 and so on, the cfLstomer may 
feel that he is paying more for that item. 

The leader has to select his words, so 
that they highlight the roses in brightness 
and keep the thorns in the background 
shadow. He should invariably give the other 
individual a positive choice, that is a choice 
between something and something and not 
between something and nothing. In other 
words, he should ask "which" and not “if". 
“You will run into trouble if you don't maintain 
your car in this way" is the correct approach 
It will have better appeal if the firm says, 
“Your car will giye better service and 
consume less petrol if you maintain your 
car in this way" 

A ieader who changes "his plan" to “our 
plan" and "my approach" to "our approach" 
will find it easier to carry his men with him. 
He should avoid asking. "Will you do this?" 
He will be able to motivate instantly if he 
says “When you do this . " If you want 
to clinch an appointment, ask "what time 
would suit you better, 10 or 11 in the 
morning? The other person in all likelihood 
will agree to one of the timings you have 
indicated. If not, he is apt to indicate the 
time convenient to him. The wording of our 
question being positive, it has already taken 
the appointment for granted. If you have 
asked, ‘Can I have an appointment?* there 
is a possibility of getting a negative answer, 
especially if the other person is busy and 
finds it difficult to think of a suitable time to 
spare for you. 

The restaurant which trained its waiters 
to ask of the diners, “Will you prefer an ice 
cream or would you have one of our special 
sweet dishes" generally got an order for 
one of the two. When the waiter were earlier 
asking, ‘Would you like to have any sweet 
dish", they often got negative answers and 
the restaurant had poor sales. "Is that all," 
is a poor response to your husband, wife, 
father, mother, or friend who brings 
something to you. Instead ask what else 
and next time they will remember to buy 
something more. 

Using the words which subtly take things 
for granted is the suggestive method of the 
hypnotist. Skillful suggestions have the 
power to change a "no* into a "yes'. The 
leader must learn to use, therefore, the 
words that prohibit a ‘no’ at the very start

Introduction 


India has always been an utmost 
inspiration for the world at large for her 
fabulous wealth, both material and economic 
prosperity as well as her spiritual excellence, 
it brought here both traders and invaders 
along with preachers and seekers in search 
of truth and salvation. All of them came 
through land routes by undertaking long 
and hazardous journeys which put tiiem to 
lot of stress and strain on their physique 
and nerves Thus, the troops of Alexander 
mutinied and refused to march beyond Beas 
because of their weariness and fatigue in 
fighting and homesickness. They had, 
therefore, to be perforce despatched back 
Many invading tribes like Kushans, Hunas 
and Sakas in ancient era and the Turks 
and Mughals during the medieval age, 
however, chose to make this land as their 
own home and absorbed themselves in the 
stream of her life. They attempted their best 
to bring more and more lustre to her glory 
and enriched her culture, heritage and 
tradition. It would not thus be quite inappro¬ 
priate if we consider the long span of Muslim 
rule in India as an era of consolidation, 
unity and glory on the same pattern as we 
look towards the reigns of Mauryas, 
Kushans and Guptas. By that criterion. 
Ashdka and Akbar were the great national 
monarchs of India. They unified the country, 
gave it a stable administration and brought 
about harmony, peace and concord among 
various faiths, sects and communities. 

During the closing years of the fifteenth 
century, various European nations 
embarked upon new adventures to enrich 
them by establishing trade links with India 
through sea. Columbus made the pioneering 
attempt to sail for India in 1492 but he 
reached America in 1493. Six years later, 
Vasco da Gama succeeded to reach Calicut 
in 1498 via Cape of Good Hope. The 
Zamorin of Calicut received the Portuguese 
visitor with great warmth and cordiality 
opening a new chapter of commercial and 
political relationship between Europe and 
Asia. This encouraged him to make another 
visit to India in 1501 and establish a factory 
at Cannanore. The Portuguese were thus 
the first European nation to establish trade 
links with India with an avowed object to 
establish an empire. In 1560, Spain occu¬ 
pied Portugal and to ensure that both of 
them do r>ot fight each other for supremacy 
in trade. Pope Alexander IV issued a papal 
bull dividing world into two halves, the 
eastern half'^towed upon Portugal and 
the western half upon Spain. The defeat of 


Spanish Armada in 1588 at the hands of 
Elizabethan England established beyond 
doubt the English naval supremacy over 
other European powers, making her a 
potential contender for establishing trade 
and empire in India. This encouraged the 
merchants of London to form the East India 
Company in December 1600 and obtain 
the Royal Charter to enjoy an exclusive 
right to trade with India for fifteen years and 
to maintain discipline over its members and 
employees. The Charter also authorised the 
Company to maintain an armed naval force 
consisting of six good pinnaces well 
furnished with ordnance and other munitions 
and five hundred mariners. The significance 
of the Charter was thus not only that the 
Company could trade with India but also 
maintain a naval force. 

The Company set up its first factory at 
Surat when Captain Hawkins succeeded in 
securing the necessary permission for its 
establishment from Emperor Jahangir. In 
subsequent years, it established factories 
in Masulipatnam, Hiraharpur, Madras and 
Calcutta. The island and port of Bombay 
was given to the Company on the payment 
of an annual rent of £ 10 by King Charles 
II which he had received from the 
Portuguese King in dowry on his marriage 
with Catherine of Braganza. Thus the 
Company was able to esta'blish itself 
on important ports of India by the close of 
the seventeenth century from which it 
could carry on its trade with convenience 
and profit. It synchronised with the death of 
the great Mughal Emperor Aurangzeb in 
1707, whose sad demise led to the 
erosion of the Mughal political supremacy 
on the political scene and rise of centrifug^ 
forces. The weakness of the central 
authority led to the establishment of various 
petty kingdoms and principalities along with 
the declarations of independence by many 
provincial governors appointed by the 
Mughal Emperor. That was the situation for 
which the servants of the East India 
Company had been looking for so long. 
The collapse of political and commercial 
power of various other European nations 
like the Dutch, Danes and French in India 
emboldened the English Nabobs, the 
title with which the servants of the Company 
were acclaimed on their return from India to 
England because of their highly accelerated 
assets and possessions, to dabble in the 
native political conflicts. 

The author of this new adventurism was 
Lord Clive. His victory at Plassey in 1757 
did not med^e him an able general or a 
brave soldier but ho became the king¬ 
maker. He changed the rulers on the 
mansad of Bengal playing one against the 


other. He took bribes. He encouraged his 
subordinates to follow him. An era of 
plunder ensued. The greed for wealth 
increased. The dubious game had to be 
intensified. The reward was Buxar. It made 
the East India Company the Dewan of 
Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. It obtained this 
right from Shah Alam, the Mughal Emperor 
of India The Company ceased to be only a 
trading concern. It also assumed the role of 
empire builder. As Lord Palmestron said 
very truly, “The onginal settlers began with 
a factory, the factory grow into fort, the fort 
expanded into a district and the district into 
a province." The British Parliament declared 
in 1784 that “the pursuit of schemes of 
conquest and extension of dominion in India 
were measures repugnant to the wish, the 
honour and policy of the British nation" but 
this declaration was negatived by the events 
of the succeeding years. The Company 
aimed at not only adding more and more 
dominions to its fold but it became the 
paramount power introducing new postures 
like the system of subsidiary alliances and 
doctrine of lapse. The purpose of both was 
to reduce 'he power of Indian princes and 
enhance the territories of the Company. An 
era of aggrandisement, expansion, 
extension and annexation thus continued 
unabated uptil the great uprising of 1857 
shook the British imperialism to its 
foundations. The rule of the East India 
Company came to an end. The expansion 
of empire got a halt. The responsibility for 
governance of the country was transferred 
from the Company to the Crown. Queen 
Victoria became the empress of India. 

The experience of the British rule in India 
was unique by itself. The rulers never 
looked to the welfare of the ruled. They 
impoverished India to make England 
rich. They also accumulated personal 
wealth and possessions by hitting at the 
bellies of the hungry people. "India," 
remarks Chatham, "teems with iniquities so 
rank as to smell heaven and earth." Burke 
lamented over the misrule of India by the 
East India Company in Parliament. There 
were many benevolent rulers also like 
William Bentinck, Lord Ripon and Lord 
Attlee. They cared for welfare of the Indian 
people and endeared themselves to them. 
Mr. Allan Octavian Hume, who founded the 
Indian National Congress in 1685, was 
perhaps of that mould.'He designed it to 
serve as a safety valve but it soon 
developed sharp teeth. It started to bite. It 
carried on a long drawn-out struggle for 
freedom of the country. The Second World 
War came as a boon to India at whose

Emergency Provisions 


No chapter of the Constitution has been 
the subject of more acrimonious attack by 
the critics than that dealing with the 
emergency provisions The Constituent 
Assembly witnessed one of its most agitated 
scenes during the discussion of these 
provisions. Many prominent members of the 
Assembly opposed the inclusion of these 
provisions in the Constitution as they 
thought that they were inconsistent with the 
democratic provisions embodied elsewhere. 
The majority of the members, however, 
favoured the inclusion of these provisions, 
although reluctantly, as a precautionary 
measure against possible disruptive forces 
destroying the newly established Union. 

The Constitution provides for three 
different categories of emergency and in 
each case the President is empowered to 
declare the emergency 


the emergence of full-fledged unitary 
Government 


Constitutional Emer¬ 
gency In the States 


If the President is satisfied on receipt of 
a report from the Governor or othen/vise 
that a situation has arisen in which the 
Government of a Stale cannot be carried 
on in accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution, he is empowered to proclaim 
an emergency As a result, (i) he may 
assume to himself all or any of the functions 
of the State or he may vest all or any of 
those functions in the Governor or any other 
executive authority, (ii) he may declare that 
the powers of the State legislature shall be 
exercisable by Parliament; and (in) he may 



emergency The proclamation in this case 
also should be approved by Parliament as 
in the other two cases of emergency 
During the financial emergency, “the 
executive authority of the Union shall ekterd 
to the giving of directions to any State to 
observe such canons of financial propriety 
as may be specified in the direction” or any 
other directions which the President may 
deem necessary for the purpose. Such 
directions may include those requiring the 
reduction of salaries and allowances of 
Government servants and even those of 


War Emergency 


If the President is satisfied that a grave 
emergency exists whereby the security of 
India or any part of its territory is threatened 
by war, external aggression or armed 
rebellion, he may proclaim a state of 
emergency. It may be proclaimed even 
before the actual occurrence when external 
aggression is apprehended But no such 
proclamation can be made by the President 
unless the Union Ministers of Cabinet rank, 
headed by the Prime Minister, recommend 
to him, in writing, that such a proclamation 
should be issued The proclamation may 
be revoked subsequently; if not, it should 
be laid before both Houses of Parliament. If 
Parliament does not approve of it within 
one month, it will become ineffective. 

As soon as the emergency is proclaimed, 
the federal provisions of the Constitution 
cease to function in the area affected by 
the proclamation. As a result, there is a 
two-fold expansion of the authority of the 
Union First, the executive power of the 
Union will extend to the giving of any 
direction to any State executive in the 
emergency area. Secondly, Parliament’s 
law-making power will extend to the subjects 
enumerated in the State List Further, the 
President is empowered to restrict or prohibit 
by order the distribution of revenues that 
are normally to be assigned entirely to the 
State under the financial provisions of the 
Constitution. However, all such orders have 
to be placed before each House of 
Parliament for its approval The combined 
effect of the operation of these provisions is 


make any other incidental or consequential 
provisions necessary to give effect to the 
objects of the proclamation The President, 
however, cannot assume to himself any of 
the powers vested in a High Court 

The proclamation will have to be 
approved by both the Houses of Parliament 
in the same manner in which a war 
emergency proclamation has to be 
approved 

Suspension of Fundamental Rights : 

During the period of emergency as declared 
under either of the two categories discussed 
above, the State is empowered to suspend 
the Fundamental Rights guaranteed under 
Article 19 of the Constitution. The term 
‘State’ is issued here in the same sense in 
which it has been used in the chapter on 
Fundamental Rights. It moans that the 
power to suspend the operation of these 
Fundamental Rights Is vested not only in 
Parliament but also in the Union executive 
and even in a subordinate authority. Further, 
the Constitution empowers the President to 
suspend the right to move any court of law 
for the enforcement of any of the 
Fundamental Rights It means that virtually 
the whole chapter on Fundamental Rights 
can be suspended during the operation of 
the emergency. However, such orders are 
to be placed before the Parliament as soon 
as possible for its approval 



the judges of the Supreme Court and the 
High Courts 


So far there have been four occasions 
when emergency of the first category was 
proclaimed by the President 1962 (Chinese 
aggression), 1965 (Indo-Pakistan war), 1971 
(Indo-Pakisfan war in the wake of 
emergence of Bangladesh), and 1975 
(internal emergency) 

Between 1967 and 1991 there were about 
90 proclamations of emergency in the 
States 

An analysis of these instances would 
indicate the purpose and the manner in 
which, in actual practice, a proclamation of 
emergency in the States will be made by 
the President. They may be summed up in 
the following terms- 

(1) The essential condition for the 
intervention of the Centre is the political 
instability of the State, that is, the virtual 
b'-fjakdown of the parliamentary system of 
the Government 

(2) The Union will watch the situation of 
instability with utmost caution and provide 
every opportunity for the formation of an 
alternative ministry 

(3) The proclamation of emergency will 
only be the last resort when (i) the existing 
ministry does not have the confidence of 
the legislature and (li) no alternative ministry 
can be formed 

(4) During the period pf emergency, the 
legislative work of the State will be 
transferred to Parliament Delegation of such 
work to any administrative body will be 
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reduced to the minimum 

(5) As soon as the political situation 
within the State becomes conducive to 
responsible Government, it will bo 
restored 

Generally speaking, in practice the 
emergency provisions lor Central 
intervention in case of a breakdown of 
constitutional machinery in the States, have 
proved to bo not only a protective device 
for responsible government in politically 
unstable States but also a blessing to 
political parties who were unwilling to 
shoulder responsibility for a time on account 
of group rivaliies or any other unfavourable 
circumstances 

During a period of emergency, it is 
natural that the executive becomes 
unusually powerful This is a tendency of 
government all over the world, federal or 
unitary. The experience of parliamentary 
democracies indicates that a Parliament is 
vigilant and through the members of the 
opposition particularly, it manages to compel 
the executive to account for all its 
actions Thus Parliament has the power 
to check the executive whenever the 
latter goes beyond reasonable limits 
Emergency provisions do not in any 
way cut Parliament out of the picture 
and Parliament has always the right to 
call the executive to order, and if they 
find that the executive has exceeded its 
powers in regard to the operation of 
any of the provisions enacted under 
tho emergency laws, they can always 
pull It up, even dismiss the ministry and 
replace it 

How effectively Parliament would and 
could function during a period of national 
emergency was a subject of speculation 
until 1962 when the President proclaimed 
emergency under Article 352 But the 
manner in which Parliament has dealt with 
the emergency shows that instead of the 
executive arrogating to itself the powers of 
Parliament in the name of emergency, 
Parliament has subjected the executive to 
greater control and scrutiny in all its actions 
vitally affecting the nation In fact, the 
debates in Parliament demonstrated the 
eagerness with which the executive sought 
the approval of Parliament not only with 
regard to the action already taken by the 
Government but also those proposed for 
the future. 

The only exception to this in practice 
was the internal emergency period of 
1975-77 There was widespread abuse of 
executive power in many parts of the 
country in many forms during this period 
The extent of abuse became clear only 
after the lifting of emergency in 1977 
Naturally, the new Parliament which came 
into being after the general elections of 
March 1977, was interested in preventing 
the repetition of such a situation in future 
and hence initiated steps to amend the 
Constitution suitably to limit the powers of 
the Government to proclaim internal 
emergency. 

The Forty-fifth Amendment adopted by 


[ Parliament in December 1978 ensures 
that the proclamation of emergency 
can be made only on the basis of 
written advice tendered to the President 
by tho Cabinet Internal disturbance not 
amounting to armed rebellion will no 
longer be a ground for declaration of 
emergency Emergency can be 
proclaimed only when the security of the 
country is threatened by war, external 
aggression or armed rebellion As an 
additional safeguard, proclamation of 
emergency will require approval within a 
month by resolution of the Parliament by a 
majority of the total membership and not 
less than two-thirds of the members present 
and voting 

The provisions for financial emergency, 
again, show how the framers of the 
Constitution have drawn upon the 
experience of the working of federalism 
elsewhere 

Finally, one may consider the provision 
for the suspension of Fundamental 
Rights Apparently, this is by far the 
most unwholesome provision in tho 
Constitution 

The provision for the suspension of 
constitutional rights does not mean, 
however, that with the proclamation of 
emergency, there will be an automatic 
suspension of Fundamental Rights It may

A subtle suggestion is a powerful instrument 
in the hands of a leader who has also the 
other required assets He must ask the 
questions which are positive and which can 
get the answers he wants He has to ask 
leading questions which carry the answers 
in them Simultaneously, he must avoid 
negative trends in selecting his words For 
example, “I confess I do not know . 

"Don't think I am crazy, but ," "I am 
afraid I have bored you . . "I do not 
know anything but . . . "I have my doubt 
whether this will bo of interest to you but. 

“I am a poor speaker but . ," and so 
on When you begin like this, you have 
already lost your cause Your listeners will 
have no faith or interest in what you would 
be saying subsequently. Instead, to motivate 
and influence others, to sell your ideas, you 
have to start on a positive, constructive, 
favourable note You must say 

"I am happy to tell you 

"You will be keen to know . , . 

“I have something very interesting . . .” 

The audience then will sit up and listen 
to you with special interest and enthusiasm. 
The leader must thus practice word magic. 
He must use 'take for granted' words. His

be quite possible to keep the enforcement 
of the Fundamental Rights intact and there 
need not be a universal suspension 
throughout the country merely by reason of 
the proclamation Further, the order of 
suspension should be placed before the 
Parliament and it will be free to take 
whatever action it deems fit. 

The working of the Constitution so far 
shows that the suspension of Fundamental 
Rights took place rarely That happened 
as a result of the proclamation of 
national emergency in 1962, 1965, 1971 
and 1975 

In contrast to the national emergencies 
mentioned above. Fundamental Rights were 
never suspended during any of the 
emergencies proclaimed in the States That 
remains a good precedent Even during the 
national emergency, suspension of 
Fundamental Rights should be restricted to 
the absolute minimum. There have been 
only few instances so far of the Union 
executive behaving high-handedly towards 
the States or ignoring Parliament in the 
name of emergency The apprehension that 
the President may act as a dictator is not 
one of tho acute discomforts of our political 
thinking On tho other hand, the emergency 
provisions have boon, on the whole, justified 
when viewed from the experience of the 
past

After my Main exam, I expected a call 
letter for interview, but at the same time, 
not very optimistic about. This suspense 
was finaJly over when Main result was 
declared. The interviews started from 10th 
of June 1991, while mine was on 15th of 
July 1991 It gave me more than six weeks 
to prepare I started with reading of four 
different newspapers daily along with some 
regular magazines. I brushed up my 
subjects and prepared widely on home State 
and hobbies On 15th July 1991, I dressed 
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up simply in grey trousers and a light blue 
shirt but no tie as it was very hot and 
humid. 1 reached the UPSC at 9.00 a.m. 
and waited for actual interview which began 
at 11 35 a m Meanwhile I introduced myself 
to other candidates and we shared little talk 
and other information On entering the 
interview, I was little nervous, but under 
control. I greeted the chairman and other 
members and was requested to take a seat 
I thanked and seated myself comfortably 
but uprightly. The chairman asked me about 
my hobbies like reading, favourite authors, 
etc. Next he asked about computers and 
languages I have learned. Then, he asked 
about advertising and social tensions related 
to It. So far it was soft paddling. Then he 
asked about my previous service (Audit and 


Accounts), i. 0 . whether Auditing should be 
done phase-wise or at end of the total 
project. I was not sure about this and 
answered that it should be done constantly. 
He asked whether they (Auditors) are “back 
of the bus*. I said they may be back of “bus 
but are in front of other buses’. The second 
member asked me “what should be Indian 
foreign policy, new"?" I frifid to reply in 
short that it should be principled, pragmatic 
with a tinge of ideology. At this he asked 
me to elaborate. So I gave examples of 
Gulf war, Pakistan's intervention in Kashmir 
and Sri Lankan problem Here a ticklish 
question was put forward that all 
neighbouring countries of India are hostile 
towards it, why and how far the foreign 
policy influenced it. I said that politics of 
these countries is based on Anti-India stand 
and this is because of the geo-poKticai 
interest of these countries that they adopt 
an anti India stand. Moreover, they are afraid 
of being submerged in Indian identity and 
culture He then asked about the relevance 
of NAM in the present world. I replied that 
only one objective has been completed i.e 
de-colonialization, while others like NIEO, 
Disarmament, New International Information 
Order, etc., are to be fulfilled. So NAM is 
still relevant. 

Third member asked me about 
privatisation of public sector with specific 
examples. I answered it should not be in 
core areas but consumer good items 
(e g Modern Bread), Hotel Industry 
(e g. Ashok Group) and Aviation could be 
the starting point He asked, when was Delhi 
made Union Territory? I was not aware and 
told him so. Next he asked what dissenting 
note State Reorganization Commission had? 

I told him it was about carving out of smaller 
states. Fourth member asked whether BJP 
could create a state like Uttarakhand of its 
own. I replied that under Art. 3, the President 
has to issue a notification for It and hence 
could not be done by a state government. 
The fourth member asked only one question 
and fifth didn't ask anything. At this point 
the chairman thanked me and said that the 
Interview is over. I was taken aback because 
it was only 20 minutes of interview time and 
relatively very short But I gained my 
composure and thanked the chairman and 
other members and came out. 

In short, I believe, they were testing me 
from a particular point of view and after 
making up their mind they ended the 
interview. They were very polite and warm 
in their conduct of interview. Nobody asked 
anything abruptly and embarrassing. But I 
would say again and again that you cannot 
bluff these experienced people. So one 
should be Mr and sincere in his answers.

Optional Subject (Physics) ; Due to 
more weightage given to optional subject, I 
concentrated more on it. I took Physics as. 


my optional subject and for this subject I 
found Resnik and Halliday books (both vols) 
and a book by Nelson and Parker 
particularly useful. Standard of questions 
set in Physics (Prelim) is not very high and 
so, these elementary books are sufficiert 
for this exam. For the topics not covered i.n 
these books. I consulted books which are 
basically used for ^ains exam like Beiser, 
Satya Prakash, Ghatak. etc. 

Chandra Kant Kumar Anil (C.K.KJt.) : 
General Studies : I consulted a few 
magazines and newspapers Specifically, 
for History books of NCERT, NBT; for Polity 
books of D.D. Basu and NCERT; fcr 
Economy books of Dutta and Sundaran 
and NCERT; for Geography from NCERT, 
and for Science and Technology from 
Guides. 

Optional Subject : Anthropology : It is a 
very scoring subject. Especially for people 
who have done Biology in Xllth. I have read 
the following books. Physical Antiiropology 
from Stein & Roe, Ghosh and Ghosh, B.VI. 
Das. Social Anthropology from Madan and 
Majumdar, Hoebel and Frost, Vidyarthi and 
Rai. Indian Anthropology — Nadecm 
Hasnain, M.N. Srinivas and NCERT. 
Chemistry: Physical from K L. Kapoor, Jain 
& Kundu and Puri & Sharma. Organic from 
Morrison & Boyd, Finar, Sybes A March 
Kemp. Inorganic from J.D. Lee, Huhpeey, 
Cotten & Wilkinson. 

Anil Malik (A.M.) : Prelims' Gener,)l 
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Mr. Raju Narayana Swamy Is the IAS Topper of 1991. An exclusive Interview 
he gave to Competition Success Review was published In the September 
1991 Issue of CSR. As he says. Competition Success Review has been 
extremely useful to him because It provides knowledge as a capsule and 
keeps one abreast of current events. 


Studies does not need very intensive 
preparation. It is basically quiz type and 
nobody can improve his General Studies in 
two months. The optional needs very serious 
and very extensive reading. The key to 
success in the Prelims is one's mastery 
over the optional. 

Optional Subject: All kinds of objective 
tests should be taken. Books should be 
read thoroughly and several times Prelims 
needs facts and the emphasis should be on 
them along with basic issues in the subject 

K. Ramakrlahna Rao (K.R.R.): General 
Studies : For India's Freedom Movement, 
I followed Bipan Chandra's book. After going 
through the book once, the second reading 
was a more intensive one in which I tried to 
figure out what sort of questions could be 
asked and prepared answers for them. For 
current events, regular newspaper study and 
some articles did the job. For Statistics part, 
solving the previous years' questions gave 
me good practice. I read Indian Constitution 
by D.D. Basu For Economy I relied upon 
Misra and Puri. For Science and 
Technology, I concentrated only on relevant 
current events topics. 

Optional Subject (Physics): I consulted 
the following books for Physics. Mechanics 
— D.S. Mathur, leaves S Oscillations — 
A.P. French; Heat — Satya Prakash, 
Singhat and Agarwal, Optics — Ajoy Ghatak; 
Electridty A Magnetism — Resnick and 
Halliday, Modem Physics — A. Beiser. After 
studying the Levant topics once, I made a 


note of all the important results and 
formulae, which I revised thoroughly before 
going to the exam. 

Anil Kumar (A.K.) : General Studies : 
1 was a regular reader of the Times of India 
and Frontline as regular periodicals Among 
the career magazines Competition Success 
Review is a great help. A thorough reading 
of NCERT books on various subjects for 
classes Xlth and Xllth should carry one 
through. 

Optional Subject (Economics) 

Microeconomics is the most important area 
and I was absolutely thorough with the 
theoretical aspects Kousoyinnis and H.L 
Ahuja sufficed. For International Trade I 
looked up Bo. Soduston and Kindleburger. 
Shapiro is excellent for macroeconomics. 
SB. Gupta is enough for monetary 
economics and Mishra & Puri or Outta & 
Sundaram for Indian Economy. To keep on 
posted in the latest data. Economic Survey 
is essential. 

Manlah Gupta (M.G.) : General 
Studies: I went through a guide once. 
Myself and my friends have been keeping 
newspaper cuttings which were of great 
help. I had prepared some expected 
questions which I went through on 
examination eve (though they didn't prove 
very helpful). I personally had concentrated 
more on my optionals than General Studies. 
For preparing the current events part, I read 
some current topics and magazines. Yojana 
proved to be very helpful in preparing some 


I selective topics. 

Optional Subject ; I had concenbated 
more on my optionals as it was more 
convenient. I had taken Physics for Prelims 
too. I had finished the whole Physics (Mains) 
syllabus before Prelims. After that I 
concentrated on Electrical Engineering and 
by the time of Engineering Service exams 
(r.e., late August); I had completed that too. 
Then only I started General Studies. Since 
the exams were later postponed, I got time 
again to revise the optionals. 

Manu Srivaatava (M.S.) ; General 
Studies ; I read some newspapers as also 
Competition Success Review. Books that I 
read were by R.C. Majumdar (History), 
National Book Trust (An and Culture), D.D. 
Basu (Shorter Constitution of India) and 
V.D. Mahajan (Gandhi, Nehru and Tagore). 

Optional Subject : For Electrical 
Engineering, I read all the books taught in 
the B. Tech. For Communications and 
Industrial Electronics, I had to consult other 
books. For Physics, there is no dearth of 
good books. One should start off with the 
foreign writers and then go through the 
books by Indian writers. The latter are rich 
in solved examples, extensions of proof, 
etc. 

Keahav Gaur (K.G.) : I made notes for 
some important topics and underlined others 
so that these can be selectively revised 
before the examination. I restricted myself 
to giving minimum possible input to General 
Studies because I was short of time. The 
books/magazines referred by me were ; 
National Movement. Unique Guide, NCERT 
book —Modern India, Polity : Constitution 
of India, Introduction to Constitution of India 
by D.D. Basu. Economics : NCERT books 
and a guide. Geography: Culture, Science 
and Technology, Current affairs 
Newspapers, Competition Success Review, 
Frontline, Yojana etc. Mental ability : No 
preparation required. 

Optional Subject: I prepared the whole 
syllabus for my optional arid did not leave 
even a single topic. I made intensive study 
of it by making notes and trying out 
numericals without the help of a calculator. 
Any good book can be referred for it 
because in Prelims the only thing which 
matters is the fundamental concepts. 

Rajeah Kumar Singh (R.K.S.) : General 
Studies : Since I had taken an attempt 
earlier in 1989, all the relevant matters were 
there in my sub-conscious mind. All it 
needed was a brush up and for that matter 
I consulted Unique guide. Some practice 
papers given in jCompetition Success 
Fieviewwere of immense help. I had already 
prepared some notes from NCERT books. 
These were pointwise notes which used to 
be very helpful so far recapitulating part 
was concerned. General Studies as a 
Prelims paper is very eisy. All I did was to 
go through a few objective type guides and 
some test papers.,I was good in General 
Studies so I had no problem in doing the 
syllabus in a vary short time span. 

Optional Subject (Phyelcs) : Physics 
as an optional was not tough. I had done it 
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till 12th standard and the sylfabus is based 
on 12th standard. I had read ResnicK and 
Halliday book and Nelken and Parker's 
book. Some test papers also helped me a 
lot as far practicing questions was 
concerned. 

VIJay Arora (V.A.) General Studies : 
General Studies covers a vast area of 
knowledge. For that purpose one needs a 
basic understanding of Science, Economics, 
Geography, History and Political Science. I 
studied the NCERT books for preparing 
grounds on all these topics. Subsequently, 

I prepared notes on expected topics 
specially History, Culture, Music, Arts and 
Current Affairs. Apart from this I read two 
newspapers regularly. Also, magazines like 
Competition Success Review and 
Mainstream helped to prepare for certain 
important topics. 

Optional Subject: Political Science — 

Since I had done my M.A. in Political 
Science, I had the basic understanding of 
the subject. But approach to Civil Services 
has quite different from academic approach. 
The University exam approach is picking 
up controversial topics while UPSC 
approach needs a balanced view of the 
issues Involved You cannot beat around 
the bush without saying anything concrete 
So one has to be thorough, to the point 
wisp. The first part deals with political theory 
and aspects of Indian politics. So a 
systematic approach in this helped while 
the lind paper consists of institutions and 
concepts which covers a lot of current 
affairs. 

Jagdiah Prasad Gupta (J.P.G.) : 
General Studies : First, though General 
Studies paper contributes one-third of total 
marks, its importance cannot be 
underestimated. Second, preparation for it 
takes long time in that it requires steady 
preparation with constant supplementation 
of facts and figures to already conceived 
knowledge Keeping the above two facts in 
mind I started preparing for General Studies. 

1 preferred NCERT books and Unique for 
basic knowledge in four different fields of 
General Studies r.e.. Geography, Economy, 
Polity and History. After building up basic 
framework in mind. I beefed up it with 
newspapers and magazines. I am of the 
view, and that has proved to be true, that 
newspaper is the biggest source of your 
knowledge and therefore, these forms an 
important gradient of General Studies 
preparatory material. This knowledge can 
be and, in fact, should be updated by 
magazines like Competition Success Review 
etc. Close to the examination day I resorted 
to intensive study with special emphasis on 
facts, dates, figures etc. 

Optional Subject: Choosing one's own 
subject of specialisation as optional subject 
has a spedai advantage that one has deep 
and broad understanding of his subject. So, 
when I chose my own spedalisation only 
thing that I nee^ was to brush up (a 
glance) through the syllabus in the preening 

2 to 3 weeks before exam. 

Ctyenendre Dhar Badgalyan (Q.D.B.) : 

aMmTmoN excess review, jure toss 


General Studies : I read Bipin Chandra's 
Freedom Movement and D.D. Basu's 
Constitution of India somewhat superfidally 
a more detailed study was done of the 
various NCERT books for ancient India, 
geography, science & technology and 
current events. I read Competition Success 
Review and other magazines that are 
spedfically geared to meet the requirements 
of the Civil Services exam. 

Optional Subject : I collected the 
following books : S.B. Gupta's — Monetary 
Economics of India, Mishra and Puri — 
Indian Economy: H.L Bhatia — Public 
Finance: latest Economic Survey. Lipsey 
and Salvatore for Micro-economics and 
International trade; Dernberg and Mcdougall 
for macro-economics, Beckerman for 
National Income accounting Having 
collected these books, I very quickly went 
through them. Since I was very familiar with 
the books and what was in them, the whole 
exerdse took me two days only 

Manoj Pant (M.P.) : General Studies : 

I started my serious preparations for the 
Preliminary Examination from March end. 
Initially I went through various books of 
NCERT on History. Polity. Economy and 
Geography and prepared short and concise 
notes on important topics. Besides NCERT 
books 1 consulted books by Dutt and 
Sundaram and by D.D. Basu. For current 
affairs, 1 consulted various magazines like 
Competition Success Review. The objective 
type questions and practice test papers from 
various guides and competitive magazines 
helped in self-assessment. Finally the 
discussion with friends helped in seeking 
darifications and overcoming weaknesses. 

Optional Subject: The optional subject 
was Geology. Having studied it during my 
graduation and postgraduation I just needed 


to brush up the subject. For this, I scanned 
through different tooks viz., by Mukherjee, 
Billings, Park, Hobbs, Means and Wilkains, 
Reed, Dana, Krishnan, Wadia, Bateman, 
Sinha and Sharma, Pettijohn, Greensmith, 
Paul F. Kerr, Valdiya, Thornbury and Teryll 
and prepared brief notes on important terms 
and facts. Besides that I went through my 
class notes. Finally the discussions with 
friends and teachers were very useful. 

Nagma Mohamad (N.M.) : General 

Studies : For this paper, I studied from 
Unique Quintessence, Competition Success 
Review and newspapers. I made short 
notes, one-liners, of facts that I thought 
were important. This system was helpful 
because of the objective type questions 
asked in this paper. I did map-work with an 
atlas and practised sums. In my first attempt 
I studied for the Prelims for 2 months, in 
the second attempt, I studied for only 10 
days, i.e., after the earlier results had come 
out. 

Optional Subject : I studied from 11th 
to 12th class NCERT books on Indian 
history. I also looked into a book which had 
objective type questions on history. I

I concentrated on a guide, although before 
that I had gone through some of the NCERT 
books. I also went through past years' 
question papers. 

Optional Subject : Economics : As I 
had studied the subject in my graduation, I 
again concentrated on a guide besides 
going through past years question papers 
and discussing the answers with my friends 

Mukteah K- Pardeahl (M.K.P.): General 
Studies ; For General Studies I depended 
on newspapers/magazines, NCERT books 
and one comprehensive guide which is 
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easily available in the marKet. I have been 
a regular reader of newspapers which 
helped me in cunent affairs. Among the 
magazines I have been subscribing are; 
Competition Success Review, Frontline, and 
a few others. NCERT books on Indian 
History, Constitution. Economy and 
Geography are quite helpful. Among other 
things I will recommend India — Reference 
Manual, D.D. Basu's IncSan Constitution etc. 
If there is paucity of time, one should begin 
with a comprehensive and dependable 
guide. 

Optional Sub|act : Since I hold an 
honours and master's degree in sociology, 

I took very little time in preparing sociology 
for my Prelims exams. Among the books 
which I consulted for brushing up my 
knowledge of Sociology are : 1. NCERT 
books on Sociology by K.L. Sharma, S.M. 
Dubey and S.C. Dube; 2. One Dictionary of 
Sociology; 3. An Introduction to Soda! 
Anthropology by Madan and Majumdar, 
4. Bottomore — Sodology; and 5. Johnson 
— Sodology. 

CSR : After your success In the 
Preliminary examination, do you feel 
you could have scored better by 
Introducing some changes In your 
method of preparation? 

R.N.S. : No changes required in my 
method of preparation. 

A.A. : No, I think my method was 
appropriate. 

L.V.N. : No changes required in my 
method of preparation.

M.S. : I should have given more time to 
General Studies. 

C.K.K.A. : A thorough study of 11/12th 
class NCERT books will give one enough 
confidence to scale Prelims and magazines 
like Competition Success Review, should 
be consulted. 

A.M. : One has to be very cautious in 
tick-marking questions and time 
management is essential. 

K.R.R. : Probably, a little more practice 
would have helped me to improve my speed. 
Though I finished my optional papers, I 
didn’t (^t sufficient time to revise it and 


also to think about a few questions which I 
could not answer.

A.K. : I was as through and deep as 
possible and most of the facts were very 
much in my memory. 

M.G. : 1 was taking the Prelims for a 
second time. I know the short-comings of 
my last preparations and so improved on 
that. I don't think I could have done any 
better. 

M.S. : I should have been more 
organised and systematic. 

K.G. ; Had I given more attention to 
General Studies I could have fared better 

R.K.S. : Preliminary examination is an 
examination where you have nothing to gain 
but everything to lose Somehow I have 
developed an idea that if somebody scores 
300 marks out of 450 then he or she is 
through. Since it's marks is not added in 
the final result so I never cared to better my 
performance in the Preliminary exam. The 
point was to get selected in the Preliminary 
and not to top the Preliminary list. I never 
thought about any changes in the method 
of preparation 

V.A. : I appeared twice in Preliminary 
and completed successfully. While in first 
attempt I could score very well in optional 
paper (more than 110/120 Questions) while 
General Studies was a tittle neglected area 
But then optional carried 2 5 marks each 
while General Studies questions carried only 
1 mark each. In the second and recent 
attempt, I scored 100+ in optional while 
improved in General Studies. So, it could 
be said, there is always room for 
improvement. 

J.P.G. : Certainly, I could have scored 
better it I would have stuck to my scheme 
of things with greater discipline. On many 
occasions I found my mind stuffed with a 
lot of sperfluous information which should 
be dispensed with particularly closer days 
of the exam. 

G.D.B. : I deliberately didn't bother too 
much about the General Studies (where 
scope for improvement was substantial) 
since my Economics was strong and one 
only had to clear the Prelims. 

U.P. : Of course, I could have scored 


better by more extensive study and practice 
of objective type questions and better time 
management in the examination hall. 

N.M. : No. I think I prepared well. 

R.P. : No, I think I prepared fairly well. 

M.K.P. : I had performed at my best in 
sociology, hence there was no scope for 
further improvement. In General Studies. I 
feel, there was some scope of improvement. 
This could have been achieved by giving 
some more time to General Studies. I don't 
think that it needed a change in the method 
of preparation. 

CSR : What la your advice to the 
readers of Competition Success 
Review for their preparations for the 
Preliminary and Main examination? 

R.N.S. ; Fix up order of priorities, 
distinguish what is important from what is 
not so. An open and analytical mind would 
go a long way towards achieving success. 

Main Examination : I read all 
newspapers and magazines which I could 
manage In particular I have been a regular 
reader of Competition Success Review for 
the past five years. I am also an avid reader 
of General Knowledge Today. I hear All 
India Radio programmes regularly and 
watch the T.V I have studied the following 
books — Real Analysis by Apostol, Real 
Analysis by Rudin, Linear Algebra by 
Hadlee, Operations Research by Klein Rock, 

O.R. Problem Solver by Fogial, Classical 
Mechanics by Goldstein. Books on 
Hydrodynamics. Feynman Lectures, Optics 
by Jenkins & White, Electronics by Millman 
& Halkias were some of the books that I 
referred to. 

For English and Malayalam I did not have 
much preparations. 

A.A. ; Don't take Prelims lightly because 
if you make it, it's no big deal but if you 
don't make it, you lose everything. 

Main Examination : Mains requires 
intensive study, very systematically. For 
General Studies emphasis must be — to 
be in the habit of writing short and precise 
answers. It not only keeps one in the word 
limit, which is essential, but also saves time. 
Invariably people fall short of time in General 
Studies — I. As for optionals an analysis of 
past question papers is a must Then a few 
proper answers can be prepared. 

Paper I — Indian Languages (Hindi) : 
Hindi is my mother tongue. So a look at the 
previous question papers was enough. 

Paper II — English : Need^ no 
preparation. 

Papers III & IV — General Studies : 
For General Studies I looked up Unique 
guide and joined a course at Institute for 
Career Studies at Lucknow which was 
helpful. Two national newspapers were also 
read regularly and magazines from which 
relevant portions were noted. 

Papers V. VI, VII & VIII — Two Optional 
Subjects : For Psychology I used Morgan 
and King, Hilgard and Atkinson, Chaplin 
and Knawiec, for Indian Studies I referred 
to Kuppuswamy etc. For abnormal 
Psychok^y — J.C. Coleman, for Industrial 
— Blun & Naylor etc. 
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For Sociology thinkers I used Raymond 
Aron. Abraham and Morgan etc 
Haralambos, T.B. Bottomore For 2nd paper 
— Y. Singh, M N. Srinivas and Rau's Notes. 

LV.A/. : One should choose options 
according to one's aptitude and not 
depending on the general trends One 
should chalk out a plan of studies depending 
on the availability of time and devote more 
time to one's weak points, and stick to the 
plan 

Paper I — Indian Languages : No 

preparation needed. 

Paper II — English : No preparation 
needed. 

Papers III & IV — General Studies : 

Some Guides, Competition Success Review 
and similar magazines have been very 
useful for preparation. 

Papers V, VI, VII ft VIII — Two Optional 
Subjects : The usual books used in degree 
courses are quite sufficient for this part 

M.S. : Prepare ail the topics in sufficient 
detail without leaving any topic mentioned 
in syllabus. Secondly in numericals oriented 
papers like Physics and Maths, practice is 
very important. All this can be achieved 
through hard work. 

Main Examination : Selection of subjects 
is very important in Main Examination. One 
should choose those subjects in which one 
has aptitude and interest. Science subjects 
had always interested me, so I chose 
Physics and Maths. Once this was done. I 
started preparing for these two subjects arid 
the first thing was to get good books. My 
father, being a professor, helped me in 
selecting books. The books which I 
consulted are :

Main Examination : One usually gets 
three months time after Prelims results are 
declared. Of these 90 days one should first

make a weekwise routine and distribute the 
3 subjects so that at least 2 are read In a 
day. For the last one month anything less 
than 10 hours is insufficient. No movies 
and serials. Total concentration only on 
studies. During Mains one should keep good 
health and happy and optimistic frame of 
mind. One should do time management 
during exam and attempt all questions. 

Paper I — Indian Languages (Hindi) : 
No preparation required. 

Paper II — English : No preparation 
required. 

Paper III ft IV — General Studies : No 

preparation required. 

Papers V, VI, VII ft VIII — Two Optional 
Subjects : As answered for Mains exam. 

AM : Plan strategically and execute your 
plan thoroughly. It needs a lot of labour. 

Main Examination : Mains examination 
needs extensive as well as intensive study. 
For that, one has to start one year before 
the actual exam. I started my preparations 
early. The choice of subjects was based on 
the scoring patterns in the last few years. I 
met a lot of successful and unsuccessful 
candidates, took their feedback and bought 
all kinds of materials. But my approach was 
of personal way of doing all this. I arranged 
my books in files and studied them topic by

topic. The main points were underlined and 
some sketchy notes were prepared. 

Paper I — Indian Languages (Hindi) : 
No preparation at all 

Paper II — English : No preparation. 
But one has to be careful to clearly pass 
these exams. So these papers cannot be 
taken for granted. 

Papers III ft IV — General Studies ; 

Clear thinking, reafeonable perspectives and 
impressive articulation help a lot in General 
Studies. Materials are in plenty. My base 
was the Unique guide. I wrote my papers 
with clear and brief understanding The 
emphasis was on extensive reading and 
predsion 

Papers V, VI, VII ft Vill — Two Optional 
Subjects : Optionals need very extensive 
as well as intensive study 

K.R.R. : In Prelims, the strategy should 
be to concentrate more on the optional 
subject From the type of questions UPSC 
is setting in the General Studies paper, it is 
obvious that, text bookish preparation is of 
little use. For Mains, try to consolidate your 
areas of strength and cover up your areas 
of weakness. 

Main Examination The Main 
examination preparation, should be done in 
two phases. In the first phase, extensive 
study and gathering of the information 
required should be done. This took me 
around four months. I referred to a large 
number of books. But never for the same 
topic, I referred to two books. After that, 
around six weeks before Mains, I started 
reading intensively from the notes I have 
made during the previous phase. Always, 
here, I tried to figure out what sort of 
questions could be asked. In this intensive 
phase of study, I consolidated whatever I 
learnt before. 

Paper I — Indian Languages : No 
specific preparation w^s required, as Telugu 
was my medium of instruction upto Class 
10th. 

Paper II — English : No specific 
preparation. 

Papers IH ft IV — General Studies : 
Not much preparation. 

Papers V, VI, VII ft VIII — Two Optional 
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Subjects : For Chemistry, I followed ; 
Physical Chemistry — Gurdeep Ghodwal, 
Inorganic Chemistry — Madan, Malik and 
Tull: Organic Chemistry — Morison and 
Boyd: Spectroscopy — Banwell; Polymers 
— Biumayer; Pericyclic Reactions — A.P. 
Mukharjee. The strategy was. first to make 
notes and then consolidate them before the 
exam. 


A.K.: One should not get unduly hassled

Prepare notes on topics you are not veiy 
convenient with Notes for all the topics are 
not necessary.

Preparation not required 

Paper II — English : Preparation not 
required. 

Papers III & IV — General Studies 
(Preliminary Exam) ; Concentrated more 
on topics covered in Mains too, though 
did not leave out others Went through a 
Guide for Prelims.

M.S.: The preparation for Prelims should 
be dove-tailed into the plan for the Mains 
One should not keep more than 3 weeks 
exclusively for the Prelims.

Also 
fitness of your body is as essential as of 
ycur mind So exercise regularly to keep off 
the burden 

Paper I — Indian Languages (Hindi) : 
Indian language paper is difficult only for 
those people who do not know Hindi or 
other language well Otherwise, it consists 
of very basic things as — essays, precis, a 
little grammar etc. Moreover, only the pass 
marks are required as these are not added 
to final score. 

Paper II — English : English do not 
pose a problem to most students as it was 
of very general nature. So specific reading 
IS required Only a basic understanding of 
grammar, correct use of words, 
comprehension ability and little command 
of language would suffice Again, marks 
are not added to final list. 

Papers III & IV — General Studies : 
Paper I of General Studies is considered to 
be a scoring one particularly if one could do 
well in History, Current Affairs and Statistics. 
What required is a direct approach to 
questions to the point and relevant answer. 
Wide extensive reading would help in it. 

Paper II of General Studies — This is 
considered to be a more general paper 
where answers are not ticklish but at the 
same time difficult to score. Be thorough 


with Political Science and Geography 
because they will help in scoring better 
marks. Science background would definitely 
help. 

Papers V, VI, VII & VIII — Two Optional 
Subjects : Sociology requires a good 
knowledge of subject dealing with works of 
some social scientists. So a wide reading 
of their works along with specific notes will 
help. The second part consists of Indian 
society where a vivid knowledge with 
command of language will (etch more marks. 

Political Science : It is relatively an easy 
paper if one could get along with its 
theoretical part A selective study of political 
thinkers, a good knowledge of Indian political 
system is beneficial. The interrvitional affairs 
is an easier part and covers a lot of current 
affairs 

J.P.G. : Bo calm and have confidence in 
yourself, this should bo the state of your 
mind. Never allow anxieties to ride over 
your nerves and disturb your game plan. 
Since the field of knowledge is very vast, 
so there many be things that you do not 
know, but during final phase of preparation 
those should not be allowed to shake your 
confidence as there are many more things 
that you know but many others do not know. 
Set your goal, keep discipline and achieve 
It with true dedicatton 

Main Examination : Paper I — Indian 
Languages (Hindi) : I opted for Hindi as 
my Indian language paper Since Hindi is 
my mother tongue besides being my 
medium of study upto twelfth level, so I did 
not require any preparation for it.

Essential Factors in 
Interview 


Success in interviews can be surely and 
certainly obtained by clearly understanding 
Its technique which extends to its nature, 
scope, methodology, application and 
essentials. The interviewee or the candidate 
must know what the interviewers or the 
Interview Board is attempting to find out on 
his or her part After getting to know these 
basics, the art then must be mastered by 
purposeful, systematic and dedicated 
training Sustained and proper training gives 
knowledge and confidence to the candidate 
The aim of the employment interview is to 
assess the suitability of the candidate for 
the job for which he has applied Therefore, 
when you are appearing for any selection/ 
employment interview, you must make it a 
point to know as much as possible about 
the job for which you are being considered 
In the case of the Civil Services, you must 
know what an IAS officer is required to .do 
and how far you honestly feel that you can 
fill the bill The UPSC handout does give 
you some idea about the nature and scope 
about the IAS interview Talking to the IAS 
as well as other interviewees with a measure 
of success, will help you to get fair insight 
and knowledge However, perception differs 
from individual to individual and in the 
ultimate analysis you have to draw your 
own conclusions It is in this context that 
one should seek the right coach or guide. 
Above all, the Competition Success Review 
presents the right approach and literally 
unfolds the secret of the interview so that 
you could score sure success in the 
interview. 

The task of the Interview Board or the 
interviewers is to evaluate the personality 
traits of the candidate from the answers 
given to questions posed to him during the 
interview. The Board will also draw 
conclusions by observing the reaction and 
attitudes of the candidate when he is 
required to answer the questions. Hence, a 
lot depends on the candidate's ability to 
express himself fluently, clearly, crisply and 
convincingly. You should be able to convey 
your thoughts and ideas with clarity, 
conviction and force. It is very important to 
bear in mind that the IAS interview is not a 
mere question and answer session For 
most of the questions, there will be no such 
thing as the right answer, as is the case 
with the school, college or university 
examinations.

(4) Character : Loyalty, integrity, honesty 
sincerity, dependability, patriotism, 
acceptance of basic human values, fair 
mindedness, etc. 

(5) Social qualities : Friendship, warmth, 
cheerfulness, courtesy, cooperation, 
adaptability, team spirit, esprit de corps, 
ability to mix with others, etc 

(6) Influencing or motivating ability: Ability 
to convince and carry others, ability to create 
a strong and favourable impact on others 
or on one's team-mates, ability to inspire 
and lead others, ability to coordinate and 
work successfully with the team, etc.

The Candidate 


Raj Kumar Dhingra, is a young man of 
fair height, lean build and medium 
complexion, appearing for the IAS interview. 
He keeps long hair which is well shampooed 
and combed and sports a thin moustache 
which suits him well. He has taken care to 
dress himself up appropriately to meet the 
demands of the formal occasion He wears 
dark blue trousers, light blue shirt and a 
matching black and blue striped tie. These 
give him an impressive appearance. His 
high-heeled shoes are polished and shining. 
He has taken care to have the hygiene 
aspects attended to with clean and 
closely cut finger nails, well shaven face, 
etc His bearing matches with his turn-out. 
He holds himself erect, keeps his back 
straight and walks with firm, confident steps. 
Before the interview he stays cool, 
composed and collected. His firm steps 
and deliberate movements reflect self- 
confidence and doterminabon. His eyes are 
alight with enthusiasm, interest and warmth. 
He enjoys a cheerful disposibon with his 
friendly smile and pleasant attitude. We find 
him fully at ease while meeting and mixing 
with other candidates, who are all strangers 
to him. There are also a couple of lady 
candidates present and he has no hesitation 
or inhibition in greeting them or talking to 
them. His deep voice conveys 
understanding, mutual respect and 
sincerity. He makes it a point to listen to 
others fully and attentively. When his turn 
for the interview comes, he bids good-bye 
to those with whom he was then engaged 
in a lively discussion and proceeds briskly 
towards the interview room. Before getting 
in, he gently knocks on the door to conform 
to etiquette. After going in, he gently closes 
the door and walks up to the desk behind 
which the Chairman and Members of the 
Board are seated On approaching the chair 
meant for the candidate, he comes to a 
smart halt, stands to attention and proceeds 
to greet the Chairman and Members of the 
Board in an audible, clear and pleasant 
voice. 
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The Interview 


Dhingra : (With a choeriul smile on his 
lips and radiating warmth and interest in his 
eyas and looking up to the Chairman and 
Members of the Board) Good morning to 
you all, Sirs (He remains standing at 
attention position.) 

3rd Member : (A senior retired military 
officer of high rank) (Appreciating the military 
training and smart attention position of the 
candidate) Please stand at ease and also 
please take your seat. I could see that you 
have benefited a lot from your NCC training. 

Ohingra : Thank you, Sir. (He smartly 
takes his seat and then proceeds to 
comment on the observations of the third 
Member). It is true that I liked and enjoyed 
the NCC training. Sir. It definitely gives one 
a lot of confidence and poise However, I 
could not continue in the NCC for long 
since my first priority was sports. With sports 
practice in mornings and evenings, I reaily 
could not do justice to NCC. 

3rd Member : In your dossier, you say 
your hobby is amateur dramas If you had 
no time for NCC, how couid you act in 
dramas’ 

Dhingra : The drama rehearsais were 
mostly during nights. Sirs And to ensure 
attendance our dramas were staged on 
Sundays and holidays. Even during NCC 
camps and sports camps I took part in 
variety entertainment programmes. 

Chairman : The third Member mentioned 
that the NCC training had done you a lot of 
good and you agreed with him Can you tell 
us some of the good points you learnt from 
your NCC training? 

Dhingra : NCC and military are built 
entirely on team work, proper planning, 
coordination, contingency plans and 
thorough organisation. Nothing is left to 
chance and an anempt is made to anticipate 
and cater to all eventualities. Such planning 
and organisation and thorough preparation 
infuse tremendous confidence and enable 
one to meet all challenges with hope and 
optimism. As I said, one learns to function 
as part of a team with cooperation, 
understanding, and proper appreciation of 
the responsibilities of others. Total physical 
fitness is another important factor. You 
follow strict good habits from sleeping to 
working and make full and proper use of 
the available time. These, in my view, are 
some important benefits. 

Chairman : Do you feel compulsory 
military training will ensure good discipline 
in our university, college and school 
campuses? 

Dhingra : Military training can certainly 
help but that alone cannot guarantee or 
ensure student discipline. The politiaans, 
eiders, teachers, parents and others must 
set the example. We cannot preach one 
thing and practice another thing. 

Chalrnoan : How would you promote 
discipline amt^g the youth, particularly the 
educated Ijillup'it community? 

Dhingri First and foremost, our 


politicians and leaders should leave the 
students alone. They should not encourage 
students to take active part in politics. Next, 
the leaders, politicians, teachers and others 
must set good examples by conducting 
themselves with discipline and decorum. 
Lastly, there is the influence of the films. All 
these should be tuned to promote discipline 
among the students and youth. 

Comments ; This candidate has created 
a very favourable initial impact. The first 
plus point has been his smart turnout and 
bearing. His dress, grooming and conduct 
have been very good and highly endearing. 
Secondly, his cheerful disposition, pulsating 
enthusiasm and sincerity have been major 
favourable factors. Next, he speaks fluently, 
clearly and audibly with poise and self- 
assurance. His grasp is sharp and excellent 
and he reveals good anticipation and sense 
of timing. He understands the significance 
of the questions correctiy and his replies 
are comprehensive, reievant and satisfying. 
The third Member and the Chairman had 
probed the candidate at some length and 
he has answered their queries fully and 
factually. Very subtly he cashed on the 
opportunity afforded to him and displaying 
tact and initiative he had drawn attention to 
his several strong points like sports activities, 
NCC training, good habits, organising ability, 
self-discipline, etc. There is also marked 
team spirit and esprit de corps on his part. 
Thus from the responses and reactions of 
the candidate, Uie Board has been enabled 
to draw favourable conclusions on certain 
important personality traits of the candidate. 

2nd Member : Mr. Dhingra, I see you 
have studied political science and also 
offered it as an optional subject in the IAS 
written test. What are your views on the 
concept of the basic structure of our 
Constitution? Do you support the view that 
these basic structures cannot be changed 
or amended? 

Dhingra : To start with, our Constitution, 
as It exists today, does not speak of or 
refer to anything like basic structure of the 
Constitution. It lays down the Directive 
Principles, lists the Fundamental Rights and 
outlines how the Constitution can be 
amended. Our Constitution also confers on 
the judiciary the right to interpret the 
Constitution and the right of judicial review 
The learned authors of our Constitution 
borrowed heavily from all the then existing 
Constitutions. Our Constitution is patterned 
on the British Parliamentary model. But the 
major difference between the two is that in 
England the Parliament is supreme and in 
India the Constitution is supreme. The Indian 
situation has created major problems and 
there is a tug of war between the legislature 
and the judiciary in India. In the famous 
Golaknath case, a Special Bench of 13 
Supreme Court Judges upheld the validity 
of the 24th Amendment and ruled that the 
Parliament can by due process amend any 
part of the Constitution but the judiciary 
would be entitled to decide on the basic 
structures of the Constitution. These powers 
of the Court were taken away by the 32nd 


Amendment to be restored again by the 
34th Amendment. Thus as per Court 
pronouncement something as basic 
structure exists, but the same has not been 
precisely spelt out by anybody so far. In my 
view, no one has the right to bind future 
generations to rigid rules and laws 
considered appropriate by the present 
generation. At the same time a nation's 
Constitution should be a stable document 
and should not be trampled at will. We 
have to strike a balance between total 
rigidity and complete licence. Perhaps, the 
procedure outlined for constitutional 
amendment in the Constitution itself was 
sufficient. Under the circumstances, we can 
speak of basic structure and,give adequate 
thought before amending it. But to say this 
cannot be amended is not correct. People 
will get what they want If we do not provide 
for ■ evolutionary changes, the whole 
ConstKution may get thrown out. 

Comments : The candidate reveais 
extensive and in-depth knowiedge of his 
special subject He takes firm and decisive 
stand without fear or favour on major issues 
and argues his case strongly according to 
his perceptions and convictions. One notices 
courage and intellectual integrity on his part. 
He goes by logic, facts and rationality and 
not by emotion, f&eimg or personal opinions. 
He has grasped the essentials fully and 
presents his views objectively and 
convincingly. He is ready to take risks and 
accept chalienges. 

4th Member : Do you think agricultural 
growth will create adequate employment 
opportunities to erase the existing 
unemployment? 

Dhingra ; If we go by the experience of 
the industrialised and deveioped countries, 
this strategy may not be vaiid. Agricultural 
growth can take place by intensive 
cultivation as in Japan, America, and 
elsewhere. It can also take place by 
increasing the area under cultivation For 
our Green Revolution we tried both methods 
and succeeded. But the scope for bringing 
more areas under cultivation will become 
increasingly limited because of soil, terrain, 
water and climatic constraints. Thus desert 
areas, mountain ranges, stony plateaus, 
drought prone regions, etc. could not easily 
be brought under cultivation. Cost-wise, it 
will not be viable. Hence, greater emphasis 
will be placed on intensive cultivation which 
ultimately would mean large scale 
mechanised farming. Thus, in the long run 
the scope for employment in agricultural 
activity will become increasingly less and 
the people will have to move from agriculture 
to industry. With industrial revolution this 
has happened in the western countries. In 
the future only greater industrial growth can 
solve the unemploynt^nt problem. We can 
successfully tackle both the food and 
unemployment problems by controlling the 
population explosion. So long the present 
population explosion continues, all our 
efforts to end unemployment are not likely 
to succeed.

industrialisation in India has not progressed 
to the desired extent because of our opting 
for the public sector? 

Dhingra : (With a disarming smile) I am 
afraid it is a very simplistic answer which 
cannot stand the test of a detailed analysis 
of the problem. In fact the public sector has 
some decided advantages, the most 
important facility being the availability of 
capital. Through the Government, banks, 
financial institutions and overseas resources, 
the public sector undertakings can more 
easily obtain capital, land, machinery, 
technical collaboration, etc. necessary for 
production. The snag is in the area of 
productivity, economy, operational efficiency, 
etc Since survival and service are 
guaranteed and employees get innumerable 
concessions and legal protection, there is 
no motivation for full-fledged work 
contribution. There is also no accountability. 
There are the usual evils of red tape, 
bureaucracy and delays in decision making 
To be frank there are exceptions and some 
public sector units are run quite efficiently. 
So also one will concede all private indus¬ 
tries are not being run efficiently. The best 
thing is to remove the monopoly and allow 
the public sector undertakings to compete 
with their competitors on equal footing. It 
will force the former to run on professional 
and efficient lines Secondly, pampering of 
the inefficient merely for the sake of votes 
should stop. Industrial discipline should be 
enforced. If strikes and stop work are not 
allowed in the Communist countries 
themselves, there is no rhyme or reason to 
encourage them in democratic countries 
Lastly, we should be selective in opting for 
public sector. There is no sense in making 
bus, lorry and similar transport, schools and 
colleges and the like as major public sector 
ventures. Public sector should primarily 
concentrate on areas which are not attrac¬ 
tive to the private sector but are essential 
for overall national economic growth. 

Comments ; The candidate has been 
following current events with interest and 
involvement. He is able to grasp the essen¬ 
tials of important economic policy questions, 
explain their various implications and give 
his forthright views in a rational, objective 
and convincing manner. He is able to focus 
into the future with imagination and realism 
and project realistic forecasts and also draw 
valid conclusions. His ability to think deeply, 
plan imaginatively, analyse the prose and 
cons dispassionately and arrive at realistic 
decisions with resourcefulness is a major 
asset on his part. His approach is 
constructive and objective. He displays 
consistently an optimistic and positive 
approach. 

Sth Member : With the disintegration of 
the Soviet Union and America having 
become the unipolar Super Power, will there 
be American hegemonism. 

Dhingra : Yes Sir, you are right. America 
will certainly try to enforce its will over all 
the other nations. In fact we are already 
feeling the American pressure. 

Sth Member : Can you explain how 


America is pressurising us. 

Dhingra : First there is the NPT America 
IS determined that India should subscribe to 
NPT anyhow and India has been asked to 
attend a 5-Nation South Asian Nuclear-Free- 
Zone conference as the first step. The other 
participants are America, Russia, China and 
Pakistan. According to America only the 
Big-Five alone should have nuclear 
monopoly. Secondly America would like 
India to give up Kashmir to Pakistan. Next, 
they may also want India to agree to the 
creation of Khalislan On the economic front 
America wants India to agiee to all American 
terms in regard to copy-rights and 
intellectual property rights. During the Cold 
War era America could never compel India 
to yield on these matters. 

Sth Member : Can India resist American 
pressure? 

Dhingra : We can, if we are united and 
have the national will to stand-up tc 
American pressure. Unfortunately we are 
not united. We are having problems in 
Punjab, Kashmir, Assam and also at other 
places Economically we are vulnerable. If 
Pakistan attacks us with American and 
Chinese backing, we may have a tough 
time and America may just do that 

Comments : This candidate has kept 
himself fully abreast of international 
developments and argues his case with 
strength of knowledge, understanding and 
firm conviction. His views are mature and 
realistic. His arguments are fully supported 
by sound and logical reasoning Once again 
he does not hesitate to offer his original, 
honest and considered views for what they 
are worth. Thus, his intellectual integrity 
and mental courage stand confirmed and 
vincticaled. He speaks out his mind frankly 
without fear or favour. Since his arguments 
are rational, logical and objective, he is 
able to convince and carry his listeners with 
him. 

6th Member : You have mentioned in 
your dossier that you like to travel. Let us 
assume you are awarded the first prize in 
the CSR Puzzle Contest and you get the 
air ticket to travel to the country of your 


choice Which country would you choose 
and why? 

Dhingra : I will opt for Japan, Sir. It is a 
small country in terms of area but has high 
population density. Though it has hardly 
any natural resources, it is able to rise as 
one of the world's top economic giants. 
This is despite its losing disastrously in the 
Second World War The discipline shown 
by Japanese people in all walks of life is 
amazing. There are hardly any strikes or 
industrial or political disputes as we witness 
in India and elsewhere. We cannot attribute 
Japan's recovery and prosperity to American 
aid since U S. aid has not produced results 
in many other countries, including England, 
Italy, Thailand, Vietnam, Pakistan, etc. I 
am, therefore, keen to study the secret of 
Japan's success first-hand. 

Comments : The canddate was given 
an opportunity to exercise his preferences 
and arrive at a quick decision with valid 
reasons. He has passed the wst admirably. 
In addition we find he is well informed and 
well motivated. 


Concluding Comments 


In brief, this smart and well dressed 
candidate proves to be intelligent, imagina* 
tive, informed and industrious. He displays 
good initiative and high level of originality to 
seize opportunities, seek out responsibilities 
and resolve problems with noticeable 
success. His grasp is excellent and the 
range of his ideas are extensive, enabling 
him to probe into any subject at great depth. 
He is able to present his views with 
conviction, authori^ and eloquence to create 
a strong as well as favourable impact on 
his aud'ierKe and win them to his way of 
thinking. His boldness, pragmatic approach 
and resourcehilness coupled with positive 
personal qualities like loyalty, sincerity and 
integrity enable him to establish himself as 
an able leader and carry his team with him 
to success. An active and dynamic individual, 
he is keen and ready to shoulder greater 
responsibilities.

M.S. : I prepared a list of topics on which 
to expect questions and concentrated on 
each one of them in good detail I brushed 
up my Mains subjects. Civil Engineering 
and Management topics I used newspapers 
and magazines to update my current affairs 
C.K.K.A. : Reading, discussion and 
writing notes on topics that are expected. 
TV news IS essential. 

A.M. : Interview is basically a test of 
personality So the emphasis was on 
understanding my own personality traits, 
rough edges and the correctives. I 
concentrated on my home state affairs, my 
bio-data especially extracurricular activities, 
my optionals and my academic background 
and current events. 

K.R.R. : First I prepared a list of topics. 
from which questions could possibly be 
asked Broadly they were (a) My educational 
background (b) Hobbies (c) Home State (d) 
Reasons tor opting for IAS (e) Major national 
and international events. Then I went about 
systematically collecting information from 
libraries. I brushed up my current affairs 
and started reading certain newspapers. 
And finally, I had thorough mock interviews 
with some of my dose friends and co¬ 
aspirants. These mock interviews helped 
me to finalise my answers to all expected 
questions. 

A.K. : First of all I had a bird's eyeview 
of various things happening around us, from 
Competition Success Review. It gives an 
excellent exposure to the national and 
international scenes. I also made it a point 
to scan through the Times of India and The 


Economic Times. For an indepth analysis I 
glanced through the past one year's issues 
of Frontline, India Today and ^so Time for 
the major international issues. / 

M.G. : For the interview, since I was in 
Delhi, I joined coaching classes for a week. 
Also prepared some expected questions 
about IITs, brain drain, my department I am 
presently working with, i.e., Bio-medical 
engineering, administrative career etc. Also 
went through collecting some material on 
my hobbies. Since I had a service in hand. 

I really was very relaxed during the interview 
and that proved to be a positive factor on 
my performance. 

M.S.; I had an advantage in the interview 
because I have been debating since Class 
V in school. I read the' newspapers, 
especially the economic newspapers. I also 
gathered information about events, problems 
and institutions connected in any manner to 
my background. 

K.G. : I prepared soma selective 
questions relating to my bio-data and 
regularly read newspapers and magazines 
for current affairs. I also joined a crash 
course which gave me a fair idea of the 
interview. 

R.K.S. : As I had an experience of 
teaching IAS aspirants in IAS Study Circle 
so that way I had developed a knack of 
satisfying others' queries in the class-room 
I had developed a tendency to speak more, 
talk more and discuss more about relevant 
topics. I had formed a small group of people 
who were to appear in the interview. We 
had hectic sessions of mock interviews 
where I learnt the niceties, subtleties and 
nuances of interview How to face it. How 
to tackle a particular question How to coolly 
avoid controversial topics. We had 
discussed all these things. So far reading 
part was concerned I read the whole 
General Studies paper more or less and 
apart from that newspaper reading was a 
must. I devoted almost 5 hours daily on 
newspapers for my interview. 

V.A. : I studied 4 newspapers for more 
than two months regularly. These helped in 
getting the background to the current issues 
I kept cuttings of important topics. Apart 
from this Competition Success Review and 
other magazines helped a lot I read 
Competition Success Review regularly for 
interview guidance which helped in 
preparing for certain expected questions on 
hobbies, home State, educational 
qualifications, subjects and other current 
topics. Also, I talked to many learned 
persons and kept a diary. I prepared 
answers to expected questions and tried do 
develop a logical and balanced approach to 
each issue. Finally, few wcrk Interviews with 
concerned persons of political science and 
sociology helped me to prepare better. 

J.P.G. : Personality test or interview 
reflects all that you have up your sleeves. 
So, one has to garner all his energy while 
facing it. Since I was anticipating a call for 
interview, so I started preparing from about 
two months before interview. I prepared a 
thorough list of the topics on current issues

and burning topics, my home State, and 
about my background. Since information 
collection is a tedious job. we formed a 
group of similar candidates to share the 
information and discuss the things. Meeting 
of minds, definitely provided me many 
additional clues about problems, and 
discussion improved my skill of matter 
presentation which is a thing of great 
importance. I only prepared hints or main 
points on any topic leaving the further detaiis 
to the actual situation. 

G.D.B. : Prepared a list of possible 
questions. These relate to my bio-data 
(educational background, hobbies, extra 
curricular activities); my optionals (at the 
Mains); my service preferences and of 
course, the current national and international 
events. Read up on these questions from 
Competition Success Review, Newspapers 
India Today, etc. Discussed the issues, 
possible questions and counter questions 
and their answers with friends and brothers 
Prepared a strategy as what not to do at 
the interview e.g. don’t take extreme 
positions unless you can really substantiate 
them, be reasonable, don't to survile, be 
polite and natural without getting carried 
away and so on. 

M. P. : In consultation with my friends I 
prepared a list of prospective topics on 
current national and international events and 
related to my bio-data, and brushed up my 
information through previous notes and 
magazines and paper cuttings I laid special 
emphasis on analysing specific issues ^nd 
events from different angles and to develop 
proper understanding about it 

From my bio-data, I gave emphasis on 
hobby, home State and optionals However 
for hobby I did not require any special study, 
for home State I prepared a list of specific 
issues and analysed them in the light of 
their causes, effects and solutions For 
optionals, I brushed up through my notes. 
Finally, the discussions with friends helped 
in overcoming weaknesses and gaining 
confidence. 

N. M. : I read the newspapers very 
thoroughly every day. I brushed up a lot on 
history and sociology which were my 
optionals. Actually this is not so essential. I 
read newspaper editorials thoroughly and 
tried to form an analytical and informed 
opinion on most current topics. This helped 
me out a lot. Since I did not know anyone 
else who had the interview around my date, 

I could not form a study circle. I made up 
for this part by formulating questions based 
on my bio-data and current controversial 
topics and answering them around as if to 
a board. I also went to some mock 
interviews held by a coaching class which 
were of some help. 

R.P. ; Interview preparation was quite 
extensive. I brushed up my current events 
I concentrated on reading up on my job 
with NTPC, the energy situation in the 
country, and the role of public sectors in 
the economy. Besides, I did some reading 
and discussions on my school and college 
and on the interests and hobbies that I had 


written in my form. I had joined some 
coaching classes also which was quite 
helpful. I also had a fwv mock interview 
sessions with my friends which were of 
immense help 

M.K.P.; I got very little time for interview, 
because my interview was to fall on the 
very first day Basically, I concentrated on 
three areas : 1. Relating to my bio-data, 
educational and professional backgrounds; 
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2 social, cultural, political and economic 
problems and controversies related to India; 
3. International affairs. For ail these things 
I depended on my collection of newspaper 
cuttings which I iiad done in the last one 
year very systematically Besides, I used to 
discuss things with my teachers and friends 
at the Delhi University The feature on IAS 
Success Plan published in the June 1991 
issue of Competition Success Review 
helped me quite a lot in planning towards 
preparation for interview. 

CSR : After achieving your goal, 
do you think that there was any 
possibility of Improving your method 
of preparation which could have 
helped In scoring still higher marks? 

R.N.S. ; My method of preparation was 
adequate enough. 

A.A. ; After the results I have come to 
the conclusion that probably my method 
was adequate I 

LV.N. Electrical Engineering and Physics 
were my strong points. There was a scope. 

M.S.: I am satisfied with my performance. 

C.K.K.A. : Yes, more time management 
required. 

AM : No. 

K.R.R. : Some of the areas of my bio¬ 
data, for which I did not prepare, fortunately, 
were not touched by the board This I could 
have avoided. 

A.K. : Under the existing circumstances 
— No I Weil, if I had more time at my 
disposal I could have done marginally better 
by making a more intensive study of the 
expected topics. 

M.G. : No I don't think so. 

M.S. : I was a little laid-back in the 
interview. Probably I should have been 


slightly more formal. 

K. G.: I did not discuss the current topics 
with my friends because of some 
constraints. I think I could have fared better 
if I had done the same. 

R.K.S. : Of course, a man is never 
perfect. There is always a possibility of 
improvement and there should be othenwise, 
the whole thing would become idle. 

V.A. : I feel that instead of studying a 
large number of topics, I could have studied 
few topics more thoroughly. Also, I gave 
little time to revision of my notes. 

J. P.G. : Participation is some mock 
interviews would have been useful. 

G.D.B. : I don't know how I could have 
improved the method but surely one could 
have worked this method more efficiently 
through more detailed listing of questions 
and more thorough discussions 

M. P. ; I think the key to better 
performance is extensive study which 
widens the spectrum of one's knowledge, 
instils confidence, and improves the

The more your ideas and the more your 
knowledge of the subject the more 
interested, enthusiastic and confident you 
would be and the more fluent and forceful 
would be your speech and contribution to 
the discussion. What you say during the 
discussion must be relevant, rational, 
convincing and above all interesting to your 
listeners. If you lack ideas, you will either 
waffle or repeat the same again and again 
like a parrot. If you lack both ideas and 
power of expression, you will end up as 
dumb and tongue-tied. It is obvious that 
waffling, repetition or remaining dumb wih 
not bring you success. 

The third factor which is equally important 
like the first two is your leadership and 
coordinating ability. The GD tost is normally 
a leaderless exercise to find out the natural 
leadership levels of the candidates. Hence, 
no one from the group is officially designated 
as leader, chairman or speaker for the 
discussion. All will participate as equals. 
But no group endeavour or team effort could 


be brought to a successful conclusion 
without the help of one or more leaders 
present in the group or team People 
endowed with natural leadership traitS will 
automatically assert themselves and provide 
the leadership You must, therefore, avail 
of this opportunity to demonstrate your 
leadership ability You must display initiative, 
tact, understanding, enterprise, persuasive 
ability, coordinating skill and other such 
leadership traits to motivate and influence 
your group-mates to accept your leadership.

After ttte subject for GD is announced 
and the examiner retires from the scene. 


the tension gripping the candidates, is 
removed and they feel somewhat free and 
relaxed Quite a few of them indulge in 
whispering asides with their neighbours 
seated on either side. Some also resort to 
cross-talks with candidates seated across 
or further away while a few remain pensive 
and thoughtful. One or two among the group 
keep furtively looking towards the exit to 
see if the examiner is observing the 
candidates. Slowly the noise builds up as 
the tempo of the asides, cross-talks, etc., 
gathers momentum At this stage we find 
No 6 taking the initiative and coming 
forward to shoulder special responsibilities. 
He raises his voice a bit so that he could 
be heard by all over the prevailing noise 
and confusion, displays a friendly, winning 
smile and addresses the group as a 
whole 

No. 6: Dear Friends, Please forgive me 
for the interruption. I request your kind 
attention for a few seconds You see. I 
have some important announcement to 
make and it concerns all of us. (He smiles 
again as others stop talking, the noise 
subsides and all eyes are on him). Well, 
what I am going to say is important because 
It will decide the success of our discussion 
test As you are all well aware, we are to 
complete this task within 25 minutes. But I 
am afraid that we might already have used 
up five minutes or so of this limited time in 
our asides and small talks. Now, unless we 
start the discussion straightaway and 
proceed in an orderly manner, it would be 
difficult to complete the exercise in time. I, 
therefore, request your whole-hearted 
cooperation tor our group to achieve 
success. Shall we begin the exercise now? 
(At this stage he observes Nos. 1 and 2 
resuming their asides in slow whispers and 
hence ho proceeds to address them 
specificaliy) Pardon me please. Nos 1 
and 2 My request for cooperation may 
kindly be honoured by you both also. If you 
have any doubts please speak out so that 
all can hear and we all could help you. By 
the way. I have also another general request 
to make. You, see, when one member is on 
his feet. I mean when he is speaking to the 
group, the rest of us should maintain 
complete silence. There should be no 
interruptions and two or three persons 
should not speak at one and the same 
time. Each one should speak only during 
his turn. I am sure you all will agree with 
me in this. 

No. 2 : (Showing anger and annoyance) 
What is the meaning of your long lecture 
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and preachings No. 6 ? Frankly. I do not 
understand you at all According to us, the 
discussion or the exerdso, as you call it, 
started the moment the examiner lelt We 
all have been talking and there was so 
much noise if you want any proof Myself 
and No. 1 have been exchanging ideas for 
the past five minutes and we would have 
finished the task in another five minutes but 
for your unwanted interruption. Therefore, 
why not leave us in peace to complete our 
job and mind your own business'? (Turning 
to No 1) What do you say No, 1"? Am I 
right? 

No. 1 : (Appears undecided and hesitant 
Finally, mumbles in slow whispers to No. 
2). You see. No 2, I really don't know Why 
not wait and see? Let us see what others 
do and follow their examples 

No. 2 : Oh. shut up No. 1. I don't want 
any advise from you. Just listen to what I 
say. 

Commenta ; No. 6 takes the initiative in 
this group and comes forward to shoulder 
responsibility on his own. He appears to be 
intelligent and bright. He has grasped the 
essentials of the GD and wants the group 
to move in the right direction to attain its 
objective. Socially, he is cheerful, friendly, 
pleasant and outgoing. He uses good tact 
and proper motivation techniques to sway 
the group to his way of thinking With his 
confident approach and impressive debut, 
.he succeeds in making a strong and 
favourable impact on his group-mates, 
including No. 2, who however, turns hostile 
subsequently. Now that No. 2 has posed a 
challenge and created a problem we must 
see how No. 6 reacts to the situation and 
whether he succeeds in resolving the issue 
satisfactorily. 

As for No. 2, he appears rather rigid and 
one-track minded. He does not seem to 
have understood the essential aspects of 
the GD test. He Is obstinate and blindly 
asserts that he would persist with his asides 
mistaking same for the discussion. One can 
infer that No. 2 is egoistic and selfish 
Cooperation and understanding are wanting 
on his part. As for No. 1, he proves to be 
mild, nervous and undecided. He does not 
wish to antagonise No. 2. At the same lime, 
he also does not wish to run the risk of 
displeasing others as well. He prefers to 
play sale and not take any risks. He would 
rather wait and watch and follow the lead 
given by others. 

No. 6 ; (With a pleasant and friendly 
smile) I am very sorry No. 2, I am afraid I 
have not explained clearly what I wanted 
to convey. In fact, not only your neighbour 
No. 1 but all the rest of us also in the 
group are very much interested and quite 
keen to know what your ideas on the 
subject are. Therefore, it will be very nice if 
you address the entire group and share 
your ideas with all of us. This is all my 
request and I am sure you will oblige. 

No. 2: (Appears to be pleased with the 
compliments and importance given to him) 
Oh, then it is different. What the hell you 
didn't tell me so in the beginning. If you 
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folks are keen, I have no objection to speak 
to the whole lot of you. 

No. 3; With your permission No. 6, I 
would like to make a suggestion at this 
stage. 

No. 6: Sure. Sure. You are most welcome 
No. 3. And I am sure No. 2 also will be 
interested in listening to you before he starts 
addressing the group. 

No. 2 : (Grumbling) Okay, okay, be done 
with it 

Commenta : No. 6 has boldly and 
tactfully met the challenge posed by No. 2 
and succeeded In overcoming the 
obstruction created by him. He has shown 
that he is a good judge in assessing human 
behaviour pattern. He has instantly noted 
that No. 2 is craving for importance and 
thirsting for recognition. By inviting No. 2 to 
address the entire group instead of speaking 
only to No. 1, he has satisfied the ego and 
vanity of No 2. Next, at this stage we 
notice No. 3, the neighbour of No. 2 on left, 
coming forward to shoulder responsibility 
and assume leadership. He displays 
initiative and involvement and is not 
overawed by the aggressiveness of No. 2. 
He IS keen to lend support and strengthen 
the hands of No. 6. He first seeks the 
permission of No. 6 before addressing the 
group. This indicates a disciplined and 
considered approach besides regard for 
No. 6. As for No. 6 he cleverly involved 
No. 2 and made him agree for No. 3’s 
intervention. 

No. 3 : I fully endorse and support the 
views of No 6 that No. 2 should address 
the entire group. I also wish to express my 
thanks to No. 2 for agreeing to the proposal 
Now I have a similar request to make to all 
the others also In other words, I request 
that everyone in the group should in turn 
speak to the group as a whole and we 
should not have any asides, individual cross¬ 
talks, etc Further, when a member is 
addressing the group all others should 
maintain total silence and listen to the 
speaker attentively. I am sure No. 2 and 
also any other of you for that matter, won't 
like if others interrupt or indulge in diversions 
when he or you are addressing the group. 
Am I right No 2'? 

No. 2 ; Yes, yes You are absolutely 
right I will regard it as a bloody insult if 
anyone interferes when I speak Similarly I 
will take anyone who interrupts others to 
task. No asides, no disturbance. All must 
listen. 

No. 3 : Very good. Then we shall leave 
It to you to ensure that there are no 
interruptions or interferences. It will be your 
responsibility. (He quietly winks at others 
without being noticed by No. 2.) 

No. 2 : Oh, don't worry at all No. 3. I will 
see to it that all pay attention and nobody 
interferes Okay. 

No. 3 : Thank you, that is all. Now let 
us ask No. 6 as to how he plans to 
proceed further with the Group Discussion 
after your address to the group. Can 
you please tell us your ideas on that. 
No. 6? 


I No. 8 ; (Speaking for the first time to the 
' group as a whole). That is right No. 6. Now 
that we have decided that each one should 
address the group, it is important to know 
in what order and how long. I mean, how 
many minutes maximum one can get. You 
will agree that all should get equal 
opportunity. 

No. 6 ; Thank you Nos. 3, 2 and 8.1 am 
so happy that No. 3 lucidly explained to 
you what I have been trying to put across 
without much success. (He smiles) Now let 
us resolve the query posed by No. 8 and 
then start listening to No. 2. I should say, 
we are now left with about 20 minutes. 
This would do for us to do two quick rounds. 
In the first round each one s|;iould talk for 
two minutes. It should be adequate to 
express and expound one's ideas on the 
subject. In the next round each will get half 
a minute and no more and this should be 
utilised to clarify things, answer criticisms 
and so on. 

No. 3 : In what order are we to proceed? 
We have so far decided only about 
the opening speaker, that is No 2 Who 
will speak after him? To save time, I 
recommend we speak in the serial order of 
roll numbers I don't mind, if I were to speak 
last. 

No. 6 ; I agree, we can then go 
anticlockwise. After No. 2. it will be 1, 8, 7 
and so on till we end up the first round with 
you. 

No. 1 ; No, no. I don't want to make any 
address 

No. 2 : Hey, shut up No 1 Everyone is 
to speak whether he likes or not. You can 
say whatever you want for two minutes, but 
say you must. 

No. 1 : (In a hurry) Yes. yes No. 2. But 
please let mo speak last. I want to speak at 
the end. 

No. 6 : Okay No 1. don't worry. This 
means we follow clockwise order. After 
Np. 2, it will be No. 3, then No. 4 and so 
on till we close the first round with No. 1. 
Now, please start No 2. We are ready. 

Comments : No. 3 gives excellent 
support to No. 6 and tactfully makes No. 2 
to commit himself to the group task. No. 2 
IS motivated and guarantees the cooperation 
of all, including himself. Thus a big hurdle 
has been cleverly turned into a great help 
by No. 3. At this stage No. 8 comes forward 
to participate in the group proceedings. He 
reveals good grasp and backs up Nos. 6 
and 3 in their efforts to launch the group on 
its task. We find No. 3 volunteering to be 
the last speaker, thus placing group interests 
over his own. No. 1, who is timid and 
withdrawing, spurns the opportunity offered 
to him to be the second speaker. We find 
No. 6 quite resourceful and meeting new 
problems and challenges with ease, 
confidence and success. Thus, we see in 
this group Nos. 6, 3 and 8 assuming 
leadership by showing involvement, initiative 
and coming forward to accept special 
responsibilities. They seek out opportunities 
and capitalise on them. Their approach is 
constructive and they are ready to 
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cooperate, accommodate and make 
sacrificea. They address the group as a 
whole and get themselves noticed and 
accepted. No. 2 is quite aggressive end 
does make an impact but was seen to be 
ngid and selfish. As for No. 1, he is ignored 
because of die hesitation and reluctance 
exhibited by hirp. Nos. 4, 5 and 7 have not 
made any active contribution so far. It Is to 
be seen whethw they would succeed in 
creating a favourable impact on the group 
at a later stage. 

No. 2 : Well, gentlemen. Here I go. The 
subject wants two national parties only for 
India lor ensuring a stable government at 
the Centre to guarantee unity, national 
integrity and democracy for the country. 
But I tell you that nothing can guarantee 
anything for this country. Least of all political 
parties. Well, you know politics is the last 
refuge of the scoundrel. You also know 
what is happening in this country. All 
politicians want to get power and make 
money anyhow. Who cares for unity, 
integrity, honesty, etc.? It is a rat race and 
might is right. What is happening in every 
State? Everything is based on region, 
language, religion, caste, community and 
so on. If you can win votes, anything would 
do I tell you I hate the politicians, their 
politics and parties. One party or one 
hundred parties, it will all be the same. I 
would say that we should have no political 
parties at all. That is the ideal and only 
solution. Do you want to know how to 
manage it? The answer lies with the film 
stars. I would prefer the ladies of the screen 
instead of old heroes getting into politics. 
There are so many beautiful and ravishing 
ladies, especially the new entrants By the 
way, did you see this picture ...? (At this 
stage No. 6 interrupts him in a smiling and 
friendly manner). 

No. 6 : Very good No. 2. Thank you. 
You have given a very good start But 
you have taken more than two minutes. 
Now let us see what others have to 
say. 

No. 2 : I say, wait a minute. I just got 
started and you chaps are applying the 
brakes. 

No. 8 : (Taking the lead and supporting 
No. 6) Please No. 2, I think you spoke for 
four minutes or so and the others must 
also have a chance. Be a sport. Let others 
have a turn. There is the second round for 
you. 

No. 2 ; But have you anything interesting 
to say. I was about to tell you something 
really greater about this film lady. 

No. 3 : Oh, come on No. 2. We shall 
meet outside and I will arrange for tea and 
you can tell all these interesting things then. 
Now let us finish this task. 

No. 2 : You are always in a great 
hurry. 

No. 4 : (peaking out for the first time) 
No, no. No. 2, you must listen to what they 
say. I mean Nos. 6, 8 and 3. You agreed 
yourself to ensure discipline. You must 
honour your promise. 

No. 2 : Okay, if you chaps don't want to 


listen, that is your business. You don't know 
what you are missing. Only when I am in a 
mood I can talk about it. Anyway, it is your 
luck. That is all. 

No. 4 : Come on No. 3. It is your turn. 
Please go ahead and speak. 

Comments ; No. 2 has no real 
knowledge of the subject and his ideas are 
vague and limited. He keeps repeating 
himself and to cover up his ignorance he 
talks about irrelevant things. At the same 
time he is unwilling to admit his ignorance 
and insists on his waffling. However, 
Nos. 6, 3, 8 and finally No. 4 join together 
and make No. 2 to yield. At this stage 
No. 4 has taken a firm and bold stand. 
No. 2 is shallow and his bluff has been 
called out. 

No. 3 : Dear friends the proposition given 
to us affirms, only national parties should 
be allowed to contest in elections for the 
Parliament and the number of such parties 
should be limited to two. The regional parties 
should confine themselves to state levels 
only. The British Westminster model 
Parliamentary system which India has 
embraced requires two balanced political 
parties for its successful operation If there 
are two national parties, one can be the 
ruling party while the other can be the 
national opposition and alternative If the 
electorate is not satisfied with the ruling 
party, it can vote it out and choose the 
opposition party as the alternative to govern 
the country. If there are no national parties 
to serve as an alternative, we have to think 
only of a coalition of regional parties which 
will not work. The Janata Party which was 
voted to power in 1977 at the Centre did 
not last, as in reality it was only a coalition. 
After 1990 General Elections Janata Dal 
came to power forming a minority 
government and relying on the support of 
BJP and communists The government fell 
when BJP withdrew its support. Next 
Samajawadi Janata Party, a splinter 
group of Janata Oal formed the government 
with ^e support of BJP but could last 
only a few months and fell when its 
backer, the Congress (I) created problems. 
After 1991 General Elections the 
Congress (I) has formed a minority 
government relying on the outside support 
many regional parties. No one can say 
how long Congress (I) can remain in 
power as a minority government. Thus we 
cannot have a stable government at the 
Centre unless we have a national alternative 
with two parties only contesting the 
elections. Since there is no provision for 
President's rule at the Centre as it exists in 
our States, lack of stable rule in Delhi will 
pose a serious threat to our unity, integrity 
and security. Therefore, I agree with the 
proposition. As my time is up I like to stop 
now. Thank you. 

Comments : No. 3 has excellent 
knowledge and understanding of the sut^t. 
He has explained the nature, historical 
background and scope of the subject In a 
clear and crisp manner. He has also good 
discipline and organising ability as 


evidenced by his cutting short the speech 
voluntarily when die time was up. He speaks 
forcefully, adckjdng convincing arguments. 
We find he could firmly make up his mind. 
He is dedsive and boldly takes a firm stand. 
He has made constructive contribution to 
promote group activity with initiative and 
enterprise. Selected with high marks and 
grading. 

No. 4 : Friends, No. 3 has given an 
excellent introduction to the subject and in 
the process has expressed his whole¬ 
hearted support to the proposition. I do 
agree with him to some extent in 8iat if we 
have only two national parties contesting 
for the Lok Sabha elections, it would 
facilitate the formation of a stable 
government at the Centre. Secondly, the 
electorate will also have an alternative to 
vote for in case they get dissatisfied with 
the party they had voted earlier to power. 
However, I do not think it is correct to allow 
regional parties to contest the elections at 
the State level and allow them to form 
governments in the various States. The 
ideologies and outlook of the regional 
parties will necessarily have to be limited 
and narrow. They will think only in terms 
of the State region and also of perpetuating 
themselves in power rather than of 
national interests and requirements. This 
will result in permanent Centre-State 
confrontation. There will be more and more 
clamour for State autonomy leading to 
the weakening of the Centre. There will 
also be inter-State disputes and quarrels 
galore. There will also be yet another 
problem at the Centre. As you all know, 
we have two Houses for our Parliament 
which are the Lok Sabha and the Rajya 
Sabha. As the members of the Rajya 
Sabha in turn will only have representatives 
of the regional parties in it, this in turn will 
lead to confrontation between Rajya Sabha 
and Lok Sabha. The Rajya Sabha enjoys 
equal powers with Lok Sabha except in 
case of Money Bills. If ttiere is a fight 
between the two Houses of Parliament, it 
will lead to a total breakdown of Central 
Administration. 

We also see that regional parties in many 
States are encouraging the 'sons of the soil 
policy' and creating hurdles for people of 
other States tu get employment, start 
industries, set up business, and so on. We 
are also having bickerings among the States 
in regard to sharing of river waters, power, 
natural wealth, minerals etc. I therefore do 
not favour regional parties coming to power 
in the States. 1n my view, we must have 
only two political parties and they alone 
should form governments whether at the 
Centre or in States. This is the case in 
America where the Republicans or 
Democrats form governments according to 
the choice of the people. We must therefore 
carry home the reform fully and not In half 
measures if we are to achieve our goals. 
Thank you. 

Comments: No. 4 though came into the 
scene rather iate, has nevertheless made a 
very good impact on the group. He has fully 
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demonstrated that he can shoulder now 
and challenging responsibilities with 
courage, competence and determination He 
reveals original ideas and his approach is 
rational, logical and puiposive He lends 
good and solid support to Nos 6, 3 and 8 
in launching the group on its task when 
they encountered serious trouble at the 
hands of No 2 No 4 is ready to take risks 
and he makes up his mind with speed 
and decisiveness Selected with high rank 
rating 

No. 5 ; You see, I mean Sorry, I forgot 
one thing First, I must address you all 
properly Please excuse me for my mistake. 
Now, dear friends, I wish to apologise to 
you for my limitations These are rather 
beyond my control and you can't really 
blame me I cannot explain the salient 
points of the subject like Nos 3 and 4 
You see I am not a humanities student. 

I am not sure, but I think Nos 3 and 4 
might belong to the humanities group 
Another thing Like No 2, I also do not like 
active politics. I do not wish to dabble in 
politics at all. I presume what Nos 3 and 4 
say is correct. As for myself, I want to be 
neutral and I assure you I will abide by 
whatever decision is taken by the group. 
Thank you. 

Comments : No. 5 has been a silent 
observer, throughout and his contribution 
for group activity is practically ml. He 
prefers to remain in the background and 
play safe. Lacks dynamism and enterprise 
Though intelligent in his ideas are 
confined to his special subjects only. His 
usefulness to the team is doubtful and he 
cannot influence the team as a loader. 
Rejected 

No. 6 : Friends, the purpose or the mam 
objective of the proposal to have only two 
national parties for contesting in the 
elections to the Lok Sabha and regional 
parties being allowed at State levels alone 
IS to preserve the unity, integrity and security 
of the country, with a strong and stable 
government at the Centre. In this context, I 
would like to look back to the times when 
we didn't have even two parties to contest 
effectively in the Parliamentary elections or 
in State assembly elections As you are 
aware the Indian National Congress which 
won freedom for India was the only party 
which dominated our political scene for 
nearly 20 years from 1947 to 1967. It is 
only after the passing away of Pandit Nehru 
and Lai Bahadur Shastri. the regional parties 
came to the fore Even though we had 
single party dominance for these 20 years, 
we find that our unity, integrity and security 
have not been strengthened On the other 
hand it has given rise to the growth of 
many divisive forces in the country These 
divisive forces have since gained so much 
of strength that they are challenging today 
the very unity of the country. You all know 
what is happening in Punjab and elsewhere 
at this moment. I, therefore, feel that having 
two parties or one party only at the national 
and Statf tevels will not solve the problem. 
We hayf^-td identify the causes which 


resulted in divisive forces gathering strength. 
The main cause is division or organisation 
of the States on the basis of language In 
other words, in my view, the linguistic 
provinces or States are ringing the death 
knell of our unity and integrity. When we 
had integrated multilingual States, our unity 
got strengthened. Secondly, our Constitution 
guarantees unrestricted right to religion 
or freedom of worship. Religious 
fundamentalists have taken advantage of 
this fundamental right and we find many 
communal organisation forming political 
parties and capturing power The concept 
of secular State has been misinterpreted to 
use religion for capturing votes We are 
also having regular communal conflicts in 
the country Countries like Pakistan which 
are hostile to India are instigating the 
religious organisations to sow seeds of 
discontent among the people We must 
therefore, ban all religious organisations 
from dabbling in politics and contesting the 
elections Thirdly, our electorate, by and 
largo remains illiterate Many of the voters 
do not know the value of the vole and 
they are easily carried away by false 
propaganda We must use the mass media 
to fully educate our electorate Next, we 
also find that the Parliamentary system is 
unable to provide a strong executive 
Hence, we must consider switching over to 
the Presidential type executive Only if we 
carried out these reforms, our democratic 
institutions, unity and integrity will 
survive When these reforms are carried 
out automatically the regional parties 
will disappear and we will have two parties 
only at the national level. Thus we will 
bo able to preserve our unity and 
independence 

Comments : No. 6 is an intelligent, able 
and dynamic candidate with excellent 
leadership potential. His approach 
throughout has been positive and 
constructive. He can bind the team and got 
along well and harmoniously with his team¬ 
mates, including the -difficult ones. He is 
flexible and accommodating and gives 
ample freedom and opportunities to his 
colleagues to develop and play their 
roles. Socially, he is cheerful, warm, friendly 
and shows good understanding. He seeks 
out responsibilities and opportunities on his 
own initiative and goes all out to obtain 
results. He has analysed the subject 
thoroughly in depth and has convinced and 
carried his listeners with him. He is the 
outstanding natural leader in this group 
and IS selected with top position and 
grading. 

No. 7 : Friends, I wonder whether I could 
add anything more than what has been 
said already. In particular. No. 6 has 
explained the whole subject very clearly 
and I entirely agree with him. If I say 
anything further, it would only be a repetition 
and I do not wish to bore you. Let us hear 
others who may have other ideas. Thank 
you. 

Comments ; This canrSdata not only 
lacks ideas but does not wish to exert 


himself. He prefers to remain a passenger 
in the group and obey orders and just do 
the minimum required. He will not be able 
to assume responsibility and achieve 
results in the role of a successful leader. 
Rejected. 

No. 8 : Friends, I acknowledge the merit 
of the arguments of our learned friends 
Nos. 3, 4 and 6. They feel that if we have 
only two political parties to contest the 
elections both at the Centre and in the 
States, it will solve all our present problems 
and ensure preservation of our unity, 
integrity and survival. Unfortunately, this is 
not borne out by facts. No. 6 in fact pointed 
out that we did not have unity, even though 
the Congress was the only 4 >arty for over 
20 years. Secondly, today we have 
hundreds of parties and groups. What is 
more our parties are not based on any 
strict ideologies Our politicians have no 
principles. They are only interested in 
capturing power, retaining it and making 
money by any means In every political 
party, there are dissidents, cliques, and 
groups. The elected representatives keep 
changing their loyalties and parties from

The Interview 


The job will be offered largely or> your 
performance at the interview and on your 
own assessment of yourself. The inter¬ 
viewer will be using your own assessfnent 
of yourself to arrive at his assessment. 
After all, you have known yourself longer 
than he has. Hence the importance of 
building your confidence up before the 
interview. Build your confidence by 

• Doing your homework on the company. 

• Thoroughly analysing the requirements 
of the job and memorising your examples 
for fulfilling them. 

• Planning the questions which you will 
ask. 

A candidate is successful because he 
has convinced the interviewer that he is 
capable of doing the job and will do it 
better than any of the other candidates! 

There are two aspects to this process: 

(1) He has selected key items from his 
experience which show that he could do 
the job. 

And more importantly : 

(2) He has projected himself into the Job 
by asking the right questions and 
convincing the interviewer that he knows 
or can work out the real problems of the 
|ob, together with their solutions. The way 
the candidate handles the interview itself 
has an effect on the interviewer's 
judgement in this matter. 

Remember that the interviewer’s job is 
to find a suitable applicant to fill the job. 
Contrary to what you may think, the 
interviewer is not trying to trick or trap 
you. He is trying to convince himself that 
you are the person for the job. You have 
to help him. He will be relieved when you 
do convince him that he has found the 
person which he is after. 


How To Behave 


Meet as equals — command respect; 

You and the interviewer meet as equals. 
Do not suffer any indignities: if you have 
any indignities thrust upon you get up and 
walk out For example if the interviewer 
says. ‘Oh, I see your father is a semi-skilled 
mechanic — we generally like our people 
to come from a professional background!' 

Get up and walk out : You will gain in 
confidence and your next interview will be 
that much better. Chances are, that the 
interviewer will apologise as you walk out 
through the door. You then have the choice 
of going back — don't. 

Do not try to be pleasant — be 
business-like : Do not worry about having 
a pleasant interview. You do not need to 
go out of your way to find common ground 
such as a sporting interest, between the 


GENERAL DO’S AND DON'TS 

Do not criticise your present employer. 
Do not smoke even if invited to do so. 
Do not swear — even mildly. 

Do not interrupt. 

Do not ‘interview’ the interviewer. 

Do not argue. 

Do look at the interviewer. 

Do smile. 

Do always toil the truth. 

Do use the interviewer’s name. 

Do dress conservatively. 


interviewer and yourself. You have a 
number of points to make, questions to ask 
and a plan to work to. Just get on with it 
Help the interviewer — he may need 
It : Many people forget that the interviewer 
will probably be just as nervous as you. 
He may be quite inexperienced at 


interviewing, which he may do only once 
or twice a year He will welcome your 
speaking up during breaks in the 
conversation, but do not interrupt him. You 
must have a plan of which questions to 
ask and how you are going to put over 
your examples of the requirements of the 
job If the interviewers is incapable of 
controlling the interview, e.g., you find that 
you are just talking about things which are 
trivial, then you have to control it. Your 
plan will enable you to do so. 

Panel Interviews — give them all a 
fair share : You may be interviewed by a 
panel of people. Make sure that you look 
at all members of the panel equity. 

Entering the interview room — make 
a good Impression : As you are shown 
into the interview room, thank the |:)er$on 
who has shown you in. Smile, take your' 
time in walking over to the chair, and say 
in a firm voice, ‘Good morning Sirif 
Gentlemen’. Do not shake hands or deposit 
clothes or sit down until asked to do so. 

If you enter the room on.your oyvn, dose 
the door behind you with one hand without 
turning your back to the interviewer. 
Practise this technique before the interview. 

How to sit — keep your distance — 
but not too much :'Do not sit fadng the 
interviewer directly Pull the chair to an 
angle and sit about three feet from the 
interviewer’s desk Never touch or lean on 
the interviewer's table or desk Sit back 
and relax. Let the interviewer do the initial 
talking. 

Practise the above points beforehand. It 
is crucial that your first impressions are 
good. The majority of candidates are 
rejected during the first minute of the 
interview. 

Do not be personal ; Do not talk about 
personal details, or about one's own 
personal likes or dislikes. This can set up 
prejudices with the interviewer If this starts 
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to happen, get the interview back to the 
details of the job. Everyone likes to think 
that their judgement is not affected by their 
own prejudices — but of course they are. 
There is no point in setting up prejudices 
unnecessarily, eg., by arguing about sport, 
politics, cars, etc___ 


All the right answers 


Always say yes : Always say YES to 
any question relating to whether you have 
had the relevant expenence Extract points 
from your experience to enable you to say 
yes If, for example, you are applying for a 
management job and may think you do 
not have the right experience and the 
interviewer asks you if you have 
management experience. — Say yes, and 
add such points as 'I had to co-ordinate 
the efforts of several people for a project 
this year', or ‘I have to manage my own 
time very carefully as I work without seeing 
my superior often', or 'I have to look after 
the trainees'. The point is — all people 
have experience of managing something 
and all people have some sort of 
experience of doing nearly everything H 
only they will extract the relevant items 
from their experience. You will almost 
certainly have some experience lor the job 
for which you are applying, even if it is a 
career change for you 

Expand your replies — no snappy 
answersi : Always expand your answers 
to avoid saying yes, no, or other single 
words. For example to the question, 'where 
did your father work?' To say 'Bombay, 
then Madras', is too brief. The answer 
should be expanded as follows — 'He 
started in Bombay with an engineering firm 
which started off small but then expanded 
and took over two other companies He 
was then transferred to one of these 
companies to set up a small machine shop 
— That IS why we now live in Madras'. 

Reasons for leaving must be 
acceptable : If you are asked about your 
reasons for leaving your present company, 
you must give an acceptable answer but 
not be drawn into a long discussion on it 
Acceptable reasons for leaving are. 

— Underpaid for the job. 

— No security 

— Working conditions unreasonable. 

— Want to make more progress. 

— Want to change your type of job. 

— Present employer not keeping up-to- 
date. 

— The company is moving to a new 
location 

— Want to be near elderly parents 

— Want to take advantage of better 
schools. 

— Want more scope for harder work 

— Too much commuting in present job 

— Present job not challenging enough. 

Non-aoceptable reasons for leaving are. 

— Have to work evenings or weekends. 

— Jobinterferes with hobbies or sports. 

— Havtflfeen passed over for promotion. 


— Superior does not know his job. 

— Oo not get on with colleagues. 

— Subordinates are idiots. 

— Fancy a change 
— Want to take life easier. 

Redundant — never ; Never say that 
you were redundant. After all your previous 
job may have been but you are definitely 
not. Say 'My employer was in trouble so I 
left'. If you are in these circumstances it is 
important to do some freelance work to 
prove that it was your previous job which 
was redundant and not you. 

Your ‘weak’ points — a trick 
question : If asked about your weak points, 
answer in general terms and shrug off the 
question, with a reply which still shows 
you in a good light, such as 'I suppose 
that I am too punctual for appointments 
and get annoyed with people who are not' 
This is a trick question and only a naive 
interviewer expects an honest answer. His 
job IS to find out your weak points by 
asking you questions about your experience 
and career to date If he persists in 
following this line of questioning, just 
'stonewall' him until he gives up. Never 
seriously discuss any weak points which 
you may have 

Your ‘strong points' — be readyl ; If 
asked about your strong points have an 
answer ready which is relevant to this 
specific job, such as 'I get on well with 
people', or 'I work well on my own initiative' 
Leave salary until you have got the 
Job : One of the golden rules of selling is; 
Never discuss the price of the goods until 
you have sold the customer on their 
benefits. Therefore, never discuss salary 
until you are sure that you have a good 
chance of being offered the job If asked, 
say that you prefer to leave the topic until 
later. You must leave all discussion of 
salary until you are sure that the company 
want to employ you. This tactic will put 
you in a very strong negotiating position 
when the time comes. The same rules 
apply to holidays and perks 
Referees ; Oo not give the names of 
referees until requested A job is awarded 
before referees are consulted, and they 
will not affect the situation unless they say 
something very detrimental to you. 

You must remember to ask the 
permission of referees before you give their 
name and to let them know vyhen their 
reference is required Check that they are 
not going away just when you need them. 


All the right questions 


Future promotion — a 'delicate 
question’ : You must ask whether the 
organisation would expect to promote you 
in the next five years. This is very 
important. Most employers want to take on 
someone who will be suitable for later 
promotion. However, play this point very 
carefully and do not press it hard. Do not 
give the impression that you will be looking 
for promotion after being in the job for a 
short time. Prospective employers do not 


I like 'pyramid climbers' — if you are that 
I good then why aren't you after a better job 
now? Give only a hint that you are 
interested in later promotion and convince 
the interviewer that you will make a 
success of the job for which you are 
applying. 

What Is expected in your first year? : 

Find out what will be expected from you in 
the first year. Are you expected to re¬ 
organise a department, increase profits, 
sell to new customers, etc. It may be that 
the organisation has not really thought 
about what specifically you will be doing. 
Joining this employer could be a costly 
mistakel 

Will your first job be to plear up the 
mess left by someone else? Senior people 
should ask the following specific questions: 

What important decisions will I have to 
make in the first six months? What major 
decisions already taken will I have to 
implement? 

If the interviewer does not know the 
answers to these questions, then request 
that he supplies them in due course. 

How will your performance be 
measured? Find out how your 
performance is measured and if pay is 
linked to it Will you have an annual 
appraisal interview? Will your performance 
be measured by gross sales, profit, faster 
turnover of stock, fewer customer 
complaints, etc.? Will you be measured on 
achieving objectives which you have helped 
set? Ask the interviewer about the specific 
objectives of the job. 

Last Incumbent — what happened to 
him? ; Ask what happened to the last 
incumbent and how long he was in the 
job. If only a short time, then inquire about 
the previous incumbent to him. Some 
organisations have a definite policy of hiring 
and firing certain of their people every two 
years or so. Certain jobs are 'hot seats', 
and so it is very difficult to perform 
adequately in them because the lines of 
responsibility are too ill defined or because 
of pressure of work. 

If the previous incumbent left to join 
another organisation find out what he is 
now doing and for whom he is now 
working. He may be in hospital with a 
nervous breakdowni If the last incumbent 
has been moved to another office, will you 
also be moved after a time? May be fine 
for you — but what about your family? 

Organisation structure — where do I 
fit? : Find out where you will fit into the 
organisation. Have the interviewer draw out 
the relevant part of the organisation on a 
piece of paper. As he does this, discuss 
with him how you will interface with your 
potential colleagues. This is a good time 
to ask about the people who you will be 
working with. 'Dotted line' responsibilities 
can be very difficult to work. You need to 
know: 

Who your manager is. 

Who reports to you. 

Who is at the same level as you. 

Who you primarily deal with. 
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Silence by the Interviewer : If you are 
.uddenly aware of yourself talking, or the 
.nterviewer is looking you up and down 
while you are talking, interrupt yourself and 
get on to another subiect by asking a 
question of the interviewer. 

Requirements of the job and your 
examples : Get over your examples from 
your experience of how you meet the 
requirements for the job. This should 
preferably be done in answer to questions. 
However, during lulls in the conversation 
you can introduce your points At the end 
of the interview put over any remaining 
points 

What are the problems of the job . Ask 
the interviewer what he thinks are the mam 
problems of the job, and make suitable 
comments taken from your experience in 
meeting these problems. This is another 
chance to put over your examples of how 
you meet the requirements of the job 
Typical problem areas are ' 

• Understanding complicated technical 
products. 

• Co-ordinating the efforts of people 
not directly reporting to you 

• Managing specialists 

• Satisfying rapidly changing markets 

• Handling constantly changing technical 
specifications. 

• Working to other people's plans and 
commitments 

• Motivating people in low paid or boring 
jobs 

• Not knowing what is expected of you 

• Handling 'political' situations 

• Working within unrealistic or constantly 
changing budgets 

Show your knowledge of the 
organisation — but do not boast : Show 
that you know about the organisation and 
Its products or services by asking probing 
questions. However, do not parade your 
knowledge unsolicited, or show that you 
know more than the interviewer. 

The future — Do they have one? : 
Ask about the organisation's future plans 
You could put this question in the following 
manner; ‘I appreciate that the future plans 
of your organisation are probably 
confidential, but I wonder if you could say 
whether it will be expanding, bringing out 
new types of products or going into new 
areas'. The life of an organisation falls into 
three phases 

(1) Rapid growth from a small business 

— Personnel are highly motivated 
— Absence of 'red tape' 

— Much innovation 
— Resources stretched 

(2) Consolidation 

— Personnel becoming more interested 
in salary and 

— Conditions rather than thd job 
— 'Empire building' 

— Creeping bureaucracy 
— Generally good quality products and 
service 


(3) Decline 

— Market share being eroded 

— Quality of service declining 

— Financial crises 

— Redundancies 

— Political in-fighting among managers 
Personnel do little-self-development 

You need to find out which phase your 
prospective employer is at 

Double check — they may be lying : 
Interviewers are not always honest about 
their own organisation The interviewer may 
say that it is the policy to promote from 
within. Later on, in the interview, you can 
ask what job your future superior was doing 
before his present one . you can then see 
if he was promoted from within or brought 
in from outside the organisation You are 
selling yourself, and the interviewer is 
selling his organisation to you When 
people sell they tend to exaggerate Make 
certain that the interviewer does not 
exaggerate the benefits to you of joining 
his organisation 

Will you have a budget? — ‘Yes — 
but ft's Impossible!’ : If relevant, ask if 
you will be expected to work within a 
budget and if so how it is calculated — 
and if you will be consulted as to how it is 
arrived at Ask for the budget figures of 
the department for the last three years In 
this way you can see if it is static, 
expanding or contracting You will also be 
able to assess whether there is an 
adequate budget tor the work expected 
Many bright-eyed managers and 
administrators with great ideas have come 
to grief because they have been thwarted 
by a too restrictive budget 

Draw out any objections to yourself : 
You must draw out from the interviewer all 
possible objections which he may have 
about you doing the job This may be 
difficult because people rarely tell you why 
they do not want to employ you You must 
keep digging away at the interviewer until 
you get to the root of any objection. 

I help othersi : Show that you are a 
useful person to employ because you help 
others in their jobs. Examples of this 
attitude are 

- Helping new employees or trainees. 

- Helping colleagues in critical situations. 

- Producing easy to read guides for 
others 

— If a specialist 

- Helping the careers of those reporting 
to you 

- Getting involved with other peoples' 
problems 

If these points do not apply to you, then 
change your ways now, and make a 
positive effort to help others. 

THE KEY QUESTIONS : 'Do you have 
any reaervatlons about my doing the 
job?’ At the end of the interview you must 
ask this question. If there are any 
reservations you can now counter them. If 
you do not clear up these reservations in 
the interviewer's mind you will stand little 


chance of getting the job. However, if you 
counter the reservations and then repeat 
the question you must stand an excellent 
chance of getting the job. For example - 
'Yes — we think you could do the job but 
are worried that you have not had people 
working directly under you'. You may be 
able to counter this as follows: 'It is true 
that in my present job, I have not had 
people reporting directly to mo. However, I 
was a part-time fireman for five years and 
had four people working under me then, 
so that I do have a fair amount of 
experience of handling people. Are there 
any other doubts about me doing the job?' 
The interviewer may then reply 'No. I don't 
think so When can you start?' 

Go on then — ask for the job ; You 
must ask lor the job, not directly of course. 
Say something like the following : 'After 
discussing the job and your company with 
you, Mr. Lai, I am certainly very interested 
and keen to join you, and if you did make 
me an offer, provided, of course, we could 
agree on salary, I would be happy to 
accept' 

OK — So why should we hire you? : 
At the end of the interview you may be 
asked the question . 'Why should wo give 
you the job in preference to the other 
applicants?' 

You must reply as follows 

'I, of course, know nothing of the other 
applicants, but after discussing the job with 
you today, I am confident that I could make 
a success of it' 

Then briefly go through the ways in 
which you meet their requirements without 
elaborating and finish. Never compare 
yourself with any of the other candidates 
or be drawn into any kind of discussion 
about them. Go through your reasons why 
you are suited for the job and convince 
them that you are the person who meets 
their requirements and will do the job. 

The green light question : Towards 
the end of the interview you may be asked 
one of the following questions . 

Do you really think that you have enough 
experience? 

Do you think you are ready for this 
additional responsibility? 

Don't you think you are rather young/old 
for this job? 

You may interpret the question as your 
failure to get the job and so lose heart 
thus giving a reply which throws doubt into 
the mind of the interviewer. You could not 
be more wrong. This question is a signal 
that the interviewer does think that you 
are the right person, he is ready to offer it 
to you. but just wants you to reassure him. 
Have an answer ready which will reassure 
the interviewer of your competence. With 
this knowledge you will now recognise this 
green light and give a confident reply which 
will ensure your success. 

Salary — go high —■ You can always 
come down ; When the question of salary 
arises — ask for the highest possiUe. Even 
if the jobs as advertised quotes a salary, 
ask for at least 10 per cent more. If you 
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have convinced the interviewer that you 
can do the job you can probably got him 
to offer more than the original figure Ask 
when your salary will be reviewed Try to 
get a review after six months After all, if 
they are willing to pay you a salary knowing 
little about you, they should give you a 
raise if they are satisfied with you after six 
months work 

Don't play hard to gel : Don't play 
hard to got - interviewers won't stand for 
It By applying for the )ob in question you 
have shown that you are interested in 
getting it — so don't protend that you are 
not Negotiating a good deal is largely a 
question of attitude and phrasing If you 
are trying to get more money don't say 
'If you offered me another 10 per cent 
on the salary I may be tempted to accept 
your offer' 

Instead say 

'The job you are offering is definitely 
worth at least another 10 por cent on the 
salary especially for a person with my 
qualifications, experience and ability to get 
things done Don't you agree'' 

Do not give the impression that you are 
playing one employer off against another. 
Give the impression that you want the job 
but know how much you are worth 


Group Interviews 


Do not be put oft: All the candidates 
together may be asked to discuss a given 
topic whilst they are observed by several 
assessors Group interviews are difficult to 
assess and control but one is sometimes 
required as a preliminary to the mam 
interview Their purpose is to help gain an 
overall impression of how you react with 
other people, to predict your reaction in a 
similar work environment. You will not be 
selected for a job solely on your 
performance at a group interview If you 
do particularly badly compared with the 
other candidates then this will obviously 
weight heavily against you. Do not tty to 
be much bettor than the average, either, 
since by so doing you may act unnaturally 
and again score badly. By the very nature 
of these interviews you cannot plan out in 
advance what you will do or say. Therefore, 
you must be yourself and try to appear 
about average 

The assessors will be marking you on 
certain negative and positive qualities, so 
bear these in mind Examples of these 
qualities follow 

Negative qualities — work on these If 
they apply to youl : Analyse yourself for 
the following negative qualities and try hard 
to counter them. 

Shyness. Failure to talk Stubbornness 
Unable to take criticism. Hogging the 
conversation. Criticising others. Interrupting 
other speakers Condescension. Patronising 
others. Pompousness. Introducing 
irrelevandes. Arguing. 

Positive qualities — concentrate on 
these. Be aware of these qualities which 
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will make a good impression with your 
assessors 

Leadership, by trying to keep any 
discussion constructive. Sticking to the point 
of questions Getting others to talk and 
contribute their bit Contributing your share 
to the discussion. Talking from expenence 
rather than in abstracts 

Say your bit early and often : Make 
sure you contribute early by saying 
something — anything. Keep interjecting 
your comments to make sure you keep in 
the discussion If you fail to speak up early 
you will find it very difficult to come in 
later, even though you have something 
worthwhile to say. 


Checklist Of Possible 
Interview Questions 

Think about the following questions 
and prepare answers to them. 

(1) Where does your main 
experience lie? 

(2) What are your main 
responsibilities in your present job? 

(3) How much time do you spend 
on each aspect of your job? 

(4) What are the mam problem 
areas of your job? 

(5) What do you do particularly 
well? 

(6) What does your boss think of 
you’’ 

(7) What are your career 
objectives? 

(8) Why do you want to leave your 
present employer? 

(9) Are there any people you find 
difficulty working with? 

(10) What do you want to be doing 
in five years' time? 

(11) What are your strong points'^ 

(12) What are your weak points? 

(13) Why should we hire You? 

Do not forget to be ready for the 
green light question? 


The longer you leave saying your bit 
the harder It becomes to contribute. 

Public speaking — prepare : Group 
interviews often require some public 
speaking. You may be required to stand 
up and give a short talk to the group. 
Favourite subjects are' Your present job, 
your life, your hobbies 

Practise each of these in anticipation of 
this session. The guidelines tor giving these 
talks are as follows. 

Keep to the point. 

Look at all members of the audience. 

Use examples from real life rather than 
talk in the abstract. 

Involve the audience if possible by 
asking questions 

Do not use technical terms or jargon. 

Use your arms to help animate your talk. 

Move around — do not stand stiffly in 
one spot. 


Open strongly by memorising your first 
sentence. 

Close concisely by memorising your last 
sentence. 

Thera Is no time off: Do not think that 
you are not being assessed at coffee or 
meal breaks. These may be just as 
important as the group inverview itself. Do 
not be tricked into talking too candidly or 
openly about yourself. Just as in a formal 
intenriew you would think carefully, before 
answering a question, so on these 
occasions you must do the same. Do not 
fall into the trap of thinking you will impress 
people by being 'open' or frank. You are 
still ‘under the spotlight' so treat the 
situation as if it were an aotual interview. 

Be friendly ; Chat to the other 
candidates Find out their backgrounds and 
why they want the job. This will help to 
relax you and you may be able to gleen 
some useful information about the job or 
the company. Do not be put off by the 
apparent confidence of the other 
candidates. People always look more self 
assured then they feel' 


Panel Interviews 


You may be irxterviewed by a panel of 
people, either prior to your main interview 
or as your sole interview. Organisations 
which are accustomed to collective 
responsibility and to committees favour 
panel interviews For example. Civil 
Service, Local Government, academic 
bodies Industry, on the other hand, is used 
to executives taking individual responsibility 
and favours separate interviews by lone 
interviewers, each interview following the 
previous one. Panel interviews tend to be 
more serious but have advantages and 
disadvantages. 

ADVANTAGES : Responsibility for 
picking the successful candidate is shared. 

Only one session is required. 

Prejudice and subjectivity are reduced. 

Members can correct each other on 
matters of fact. 

DISADVANTAGES : One member can 
overshadow the other members. 

The candidate can be overawed.. 

Haphazard questioning by inexperienced 
members can upset candidates. 

The formality of the occasion can be 
restrictive in getting the candidate to 'open 
up' 

The panel members may be more 
concerned with impressing, or sconng 
points off each other than evaluating the 
candidates 

Points to watch ; Make sure that you 
look at all members of the panel when you 
are answering questions. To counteract a 
person who may be trying to monopolise 
the inverview, give very full answers with 
follow-up questions when other members 
of the panel speak to you. However, do 
not be rude to the monopoliser because 
the other members will resent that too. 
Because the atmosphere is formal and 
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since mere are several inierviewers it may 
not be practical to address the panel 
members by ruime. Occasional use of 
Gentlemen', 'Ladies', 'Sir', or 'Madam' may 
seem old fashioned but will be appreciated 
by the panel members. 

Because you will be sitting further away 
from some members, than at a normal 
interview talk a little louder. 


After the Interview 


After the interview, write back and thank 
the company for the interview and say that 
you are still very interested in the vacancy. 
If there are any important points which 
you failed to bring up at the interview, 
mention them in your letter. Some 
applicants use interviews and job offers to 
extract rises in salary from their own 
organisations and would not accept an 
offer, even if made You must convince 
the interviewer that you are sincere, this 
letter will do just that and could tip the 
scales in your favour 

Send the letter by post on the evening 
of the interview so that it reaches the 
company without delay Consider writing a 
draft of this letter before your interview, 
you can rewrite it on the premises and 
post in the nearest post box 

Keep your promises : The world is full 
of people who do not keep promises Show 
the interviewer that you do what you say 
Send the names of referees or additional 
specimens of work with your letter of 
thanks. This shoo'd be sent by mail, and 
never delivered by hand as the interviewer 
will think that you are just a little too keen 
— may be even desperate to gat the job 

Other offers : If you have attended 
several interviews and an offer results from 
one of these previous ones, then you must 
decide which job you really want and not 
play one organisation off against another. 
You may lose both offers if you do. If you 
still hope to be made and accept an offer 
by your latest interview, then ring up the 
interviewer's secretary and arrange to see 
the interviewer on a 'matter of urgency'. 
You can then discuss the situation with 
him in person. Never discuss this over the 
telephone. (Hence the need to ring the 
secretary and not the interviewer). Try not 
to divulge to the secretary why you are 
ringing. 

By following this procedure you will get 
a good idea of the chance of being offered 
a job. You will not be wasting time waiting 
for news If necessary be direct, ask the 
interviewer whether he will be making you 
an offer or not! 

Congratulations — you have been 
offered the Job ; Wnte back immediately, 
even if you were offered the job at the 
interview, to confirm that you accept and 
also to confirm the important points such 
as work location, salary, position in the 
company, general responsibilities, starting 
date, use of company car etc. Ask the 
company to confirm to you in writing that 
you have understood the above points 


correctly. Only when you receive their reply, 
give in your notice to your present 
employer. There are many people who 
have been enticed into a job with promises, 
for example, with the promise of a company 
car, only to find too late that this was a 
'misunderstanding'. 

Give In your notice gracefully : Never 
be tempted to settle old scores. Be as 
pleasant as possible even to those you 
hate. Leave behind you a good reputation 
— bad reputations have a nasty habit of 
catching up on you. 

You are still on trial : During the first 
six months of your new job you will still be 
on trial If you fail to live up to your 
promises your future prospects will rapidly 
fade, or you could be asked to leave 
Consider this period also as a time when 
your new employer is on trial as far as 
you are concerned Is it living up to 
promises made at the interview? 

Why not defer moving home for say six 
months until you are certain of your 
position Use this time to get to know the 
new area, for schools, residential area, etc 
Do not be in a hurry to move. 

Learn by your mistakes : If you fail to 
get a particular job then review your 
performance at the interview by asking 
yourself the following questions 

Was the job what you really wanted 
anyway'^ Did you get over your examples 
of how you meet the job requirements? 
Did you ask the right questions? Which 
questions did you answer badly'’ Did you 
ask 'Have you any reservations about me 
doing the job"?' — what was the reply? Did 
your qualifications match the requirements? 
Was your experience good enough Did 
you get on well with the interviewer? It 
possible ring up the interviewer and ask 
him who was offered the job and why you 
were not 

Make a note of your conclusion and put 
it in your job file Before your next interview 
get out your file and read the notes from 
the previous interviews. 


Assessing the Job | | 

Any job should be assessed under the 
following two headings 

(1) Working conditions, salary and 
benefits, 

(2) Job satisfaction. 

WORKING CONDITIONS : It is 
important to understand working conditions, 
salary and benefits from the start, although 
they are not of paramount importance. 
Never dwell on these points at the interview 
and, if possible, do not discuss them until 
you are sure that you will be offered the 
job. 

Job level ; Find out if you will be 
assigned to a specific job level or grade, 
and if this level carries a salary range with 
it. What is the minimum and maximum 
salary for this range? How can you get 
promoted to the next level, how long does 
it normally take at one level before one is 
considered for promotion to the next? What 


proportion of people at your level can 
expect promotion to the next level (t) with 
five years and (2) before retiremenf? 

Salary and fringe banefita : Find out 
how salaries are arrived at. Ideally they 
should be determined on a scale according 
to job level, performance and experience 
How are salary reviews carried out and 
are they annual? When comparing one job 
against another, not only salary, but also 
the value of additional benefits, must be 
taken into account. 

Is there free life assurance? Are there 
sickness and accident benefits, and are 
they adjusted for rise in the cost of living? 
Is the pension fund free or contributory or 
both? Is the pension adjusted for rises in 
the cost of living? Is a car provided — 
what are the conditions of use? What 
holidays are given? Is a bonus paid; what 
was its value for the last 3 years? Is 
assistance given for relocation to the new 
job"? 

Working Conditions : What are the 
normal working hours? How long will it 
take you to travel to work each day? Is 
there free transport to work? Is there free 
uniform or special clothing? Will you have 
your own office? Will you have or share a 
secretary? Is overtime expected and paid 
for'? Is weekend working required? Is travel 
frequent? 

JOB SATISFACTION : In order for you 
to be happy and derive satisfaction from 
your job, the following conditions must exist. 
(In the end, these are far more important 
than salary and fringe benefits). 

The ability to do the Job : You must 
find out enough about the job to convince 
yourself that you can do it — with training 
If necessary. Do not underestimate yourself. 
People have a tremendous ability to grow 
into bigger jobs. 

Scope for learning ; To be interesting, 
a job should be a continuous process of 
learning When you stop learning most jobs 
lose their interest Is there scope in the 
job to keep learning new things or to 
receive new responsibilities? Is the 
company keen on re-educating its people? 
Does It run its own courses or send people 
on external courses? You should discuss 
your education schedule, if appropriate, for 
the first year. 

Controlling one's work : Each person 
should be given the means to continually 
assess his own work and progress. Will 
you be given enough scope to correct your 
own mistakes? To assess and control one's 
own work quality promotes ‘pride in the 
job'. What are ^e criteria for measuring 
your performance, and will your salary be 
linked to it? 

Movement Inalde the organleatlone : 

Is there scope within the organisation to 
do a different job after a few years? This 
need not be a promotion but just the ability 
to offer you work in a different field. After 
a few years you may want a change and 
a move to another employer could be 
expensive, particularly in terms of lost 
pension rights, etc. 
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No protniaes — plaeaa : No account 
should be taken of any promises given 
For example — that a much larger salary 
or a car will be given in two years' time 
Most promises of this kind never 
materialise You must always demand the 
rate for the job — never accept less 

Check up with your future colleagues : 
It you feel unsure of your prospective 
employer, ask to chat to some of your 
prospective colleagues Concentrate on 
asking specific questions from which you 
will be able to judge the prospective 
employer rather than just asking them 
whether ho is a good employer to work 
for (They will invariably say yes) Ask these 
questions 

How long have you worked for this 
employer'^ How long have you been in 
this particular job'> How many hours 
overtime did you work last woek'^ How 
many times have you stopped late dunng 
the last month'> When was your salary last 
reviewed? How does your salary compare 
with what you could get in other similar 
organizations’ How often do you discuss 
your job with your manager? How many 
hours a day do you spend on 
administration? Which decisions does your 
manager have to approve"^ What are the 
mam problems of the job’ How many of 
your colleagues have left in the last two 
years’ Are you looking for another job 
now’ Is the organization expanding, static 
or declining? Have there been any 
redundancies in the last five years’ How 
many new people have boon taken on in 
the last two years? What do you think of 
the products or services of the 
organization’ Does the customer get value 
for money’ 


Your first job 


Do not worry about getting the 'right' job 
at your first attempt — the chances of 
finding it first time are small Most people 
change their jobs several times particularly 
during the early part of their careers 
Indeed, there are advantages in changing 
your job a few times You will gain a 
greater breadth of experience and will not 
be so psychologically dependent on your 
employer, and if you have to change later 
in life (eg due to redundancy) it will be 
easier for you However, do not become a 
'job hopper' by changing your job every 
year or less You should aim to stay at 
least 3 years in any job to get worthwhile 
experience 

Whatever job you find yourself in you 
must do every aspect of it as well and as 
conscientiously as possible You will only 
gain promotion or get a better job when 
you can prove that you do your existing 
job well 

SELECTING A JOB ; Getting advice ; 
There are a lot of established and up¬ 
coming career institutes and they give 
advice about applying for jobs, which 
organis^iips to contact, organising visits. 


etc Discuss with your parents your plans 
and get them to visit the institute. 

Keep studying ; Whatever your first 
job IS. aim to continue studying. This may 
be required by the job itself — to get more 
qualifications, but even if this is not required 
then study anyway. This will give you a 
greater breadth of knowledge which could 
be useful in your present job and which 
could tip the scales for you when going 
after your next one. If possible use your 
studies to complement your work. A typist 
could study book-keeping, a scientist, 
metalwork, a production engineer, financial 
planning, etc 

Find out what evening courses there 
are in your area, and what is available by 
correspondence course. By making this use 
of part of your free time you will certainly 
increase your chances of success if you 
change your job again. 

Get work experience in your holidays : 
Try to get some job in your holidays, even 
with little or no pay This will stand you in 
good stead Employers prefer employing 
someone who has some positive work 
experience 

After each holiday job ask the person 
for whom you were working to write you a 
short testimonial — you may be 
embarrassed to ask but will rarely gat 
refused 

Select a job which will help you when 
you start your career This does not mean 
It has to be in the same field as your 
career, in fact, it is better if it is not, but in 
a field which will give you experience which 
will bo useful but which you would not 
have otherwise have got 

Do not wait for holiday jobs to be 
advertised, write to employers and toll them 
why you want a holiday job in a certain 
field For example, by working in a general 
commercial office you will more readily 
appreciate the procedures you will later 
meet as a computer programmer. In your 
letter of application for the full-time job you 
will mention your holiday jobs. Put your 
testimonials in your job file and take them 
to your interview 

Other Interests are important ; For 

you, your interests outside your studies 
are important, since you have no previous 
work experience, this is one of the 
yardsticks which a prospective employer 
has of judging your initiative and your ability 
to get along with people. Particularly 
valuable are those activities in which you 
had some organising function, and where 
you had to get along with and work with 
others Examples of activities particularly 
useful are as follows: school sports team, 
school prefect, debating society, school/ 
college magazine, scout/guide clubs, youth 
groups, voluntary service, etc. 

Note : Keep off the subject of political 
activities as this could set up a strong 
prejudice against you. The membership of 
extreme political parties could bar you from 
some jobs If you are still at school or 
college prepare for the future by taking 
part now in some activity outside your 


studies. This should be where you are 
meeting and working with other people. 

LETTER OF APPLICATION : Because 
you have little actual experience in the 
particular job or career for which you are 
applying, your letter of application must 
project a jsositive image of yourself through 
the things which you have done. You can 
apply in your own handwriting. However 
use a large plain sheet of white paper (not 
small notepaper). Place a lined sheet 
underneath so that your writing is neat 
and even. Leave a large margin at each 
side of the paper. Print your name beneath 
your signature, if this is unreadable. 

If the advertisement just says ‘apply 
to ...' then you could go along in person 
without writing a letter. This will enable 
you to get a good idea of the place and 
the people working there. 

Get your letter checked : After writing 
your letter of application, get a teacher or 
parent to check it for spelling mistakes, 
punctuation and grammar 


The Interview 


Personal qualities ere all important: 

Since you have little actual job experience, 
personal qualities pre all important. You 
must place much emphasis on projecting 
your personal qualities and convincing the 
prospective employer on the following 
points' 

Punctuality 

Ability to work hard 

Willingness to absorb training 

Ability to learn 

Ability to get on with people 

Self-discipline 

Loyalty 

Adaptability to change 
Initiative 

Presentable appearance 
Good manners 

Because the general impression, which 
the interviewer gets of you is the biggest 
single factor in determining whether you 
will be offered a job —• you must be neatly 
and soberly dressed Girls — wear a dress 
or skirt, boys — a suit. You must never 
wear jeans Occasionally one hears of 
people advising school leavers that it would 
be acceptable to appear lor interview 
casually dressed, for example, in jeans, 
etc. You must disregard this advice. If you 
cannot bo bothered to dress properly for 
interview then you insult the person giving 
the interview. No matter what people say 
or what the general fashion in casual 
clothes is. A smart and neat appearance 
increases your chances of being 
successful. 

Again, because pf your lack of 
experience you will be more likely to be 
subjected to tests of various types. Get 
yourself a book of tests and practise. 

Why employ you? Even if you have 
had the benefit of the finest education, this 
does not entitle you to a job. Jobs are 
created by industrious people starting 
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businesses and wanting to employ others, 
or by the State or local authority (which is 
the rest of the population) requiring a 
service. You have to convince an employer 
that you are worth employing, viz., that the 
value of the service which you will render 
will be greater than the salary which you 
will be paid. You must convince the 
employer that you will work hard and be 
ready to change the work you do, if 
necessary, in order to justify your salary. 
People who are unwilling to adapt to 
change or adjust to new circumstances 
(think that the world owes them a living) 
do not deserve jobs and will generally not 
get satisfaction from any job. You must 
project the right attitude; skills and 
qualifications can always be added later, 
but attitudes are more difficult to change. 

What do you read? Students and 
school leavers are frequently asked which 
books they read. If you don't read much 
then do not try and pretend that you do — 
you will be found out* It is better to pass 
the question off by saying that you prefer 
more practical activities such as model 
making, sport, etc, rather than bluffing your 
way through 

Questions may also be asked about 
current affairs To prepare for this, read 
thoroughly at least one newspaper daily 
during your job hunting period. 

There is the boring and routine in 
everything : Most jobs have an element 
of the boring, routine type of work Do not 
be discouraged by this. The art of enjoying 
work is to get through the boring and 
routine as quickly and efficiently as possible 
and get on to the interesting aspects When 
you can complete the routine work 
efficiently and cheerfully, you will be ready 
for more responsibility. 

If the topic of 'interesting' work comes 
up show the interviewer that you want 
interesting work to do but realise that you 
will have to do a proportion of boring or 
repetitive activities — filing, writing reports, 
filling in forms, etc., but that you will be 
able to take this in your stride. You will 
gain high marks for adopting this mature 
approach. You should think out your long 
term aims, not only so that you can 
progress in the right direction but also as 
this is likely to be a recurring question at 
/our job interviews throughout your working 
ife However you should always stress that 
/our primary objective is to do present job 
as well as possible. 

Questions to ask : To evaluate how 
seriously the employer takes his 
responsibility for training school leavers and 
Pther young people, ask questions along 
the following lines; 

Is there a good training scheme for 
school leavers and apprentices? Are text 
aooks and tuition fees paid for'’ Are days 
}ff allowed to continue study at college? Is 
here a training manager? Is there a system 
Ob rotation so that different and varied 
experience can be gained? Will training 
sonsist of ‘sitting with Ada', that is watching 
in experienced person working but with 


little actual formal instruction? Has the 
employer a well thought out and carefully 
planned training scheme? Of the school 
leavers taken on five years ago, how many 
are still with the company? Anything over 
70 per cent is good, under 30 per cent is 
poor Do not discuss promotion, etc, too 
deeply, as first of all you have to convince 
the interwewer that you will work hard at 
the job which you will be offered and 
absorb the necessary training. 


Senior people 


Fewer advertisements : The majorijy 
of senior jobs whether in business or the 
professions are rarely advertised. You must 
rely on finding out about these jobs by 
other methods. However, be careful about 
your job hunting since if it became known 
to your present employer that you are 
looking around you could be sacked for 
disloyalty. If you are a director in a 
company your activity could also affect the 
company's share pnces 


Checklist For Senior 
People

These people are in daily contact with 
other organisations and are in a good 
position to know of vacancies if they occur 

Meet the wife : The wives of senior 
people are also frequently interviewed — 
not formally at an office but over dinner 
This IS to assess your marital stability and 
your wife's ability to entertain business and 
professional acquaintances and clients. The 
atmosphere is informal end may take place 
in a restaurant or at your homo. Make 
sure that your wife is property briefed about 
your previous experience and has also 
memorised your examples of how you meet 
the job requirements 

You could, however, take the attitude 
that your wife is none of your employer's 
business and flatly refuse them meeting 
her. However, put this over tactfully, 
pointing out that if your wife was applying 
for a job you would not expect to be 
interviewed as well Having made your 
decision as to whether your wife should 
be interviewed, stick to it; never change 
your mind On balance, however, it is 
probably better to let your wife be 
interviewed if this is requested. Your wife 
should try not to impress. The most 
important quality being looked for is her 
ability to bring stability and provide a firm 
base to your life. 

Can you make tough decisions? A 

senior person has to be able to take tough 
decisions which may affect the lives of 
many other people The interviewers will 
be assessing your ability in this field by 
asking the following type of questions; 

• How many people have you fired, 
demoted or moved? 

• What innovations have you made? 

0 Were you responsible for your 

company moving to new fields? 

0 Can you cut back on under-productive 
assets? 

0 Can you go ahead with the right 
decision even though those around you 
say no'’ 

0 Have you altered the structure of 
organisations with which you have been 
associated? 

Have you good contacts? 

Demonstrating that you have good contacts 
in industry, the professions, government or 
the financial institutions which would be of 
value to your potential employer will place 
you at an advantage over the other 
candidates. Selective name dropping will 
not come amiss, although it must not be 
over done. 

Can you build a strong team? A 

manager or senior person should never 
think just in terms of things, tasks, figures, 
machines, etc, he should think primarily in 
terms of PEOPLE. No matter how good a 
person you are, a modern organisation 
demands that the management team is 
sound. You must demonstrate that you 
know how to 

Choose people 

Organise people 
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Control people 

Motivate people 

You must give the impression that you 
are 

People orientated • You must expect 
questions about tho'.u pooplu reporting to 
you Have you a good muord (or recruiting 
valuable people from outside your 
organisation and for promoting promising 
people within It’ Be prepared to discuss 
actual examples 

Are you a good communicator? The 

days are over when the boss could stay in 
his oflico stiouting orders to subordinates 
People at all levels need to know what is 
happening in their organisation and what 
Its attitude is to tho issues o( the day 
which affect it Have you a good record of 
communicating with your employees’ Can 
you demonstrate to an intorviowor that you 
have’ Do you regularly walk about your 
place of work meeting and talking to tho 
ordinary employees’ 


Women at work 


There is no doubt that women 
sometimes meet special difficulties when 
job hunting in competition wi'h men for 
jobs which are traditionally thought of as 
men's jobs These difficulties can be broken 
down into two components 

(1) A reputation which women in general 
are thought to have for certain attitudes or 
activities which are thought to have a 
detrimental effect on thoir performance at 
work 

(2) Prejudice on the part of tho 
interviewer which has been caused by 
some specific incident in the past 

In your letter of application for the job 
do not state that you are female either 
explicitly or by the way you sign your name 
If you obtain an offer for an intervir,>w then 
in your letter of reply, just include your 
status after your name This will enable 
tho interviewer to know that you are a 
woman and he will not be taken by surprise 
at the interview 

Do not be tempted to take a different 
job, say as, a secretary or an assistant 
then think that you will work your way up 
to the job you should really have This 
rarely works You must enter an 
organisation at the level which your 
experience and qualifications demand 
Examples of special objections are 
discussed as follows 
Women get ill more often : In addition 
to all the normal illnesses which men have, 
women are also subject to their own 
peculiar female disorders Thus they are 
thought to take more time off for health 
reasons than men 

Counter this objection as follows 
(1) Agree with the interviewer that 
women are subject to additional female 
disorders, but point out that men are also 
subject t# lake time off for reasons which 
occur m« frequently in men. such as. 

Car'ftccidents — it is a fact that a 
man is more liable to have a serious 
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car accident than a woman. 

Accidents from sport are more 
prevalent in men 

Alcoholism IS more prevelant in men 
With the above points you can at least 
throw doubts into the mind of the 
interviewer and he will think that perhaps 
this IS not worth considering further 
(2) If you have a good record of 
attendance this can be quoted For 
example — that you have taken an average 
of only two days off per year for the last 
three years 

Women leave to gel married or have

children : Tho interviewer may question 
whether it is worth hiring you when you 
may leave in a few years time to marry or 
have children It is useless protesting that 
you intend neither of these things. 

Counter this objection as follows: 

(1) Get the interviewer thinking about 
the positive contribution which you will 
make in the next, say two years. 

(2) Point out that women are less liable 
to 'job hopping’ than men If the interviewer 
hires a man then the probability that he 


will leave for another job after a few years 
is just as great as you leaving to go to 
another job or to get married or have 
children. 

Women do not get on well with other 
women : Women do have a reputation of 
not getting on well with other women either 
above or below them in an organisation 
This also applies to women managing men 

Counter this objection as follows: 

(1) Make it apparent, to the interviewer, 
that you are aware that there could be a 
problem in this area 

(2) If possible, quote your experience in 
this area and reassure the interviewer that 
you have found no real problem to date 
Better still say that you ^ave met the 
problem but managed to deal with it, and 
explain how you did so 

Women are emotionally unstable : 
Women occasionally meet the objection 
that they are emotionally unstable This is 
likely to be caused by a personal 
experience of tho interviewer of a woman 
who at a crisis, fell ill or burst into tears, 
etc 

Counter this objection as follows. 

(1) Demonstrate from your experience 
that you can handle crisis situations 
Choose an example and show that you 
were able to adbpt a cool approach, plan 
and resolve the problem 

(2) Suggest that you have a stable 
relationship with your colleagues and that 
you are dependable 

The employer's paternalistic attitude : 
This IS caused by a concern for women 
that prevents the employer from allowing 
women to perform to their true potential 
Examples of this attitude are 

(1) An unwillingness to let a woman fall 
down on the job Thus the really difficult 
assignments are not given to a woman for 
fear that she will fail 

(2) 100 per cont effort is not asked (or 
Thus, overtime, weekend working, 
travelling, etc is not required from the 
women employees but are from the men 

Counter this objection as foUows' 

In your present job, make sure that you 
are treated equally with the men of similar 
rank to you Volunteer for extra work, 
difficult jobs, etc it necessary In your 
interview you can tactfully draw on tliese 
examples to reassure your interviewer 

Women don’t delegate ; A common 
prejudice is that women are thought not to 
delegate sufficient work or responsibility to 
those under them. This may be because 
some, lacking in their own confidence, want 
to impress by showing how busy or 
indispensable they are. 

Counter this objection as follows: 

Give specific examples of how you 
delegate If you „ are a supervisor or 
manager show that you understand that a 
major part of your job is to plan, delegate 
then review Never imply that you are 
indispensable: but rather the opposite, that 
you always delegate sufficient aspects of 
your job (or your department to carry on 
without you.

A UNDP report released on April 23, 
1992 clubs India among 65 countries with 
low human development Interestingly, 
Myanmar is ranked above India at 111th 
position, but Banglad(;sh is down occupying 
135th position. 

Increase in petroleum imports : A 58 
per cent increase in the import of petroleum 
products has been protected by the end of 
the Eighth Plan period in 1996-97, according 
to Planning Commission sources 

The sources said with consumption of 
petroleum products tar outstripping its 
production, imports are slated to rise from 
a level of 10 69 million tonnes in 1991-92 to 
16 91 million tonnes in 1996-97 
The gap between production and 
consumption at 7 99 million tonnes in 1991- 
92 IS expected to nearly double to 13 61 
million tonnes in 1996-97 when consumption 
is antiapated to touch 81 13 million tonnes 
from the 58.20 million tonnes now. However, 
exports of petroleum products would 
increase during the Eighth Plan period from 
2 70 million tonnes in 1991-92 to 3.3 million 
tonnes in 1996-97

Apprenticeship stipend up : The 
Apprenticeship Council has on April 27. 
1992 approved the new rates of stipend 
under the apprenticeship scheme. The new 
rates recommended are Rs 500 per month 
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during the first year of training The stipend 
is to increase by Rs 100 per month in the 
subsequent years Thus the monthly stipend 
will bo Rs 600, Rs 700 and Rs 700 in the 
second, third and fourth years, respectively 
Earlier, the rates used to be Rs 290, 
Rs 300, Rs 380 and Rs 400 per month in 
the four successive years 

The Council has also recommended a 
stipend of Rs 1,300 per month for graduates 
and technical apprentices and Rs 900 per 
month for students of sandwich course from 
degree institutions and diploma holders. 
These stipend rates were earlier revised in 
October 1987 to make them realistic and 
link them to cost of living 

First fully literate district In Hindi- 
speaking Slates : With the total literacy 
campaign in Narsinghpur district of Madhya 
Pradesh nearing completion it would have 
the distinction of becoming the first fully 
literate district among the country's Hindi- 
speaking States 

3 per cent reservation for the

Honours and Awards 


Nobel prize money increased : The 
guardian of the Nobel prize said in 
Stockholm on April 24, 1992 the value of 
each 1992 award had been raised to a 
record $ 1 08 million from last year's $ 1 
million 

The Nobel Foundation, which manages 
the money bequeathed by Swedish 
dynamite inventor Alfred Nobel, said the 8. 
per cent rise was to compensate for inflation 
Nobel established the prizes in his 1896 
will 

The foundation doubled the value of the 
prizes between 1989 and 1991 after 
investing successfully in the eighties in 
shares and property following decades 
of cautious investments in government 
paper. 

Goldman Award : Ms Medha Patkar of 
Narmada Bachao Andolan received the 
Goldman Environment Prize in absentia 
on April 27, 1992 She and five other 
reciotfnts were awarded the prize of 
$ ^,000 each from the Goldman 
Environment Foundation at a ceremony in 
San Francisco 

The others who received the award were 
bolleen McCrory from Canada, Senator 
Jeton Anjain from Marshall Islands. Christine 
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[ Jean from France, Carlos Alberto Richardo 
from Brazil and Wadja Mathieu Egnnankou 
from the Ivory Coast. 

The Goldman Environmental Foundation, 
the world’s largest environment prize 
programme, gives annually $ 360,000 to 
"grassroot heroes from the six inhabited 
continents of the world" 

Phalke Award ; Nonagenarian Marathi 
film-maker Bhalchandra Govind Pendharkar, 
who began making films in the silent era 
and IS still working, is the recipient of the 
1992 Oada Saheb Phalke Award, the 
country's highest award for services to the 
development of cinema. 

Introduced in 1971, the Oada Saheb 
Phalke award was first given to actress 
Devika Rani and has been presented to 13 
film-makors, some of whom were also 
actors 

The awardees also include six stars and 
two music directors. The lone awardee from 
among the singers is Lata Mangeshkar, who 
received it in 1990 

Ghalib Award : The Vice-President, Dr 
Shankar Dayal Sharma, presented the 1989 
Ghalib Award to the veteran journalist and 
freedom lighter, Mr Mufti Shaukat All Fehmi, 
for his outstanding contribution to Urdu 
journalism 

Khushroo Award ; Musician Naushad, 
poet Kaifi Azami and actor-politician 
Sunil Dutt are among those to be conferred 
with the first Ameer Khusroo award this 
year 

Pulitzer Prizes ; The Pulitzer board 
handed out awards for coverage on the 
coup attempt in Russia and the Gulf war on 
April 7, 1992 

The New York Times staff won the prize 
for spot reporting for their coverage of the 
subway derailment that left five dead and 
more than 200 injured last August, while 
reporter Patrick Sloyan walked away with 
the international reporting prize 

The New York Times was also given 
two awards, one for Howell Rains' feature 
on his childhood friendship with the family's 
black housekeeper, the other lor Anna 
Quindlen's political commentary. 

California's daily. The Sacramento Bee, 
won a public service award for covering 
environmental problems in the Sierra 
mountains and a best reporting prize for a 
series on the ethics of using monkeys in 
scientific research. 

In the fiction category. Jane Smiley won 
the Pulitzer for her novel A Thousand Acres, 
a King Lear-like tale of a farm family in 
Iowa. 

Columbia University administers the 
competition and announces the awards 
which carry a cash prize of $ 3,000 except 
the public service award which comes with 
a gold medal It is the Pulitzer's 76th annual 
competition. 

National Film Awards ; The Bengali 
feature film 'Agantuk* was named the best 
film while its director. Satyajit Ray, was 
named the best director in the 39th National 
Film Awards for 1991. The awards, which 
were announced in New Delhi on April 7, 


1992, consist of a cash prize and a dtation. 
Mr. Ray got Rs. 25,000 as director of the 
best feature film and another Rs. 50,000 as 
the best director. The NFDC was awarded 
a cash prise of Rs. 50,000 and a citation for 
producing the film. 

The jury did not find a movie deserving 
the award for best popular film providing 
wholesome entertainment.

Inventions and 
Discoveries 


30-ft rock-cut Shiva found : Mute 
witnesses to neglect and vandalism, the 
moss undergrowth covered rock-cut images 
and engravings of the 8th century Shiva 
cult, believed to contain clues to the link 
between South East Asian and Indian art 
forms, lie scattered on the remote hill of 
Unakoti in North Tripura Unakoti is about 8 
km from Kailashar, the headquarters of 
North Tripura district. 

Considered the “most important find of 
the eastern region" by the Archaeological 
Survey of India, it has done little for the 
upkeep of the rock-cuts, with cracks having 
appeared on the most important one, the 
30-ft Shiva. Ravages of weather and time 
have also taken their toll. Though myths 
say that the number of images were one 
less than one crore, nobody knows today 
how many remain. 

An expert said the existing rock-cuts 
should be treated with chemicals to give 
them a fresh lease of life and attempts 
made to dedpher' the inscriptions. The 
Unakoti rock-cuts represent the Trinity of 
the Hindu Pantheon — Brahma, Vishnu and 
Shiva. There is also the unusual 
"Chaturmukh Shiva Linga", which has not 
been found anywhere else in the countty, 
the expert said. 

While one school holds that Unakofi is 
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an assimilation of the Shiva and Vaishnava 
cults, others think that Unakoti has been 
influenced by the tribals culture and 
traditions of Tripura. They also bear 
resemblance to Cambodian sculpture, with 
' possible influence coming in through upper 
Burma, Manipur and the Cachar region of 
Assam. An image of Buddha has also been 
found among the rock-cuts. 

Sea will erode coasts of three States ; 
The sea will swallow up coastal parts of 
West Bengal, Andhra Pradesh and Kerala, 
and year-round temperatures will rise across 
the country, according to a computer 
scenario of India, 40 years from now. The 
scientists at the Indian Institute of 
Technology Centre for Atmospheric Studies 
in New Delhi have drawn this scenario in a 
study of the impact of global warming on 
India in 2030 AD when carbon dioxide levels 
are likely to double their present-day levels. 

The temperature will go up during both 
summer and winter. The increase will range 
from one degree Celsius in summer to a 
peak 3.4 degrees in winter. The highest 
increase will occur in the northern parts of 
India. 

The scientists have calculated that sea 
levels will rise up to 20 cm every year along 
the coast of West Bengal, 10 cm yearly 
along the Andhra coast and about 5 cm 
annually along Kerala. 

Neem Is a wonder drug : The Indian 
neem promises to be the wonder drug of 
the nineties. It is also a natural pesticide. 
Long before the invention of moth balls, 
dried neem leaves were sprinkled on 
woollens before they were stored away in 
summer. Recent studies show that the neem 
is effective as a pesticide against 200 
insects found in the Indian sub-continent 


Miscellany 


Buddha statue salvaged : The world's 
largest monolithic statue of lord Buddha, 
which lay submerged in the waters of the 
Hussain Sagar lake for the last two years, 
was salvaged without any damage on April 
12,1992. It was then towed to its installation 
point on the Gibraltar Rock on April 14. 

The 350-tonne statue sank into the placid 
lake on March 10, 1990 when it was being 
transported to the Rock of Gibraltar. Ten 
people on the barge were killed. 

The statue is considered significant 
not only for its superlative dimensions — 
57.8 ft in height, 350 tonnes weight and 
16 metres width — but also in the context 
of the Andhra Pradesh's economy. Japan 
is ready to help the State to the tune 
of about Rs. 250 crore for the development 
of ancient Buddhist sites in Andhra 
Pradesh. 

A series of 2,000-year-old, well preserved 
Buddhist sites have been excavated in 
Visakhapatnam district in Andhra Pradesh, 
a State which has the distinction of recording 
one of the highest number of ancient 
Buddhist sites in the country and their 
chequered culture. _ 


Japanoso live tongoat : The Japanese 
on an average live longer than the people 
of any other country, according to the latest 
World Health Organisation statistics 
released by this United Nations in April 1992. 

Japanese women reach an average age 
of 82.5 years and men 76.2. The second 
place in longevity goes to French women, 
whose average life expectancy is 81.5 years. 

The figures from the WHO statistical 
yearbook showed that Hungarians had the 
highest suicide rate of 38.2 cases per 
100,000 population and the Bahamas the 
lowest at just 1 3 cases. 

World population : World population, at 
present 5.4 billion, will reach 6 billion in 
1998 and will “most likely" double to 10 
billion by mid-21 st century. 

The annual population report of the UN 
Population Fund (UNFP) has forecast 
continued growth of population for another 
century till 2150 AD to reach 11.6 billion. 

The most optimistic view is that world 
population might begin falling after peaking 
at 10 billion in 2050, according to the report 
prepared by the Executive Director of the 
UNFP, Dr. Nafis Sadik The trend might 
also go the other way and the population 
might keep growing and head towards 20.7 
billion a century later 
Population in india may exceed 
China's : India's population, if it continues 
to grow as it does now. might surpass 
China's by the year 2025. However, this 
could be checked by improving the quality 
of life, says the 1992 world population report 
reieased by the United Nations Population 
Fund, 

The report contrasts the situation in 
Kerala with that in five northern States — 
Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh, Madhya Pradesh, 
Bihar and Orissa — which, between them, 
account tor 40 per cent of the national 
population 

Kerala's human resource development is 
the best in the developing world, while the 
five northern States' performance is the 
worst. 

Kerala's female literacy rate is 66 per 
cent and its infant mortality at 26 per one 
thousand live births is the lowest in India. 

China’s popuiation : China's population 
hit 1.6 billion by the end of 1991 as the 
growth rate in the world's most populous 
nation fell for the first time in six years, 
according a Beijing official report released 
on Apnl 20, 1992. The slight drop was not 
expected to help China curb its growth 
Dalai Lama recognises McMahon Line: 
The spiritual and religious leader of the 
Tibetan people, the Dalai Lama, recognises 
the McMahon Line as the international 
border between India and Tibet and insists 
that the issue was settled by the Simla 
convention of 1914 to which Tibet is a 
signatory. He said Tibet had signed the 
convention with the British as an 
independent country which disproves 
Chinese assertion regarding Tibet never 
having been a sovereign State. 

Tibet had the closest cultural and religious 
links with India and had maintained political 


relations with this country for centuries Evan 
though some Tibetan-speaking people were 
living south of the McMahon Line in their 
monasteries, such as Tawang, they had 
been able to preserve their cultural and 
religious iden% and were living in peace 
and freedom. In oontrasL Tibetans living to 
the north of the Line had been subjugated 
by the Chinese and their culture and religion 
were sought to be completely destroyed. 

India's forest cover : Latest satellite 
imagery surveys have established that 
India's forest cover has gone up by more 
than five per cent in die past few years. 

I The country's forest cover, which was 
estimated to have depleted to an abysmal 
low oM4 per cent of its total land area, has 
gone up to 19 or 20 per cent. 

The development is being billed as a 
major breakthrough in restoring India's 
ecology and environment, which had 
suffered in a big way at the altar of 
development. However, a total reversal of 
the process of environmental and ecological 
degradation is still a far cry, as ideally- 
speaking at least one-third of the country's 
total land mass should have a forest cover. 

India signs MIGA convention : In 
pursuance of its efforts to attract foreign 
investment, India has on April 13, 1992 
signed the convention of the multi-lateral 
investment guarantee agency (MIGA), a 
World Bank affiliate, which provides 
insurance to foreign investors against 
political risks. Nearly 112 countries have 
already endorsed the convention India 
needs to ratify the convention and pay its 
subscription before it becomes a full member 
of MIGA 

Established in 1988, MIGA is the newest 
affiliate of the World Bank group. Its primary 
objective is to encourage the flow of foreign 
investment into developing member 
countries. It provides insurance to foreign 
investors against political risks (currency 
transfer, war and civil disturbance and 
breach of contract) and also assists member 
countries in increasing the attractiveness of 
their investment climates by offering 
promotional and advisory services to 
governments. 

Russian Federation becomes Russia : 

The Congress of Russian People's Deputies 
has on Apnl 16. 1992 voted to change the 
name of the Russian Federation of Russia 
to Russia. 

Kyrghistan Joins ILO : The Republic of 
Kyrghistan has become a member of the 
International Labour Organisation which now 
has 154 member-states.

INSAT-2A arrives in French Guiena : 
The INSAT-2A spacecraft arrived safely in 
French Guiana on April 25,1992. The IL-76 
Russian cargo aircraft, which flew the 
satellite from India on April 22, landed at 
the airport in Cayenne, capital of French 
Guiana.

Starch is present in 
ilmost every food made from plants. A chappati is rich in starch. 

A lot of people enjoy eating a chappati with butter or ghee. Even 
a toast tastes much better with butter. Butter, oil and ghee are fats. 
Not only do they make our food delicious, they also keep us warm, 
'hey also provide us with more energy than carbohydrates do. 
i'hat is why fats are useful during the cold weather. But, of course, 
loo many fats are likely to make us (at, so we have to eat these 


sparingly. 

Apart from this, the food we eat also contains small amounts of 
other important substances called minerals. Milk contains calcium, 
which helps our bones to grow. Spinach contains iron, which is 
needed by our bone cells Other important minerals are potassium 
and phosphorus. Most foods also contain vitamins. Although we 
need very tiny amounts of vitamins, each one is important.

The objects on the surface of the earth receive direct heat rays 
from the sun during day time and get heated up. During night, 
objects lose heat by radiation and their temperature falls. Those 
objects which are good radiators radiate heat more quickly and get 
cooled below the temperature of the surroundings. Air on coming 
in contact with these cooled objects in turn loses its heat and 
becomes saturated with the vapour it contains If the temperature 
of air is reduced to its dew point, the water vapour present in it 
condenses to form dew which collects on the surface of the cold 
bodies. Dew is generally formed on green plants, leaves and grass 
as they are good radiators of heat 

• Why do lakes aometimea disappear?

Lots of lakes have vanished. Some have been filled up, the 
water of others has flowed away, and other lakes in very hot 
countries have simply dried up. 

Lakes can be filled up with material brought down by rivers. 
Deltas In a lake can eventually fill up the whole lake, which becomes 
an almost flat plain. Lakes in glaciated areas often vanish in this 
way. 

Secondly, the outlet from the lake can be worn away so that the 
point at which the lake flows out is lowered. The lake will drain 
away, leaving dry land Each movements and volcanic activity can 
also make new outlets for lakes. 

Some lakes dry up because of evaporation Less water is being 
brought into the lake by nvers than is evaporating in the heat. After 
a series of wet years, take Eyre in Australia is a huge lake, but 
after several dry years it vanishes.

Ripples of matter found near edge of , 
universe ; A NASA satellite has found huge 
ripples of matter near the edge of the 
universe, a momentous discovery that 
explains how stars and galaxies evolved 
from the ‘Big Bang' that created the cosmos, 
scientists have said in Los Angeles. 

The discovery of NASA's cosmic

Shaikh Zayed bin Sultan al Nahyan : 
The President of the United Arab Emirates 
was on a three-day state visit to India from 
28th April 1992 The leader of one of the 
world's richest nations, ho is the first leader 
of the Gulf Cooperation Council to visit India 
after the Gulf crisis. 

John Major : The leader of the Tory 
Party has been re-elected as the Prime 
Minister of Britain after his parly won majority 
in the general elections for the House of 
Commons on April 9, 1992. It was in 
December 1990 that he had succeeded Mrs. 
Margaret Thatcher, who had ruled for eleven 
years and a half At that time he was the 
least known leader who had risen to the 
highest office without a trace from the most 
humble beginnings. 

Or. Boutros Boutros-Ghali : The United 
Nations Secretary-General was on a four- 
day official visit to India from April 21. 1992 

Bhalchandra Govind Pendharkar: The 
94-year-old doyen of Marathi cinema is the 
recipient of the Oada Saheb Phalke Award 
this year which was conferred on him by 
the President, Mr R. Venkataraman, on 
May 5, 1992. 

Saparmurad Niyazov The 

Turkmenistan President was on a three- 
day visit to India in April 1992. India and 
Turkmenistan have signed three agreements 



on matters relating to strengthening trade 
and economic cooperation and a protocol 
on establishment of diplomatic and consular 
relations. 

Mo. Betty Boothroyd : A Labour Party 
lawmaker and former chorus girl was on 
April 27. 1992 elected as the first ever 
woman Speaker of the British House of 
Common4in a straight contest. 

PlerrMeregovoy: The Finance Minister 
succeecH Mrs. Edith Cresson as the 
Prime kmster of France on April 2, 1992. 


Mrs Cresson. who served ten-and-a-half 
turbulent months as France's first woman 
Premier resigned after devastating election 
setbacks for the Socialist Party. 

Yasser Arafat: The PLO leader suffered 
some bruises when his Soviet-made twin 
prop Antonov-26 transport plane 
crashlanded in the southern Libyan desert 



on April 8, 1992. He was travelling from 
Khartoum to Tunis when his plane was 
apparently forced down by a howling 
sandstorm in the Al-Sarra region, near the 
Chadian border. 

Sunderlal Bahuguna : The noted 
environmentalist ended his 45-day-long 
fast on the banks of the Bhagirathi river on 
April 12. 1992 after an assurance from the 
Prime Minister that all blasting operations 
on the Tehri dam site would be stopped 
and an enquiry ordered soon on the dam 
project. 

Ms. Medha Patekar : The 37-year-old 
central organiser and strategist of the 
Narmada Bachao Andolan, is among the 
six recipients, to have received the $ 60,000 
Goldman Environment Prize in absentia 
in San Francisco on April 27. 1992. Last 
year she had won the Right Livelihood 
Award. 

Mohammad NaJIbullah : The 44-year- 
oid Afghan President, who took over the 
country's leadership with Soviet backing in 
1986 and wanted to be his war-weary 
nation's peace-maker, stepped down on 
April 16. 1992 and was reported arrested 
while a coalition of generals took over power 
in Afghanistan. He is reported to have taken 
refuge in a United Nations office. 

Ahmed Shah Masood : The 39-year-oid 
guerilla leader is known as the lion of 
Panjshir';, after the northeastern valley 
region from which he launched his deadly 
assaults. His assaults have brought down 
the Afghan President, Dr. Najibullah. 

Prinoeas Anna : Daughter of Britain’s 
Queen Elizabeth has on April 23, 1902 i 


obtained a divorce from her estranged 
husband, Mark Phillips, a former caval^ 
captain. It was only ^e second divorce in 
the inner circle of the royal family since the 
16th century when King Henry VIII spumed 
four of his six wives. He divorced two and 
beheaded two others. 

Satyajit Ray : The veteran film-maker 
died at the Bellevue clinic in Calcutta on 
April 23, 1992 at the age &f 71. He was 
conferred the Bharat Ratna in March this 
year and received a Special Oscar the same 
month. 

Isaac Asimov : The prolific writer of 
science fact and fiction, who laid down the 
literary laws of how robots must behave, 
died at New York university hospital on 
April 6, 1992 at the age of 72.
